9. L’Azure, 
Latis Lazuli. 

This is the xuavopy of Diofcorides, 
and féems to be the Sappbirus of 
Pliny. 'The ground of it is blue, 
veined and fpotted with white, and 
a gliftering or metallic yellow. It 
appears to be compofed of, 1/7, A 
white, fparry, or cryftalline matter. 
2dly, Flakes of golden or yellow 
Talc. 3d/y, A fhining yellow fub- 
ftance, the fame with the finer Mar- 
cafite. ‘This fumes off in the cal- 
cination of the ftone, and cafts a 
fulphurous fmell. 4th/y, A bright 
blue fubitance, of great ufe amongft 
the Painters, purchafed by them 
under the name of Ultramarine, at 
a great price: and when rich, is 
found upon trial, to yield about % 
of Copper, with a very little Silver. 
It is very feldom ufed in Medicine. 
Tt will both purge and vomit: but 
I cannot think it fafe to ufe it inter- 
naily, leaft its metallic falts fhould 
corrode the ftomach and inteftines. 

10. Jafper; Fa/pis. 
thie seth fpotted with 
red, yellow or white. 

11. Carnelion; Sardus, Sarda, 
Carneolus. 

It has its name from its flefhy co- 


or Ultramarine 3; 


Jour, which is, in fome of thefe 


Stones, paler, when ’tis called the 


~ female Carnelian ; in others deeper, 


called the ma/e. It is femi-pellucid. 

12. Beryll; Beryllus. 

Beryll is only a fine fort of Car- 
nelion, of a more deep bright red, 
fometimes witha caft of yellow, and

Carnelion. 
Ancients was a quite different Stone, 
and perhaps the fame with our 4- 
quamarine. 

Thefe which follow are called 
Gems or precious Stones; they are 
pellucid, and of different colours, ac- 
cording tothe different metallic par- 
ticles incorporated with the cryftal- 
line or adamantine matter of which 
they confift. 

13. Topaz; Topafius or Chryfo- 
lithus. 

This is of a yellow or goldith co- 
lour, which fhows it to have fom 
Lead in its compofition. 

14. Hyacinth; Hyacinthus. 

It is of a flame colour, occafioned 
probably by fome Iron mixt with 
the Lead in it. The Hyacinthus of 
. the Ancients was a different Stone 
from this; it’s colour being purple, 
~ tending to blue, and fomewhat re- 
fembling the fower of the Hyacinth 
or Violet. In Amethy/to, fays Pliny, 
fulgor violaceus dilutus eff in Hya- 
cintho. 

15. Garnet 3 Granatus. 

This and all the other red Gems 
have Iron in them. 

16. Amethyft; Amethyftus. 

It is of a bright purple. 4d vi- 
ni colorem, ‘ays Pliny, accedit, in 
violam definens. 

17. Sapphire; Sappbirus. 

This is of a fine blue colour. It 
feems to have been unknown to the 
Ancients. What they meant by 
this name was probably our Lapis 

Lazuli: In Sapphiris aurum punétis 
collucet, fays Pliny. 

18. Emerald; Smaragdus. 

It is of a bright grafs green, and 
is found in fiffures of rocks, along 
with Copper Ores: from which me- 
tal it takes its colour. Thefe are 
called the greater precious Stones, 
and are in the Confectio de Hyacin- 
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tho, which is a good Medicine, and 
frequently in ufe in the Shops ; but 
it is much to be fufpeéted that thefe 
precious Stones are the worft part 
of it. For they are not reducible 


into a powder fit for ufe without long _ ; 
levigation ; (and if they are given . 


coarfe, by the hardnefs and afpe- 
rities of their angles they will be 
almoft as injurious to the coatsiof 


the ftomach, as fo much Glafs) and»

Nitre and Urine, and the other 
with an addition of more things, 
which may be feen in Schroder, but 


it is now negleéted. It’s ufe in 


Medicine is but little. Taken alone 
in Powder, it provokes to vomit; 
but ’tis feldom us’d for that purpofe. 
Mixed with any warm Aromatic, it 
has no fuch effeét in the ftomach; 
but is reckon’d of fome efficacy in 
aflifting Delivery, and is by our 
Midwives frequently adminifter’d

times ufed in Gargarifms. 

5. Salt Petre; Nitrum. ; 

This is a Salt extracted out of the 
Earth; it. alfo. cleaves to Stone- 
Walls, Rocks, Clefts, and Caverns 
under Ground. | 'That whichis ex- 
tracted out of fat Earth, is made in 
moft Countries in,Europe;. but our 
greateft quantities come from: the 
Eaft-Indies. tis compos’d of near 
an equal quantity of fixed and vola- 
tile nitrous aérial falts, bitterifi and 
pungent in tafte. It’s cryftals are 
hexagonal prifms. It is | diuretic 
and cooling. 

6. Roch Alum; A/umen rupeum. 

Some authors mention: feveral 
forts, but the’ A/umen rupeum, or 
Roch Alum, is made of a mineral 
Alum mix’d with Urine and Kali. 
It is extremely rough and aftringent, 
as every one finds who taltes it. It 
is apt to provoke vomiting, by vel- 
licating the fibres of the ftomach ve- 
ry much; upon which account it is 
not much ufed inwardly ; and then 
not without fome fmooth aromatic 
ingredients in compofition with it. 
Many poor people have been cured 
of Agues, with a large Nutmeg, 
and it’s equal weight of Alum, pow- 
der’d and divided into three dofes, 
giving one every morning fafting. 
It is likewife ufed outwardly in fome 
aftringent Lotions, and enters fome 
Compolitions as a very good Denti- 
frice, and a preferver of the Gums. 

7. Plumous Aluins lumen plu- 
mofum. 

This is {carce known in England ; 
what we have under that name be- 
ing only a coarfe fort of Amianthus, 
or Lapis Asbeftus ; which not only 
does not diflolve in water, as the 
plumous Alum ought to do; but alfo 
bears the fire, growing red hot in 
it, without fuffering any damage. 
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8. Blue, or Roman, Vitriol; V2- 
triolum ceruleum or Romanum. 

Dr Woodward tells us, there is an 
acid falt in the earth, which, uni- 
ting with chalky or other earthy 
matter, produces Alum; and Vi- 
triol, by the addition of a metallic 
matter, If the metal be Iron, it 
produces Green Vitriol 3 if Copper, 
Blue Vitriol. It is much ufed by 
our Surgeons to eat away proud 
fiefh. 

g. Copperas, or Green Vitriol ; 
Vitriolum viride. 

This owes it’s colour to Iron; in 
Londonit is well known, that moft 
of the old Iron which is gathered by 
many poor people, is fold to the 
Copperas-Houfles at Rotherhith and 
Deptford, which they boil up with 
a Diffolution of the Pyrites, which 
is a ftone found on the fhore of the 
Ifle of Shepey, and other fuch like 
places, and let the liquor run out 
into convenient Veffels or Cifterns, 
in which it fhoots into thofe forms 
we meet with amongft the Drug- 
gifts. It is chiefly ufed as an A- 
ftringent. ‘There are many prepa- 
rations made of this fort: of which 
I hall {peak in their proper place. 

10. White Vitriol; Vitriolum al- 
bum. 

This feems to be made from the 
green Vitriol, from which it does 
not feem to differ after being dif- 
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Babylon is in fome fprings whitifh, 
tho’ it be generally black, and differs 
little from Petroleum. - | 
2. Oil of Petre, or Rock Oil; 
Petroleum. iu 
This is a Mineral thrown up, and 
diftill’d as it were by a fubterranean 
Heat, in feveral Mountains in [¢a/y 


and Naples; from whence it drains 


down, and lies upon the furface of 
Lakes and Fountains, on fome of 
which, Naturalifts report, it conti- 
nues burning, and particularly near 
the antient city of Babylon, and allo 
at Mejanum, a village in the Parme- 
fan. It is much commended in ma- 
ny outward complaints, as rheuma- 
tic and arthritic pains, and paralytic 
limbs; becaufe it is very warm and 
penetrating. Some perfons with 
thefe Mineral Oils have lately fet up 
for Emperics in the Gout; but even 
thefe, as well as all other Medicines, 
will not anfwer the Pretenfions of 


fuch as know not how to ufe them. 


We have direétions to rectify this 


Oil in Schroder, and fome others; 
and to make fome other preparations | " 


of it; but they can be of no fervice — 


to the Reader, becaufe they are nei- - 
ther prefcribed nor made by anyin 


the prefent Pra@tice. There is a 
fort of Petroleum found floating on 
a fmall fpring, at Pitchford in Shrop- 
feire, and on other fprings in Exg- 
Jand.and Scotland. "That alfo is of 
much the fame nature, which is 
brought from the We/f-Jndies under 
the name of Bardadoes Tar. It has 
a ftrong fcent not unlike the com-

of Amber; but it is never to be 


found in Praétice, and therefore not 
made by any body. 

4. Amber; Succinum. 

This is a bituminous juice or re- 
fin, which from a Fluor grows hard 
and brittle; for that it once was in 
a ftate of fluidity, is manifeft from 
the feveral parcels of it, which have 
inclofed ftraws and infeéts of various 
kinds. The whireft and moft tranf- 
parent is accounted beft. It is of 
no great ufe in Medicine per /e, as 
it’s texture feems too compact to o- 
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pen and yield to the natural elabo- 
rations of the body. 
5. Jeats Gagates, or Succinum ni- 


grum. 


This is a kind of black, pitchy 
ftone, which will readily catch fire, 
flame, and emit a bituminous fmell. 


CHAP. V. 


Of MINERALS, 
eps Bodies nearly related to Me- 


tals; as having fome proper- 
ties in common with them, being 
particularly ponderous, and fplen- 
dent with a metallic brightnefs. 
1. Quickfilver; (%) Mercurius, 
Hydrargyrus, or Argentum vivum. 
Diofcorides takes notice of Quick- 
filver that was native, and found in 
the Earth fluid, free, and without 
mixture: and calls it vSegewegs 
xg.9 ¢avJoy, Mercury is a mineral of 
very fingular and peculiar nature, 
and differs from all others in keep- 
ing conftantly a fluid form, when 
pure feparate, and unmix’d. Nor 
can it ever be fixed, or brought to 
confiftence and folidity, by any art 
whatfoever. It amalgams with all 
metals, except only Iron, and is 
fufceptible of amore confiftent form, 
when united with Nitre, Alum, or | 
other acid Salts, and with Arfenic, 
or Sulphur. But when difengaged 
from them, and feparated again, it 
ever appears in its original natural 
condition, and fluid as before. 
Would our Alchymifts, who work 
much on Mercury, reflec rightly on 
this, *twould put an end to their 
troublefome, expenfive, and delu- 
five amufements. "Tis call’d uly

2. Cinnabar. — - 

It is the Ore of Quickfilver, and 
coniifts partly of a mercurial, partly 
of a fulphureo-ochreous matter. D/- 
ofcorides, le§. ¢. 109, 110. calls it 
"Auptoy, or as other copies have it 
Miviov, and makes a diftinétion be- 
twixt this and Cinnabar, Kivye' Caer. 
The former, he fays, they had from 
Spain, the latter from Africa 3 and 
probably there might be fome diffe- 
rence betwixt them; but by the 
properties and ufes he afcribes to 
each, they feem to be of the fame 
kind. At leaft Pliny tells us. ex- 
prefsly, fome of the Greek Writers 
called that Cinnabari, which the 
Romans called Minium, and out of 
which they extracted their Hydrar- 
gyrum. Others called it Miltos ; 
Milton votant Greci Minium, qui- 
dam Cinnabari, 1.37.¢. 7. Sarra- 
cenus, in his notes upon Diofrorides, 
corrects the place, and fubititutes 
Ammion; but without reafon, Mja- 
1@- being the word ufed by fome of 
the Greek Writers, and particularly 
by Strabo conftantly. Theophraftus, 
in his book get atSwy, ufes only the 
word Kivyd€aer: fo that it is plain, 
that ours and the ancient Cizaabar 
is the fame. There is alfo in the 


Shops a fadtitious Cizmabar, which- 


is the common Vermillion of our 
The true. native is very

There is certainly a great deal of 
Quickfilver and Sulphur in its com- 
pofition; and Diofcorides will have 


it to be a Minium, by reafon a great 
deal of Quickfilver may be obtain’d 


from it. We have it chiefly from |. 
Hungary, and fome parts of Germa- — 


zy; in which countries Schroder 
fays, the very Peafants know how 
to draw the Quickfilver from it. Ie 
is taken out of the Mines as it comes 
tous. Itis by all accounted a won- 
derful remedy in Epilepfies ; and it 
was upon this fcore a great favou-. 
rite with Crato, from whofe name 
fome authors call a powder mad¢ 
with it Pu/ois Cratonis. It is very 
probable that by its fubtilty and fo- 
lidity together, it conduces in fuch 
intentions ; as by thofe properties it 
is enabled to pafs thro’ the minuteft 
paflages; and by its momentum to 
break through the little obftruétions, 
which in the Fibres and nervous

- round pieces. It is little ufed but

_. fublimation ; tho’ fome more efteem 
_ it when crude in particular intenti- 
-.ons, as having then more Salt in it, 
and confequently being more deter- 
five. This is ufed in little elfe than 
ee Unguents for the Itch, and fuch cu- 
taneous eruptions, in which it is a 
good ingredient, but a very ftinking 
one; and on that account ufed only 
by the meaner fort of people. See 
_ more under it’s preparations at the 
later end of this part. 
8. Calamine; Lapis Calaminaris. 
This is found in Lead Mines. It 


is much ufed as a great dryer, and 


abforbent in outward applications, 
“but it is feldom ufed inwardly. It 
is employed in Cerates and Platters, 
as an Incarnerand cleanfer of Ulcers; 
as alfo in Collyriums againft inflam- 
mations of the Eyés. 

g. Antimony; (§) Antimoninm. 


This is a heavy metalline fub- 
ftance, compacted, as it were, of 
long fhining needles. Itis in many 
places in Europe ; but what is gene- 
rally in the Shops, is not the true 
mineral Antimony, but has been 
melted, and caft into pyramidal and 
conical forms. Its metalline parts 
approach near to the nature of Lead 5 
but thofe virtues which give it fuch 
a large fhare in Medicine, altoge- 
ther arife from its fulphureous parts. 
In crude fubftance it is much ufed in 
Diet-Drinks of the Woods, and fuch 
things as are intended againft the 
Scurvy, and to promote the natu- 
ral tran{fpiration. It is given alfo in 
fubftance as a diaphoretic and deob- 
ftruent, but it is very apt to change 
with the humours it meets with in 
the ftomach into a kind of Regulus, 
and prove violently emetic :. for by 
many preparations of this:Mineral, 


_andacomparifon of their effects with 


thofe of crude Antimony, it is ma- 
nifeft that fornewhat very active in 
its compofition is inclofed in more 
grofs parts, which hinder their ex- 
ertion; but when any proper Men- 
firoum, or Diffolvent, fets. thofe 
principles at liberty,’ their power is 
foon difcovered by their operation.

Its fpecific weight is to that of 
water, as 19636 to 1000. It is of 
little ufe in the modern Practice of 
Phyfic, unlefs in gilding fome 
Medicines, to make them appear 
beautiful to the eye. | 

2. Silver (()3 Argentum. 

This metal is found in the veins 
of fiffures of the Strata, fometimes 
native and pure, adhering either to 
the Stone on the fides, or to the 
f{parry, or other mineral matter, in 
the veins, in various forms, ¢. g. of 
hairs, of threads, finer or thicker, of 
branched fhrubs, and of feathers ; 
as alfo fometimes of Grumuli, maf- 
fes and lumps, from which forms it 
has obtained the names of Argentum 
capillare, fibrofum, arborefcens, plu- 


mofum, granulatum, concretum. In-

3. Copper (9); 4s, Cuprum.

3. Litharge of Gold; Lithargy- 
rus Auri.

in Plafters; and boil’d with Oil,

White Lead; Cerufz or San- 
dix. 


This is.a corrofion of Lead by Vi- “ 


negar, which turns it into a white 
ruft, that is kept in cakes or lumps, 
and is then call’d Ceruis. 

7. Red Lead; Minium. 

This is made by melting Lead in 
an earthen unglazed Pan, and ftir- 
ring it over the fire, till it is redu- 
ced to a Powder; when it is called, 
calcined Lead. But when this is put 
into a reverberatory fire for three 
or four hours, it will turn red, and 
is then Minium. 

8. Verdegris;) rugo, or Es 
viride. 

This is made much after the man- 
ner of the feveral Saffrons of Iron: 
for it is no other than Copper turn’d 
into a ruft by the corrofion of an 
acid that is in the grape; the pref- 


_ fings of which are made to ferve, by 


laying them between copper-plates = 
when the firft ruft is fcraped off, 
frefh husks are Jaid upon the plates 
till all the Metal is fo changed. 

What of this commodity comes 
from France is much the beit: it 
enters many external compofitions, 
and is a good cleanfer of floughy and 
foul Ulcers ; it alfo keepsdown proud 
Flefh, and is very ferviceable in de- 
ftroying thofe cankerous {pecks, as 
the nurfes call them, fo apt to be 
troublefome in childrens mouths :

a. Common Liverwort; Lichen, 
or Hepatica vulgaris. Lichen pe- 
treus latifolius, five Hepatica fou- 
tana C. B. Lichen primus Lob. Ic. 

It. grows near fprings, wells, and 
watry places, very low, almoft like 
a Mofs, and puts out flowers about 
Fune, not unlike Stars. This 1s 
wonderfully commended by Schro- 
der, in thofe diforders of the Liver, 
which rife from too much heat 
and he fays ’tis good in the Jaun- 
dice, Heétics, Gonorrhea’s, and 
Fevers. And fome are fond ‘of it, 
becaufe of the refemblance it bears 
to the Liverand Spleen inits leaves 
but that Signature-Philofphy is ex- 
ploded. 


b, Oak-

b. Oak-lungs; Mufcus pulmona- 
rius. Lichen arboreus feu Pulmona- 
ria arborea F. B. 
This hangs down like great pieces 


of brown parchment from Oak-trees. 


It’s virtues are the fame with thofe 
of the common fort. 

e. Cup-mofs; Mufcus pyxidatus. 
Mufcus pyxieidos, terrefris C. B. 
Lichen pyxidatus, major Tourn. 

This has been mightily in vogue 
among the good women for their 
childrens coughs, but it has not ob- 
tained in officinal or extemporane- 
ous prefcriptions. Dr Wil/s is the 
beft authority we have for it’s won- 
derful virtues, and he makes it al- 
mott infallible, in that which is com- 
monly called the Chin-Cough. 

d. Afh-coloured Liverwort, or 
Ground Jews-ear; Lichen cinereus. 
Lichen terreftris cinereus Rait. 

This is’ the chief ingredient in 
. the Pulvis antily fis; a Medicine 
much in ufe for the bite of a mad 
dog. 

2. Hairy Tree-Mofs; U/nea, or 
Mufeus arboreus. Mufcus arboreus, 

villofus F. B. 

It hangs like a great beard from 
trees. It is found in great woods, 
but not often in England. It hasan 
aftringent tafte ; and is faid to be pof- 
feffed of that virtue. 

3. Duck’s-meat; Lens paluffris. 
_*Lenticula paluftris vulgaris C. B. 

It grows upon ponds and flagnant 
waters, and by fome, particularly 
Matthiolus, is recommended to cool 
inflammations. An infufion of it in 


white wine has been kept asa great 


fecret by fome for the Jaundice. 

4. Mofs; Mufcus. 

Thefe have flender, hairy roots 5 
many tender leaves, growing with- 
out any order, round the ftalks: the 


fruit at the end of a pedicle, cover- 


ed with a conical operculum, which 
falls off, when it is ripe, and difclo- 
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fes a veffel, with many very {mall 
feeds. The fpecies of Mo/s are very 
numerous; but only two are re- 
ceived into Medicine. 
a. Ground Mofs; Mufcus ter- 
reftris. Mufcus vuleatifimus C. B. 
This is common in moift and fha- 
dy places, at the roots of trees: the 
pedicle comes out of the fide of the 
ftalk; the veffel is conical, and the 
operculum is {mooth.

2. Polypody of the Oak; Po/y- 
podium quercinum.

The fruits grow in a double 
row of fpots, on the back ‘of the 
_ leaf. It grows out of old walls, and 
ruins; as likewife out of many trees, 
_ but that from the Oak is reckoned 
 beft. This is placed by many Dif-

_ thartics; but it’s power that way is 
no more than what is common to 
__-moft of the clafs of Detergents. ‘It

Dr Quincy has confounded the 
four laft together, in a very furpri- 
fing manner. This has leaves fhaped 
fomething like thofe of Rue, and co- 
vered all over the back, with a {mall 
feed like duft. It grows in many 
places in England, chiefly on rocky 
ground. It is ufed-in decays of the 
Lungs; and therefore enters mach 
into the compofitions of Peétorals, 
both in the Shops and common 
Prefcription. It 1s alfo efteemed 
as an hepatic, and a remover of 
obftruétions in the Kidnies, and 
likewife a promoter of the Men- 
fes; but is not much ufedin thefe 
intentions. : 

7. Male Fern; BAx(-zci's)mas. 
Filix non ramofa, dentata C. B. 

The leaves of this are divided in- 
to other {mall leaves, on which the 
veffels are placed asin Polypody. It 
is common in fhady places.

It isa large branched plant, having 
the fruit in clufters. It grows in 
boggy places. Schroder reckons it 
of a mix’d temperament, and fays it 
deterges, and is fubaftringent. It 
is moft in efteem for reftraining the 
Whites in Women, and ftrength- 
ning the Womb. It pafles with 
fome for almoft a Specific in the 
Rickets. Some efteem it very pow- 
erful in difperfing bruifed blood, and 
taking away the blacknefs that arifes 
therefrom: and Mynficht made it 
the bafis of a cataplafm for fuch pur- 
pofes. But notwithftanding thefe 
many virtues, it grows out of ufe,

5. Silver-weed, or wild Tanfey ; 
Argentina. or Potentilla.  Penta- 
phylloides, Argentina difta Raii Sym. 
The leaves of this are of a fine fil- 
wer colour: the leaves are pennated: 
otherwife it refembles the Cingue- 
foil. Xt is without {mell or tafte, 
| and grows plentifully by hedges and 
highways, as alfo in the meadows, 
It flowers in May and Funes and is 
- Tecommended for’ it’s cooling, re- 
ftringent Qualities, having antient- 
ly a diltilled Water, and a Conferve

6. Strawberry; Fragaria, Fraga- 
ria vulgaris G. B.

7. Avens; Caryophyllata. Cas 
ryophyllata vulgaris @. Bo 

This has a fibrous root; pennated 
nervous leaves: an one-leav’d calyx, 
cut into ten fegments: a pentapeta- 
lous fower, with many chives: and 
a round fruit. It is common in 
hedges. It flowers in May and Fune. 
It is faid to be good to dry up Ca- 
tarrhs, and diflolve coagulated blood. 

8: Dropwort; Filipendila. Fi- 
lipendula vulgaris 3 an Moton Plinii ? 


It has a fibrous root, with many 
glandulous knobs hanging at the end 
of the fibres, whence it receives it’s 
name: the leaves are finely divided, 
like thofe of Yarrow: the calyx is 
one-leaved, indented, divided into 
fix or feven reflex’d fegments: the 
flowers are hexapetalous or heptape- 
talous, difperfed in panicles, upon 
long flalks, almoft naked ; with ma- 
ny chives arifing from the fegments . 
of the calyy: the fruit is round. It 
Brows in meadow and pafture 
grounds, and flowers in Fuve. The 
root is {aid to be very deterfive and 
diuretic, and good in tartarous ob= 
ftructions of the Lungs, a8 well as 
the Kidnies; whereby it often re- 
lieve Afthmas, and difficulty “of 
breathing. ‘Some will have it’s de- 
terfive efficacy {till reach further; 
and to {cour even the joints, fo as 
to prevent and eafe the Gout, and 
to clear thé Brain'and nervous ap- 
pendages from fuch diforders as 
bring on Epilepfies and Convulfions. 
But notwithftanding thefe aperitive

And indeed there is not a 
better Vegetable grows than this, 
for all fuch intentions. It agrees 
mighty well with the White Drink, 
and changes it’s colour to a very ae 
greeable red, and much increafes 
it’s efficacy in checking a Loofenefs 
in the Meafles, Small-Pox, or Fevers.

2. Cummin; Cuminum or Cymi- 
num. Cuminum femine longiore C. B. 

This is a fmaller plant ‘than Fen- 
nel: the leaves refemble thofe of 
Fennel: but the feed is longer, and 
has a particular, fragrant {mell, 
and warm, aromatic, unpleafant 
tafte. The feed only is in ufe, it 
attenuates and difcufles wind. It is 
much cultivated in the ifland of Ma/- 
ta, and flowers in Fume. eee 

3. Spignel; Meum and Meum he 
thamanticum. Meum foliis Anethi- 
CHR: 

The leaves are much finer than _ 
thofe of Fennel: the feeds are big- 
ger and broader: the root, which is 
the only part in ufe, is oblong, thick 
and branched, of a rufty colour 
without, and pale within. It grows 
in meadows and pafture grounds, 
but is not often met with, and 
flowers in Fune. It has an aroma- 
tic pungency in it’s fcent, but is 
alfo fomewhat fetid. It remains 
in many Difpenfatory-Compofitious, 
moft of them Alexipharmics; of 
which tribe it is by all writers ac-_ 
counted. Some afcribe to it virtues 
which give it a place in Hyfterical 
Prefcriptions: it is given to pro-|

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7. Angelica; Angelica. Angelica 
fativa C.B. 

The leaves are winged, and divi- 
ded into large fegments. The feeds 
are ftriated, large and thick. The 
root is oblong, divided from a thick 
head into many fibres, of a reddifh 
yellow on the outfide with a white 
pith within: having a warm, and 
{weetifh bitter tafte, and a fragrant, 
aromatic fmell. It is fown in gar- 
dens. It flowers in Fu/y: it is a 
warm, fragrant, aromatic plant, in 
great efteem with many authors. 
Schroder will have it to be a moft 
noble Cordial, Sudorific, and Vul- 
nerary, and alfo to promote the 
Menfes, forward Delivery, and 
ftrengthen the Womb: and that it 
is efficacious againft all manner of 
poifonous and peftilential contagi-. 
ons. Butat prefent it is regarded 
little otherwife than as a Carmina- 
tive. ‘The College hath a com- 
pound water whch takes it’s name 
from it, in which are many ingredi- 
ents of the fame rank. 

The roots are likewife very efficas 
cious in this intention; efpecially 
thofe from Spain, which are won- 
derfully difcuilive, and of a fragrant 
flavour. 

8. Mafter-wort ; Imperatoria, A- 
ftrantia or Magiffrantia. Imperato- 
ria major C. B. 

The leaves are divided and fub- 
divided by threes, and lefs branched, 
than thofe of Angelica. ‘The feeds 
are plain, oval, a little ftriated and 
edged. The Root, which is the only 
part in ufe, is oblong, about the 
thicknefs of one’s thumb, wrinkled, 
jointed, brown without, white 
within, of a warm aromatic talte,; 
and a moft fragrant fmell. ‘They are 
not much unlike the Azgelica-Roots 
in flavour, or virtue.

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by all to be a good Alexipharmic. 
They are faid to cure many kinds of 
poifons, and the bites of venomous 
animals. They are alfo deterfive, 
and good in the Jaundice, Cachexies, 
and Dropfies, becaufe they promote 
the fecretions by Urine as well as by 
the Skin. In the College Plague- 
Water they are an excellent Ingre- 
dient ; and if they are difpens’d in 
it in due quantity, and frefh, give a 
very agreeable predominant taite to 
the compofition. 

9. Alexanders 3 Smyrnium or Hip- 
pofelinum. Hippofelinum Theophbra- 
fii vel Smyrnium Diofcoridis C. B. 
Smyrnium Matth. 

The leaves are large, various, and 
fometimes perfoliated. The feeds 
are thick, hemifpherical, gibbous, 
- channelled and black. It grows on 
rocks, and flowers in Fune. It is 
faid to be a reftorative ; but at pre- 
fent is little in ufe. 

10. Skirret; Sifarum, or Sifer. 
Sifarum Germanorum C..B. 

The roots hang feveral from one 
head. The leaves are pennated, 
growing to a middle rib, with an 
odd one at the end. ‘The feeds are 
narrow and ftriated. ‘The roots are 
ufed more in the Kitchen than in 
the Shops: they have a warm, fub- 
aftringent tafte ; are agreeable to the 
ftomach, provoke an appetite, are 
diuretic and lithontriptic, nourifh- 
ing, and of eafy digeftion. Schroder 
recommends them as an antidote to 
Quickfilver. 

11. Burnet Saxifrage ; Pimpinella 
Saxifriga. Pimp. Sax. major alte- 
ra C. B. Tragofelinum alterum, ma- 
jus Tourn. 

It has a root of about the thick- 
nefs of one’s little finger, of a fine 
warm and aromatic tafte. The 
leaves are pennated, like thofe of 
Burnet. The petals or flower-leaves 
are bifid and unequal; the feeds ob- 
long, gibbous, and ftriated. It is 
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pretty common in paftures; and 
flowers in Fuly. It is one of the 
moft noble aromatic roots growing in 
England, and is an ingredient in the 
Pulvis Radicum ari compofitus. But 


the common Saxifrage, and fome- — 


times that and common Burnet mixt, 
are brought to market inftead of it 5 
neither of which have any, thing 
warm or aromatic in their tafte.

For 
there have been many inftances of 
perfons, and fometimes whole fa-— 
milies, being fuddenly taken ill, fo 
as to occafion fufpicion of poifon, 
when they had reafon to fufpect it 
in the Parfley, by having eat ftuff’d 
Beef, as is common, or fome other 
food where that had been ufed. It 
has fo much the difrepute of being 
poifonous, that it is never taken in- 
wardly, unlefs by fuch accidental 
miftakes as abovementioned; but I 
never heard of an inflance where it 
has proved deadly, though many are 
fo caught with it. Jt firft affects

operates violently by vomit and 
ftool. Fat Broths and oily foftning 
liquors are good in fuch accidents

_heavinefs to fleep, and goes off with- 


out any further mifchief. Etmuller 
mentions a perfon who took the 
root inwardly, to the quantity of a 
dram, which cured him of a fchir- 
rous Liver and Spleen; and recom- 
mends us for further knowledge of 
it’s properties, to Kircher, Simon 
Pauli, and Amatus Sufitanus. Mr 
Petiver alfo informs us that a 
Clergyman of his acquaintance eat 
a confiderable quantity of it, in his 
prefence, without any harm; which 
made Mr Pe¢iver venture to tafte 
This was followed by 
no ill confequence at all, for he 
thought. it tafted not difagreeable ; 
but fomething like Se/eri. It 
is by many in efteem for the 


_ Spleen and Hypochondriac inflati- 


ons. It’s juice is boil’d up with 


_ Gums, and fuch convenient ingre- 


dients, as are neceflary for the form 


of a Plafter. The College has one 


which bears it’s name, and is pretty 
much prefcribed in the above-men- 
tion’d cafe, as likewife to difcufs 
hard, flatulent or cold Tumours, in 
other parts. 

14. Sampire; Crithmum, Feni- 
culum marinum, or Herba San&i 
Crithmum five Feniculum 
maritimum minus C. B.

15. Bifhop’s-weed; Ammi-éos.

a. True Bifhop’s-weed ; Ammi 
verum. Amini alterum femine Apit

This is feldom met with in the 
Shops. The feeds are fmaller than 
thofe of Parfley, of a reddifh co- 
lour, a warm, aromatic tafte, and~ 
fragrant {mell, in fome fort refem- 
bling Origanum. It is brought from 
Egypt by the way of Alexandria to 
Venice and Germany ; and thence in- 
to other parts of Europe.

4, Common Bifhop’s-weed ; 4m- 
mi vulgare. Ammi majus C. B. 

Thefe feeds are of a more grayifh 
colour. They*are commonly ufed 
inflead of the true fort. ‘They are 
one of the four leffer hot feeds. 

16. Smallage; Apium or Eleofe- 
linum.  Apium paluftre C. B. 

The root is about the thicknefs of 
one’s thumb, whitifh, divided into 
many fibres. It has a warm tafte 
and a fragrant fmell. The leaves are 
winged, and divided. into many 
{mall fegments. The flower-leaves 
are equal and entire; the feeds gib- 
bous and ftriated. It is the fame or 
but little different from the Se/ert 
of the gardens. It is aperient and 
difcuffive. It’s root is one of the 
five greater openers. There needs 
no trouble to reduce it into any me- 
dicinal forms, becaufe it is fo conve-

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nient and agreeable in Sallads. It 
is very good in grofs conftitutions, 
and infarctions of the Lungs, efpe- 
cially if eat with Oil and Muftard.

The root is oblong, thick, white, 
of a warm tafte, and fragrant, aro- 
matic {mell, ‘The feeds are {mall, 
oblong, ftriated, dark green, of a 
warm tafte. It is well. enough 
known in our gardens, where ’tis 
cultivated in great plenty, and comes 
to us much oftener in Food than 
Phyfic, in which itis better to be 
ufed for any medicinal intention, as 
it is pleafant to eat in fubftance, al- 
moft in any thing; and becaufe the 
flomach is the beit prepirer of fuch 
ingredients, for all vegetable fub- 
flances eafily refolve therein, and 
yield their native properties. And 
there is no form in Medicine which 
_ can draw out the virtues of this herb 
to fuch advantage, as they refide in 
it’s own {ubftance ; becaufe they ma- 
nifeftly confift in a fixed nitrous Salt, 
which in diftillation does not rife, 
and leaves the water good for no- 
thing. This is fometimes ufed out- 
_wardly by the common people in 
Cataplafms, to difcufs and refolve, 
which by its penetrating nitrous 
Salt it is frequently fuccefsful in do- 
ing. There is hardly a better ingre- 
dient in our ordinary Sallads, “for 
cooling and cleanfing the Vifcera: 
it alfo abfterges much flime and vif- 
cid adhefion from the ftomach and 
bewels, cleanfes all the paflages, 
Keeps the juices fluid, and greatly

It is called Ammoniacum, from it’s 
growing near the temple of Fupiter 
Ammon. ‘That is beft which is freeft 
from drofs, of a yellowifh colour 
without, and white within, and of 
a bitterifh tafte and caftor finell. It 
very much attenuates and deterges, 
and is therefore properly ufed in all 
diftempers arifing from Grumes and 
Vifcidities, which ftuff up the vef- 
fels, and particularly prevent a due 
motion of the nervous fluids. For 
this reafon it is found of mighty 
fervice, not only in Afthmas and 
infarctions of the Lungs, but in 
nervous Cafes, and particularly - 
The moit 
convenient form to prefcribe it, is’ 
by way of Pills. Some diffolve it 
in vinegar and other liquors, and’ 
call it Lac Ammoniacum, which is 
much ufed in Afthmas; but that 
form is naufeous to fome. It is 
feldom omitted in extemporaneous | 
Prefcriptions for the above-men- 
tioned intentions. It is alfo in the 
compolition of many topics as 2 — 
fuppurative ; and fome fay it will 
of itfelf even draw out thorns or 
fplinters.

26. Hog’s Fennel; Peucedanum 
or Feniculum percinum.

The leaves are cut into broader 
fegments, than thofe of Di//, and 
divided and fubdivided by threes, 
the feed is plain, almoft oval, a lit- 
tle ftriated, and edged. The root 
is fibrous, and runs deep into the 
ground. It’s {aid to be good for 
the difeafes of the breaft : but is fel- 
dom or never met with in Prefcrip- 
tion. 

27. The Opopanax Plant ; Panax 
Paftinace folio C. B. 

It is cultivated in the gardens of 
the curlous.. Being wounded near 
the root, it emits a juice which con- 
creting of it’s own. accord becomes 
the Opopanax..'The beft is that 
which is’ clear, free from drofs, 
yellowifh without fide, but whiter 
within, fattifh, and of a fetid {mell.

Etmuller places it among the Ca-

Riverius celebrates it alfo 
upon the like account, which makes 
it a wonder that Etmuller {ays fo lit- 
tle of it, who is very diligent in 
fearching after {pecific qualities, and 
prolix enough in their commeénda- 
tion : for he takes no notice of it but 
as an alexipharmic,’ and a flrength- 
vier of the fight. Monfieur Mar- 
eant, inthe Mantvixs of the French 
Academy of Sciences for the year 
E706. has confirm’d. this virtue by 
many inilances within his own know- 
ledge.

molt brittle, found and fhining withe 


in-fide, 1s beft; by reafon the refi- 
nous parts; which give it thofé 
properties, are fuppofed to contain 
it’s medicinal virtues. Some take 
great pains to extract it’s refin, 
which is to be done with any {pi- 
rituous Menfruum; but afterwards 
corre€tors are wanted for it. The 
moft common one is Salt of Tartar, 
or loaf-fugar ; for it’s being rubbed 
much with the later, makes it ope- 
rate milder, ‘for the fame reafons as 
the Salt of Tartar does.

According to the opinion and ex- 
perience of this perfon, both con- 
cerning this, and other Drugs of 
the like nature, the more pains is 
taken in their preparation, the worfe 
they are; becaufe nature feems to 
have furnifhed them with the beft 
correctors in their production. The 
Jalap root itfelf therefore fimply 
powdered, is the beft way of taking 
it, which may be mixed into a 


draught or a bole. It may be given 


to adult perfons from half a dram, 
to one dram; and to children fome’ 
make the mean rule, to give fo 
many grains as they are years old 3, 
but that is fomewhat in too fmall a’ 
quantity, efpecially when they are 
advanced above ten years.

fays, 
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fays, that it takes away all fwellings 
and inflammations of the Scrotum. 
Itis in very few of the Shop-com- 
pofitions, although prefcribed  fre- 
quently by the Surgeons in difcuti- 
ent and vulnerary Fomentations, to 
diffolve hard'Tumours, diflipate cede- 
matous fwellings, and abforb fuper- 
fluous humidities.

6. Succory 3 Cichorium or Seris.

This plant has generally pafs’d for

thofe Shop-compofitions, where it 
is concerned. Almoft all authors 
extolling it in cafes proceeding from 
_ aredundance of choler, may have oc- 
 cafioned it to pafs fora refrigerative. 
_ Etmuller greatly commends the Sy- 
 rupus de Cichoreo cum Rhabarbaro, 
which the College yet retain in their 
penfatory, for children. . Pana- 
7Yolus tauch commends this Herb in 
all intemperatures of the Vifcera ; 
and Spige/ivs mentions it as an an- 
tiarthritic. In extemporaneous Pre-

where they make awine of it, which 
they have in great efteem ; and P/a- 
terus for it’s {picy tafte calls it the 
Aroma Germanicum, for as fach they 
prefer it to Ginger. It is very 
warm, opening, and deterfive, and 
is reckoned of great efficacy in clean- 
fing the lungs, both from tartarous 
and vilcid obftruétions; befides 
which, quality, it has alfo fomewhat 
fo glutinous, tenacious, or adhefive, 
as makes it ferviceable in waftings 
and confirmed Confumptions : for 
it gives freth fubftance and vigour 
to the folids, and incarnates ulcera- 
tions. -Some think it’s warmth ex- 

cites 
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cites fweat, and for that reafon com- 
mend it after a courfe of mercuri- 
als in venereal cafes to carry off the 
dregs, as they term it, of the Mer- 
cury ; but fuch perfons do not feem 
rightly to diftinguifh between {weat 
and infenfible perfpiration. This 
fimple.is capable of being reduced 
into almoft any forms: but the con- 
ferve is the moft common, and pro- 
bably the beft, for boiling will be 
apt to diflipate and wafte a great 
deal of it’s moft fubtile and fine 
parts. Some make it likewife into 


an extraét; but that procefs is liable 


to the fame inconveniencies, altho’ 
it’s gummy or refinous parts, which 
abound in it’s compoiition, will re- 
main. We meet with thefe in ma- 
ny .authors, and particularly 4ma- 
tus Lufitanus, directed in Oint- 
ments for cutaneous eruptions, as 


the Itch; and feemingly for the’ 


fame reafon as Ginger. But the 
modern Practice has found out much 
more efficacious and neat applicati- 
ons for fuch purpofes. 

2. Golden rod; Virga aurea. 


Virga aurea vulgaris latifolia C. B.. 


This is diltinguifhed by it’s fine, 
golden flowers, growing in long 
rows, on the tops of the ftalks and 
branches.

hasbeen much commended formerly 
as a reftorative anda vulnerary, and 
likewife for it’s diuretic and lithon- 
triptic qualities; and was alfo pre- 
{cribed in Diarrhza’s and Dyfente- 
ries: but it is little now in ufe in a- 
ny intention, either in the Shops or 
extemporaneous Prefcriptions. 

3. Leopard’s Bane; Doronicum 
Romanum. Doronicum radice Scor- 
pit C. B: 

The root is varioufly twifted in 
the ground. It has a fine, large, 
open, yellow flower. It grows in 
many places in Germany, and is {aid 


to be alexipharmic, and good againft 
the bites of venomouscreatures ; but 
modern Pra€tice gives it little credit 
in any fuch intention.

Farfara. Tufilazo vulgaris C. B. 

It has a very creeping root: oné 
flower upon the top of each ftalk, 
compofed of a great number of {e- 
miflofculi, with a ca/ix cut to the 
bafe into feveral fegments. It is 
common in wet places and flowers_ 
early in the fpring, before the leaves 
appear ; which has occafioned fomé 
perfons of conceit to call it Filius 
ante Patrem.

It is a prickly plant, looking like 
a Thiftle. It grows in the vallies of 
Germany and Italy, and flowers in 
Fune. It’s root is mok in efteem, 
and recommended for it’s alexiphar-

taken from it, The Cofmary how- 
ever is common in gardens, and 
and known to all the good women 
inthe country.

a. Common Wormwood ; 4b/iz- 
thium 2 po Abjinthium vulgare 
majus F. B 

This is eafily diftinguifhed from 
the reft by it’s broad leaves, and 
intenfe, difagreeable bitternefs. It 
is common in waite places and by 
way fides. It flowers in Fu/y and 
Auguf. Xt has been in great efteem 
not only asa ftomachic, upon ac- 
count of it’s bitternefs, and for the 
fame reafon a deftroyer of Worms, 
but as a great detergent ; and there- 
fore preleribed i in the Jaundice, and 
even in Dropfies. But it’s ufein fuch 
‘intentions is now quite laid afide, 
and is little regarded as a ftomachic ; 
Gentian and Orange-Peels being 
much preferred to it, both as they 
‘make a more grateful bitter, and are 
‘not fo extremely hot and drying: 
for Wormwood, by thofe qualities, 
has been obferved to hurt the fight, 
by drying up, or diffipating the a- 
nimal juices too much, whereby the 
‘Optic Nerves have fometimes alfo 
wanted their due fupplies; and by 
that means occafioned a dimnefs of 
fight, which is very dificult to re- 
medy, as it is much eafier to dimi- 
minith the quantity of a fluid, than 
to add thereunto. "This Herb is in 
fome of the Shop-Compofitions, and 
a good ingredient enough in cepha- 


lic diftill'd waters, here it’s vola- 


tile particles -rife and contribute to 
their medicinal’ efficacies ; it’s pun- 
“ gentand almoft cauttic Salts, fo hurt 
ful to the Nerves in fome dry con- 
“-ftitutions, remaining behind. For 
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which reafon likewife it is ufed in 


_fome external intentions, in Fomen- 


tation; the faline parts remaining 


in the Decoétion, being very fer- 


viceable to ftimulate and difcufs 
fome particular Tumours. 

6. Roman Wormwood; Abfine 
thium Romanum. Abjinthium Pon- 


Ficum, tenuifolium, incanum C. B. 


It is cultivated in gardens, and 
flowers-in Fuly. Itis not by much 


_ fo bitter as the common Wormwood, 


but is a more grateful ftomachic. «It 
aftringes, incides, difcuffes, pre- 
vents Putrefaction, and carries off - 
choler by Urine; and therefore it is 
good in all diforders of the Liver, | 
and abates pain, and difcharges wind 
from the ftomach and bowels. £7-— 
muller fays, there is nota chronic 
diftemper in which it is not fervice- 
able. A conferve made of it, is 
now much in ufe in the Shops. And 
in extemporaneous Prefcriptions, 
for weaknefs of ftomach, lofs 
appetite, and bad digeftuom,s 
hardly ever omitted. - ia 
c: Sea Wormwood; 4b yntbione 
Seriphium.

This is common in maritime 
ces. It flowers in Fu/y. It is con 
monly brought to London and fold: 
in the Apothecaries Shops under the 
name of Rowan Wormwood ; which 
is a plant almoft wholly unknown | 
tothem.

Wormwood being lefs efficacious and 
more difagreeable to the tafte, than 
the true Roman Wormwood. 

12. Mugwort; <Artemifia. Ar- 
temifia vulgaris major C. B. 

The leaves are fomething like 
thofe of the common. wormwood, 
but more pointed at the end: and 
the flowers do not bend down, as in 
Wormwood. It is common on banks, 
and by way fides, and flowers in 

Fuly. 
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July. It is much ufed in com- 
plaints peculiar’ to the female fex, 
both in inward and outward applica- 
tions. It is faid to be opening and 
difcuflive, to promote the Menfes, 
Delivery, and to cleanfe the 
Womb of all impurities.”

venomous creatures; that it kills 
Worms, difcuffes hyfterical Flatus’s, 
and is good againft the King’s-Evil: 
‘with many other excellencies which 
prefent Practice is a ftranger to. 
Tho’ the former fort likewife ftands 
with fome praifed for killing of 
Worms, when boiled in Milk, and 
drank 5 and Matthiolus reports it to 
have ftopp’d the Whites, when dried

This has broad, blue or purplifh 
flowers, and jagged leaves. It is 
mighty common in the fields, and 
flowers in Fu/y. It has a great cha- 
racter amongft Difpenfatory - Wri- 
ters, but feems to grow much out 
of ufé, to what it has been. It 
paffes for a very good pectoral, and 
does great things in Afthmas and 
Pleurifies, and Etmuller gives it 
preheminence in inward Abfceffes. 
Tt has a place alfo amongft the alexi- 
pharmics. But hardly any thing is 
in greater efteem for all cautaneous 
foulneffes; upon which account, it 
is often met with in Decoétions a- 
mongitfuch as are called Sweetners. 
There is a compound Syrup under 
it’s name in the Shops, ‘but of very 
little ufe. 

2. Devil’s bits Morfus diabili 
or Succtfa.

The 
root only is in ufe; and that as an 
hepatic, riephritic and alexiphar- 
mic: but it is acknowledged now 
only as a reftorative, in which inten- 
tion it is defervedly in great efteem. 
It is alfo deemed a good firengthner 
of the parts of generation, and a 
provoker to Venery. Some like- 
wife prefcribe it in venereal cafes, 
with the fame view as Sarfaparilla, 
to fweeten the acrimony of the hu- 
mours, and prevent both their Flux 
and Erofion upon the Proftate, or 
whatever they make thofe Ulcera- 
tions which are difficult to cure. 

5. Milk-Thiftle; Carduus Ma- 
vie. Carduus albis macalis notatus, 
wulgaris C. B: 

This is eafily known-by it’s broad, 
prickly leaves, ftrip’d with white 
veins; and bright purple flowers, 
coming out of large, prickly heads. 

-It grows on ditch banks, and in 
wafte places, and flowers in Fudy. 
The leaves, when young and ten- 
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der, eat very agreeably, being boil- 
ed. It is faid to bea peétoral ; bat 
it feems to have a better title to 2 
reception in the Kitchen, than in 
the Shops. 

6. Black Chameleon; Chamele- 
on niger.

8. Baitard Saffron; Carthamus ov 
Cuicus. Cnicus fativus, five Car- 
thamum Offic.

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’ than a ftrong Decoétion of this Herb, 
after a Vomit had been firft’ given. 


There is a fyrup made with it 


in the Shops; but ‘it is not by 
much fo good as the Decoétion, 


or rather infufion, which is now 


frequently in ufe in families: for 
the Sugar will not he long with it 
without fretting, which quite {poils 
it, and makes it four and griping. 
It is likewife a very good cultom, 
which has mightily obtained, of in- 
fufing it in Malt liquors; for it not 
only helps to fine down thofe li- 
quors, but alfo communicates it’s 
falutary virtues thereto, and makes 
them very wholefome. What'goes 
by the name, of Gill-Ale, is nothing 
but fuch a compofition. But in al! 
fach cafes the Herb picked clean 
from it’s ftalks, and carefully dried, 
is much better than when it is green, 
and will make the infufion ftronger 
and finer; becaufe it’s faline parts 
will not by much fo foon mix with 
a foreign fluid, when they are as it 
were diffolved in the natural juice 
of the plant while it is green, as af- 
ter that juice is dried away ; and in 
thofe parts it’s medicinal efficacies 
confift. And therefore it avails no- 
thing to make this an ingredient in 
any thing, which is to be managed 
“by diftillation: and confequently 
hikewife, that muft be a notorious 
impofition which is quacked upon 
the world for a fpirit of Ground-Iny, 
under the notion of being a great

It is found in 
the compofitions of fome alexiphar- 
mics but ’tis never prefcribed in that 
intention in common Praétice.

It has the 
the credit alfo of deitroying worms. 
It is much ufed in difcutient fomen- 
tations; and the oil made of it’s 
flowers is In great efteem amongft 
our Surgeons, both for an excellent

’ thors have much commended the 


ufe of this herb in Melancholy and - 
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Diftraction, ,which feems to have 
given occafion to fome Enthufiafts 
to call it Fuga Demonum. And Pa- 
racelfus very whimfically prefcrib’d 
itin Amulets, againft enchantmients 
and apparitions, when gathered in 
certain Afpects of the Planets, and 
with fome peculiar fuperttitious ob= 
fervations; for otherwife, it feems, 
none of thofe tricks could be ee r 
with it.

the Nurfes, it ftill remains in it’s’ 
wonted efteem, for a fafe and gen- 
tle purger of young children. Its 
dofe is from a quarter of an Ounce, — 
ta ome Ounce. It’s never given to 
erown perfons, becaufe no dofe is — 
{uflicient to make it a proper purge 
to them. Some have got the art of 
levigating the teftaceous powders for 
the Puleis é Chelis compofitus, with 
the expreffed liquor which is made 
for the Syrup; for that changes them 
green, very much refembling the 
Bezoar colour, fo as to fave a great 
deal, if not-all, of that coftly ingre- 
dient. There is an early Vio/et with 
a large flower and no {cent ; it is 
called Dog-Violet, and is often 
brought to market inftead of the 
fweet Violet.

It 1s oblong, a- 
bout the thicknefs of one’s thumb, 
brown without, pale within, full of 
a moft biting and naufeous milk.

c. Pine Spurge ; Ejula minor or 
Pityifa. Tithymalus foliis Pini, 
Sorte Diofcoridis Pityufa C. B. 

This is a flenderer root than that 
of the German Spurge, and of a hote 
ter tafle. 

3. Euphorbium. | 

This is a gum, or rather infpif- 
fated juice of a plant with a flower 
and fruit like that of Spurge: but 
with an upright, angular, prickly 
ftem, like that of a Torch thiftle. It 
is fo extremely hot and penetrating, 
as to prove even cauitic: /wherefore, 
altho” it is mentioned as a Purge in 
many authors, againft ferous and vif- 
cous humours, and it’s dofe afligned 
from half a fcruple to a whole one; 
yet it is now never given inwardly, 
becaufe it’s violence tears off the ne- 
ceflary Mucus, or covering of the 
Stomach and Bowels, and occafions 
Dyfenteries. As a fternutatory, it 
is to be ufed very cautioufly, and 
never to be taken alone, but mixed 
ina {mall quantity with fome o- 
ther powders, proper to foften the 
fibres, and guard them againft the 
intolerable heat.of the Euphorbium. 
In pounding it there may be much 
danger ; becaufe without great care, 
fo much will fly up the Noftrils, as 
to do mifchief. It is of good ufe 
in Chirurgery, in cleanfing very 
foul Ulcers, and exfoliating of cari- 
ous: bones. Hildanus greatly re 
commends it in fuch intentions. It 
igan ingredient in the Emp/afrum 
Cephalicum of the College-Dif/penfa- 
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tory, which. is laid upon the Head 
to draw out ferous humours, and 
make a revulfion from thofe Glands 
which fuffer by the continual drain 


of Rheum, in common Defluxions 


and Catarrhs. The fame compound 
is alfo prefcribed to be apply’d to the 
Feet in Fevers, for the like pro- 


perty.

It may be ufed in 
conferve, or eat alone, frefh gather- 
ed, asmany do with bread and but- 
ter.. It is of excellent fervice in all 
mervous cafes, and particularly m 
fach as arife from the Womb, as it 
deterges the Glands.. And by it’s 
vifcidity bridles thofe inordinate mo- 
_ tions, which frequently begin there, 
and affe& the whole conftitution.

___ The leaves are more pointed, than 
thofe of Mallow, they are delicately 
foft to the touch. It grows on 
marfhy grounds, and flowers in Fz- 
dy and Auguff. This plant affords a 
’ very foft mucilaginous fubftance in 
decoétion ; which is therefore good 
in all complaints arifing from Acri- 
mony. Thus it is of great fervice 
in Dyfenteries, where the Mucus of 
the guts is abraded, and in many 
kinds of Cholics. It alfo greatly af- 
fiftsin obftructions of the Reins and 
urinary paflages, from fandy con- 
cretions, by lubricating the parts, 
and thereby making them yield bet- 
ter to the paflages and expulfion of 
fuch matter: tho’ Etmuller will 
have it, that this is good in fuch 
cafes only, by obtunding and de- 
 flroying the acidities from which 
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fuch concretions arife ; and derides 
the notion of it’s lubricating the 
paffages, but certainly with great 
injuitice. It is likewife good in 
Stranguries, and heat of Urine: and 
with fome perfons is a great fecret 
in the Gonorrhza, infomuch that 
they pretend to make a cure with 
it alone, if there be no great agera- 
vation of fymptoms. It is much 
ufed in Glyfters, and fometimes in 
maturating Cataplafms. Mr Rey 
mentions it as a pectoral; and it 
muft certainly be of fervice in fome 
tickling defluxions, and eafe the 
Coughs thence arifing; as alfo in * 
Pleurifies. 

3. Vervain Mallow; Alea. Al- 
cea vulgaris major C. B.

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feeding upon thofe leaves, the vifcous 
juice by degrees gathers and hardens 
into little lumps upon the hair. M. 
Journefort, in his voyage into the 
Levant, defcribes the method of ga- 
thering this Gum in Candia. He 
fays, it is brufhed off the leaves of 
the shrub, ina calm day, by a fort 
of whip compos’d of many ftraps, 
to which it adheres: and after it is 
fcraped off the firaps, it is made in- 
to cakes of different fizes. That 
which is brittle, of an Afh-colour, 
{weet-{cented, and cleareft from 
drofs, is the beft. It warms, dries, 
and detérges; but is moft ufed out- 
wardly, and is in many of the Pla- 
fters which are accounted warm, 
emollient, and digeflive. 

3. Birthwort; Arifolachia. 

This has alternate leaves, and a 
monopetalous flower, tubulous at 
firft, and afterwards expanded in 
form of atongue. There are three 
forts. — 

a. Long-rooted Birthwort; 4ri- 
frolochia longa. Ariftolochia longa 
vera C. B. 

It is of a fubacrid aromatic tafte, 
and by all accounted a cleanfer of 
the Womb, both as a provoker of 
the menftrual difcharges, and a for- 
warder of Delivery. It has afcrib’d 
to it alfo fome alexipharmic quali- 
ties, and is therefore in the compo~ 
fition of Theriaca, and fome others 
of the fame Tribe. °Tis reckoned 
detergent externally, and fuppura- 
tive; for which reafon it has a place 
in the ftictic Plafters, both of Cro/- 
dius and Paracelfus.

They are 
gently anodyne and narcotic, fo that 
they are given fafely to young chil- 
dren; of the Syrup two Drams to 
half an Ounce is a dofe, very mo- 
derately inclining to fleep, and alfo 
promoting a Diaphorefis. ‘There is 
an infufion made of them ina low 
{pirit, in fome fhops; which being 
dulcify’d and warm’d with a few 
proper aromatics, makes. a very 
toothfome dram ; and is much ufed 
_by fome with good fuccefs, under 
the title of gua papaveris rubri, 
in cholic pains and flatulencies at 
the ftomach. And thefe are the 
principal ingredientsin moft of thofe 
Waters, which are fold in the Dj- 
fillers Shops, by the name of Cho- 
ic Waters ;. and an{wer their end in 
giving prefent eafe, by their foporie 
fic properties. This quality does 
not reftrain fomewhat which is de- 
tergent in their compofition ; for 
they help Expedtoration, and are 
good in many diflempers of the 
the Breaft, more ‘particularly the 
Pleurify, in which fome will have 
them to bea Specific, efpecially zn 
Helmont. The fimple tyrvp, which 
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is commonly made with them, has 
a beautiful red colour, and not on- 
ly isa good fweetner of alexiphar- 
mic Juleps, but makes them plea- 
fant both to the eye and palate. 

5. Water Lilly; Nymphea.

tickling 
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tickling Coughs; as alfo in Pleurifies, 
Afthmas, and many diftempers of 
the Breaft. The Oil expreffed from 
them cold, is now in great efteem, 
and very much in the common Pra- 
tice, not only in difeafes of the 
Lungs, but in fome Cholics, ob- 
fiructions of the urinary paflages, 
and in all fufpicions of inward ulce- 
rations. It gently relaxes the Bowels 
in moft conftitutions. In Glyfters 
and external remedies it is ufed in 
all the intentions of Fenugreek. 

8. Mill-mountain or Purging 
Flax; Linum catharticum. Linum 
pratenfe, flofeulis exiguis C. B. 

This grows on dry paftures, and 
on Ant-hills; it flowers in ‘Fu/y.

It is a rough harfh 
purge, and powerfully deterges and 
evacuates vifcid and watry humours, 
from the moft remote lodgments. 
This makes them fond of it in Rheu- 
matifms, but it 1s only fit for very 
robuft ftrong conftitutions. It is 
ufually infufed or boiled in ale or 
wine ; what they call a {mall hand- 
ful, in a fufficient quantity of li- 

-quor, being the ufual dofe. 

9g. Wood-forrel ; Lujéla, Aceto- 
fella Trifolium acetifum, or Alle- 
duia. Oxys five Trifolium acidum

This has white, monopetalous 
flowers, cut to the very bafe into five 
fegments : and three leaves on each 


pedicle, fhaped like an heart, of an’ 


acid tafte. It grows in woods and 
Shady places, and flowers in Apri/. Itis 
reckoned much of the nature of com- 
mon Sorre/; but is not quite fo fharp, 
and it feems fomewhat more of a 
~ balfamic kind. It has pafled with 
many for a cordial from it’s figna- 


ture, it’s leaf refembling an heart 5. 


but fuch conceits are not now re- 


garded. ‘The fyrap which is made 
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of it in the Shops is very pleafant, 
and a good fweetner of Juleps and 
Apozems prefcribed as cleanfers, 
It’s conferve alfo is much ufed in.

10. Cotton; Bombax, Goffypiuns

The feeds are good in afthmatic 
cafes. What we commonly call Cor-. 
ton, and have in feveral medicinal 
ufes is a woolly fubftance lying as. 
mongit the feeds. 


CHAP. XXII. 


Of Plants with many Pods te 
each Flower, each Pod con’ 
taining many Seeds. 


1. FOUSELEEK; Sedum. 

This has thick fucculent 
leaves, and flowers expanded, con- 
fifting of five or more petals. There 
are three forts. 

a. Great Houfeleek; Sedum or 
Sempervivum majus. Sedum majus 
vulgare C. Be. 

It has broad leaves, gathered to- 
gether likean Artichoak, and flowers 
growing on bending ftalks, on the 
top of the plant. ‘This is commend- 
ed asa cooler. It is ufed in the 
Populneum, and in fome other out-. 
ward applications for burns and in- 
flammations. 

b. Small Houfeleek; Sedum or 
Sempervivum minus. Sedum minus 
teretifolium album C. B. hes 

This has thick, narrow, round’ 
leaves and white flowers. It grows 
on walls and flowers in Fune. It 
has the fame virtues, as the great

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fort; and may be ufed as: it’s /ucce- 
daneum. 

c. Wall-Pepper ; Sedum or Sem- 
pervivum, minimum or Illecébra. 
Sedum parvum acre flore luteo F. B. 

This has yellow flowers and {mall 
leaves. It is very hot and biting; 
and is ufed by fome unskillful peo- 
ple in the Unguentum Populneum, a 


cooling ointment, to which inten- 


tion this is very contrary. 

z. Venus Navelwort; Coty/édon 
or Umbilicus venéris, Cotyledon ma- 
jor C. B. 

. The ftalks of the leaves are infert- 
ed into the centre of it?s round leaves, 
fo that they look like little bucklers, 
‘The flowers are tubulous, and hang 
down ina kind of {pike. It grows 
on old walls, in many places. It is 
cooling, and an ingredient in the 
Unguentum populneum, But there is 
jait fuch another miflake about this 
herb; as about the Houfeleek. For 
nothing is more:commonly fold for 
it, than a leaf which is very like it, 
in form, but diffefent in virtue ; be- 
ing very hot, and pungent. It is 
the Hydrocotyle vulgaris Tourn. Co- 
tyledon aquatica F.B.* Ranunculus 
aquatilis, Cotyledonis folio C. B. 
In Englith Marjfb Penny-wort and 
White Rot. This Hydrocotyle is 
common in boggy places; which 
will fufficiently diftinguifh it from 
the true Cety/edon to thofe who ga- 
ther their own herbs; but in the 
Market it is hard to know them a- 
funder ; unlefs by the tafte. 

3. Orpine; Crafséla Fabaria or 
Telepbium. Telephium vulgare C. B. 
Anatampferos vulgo Faba craffa F. B. 

This has broad, fucculent leaves 
growing upon the ftalk. It is cool- 
ing like the Houfeleek. © 

A. Peiény; Peinia. 

This has a thick, tuberous root, 
anda large flower like a Rofe; and 
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fine downy pods. There are two 
forts. 

a. Male Peiony; Ponia mas. 
Paonia folio nigricante, fplendidoy 
que mas C. B. 

It’s root is brown without, pale 
within, of a fweetifh tafte and no 
fmell: it is ufually cut into flices, 
before it is brought into the Shops. 
It is accounted a good cephalic. The 
good women highly efteem neck- 
laces made of them to hang about 
childrens necks, for Convulfions, 
and difficult breeding of Teeth. 
They are likewife aperient, and up- 
on that account reckoned amongft | 
diuretics and detergents: as likewife 
alexipharmic ; upon which account 
they had a place in the College 
Plague-Water. It is an ingredie 
ent in the compound Peiony-Wa- 
ter, and the Pulvis ad guttetam: 
as are alfo the feeds, The flowers 
are fingle. They blow in May and 
‘fune. ‘They are much in efteeny 
for Convulfions in children,, and ac+ 
counted good in all nervous diftem- 
pers. The feeds are roundifh, black, 
fhining, inclofing a whitifh pulp, of 
a fweetifh tafte, and no fmell: un- 
der a brownith bark. me 

6. Female Peiony: Ponia far« 
mina, Paonia faemina, flore plend, 
rubro majore C. B 

This has fine, large, beautiful, 
double flowers: they enter both the 
fimple and compound Peiony-Water. 
The root is in noShop-Compofition, 
but the compound fyrup. It has the 
fame virtues with the former. The 
flowers of this double fort are ndt - 
in ufe. | 

5. Meadow-fweet; Ulmaria or 
Regina prati. 

This has pennated leaves, like 
thofe of Agrimony, and a fine tuft 
of fmall, whitith flowers. It grows 


in moift meadows, and flowers in 


Funes, 
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Sune. We have this amongit the 
beft alexipharmics, in fome writers. 
It has a very agreeable {cent, but it 
does not by any great volatility of 
{fmell, or pungency in tafte; feem 
to difcover in it fuch properties, in 
fo large a degree as authors mention ; 
tho’ the fimple water which is or- 
dered from it in the Di/penfatory has 
avery remarkable {mell 4nd tatte, 
but foon turns mothery, as all fuch 
Waters will do. It is likewife an 
ingredient in the Milk Water. 

6. White Hellebore ; Veratrum 
or Helleborus albus 3 it is allo writ- 
ten E/leborus.' Helleborus albus flo- 
ve fubviridi C. B. Veratrum flore 
fubviridi Tourn. 
~~ It has large, nervous leaves, and 
naked hexapetalous flowers, difpo- 
fed in a fpike. The root only is in 
ufe: it is fometimes thicker than 
one’s thumb, brown without, white 
within, fet with abundance of whi- 
tifh fibres, of a warm taite, a little 
bitterifh, unpleafant, naufeous, and 
fomething aitringent. It grows on 
fome mountains in Germany. The 
Antients gave this inwardly as a pur- 
ger of phlegm and vifcid humours ; 
but it’s violent operation has expel- 
led it now from internal ufe: and it 
remains at prefent in Medicine, little 
otherwife than as an Errhine. And 
even thus, it’s irritations are fo 
great, as to make it not, prudent to 
venture it alone; and therefore it is 
joined to other things which abate 
it’s vehemence. It is alfo prepared 
in fome lotions for cutaneous foul: 
nefies, and is fuccefsful oftentimes 
in deterging thofe little ulcerations 
which blotch and deform the skin, 
and are fometimes infectious, or 
what the common people call catch- 
ing. 


7. Black Hellebore; Heliehirus ni-. 
Helleborus niger, fore rojea 


per. 
Cc, B. 
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It has large, blufh-colour’d flow- 
ers, not much unlike thofe of the 
wild Rofe, blowing foon after Chri/- 
mas, Whence it was called the 
Chrifimas Rofe. ‘The leaves are di- 
vided, as it were, into fingers. The 
root confifts of feveral blackifh fi- 
bres, proceeding from one head. 
Thefe roots are of a warm, pun-— 
gent, bitter, unpleafant, and nau- 
feous taite. ‘This has been a medi- 
cinal drug of the greateft efteem a+ 

mong the Antients, in the moft ob- 
ftinate chronic cafes. ‘This root is 
almoft infallible in obftructions of 
the Menfes, and where Steél is not 
only ineffectual, but improper; as 
in plethoric habits: for in fuch, 
Steel will fometimes raife hyfteric 
commotions, convulfions, anda fort 
of uterine Furor; whereas this fo 
thins tne blood, as to difpofe it for 
that difcharge, without making it 
more impetuous. So that tho’ Steel 
and He//ebore both promote the 
Menjfes, yet they do it different 
ways: one by increafing the blood’s 
velocity, and giving it a greater 
Momentum in the uterine Arteries ; 
and the other by dividing it, and 
rendering it more fluid. In‘all ner- 
vous cafes the moft antient Practice 
confirms it’s efficacy, but efpecially: 
ina Mania or Dittraétion. In this 
jaft intention it- has been fo famous 
as to make it even proverbial, Ta 
Jend fuch an one to Anticyra, whom 
they would infinuate to be mad, be- 
caule that: ecountry produced the 

greatefl quantities of this Drug. 

Monf. Bolduc, to whofe induftry 
in experiments of this kind..we are 
much. beholden, gives us fome- 
which he made upon this Root, in 
the Memoirs of the Academy of S:t- 
en es, tor the year 1701. We thall 
not take notice of thofe made by 
Dittillation, becaule he himfelf be- 
lieved them to be of no confe- 
quence, 
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guence. ‘The Extract: which he 
procured with Spirit of Wine, was 
very little in quantity, becaufe this 
root contains few refinous parts: 
and I am, fays he, the more con- 
firm’d in this, fince from what re- 
main’d I was able to get a great 
quantity of an Extract with water. 

He alfo made an Extraét of the 
Root with Water, wherewith was 
drawn all that could he extracted ; 
for from the refidue there was no- 
thing to be got by means of Spirit 
of Wine. Whence it feems réafo- 
nable to conclude, that the faline 
parts are able fo to diffolve it’s few 
refinous ones, that both may be 
drawn off by Water, without the 
aid of Spirit of Wine. He further 
remark’d, that the firft Extraét, 
which was purely refinous, and 
made with Spirit of Wine, purg'd 
little, and with irritation; that the 
Extraét made of it’s remainder with 
Water, purg’d not at all, but was 
very diuretic ; and that on the o- 
ther hand, the Extract made firft 
with Water, and without Spirit’ of 
Wine, purged well and gently, And 
this, he fays, he has obferv’d of moft 
Purgatives: whence he thinks that 
the Extract made by Spirit of Wine 
alone, ought to be fufpefted ; fince 
being deprived of it’s proper falts, 
which when join’d to the ferment 
of the ftomach, open, divide, and 
attenuate the refin, it happens that 
it’s thick and fulphurous parts do ad- 
here to the fibres of the ftomach, 
and caufe gripings, and by remain- 
ing undiffolved fome time, excite a 
- Tenefmus. And this is confirm’d 
by-experience ;\ for the moft able 
practical Phy ficians are wont to cor- 
rect the Refin with Salt of Tartar. 
He confeffes that to be a good me- 
thod in thefe cafes; but fuppofes 
one may do without it, by leaving 
to thofe refinous extraéts the proper 
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{alts which nature has endued ‘them 
with. Whence he affirms, that the 
way of making the Extract with Wa- 
ter, is preferable to the common 
way of doing it by a fulphurous Mez- 
frum; lince thereby the fubftance 
is freed from it’s terreftrial parts, 
without depriving it of any of it’s 
natural principles. He takes notice 
that He//ebore whichis brought from 
Switzerland, 1s preferable to that 
which comes by the way of Exgland. 
This latter, whether it is {poil’d by 
keeping, or lofing it’s virtue by tran- _ 
fportation, he found to have. little or 
no effect. 

So that by this perfon’s account, 
as well as the reafons above given, 
there is ground to fufpeé very much, 
that our He//ebore falls greatly fhort - 
of the goodnefs of that ufed by the 
Antients; fince we find there is fo 
great a difference between it, and 
what fo near neighbours as the 
French have in ufe among them at 
this time. 

8. White Dittany ; Fraxine//a or 
Difamnuas albus... Fraxinella- offici- 
nalis, Di&amunus F. B. th 

This ‘has. leaves like an Afh-tree 
and monopetalous flowers of a ftrong 
fmell. It is common in gardens ; 
and is faid to have the fame virtues 
with the Difamnus Creticus 5. but 
is hardly ever ufed.» Noi a 

9: Helmet-flower ; Authira or Au- 
tithora. Aconitum falutiferum C. B. 

This has yellow flowers,’ refem- 
bling Helmets. . It grows on the 
mountains in Switzerland, and Sa- 
goy. /Therroot is chiefly in ufe, 
which is of a warm bitterith tafte, 
and is reckoned cardiac and alexi- 
pharmic, much of the fame nature 
as the Contrayerva root, on which 
account by fome it is called the Ger- 
man Contrayerva. It is however 
now ufed only in a few. officinal 
compofitions. mk 
. 30. Lark’s- 
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10. Lark’s-{pur; De/phinium or 
Confolida regitlis. Delphinium ma 
jus five vulgare Park. 

This has blue flowers, ending in 
afpur behind. It is well known in 
gardens, and flowers in Fuze, it is 
faid to. agglutinate and heal; but it 
ds very little regarded in the prefent 
Practice. 

11. Columbine: Aguilégia. A- 
guilegia fylveftris C. B. 

" aes like Meadow Rue. 
It has petals fhaped like a Cornucopia. 
It grows without culture, in the 
woods ;. but is often: planted in the 
gardens, and flowers in Fune and 
Fuly. It moderately warms, dries, 
.and opens, whence it obtains a place 
in prefcriptions againft the Jaundice, 
and fuch likell habits from obftructi- 
sons. 
chad it’s feed in great efteem for 


‘throwing out the Small-Pox and: 


‘Meafles. A water was diftilled from 
sit, a:conferve made of it’s flowers, 
and a vinegar medicated by infufion 
of it’s lowers; but they are all now 
neglected for things of more effica- 
cy in the fame intentions. 
12. Staves-acre; Staphifagria. 
Delphinium Platani folio Tourn. 
The leaves and pods are like thofe 
of Helmet-flower: the flowers are 
ike thofe of Lark’s-fpur. ‘The feeds 
are blackifh, wrinkled, three-corner- 
ed, of an hot tafte and an unpleafant 
{mell. The feeds.are fold to kill lice 
in children’s heads, under the name 
of Loufe-powder.

It is bitter, and fuppofed 
to correét choler and aduft humours, 
which has recommended it in the 
Jaundice and hypochondriacal cafes.

The 
‘feeds are feldom ufed in Medicine, 
unlefs in the Yenice-Treacle. Schro- 
der afctibes to them pretty much 
the fame qualities as the former ; 
but forbids them to women with 
child, becaufe he fays they ‘will 
dettroy the Fetus, and occalicn A- 
ortion. 
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3. Garden Crefles; Nafurtium 
hartenje.

The leaves are divided, whereas 


~thofe of Thla/pi are entire; other- 


wife the flowers and feeds are much 
alike. This is’ a warm pungent 
plant, good for the Scurvy; but 
more ufed in the kitchen, than in 
the Shops.

4. Shepherd’s Purfe ; Burfa Pa- 
froris.

6. Horfe Radith ; Raphitnus rite 
~ ficanus ot [ylvefris. Raphanus fyl- 
vefiris, few armoracia multis Fy B. 
Cochlearia folio cubital Tourn. 

The pods and’ feeds are almoft 
globular. The leaves are a foot'and 
an halflong. It grows wild in the 
North of Exe/and ; and is common- 
ly cultivated in gardens. The roots 
are extremely volatile and pungent, 
when bruifed; infomuch as to equal 
Sal Ammoniat, or any of thofe vala- 
tile Salts When fet in action. By 
this quality. it difeuffes and-opens all 
little vifcofities and infarétions- of the 

vellels ; 
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veffels; but becaufe fuch fubtile bo- 
dies are lefs fenfible in the larger 
paflages and glands, where they ea- 
fily get through, their efficacies are 
moft remarkable in the capillaries; 
for which reafon, this and all of the 

fame tribe are moft valued for their 
fcouring the cutaneous glands, and 
breaking thro’ fuch little ftoppages 
there, which occafion deformities, 
and all the fymptoms of a Scurvy. 

This root is alfo powerfully diuretic, 

-but moft fo when join’d with fome 
convenient Acids, which add fome- 
what to the weight of it’s particles, 


and determine them fooner through ° 


thofe defcending emunctories, Up- 
on this account the Compound Wa- 
ter in the Shops, which from hence 
has the name 4guva Raphani compofi- 
ta, is very skilfully order’ds the ex- 
tremely fubtile particles of this in- 
gredient, with others of the like na- 
-ture, join’d with fuitable acids, ma- 
‘king it a noble diuretic. This root 
in deco¢tion ought to be. carefully 
managed, becaufe it’s chief parts 
will eafily fly away. It’s virtues are 
therefore beft drawn out by fimple 
infufion ; which hot water pour’d 
upon it, and fhut down in a clofe 
veffel; will fo effectually do, as to 
»make it as pungent almolt as fpirit 
ef Hartfhorn. It’s great activity 
and warmth alfo make it good in all 
fuch nervous cafesas arife from cold 
and vifcid juices, and induce heavi- 
nefs of fenfe or inaptitude to mo- 
tion, in the fame manner as Mu- 
|ftard, and all fuch Stimuli. 

7. Scurvy- Grafs; Cochlearia.

For which reafon it is very power- | 
ful in cutting and ame 2 vifcid . 


and tough hamouis; and enabling 
them to pafs thro’ their proper con- 


veyances. ‘This makés them good 


in all Infarétions of the Vifcera, ef- 
pecially from phlegm; and in fuch 
cutaneous obftructions, as produce 
{corbutic éruptions and fcabs. It’s 


manifeft effica¢ty in all thefe cafes, 


which are the foundation of many 
chronical diftempers, has brought it 
Into ufe both in the Shops and ex- 
temporaneous Prefcription, almoft 
in all manner of medicinal forms: 
The Conferve made of it feems to 
be the beft preparation of it in the 
Shops, tho’ the frefher it is the bet- 
ter ; the more volatile parts making 
their efcape in time. This proper- 
ty alfo fuits it very much for Dittil- 
lation; and the Plain fpirit of Scur- 
vey-Grafs, which is in fiich mighty 
efleem. amongft the common peo- 
ple, has the beft part of the herb in 
it. Indeed the weightier faline 
parts may not rife, fo that it may 
not be fo effectual a diuretic; yet 
it will rather the better anifwer all 
intentions as a difcutierit, atid an 
opener, particularly of the minuteft 
paffages, fuch as the cutaneous 
ents But although thefe mani- 
feft qualities have brought it fo 
much into ufe, that it is to be met 
with not only at the Apothecaries, 
but-in moft Vittualling Houfes in 
their medicinal Ales; and it’s name 
has given it the advantage in the 
common efteem, fo as to make it al- 
moft every one’s Phyfic: yet itis by 


no means good in thin, dry, and 


hectical 
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hectical conttitutions ; for as it will 
add to the heat and motion of the 
“blood, it cannot but increafe all 
thofe complaints ind diforders which 
arife from that extreme. 

 }. Sea Scurvy-grafs; Cochlearia 
marina, or Britannica. Cochlearia 
folio finuato C. B. 

The leaves of this are oblong, 
and waved about the edges. It has 
the fame virtue with the former, 
but fomething lefs powerful, as it is 
not fo volatile and fubtile. It is not 
ufed fo much in the Shop-Medicines, 
_ but is frequently ordered in the fame 
intentions as the other, in Prefcrip- 
tion. But as it lefs abounds with 
the falt, which is volatile, it feems 
to have more of what is of a fixed 


nature, ‘and upon that account may ° 


be a better diuretic than the for- 
mer. 

8. Garden Radith; Raphanus 
hortenfis. Raphanus minor oblongus 
C. B. 


The pod is like an horn, thick 
and fpungy. The root is well known 
in gardens. It is much in diet in 
the proper feafon amongit our Spring 
fallads, but little ufed in Medicine. 
Radifbes abound with a penetrating 
nitrous juice, which. makes them 
diuretic, and cleanfing to the Inte- 
{tines and Vifcera. They have fome- 
what alfo in their outer skin, which 
is hot and biting ; both which qua- 
lities help to make them good anti- 
{corbutics. 

9. Cabbage; Brafsica fativa or 
Caulis. Braffica capitata albaC. B. 

Thefe are now out of ufe in Me- 
dicine, altho’ much taken notice of 
by antient writers. Etmufler {ays 
they have much nitre in their com- 
pofition, which makes them diu- 
retic. The authors of the Schola Sa- 
lernitana, makes them of very dif- 
ferent qualities, and will have them 

both toaftringe and relax the Bowels; 
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and fay alfo that they prevent drunk- 
ennefs, from drinking fpirituous li« 
quors. There are other kinds of this 
plant cultivated in the gardens for ' 
fallads, as the Braffica capitata ru- 
bra, Red Cabbage; a decoction of 
which Etmu/ler {ays will help to dif- 
charge the matter of an Impofthu- 
mation by Urine; the Cau/is ruber, 
Red Colewort, much recommended 
by Riverius in Atthmas, the Bra/- 
fica fabauda, alba, capite oblongo 
non penitus claufo, of C. Baubiney 
the Savoy Cabbage; and the Bra/- 
fica florida, which is the Coili-. 
flower: but all thefe are much more 
ufed in the Kitchen than the Shops. 
10. T'urnep; Rapum. Rapa fa- 
tiva rotunda C. B. 
Thefe are much more known in 
Food than in Medicine. They are 
certainly very cooling and cleanfing, 
and agreeably abfterge the vifcid and 
mucous adhefions, which © often 
naufeate the Stomach, and diforder 
the firft paffages. They afford a ve- 
ry Innocent and light nourifhment . 
to conftitutions extremely weaken- 
ed; and the liquor preffed out of 
them. when boiled, is accounted 
good in Heétics, tartarous obftructi- 
ons, and tubercles of the Lungs, in 
which intention Crato much com- 
mends them: and becaufe it is ma 
nifeftly diuretic, it is ufed to keep 
open and cleanfe the -Kidnies and 
their appendages. Thefe are a won- 
derful pleafant fauce to the great 
quantities of flefh we eats; for they - 


‘help to attenuate and divide thofe 


parts, which otherwife would make 
the juice of too tough and grofs a 
confiftence, to pafs readily thro’ the 
Veffels in circulation. 

11. Navew 3 Napus dulcis, or Bun. 
nias. Napus fativa C. B. 

This is pretty much like a Tur- 
nep, but has a fmaller root, and of 
awarmer tafte. It’s feeds are black-

ifh, of a biting tafte, and enter into 
fome officinal compofitions.' Schro- 
der fays, they dry, and are e- 
nemies to Venery; but the mo- 
dern Prattice takes little notice of 
them. 

12. Muftard; Sindpi-zos. 

This is diftinguifhed by it’s very 
warm, biting Seeds. We have two 
forts. 

a. Common Muftard; Sznapi. 
Sinapi filiqua latifolia, glabra, fe- 
mine rufo, five vulgare F. B. 

It’s feeds make a very pungent 
deterfive cephalic. They are much 
more ufedin Sauce than in Medi- 
cine; altho’ they are mighty effica- 
cious in ftimulating the fibres, and 
loofening and difcuffing vifcidities ; 
and therefore excellent in all paraly- 
tic cafes, and the decays and de- 
fluxions attending old age. They 
are alfo very diuretic, and fervice- 
able in Afthmas, as well as Drop- 
fies. 

b. White Muftard; Sinapi album. 
Sinapi filiqua birfuta, femine albo 

B 


This is a larger feed than the com- 
mon Muitard, and whites but is 
not fo much in ufe. 

13. Hedge Muttard; Erystmum. 
Eryfimum vulgare C. B. 

_ The pods of this clap clofe to the 
ftalk, and run out into long: fpikes. 
It growsin great plenty in moft parts 
of England, and flowers about Fz- 


dy and Auguff. Itis biting and pun-— 


gent, not much unlike common 
Muttard, and in like manner it is a- 
perient and difcuffive. Tis preferi- 
bed chiefly in Afthmas, infarctions 
of the Lungs, and chronical Coughs. 
Lobelius gives it an high character 


for many purpofes, and particularly - 


for being a fpeedy cure ina fettled 
Hoarfnefs. He makes. Syrup of it, 
‘which the College have got in their 
Difpenfatory under the fame name. 


’ 4, 
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14. Rocket ; Erica. Eruca la- 
tifolia, alba, fativa’ Diofcaridis 
Cc. B . 


The pods are full of round feeds; 
and the plant has a very fingular 
tafte and feetid {mell, peculiar to it-— 
felf. Itis cultivated in gardens. It 
is by all accounted a great provoker 
to Venery. Schroder Aays, it is 
good to draw out {plinter’d bones: 
but we know of no fuch ufes it is 
put to. 

15. Water Creffes 3 Nafurtium 
aquaticum. Nafturtium aguaticum, _ 
Jupinum C. B. 3 me 
- Thefe have flender pods, and pen- 
This herb grows in 
rivulets or {prings, flowers in Fuly 


and Augu/?, and keeps green, and 


in fome meafure growing the whole 
Winter. It hath afharp penetrating 
tafte, and is reckoned very deterfive. 
It is ufed therefore in all chronical 
difeafes, which arife from glandu- 
lous obftruétions, and particularly 
the Scurvy ; for which end it’s juice — 
is amongit the antifcorbutics, which 
fome undergo a courfe of in the 
Spring-time. It is alfo much ufed 
in broths, after the manner of come 
mon pot-herbs, for the fame pur- © 
pofe ; as alfo in medicinal Ales and 
-Diet-Drinks. Paracelfus pretends, 
that he frequently cured Quartans 
with it, And fome will have it good 
againft malignities in the Meafles’ 
and ‘Small-Pox: but the prefent 
Practice is a flranger to it in all fuch 
intentions, | 
16. Flix weed; Sophia Chirurgo- 
rum. Nafturtium fylvefire, tentif- 
fime divifum C. B.  Sifymbrium 
annuum, folio Abfinthit minoris 
Tourn. | 
This is like Water-Crefles, only 
it’s leaves are finely cut. It grows 
on dry banks and on the corners of 
corn fields. ‘The feed is commend- 
‘ed as a fpecific in diffolving the 
Stone 
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Stone in the Bladder. Dr Quincy 
has confounded it with the £ry/- 
mur. 
17. Ladies fmock; Cardamine. 
Nafturtium pratenfe magno floreC. B. 
This is pretty much like’ Water 
Creffes. It grows in moift meadows 
and flowers in the Spring. It is 
pungent and difeuflive; but has ve- 
ry little room in compolition, or 
common ’Prefcription. 

18. Wall-flower; Leuciium lute- 
um, Cheiri ot Keiri. Leucoium lu- 
_teum vulgare C. B. 
This has yellow flowers, and is 
common on walls, and flowers in 
June. 
pleétic and paralytic diforders, to 
éafe pains, and forward the Men/es. 
~The College have now ordered an 
oil to be made with it; but it is 

not yet brought into ufe. 

19. Sciatica Crefs; Lbéris. 
vis latiore folio C. B. Lepidium gra- 
mineo folio, five Iberis Tourn. 
--This is like Dittander, but has 
narrower leaves. It has the fame 
virtues with Creffes. 
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o ROOM: Geuefta.  Genifia 
angulofa §S feoparia C. B. 
Cytifo-genifia fcoparia, 
frore luteo Tourn. 

This has twifted, angular branches, 
and leaves growing by threes. It 
grows much upon heathy ground, 
ahd is in flower almoft all the Sum- 
mer. Many gather the yellow buds, 
and pickle them with falt and vine- 
gar, in the fame manner as Capers, 
from which they are not then to be 
aiftinguifhed. The flowers are moft 
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The-: 
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in ufe, and by all accounted fplene* 
tic, nephritic, and hepatic. They 
cleanfé away Gravel and ferous hu- 
mours, both by ftool and_ urine, 
and are accounted extraordinary in 
Cachexies and Dropfies, For. this 
reafon they are a chief ingredient in 
fome medicinal Ales. Their afhes; 
which are made by calcination, and 
are fo much extoll’d for purging off 
water in Droplies, are no better than 
any other afhes made in the fame 
manner ; for all lixivious Salts are’ 
diuretic. - 

2. Melilot; Me/i/otus. Trifolium 
odoratum vel Melilotus vulgaris, 
flore luteo F. B.. Melilotus affici= 
narum Germania C. B. 

The pods are fmall and grow in 
fpikes: the flowers are yellow:: the 
leaves grow by threes. It grows by 
the hedge fides, and in corn fields, 
and flowers in Fu/y.. It is‘difcuffive - 
and aperitive, confifting of volatile 
and pungent parts, as is manifeft by 
the {mell. Itis the principal ingre- 
dient in the plafter, which has it’s 
name from itin the Shops, fo much 
in ufe. It confifts of warm fubtile 
parts, as is manifeft by the very 
{cent of the plant, and upon that 
foot comes under the head of ripe» 
ners, It is moftly employ’d in drefs 
fing Blifters until they ceafe run- 
ning, and skin over: for it’s warmth 
fill promotes the difcharge, and pre- 
vents Mortification, which in fome 
conftitutions they are very liable to; 
efpecially if dreffed with things that 
are cooling, which the heat of the 
part frequently provokes perfons ve> 
ry cee abe to do. 

3. Sweet Trefoil; Lotus urbana 


‘or Trifolium odoratum. Lotus hor- 


tenfis oaora C. B. Melilotus ma- 
jor, odorata, violacea Morif. 
It has fhorter {pikes, than Meli- 
lot, and of a blueifh colour. It is 
fown in gardensand flowers in Fane, 
Pa I; 
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It is alexipharmic, anodyne, diure- 
tic and vulnerary. 
- 4. Common Trefoil or Clover ; 
Trifolium vulgare. Trifolium pra- 
tenfe purpureum C. B. 3 

This has fhort thick fpikes, and 
three leaves at a joint. It is com- 
mon in meadows and flowers in Fune. 

5. Hare’s-foot ; Lagipus or Pes 
leporinus. Trifolium arvenje, bu- 
wile, fpicatum, five Lagopus C. B. 

This has narrower leaves than 
‘Trefoil; and the fpikes of: flowers 
are foft and woolly, like an Hare’s 
foot. It grows in corn fields ; chief- 
ly in a fandy foil. It is drying and 
aftringent. It may be ufed in a 
\ Diarrhoea, and all Fluxes, either 
of the Men/fes or Fluor albus or Dy- 
fentery; and in the {pitting of 
Blood, Strangury and ulceration of 
the Bladder. 

6. Fenugreek; Fanum grecum. 
Fenum gracum fativum C.B. 

The pod is plain, and fhaped like 


an horn, full of kidney-fhaped feeds. , 


It is fown in the fields, and flowers 
in Fuly. .The feeds only are ufed. 
They are very mucilaginous, and 
therefore foften, 
They are much ufed in emollient 
Glytters; outwardly, they are in 
great elteem for ripening, difcufling 
and digefting Tumours, and hardly 
ever omitted in cataplafms of thofe 
intentions. They are in the com- 
pofitions alfo of many of the Shop 
‘plafters and unguents for the fam 
purpofes. . 

7. Reft-harrow ; Aninis, Oninis 
or Refta bovis. Anonis fpinofa, flore 
purpureo C. B. 

It has three leaves at a joint, in- 
dented about: the edges; a fhort, 
dwelling pod; feeds fhaped like a 
Kidney; and prickly ftalks. The 


- herb and roots are both ufed. It 


gtows in the fields near highways, 
and flowers in June and Fuly. It 


relax and heal... 
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is {aid to heat, dry, difcufs, abfterge, 
and attenuate, and is prefcribed in 
obftruCtions of all kinds. Some re- 
commend it’s infufion for the He- 
morrhoids, as alfo in a Gargarifm 
for {corbutic gums, and pains in the 
Teeth: but the prefent Praétice 
gives little credit to it in thofe cafes. 
Some ufed to pickle it’s buds, or 
firft fhoots, with Salt, for fauce ; and 
a diftilled water was antiently orde- 
red from it; but’tis now neglected. 
8. Peale; Pifum. Pifum arvenfe, 
fore candido, fructurotundo, alboC.B. 
Thefe are well known, and are 
more ufed in food than in medicine. 
g. Tares; Vicia. Vicia fativa, | 
vulgaris, femine nigroC.B. - 
“The feeds are roundifh, like 
Peafe, but Jefs. ‘They are of no 
ufe in Medicine but amongit Nurfes, 


_ who boil them in fome Drinks, to 


bring out the Meafles and Small-Pox. 
10. Lentils; Lens. Lens vulga- 
ris C. B. 
This has a fhort,. thick pod; and 
round feeds. It is fown in the fields, 
11. Bean; Faba., © 2s 
There are two forts of Beans. 
a. Garden Beans; Faba major. 
Faba. B. os. 
The flowers, feeds, and pods are 
ufed. The feeds are nourifhing, but 
flatulent. The water of the pods is 
good for the gripes in children. . 
6. Horfe-Beans; Faba minor. Fa- 
ba minor, five equina C. B. 
_ This is lefs than the other, and 
is not fo fit for food. , 
12. Goat’s Rue; Ga/ega or Ruta 
capraria. Galega vulgarisC.B. 
The pod is cylindrical, full of ob- 
long feeds, | fhaped like a kidney. 
The leaves grow by pairs ona mid- 
dle rib, terminating in an odd leaf. 
This has a great-name with fome 
authors, and paffes for a powerful 
alexipharmic, fudorific, and a fefi- 


-fter of Poifon and peftilential conta- 


gions. 
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gions. It has been recommended 


alfo for bringing out the Meafles and - 


Small-Pox ; but neither the tafte or 
fmell of this plant difcover any fuch 
virtues likely to be in it, nor does 
the prefent Praétice encourage any 
fuch expectations, it being hardly 
ever prefcribed. It is an ufelefs in- 
gredient in the Milk- water, Some 
have vented notions of anima's, and 
particularly the Lizard, guarding 
themielves with it againft the poi- 
fon of Vipers, and curing them- 
felves with it when bit; but thefe 
are Fables. : 

13. Liquorice; G/ycyrbiza or Li- 
guiritia. Glyyrbiza filiquofa, vel 
Germanica C. B. 

This hasa fhort pod, and feeds thap- 
_ ed like a kidney. The leaves are like 
— thofe of Galega. It has a. long, 
wooddy root, of the thicknefs of 
_ one’s finger, of a yellowith colour, 
and {weetifh tafte. This is the on- 
ly part in ufe ; and there is not any 
one Simple more ufed in Medicine 
than this, ‘both in* the Shops and 
~ extemporaneous Prefcriptions. It 
grows in many parts of Evrope, and 
_ we have enough of it in Eng/and for 
our own fupply, altho’ a great deal 
of it’s in{p'flated juice is imported. 
It’s chief place of growth here is a- 
bout Pontefra# in Yorkfbire.* It is 
very {weet upon the pilate, even 
more than Sugar and Honey, and is 
yet accounted a fliker of Thirft; for 
which reafon alone, Galen ordered 
it in Dropfies. It is very balfamic 
and detergent, infomuch that there 
is hardly an officinal Medicine, or 
occalional Prefcription for any of 


the Diftempers of the Breaft, but’ 


what have more or le’s of this for an 
ingredient. Altho’ it is fo very de- 
tergent, that fome have fufpected 
it’s too liberal ufe to have brought 
on fometimes a {pitting of blood; 
yet it has likewife fomewhat {o foft 
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and emollient in it’s compofition, as 
to eafe in tickling Defluxions, and’ 
give relief in Catarrhs; which makes 
it of great efteem in Coughs of all 
kinds. It promotes expectoration, 
and is ferviceable in. Afthmas, diffi- 
culties of breathing, Pleurifies, Tu- 
bercles, and erofions of the Lungs: 
For thefe intentions it enters into 
pectorals of all forms. It is almof 


as conftant likewife amongtft deob- 


ftruents ; and is prefcribed in the 
Jaundice, in hypochondriacal affe- 
ctions, and amongft diuretics. It 
has it’s fhare alfo as a corrector of 
fome cathartics; and infafions of 
Sena and Rhubarb are hardly ever 
order’d without it. In fhort, it is 
almoft of univerfa] ufe, and is hard- 
ly fuperfluous in any one intention. 
It’s infpiffated juice is the moft con- 
venient form to keep it in the 
Shops, for moft purpofes: but what 
is made here from our own roots, 


1s much the beit; altho’ what comes 


from abro.d is cheapeft, and there- 
fore moft frequently to be met with. 

14. Chiches; Cicer. Cicer fati- 
vum C. B. 

This has a fhort pod, full of feeds, 
fhaped like a ram’s head. There are 
three forts in the Shops, white, red, 
and black ; but their medicinal vir- 
tues are pretty much the fame. Be- 
fides their balfamic qualities, they 
are alfo accounted abfterfive in fome 
meafure, and for that reafon are met 
with in diuretic compofitions in the 
officinal Medicines, but they are ve- 
ry ieldom in other Pre(criptions. 

15. Lupine; Lyvpinus. Lupinus 
fativus flore alba C. B. 

This has flat, round, white feeds, 
of a bitter ‘tafte; and digitated or 
finger’d leaves. It is fown in the 
gardens, and flowers in Fune. The 


feeds only are ufed. They provoke 


the Menfes, expel the dead fetus, 
kill Worms: being externally ap- 
P3 


plied, . 
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plied. . They heal. Gangrenes and 
malignant. Ulcers. 
Goat’s Thorn; Tragacantha. 
This 1s diftinguithed by the mid- 
dle ribs end ng in prickles. It grows 
in the Levant ; where being wound- 
ed it yields the Gum Tragacanth, 
Adragant, Dragant, or as it is com- 
monly pron nounced, Dragon, Guss- 
mi Tragacanthe. That 1s _beft, 
which is whiteft and lighteft. It 
diffolves eafily in any aqueous Men- 
firuum, to which it will give the 
confiftence of a Syrup, in the {mall 
proportion of a dram. toa pint. It 
is {mooth and foftening, and there- 
fore good te obtund the acrimony 
of any humours; which makes it 
of fervice in fuch Coughs as pro- 
ceed from Catarrhs and defluxions 
of Rheum. It is alfo very ftrength- 
ening in fome feminal weaknelles, 
and prevalent again{t the Whites in 
women ; efpecially if skilfully eiighs 
ved in rough red wine. 
17. Pes Pans Thorn 3 SAE EY 
This is a_prickly tree growing in 
Egypt and Arabia: from which ex- 
udes the Gum Arabic; Gummi A- 
rabicum. .'That is accounted beft, 
which is.in f{maller pieces, and al- 
moit of a white colour. It very 
_eafily diffolves in any aqueous li- 
quor, and is good im all kinds of 
Fluxes, particularly Catarrhs, by 
thickening and foftening the thin 
» humours. : 
18. Gum Senica; Gummi Sentea. 
This is very like the-Gum Ara- 
bic, both in appearance and vir- 
tues.. The tree, from which it is 
taken, is not known, tho’ it is pro- 
bably fome fort of Acacia. 
brought to us*from Guinea, and is 
thought to have it’s name from the 
river Senega. 
19. Alexandrian Senna; Senna 
or Sena Alexandrina. 
This has a polypetalous flower, 
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expanded like a Rofe, a plain, crooks 
ed, bivalve pod; and feeds like 
grape kernels, feparated one from 
another by fmall partitions. The 
brightnefs of it’s colour, and quick, 
nefs of it’s flavour, are the indicati- 
ons of it’s goodnefs; for when it 
has loft it’s fcent, and grows dusky, 
it is good for little. It is one of the 
moft common purgers in the Shops, 
and in extemporaneous Prefcription. 
In fome circumftances, and efpecial- 
ly in an increafed dofe, it will work 
fmartly enough. It’s dofe in powder 
is from half a {cruple to half a dram, 
but it is feldom given in that man- 
ner by itfelf; altho’ it is in feveral 
of the College- Compofitions of fpe- 
cies, and one has it’s name from it 
of Pulvis Sene compofitus, of which 
there are the leffer and larger, but 
in both, the proportions of Seva are 
near the dofe here afligned; as alfo 
in the Pulvis Diafene, allowing for 
the addition of Diagrydium. In com- 
mon Prefcription it is generally or-_ 
dered in infufion, from one dram” 
to halfan ounce. It’s common cor- _ 
re¢tors are Liquorice, fome of the 
carminative feeds, or Salt of ‘Tartar : 
the later gives a much higher colour | 
to the infufion, and feems a very a- 
greeable ingredient as a corrector for. 
all feivione, Salts both divide the ful- 
phurous parts of a cathartic, whence 
they are not fo apt to adhere to the 
coats of the Bowels, which often, 


’ makes their vellications too fenfible; 


and they alfo affift in attenuating: 
thofe vifcidities, which a cathartic 
is intended to carry off, and there? 
fore make them pafs away more 
eafily. This drug is apt at firft taking 
to naufeate the Stomach; and there- 
fore in it’s infufion, or to the ftrain- 
ed liquor, if a little Cinnamon, or. 
a dram or two of it’s déftill’d Water 
be added, it paffes thro’ with lefs, 
ficknefs, and will afterwards operate ~ 
as 
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as well. This is exactly conform- 
able to the fentiments of Ludovicus, 
who fays, the purgative quality of 
this herb refides in it’s mucilaginous 
or gummy juice, which the more it 
is divided, makes it gripe lefs in it’s 
operation; and therefore he orders 
it’s Infufion in water or fmall wine, 
with half a dram of Salt of Tartar to 
a dofe, and fome Cinnamon or Gin- 
ger. But the dofe he determines 
by the quantity of the Menftruum, 
upon a conjecture that it cannot be 
fated under a certain degree; fo that 
if the quantity of Seva exceeds the 
proportion which will do that, it 
makes it never the ftronger, the 
Menitruum being capable of recei- 
ving no more. Ru/andus imagin’d 
a fudorific quality to be in it, and 
accordingly ordered it in fome Com- 
pofitions of that intention... This is 
fo antient in Medicine, that Schro- 
der, fays Serapion, firlt deferibed it. 
There are fcarce any forms of Ca- 
‘thartics, in which this is not an in- 
gredient; and it is generally the 
principal in purgative Diet-Drinks 
and medicated Ales. 

20. Caffia or Pudding-pipe Tree ; 
Caffia fiftularis. Cafia fiftula, A- 
dexandrina C. B. 

The flower is pentapetalous. The 
pod is long and cylindrical ; divided 
by feveral tran{verfe partitions, co- 
vered with a black pulp, and con- 
taining hard feeds. The part ufed 
in Medicine, is the pulp which 
grows within-fide, and is black, and 
extremely {weet, which makes fome 

_ call it wild Honey. That is beft 
which is bright, black, and heavy, 
and does not rattle when fhaked ; 
becaufe when the pulp decays with 
too much drying, the feeds which 
lie in certain Interftices, have room 
enough to flrike againft the fide, 
and fo be heard upon fhaking. 
his pulp is a gentle purger, not 
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much ftronger than Syrup of Vios 
lets ; and therefore is. more ufed ta 
procure a convenient, Laxne{s in 
fome coftive habits, than as a purge 
to difcharge any overload of hu- 
mours. This Pulp, or Extract, 1s 
kept in the Shops by itfelf, chiefly 
for Glyfters; but it is‘feldom boil’d 
up high enough to make it keep 
long without fermentation and fcou- 
ring. . Etmuller had an odd notion 
of it’s purgative property confiiting 
in fome fermentative quality; which 
made him forbid it to hypochondria- 
cal perfons, and women big with 


child; as alfo at the beginning of a 


Fever, left,it fhould add to the fe-. 
brile ferment : But fuch ways of rea- 
foning have now loft their credit too 
much to be regarded. It’s princi- 
pal ufe is in the Lenitive Eleduary 
of the College, in which it is a chief 
Ingredient. 

21. Tamarind. Tamarindus. Ta- 
marindus Ger. 

The leaves are pennated, without 
an odd one at the end. The flower 
is tripetalous. ‘The pods are long, 
broad, divided with partitions, full 
of an acid pulp, in which are con- 
tained oval feeds. They come to 
us from both the Jvdies, and are ei- 
ther blackifh or red. The former 
are ufually preferr’d. The failors 
are apt to enlarge their bulk with | 
too much Sugar, for a little does not 
hurt them. They are acid, plea- 
fant, and cooling, and gently relax 
the bowels, For this reafon they 
are in the Lenicive Ele¢ctuary, and 
alfo prefcribed in burning Fevers, 
to moiften and cool the mouth, by 
fucking and gradually {wallowing 
them. 

22. Bitter Vetch; Orodus or Er- 
vum. Orobus filiquis articulatis, fe- 
mine majore C. B.

Of Baccifvrous or Berry-bear- 
ing Plants. 


5 RAMBLE; Rubus. 
Hh, The fruit of the Bramble 
is like that of the Mulberry ; but it 
isa low fhrub, and has pentapeta- 
lous fowers. There are two forts. 
a. Rafpberry ; Rubus Ideus. Ru- 
bus Ide@us fpinofus, frudiu rubro F. 
B 


This fruit is red and well known. 
It grows wild in the hedges, in the 
North of England: and is common- 
ly cultivated in gardens. The ber- 
ries only are in ufe. 'Thefe are much 
like the Mulberries for their medi- 
cinal virtues, but fomewhat rougher 
and of a more fragrant flavour. They 
‘are ufed chiefly in a fyrup, which is 
likewife much preicribed in Garga- 
rifms; and is reckoned good againt 
Vomitings, and loofenefs of the 
Belly. 3 

b. Blackberry 3 Rubus vulgaris. 
Rubus major frudiu nigro F. B. 

This fruit is black, and is well 
known to every one, being com- 
mon in all our hedges. The leaves 
- are cooling and aftringent; and the 
berries have the fame virtues with 
the Rafpberries, but in a lefs degree, 

2. White Bryony; Bryonia alba 
or Vitis alba. Bryonia afpera five 
alba, baccis rubris C. B. 

This isa plant that climbs upon 
the hedges, by means of it’s tendrils. 
It has leaves like a Vine 3 monope- 
talous flowers, cut into five feg- 
ments, and red berries. It’s root is 
often mentioned as a powerful pur- 
ger, and chiefly of water; but it is 
entirely now out of fuch intentions, 
and ufed hardly in any compofition 
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but the 49. Bryonie Comp. in which 
it is reckon’d to aflift as a great ute- 
rine detergent, and is therefore pre= 
fcrib’d in moft hyfterical complaints. 
It is accounted very penetrating, — 
and therefore good in all grumous 
Colleétions and Coagulations; and 
fome will have it almoft infallible 
in arthritic Pains and Tumours, or- 
der’d in a cataplafm: And Etmuller 
commends the juice: which ouzes 
Into a cavity made ina large green 
root, as doing wonders in the Gout, 
3. Black Bryony; Bryonia nigra. © 
Bryonia levis, five nigra, racemofa 
C.B. Tamnus racemofa, flore mi- 
nore, luteo pallefeente Tourn. 
- This climbs without tendrils: the 
leaves are fmoth, and like thofe of 
the great Bindweed. The flower is 
cut into fix fegments; and the ber- 
ries are red. The root and leaves are 
faid to divide tough phlegm, and to 
be good in the difeafes of the breaft. _ 
4. Ginzeng, Ninzen, or Nift. 
Araliaftrum Quinquefolii folio, ma- 


jus, Nin-zin vocatum D. Sarraxin. 


Philof: Tranf. Numb. 354. p.705. 
The flowers are polypetalous,: 
growing in an umbel, on the top of 
a naked ftalk. Each berry contains 
two flat feeds, like a femicircle, 
both together reprefenting a fort of 
an heart. This plant, tho’ not e- 
hough known in Europe, to be yet 
brought into ufe, is in the higheft 
efteem in China and Tartary. It 
grows in Tartary between the thir- 
ty-ninth and forty-feventh degree of 
Northern Latitude, and between the 
tenth and twentieth degree of Eaft- 
ern Longitude, reckoning from the 
meridian of Peking. ‘Thereis therea 
long tract of mountains, which the 
thick forefts that cover and encom- 
pafs them, render almoft unpaflable. 
It is upon the declivities of thefe 
mountains, and in thefe thick fo- 
refts, upon the banks of torrents, 
or 
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or about the roots of trees, and a- 
smidit a thoufand other different forts 
of plants, that the Ginfeng is to be 
found. It is not to be met with in 
plains, vallies, marfhes, the bottoms 
of rivulets, or in places too much 
expofed and open. If the forett 
take fire and be confumed, this 
plant does not appear ’till two or 
three years after. It alfo lies hid 
from the Sun, as much as poflible. 
The moft eminent Phyficians in 
China have writ whole Volumes up- 
on the virtues and qualities of this 
plant; and make it an ingredient in 
almoft all remedies which they give 
to their chief Nobility; for it is of 
too high a price for the common 
people. They affirm that it is a fo- 
vereign remedy for all weaknefles, 
occafioned by exceffive fatigues ei- 
ther of body or mind; that it dif- 
folves pituitous humours; that it 
cures weaknefs of the Lungs and 
Pleurify; that it flops vomitings, 
that it ftrengthens the Stomach, and 
helps the appetite; that it difperfes 
_ fumes or vapours ; that it fortifies 
the breaft, and is a remedy for 
Short and weak breathing ; that it 
ftrengthens the vital fpirits, and in- 
creafes: lymph in theblood; in fhort, 
that it is good againit dizzinefs of 
the head, and dimnefs of the fight, 
and that it prolongs life in old age. 
The Yartars drink a Decoétion of 
the leaves inftead of Tea, and find 
themfelves much refrefhed by it. 
The root mutt be boiled longer than 
the leaves. They cut it into thin 
flices, and put it into an earthen 
pot, well glaz’d, and fill’d with a- 
~ bout halfa pint of water. The pot 

muft be well covered, and fet to 
boil over a gentle fire; and when 
' the water is‘confumed to the quan- 
tity of a cup-full, a little fugar is to 
_ be mixt with it, and it is to be 
drank immediately. After. this, as 
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much more water is to be put into 
the pot upon the remainder, and 
to be boiled as before, to extract all 
the juice, and what remains as of the 
fpirituous part of the root. Thefe 
two dofes are to be taken, one in 
the morning, and the other at 


night. 
5. Butcher’s-broom; Rufcus or 
Brufeus. Rufcus C. B. 


This has fmall, {tiff, prickly leaves, 
with round red berries growing on 
the middle of the upper furface of 
the leaves, . It grows in thickets and 
hedges, and is of an auftere and bit- 
terifh tafte, and is accounted aperi- 
ent and deterfive; but it is not pre- 
{cribed in thofe, or any other inten- 
tions, either in the Shop-Difpenfa- 
tions, or common Praétice, and has 
no place in Medicine now, but up- 
on the merit of it’s roots, which are 
one of the five greater Openers. 

6. Laurel of Alexandria; Laurus 
Alexandrina, frudu folio infidente 
C. B. Rufeus latifolius, fru&u folio 
infidente Tourn. 

This has broader and fofter leaves, 
than the Butcher’s-broom: but the 
berries grow in like manner clofe 
to the leaf. It is accounted vulne- 
rary and diuretic. 

7. Double-tongue ; Hippoglifum 
or Biflingua. Laurus Alexandrina 
Srutiu pediculo infidente C. B. Ruf- 
cus anguftifolius frutiu folio infiden= 
te Tourn. sets 

The berries of this grow upon a 
pedicle, coming out of the leaf. It 
is vulnerary. 

8. Solomon’s Seal ; Polygondtum 
or Sigillum Solomonis.  Polygona- 
tum latifolium vulgare C. B. ° 

The flower is monopetalous, cut 
into fix fegments, hanging on pedi- 
cles, coming out of the fides of a 
leafy ftalk. The berry is globular, 
and full of roundith feeds. It is

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found fometimes in woods, and 
flowers in May. The root is vulne- 
rary and aftringent. _ It confolidates 
broken bones, and heals ruptures. 

g. Lilly of the. Valley; Li/lium 
convallium. Lillium convallium al- 
bum C. B. 

‘This differs from Solomon’s Seal 
by it’s flowers growing on naked 
ftalks. It grows in woods and fhady 
places, and flowersin Agzy.'The flow- 
ersare ofa mighty fragrant fcent, but 
it is fo langwid and volatile, that in 
drying it is quite or very near loft. 
‘Therefore where they enter into the 
compofition of Waters, they ought 
by all means to be put into the Spi- 
rit of Wine as foon as ever gather’d, 
and if poflible before the very dew 
is off them; as in the 47. Ponte 
- Comp. Antient Di/penfatories direct 
a diftilled water, a {pirit, a conferve, 
and an oil, to be made of thefe 
flowers; but they are all now in dif- 
ufe. However, they juftly ftand in 
the firft rank of Cephalics, if thus 
managed, otherwife they are good 
for little; for although they . are 
commonly made the balis of a ce- 
phalic Snuff, they are of no very 
great eflicacy therein: fo that what 
feats fuch Snufisdo, are ufually more 
owing to the other ingredients. 

10. Afparagus, and  eorruptly 
Sparrow-Grals. Afparagus fativa 
C. B. | 

The leaves are almoft as fine as 
hairs. The flowers are hexapetalous, 
and the berry is. round. The part 
commonly eat is the ftalks, betore 
they. branch out, or form leaves. 
Almoft every one is acquainted with 
this, as being a part of food; and 
knows that the heads, which are fo 
made ufe of, if eat in any quanti- 
ty, will difcover themfelves in the 
fmell of the urine. 
are yet more diuretic; becaufe they 
have more of that {alt in them from 
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whence they derive that quality, 
than any part which grows above 
ground ; into which it cannot rife 
in fuch plenty, as the root itfelf re- 
ceives it from the earth. And this 
may, by the way, pafs for a reafon 
why moft roots are more endued 
with this property than their plants. 
This is defervedly reckoned one of 
the five opening roots,’ and is a good 
ingredient in all compoflitions inten- 
ded’to cleanfe the Vifcera ; efpeci- 
ally where their obftrutions threaten 
the Jaundice and Dropfy. They 
are likewife good in many diforders 
of the breaft, as operating by urine 
is of fervice in moft fuch cafes; and 
are therefore with good fuccefs — 
join’d with pectorals in many ex 
temporaneous pre{criptions, amongft 
which we ofteneft meet with them. 
Tho’ they are a principal ingredient. 
in the Syrup of Marfh-Mallows of 
the Shops; yet Van Helmont pre- 
tended to produce an initance of 
thefe breeding the Stone, and ima-. 
gin’d that, by making the urine fe- 
tid, and fubjeét to putrify, they fa- 
vour’d the generation of fuch par- 


‘ticles as bred the Stone. 


tr. Winter Cherry; A/kehenge 
or Halicacdbum. Solanum veficari- 

um C. B. | 
This is eafily diftinguifhed by it’s 
fruit being like a Cherry, and en- 
clofed in a bladder. Jt is cultivated 
in gardens, and flowers in Fwne. 
The Berries are by fome much cele- 
brated for their lithontriptic quali- 
ties, and are faid powerfully to 
cleanfe and fcour the urinary paffa- 
ges of ali gravel, and whatfoever is 
apt to obftrucét them ; and likewife 
by their deterfive qualities to be 
good in the Jaundice, and other af- 
feGtions of the Vifcera. There is 
a Troche which takes it’s name 
from them in the Shops, calcu- 
lated for: thele intentions; but it

is of little ufe, and hardly ever pre-

12. Nightfhade; Solanum. 

The flower is monopetalous, cut 
into five fegments; the berry is 
round. There are two forts. 

a. Common Nightfhade ; So/a- 
nun hortenfe or vulgare. Solanum 
eficinarum C. B. 

This grows on dunghills: the ber- 
ries are black. It is reckoned very 
cooling, infomuch as not to be fafe 
in inward ufe, being deadly in it’s 
confequences. Some authors com- 
mend it’s external application to the 
temples, againft the Head-ach; and 
inflammations of the eyes; and to 
the feet, in burning Fevers: but it is 
little ufed now any of thefe ways, 
and is loft in our Materia Medica, 
except for the fmall fhare it has in 
the Unguentum Populneum. 

b. Woody Nightfhade or Bitter- 
fweet. Solanum lignifum or Dulca- 
mara. Solanum fcandens vel Dulcae 
mara C. B. 

This ramps up in hedges, and has 
a red berry. It flowers'in Fume. 
The root is diuretic, and is faid to 
cure the Dropfy. : 

r3. Guinea Pepper. Capsicum 
or Piper Indicum. Piper Indicum 
vuleatifimum C. B. 

This hasa long berry, in it’s out. 
ward appearance refembling a pod, 
of a very hot and biting tafte. It 
is pickled, and ufed as a fauces. but 
is feldom ufed in Medicine. 

14. Mandrake ; Mandragora. Man- 
dragora frufiu rotundo C. B. 

The flower is monopetalous, fha- 
ped like a bell: the berry is round, 
and contains many kidney-fhaped 
feeds. This is of a ftrong narcotic 
quality, and is mentioned in fome 
antient writers as convenient. to be 
given before an Amputation, to 
deaden the fenfe of pain by ftupify- 
ing the patient; but modern Pra- 
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&tice owns it not for any fuch ufe. 
It is reckoned cooling. in external 
applications, and therefore commen- 
ded in inflammations of the eyes, ‘or 
any Eryfipelas; upon which foot it 
ftands in the Unguentum Populneume 
of the Shops in prefent.ufe. 

15. Caper; Capparis-idis. Cap- 
paris fpinofa, frutiu minore, folio 
rotundo C. B. | 

The flower is tetrapetalous; the ° 
fruit is fhaped like a pear., The 
buds of the flower are brought over 
to usin pickle. -They are in fome 
antient Difpenfatory compofitionss 
but their ufe in any medicinal form 
is quite laid afide now, and we meet 
with them only in fauces. . "Tis 


‘ probable the pickle in which they 


are preferved, may alter their natu» 
ral qualities ; but as we have them | 
in that, they are cooling and grate- 
ful to the Stomach, conduce to di- 
geftion, and are cleanfing, aperient, ' 
and diuretic. The bark is in fome 
few Compofitions, but is hardly 
known in extemporaneons Practices 

16. Whortles; Myrtillus or Vae> — 
Vitis Idea foliis oblongiss 
crenatis, fructu nigricante C. B. 

Thefe are {mall black berries, 
growing on little fhrubs with angular 
ftalks. They grow in ftony grounds, 
and are cooling and aftringent ; but 
little ufed in modern Practice. 

17. True-love, or One-berry’s 
Herba Paris. Solanum quadrifoliune 
bacciferum C. B. Herba Paris F. Be 

This has only four broad leaves, 
and one-berry containing four feeds. 
Thefe berries are accounted alexis 
pharmic, and good againft the: 
Plague. . s 

18. Cuckow Pint or Wake-Ros. 
bin; Arum. Arum vulgare Ger. 

The leaves of this are like Spi-. 
nage. The flower is a large leaf, 
like the ear of an animal, witha kind 
of peftle on the infide. It grows in 

hedges 


hedges and fhady places. This plant 
appears very early in the Spring. It 
is moft violently pungent and vola- 


‘tile, infomuch that the leaft touch 


of it’s juice upon the tongue Is {carce 
tolerable, and almoft cauftic. This 
quality makes it recommended in all 
wifcidities, phlegmatic and fcorbu- 
“tic cafes; becaufe it. penetrates and 
rarifies tough concretions and infar- 
€tions of the glands and capillary 
veffels. It has been prefcribed in 
humorous Afthmas and obftrudtions 
of the Bronchia; and by the great 
force and aétivity of it’s parts, it 
breaks thro’ and wears away thofe 
little ftoppages in the extremities 
and cutaneous glands, which occa- 
fion itchings and fcabs, and is there- 
fore juftly ranked amongft the moft 
powerful antifcorbutics. Van Hel- 
mont commends it greatly with vi- 
negar in bruifes or falls, becaufe it 
will prevent the blood from ftagna- 

ting and falling into grumes upon 
. the injured parts. And £tmuller, 
with a mixture of Sallads, feems to 
think it will form a Tertium Quid, 
very much of the nature of Na/fur- 
sium. Some have affirm’d, a dram 
of this root frefh powdered and ta- 
ken in any proper vehicle, to bea 
. moft excellent and infallible remedy: 
againft poifon and the Plague. Mat- 


thiolus commends, and with great. 


reafon, a cataplafm made with this 
frefh bruifed and Cow-dung, to be 
apply’d hot in arthritic pains; - for 
fuch a compofition cannot but do all 
that is expected from the moft pe- 
netrating fubftances. Schroder re- 
ports, that the diltilled water from 
it’s frefh leaves, is a {pecific, in Me-. 
Jancholy and Diftra€tion. This root 
kept long dry, lofes it’s efficacy ; 
the volatile parts, in which it con- 
fifts, flying away and leaving it in-

20. Dragon; Dracontium. Dra- 
cunculus polyphyllus C. B. | 

The leaves are varioufly cut into 
feveril fegments. The flower is like 
that of Arum. It is reckoned alexi- 
pharmic, and a refilter of poifons, 
on which account It hath a place in 
the College Plague-Water. 

21. Love Apple; Amoris pomum. 
Malum aureum, odore faetido, qui- 
bufdam Lycoperficon F. B | 

This is a kin to the Nightfhades. 
It is narcotic, and provokes to Ve- 
nery. 


CHA PP XXXVI 
Of Pomiferous Plants. 


rs UCUMBER:; Cucimis 
J -éris bortenfis. Cucumis fa- 
tious COB. 

Thefe are fufficiently known in 
food, both raw and in pickle. They: 
are very cooling and vifcid, . and 
therefore apt to difpofe the blood to 
putrid fermentations; infomuch,: 
that it is to be feared thefe have no 
{mall fhare in occafioning thofe ugly ° 
Fevers which appear at the later 
end of the year, and are often ef 
a malignant kind. They do well 
therefore, who drefs' them with a 
good quantity of Vinegar and Pep-: . 
per; for as the former helps takeep 
up the due tenfity and contraction of 
the folids, the other preferves the 
proper fluidity of the Juices, and 
prevents them from running into’ 
morbid cohefions. They are like- 
wife pretty well fecured againft 
the above-mentioned mifchiefs by 

pickling 
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pickling, with the like ingredients. 
They are of little or no ufe in any 
officinal Compolitions, -or occafional 
Prefcriptions; only as their feeds are 
fometimes in Emulfions, and ftand 
the firit among# the four greater 
cold feeds. ; 

2. Wild Cucumber; Cucdémis 
tris agreftis or Afininus. Cucumis 
fylveftris Afininus difius C. B. Ela- 
terium oficinarum Boer. 

The fruit is rough, and throws 
- out the feeds with violence. The 
in{piflated juice is the Elaterium, of 
which I fhall fpeak under the head 
of Preparations of Simples: 

3. Melon. Melo. Melo F. B. 

This is a large, oval, wrinkled 
fruit, containing oblong feeds. 
Thefe feeds are another of the 
greater cold feeds. Schroder com- 
mends them in Thirft, Stranguries, 
and heat of urine. 

4- Pompion; Pefo. 

- This is a round fruit, with an hard. 
rind, and plain feeds, encompaiied 
witharing. ‘Thefe are of the fame 
virtues as the former, but not fo 
much in ufe. 

5- Citrul or Water Melon. Ci- 
trullus. Anguria Gitrullus , difta 
C. B. 

. The-leaf is cut into deep feg- 

ments. .The feed is one of the 
. greater cold feeds ;. they are alfo ac- 
counted aperient and diuretic, and 
prefcribed often where Choler and 
Acrimony abound. 

6. Gourd; Cucurbita. 

This is a very large fruit, and has 
plain oblong feeds. Martbiolus fays, 
that the green leaves of the gourd 
apply’d to the breafts of lying-in 
women, prevent too great an in- 
creafe of milk. And Schroder com- 
mends them in external inflamma- 
tions, and pains of the Gout. 

7. Bitter Apple or Coloquintida. 
Colocynthis-tdis or Handal.  Calo- 


Say: 17 
cynthis fruciu rotunda minor C. 
B : 


The leaves are cut into deep 
jaggs. The fruit is bitter and not 
eatable.. This has been a Drug of 
mighty account.in Medicine for ma- 
ny ages. It’s roughnefs and vio-. 
lence of operation has always. tor- 
tured the feveral hands it has pafs’d 
through, to determine in what part 
of it’s compofition this quality refi- 
ded, that they might the better 
know how to correét and mitigate 
it. By fome it feems to refide in 
certain refinous particles, which 
fooneft join with a fpirituous Men- 
ftruum, and therefore make fuch in- 
fufion too violent; for which reafon. 
they direct more aqueous diffol- 
vents, and fuch as are capable of 
uniting with Salt of Tartar, which 
would feparate the refins, and make 
their efficacies upon the fibres more 
moderate. Schroder and Ludovicus 
{peak much of this management, 
and commend the Extraét made by 
evaporation of the liquor with Salt 
of Tartar for it’s corrector. ‘They 
direé&t it from three to eight grains, 
Others conjecture it’s cathartic pro- 
perty to be more in it’s flimy and 
mucilaginous parts, which are beft 
drawn out. and diflolv’d by plain 
water ; but moft afiign it to a pene- 
trating volatile falt. And this later 
feems to have been the opinion of 
the Antients, particularly of the 4- 
rabians; for which reafon, in the 
Trochifci Albandale (for Handala, 
or Albandala, was the name. by 
which this Drug was known to 
thena) it ftands corrected with gum- 
my and mucilaginous bodies ; as 
they. are moft proper to blunt the 
violence of thofe /picu/e, and pre- 
vent their too great irritation of the 
membranes. Van. Helmont {peaks 
of this as a thing which might eafi- 
ly be divefted of it’s purgative quar 

ity 
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lity, and reduced into an extraor- 
dinary alterative in fome chronic 


cafes; but this is a fecret not yet» 


found out. 

- Inthe Memoirs of the French 4- 
cademy for 1701, the abovementio- 
ned Monf. Bo/due has given his ob- 
fervations and experiments on this 
Drug, which are worth our notice. 
He tells us, that it is the fruit of a 
plant of the nature of a wild Gourd, 
and is very purgative ; infomuch 
that it’s operation is fometimes at- 
_ tended with excoriations of the 
membranes and blood. Whence 
many have conjectured, that Co/s- 
guintida, by it’s volatile falts, would 
render-the blood more fluid: but 
* our author did not find this true by 
his Swn experience; for he put a 
good quantity of it in powder to 
new-drawn blood, which did not 
prevent it from running into it’s 
ufual cozgulations. The little fuc- 
cefs of the means hitherto.attemp- 
ted to correct this remedy, has-not 
hinder’d Monf. Bo/duc from trying 
others. He fermented four ounces 
of it’s pulp with fix pounds of good 
Mut of Wine, for ten or twelve 
days together; then he diftill’d this 
mixture in Ba/neo Vaporis, by de- 
grees. The firft portion of eight 
ounces was very clear, moderately 
fpirituous, and exceflively bitter; 
. the other portions gradually decrea- 
fed in their qualities; and when.the 
liquor came altogether infipid, he 
put an end fo their diftillation, and 
evaporated the remainder into. an 
extract, which was of a fufliciently 
folid confiftence, and weighed two 
ounces and an half. ; 

With thefe, experiments were 
made upon the fick with all necef- 
fary precaution. An ounce of what 
came away firft in diftillation, cau- 
fed great naufeas and fevere cho- 
lics, without effect’; ~which were 
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obliged to be appeas’d by other re» 
medies; tho’ two ounces of the 
fame, upon another trial, had it’s 
effect, but with gripings. Of the 


Extract made after diitillation, he 


gave ten grains, which operated 
without violence or 
which he attributed to the effential 
falts of the wine, whofe acids had. 
fuppreffed, and, as it were, fix’d 
the volatile falt of the Cologuin- 
tida. ' 
Next, inftead of Muft, Monf. Bo/- 
duc made ufe of water, and put in 
digeftion for fifteen days, fixteen 
ounces of the pulp, with two quarts 
of boiling water; after which he di- 
filled the whole. The liquors 
which came away, had nothing in 
them penetrating and volatile, had 
no tafte, and if taken inwardly, had 
no effect. But the Extract made of 
what remained after diftillation, he 
found to be very efficacious. It was 
a gentle purger, and of fufficient 
force, given in but little quantity. 


Perhaps, fays he, as the fubftance 


of the Cologuintida is extremely 
fpungy, it’s mucilaginous parts, 
which are in great number, are the 
moft offenfive ; and a long digefti- © 
on ina large quantity of water may 
fo attenuate, {ubtilize, and diffolve 
them, that an Extract made in this 
manner may be a good preparation: 
and he believes the following expe- 
riments confirm this opinion. He 
drew from the Cologuintida all the 
tinctures poffible with water, and 
by filtration feparated the clear from 
the mucilaginous: of each of thefe 
he made a folid Extract, of which 
the former was a more efficacious, 
tho’ a more gentle purger, than the 
later. The lait trial he made, wa3 
with Spirit of Wine; from eight 


ounces was obtained but” half an 


ounce’ of a reéfinous’ Extract 3 
whereas’ he had from the fame 
weight, 


irritation 3 _ 
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weight, by the means of Water, 
near three ounces of a faline one, 
reckoning both it’s clear and muci- 
Jaginous. parts. Whence he con- 
| cludes, that the Colocynth contains 
much more falt than oil or falphur ; 
and that it is probable the falts, par- 
ticularly the more grofs, enveloped 
in the mucilaginous parts, are the 
occafion of it’s violent operation. 

I fhall leave the reader to make 
the beft application of this account 
to his own Praétice he can, and on- 
ly obferve, thatthe common way of 
making the Extradum Rudii, con- 
tradi€fts Monfieur Bo/duc’s firft ex- 
periment, of the {pirits coming o- 
ver exceflively bitter and purgative: 
‘for the liquor in which the ingredi- 
ents of this compofition, the chief 
being Colocinth, are infufed, when 
it is drawn off by diftillation, (which 
moft do only for good husbandry, 
as it may ferve for the fame ufe a- 
gain) has neither colour, tafte, or pur- 
gative quality, any more than com- 
mon Spirit of Wine. So that Monf. 
Bolduc feems to have made a miftake 
in the experiment, by letting fome 
{mall quantity of the ‘infufion inad- 
vertently pafs over into the’ re- 
ceiver, which in the leaft quantity 
would give an extreme bitternefs 
to the whole that came over by va- 
pour. 

This drug is much in offici- 
nal compofition, but ‘hardly ever 
met with in extemporaneous Pre- 
{cription; it’s naufeous tafte not ma- 


king it tolerable in any forms but’ 


Pills, where it can be covered. It 
is fo {mart a purger, as not to be 
fafe but to athletic conttitutions, 
and fuch full habits, where the fi- 
bres are fufficiently guarded by a 
Saburra Humorum from it’s vehe- 


ment vellications. Itis by all efteem-° 


ed very efficacious againft Worms 3 
but it’s eee of peoteion makes 
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it hardly fafe to give to children, 
who moftly want it upon that “ac- 
count, unlefs in Glyfters. The Cons, 
SeGio Hamech, which our College: 
retain in their Difpenfatory, is ne- 
ver Hep oe becaufe it is fo irk- 
fome in taking, from the tafte it 
has of this ingredient.

It is certain this root was not 


_known to. Diofcorides or Galen; {fo 


that fome-injudicioufly confound it 
with their Rhapontic, tho’ they dif- 
fer in moft of their manifeft proper- 
ties, ‘That which is accounted the 
fineft of all is very little purgative, 
but is much preferable in all the ine 
tentions of a reftringent, and there- 
fore is beft in Fluxes of all kinds. 
The purgative quality of this root 
feems to confift moft in it’s:gummy 
parts, by reafon it is beft drawn out 
with aqueous Menfrua, impregnated 
with a lixivial Salt. Extreme dry- 
ing deftroys it’s purgative virtue s 
wherefore it is frequently ordered 
to be toafted, on purpofe to make 
it lefs purgative and more aftring- 
ing. It is infufed from one dram 
to three, for a ‘dofe, and given in 
Powder from ten grains to two 
{cruples. It greatly ftrengthens the 
Stomach and Bowels, and is an.ex- 
cellent Medicine againft choler, and 
other diftemper’d contents of the 
inteftinal and mefenteriac sn

It is accounted by fome to be fo 


great a purger of the Liver, as to_ 


have deferved the name of Cor He- 
patis, or Heart of the Liver. The 
Kidnies do not lie too remote for 
_it’s influences, for it frequently paf- 
.fes fo much that way, as to difcover 
itfelf in the colour of the Urine. 
It therefore is very good in obftru- 
ctions of the Reins and Ureters. 
But in the Jaundice it almoft paffes 
for ‘infallible. Paracelfus pretends 
to a tincture from it, which had 
not it’s purgative quality, but only 
operated by Urine, and purged a- 
way Gravel and fabulous concreti- 
ons. Itis good againft Worms in 
children, and is the beft Purge that 
can be given them, to clear away 
thofe crudities in the Bowels, which 
are apt to breed Worms: it alfo 
givesa firmnefs to the Fibres, which 
from the flipperinefs of childrens 
diet are generally too lax; fo that 


. it?s repetition to them can hardly 


be too frequent. This is of great 
ufe in extemporaneous Prefcripti- 
on, and is alfo in many officinal 
compofitions; particularly in Syrups 
and Tinéture : altho’ none of them 
are fo good asthe root powdered 
and given in fubftance. 

4. Rhapontic; Rhaponticum. 

This is the root of a true f{pecies 
of Dock. Dr Quincy fays it is a 
_ fpecies of the greater Centory, that 
‘ is commonly ufed, but he’s mifta- 
ken: and more fo, when he fays 
the fort intended is the Lapathum a- 
cutum. The Rhapontic is planted in 
fome of our gardens to a good ad- 
vantage. It has the fame virtues 
with Rhubarb, but in a lefs de-

c. Water Dock; Hydrolapathum. 
Lapathum aquaticum folio cubitali 
C. B. 


This grows in the water, and has 
‘a leaf a foot or two feet long. The 
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root is one of the beft antifcorbutics 
in the whole Materia Medica: tho? 
not fo much in ufe, as it deferves. _ 
Muntingius fuppofes it to be the 
true Britannica of the Antients, and 
has written an entire treatife con- 
cerning it. OY 

ad. Monk’s Rhubarb or Patience; _ 
Rhabarbarum Monachirum or Hipe 
polapathum. Lapathum hertenfe lati- 
folium C. B. 

This is cultivated in gardens. It 
has the fame virtues with RAwbarb, 
if ufed in a double quantity. 

e. Sharp-pointed Dock; Lapa- 
thum acitum or Oxylapathum. Lae 
pathum folio acuto plano C. B. 

It grows in-moift places. It is 
frequently in occafional Prefcripti- 
ons for the Jaundice and fcorbutic 
cafes, and found very efficacious for 


fuch intentions, being a powerful 


detergent. Willis commends it as 
an excellent antifcorbutic in Diet- 
Drinks and medicated Ales. But 


it’s moft celebrated virtues appear in _ 


external compofitions, ‘for cleanfing 
the skin from Scabs and Tetters : 
and we have an Ungent which takes 
it’s name from it, in the London Dif- 
penfatory. Etmuller extols it great- 
ly in fuch cafes; but down to this 
time they have all been ignorant of 
the neat, fafe, and efficacious pree 
parations which Mercury has fur- 
nifhed for thofe intentions. 

2. Sorrel; Acetofa or Oxalis. 

It differs from Dock in-the acid 
tafte of it’sleaves. There are three 
forts. 

a. Common Sorrel; Acetifa vul- 
garis. Acetofa pratenfis C. B. 

This has long narrow leaves. It 
grows in meadows and_pafture- 
grounds, as well as by culture in 
gardens, and flowers in May. It is 
well known in our common fallads, 
and is little otherways ufed. It is 
acid and grateful to the Stomach, 

; . guenches 
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quenches thirft, allays the heat of 
Choler; and, as Schroder, with ma- 
ny others, fays, refifts Putrefaction, 


anid is of great ufe in peftilential Fe- 


vers. Buta better theory, and ex- 
perience now renounces fuch Pra- 
tice, and convinces us that fuch 
things by retarding and chilling the 
juices too much, give them an op- 
portunity of fermenting, and run- 
ning into corruption and putrefacti- 
on. It is a grateful and falutary in- 
gredient in a Summer fallad, if eat 
in moderation : but it is little taken 
Notice of in medicinal Prefcrip- 
tion. . 
4 Sheep's Sorrels Aveta /a arven- 
fis. Acetofa lanceolata C. B. 
. This is a much fimaller plant, of 
the fame virtues, and is feldom ufed. 
¢. Roman Sorrel ; Aceto/2 Romi- 
%4, OF rotundifolia. Acetofa rotun- 
difolia hortenfis C. B. 
_ This has a round leaf, and is cul- 
‘tivated in fome Gardens. Itis a 
much greater acid, than the com- 
mon Sorrel, and ought to be ufed 
whenever it can be procured. 
_ 3. Biftort or Snakeweed ; Biftor- 
ta. Biftorta radice minus intorta 
. 2B. 
_ This has a woody, twifted root, 
brown without and red within. It 
has a {pike of {mall, red flowers, 
and three-corner’d feeds. It grows 
in feveral parts of England, in low 
grounds. It’s root only is of ufe; 
and thisis very aftringent, and there- 
fore ufed againft all kinds of Fluxes. 
In decoétion it is beft. It is account- 
ed good againft Vomiting, {pitting 
of Blood, and all Hemorrhages. It 
pafles with fome alfo for an alexi- 
pharmic, and is reckoned to pro- 
mote fweat; for which reafon it 
is, that we fometimes find it in Com- 
pofitions and Prefcriptions of that 
intention, —

4. Arfmart 3 Perficaria. 

The, flowers are like thofe of Bi- 
ftort: but the feed is oval, There 
are two forts. 

a. Unfpotted Arfmart; Perfica- 
ria non maculata ot Hydropiper. 
Perficaria uréns feu  Hydropiter 
C.B 


This has no fpots on the leaves. 
It grows in watery places, and flow- 
ers in Fuly and Auguf. Paracelfus 
is very prolix in his account of it, 
but feems not to diftinguith it from 
the Perficaria mitis Jet maculofa, 
by his faying that the fpots in the 
leaves are demonftrations with him 
of it’s efficacy in the Scurvy, which. 
fometimes throws out {pots of the 
fame colour. He likewife dire&s 
fome odd circumftarices, by which 
he pretends it will obtain 4 magne- 
tic virtue, of great force in fomée 
chirurgical cures. It is extremely 
hot and penetrating, infomuch that 
the tafte is hardly tolerable upon the 
Tongue. This has made it obtain: 
in fcorbutic cafes, hypochondriac 
affections, and all diforders from a 
fluggifh circulation of the Fluids. 
Etmuller fays, the Englifh have it 
fo much inefteem, as to ufe it in the 
Belly-ach, Cholics, Scurvy, Spleen, 
and all chronical difeafes; but the 
ptefent generation is little acquaint- 
ed with it, either in the Shops or ex- 
temporaneous Prefcription, for fuch 
intentions. A very eminent perfon 
indeed of our own country, Mé 
Boyle, commends it’s diftill’d Wa- 
ter greatly in the Stone, in his U/- 
Sulnefs of Experimental Philofopby. 
And in that opinion he agrees with 


_many, who have valued it amongtt 


their fecrets, for it’s efficacy in fuch 
cafes. It’s great warmth has alfo 
made it recommended by fome in 
external applications, - particularly 
to diffipate bruifed blood ; and {ome

The ftalk is full of joints. The 
feed is exactly triangular. It grows 
in fandy places; and is faid to be 


aftringent and vulnerary, but is very 


little ufed, . 

6. Orach 3 Atrzplex. Atriplex 
alba hortenfis C. B. 

The feed is flat, and contained 
between two angular leaves. It is 
cultivated in gardens, and feems to 
be of the nature of Spinach. 

7. Stinking Orach 3 Atriplex o- 
lida. Atriplex fetidaC. B. Che- 
nopodium frtidum C. B. : 

The feed is contained inaca/ix, cut 
into five fegments, like a flar. The 
leaves are {mall and roundifh, and 
as it were frofted, of a very difagree- 
able, ftinking fmell. It grows about 
dunghils, and flowers in Axgu/t, 
but is of very little ufe in the pre- 
fent Practice, tho’ of fome confider- 
able repute for womens _difeafes. 

‘There is a fyrup only made of it’s de- 
coction or juice. 

8. Englith Mercury ; Bonus Hen- 
vicus,  Mercurialis. or Tota bona. 
Bonus Henricus Ger. Chenopodium 
folio triangulo Tourn. 

The flowers and feeds jare like 
thofe of Stinking Orach, but the 
leaves are triangular, and not much 
unlike Spinach. It flowers moft 
part of the Summer. -It very gently 

_ relaxes the Bowels, is foftening and 
fomewhat deterfive, which makes 
it be prefcribed fometimes in the 
Jaundice and obftructions of .the 
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Vifcera. It is likewife ufed by the 
nurfes in childrens victuals, againft 
Coftivenefs and the Gripes. It is 
by feveral accounted a cleanfer of

Etmuller 
fays, for that reafon it abounds with 
a nitrous falt, which with it’s nutri- 
tious moifture it draws from the 
Lime in the Mortar; and that’ this 
gives it a deterfive quality, and — 
makes it good in the Gravel, and — 
obftructions of the urinary paflages. 
It’s ufe is not.very great either in 
Shop-Compofitions or -Prefcription, 
unlefs in Glyiters, and fome extere 
nal applications. 

11. Ladies Mantle; 4/chimilla. 
Alchimilla vulgaris C. B. 

This may eafily be known by it’s 
round leaves, like Mallows, but 
much more neatly cut about the 
edges. It grows in wet and moift 
pafture-ground, and is tran{planted 
from thence into the gardens. It 
flowers in May and Fune. Itis by 
fome recommended as a moft noble 
vulnerary ; and is faid to confolidate,

The leaves are common in 
the phyfic Markets; and to dry and 
reduce them to powder, is al that 
is required in making them into 
fnuff. Some Empyrics, or traders 
in phyfical matters, have put off a 
fnuff by the name of royal ata good 
‘round price, which is little elfe 
than this, decorated with fome Leaf- 
Gold. This has antiently been much 
4n ufe as an emetic and a cathartic; 
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and in fome authors we find a fu- 
perftition in gathering it: for they 
allege, that pulling forward makes 
it work moft by Vomit ; but pulling 
backward, moft by Stool, Ru/andus 
frequently prefcribes the root as a 
diuretic: as alfo does Fernelius, in 
whofe works we meet with an Ele- 
ctuary, in which that is the chief 
ingredient. It’s operation is very 
quick, and therefore commended in 
contlitutions that are moift and cold, 
and fubjeét to generate vifcidities, 
and what obftructs and fouls the Vif- 
cera, and retards the contraétile. 
force of the Fibres; but in none of 
thefe cafes does the prefent Practice 
acknowledge it. As a iternutatory, 
it does frequently good fervice ; for 
it powerfully drains mucous he- 
mours out of the Head. It is not 
fo pungent as to be immediately 
felt upon taking, like the Tobacco- 
fnuffs ; but after fome time it makes 
the Nofe run very much, and not 
unfrequently blood itfelf, if it’s ufe 
be long continued. The ufual way 
is to take near a fcruple going to 
bed, for three or four nights to- 
gether; and by the next morning 
it’s operation will be very fenfiblé, | 
tho’-it occafions little or no fneez- 
ing, unlefs by the acrimony of 
the humours which drain off, and 
irritate the Fibres in their paf-

Schroder commends ‘it 
in a Diabetes ; fays it helps to dif- 
folve the Stone, and abfterges the 
Mucus from the Stomach, and o=- 
ther parts, where it is apt fome- ° 
times to colleét in too great quan- 
tities ie and that it purges Choler,

andis therefore good in the Jaundice. 
But it’s chief ufe is in plafters and

16. Amaranth; Amaranthus or 
Flos amoris. .

It is cultivated 
in the gardens, and flowersin Augu/t. 
It is moderately drying and reftrin- 
gent ; and is recommended in Fluxes 
of all kinds. Some afcribe to ita 
virtue to breed Milk in the Breafts 
of women who give fuck. But it 
now ceafes to be of any ufe in mo- 
dern Practice. 

17. Burnet; Pimpinella or San- 
guiforba. Pimpinella fanguiforba mi- 
nor C. B. 

This has pennated leaves, and 
flowers in round heads, at the top of 
the flalk. It grows on hilly paftures, 
and flowers in Fuly and Augu/?, It 
is hot, drying and aftringent; yet 
by the former qualities it obtains a 
place alfo amongit the detergents, 
as it has a quick pungency.on the 
’ palate; fo that ’tis faid to open, at- 
tenuate, and promote {weat; that 
it cleanfes the Liver, Kidnies, and 
Lungs; diffolves the Stone, is good 
in Stranguries, and helps in Cholics: 


that it is excellent in the Lwes Vene- 


rea, and an admirable antidote a- 
gainft the mercurial poifons: that 
it takes Freckles off the Face, eafes 
the Tooth-ach, and ripens fwellings. 
But notwithftanding thefe wonder- 
ful virtues afcribed to it by Schroder, 
and fome others; it is almoft worn 
out of Practice, and now in no eicat 
~ efteem. 
18. Plantain; Plantago-inis. 

_. This has ribs running lengthways 
along. iP leaves, and naked ftalks, 
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_are two forts. 
a. Broad-leaved Plantain; Plane 
tigo latifolia or Septinervia. Plan- 
tago latifolia Ger. 
This has broad leaves. 
in May and Fune. It is reckoned 


a great cooler, and ftopper of Fluxes, —

This differs from Plantago and 
Coronopus, by it’s flalks being 
cloathed with leaves. It is cultiva- 
ted in gardens. It has {mall, dark 
brown feeds, refembling Fleas, of 
a mucilaginous, warm and naufeous 
tafte. 

It’s mucilage is of ufe to defend 
the coats of the inteftines from fharp, 
corroding. humours: whence it is 
good in Dyfenteries.

It is faid to be good to 
 difcufs ttrumous Swellings. It tin- 
ges the hair yellow: whence it is 
called Xanthium from Edy3G@-, 
flavus. 

23. Spinach; Spinachia. 
chia mas (8 famina Ff. B. 

This is well enough known in 
food, but has nothing to do in Me- 
dicine, except in counterfeiting the 
colours of fome things of value. 

24. Hop; Lupilus. Lupulus 
mas &§ famina F. B. 

This has rough leaves like a 
Vine. The fcaly flower of the fe- 
male Hop, which is fuch a mighty 
commodity in Exg/and, and ufed in 
our malt-liquors, is reckoned very 
difcutient, aperitive, and good in 
all obftru€tions of the Vifcera, and 
particularly of the Liver and Kidnies. 
And therefore that notion of fuch 
liquors from them receiving a dif- 
pofition to breed the Stone in the 
Bladder, can have no foundation.

Nettles are of ufe in ftopping He- 
morrhages, and particularly {pitting 
of Blood, and bloody Urine; the 
roots efpecially: yet they are com- 
mended in other intentions, and 
are accounted diuretics, and break- 
ers of the Stone in the Bladder. 
They are faid to have a fingular 
property in removing the narcotic 
impreflions of Hemlock and Hen- 


bane. Their ufe in compofition is -

6. Roman Nettle; Urtica Roma- 
na. Urtica Romana, five mas cum 
globulis ih B. 


The feeds of this grow in little 


round balls, It is found in fandy 
places: and is of the fame virtues 
with the eommon fort. | 
27. Horfe-tails Eguifetum, Hip- 
paris or Cauda equina. Equifetum 
paluftre longioribus fetisC.B. | 
The leaves are round and joint- 
ed; one joint receiving the other 
into it’s cavity. It is aftringent. 
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28. Stinking Ground-Pine; Cam- 
phorata. Camphorata birfuta C. 


This has woody ftalks; hairy 
‘leaves, of a'fweet fmell; tetrapeta- 
lous flowers; and black feeds. It 
is to be met with in the Phyfic gar- 


dens; and it is recommended by | 


‘fome writers for a cephalic in 
ftrengthning the Nerves, and re- 
cruiting the’ Spirits: but the mo- 
dern Practice ufes it not.

It is for the fake of this Style — 
that the plants are cultivated in 
Effex and Cambridgefoires which 
are the beft of any in the world we 
have. yet met with. The German 
writers mention that for the bef 
that grows in the circle of Aufiria, - 
but by their dofe it muft fall fhort 
of ours; for a fcruple was their or- 
dinary quantity, whereas five or fix — 
grains of Englifh Saffron that 18 
good, has very fenfible ' effects. 
Foreign authors alfo fpeak much of 
it’s narcotic quality, and’ pretend 
that an immoderate dofe” of twe 
er three drams, will bring on a 
particular kind of Delirium, and 
occafion death. Etmuller gives a 
ftory of a perfon, who trading in 
this commodity, for the fake of fa- 
ving fome duty, concealed a bagof 
Sajron fo long under his clothes, 
that it’s fheem had fuch an. effect 
upon him as to kill-him. It is cer- _ 
tainly one-of the greateft cordials of _ 
any fimple the whole Materia Me- 


dica fapplies ; and as ‘effectually pro- 


motes a Diaphorefis, which makes 
it hardly ‘ever omitted in extempo- 
raneous Prefcriptions, for any fpe- 
cies of Fevers. It wonderfully af- 
fits the eruption of the Meafles and 
Small:Pox and at the fame that it 
puts the conftitution upon a force to 
throw off fomewhat difagreeable, 
it enables it to fuftain fuch an exer- 
It is alfo given in almoft all 


great efficacy in promoting expecto- 
ration, and relieving the Breath, it 
is called by fome Anima Pulmonum, 
the Soul of the Lungs. There are 
many forms which it is ‘made inte —

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in the Shops, but it is much better 
given in fubftance, it is very conve: 
niently powdered ‘and made into 
Boles and Eleétuaries. The dear- 
nets of this;commodity makes fome 
_ draw out it’s tinéture for a fyrup, 
or to ufe by itfelf; and afterwards 
dry and powder it for ufe, That 
which has not been fo ferved, is al- 
moft of ared colour when powder- 
_ ed:and upon but juft touching it 
with any moifture, will ftain ex- 
tremely yellow. .The colour which 
it gives in Tin@ture, tho’ deep and 
fine at firfl, will fade with keeping, 
and the fooner, as the Menfiruum 1s 
more acid; for this reafon, that 
which is ordered with Treacle-Wa- 
ter, and feems beft fitted to anfwer 
the intention of an alexipharmic, is 
hardly ever made: it generally is 
done with Canary, and {uch Wines, 
which are moft remote from acidity; 
but that is only for the fake of the 
beauty of the Medicine. This flow- 
er parts with a great deal in infufion 
that will rife in the ftill; and there- 
fore what is fold for Spirit of Saf- 
fron, if well-made, is.an admirable 
cordial: and in the ftriét fenfe of the 


term, perhaps a greater than Medi-,. 


cine any other ways fupplies. ‘This 
way likewife there is nothing of the 
fimple loft, becaufe the Refiduum 
may conveniently, be evaporated in- 
to an extraét, in which will be re- 
tained the moft deterfive parts, and 
will make a good Medicine in the 
Jaundice, Cachexies, and all dif- 
orders arifing from obftruétions and 
foul Vifcera. There are many who 
extol this only in hyfterical affecti- 
ons; and are of opinion, that it 
cleanfes the Womb, promotes the 
menftrual difcharges, and affifts in 
delivery. Bore/lus, in his obferva- 


carrying a parcel of Saffron a long 
journey, for fale at a market, was 
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fo affeéted by it’s {cent only, as to 
make bloody Urine. Some pre- 
{cribe it to be worn with Camphjre 
in a bag at the pit of the Stomach 
for Melancholy ; and others affirm, 
that fo ufed, it will cure Agues. 

4. Flag or Orris or Flower-de- 
luce; Iris-éos. 

The flowers confift of fix petals ; 
three ftanding up, and three turn- 
ing down. It has alfo a ftyle in the 
middle, which opens into three 
more ; fo that the flower feems to 
have nine petals. ‘There are four 
forts. | 

a. Common Flower-de-luce; J- 
ris noftras, bortenfis or vulgaris. 
tris vulgaris, Germanica, five fyl- 
vefiris C. B. 

This has a purple flower, 1s com- 
mon in gardens, and flowers in 
May. The root is an hydragogue 
and an errhine. It is ufed in the 
Dropfy, and cleanfing the foulnefies 
of the Skin. 

&. Florentine Orris 3 Jris Florcn- 
tina or Iris lyrica. Iris alba Flo- 
rentina C. B. 

This has a white flower, and an 
oblong root, of the thicknefs of 
one’s finger, a little flat, and of.a 
fragrant {mell. This is moft ufed - 
now in the Shops, and reckoned a 
good pectoral; on which account 
it is in many compofitions of that 
nature, and particularly in the White 
Lozenges of the Co/lege-Difpen/ato- 
ry. Schroder commends it’s ufe 
againft the Gripes in young children. 
It is of a fragrant flavour: and moft 
fuch ingredients are  carminative, 
efpecially to infants, where the con- 
tents ef their Bowels are very four 
and rancid; and may becorreéted by 
fuch things which give a contrary

Xyrim vocant Phin. 

This has a dark, purple flower. 
Tt is found fometimes in hedges and 
thickets. The root is drying and 
may be ufed in {crophulous and hy- 
fteric cafes. 

5. Turmeric; Curcima. Curcu- 
ma radice longa H. L. Bat. Canna- 
corus radice crocea, five Curcuma 
Oficinarum Tourn. 

It’s tafte is bitterifh, and inclin- 
ing to acrid, and dhérefore it mutt 
attenuate, open, and difcufs, and it 
is efteemed a fpecific in the Jaundice 
and Dropfy. And has been alfo gi- 
ven with good fuccefs in Agues. 

6. Cardamom; Cardamimum. 

Thefe are three cornered veilels, 
containing brown, angular, aroma- 
tic feeds. ‘There are three forts. 

a. Great Cardamom ; Cardami- 
mum majus.- Cardamomum mazus 
Oficinarum C. B. 

This which comes from Fava in 
‘India, 1s hardly ever met with in 
‘the Shops, but the Grains of Para- 
dife are fubftituted for it. 

b. Leffler Cardamom; Cardami- 
mum minus. Cardamomum fimpliti- 
ter in officinis didtum C. B. 

Thefe are brought to us from Ma- 
dabar, and other parts of India. 

¢. Grains of Paradife; Cardamé- 
mum maximum or Grana Paradifi. 

Thefe are angular feeds, of a bay 
‘colour without, white within, of 
an hot tafte, between Cardamoms 
.and Pepper. They have the fame 

virtues with the common Pepper, 
and are efteemed {pecifics in paraly-

from Guinea, and are fubftituted er- 
roneoufly for the greater Canta 
MOMS. 

7 Galangal; Galanga. 7 shine 

This is a plant, not much unlike ;

a. Great Galangal; Galanga 9 3 
jor. Galanga major C. B. ; 

That which 1s heavy, well ee 
ed, and of a reddifh colour, is beft. 
It is much warmer than the corus, 
and is much efteemed in flatulencies 
and indigeftions. It is ufed with 
fuccefs in all indifpofitions either of 
the Head, Stomach, or Womb, a- . 
rifing from weaknefs of the nerves. 
It isa very good ingredient in fto- 
machic Bitters, and in all compofi- 
tions that anfwer the intentions ofa a 
cardiac or cephalic. 

6. Leffer Galangal; Galaga n mi 
nor. Galanga {F Galanga minor tf 
fic. C. B. 

This is preferred befate the o- 
ther; but is not fo eafy to be ob- 
tained. 

Caffamuniar Bengalea or Riliaaiis 
is thought to be a fort of Galangal. 

It comes to us from the Eaf- 
Indies, and ftands recommended in 
all nervous affections : and the pre- 
fent Practice takes notice of it asa 
good ftomachic. 

8. Ginger ; Zinziber-i 

‘This has. flag leaves; a pentapeta- 
lous flower on the top of a fingle 
ftalk ; and a three cornered veffel, 
divided into three pouches.’ The 
root is well known: it is brought 
from America. It is very hot and 
penetrating, and therefore a great 
warmer of the nervous parts; whence 
it enters into compofitions of other 
intentions than fuch as are merely 
cephalic, ‘This root preferved is a 
noble warm medicine, and is infe- 
rior to none in keeping the Gout

deftroy’d, makes Commeline, Dale, 
_and fome others, think them {peci- 


fically different. The Hepatic comes 


from Barbadoes in. great thells like 
-. gourds, from which place it like- 


wife fometimes takes it’s name; and 
Succotrine is brought in skins, being 


of a fhining, golden hue, and no

ill fmell: and this fort is always in- 
tended for inward ufe, being mild 
and fafe; the other is fo naufeous 
and offenfive to the Stomach, that 
it is ufed for little elfe but cattle, 
and is a mighty purge for Horfes in 
_ England. Ludovicus, Etmuller, and 
many others, will have this compo- 
fed of two forts of fubftances; the 
-one refinous, which is fooneft dif- 
folved and taken up by a fpirituous 
Menfiruum ; and the other mucila- 
ginous or gummy, which fooneit 
joins with water, and Men/fruums 
of that kind, Hence the diffolvent 
in this cafe is to be more or lefs {pi- 
rituous, as the-intention is for bri- 
sker or milder purgation. In the 
refinous parts likewife, which mix 
with a {pirituous liquor, is fuppofed 


_ to confift the quality which makes it 


fo good a vulnerary, It’s bitternefs 
renders it fo naufeous, that 1 it is not 


a dram isa mean dofe, Salt of Tar- 
tar is the belt corrector ; and Et- 
muller infinuates, that fo much may 
be mix’d with it, as will quite de- 
{troy it’s purgative quality. There 
are hardly any of the afidnal pur- 
ging pills, without this in their 
compolition. ‘There is certainly 2 
dexterity in bringing this to be little 
more than an alterative ; 3; and Tinétu- 
ra Sacra, which js an infufion of the 
Species Hiere@, of which this is the 
chief ingredient, as it is ordered ufu- 
ally in the Shops, with many will 
operate until along time after tak- 
and I have known. inftances 
where it has been fo manag’d, as not 
to work fenfibly till after a third or 
fourth dofe. It appears that many 
antient Phyficians hada skill to ufe 
it thus; and in cafes where the vet 
fels are ftuffed, and as it were almott 
glued up with vifcidities, if this be 
fo ordered as not to go off by the 
firft difcharges, but gradually to mix 
with the blood, it cannot but very 
powerfully break and deterge the 
humours in the {mallett atals. fo as 
to fit them for fome evacuation. 
And this is the reafon, that fre- 
quently after repeated dofes, when 
it once begins to operate, it conti- 
nues to do fo.a long time; for ha- 
ving in it’s many circulations at laft 
fo much fufed the juices, they flow 
thro’ the inteftinal glands in great 
quantities, and run off by ftool. ~ But 
in. thefe cafes great caution muft be 
had, that the evacuation, when it 
once begins, does not continue long 
enough to make a waite of the ne- 
ceflary fluids; which the ftrength of 
the Patient is the fureft rule to know 
by. It is a good cathartic, in wa- 
tery, cold, corpulent conftitutions, 
as it heats and attenuates very 
much; but ’tis bad for thin and

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heétical perfons. It is accounted 


very efficacious in promoting the 


menfirual difcharges, and is very 
proper to be interpos’d in Steel 
courfes. It is alfo good to dettroy 
worms, and {cour away thofe ropy 
vifcid humours apt to breed them 
in the bowels of children. ‘The 
Hepatic Alves is fo penetrating in it’s 
fcent, as to purge, and kill worms, 
apply’d only to the belly in a plafter. 
Jt is of great account amongft Sur- 
geons, in the Tincture of Myrrh, 
for external intentions. In fhort, 
there is not any one drug of more 
univerfal ufe in Medicine than this, 
or of greater efficacy for many im- 
portant ends. 

10. Lillys Lilium. Lilium album 
fore ereto &F vulgare C. B. 

The root is bulbous, and compo- 
fed of many flefhy fcales. The 
flower confilts of fix large, white, 
petals, or flower-leaves. It flowers 
in Fune. ‘The root is emollient and 
good to fuppurate tumors. It is u- 
fed in cataplafms to burns and pun- 
étured tendons. | 

11. Squill or Sea-Onion; Scil/a 
or Sgutlla. 

This has a large root, like an O- 
nion, but much bigger: and flow- 
ers expanded like a lar. There are 
two forts.

Scilla radice alba C. B. 

b. Red Squills Sct/la rubra. Scilla 
vulgaris, radice rubra C. B. 

Thefe are brought into the’ Shops 
promifcuoufly. They are ufed on- 
ly in infufion, generally with Vine- 
gar, which they render emetic. It 
is fometimes boil’d into the confi- 
ftence of a fyrup with Honey, and 
call’d Oxymel Scilliticum im the 
Shops, which retains the fame pro-

Feti- 
da of the College is ordered to be 
made into a due’ confiftence witha 
fyrup made of them, but very im-_ 
prudently ; ‘becaufe it’s volatility, & 
while any fuch parts remain, is con- — 
tinually agitatmg the mafs, and — 
throwing out of a white mould upon 
it; and befides this, it foon dries 
and renders it unfit for ufe. 

13. Onion; Cepa. Cepa vulga- 
fi Ged: dept 

Thefe are too much in every 
one’s acquaintance to-want any. de- 
{cription. ‘They are yery pungent 
and volatile, but not fo much as the 
Arum, which is of the Piperine 
kind; for that differs as much from 
thefe, as the fiery volatile Sal Am- 
moniac does from a foft Sa/ vola- 
tile oleofum: the difference feems to 
confift in this, that the former isa 
colleétion of fubtile active particles, 
but very rigid, and as much as their 
minutenefs will admit of, pointed; 
which makes them irritate and ftrike 
the nerves with almoft a painful — 
fenfation: whereas the later fort ap- 
proach more to the nature of Oils 
and altho’ by their finallnefs and vo- 

latility 


In Afthmas, and all ob- 


a 
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latility they very fenfibly move the 
nerves, yet they are fofter, and ex- 
cite more grateful, or at leaft more 
tolerable fenfations. For diftinétion- 
fake therefore, thefe two kinds may 
be underftood under the terms of 
Folatile Saline Particles, and Vola- 
tile Sulpbureous Particles; terms 
ufed amongit Chymifts very often 
in a confufed manner, but may be 
underitood with the reftrictions here 
aflign’d. Onions have, by fome au- 
thors, ‘afcribed to them an alexi- 
pharmic quality, and have for that 
reafon been prefcribed in malignant 
and epidemical diftempers. ‘To this 


intention Petrus Montanus uwled to

give them roafted, with Theriaca 
put between them fliced. And Pa- 
-racelfus commends them to be ap- 
ply’d either with Honey, or alone, 
to the part bit by a mad dog. Et- 
muller fays, that they provoke the 
Menjes, if heep'd in Vinegar; but 


_ they are by all allow’d to be very 


‘ 


diuretic, and powerful in cleanfing 


and breaking away any obftructions 
in the urinary paflages, whether 
from flough or gravel. They are 
very efficacious likewife in all infar- 
€tions of the Lungs, and wonder- 
fully promote expectoration, relieve 
Afthmas, and all difficulties. of 
breathing. They are by many al- 
fo given to deitroy Worms, and 
fometimes withfuccefs. ‘That their 
diuretic quality does not confift al- 
together in their lighter and more 
volatile parts, is manifeft from their 
retaining it in a great meafare after 
they have been boil’d long enough 
to diffipate all thofe parts; though 
they are much more efficacious un- 
boiled to all other intentions, but 
come fo ftrong along with the breath 
-of a perfon that takes them, as makes 
it very offenfive. Thefe are alfo in 
great efteem amongft our Surgeons, 


to draw and fuppurate all kinds of 
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tumours: roafted and apply’d to the 
ear, they help to ripen, break, and 
cleanfe away impolthumations in 
the head; -which fometimes can-_ 
not be influenced by any other 
‘means. 

14. Garlick; Aliium. 
fativum C. B. * 

It is only the root of this which 
isin ufe. It is very aperient and 
difcuflive, being loaded with very 
fubtile and volatile parts. It paffes 
with fome for a ftomachic, and.a 
deftroyer of acidities in the firit pai 
fages; for which reafon Etmuller a- 
{cribes to it nephritic qualities ; be- 
caufe, according to his way of rea- 
foning, the ftone is produced from 
fuch acidities. And even in Galen's 
time, it was prefcrib’d in Cholics. 
It is by fome now efteem’d good a- 
gainft worms. However, the pre- 
fent Practice and Experience de- 
montftrate it’s great efficacies, in de- 
terging and opening the Lungs, 
whereby it is very powerful in Afth- 
mas, and difficulty of breathing. It 
is likewife very diuretic, as appears 
by it’s {mell in the urine; and upon 
that account ferviceable in fome 
Dropfies. 

15. Sow-bread; Cyclamen-tnis. or 
Artanita. Cyclamen Hedere folio 
G..B. 

This has a flower appearing early 
in the Spring, before. the ieaves, 
which are fhaped like thofe of Ivy, 
and of a dark green colour, inter- 
mixed with white fpots. It’s root 
is moft in ufe, andit is to be gather’d 
in: Autumn. It is faid very power- 
fully.to open and deterge; for which 
reafon’ it Is recommended in the | 
Jaundice, Gravel, and all obftinate 
obftruétions; as alfo to forward the 
expulfion of a dead child from the 
womb. Externally it hath been u- 
fed to difcufs fcrophulous tumours§ 
and indeed it’s acrimony and pun- 
gency 


Allium 
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gency fits it more fafely for external 
ufe than internal. It hath alfo had a 
placeamongit Errhines. Me/ue con- 
trived an ointment which took it’s 
name from hence, as being the chief 
ingredient in it, and the firft Difpen- 

-fatories of our College retained it: 
but it is now rejected, as almoft all 
other ufes of the fame plant. 

16. Satyrions Satyrium. 

‘The roots are double, like a pair 
of telticles. ‘There are two forts. 

a. Male Satyrion ; Satyrium,mas. 
Orchis morio mas, foliis maculatis 
CaP: 

This has fpotted leaves, It has 
been judged from it’s fignature to be 
a great provoker to Venery. The 
 EkeGuarium Diafatyrion, which is in 
many Difpenfatories, and which takes 
.it’s name from this root, is certainly 
with. good reafon commended for a 
great ftrengthner; and it wonderfully 
warms and titillates the nerves, where- 
by fuch defires are excited: and on 
the like account, in many conftituti- 
~ons,-may cure Barrennefs, and pro- 

note conception. Butasthere arefome 
warm aromatics in that compofition 
.befides, it is to be doubted whether 


they do. not come in for the greater . 


fhare in thefe effeéts. It is alfo ac- 
counted a wonderful Reftorative, in 
weak decaying conttitutions. 

6. Female Satyrion; Satyrium fa- 
mina. Orchis morio feminaC. B. 

The leaves of this are not {potted. 
It has the fame virtues with the male. 

The Salep is faid to be the root of 
a fort of Orchis, growing in Turkey. 
Itisa great Reltorative and very nu- 
tritlous. ; 

17. Sweet and bitter Coftus; Co- 
fius amarus {3 dulcis. Coftus offit. 
Et Coftus iridem redolens C. B. 

Thefe are affirmed by the beft au- 
thors to be the root. of one and the 

game plant, differing only by acci- 
dent. It is brought from the Ba/- 
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Part L 
Indies.

From the juice of this plant is 
made our Sugar; the manner of 
which may be found in Ray’s Hi/fo- 
via Plantarum, or Sir Hans Sloane's 
Natural Hiftory of Famaica. The 
Sugar-Candy (Saccharum candum, 
cantum, ox cryftallinum) is made by 
‘depurating and cryftallfing Sugar. 


It has been a difpute whether Sugar | 


was known or not to the antients. 
Quercetan is of opinion, that Agi- 
neta was the firft Phyfician who men- 


_ tions it; altho’ Schrader is perfuaded, 


that both Hippocrates and Galen are 
to be underitood to mean Sugar, 
when they {peak of Honey concreted 


in Canes, and Honey found in Reeds: 
and indeed Paulus A®gineta, whom 
all fides agree to have known it; calls 
it fometimes Indian Salt, indurated 
by the heat of the fun. But this is 
not greatly to our purpofe, fince we 
are {ufficiently now acquainted with 
it’s production. It’s medicinal ef 
fects vary fomething, according ta 
it’s different degrees of finenels: the 
brownetft is moft {weet, becaufe there 
is moft of an oily nature in it’s com- 
pofition, which makes it more ad- 
here to, and abide longer upon the 
palate; it is alfo moft opening, and 
therefore beit to ufe in purgative fy- - 
rups, asalfo in Glyfters. ‘The finer 
has more of a binding quality; but 
the fineft of all has a deterfive one, 
and is therefore ufeful where Phlezm 
abounds; for it cuts and attenuates 
vifcid humours, and promotes expe- 
ctoration. ‘The common Sugars have 
fo much in them that is grofs and 
vifcid, that if much ufed they foul 
the Glands, particularly thoie of the 
Skin, and occafion many {corbuti¢ 
fymptoms. Many authors too have 
a notion of their being hurtful to hy- 
fterical and hypochondriacal people, 
becaufe of their fermentative nature, 
and for the fame reafon alfo forbid 
them in Fevers. ‘The Arabians firft 
brought them fo much into Medi- 
cine, and contrived a great many fy- 
rups, which were to have their con- 
fiftence from them. 

8. Millets Milium. Milium fex 
mine luteo vel alboC.

11. Camel’s-hay 3 Schauanthus or 
Funcus odoratus. 

It grows in fome parts of India, 
as common as the grafs here; and is 
in plenty likewile in many parts of 
Arabia, whence it is brought into 
Europe. It is a grateful aromatic, 
of volatile and fubtile parts, and up- 
on that account ranked in this clafs 
of cephalics. It is only in compofiti- 
on in the capital Medicines, and in 
the Veuice-Treacle principally ; being 
both in the body of the Prefcription, 
and the Trochifci Hedychroi, as like- 
wife in the Mithridate, under the 
nae of ‘Funcus Odoratus; and in 
the Trochifci Cypheos, by the title 
of Scheenanthus. 

12. Panic; Panicum. Panicum

This tree grows in Egypt. The — 
fruits (Da@yli) are much of the fame 
fhape and fize as Acorns. Thofe 
Dates are: beft which are large, full, 
fat, and of a yellowifh colour.. They 
are fomewhat aitringent until tho- 
rowly ripe, and then much of the 
fame nature as Figs. They are faid 
to be good in an hoarfenefs, infar- 
étions of the Lungs, and fandy ob- 
ftructions of the Reins and Bladder. 
Their ftones or kernels are reckoned 
very diuretic, and good in Strangu- — 
ries; Ferne/ius ufed them much in 
heat of urine. Outwardly they are 
fometimes in fuppurative cataplafms, 
as Figs, and other fruits of the like

2. The Palm-oil-Tree; Palmao- — 
leofa. Palma foliorum pediculis fpi- 
nofis, fructu pruniforimi, luteo, oleofe 
Cat. Fam. “ 
It grows wild in Guinea. An 
Oil, or rather an unguent, is obfain- 
ed from the fruit, after the following 
manner: They clear the pulp from 
the ftone, and add a good deal of 
warm water to it. Then they ftir 
and mix it well over the fire; and 
then removing it, let it fland, till all 
the dregs are fubfided: and take the 
oil off from the top with a fpoon, 
That is to be chofen, which is frefh, 
not rancid, of an Orange colour, of

Being externally applied 
it is anodyne, comforts the nerves,

. citur’ C. B. 
Ale is rows in ‘Malabar, and other 
parts of the Eaf-Jndies. From the 
fruit of this tree we obtain the Terra 
Faponica, called alfo Catechu. There 
are various opinions concerning it’s 
produétion, all of which feem to be 
enumerated by Wedelius in the 129th 
: Obfervation of the fecond volume of 
the German. Mifcellanea Curiofa. 
Phat it is an infpiffated juice, and 
i not an earth, is manifelt from feveral 
fi -confiderations; but from none more 
_ than it’s diffolving in water, and paf- 
- fing with it thro’ a Filter, which an 
earth will notdo. By Fapax Earth, 
our Apothecaries commonly under- 
ftand the plain Extract or Juice; and 
by Catechu, the fame aromatized 
with Musk, Ambergreafe, and the 
like. Itis of a dark purple colour, 
very auftere upon the palate, feems 
’ to melt, like the Bole, in the mouth, 
and leaves fomewhat of a fweetith 
tafte behind it. It is famous for ftop- 
ping fluxes of the Belly ; and is good 
in Catarrhs. Upon which account 
it is in many compolitions, and is 
very often prefcrib’d in thofe in- 
tentions by the chief Phyficians now 
in Practice. 
“4. The Ebony Tree ; Ebénus. 
What was the Edeny of the an- 
tients, is not very certain; fome will 
have it to be the Palm, others of the 
Guaiacum kind; and feveral diftin- 
étions are given it by the Botanifts: 
but it’s ufe in Medicine is fo little, 
as to - delerve no’ further notice of 
it. 
+. Gee 
This grows in the Ea/? Piatti in 
ey places. ‘They fell the tree, and 
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then cut it into flices, They take 
out the pith, and beat it well in a 
large morter, with a wooden peftle. 
Then they mix it well with water, 
and ftrain it thro’ a cloth into a large 
veffel, which receives the fubftance 
af the pith. ‘This is dried and form- 
ed into cakes, which are baked in 
an oven; and fent into Europe. It 
is accounted very nourifhing and re- 
{torative. 

6. The Dragon’s blood Tree; Pal- 
ma Sanguinem Draconis fundens. 

There are three kinds of. trees, 
which yield what we commonly call 
Dragon's Blood. 1. Draco arbor 
Ger. Park. C. B. 'F. B. which grows 
in the Canary Tflnds and Madera, 
2. Palma foliis & caudice ‘undique 
fpinis longis acutifimis nigris arma- 
ta D. Sherard, which grows in Am- 
boyna. 3. Draco Arbor, Fc. Hort. 
Amfiel. ‘The Shops fhew two kinds 
of this drug, which’ differ ovly in 
finenefs ; the beft being wrapped up 
in flags. Many are of opinion, that 
the prefent officinal Dragon's Blood 
was the Cinnabar of Dio/corides ; and 
that the Cirinabar of the moderns was 
the Minium of the antients. This 
gum is likewife by fome thought to. 
proceed from an 4rundo or Cane 
plant. It is experienced to be of an 
agelutinating quality, and is prefcrib- 
ed with fucceis in moft Fluxes and 
Hezmerrhages. It’s principal fhare 
in compolition is in the Lucatel/us 
Balfam, as fome makt it. "Tis e- 
fteemed a good ingredient likewile im 
ftrengthening platters. 
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Of Trees and Shrubs, with 
apetalous Flowers. 


i. HE Ath-Trees Fraxinus. 
Fraxinus excelfor @. By 

The leaves are pennated. The 
feeds are flat, and like a_ bird’s 
tongue; whence it is called Lingua 
avis. ‘The country people call thefe 
feeds. Afben Keys. ‘They are very 
little in compofition, but accounted 
good in the Jaundice, Pleurifies and 
the Stone. 

Manna. 

This is a drug in great ufe now, 
but does not appear to have been ve- 
ry long fo, by the filence of antient 
authors about it. It is thought by 
fome to be a kind of Honey-Dew, 
that fallsin the night, gathers upon 
certain trees, and hardens with the 
Sun; but this opinion does not ob- 
tain, becaufe fuch dew melts in the 
Sun, whereas Manna whitens and 
hardens in it: for fuch dew is found 
enly on the tops and extremities of 
the leaves, whereas Mazna is obfer- 
ved to lodge neareft the trunks of the 
branches; ‘and becaufe the Honey- 
Dews fall only upon trees open to 
the air, whereas Manna abounds on 
thofe trees that are under cover, as 
hath been experienced by Dr Cor- 
nelius, Who had gathered Manna 
from branches covered on purpofe 
with cloth; and Lode/ius, with 
fome others, afirm Manna to have 
been colleéted from branches of the 
Ath, which had been. thrownthe day 
before into a Cellar, none being then 
vifible upon them. Befides which 
confiderations, this comes only from 
the Afh trees in Calabria, and fome 
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one ounce to two, or upwards,

few other parts of Italy: but why 
it isnot produced from them in o- | 
ther countries, is accounted for from. 
the difference of foil, climate, 
which occafions as great changes in — 
other plants. Dr Tancred Rob 
in his travels about Naples, obfer 
certain animals to feed upon this J 
aiid conjectured the Manna to. : 
out at thofe little holes thefe crea- 
tures made to draw out their nourifh- 
ment. It iffues out moft about AZid-_ 
Jummer, and before the autumnal 
rains fall; and then ceafes to flow 
till the following year. It is as {weet 
as Sugar, and; like it, diffolves in 
any warm liquor. It is given to 
children, from two drams to am 
ounce, and to grown perfons from 
tee 
is reckoned only to deterge the Pri- 
me Vie, and carry it’s influencesno 
farther than the Stomach and Bowels. 
It is therefore not to be depended on 
in any cafes of obftinacy. That is 
now accounted beft which comes from 
Calabria in Italy, and is in white 
large flakes; tho’ formerly the Sy- 
rian Manna. was in greateft efteem, 
which granulated like Ma/ftich. Some 
have imagined ftrange properties in 
a {pirit to be made from it from it’s. 
wonderful volatility and penetrating, 
which it receives from the fubtile 
falts of the air, as May-Dew; and 
pretend great things from it, in ex- 
tracting the fulphur of gold. | 

z. The Box-Tree; Buxus. Bux 
us arborefcens C. B. 

Thisalfo has pennated leaves, and a -, | 
fruit like a pot with three feet. A 
chymical oit is directed from it; and. 
fome fay, boil’d in decoétions, it is 
as efficacious againft the venereal dif- 
eafe as Guaiacum. = A 

3. The Turpentine-Tree; Tere- 
binthus. ab 

The leaves are pennated: the fruit 
is an unicapfular or bicapfular fruity. 
containing

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containing an oblong feed. It grows 
in Chio, Cyprus, and other iflands 
of the Levant. The rofin of this 
tree is the true Turpentine. .The 
Chio {or Scio) Turpentine takes the 
ame of the place from whence it 
F comes, [’s harder and more fra- 
grant to the fmell, than either the 
Wenice, the Strasburg, or the com- 
mon; and is much the beft as a 
ftrengthener, and not fo agreeable to 
the Stomach as moft of this tribe. 
Cyprus Turpentine differs from the 
former not fo much in it’s medicinal 
efficacies as in confillence, being 
thicker, and of fomewhat more fra- 
grant fcent. It has it’s name from 
the place it is principally brought 
from. It is more aftringing, and lefs 
deterfive than the common, and 
_ therefore more prefcribed in Gleets, 
after there is no fufpicion of maligni- 
ty remaining. 

4. The Maftic-trees Lentifcus. 

. Lentifcus vulgaris C. B. | 
This has pennated leaves, without 
—an.odd one at the end. The wood 
is much of the fame’ virtues as the 
Saunders, and prefcribed in the like 
cafes ; but as it approacheth fome- 
what nearer to the Turpentine kind, 
it is rather more detergent, and paf- 
fes in fome meafure by Urine. Be/- 
lonius, in his..obfervations, Lid. 2. 
¢. 8. affirms this plant to afford the 
*~Gum-Maftic no where but in the 
Hland of Chio: but Schroder con- 
tradidts it, and fays that he had a 
prefent of a large piece of it very 
replete with that gam, from his 
kinfman Fobannes Glaferus, a skilful 
Apothecary, which he brought him- 
felf from a mountain in Switxer- 
and. his gum is in {mall granule, 
and white, if good; tho’ age makes 
It turn yellowith. Some will have 
it to ftrengthen the Stomach, remove 
~maufeoufnefs. and flatulencies, and 
‘flop Vomiting and Fluxes of the 


Belly $ to ftrengthen the Head, and 
invigorate the Nerves; ftop Ca- 
tarrhs, tickling Coughs, -and {pitting 
of Blood, and blunt the acrimony 
ef the humours. It is very firength- 
ning to’the Reins, as well as clean- 
fing, and is a good ingredient in 
Prefcriptions againft féminal weak- 
nefles, Gonorrhea’s, and the Whites: 
Schroder commends it boil’d in wa- 
ter, half an ounce to two pints: for 
a Diarrhea, tho’ that feems but an 
indifferent way of managing it. We » 
meet with it in many ftrengthening 
external applications, as plafters 
chiefly, both in the officinal Com- 
pofitions, and extemporaneous Pre- 
{criptions. But with all it’s ftrength- 
ening qualities, it is fo much of the 
Turpentine kind, as to deterge, and 
pafs by. Urine, as appears very mani- 
feftly by it’s feent: 

5. The Walnut-Trees Fuglans 
-andis. Nux juglans, five regia vul- 
garis C.B. 

The fruits of this (Nuces Faglan- 
des) are well known. ‘They are 
much of the nature of the Almonds 5 
and good in all the fame intentions: © 
but are not near fo often prefcribed.; 
and the expreffed oil, which is fome- 
times ofdered, is generally fupply’d 
with that of the Sweet Almonds, as 
one is always in readinefs, and the o- 
ther feldom drawn. They will nei- 
ther of them keep long, efpecially in 
warm weather, without turning ran- 
cid; and therefore the new-drawn 
is much the beft. Many others of 
the fame kind may ferve for the like 
purpofes: but the former are in fo 
great plenty, that thefe are feldom 
ufed. 

6. The Hazel; Corj/us or Avel- 
lana. Corylus fyloeftris C. B. 

The fruits are called’ Nuces avellac 
n@, Antient Botanic writers afcribe 
many qualities to the different parts 
of the Nut, but they are not worth 

H ~ recital 
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recital here ; for modern Prefcription 
takes no notice unlefs of the exprefs’d 
oil, and of that but very little. Ru- 
Jandus afcribes fuch extraordinary 
virtues to an Oleum Ligni Heraclet, 
that it hath been difputed whether 
it was not made from this nut; 
moit inclining to think fo,  be- 
caufe this tree was firft brought 
into Greece from Heraclea in Pon- 
tus, whence the nuts were call’d 
Nuces' Heracleotice, and the tree 
Corylus Pontica, but that was the 
larger fort; the nuts of which were 
called by Sative .rubefcentes &§ 
longa, the Garden Hazel, with ob- 
long, reddifh nuts, called by us the 
Filber. y 

7. The Oak 3 Quercus-its. Quer- 
cus vulgaris Ger. 

This tree is well known. The 
tops or buds are diftilPd, and the 
water accounted a good aftringent 
and ftrengthener; as are alfo all the 
parts of this tree. ‘They are of .no 
other ule in Medicine, that I know 
of, and are not in any of the Shop- 
Compofitions, The Galls are the 
produétion of the Quercus Gallam 
Serens, the Gall-Oak, which grows 
much in Hungary, and {ome parts of 
Italy. They are a kind of excte- 
mentitious ‘tubercles, in which are 
hatch’d particular infeéts. They.are 
ufed in little elfe befides the £m- 
plaftrum ad Herniam. Their ufe'in 
trying the Steel-Water, is fufficiently 
known to all. Upon the fame pro- 
perty it is, that they make fo ne- 
ceflary an ingredient in Writing- 
Ink. They are accounted effectual 
in ftopping Hemorrhages, and there- 
fore Ink is put up the Nofe to ftop 

leeding. The fruits or acorns are 
called Giandes quercing. ‘The Oak 
Apples (Uve quercing) are excrefcen- 
cies or rather nefts of infects found on 
De tree,» and have the fame aftrin- 

gent qualities with the other parts, 
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‘be eat of them at a time: 
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8. The Cork-Tree ; Suder-éris. 
Suber latifolium C. B. 

This differs from the Oak, in that | 
it is an Ever-green: but efpecis t 
it’s fpongy bark, which is what v 
call Cork. It is faid to be aftringen 
but is ufed more in Mechanics, : 
in Medicine. 

g. The Scarlet Oak; Mex. ae 

This is an Ever-green, like the — 
Suber; but has not a fpongy bark. 
The Kermes Berries (as they are cal~ 
led) are the nefts of fome infects, 
formed on this tree, about the big- 
nefs of peas, reddifh, of a fungous 
fubftance of a warm and bitterifl 
tafte, and a not unpleafant {mell. 
They are called alfo Coccus baphica. 
The juice or fyrup of Kermes (Succus 
Kermes) is brought to us from Mont- 
pelier. It is made of the berries, © 
after the following manner. ‘They 
are bruifed in a’marble mortar, and 
then the pulp is ftrained thro’ a fieve, 
and mixed with an equal quantity of © 
Sugar. It is poise grateful to — 
the palate, anda fine cordial. The — 
confection in which it is the princi- 
pal ingredient, and to which it gives 
it’s name, is not at all better, if fo 
good, as the clarify’d juice alone. © 
There is a very fine. cordial liquor, 
‘which takes it’s name from it, m 
Bates. This juice, or rather the 
confection. made with it, is m great 
requeft amongft our Midwives, for 
afifting in delivery. It is reckoned 
likewile a bringer-out of the Meailes 
and Small-Pox. 

10. The Cheftnut-Tree 3 Ca/fas 
nea. Caftanea fativa C. By 

Cheftuuts (Nuces Caftanee) are 


‘not ufed medicinally, tho’ much in 
‘food. They have fomewhat of.a_

‘The ma- 
ny purpofes for which this is ufed 
in Medicine, can hardly be enume- 
rated. It is a great vulnerary, and 
very detergent; and therefore pre- 
fcribed in all fufpicions of Abicef- 
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fes and Ulcerations, in what part 
foever. It mightily affilts expeéto- 
ration in difeafes of the Lungs and 
Breaft, and is therefore good in 
Afthmas and Plurifies. But it moft 
of all is famous for cleanfing the 
urinary paflages; and it’s difpofiti- 
on to pafs that Way, is very mani- 
feft from it’s altering the fmell of 
the water, tho’ taken in ever fo lit- 
tle a quantity, which it makes of a 
Violet-fcent. Upon this account 
it 1s very good in all obftruétions 
of the Reins, whether from {and 
or any mucousadhefions ; andalfo in 
Gonorrhzas, which it wonderfully 


cleanfes and heals, infomuch that 


there is fearce a cafe of that kind 
now cured, which has not had fome 
affiftance from this ingredient ; tho’ 
in fome cafes it may be over-done, 
as it is very warm, and upon that 
account will difpofe the Tefticles to 
Tumours and Inflammations, and 
likewife fometimes fcour the paf- 
fages fo much, as to make it dif- 
ficult to bring them to their due 
tenfions and capacities afterwards ; 
whence arife Gleets and involunta- 


ry Emiffions. ‘To make it more ag- 


glutinating, and lefs detergent, it 
is fometimes boil’d in water until it 
becomes hard and brittle, as com- 
mon Refin; and fuch management 
makes it fitter alfo to give in other 
forms, as Powders, Ele¢tuaries, or 
Bolus’s ; which it’s tenacity and ad- 
hefive properties made it before un- 
fit for. This is frequently in the 
compofition of Glyfters againft Cho- 
lics, efpecially if they are fufpected 
to proceed from the Stone and Gra- 
vel: into which form ’tis brought 
by mixing it firft with the yolk of an 
egg; for that divides it fo as to make | 


i it eafily unite with an aqueous ve- 


hicie, which of itfelf it will not do. 
It’s ufe in Chirurgery is likewife ve- 
ry extenfive; The Refin of the 
esti 3 Ses Silver 
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Silver Firr has the appearance of 
common Frankincenfe, and much 
the fame virtues. 

b. The Pitch-Tree; Picea. 

From the Rofin of this tree are 
obtained; 1. White Rofin; Resina 
Abietina: which is made by boiling 
it in water to a confiftence. 2. 'Tarr 3 
Pix liquida: which is made by burn- 
ing in afurnace. 3. Common Pitch 5 
Pix ficca: which is Tarr thickened. 
4. Burgundy Pitch; Pix Burgundi- 
aca: which differs from the com- 
mon Rofin, only in being taken out 
of the kettle, as foon as it begins to 
boil; which is the reafon that it is 
fofter, and of 4 browner colour. 
Thefe all prove Ripeners or Draw- 
ers, aftera manner peculiar to all hard 
adhefive bodies: which is by ftick- 
‘ing fo clofe to the part affected, that 
they ftop, the tranfpiration of the 
common perfpirable matter thro’ 
the Scarf-Skin, or ‘¢#ticula. ‘The 
confequence of which is, that fuch 
comininuted matter returns with 
fome degree of force, anc at laft by 
a tendency to move the fame way, 
occafions fich frequent encounters 
and occurfions, as will by degrees 
attenuate and diflodge the obftru- 
ed humours; whereby they either 
fuppurate into matter, or are pro- 
pelled thro’ the true skin and for 
want of room, by means of the 


pilafter, to get further, they elevate 


the cuticula, form it into a blifter, 
and’ lie collefted between both in 
the form of a thick Serum or Jelly. 
And this-is the reafon why fuch 
fubfances apply’d to any part un- 
diftemper’d, will often raife blifters ; 


‘as it is frequently practifed to make)

which intention, Etmudler obferves 
two ways of contributing to Vene- 
ry; one is by fuch things as thefe ; 
which itrengthen the.parts, and in 
creafe the quantity of feed; and the 
other, fuch as the warmer Aroma- 
tics, which only, like a fpur, fti- 
mulate and inflame the defire, with- 
out adding to the ability of perfor- —

5. The Mountain Pine 
Sylvefris. ) / 
There are almoft as many ‘kinds of 
Turpentines, as there are trees or - 
plants of the Firr kind, of which 
there is abundance; and there is - 
fuch plenty of it in that Firr which 
comes to us from Norway for build- 
ing, that we fee it frequently ouze 
out of the boards it is cut into; 
which makes their chips, or fha- 
vings, defervedly in efteem with 
fome, to be boil’d in diet-drinks, 
againft old venereal remains, and 
all thofe cafes where the Turpen- 
tine it felf is good. This later fort 
is generally brought to us in large 
shells, like that of a Gourd; and 
grows harder, (as indeed they all 
do) with age, and is the better for it. | 
The beit of this kind, which'is of an

aromatic flavour, does not very 
much fall fhort: of the Balfam of 
Tolu, in it’s moft healing and fo- 
-vereign qualities., The oil of Tur- 
ae is drawn from it by diftilla- 
tion: and what is left in the Still is 
called Colophony or Black Rofin ; 
The common Frank- 
incenfe, Thus vuleare, is alfo ob- 
tained from this tree. ‘This comes 
tous of different confiftencies and 

‘colours; fome being hard, and more 
- brittle, and others fo foft as to run; 
_ that is, too fluid to keep in any form 
upon a plane, as being almoft like a 
thick Turpentine. Both forts fall in 
with the. intention of a Topic, by 
having fomewhat confiderably pene- 
trating and. warm in them; where- 
by the inclos’d humours are agita- 
ted, divided, and diflodged, fo asto 
forward their maturation, or ablu- 
tion into the refluent current. This 
Drug alfo -is very adhefive, and 
fticks clofe to the skin, either by it 
felf, or in the compofition of em- 
plafters; fo that on that account alfo 
it forwards the fame end. Some 
pretend, that this, ty’d to the writts 


_ and foles of the feet, will cure chil- 
_drens Intermittents ; and. others al- 


fo apply it to the pit of the ftomach 


~ for the like purpofe; but it does not 


\ 


feem fitted to anfwer any fuch im- 
portantend. And what is frequent- 
ly afcribed to this in fuch, cafes, is 
much more likely effe&ted by Cin- 
mabar, Camphire, and fuch’ like 
things which are mix’d with, it. 

13. Balfam of Tolu; Balfamum 
Tolutanum. 

This is faid to be gathered from 
a fort of Pine. It is a balfam of 
a deep yellowifh colour, approach- 
ing near to red, and of a moft 
delicate {cent, 
ether balfam. Schroder fays,. "tis 
brought. from fome parts of the 
African continent, near Carthage 3 
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but we have, it from the We/?-In-. 
dies. Xt firft flows from the. tree 
which produces it, of the ‘confi- 
ftence of ordinary Turpentine ;, but 
by keeping we meet with it in the 
Shops frequently fo hard as to be 
brittle: and it feems not the worle 
for being fo, it’s balfamic parts co- 
hering too clofely,, to fly off in the 
wafte. It is a moft excellent bal- 
famic and reftorative ; is very good 
in all decays, particularly of the 
Lungs. It foftens and thickens the 
Blood, and cures Catarrhs, and all 
Coughs from tickling defluxions. 
It’s healing virtues alfo extend to 
the remoteft parts, and it is an ex- 
traordinary Medicine in  feminal 
weakneffes and old Gleets, in both 
fexes. In fhort, there is not a bet- 
ter, pleafanter, and more efficaci- 
ous drug in the Shops, in all the a- 
bove-mentioned intentions. Both 
Lindanus and Sylvius de la Boe were 
great admirers of it, It’s external 
ufe is recommended in many cafes 
by Schroder and Ezmuller, as well 
as by. feveral who took notice of it 
before them; but it is not fo ap- 
ply’d. in the prefent Pra€tice. 

14. The Larch-Tree; Larix-icis, 

It is from this tree that we have the 
Venice Turpentine; called in Latin 
Terebinthina Veneta and Rejina La- 
ricea, whichis much. in ule, both 
internally and externally, in the 
fame intentions, as the Strasburgh 
Turpentine. 

15. Tree of Life; Arbor Vite. 
Thuia Theophrafti CG. B. 

This has {caly leaves; and a fmall 
fcaly fruit. I am not acquainted 
with it’s ufe. 

16. The Cyprefs-Tree; Cupreffus. 
Cupreffus C. B. 

This is much like the Ardor vi- 
te; but the leaves. are not fo flat : 
the fruit alfo is round, and burits 
into many parts: and contains ma- 
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ny feeds. Thefe fruits are called in 
‘ the Shops Cupre/i nuces. ‘They are 
little ufed in inward compofition, 
but enter in fome of the ftrengthen- 
ing plafters, as they are accounted 
auftere, rough, and aftringent. 
17. The Birch-Tree 3 Betzla. 
Betula C. B. &F omnium autorum. 

This is commonly enough known, 
a wine being made of it’s juice. 
Schroder fays, it cools, cleanfes, and 
is good in all nephritic ailments : but 
modern Praétice takes no notice of 
it in any intentions. Dr Quincy 
fays,. there is an oil made from the 
nuts of this tree, which are called 
maj?: by which it appears that he 
took the Birch andthe Beech to be 
the fame tree. It is a great pity that 
he was not acquainted with this tree 
more in his infancy. 

18. The Savine Trees Sadina. 
Sabina folio Tamarifci Diofcoridis 
C. B. 

This is hot, attenuating, and ve- 
ry detergent; and fo forcing upon 
the Womb, that it has got into the 
practice of ill perfons to, procure 
Abortion,: whence it has obtained 
the name of Kill-baftard. It is a 
imoft powerful cleanfer, and there- 
fore good in all obftrutions of the 
Vifcera, where a conftitution can 
bear it’s efficacy. For the fame 
reafon it has obtained amongift Sur- 
geons for cleanfing old foul Ulcers. 
In which cafes Parace/fus much 
commends it, as does alfo Etmul/ler 
' prondunce it very effectual in curing 
any running fores, mixed with 
Honey. It is likewife efteemed of 
Sreat fervice againit Worms; and 
‘it’s effential oil, of which it ‘affords 


- Bood plenty, ‘is frequently ufed for~ 


that purpofe in outward application 
to the Belly. 

19. The Juniper-Tree; Funipe- 
rus. Funiperis vulgaris fraticofa 
Of ae 
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The Funiper was fo much in the 
good elteem of Etmuller, that he 
thought it deferv’d a whole treatife, 
and is pleafed with Comradus for 
beftowing an intire chapter upon it, © 
in his Medulla Difillatoria. Al 
the parts of this tree are of a balfas 
mic nature, as indeed are in fomeé 
meafure all the Ever-greens;. the 
glutinous and adhefive properties 
of their juices preferving them from — 
thofe decays which other vegetables — 
are fubjeé& to in the Winter. This 
by fome has been confounded with 
the Cedar; and Van -Helmout, in 
his Medicines to prolong life, for 
the Cedar, fubftitutes the Funiper. 
The gum flowing from this tree, 
was the Sandaracha of the Arabians : 
and with that melted in a fufficient 
quantity of Oil of Turpentine, is 
made the fictitious Varnifh now 
ufed by Painters and Cabinet ma- 
kers. The berries are fuppofed to. 
contain the virtues of the whole,. 
and are very much ufed for many. 
medicinal purpofes. Some will have 
them to be great ftrengtheners of 
the Stomach, and effectual againit 
malignities and epidemical infeéti- 
ons. The Rob (a form of Medicine 
now out-of ufe amongit us) made of 
their exprefs’d juice when green, 
is called the Theriaca Germanorum, 
fo much were they in efteem a- 
mongft them for their anti-peftilen- 
tial qualities... They are certainly 
carminative, and very much con- 
tribute to diflipate wind, and flatu- 
lencies in the Stomach and Bowels, 
But their moft celebrated and re- 
markable properties are, in deter- 
ging and fcouring the Vifcera, and 
particularly the reins and urinary 
paffages, as all indeed ‘of the Tur- 
pentine kind do. For this reafon 
they are frequently mét with in 
compofitions, both officinal ‘and ex 
temporaneous, for the Jatindice, — 

Cachexies, 


\ 
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Cachexies, Dropfies, and difficulty 
of Urine. The later intention they 
are fo remarkable.for, that fome ree 
ly upon them in Gonorrhza’s and 
venereal Ulcerations, and Erofions 
of the genital parts. They are ve- 
ry convenient in decoétion, and in 
diftillation part with thofe qualities, 
’ as much as any of the like fubftan- 
ces do, to what paffes over the 
Helm; infomuch that their {pirit 
is ferviceable the fame way, and 
much promotes Urine. What is 
fo common a dram among the mean- 
er people, and goes by the name of 
Gin, is only an indifferent fpirit 
‘impregnated with thefe berries. 
They afford a confiderable quantity 
of oil in diftillation, effectual to the 
fame purpofe, and not greatly dif- 
fering from Oil of Turpentine, in 
f{mell and virtue. Thefe are mighti- 
ly ufed in medicated Ales and Diet- 
Drinks, for all the above-mentioned 
- intentions. 

20. ‘The Mulberry-Tree; Morus. 

The fruit of this tree afford a 
grateful auftere juice, and are ufed 
pretty much in the Shops for the 
fyrup which is made of them, and 
bears their name. It both cools and 
aftringes the Stomach; and is often 
an ingredient in Gargarifms for it’s 
deterfive roughnefs. If the fruit 
hangs till it is too mellow, it grows 
more flimy, and is not fo good. 

21. The Willow - Tree; Safx 
“tis. Salix vulgaris alba arboref- 
ceus C. B. 

I do not know that this is ever 
ufed in Medicine. | 
22. The black Poplar-Tree; Po- 
pilus nigra. Populus nigra C. B. 

The leaves of this tree are ufed 
for the ointment, in the Shops, 
which borrows it’s name of Po- 
pulneum from. it, and are accounted 
cooling in that compofition; but 
they are of no other ufe. 
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CHAP, XXXIV, 


Of Trees and Shrubs with a 
monopetalous Flower. 


1.7 Q7 HE Buck-thorn; Rhamnus 
catharticus or Spina cer- 

vina. Rhamnas catharticus J.B. 
Dr Quincy {ays the fruits of this 
tree are too well known to want de- 
feription. But yet I can venture to 
affirm, that few are well acquainted 
with them. Thofe, who are em-, 
ploy’d to gather them, impofe any 
black berry they can find, on their 
cuftomers, for Buckthorn. Thefe 
berries may be diftinguifhed by their. 
largenefs, by their having four feeds, 
and by the greennefs of their juice. 
It is much fafer to buy the berry it- 
felf, than the juice ready preffed 
out, as is the cuftom. The fyrup 
which is made by many private fa-- 
milies, as well as in the Shops, Is 
the only preparation of them now 
in ufe. It is a ftrong purger, and 
effectual in difcharging watery and 
flatulent humours ; and is therefore 
in efteem in Dropfies and Rheuma- 
tifms. It is alfo reckoned by fome 
to be powerful and fearching enough, 
fo as to fetch bad humours from the 
extremities, and to do fervice in 
the Gout. We are told that one 
of the German Emperors made it his 
conftant medicine in that diltemper, 
and with good fuccefs. It is fre- 
quently given br the poorer fort to 
purge their children, but it 1s too 
rough for fuch tender conftitutions. 
They give of it from two drams to 
half an ounce, and to grown per- 
fons from one to. two ounces. It 
is frequently in extemporancous 
ee Shag Prefcrip- 
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Prefcriptions ordered in cathartic 
draughts, which are made of other 
. purgative ingredients by infufion, 
in proportion to their flrength, to 
quicken their operation. 

2. Spurge Laurel; Laured/a-or 
Chamedaphne. Laureola femper vi- 
rens, flore viridi C. B. ; 

This is alittle fhrub, with greenifh 
flowers, and undivided ever-green 
leaves. It grows in woods and 
hedges, and flowers in February. It 
is very hot, and vehemently purges 
bilious and: watery humours. 

3. Mezeréon; Chameléa or Me- 
zereon. Laureola folio deciduo, flore 
purpureo, Oficinis Laureola femi- 
naG. Bo = 

The flowers are red and the 
_ Jeaves fall. in Winter, © This: is cul- 
tivated in gardens, and hath the 
fame virtues as the former. 

4. Spurge-flax ; Thymelea. Thy- 
melea foltis Lint C. B. 

This is alfo of the fame nature, 
and to be met with in the Phyfic 
Gardens. The berries of this: have 
the fame virtues, and are the Gra- 
na Cnidia of the Shops, according 
to the opinion of the moft skilful 
Botanitts 3 but Cordus and Schroder 
will have the officinal Grana Cnidia 
to be the berries of the Mezereon : 
but mone of thefe are now much 
ufed in Medicine. 

5. Privets Ligufrum. Liguftrum 
Germanicum C. B. 

The flowers ‘are monopetalous 
and white. It commonly grows in 
woods and hedges, and flowers ‘al- 
mot all the Summer; but altho’ it 
is taken into the new Catalogue of 
the College, it isnot at all ufed in 
the prefent Praétice. 

6. The Bay-Tree; Zaurus vul- 
garis. Laurus F. B. 

The berries are endued with car- 
minative qualities, and are therefore 
frequently ufed in compofitions of 
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dicuntar Com. Cat. Pl. uful. 
They grow only in the-defarts of 


that intention; as alfo in Glyfters,

8. Coffees Fa/minum Arabicum,

Arabia, whence they are tranfport- 
ed thro’ all the dominions of the: 
Grand Seignior, and from Turky 
brought ‘into Europe. 
are not employ’d in Medicine; yet 
they are fo. much in every one’s 
way, (that is, the liquor made of 
them) that it may be worth a per- 
fon’s while to know that they are 
very drying, and therefore in ‘dif- 
erders of the Head from fumes, 
and too great moiftures, very fer- 


viceable by their abforbent qualities, — 


This moft experience, who try them,» 
after a debauch of Wine or ftrong 
liquors. 
ftitutions they are very hurtful, as 
they dry the Nerves too much, and 
are apt to make them tremble, as in 
Palfies: by the fame means likewife 


they promote watching, by bracing. 
the Fibres too tenfe for that relaxa- ~ 
‘tion which is neceflary for fleep. Dr 


Quincy tells us, that in a cafe of extra- 
ordinary defluxion of rheum from the, 
glands about the Head and Stomach, 
in acold conftitution, which occafio-

according to expettation, they pro- 


cured fleep, by-abfcorbing the fu- .

g. The Storax-Tree ; Styrax-dcis. 

This tree grows in Italy. The 
dry rofin of it is the Styrax Calami- 
ta. Some diftinguifh between the 
Styrax Calamita and the red fort, 
but Hoffman feems rightly to judge 
them the fame, and to differ only 


_ in age, it growing higher coloured 


by keeping. It is both an excellent 
pectoral and cephalic. It is of a 
very fragrant fcent, and looks of a 
reddifh colour, with fome whitith 


clouds. It is very fubjec to great

mixtures of drofs, and not to be 
ftrained from them but with diffi- 
culty; which occafions, that in ma- 
ny compofitions the coarfe lump is 
put in to be powdered amongft the 
{pecies, inftead of the ftrained balfam, 
very much to the detriment of the 
Medicine. It mightily thickens and 
foftens fharp Rheums, and'cures the 
Coughs and Irritations thence ari- 
fing. It is good almoft in all dif- 
tempers of the Breaft, and makes 
a very good ingredient in pectoral 
Apozems, if care be taken to boil 


them in a clofe veffel; for it gives 


an agreeable flavour, and very much 
conduces in.all fuch intentions. A 
fyrup may be made of it, not at all 
inferior to that from the Balfam of 
JYolu, if not better; becaufe it’s 


_ parts feem not quite fo fubtile and 


volatile, and therefore will not be 
fo much waited in boiling. There 
is a compound pill in the Co//ege- 
Dijfpenfatory, which is pretty much 
ufed in the Shops, that takes it’s name 
from it. This is frequently ufed 
too amongit cardiacs and alexiphar- 
mics, and is therefore in moft of 
the capital Medicines. It certainly 
warms and itrengthens the Stomach, 
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and contributes to perfpiration. It 
is likewife ufed in fome uterine dif-, 
orders, both inwardly and outward- 
‘ly in Suffumigations ; in which’ 
cafes it is faid to be a great reftora- 
tive and firengthener. There is alfo 
a liquid Storax, concerning which. 
there are various opinions not worth’ 
reciting here, efpecially fince that 
which is now fold in the Shops un- 
der that name, is fo jufily fufpeéted 
to be fictitious, that it is hardly e- 
ver ufed, 
10. The Olive-Tree; Olea. Oa 
fativa C. B. 
This is cultivated in Ita/y. The. 
fruits come to us in pickle, chiefly: 
In falt water. ‘They are very oily 
and fmooth ; and are therefore not 
fo good for the ftomach, being apt: 
to pall and relax it too much, as 
moit things of the’ like properties 
generally do. It is from the fame 
fruit we have the oil of O/ives, fo 
much in ufe. Some oleous and 
fat fubftances prove ripeners, by 
their having fomething in them 
fubtile and penetrating; but this: 
lays claim to the fame title upon'a ’ 
different account, proving fo only 
by relaxing the tumefy’d part, and 
thereby giving more room for the 
inclofed humours to expand and ra- 
rify, upon which they fooner come 
to maturation. And for this. very 
reafon ’tis judicioufly praétifed, to 
“mix with all cataplafms of this in- 
tention fome oleous materials, be- 
caufe by fuch means the part is kept 
fupple and Jax, and more vent gi- 
ven for the humours either to tran- 
. fpire, or turn into matter, fit for 
an artificial difcharge, by a cauftic 
or incifion. The dregs of oil are 
called Amurcae or Fex olei. 
11. The Elm-Tree; U/mus. Ulm- 

us vulgaris C. B. 
This is fometimes prefcribed in 
decoction as a vulnerary.. It makes 
| a good

a good gargarifih for fore Mouths, 
eceafioned by heat and fharpnefs 
of humours, but is ufed in little 
elfe.. | 

12. The Chaft-Tree; Vitex-zcis 
or Agnus cafius. Vitex foliis an- 
euftioribus, Cannabis mode difpofitis 
C. B. 


The leaves are cut into five fin- 
gers. This has got a name for a 
cooler, and particularly of the geni- 
tal parts, fo as to have been prefcri- 
bed to allay thofe inordinate emo- 
tions and defires, which arife from 
ferninal turgefcency : for which in- 
tentions many authors have compo- 
fitions, wherein this is a principal 
ingredient, and from whence they 
take their names.. But they are not 
now in any efteem, .or fcarce ever 
made or ufed in the Shops. 

13. The Elder-Tree; Sambiicus. 

The flowers grow on the top of 
the ovavia; which become berries, 
full of juice, containing oblong 
feeds. There are three forts. 

a. Common Elder ; Sambicus or 
Aéte. Sambucus frudiu in umbella 
uigro C. B. 

This tree has not one part but, is 
ufedin Pharmacy. There has been 
a treatife wrote by one Marti- 
nus Blochwizius, called the Ana- 
tomy of the Elder: the green leaves 
are only ufed in the Shops to make 
4n oil for fome external intentions, 
and that they are fometimes, by 
way of cataplafm, applied hot to 
an Eryfipelas, and inflammatory tu- 
mours. The flowers blow from 
May to Fuly. . They are emollient, 
difcutient, and anodyne, tho’ little 
ufed inwardly, unlefs.in the water 
that is diltilled from them, which 
is very good, and will keep well e- 
nough if they. be fprinkled over 
with a little {pirit before diflillation, 
elfe it will decay before -freth flow- 
ers'come again, as molt fimple wa- 
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ters do. They are ufed in many 
external applications, in eryfipela- 
tous inflammations, and arthritic 
{wellings, There is an excellent 
ointment to be made with them, 
but there is feldom care enough ta- 
ken in the Shops to order it right. 


Simon Pauli \ikewife gave them in- — 


wardly to be drank in Milk, in in- 
flammations. Of thefe berries we 
have a fyrup and a {pirit made in the 
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Shops, the former is reckoned an- _ 


tifcorbutic, and therefore prefcrib- 


ed in Cachexies and Dropfies; for 


which purpofes the later is alfo ac- 
counted good by fome; but ’tis 


-with reafon to be fufpeéted, that 


the fermentation, which they un- 
dergo in order to enable them to 
raife a fpirit, alters thofe natural 
properties, and leaves it with no 


other virtues than what any other — 


{pirituous liquor has equal claim to. 
A great many have a way of ma- 
naging the expreffed juice into a 
pleafant agreeable Wine, which 
does not make by much fo great a 
change as fermentation and diftilla- 
tion, and therefore may preferve 
moit of the natural virtues of the 
berry, and be a-very proper drink 
in {corbutic habits The bark is a 
good ingredient in all thofe com- 
pofitions which are intended againik 
diftempers from obftruétions of the 
Vifcera, and particularly of the 
Liver and Kidnies; for it mightily 
cleanfes the former, and promotes 
the paflage and feparation of Urine 
thro’ the later. It is likewife ac- 
counted a good antifcorbutic, and is 
given in many compolitions of that 
intention. are |

It grows in highways, and flow- 

ers in Fwne. The inner bark is 
much efteemed in the Jaundice, 
and reckoned likewife a great pur- 
ger of watery humours; for which 
reafon it is given amongft Hydra- 
gogues, and is found to be very 
diuretic. The feeds are chiefly e- 
fteemed for their diuretic quality, 
and therefore they are fometimes 
prefcribed in Dropfies, and diftem- 
pers which arife from too much hu- 
midity, and a cold habit. 
_ 14. Honey-fuckle ; Caprifolium, 
Periclyménum or Matrifylva. Pe- 
riclymenum non perfoliatum Germa- 
nicum C. B. Caprifolium Germani- 
cum Dod. 

_It flowers in Fume ; and the places 
of it’s growth are commonly e- 
nough known. It’s medicinal vir- 
tues however, altho’ faid to be de- 
tergent and cleanfing, are not re- 
garded by our prefent Praétice. 

15. Mifletoe; Vijcus. 

This grows out of feveral trees, 
and bears a white berry ; that which 
the Oak produces, is reckoned much 
the beft ; altho’ we feldom have it 
but from Apple or Pear-Tree, the 
White-Thorn, Ath, Lime, Wil- 
low, or Elm. We have accounts of 
ftrange fuperftitious cuftoms ufed in 
gathering it, and that if they are 


not comply’d with, it lofes it’s vir- - 


tue. This is by fome conjectured 
to be the Golden Bough, which 
Aineas made ufe of, to intraduce 
him to the Elyfian regions, as it is 
beautifuly defcribed in Virgi/’s fixth 
YEneid. "This is both by the anti- 
ent and prefent Phyficians in great 
efteem for Epilepfies, againft which 
fome will have it a fpecific. It is 
alfo frequently prefcribed in Apo- 
_ plexies and Vertigoes, and wore a- 
‘bout the Neck by children, to pre- 
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vent convulfions, and eafe their 
pain in breeding Teeth: which 
altho’ it is not eatily to be account- 
ed for, yet many have thought 
children to be better for wearing 
this about their’ Neckss and it is 
certain they never are the worfe for 
it; and therefore it may properly. 
pafs amongit what is call’d fafe Pra- 
ctice. It has a place in Riverius’s 
Pulwis de Gutteta, but in few com- 
pofitions befides. There hath lately 
been publifhed in English, a trea- 

tife of the Miffetce, wherein the — 
author profeffedly fupports his opi« 
nions of it’s virtues both from faéts 
and experience ; and warmly recom- 
mends it’s ufe, as a f{pecific in Epi- 
lepfies, and many kinds of Con- 

vulfions; alleging, where it fails, . 
it can do no harm: but it’s manifeft 
qualities of aftringency and vifcidity 
plainly fuggeft the rules for it’s ap- 
plication, and the cafes wherein it 
may do harm. ;

Vinegar is Wine made acid by a

the acidity we find it has: but it’s _ 


confumption, and the price it bears 
will not allow of this way of making 
it: and therefore there are ways of 
procuring it from decay’d Raifins,. 
and fuch-like fruit. The country, 
people make this of their home- 
brew’d ale, by fetting it in the 
Sun ’till it fours, and then they 
call it Alegar; but that is not fo 
good as what is made from wine, 
or dry’d grapes. It is cooling and. 
It will fo 
aftringe the fibres of the whole bo- 
dy, if taken in food, or medicinal- 
ly, to any confiderable quantity, as 
to {queeze out what is near the fur- 
face, and occafion {weat. Some

them that firmnefs and tenfion, 
as will make them vibrate with too 
‘much fmartnefs to fuffer the fluids

Brandy ; Spiritus-ts Vini. 
What is ftri€tly-a Spirit of Wine, 


is only a vegetable highly exalted by _ 


volatile falts; but here we mean 
that which is in common ule in po- 
table liquors, which is the former, 
with a large fhare of phlegm: for 
what comes-up to that ftandard, 
‘which the Diftillers call Proof, con- 
tains’near feven parts of phlegm to 
mine of fpirit. Upon the exacteft 
trial, thirty-two ounces of Brandy 
of common proof, would raife over 
nineteen ounces, or very near, of 
f{pirit, which would all burn away, 
but no more, the reft being mer 
_ phlegm. 
~ Tartar or Argal ; Tartarus or Tar- 
_tarum. 
'- Is what is found fticking to wine- 
wasks, like a hard ftone, either white 
or red, according to the colour of 
athe wine from whence -it comes. 
The white is preferable, it contain- 
taining lefs. drofs or. earthy part. 
‘The belt comes from Germany, and 
is the Tartar of the Rbenifb wines.

4. Raitins of the Sun; Uve paffe 
majores. 

his is.a fort of grape growing in 
Spain. They take the fairett bunches, 
and with a pair of fciflars {nip off ail 
the faulty grapes, and tie two bunches 
together with a ftring.. Then. they 
dip them in a boiling lye, into which 
they puta little oil, “till they are ve- 
ry plump and ready to crack. They 
take them prefently out again, and 
wath them ina veflel of fair, cold 
water. . Then they put them upon 
wooden poles, for two or three 
days in the fhade to dry, and after 
that expofe them to the Sun, taking 
them in, in the night.time or rainy 
weather. ‘They are a grateful fruit, 
and very deterfive; for which rea- 
fon they are in moft compofitions, 
to promote expectoration, and dif- 
lodge obftructed vifcidities in the 
‘Bronchia, as alfo to cleanfe the Vif- 
cera, and particularly the Kidniés 
and urinary paflages. ‘They are like- 
wife much in extemporaneous pre- 
{criptions for all the abovemention’d 
intentions. 

c. Currant or Corinth Grapes ; 
Uve Corinthiace, or Pafe mino- 
res. | 

This is a fmall grape growing in 
the Levant. It is brought to us 
aried like the Raifins. It is cooling 
and gently opens the belly. 

5. ThéBarberry Buth ; Berdéris 
or Oxyacantha Galéni. Berberis 
Dumetorum C.B. : 

This is a prickly fhrub growing 
commonly in our hedges. It bears 
oblong, red, berries. ‘They are fit 
to gather about Autumn, and are of 
a delightful, cooling, aftringent tafte. 
They are chiefly ufed in conferve; 
they very agreeably quench thirft, 
and fortify the Stomach; and are 
good in Diarrhzas and Dy/enteries. 

3 Althe’ 
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Altho’ the fruit be acid, cooling, 
and aftringent; yet conftant expe- 
rience has found the bark to be 
opening and deterfive. ‘That part 
which grows neareft the tree, is 
amoft valued. It is hardly in any 
of the Difpenfatory compofitions, 
but very frequently in common Pre- 
feription for the Jaundice, or any 
diftempers from foulnefs and ob- 
ftructions of the Vifcera. It is like- 
wife for the fame purpofes an in+ 
gredient in many of the medicated 
Ales which are publickly fold. 

6. The Orange-Tree ; Aurantia 
wmalus. Malus Aurantia major C. 


The flowers (which are called al- 
fo Napba) are of an admirable {cent, 
tho’, like all fuch perfumes, - too 
powerful for fome perfons; and 
therefore prejudicial. It is with 
thefe the Agua Naphe is made. 
They are now but little ufed in 
Medicine: however where the 


fpirits are almoft quite extiné& in. 


malignant and putrid Fevers, they 
are fometimes very cordial and re- 
frefhing. he fruits have a fine 
well flavoured juice, which is cool- 
gng and antifcorbutic. The peel is 
bitter and flrengthening. It is one 
of the beit ftomachics we have. A 
_ decoion of it is very efficacious 
in flopping the immoderate flux of 
the Menj/es. ' 

7. The Citron; Citria malus. 
Malus medica C. B. : 

This fruit eaten with it’s peel is 


alexipharmic and diaphoretic. The 


pulp is cooling. 

8. The Lemon-Tree; Limoniz 
malus. Malus Limonia acida C. B. 

Thefe fruits very much agree in 
their medicinal virtues, only the 
Lemons are fomewhat the fharpeft 
and moft efficacions. .'Their juices 
are wonderfully grateful to the Sto- 
mach, and very proper to allay 
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drought in Fevers, and any dif 
orders attended with that fymptom, 
where common drinks are not pro- 
per; and particularly in Diarrhzas. 


They are very good to take naufeas 


from the Stomach, and ftep vomit- 


ing which proceeds from a redun- 


dance of choler. ;'The Lemon-juice — 


wonderfully aftringes and hardens ~ 
Stémach, which 


the fibres in the S$ 
makes it greatly affifling in digefti- 


on: and there is hardly any one ~ 


thing, which better enables it to 
retain it’s food without regurgitati- 


on, after hearty eating. ‘The peels — 


are very agreeable bitter aromatics, - 


which are always good to repair and 
ftrengthen the Stomach. Thefe give 
alfo a very grateful flavour to any 
infufions or tinétures into whole 
compofitions they enter.  —s_. 

Q: The Prune-Tree ; Prunus. 

This is a flefhy fruit, containing 
one ftone. There are four forts.

Thefe comé from Syria. ‘They 
are a large, fweet, dark-blue fruit ; 
and are reckoned the beft fort of 
Prune: But they.are feldom to be 
met with in our Shops.

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» Thefe grew commonly in our 
hedges: and bear a rough aftrin- 
gent fruit, the infpiffated juice of 
which is fometimes fold for the 
true Egyptian Acacia. We have in 
the Shops a conferve made with 
them, which with care is a very 
good one. For this purpofe they 
are to be gathered before they ‘be- 
gin to wither and mellow upon the 
trees; for after they are froft-bit, 
as the country people call it, and 
made fit for eating, they are not fo 
rough, and confequently not fo 
fuitable for this intention in Medi- 
cine. 

10. Apricocks ; Armenidca mala 
or Precocia. Mala Armeniaca ma- 
gora C. B. 
- . This isa fine fruit, and if not too 
ripe, or too mellow, as it is ufual- 
ly called, agreeably aftringes and 
firengthens the Stomach. 

11. Peaches; Persica mala. 

This is much of the nature of the 
former, but hardly fo reftringent: 
‘of the fame kind is alfo the Ne@a- 
‘rine, a fruit now much known in 
‘our gardens. The bloffoms are 
‘ufed in a fyrup, which is dire&ted 
in the College-Difpenfatory. It isa 
wery palatable and gentle Medicine 
for coildren, provoking them to 
spuke without any manifeit ficknefs. 
dt alfo moft commonly gives a ftool

Thefe only are ufed in Medicine.

13. The Almond-Tree;  Azye- 
délus. Amysdalus fativaC. Bo 

Almond bloffomsare often brought 
to market, inftead of thofe of Peaches. 
The part ufed in Medicine is the 
kernel. We have two forts differ- 
ing only in tafte. 

a. Sweet Almonds; Amygdale 
dulces. ad “ha 

Thefe are of a foft, fweet, grate- 
ful tafte ; and are cooling, healing, 
and nutrimental. They are much 
prefcribed in’ Emulfions, in the 
common Practice, and are good in 
all diforders from choleric and acri- 
monious humours. They cool and 
cleanfe the Kidnies and urinary Paf- 


fages, and give eafe in cholic pains, 


and all irritations of the Bowels. 
The oil expreffed, which is fo well 
known, and fo frequently in ufe, _ 
is. a mighty fafe and good remedy 
in nephritic pains, and may be gi- 
ven in large quantities; for it not 
only blunts and obtunds the fharp | 
points which irritate the membranes, 
but alfo relaxes and ftretches the 


‘paflages, fo as very much to favour 


the expulfion of all fuch matter. 
Etmuller mentions a woman of his 
acquaintance, who could never drink 
wine without falling into a Dyfury, 
or making bloody Urine; which 
this oil infallibly cured, as often as 
it was taken. It is.alfo in mighty 
efteem amongit nurfes for Coftive- 
nefs and the Gripes in children, 
infomuch that many give’ a {mall 
quantity of it as foon as the child is 
born. Ir isfometimesus’d in Glyfters, 
but oils of a coarfer fort are fe- 

nérally 
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n:rally made to ferve fuch purpo- 
fes. : ; 
_ & Bitter Almonds;  Amygdale 
amare. 

Thefe are aperient, -deterfive, 
and diuretic; and therefore com- 


mended in obftru€tions of the Liver, ~ 


Spleen, Mefentery, and Womb. 
- "They are by fome faid to take off 
the effects of drunkennefs, and al- 
fo to expel wind. Bartholetus, in 
his treatife de Refpiratione, ¢ontri- 
ved an Elixir under that intention, 
in which thefe were the principal 
ingredient. 
now much in ufe to foften and de- 
terge the wax out of the Hars; and 
they are of very little account in the 
prefent Practice for any thing elfe, 
unlefs amongtt thofe artifis who have 
Jearned to make Black-Cherry-Wa- 
ter with them: for they give very 
much the fame relifh in, duftillation 
as the kernel of the Cherry-ftones. 
And forthe fame reafon we have 
them frequently in Ratifia, inftead 
ef the Apricock-kernels, being to 
be had much cheaper. 

14. Jujubss; Zizyphe or Fujz- 
ba. Fujube majores oblonge C. 


Thefe are an fta/ian fruit, pret- 
_ ty much of the fame virtues as the 
Fig, and therefore ufed in moft 
of the fame compofitions, for the 
like purpofes.. The Lacca or Gum 
Lac is the rofin of a kind of Fa- 
jus-tree, growing in Malabar. 

15. Sebeftens ; Myxa or Sebeften. 
Sebeffena domefticaC. B. 

Thefe are a fruit not much un- 
like the Damajcus Prunes, and are 
brought from Syria and Egypt. 
They are moderately cooling and 
emollient, and help to.cbtund the 
acrimony of the humours; there- 
fore they are recommended in tick- 
ling Defluxtons, Catarrhs, fharp- 
mefs of Urine, bilious Fevers, and

This is a fruit which ripens at 
the latter end of the Summer. They 
are very réugh and aftringent, eat- — 
en raw. They mightily cool and — 
ftrengthen the Stomach, remove 
naufeoufnefs, and ftop Fluxes of the 
Belly. For thefe purpofes they are 
much in ufe, efpecially.their juice 
made into a fyrup, which is both 
very pleafant, and agreeably aftring- 
ing. The juice will keep a whole 
year very good, with oil- upon it, 
inthe manner that wine is kept in 
casks: and it is much better to pre- 
ferve it fo, and make the fyrup of- 
ten; for all aftringents rot or mel- 
low by lying long in compofition 
with fugar, fo as to lofe in a great 
meafure their efficacy. ‘Thecom- 
pound fyrup of Mint is much the 
better for what it receives from this ‘ 
juice. Etmuller after his ufual way. 
of talking, afcribes the aftringency 


of this fruit to an acid auftere fale 


with which it abounds. Some of 
the ancients accounted it an anti- 
dote for fome particular poifonous 
qualities in Hellebore. ‘The feeds, 
bruifed well with an aqueous li- 
quor; afford a good mucilage, which 
is excellent in fome forenefles of 
the Mouth. 5 
18. The Service-Treé or Sorb; 
Sorbus. Sorbus fativa C. B. 
Services are cultivated in the gar- 
dens. They are much of the fame 


‘kind as Medlars, and as little known 


in Medicine; tho’. as much valued 
in diet for the fame qualities: 
= ‘ 19. The 
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* 19. The Apple-Tree ; Ma/us. 
__ That which is properly fo called 
is the Malus hortenfis Raii. Thefe 
generally agree in the common pro- 
perty of cooling and affuaging thirft; 
tho’ they fomewhat differ in degree, 
as they are more or lefs acid or au- 
ftere. Thofe are moft wholefome, 
which moft abound with this laft 
property ; becaufe that maintains 
the due tenfity of the fibres, and 
prevents their corrupting with the 
animal juices. Thefe make a very 
good part of our food in the Sum- 
mer-time when the heat. evaporates 
fo much of the animal moifture, as 
would be infupportable to the con- 
flitution,- were it not frequently 
refrefhed with the grateful fenfations 
which {uch coolers produce. 
_ b The Crab; Malus fyloeftris.

. ‘Thefe are fo extremely four, and 
‘reftringent upon the palate, as not 
‘to be eaten raw; they are there-

It’s different parts are differently 
‘denominated, as the flowers Cytizi, 
~and the peel Me/icorium. This is 
a delightful fruit, not much dif- 
fering in it’s medicinal virtues from 
»Quinces. The juice is prefcribed 
in weaknefles of the Stomach and 
*Bowels, and removes naufeou{nefs, 
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vomitings, and fluxes: it is reckon 
ed alfo a good. cooler in fome inflam- 
matory Fevers ; it’s ufe in the Shops 
is chiefly in the fyrup of Mint, 
The peel is reckoned much more a- 
ftringent than the juice. It is there- : 
fore much ordered in decoétions a- 
gainft Gonorrhza’s, and Fluxes, and 
often in aftringent Glyfters;. tho’ 
it’s fhare in the Shop-Compofitions 
is but little. 

6. Balauttines; Ba/auffia. 

Thefe are the flowers of the Mz- 
lus Punica fylveftris, as the Cytini 
are of the Malus Punica fativa. 
They are very rough upon the par 
late, and much aftringing; and are 
therefore ufed in many compofiti« 
ons of that intention. They are 
very ferviceable in Diarrhzas, and 
for fuch cafes are frequently ufed ia 
ftrengthening Glyfters. 

21. The Rofe or Briar; Rofa. 

There are four forts. 

a. Red Rofes; Rofe rubra. 

Thefe blow in May and Funes 
They are fufficiently “known to all 
perfons. What are ufed in the: 
Shops, unlefs for the diftill’d water, 
and the Me/ Rofarum, are the buds 
before they quite blow; becaufe 
then they are much rougher, and 
more aftringent. The conferve 
made of them is defervedly in great 
elteem ; but the common notion of 
it’s being the better for age, is an 
error: for their aftringency, which | 
arifes from the folidity and afperity 
of their component parts, by. long 
lying in the Sugar, which mellows 
and foftens them, very much decays. 
They are good in almoft all diftem- 
pers of the Lungs, and particularly 
in Defluxions of Rheum, and {pit- 
ting of Blood. A very ftrong tins 
€ture of them greatly helps the effi- 
cacy of the Bark inintermitting cafes, 
and is an excellent pleafant julep. 
The conferve'is judged ufeful in 

i inflame 
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inflammations of the Eyes, apply’d 
otltwardly: and the leaves fteep’d in 
Vinegar are accounted good for the 
Head-ach, being apply’d to the 
Temples. ? 

6. White Rofes; Rofe albe. 

Thefe are a little aftringent. 

¢. Damask Rofes; Rofe Damaf- 
cing. 

They blow in May and Fane, and 
are much ufed both in the’ Shops 
and amongft the common people, 
who are well enough acquainted 
with them asa Purge. ‘They work 
gently fo as to be fafe to infants m 
a proper dofe, but it may be increaf- 
ed fo as to make it very ruffling and 
ftrong. From half a dram to two 
drams of the leaves well dry’d, is 
the ufual quantity in infufion ; and 
of the fyrup made of them in the 
Shops, from two drams to two 
ounces.. In making this laft, the 
infufion of them when dry, is much 
better than the expreffed juice ; for 
in the remainder, tho’ preffed ever 
fo hard, there is a great deal of the 
purgative quality, which infufion 
would draw out, left behind. ‘The 
diftill’d water therefore which is 
made from them and is a good cor- 
dial, fhould be made by the hot 
Still ; and the ftrain’d liquor of what 
remains will have ali the purgative 
quality, which may be convenient- 
Jy made ina fyrup. 

d. Wild Rofe, Dog Rofe, or 
Hep; Rofacanina. Cynorrhidon or 
Cynosbatos-ti. tat 

The fruits or Heps are ufed only 
in a-conierve in the Shops, which 
_is.overy frequently prefcribed in 
cozfumptive cafes, and diltempers 
of the Breafts particularly. It is 
-alfo found good in Coughs, from 
tickling defluxions of rheum, This 
fruit ftands greatly recommended 
in many authors for a wonderful 
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lithontriptic 3 but ’tis now little ufed 

in any fuch intentions. =~

. Thefe are by all known to be.a 


grateful cooling fruit, and very 
wholefome, if eat in moderation. 
There is a great deal of difference 
between what they are when green, 
at which time they are ufed for ba- 
king, &¢. and when ripe enough to 
eat as they come from the tree: 
the former are much more acid, 
cooling and aftringent; and ‘the 
later more inclining to. vifcidity, 


likelier to produce diforders, and 


what the common people call Sur- 
feits.. ‘There is-a fine pleafant Wine 
which many make of. this. fruit, 
little inferior to fome foreign Wines. 
23. Currants; Rises or Ribefia. 
Thefe are of many forts, but the 
réd and white only are in ufe, un- 
lefs for fome very fingular purpofes. 
For the black, and chiefly the 
leaves upon firft coming out, are 
ufed by fome to flavour Exglifo 
Spirit, and counterfeit French Bran- 
dy. ‘The red and white are very 
agreeably acid, and accounted as: — 
wholefome fruit as any we have 
of Our own growth. They greatly 
affuage drought, cool and fortify 
the Stomach, arid help digeftion. 
They may indeed be eat in toa 
great quantities, otherwife no harm 
can be receiv’d from them.

_ 27. The Tamarisk ; Tamari/cus. 
Yamarix altera, folio tenuiore, five 
Galiicat. Bo 

It grows in France, and chiefly 
about Narbom. It is plentiful like- 
wife on the Rhine and Daxube. 
Schroder fays, the bark attenuates, 
opens, and abftérges; is hepatic, 
diuretic, and {plenétic: and good 
againft all difeafes from black Choler, 
and over-flowings of Serum ; in cu- 
taneous eruptions, the Itch, Black 
Jaundice, and the Whites in wo- 
men, But many commend it in hy- 
pochondriacal affections. Etmuller 
equals it even to Saflafras, in it’s 
efficacy againft defluxions of Rheums 
and Catarrhs; and fays there is not 
a better remedy in thofe eafes than 
the bark boil’d in Mint-Water. 
Altho’ it is in fome few of the of- 
ficinal compofitions, yet it rarely is 
met with in common Prefcription ; 


and the confumption ofit is fo {mall 


that it is not frequent in the Shops, 
unlefs very ftale, and then good 
for little. Jt is now of no ufe out- 
wardly. ; | 
28. Mytobalans; Myrobalini. 
‘Phefe are a kind of dry foreign 
Plumbs, They, were not known 
to the Greek Phyficians, but are

The mighty Nephritic Water, fo 
much in the good opinion of the 
late Dr Radcliffe, was made only 
from the flowers of this plant, which 
blow in May.

I. HE Fig-Tree; Ficus. Fi-

Figs are deterfive and vulnerary; 
they are therefore in many Prefcrip, 
tions for diftempers of the Lungs 
and Breafts, and are an ufeful ingre- 
dient in peétoral decoctions, be- 
caufe they very much promote ex- 
4 pectoration 5 
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pectoration ; and are therefore good 
in all humorous Afthmas, and dif- 
ficulty of breathing. They are al- 
fo reckoned to be diuretic, and to 
cleanfe the urinary paflages of Gra- 
vel and fandy Concretions. S¢hro- 
der fays, they were much iu efteem 
amongtft the women in his country, 
for forwarding delivery. They 
have with fome been in great re- 
pute fer fuppurating and cleanfing 
peftilential Buboes: and they are 
now much in practice amongit our 
Surgeons in their Cataplafms of the 
like intention, into which form they 
are very eafily reduced. Some like- 
wife ufe them, being only toafted 
- by the fire, for Impofthumations 
in the: Ears and Gums, with fuc- 
cefs. : 

-2. The Benjamin-Tree; Benzo- 
in, Benxoinum or Afa dulcis. Bel- 
xoinum Ofic.C. B. 

This has three flowers growing 
out of one ca/ix. The trunk is 
pretty thick, and yields the rofin or 
gum, which is called Benzoin. The 
gum which is beft, is almoft white, 
having lumps in it like’ Almonds ; 
for which reafon it is called Amyg- 
daloides, in diftin@tion from other 
forts not fo good, and darker co- 
loured.. It is.a wonderful pectoral, 
and very effectual againft Catarrhs, 
Coughs, and Afthmas.. It has place 
alfo amongit cephalics, confifting of 
very aromatic volatile parts. It will 
not diffolve but in a fpirituous 
Menftruum, and in Spirit of Wine 
it makes a tincture, very much com- 
mended in taking Freckles from the 
Skin. It enters the compofition of 
fome plafters, as a difcutient and 
a ftrengthener. | . 

3. Camphire ; Camphira or Ca- 
phara. 

This is a tree with a fruit like an 
Oak, and a leaf like a Laurel. What 
comes into the Shaps, ynder the 
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name of Camphire is a pellucid refin, 
which does not flow from the tree, ' 
but is obtained out of it’s wood, \ 
by a particular way of fublimation ; 
it is brought into Europe chiefly’ 
from the ifland of Borneo in the 
Eaft-Indies. Ut is extremely vola-’ 
tile; and Zachenius, with fome o-' 
thers, will have it to bea pure na- 
tural Sal Volatile Oleofum. It is, 
the moft efficacious diaphoretic that | 
is known in Medicine, it’s great 
fubtilty diffufing it thro’ the very 
fubitance of the parts, as foon al-' 
moft as the warmth of- the Stomach | 
fets it in motion. In all Fevers 
therefore, when a Diaphorefis is 
to be encouraged, nothing will. 
fooner raife one ; but it’s great heat 
requires plentiful diluting with {mall 
liquors. ‘It’s {mell indeed is fo pe- 
netrating and particular, that it is 
not to be difguifed in any form. In 
reducing it to powder, the mortar 
mutt be firft rubb’d with a little oil, 
elfe it will not divide. It very rea- 
dily diffolves in rectifying {pirit, 
but it will again part from it, and 
appear like a curd, if that be low- 
ered with any aqueous mixture. 
This has been in great efteem with 
pra authors of the beft note 
eretofore, in all kinds of Fevers, 
Malignities, and epidemical Conta- 
gions; and we fhall hardly meet 
with any compofitions for thofe in- 
tentions in Sennertus, Riverius, or 
Etmuller, without this as a princi- 
pal ingredient: how it comes to be 
fo little in the prefent Practice, is © 
fomewhat ftrange; for it is as fafe 
as efficacious. But to thofe who 


appear moft acquainted with this 


drug, there is one quality which 
feems but little known; and that 


is, that in Deéiria, where Opiates 


fail of procuring fleep, and often- 
times aggravate the fymptoms, ‘this 
will frequently fucceed; and as it 

helps 


” 
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helps forward a breathing thro” the 


pores by it’s warmth, it does alfo 


contribute to the fame good end, 


_ by relaxing the tenfity of the fibres 


with reft. \ It has been much deba- 
ted, whether this be really hot or 
cold; it’s fenfe upon the palate, at 
firft taking, perfuading the former; 
and it’s ufefulnefs in allaying in- 
flammations, encouraging the later 
opinion. If by warmth is under- 
itood fuch a fubtilty of parts, as dif- 
pofes them intobrisk motion, and 
to agitate what is about them; this 
has all the title to be fo, of any 
thing which is not actual fire. “And 
for it’s allaying inflammations, that 
may be done by the fubtilty of it’s 
parts, dividing and difcuffing fo far 
the obftruéted humours, that they 
either perfpire, or are taken up again 
into circulation by the refluent 
blood: for this Spirit of Wine, and 
many things allowed by all to be 
hot, will do, by the fame means. 
It has alfo been much contefted, 
whether this is prejudicial to Ge- 
neration, by it’s abating all defires 
of Venery, and procuring barren- 
nefs: but as the authors themfelves 
are divided upon this point fo much, 
fome of them affirming that. the 
countries where it abounds, and is 
much ufed, produce almoft child- 


lefs inhabitants; and others, that 


they are the moft fruitful; we 
fhall refer the decifion of this point to 
thofe who have more leifure and cu- 
riofity for fuch inquiries. It’s dofe 
is from three to eight or ten grains. 
_ 4. The. Cajou or Caffu- Tree ; 
Anacardium Occidentale.  Anacar- 
dit alia fpecies C. B. Cajous F. B.

It grows in the Eaf-Indies. Itis 
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a flat fruit, fhaped like the heart. 
of a little bird, blackifh and fhin- 
ing, inclofing a whitifh kernel, of. 
a {weetifh tafte, under a double 
rind. It is efteemed a cephalic,. 
but is hardly ever met with in Pre- 
{cription. | . 

6. Wood of Aloess Lignum Alo?s 
Xyloaloe or Agallichum. Lignum 
Alves Offic. 9 Agallochum plerifque 
putatum F. B. , 
' This is by no means any part 
of the plant which affords us the 
concreted juice, known in the Shops, 
under the name of A/oes; but the 
wood of a tree in the Ea/f-Indies,, 
brought to us in {mall bits, of a very 
fragrant fcent. The belt is account- 
ed of a blackifh purple colour, and 
fo light, as to fwim upon water. 
It is hot and drying, and efteemed 
a great ftrengthener of the Nerves 
in general; but particularly of the 
Head and Stomach. Ang. Sala was 
a great admirer of this wood, and 
made-an extraét from it with Spirit 
of Wine, which is wonderfully coms 
mended. nf 

7, Afa feetida. ys hs: eee 

The plant, which produces this, 
is unknown. © It is a refinous {fub- 
ftance, of a’ brownifh colour with- 
out, and white within, of a ftrong 
{mell, not much unlike Garlick. 
It is of known efficacy in fome 
uterine emotions: but it’s extreme 
offenfivenefs makes it the lefs uled, 
no form whatfoever being able to 
conceal it; however, with other 
gums it is adminifter’d in pills a- 
gainit hyfteric fits. 

8. Snake-root; Serpentaria nigra 
or Virginiana, <Afarum Virginia- 
num, ov Colubrina Virginiana. 

It is faid by fome to be a kind 
of Afarum, and by others to be an 
Ariftolochia. It is brought from 
Virginia. It is very hot and pun- 
gent, both in fmell and tafte. The

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prefent expemporaneous Practice 
juftifies it to be a powerful alext-) 
pharmic, and hardly ever omits it 
in moft kinds of Fevers, efpecially:

It’s heat is fo managed, that where.

quires. tobe well diluted with’ {mall 
liquors; and fo managed, it feldom. 
fails to raife a Diaphorefis. It’s

This'is the bark of a tree grow- 
ing in Famaica. It is rolled up in- 
to tubes, cleared from the outer 
rind, white both within and with- 
out, thicker than Cinnamon, of a 
' Warm aromatic taite, and fragrant 
fmell. It is ufually fold under the 
name of Cortex Winteranus. . 

19. Caranna. | 

This is a hard, brittle, refinous 
gum, brought from fome part of 
the Weft-Indies, as Carthagena and 
New Spain. It is of an aromatic 
flavour, and has been prefcribed as 
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a cephalic. But itis tow very little 
given inwardly, it’s ufe being chiefly 
external. : '

This is a thin bark, rolled.up inta 
tubes, cleared from the’ outer, skin, 
of a yellowith red, or ruft colour, 
of a warm, pungent, {weetifh aro- 
matic tafte, and moft fragrant {mell, 
The beit is brought from Zez/om, an, 
ifland in the Eaf-Indies. It is by 
fome’ confounded with the Cafia — 
lignea, but'it is of a much moré as 
romatic * flavour and. tafte, and ig 
rough upon the palate, whereas the 
ether is quite flimy. © This is. not 
only an admirable aftringent, anda 
great ftrengthener of the Stomach 
and Bowels, but alfo a good cepha- 
lic. There are no kind of. defluxi. 
ons. or: weakneffes, but what it is 
of fervice in: It affords an oil which 
will fink in water, and is of great 
efteem, and much prefcribed in ex: 
temporaneous Practice. But it’s 
dearnefs fubjeéts it very much to 
adulteration, which is generally 
done.with a mixture of Oil of Cloves 
or Clove-Bark, which are alfo {pes 
cifically heavier than water,. for 
otherwife the cheat would eafily be 
difcovered. The beft way to know 
it’s goodnefs, is by diluting it ; 
which may be done by dropping it 
upon Sugar, and then diflolving 
it in {mall fpirit. For before it. ts 
fo managed, it’s extraordinary heat 
upon the Tongue will not {uffer 
one to difcern it’s true tafte; bue 


when it is thus diluted, it eafily dii-

23. Indian Berry ; Cocciilas In 
dus.

They are recommended for a 


flroying fuch vermine, as are apt to 
breed in uncleanly people. Riveri- 
zs prefcribes them in a Cataplaim, 
againft the Gout. Some Poachers 
have learnt a trick of making thefe 
up into pafte to intoxicate Fifh with, 
fo that they may be taken out of 
the water .with one’s hand. And

It is not much ufed in 
Shop-Compofitions, nor mentioned 
by this.name, efpecially in any Dif- 
penfatory-Writers. It has a flavour 
not greatly unlike Lemon-peel, is 
fubtile and penetrating, foon fen- 
fible to the Nerves, and as many other 
aromatics, it is frequently met with

: This gentleman obferv’d. before, 
that water would not diffolve it, but 
only made it flow into a milky fub- 
ftance. of a»yellow colour, ‘which 
foon precipitated, and left. the jwa- 
ter cleat above ;it.. ‘This -refidence 
dry’d, .differ’'d in nothing from the 
gum, only was more’pure..- By caft:

-It is the root of an unknown 
plant, and is of that kind offcathar- 
tics, which exert not themfelves but 
in the {malleft paflages, and therefore 
are flow in operation, altho’ of 
great confequences in their effects. 
‘The Auguftan Difpenfatory has a 
compound pill with it’s name from 
it; and it is a principal ingredient 
in the Pulvis Arthriticus Turueri, 
as likewife in fome recipts of the 
ExtraGum Rudii, and other offi- 
cinal compofitions of the like inten- 
tion. 

34. Ipecacuanha. 

We are obliged to the learned Dr 
Douglaft, for the molt accurate ac- 
count of this ufeful drug, printed 
in the Philofophical Tranfaétions, 
No. 410. ~. 152. Fhe firft general 
divifion of thefe roots muft be, fays 
‘the Doétor, into true” and! falfe ; 
and each of thefe may ‘be ‘again 
fubdivided into feveral ‘fpecies, the 
diftinétive note of which*is taken 
principally from their colour. Of 
the true Ipecacuanha I have four 
kinds; black, brown, ‘grey, and 
white, but I cannot pretend to de- 
termine whether they belong to dif 
ferent plants, or are Only variéties 
of the fame plant owing to the foil 
in which they grow; as is’ affirmed 
by our worthy and learned Prefi- 
‘dent Sir Hans Sloane, Bart. and as 
thefe roots are nevér imported to 
‘us entire, it is impoflible to give 
any certain defcription of them in 
that ftate. However by comparing 
the feveral dried pieces as we have 
them, we may very probably con- 
jecture that a fhore radical trunk 
defcends from a cay/is, and is after- 
wards divided into feveral large 
‘branches, and thefe again into fimal- 
ler ones, in different feries, with 
minute filaments or fdrille going 
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out from them. Each piece is made’ 
up of two general parts, an outer 
or cortical,’ and an inner or fibrous, 
which like a white nerve, or fmooth 
compact fafciculus of woody fila- 
ments, runs thro’ the center or axis 
of the roots, and perhaps enclofes 
within it a {mall medulla or pith, 
which however is’ hardly difcern- 
able by the naked eye. The cor- 
tical part is corrugated by two forts 
of wrinkles, one fuperficial, confift- 
ing either in circular rings. or little 
knots which do not go quite round ; 
the other penetrating into it’s fub- 
ftance, being deep incifures’ of fif- 
fures reaching all the way to the 
nerve.

with fome pieces above nine inches, — 


many above fix, but the  greateft 
number-are {till fhorter. We find 
them bent, wreathed, and contort- 
ed into all manner of figures; and 
indeed . few pieces are’ altogether 
ftraight for any confiderable length. 
What has been hitherto faid, agrees 
to all the’ true Jpecacuanba roots, 
but feveral other things are {till ta 
be taken notice of, in which they 


“differ. The black fort is the fmalleft 


of the ‘four, very hard, and the 
fiffures wide and numerous. -“The 
outward colour of the cortex is not 


‘equally black in all the pieces of 


this kind, and it’s inner fubftance, 


‘as well as the nerve, is moftly white, 


tho’not always in the fame degrees. 
The brown fort is larger than the 


black, the fiffures at larger diftances, 


the inner fubftance of the cortex 
darker, and the external colour has 
feveral degrees of rednefs in the 
feveral pieces. The third or grey 
fort is fometimes found of a darker, 


-fometimes of a lighter colour, and 


the inner fubitance of the cortex is 


brown ftreaked with white. . It is 


much 
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much longer than the black fort, ma- 
ny pieces being above a quarter of an 
inch in diameter, but the nerve is 
fmaller in proportion to the cortical 
part. I have met with few pieces 
of this fpecies above five inches in 
length; but, as I obferved already, 
nothing can beconcluded from thence 
ato the length of the whole roots. 
The fiffures are here ftill fewer thin 


in the brown fort, and in fome’ 


pieces fearce any are to be met with. 
The fuperficial corrugations are vari- 
ous in different roots, fome being al- 
moft wholly fmooth, and in others 
the wrinkles rather longitudinal than 
circular. The white kind, as far as 
Ican judge by the {mall fample 
which I have of it, is of very dif- 
ferent fizes, fome pieces of it being 
larger than any of the grey fort, and 
the reft much lefs. The whitifh co- 
lour of the cortex is mixt with a 
yellowiih caft, and the nervous part 
is very large in proportion to the 
reft. Very few fiffures are to be ob- 
ferved therein, and hardly any reach 
fo deep as the nerve. 
corrugationsare likewife very fhallow, 
and moft of them. longitudinal; but 
it feems tobe more knotty than the 
other kinds, and thefe knots I take 
to be owing chiefly to the fibrille 
which go out from the larger branch- 
es of the roots. The Loci Nata/es, 
or true places of growth of thefe difs 
ferent fpecies of Jpecacuanha have 
not as yet been fully fettled. “The 
black fort is hitherto known to come 
_ only from Brazi/, whence we get 
it by the way of Lisbon, and fome 
of our Druggifts for that reafon di- 
_ ftinguith it by the name of the Bra- 
| wil Root. About the brown fort, 
Yam informed by Dr fames Houfton, 
who refided for feveral years-in Nez 
Spain, that it grows plentifully at 
fome diflance from the city of Car- 
Fagena, im the kingdom of New 


The other 
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Granada; from whence it is fre- 
quently fent in feroons of skins, con- 
taining 100 weight, to Famaica, 
and fo to England; where it is cer- 
tain we have had it of late years 
in great abundance. The grey /pe- 
cacuanba is with us preferred to alt 
the reft, and by far the moft gene- 
rally ufed when it can be had. It 
is faid by authors to grow in Pera, 
from whehce we get it by the way 
of Spain, it being brought from Pe- 
ru to Porto Bello, and from thence 
into Europe, by the Spanifh Gals 
leons. Some parcels thereof are 
likewife probably fent from Porto 
Bello to Famaica; for we are cer- 
tain that it has fometimes been im- 
ported hither from that ifland. By 
fome fpecimens that were brought 
me by Mr Lightbody, an ingenious 
Surgeon from St Thome, a Portu- 
guefe ifland under the Equincétial, 
whither they were fent direétly from 
Brazil, it is evident that this fpe- 
cies is likewife a native of that 
country, and therefore muft either 
have been included by Pifo under © 
one of the two fpecies mentioned 
by him, or elfe difcovered fince his 
time. According to father La Bat, 
in his late voyage to the iflands of: 
America, this fpecies grows alfa 
plentifully in Martinico, where for 
many years paft it has been ufed by 
the inhabitants. The white fort, 
called by the Portuguefe, Ipecacu- 
anha blancha, is {aid by Pifo to grow 
in Brazi/, and if we may believe’ 
father Le Bat, it is likewife found 
in Martinico. Thefe are the four 
kinds of true Ipecacuanha which 
have hitherto come to my know- 
ledge; but I have met with two o- 
ther roots, to which that name has 
been falfely afcribed, which from 
their outward colour I fhall calf 
white and reddifh brown. ‘The 
white fort agrees pretty much both 
1 
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in colour and furface,with the true 
white, but it is not near fo knotty. 
It is likewife confiderably. larger in 
fize, ftraighter and fofter to the 
touch. The brown fort is of a deep- 
er colour than the true brown, and 
many pieces thereof have fome mix- 
ture of red (from whence it has been 
fometimes called red Ipecacuanha) 
and. the inner fubftance of the cor- 
tex inclines to a reddifh yellow. 
The pieces thereof are much longer 
than any of the former forts, fome 
of them meafuring fixteen inches, 
and they are of a fize between the 
black and grey. The fiffures are 
at greater diitances from one ano- 
ther than in the true brown, and 
the {paces between them much 
{moother. , In a word, tho’ this 
root when mixed with the true 
brown, to which it bears the great- 
eft refemblance, may eafily be con- 
founded therewith; yet when they 
are attentively compared, their whole 
appearance fufficiently diftinguifhes 
them. Both thefe falfe kinds were 
brought me from Maryland in 1725, 
by one M. Seymour a Surgeon, who 
informed mé that they grew there 
in great plenty, being called Ipeca- 
cuanba by the inhabitants, and ufed 
as a vomit by thofe of the inferi- 
our rank. I have fince that time 
received a fample of the brown 
fort, taken from a parcel which lay 
in the Cuftom-houfe, above twelve 
years ago, and called by the name 
of wild Ipecacuanba. ‘The foremen- 
tioned illuftrious Sir Hans Sloane did 
me the honour to inform, me that 
this falfe brown kind was the fame 
that was formerly fent. to him from 
Virginia for the true Ipecacuanba, 
and which he afterwards difcovered 
to be the root of a poifonous Apo- 
cynum defcribed by him in his 
Natural Hiftory of Famaica, in 
which ifland it is very common, 


} 
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and likewife in New Spain, as ap- 
peared to. him by the fpecimens. 
fent him by his correfpondent Dr 
Burnet. dal hg 
The root of this plant (fays Sir 
Hans Sloane) was fent many years 
ago to me from Virginia, for the 
root of Jpecacuanha in order to get. 
it fold, anda commerce eftablifhed 
for it;. but obferving that it was not 
right [pecacuanha, 1 excufed myfelf 
from difpofing of it, as not knowing 
what mifchief might enfue from the 
ufe of an unknown root. Some 
years fince,. Dr Burnet, who was 
fent over by the South-Sea Com- 
pany to take care of their Factory at 
Porto Bell, or Puerto Belo, and who 
is well underftood in natural leatn- 
ing, at'my defire fent me over fome 
natural productions of that country, 
with. the ufes of them, and the 
draughts or defigns of others taken 
by black-lead. Amongft thefe, moft 
of which grow in Famaica, and are 
taken notice of in this Hiftory, was 
the draught of the abovenamed4- 
pocynum, and an account that the 
Spaniards and inhabitants about that 
place, took the root of this for that 
of the true Jpecacuanka.. Somé time 
after, Mr Barham wrote me the 
account of this from Famaica above~ 
mentioned. Thefe accounts which 
I had by degrees, made me very 
careful in prefcribing that root for 
feveral years, that unlefs the patients 
earneftly defired it, as being their 
cuftomary vomit, or their difeafe 
required it more particularly than 
another vomit, I prefcribed it with 
a little doubt and reluctancy, leaft. 
this bad kind fhould be givens When 
I was certain, by the feveral circum- 
flances abovementioned, I defired 
the Cenfors of the College of Phyfi- 
cians, and the Wardens of the Com- 
pany of Apothecaries, when they 
were going upon their Search, 9 
tax¢

take particular care of this Drug,, fo 
much in ufe and adulterated in fo 
dangerous amanner. I at the fame 
time fhewed them the difference be- 
tween the true Jpecacuanha roots, 
and thofe which refemble them ve- 
ry much and are fo likely to do mi- 
{chief, as may appear to any body 
who will be at the trouble to com- 
pare Pifo and Maregraves's defcrip- 
tion of that plant, which is only 
known yet to come from Brazi/, 
and that of thefe Apocynums in my 
Catalogue and Hiltory, of which I 
Shewed them the famples or {peci- 
mens, agreeing with the draught 
from Porto Bell, which I likewife 
- fhew’dthem. I alfo had the falfe, and 
- true roots, which I likewiie com- 
' pared before them, whereby it ap- 
peared, that the true had, a. grey 
bark, tho’ it varies fomething from 
the foil in which it grows, many 
rings and wrinkles, or corrugations 
going round a firing, nerve, or pith 
in the middle, and that there were 
feveral fiflures or cracks of the out- 
ward bark quite to the nerve; 
‘and that the meaty parts of the bark 
and nerve were whitifh. In the 
‘root of Apocynum or falfe, the co- 
Jour is dark, .browner, or of a yel- 
Jowifh caft, the fiffures, wrinkles, 
or corrugations fewer, and the bark 
of the root fmoother. Both thefe 


roots are frequently fo crooked and © 


turned as to make acute angles one 
part of the root with the other. 
Upon this oceafion notice was alfo 
given to the Mafter and Wardens of 
the Company of Apothecaries by let- 
ters,and to the Cenfors, that in their 
public and private fearches they 
would take care to condemn and 
deftroy fuch a dangerous root, by 
which I hope the mifchiefs of in- 
flammations in the Stomach, Guts, 
é¥¢. which I think I have endea- 
voured in vain to remedy, after what 
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I vehemently fufpe&t giving of this — 


root for the true, have been prevent: 


This Root is but lately receiv’d in 
Medicine. -The French, fince their 
knowledge of it, feem to. have been 
much more diligent in learning it’s 
virtues than ourfelves: Monf. Hom- 
berg, a Chymift,. and Monf. Bolduc, 
an Apothecary, have both made 
analytical enquiries into it’s texture. 
Tt will be worth the Reader’s while 
to be inform’d of what the latter fays 
of it, in the Memoirs of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences for 1700. He ° 
takes it for granted, that all allow.it 
to bea divine remedy in Diarrhezas 
and Dyfenteries; and that it is at 
the fame time emetic, cathartic, 
and aftringent.. He leaves to Bo- 
tanifts the defcription of the plant, 
of which it is the root; and con- 
tents himfelf to obferve, that there 
are two forts of it, the one grey, 
the other brown, inclining to black 
on the outfide, The grey is more | 
violent in it’s operation, tho’ the o- 
ther is more certain; as he learned 


from his own experience, as well as 


the report of others. But the gen- 
tlenefs of the grey has made it-of 
more generai ufe. He adds,. that 
of late we have another fort brought 
over, which is white, and unlike 
the others, .and which is given to 
pregnant women and infants, by 
reafon of it’s mildnefs. He confines 
himfelf for that time to the exami- 
nation only of the grey, referring 
the reft to fome other opportunity. 
And this he does both by Ditil-. 
lation with a Retort, and Extyaction 
with fuch different diffolyents as are 
proper and convenient. By Diitil- 
lation he drew of a phlegm, an 
acid {pirit, and a little oil ; and from | 
the black mafs that was left at the 
bottom of the retort, he was able 
to get but a very little fix’d falt, by 
a violent 
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| a violent fire. -It was not found 
worth while to take further notice 
of this analyfis; believing the other 
way, by Extraction, to afford more 
light into the nature of this root. 
The Extraction was begun with ve- 
ry well rectify’d Spirit of Wine, by 
which was drawn off it’s Sulphur or 
refinous part, ten drams from eight 
ounces of the root. The remain- 
der thus depriv’d of it’s refinous 
parts, and well dry’d, weigh’d fix 
ounces. From this he again drew 
with diftill’d Rain-water, two oun- 
ces of an Extract as folid as the for- 
mer, which contained nothing be- 
fides the faline particles, accompa- 
ny’d with fome terreftrial ones, 
which were infeparable from the 
‘others. ‘This laft was but of a lax 
confiftefice, becaufe all the refinous 
parts were feparated by the preceed- 
ing operation. The remainder or 
caput mortuum, thus depriv’d both 
of it’s .refinous and faline parts, 
weigh’d but four ounces. Monf. 
Bolduc believ’d this double Ex- 
traction to be ufeful, viz. One by 
the Spirit of Wine, the other by 
the water: being perfuaded that the 
virtue of the root did not refide 
alone in the refin, but likewife in 
the faline parts, on which the Spirit 
of Wine did not aét, and whereof 
the water is the only proper difiol- 
vent. It hence appears, that the 
Toot contains much more faline 
parts than refinous, independent on 
the terreftrial ones. Whence it is 
inferr'd, that without the help of 
the Spirit of Wine, both it’s faline 
and refinous ‘parts might be drawn 
‘with water alone; fince the faline 
‘more abound in it than the refinous 
parts, the former would attenuate, 
draw off, refolve, and attraét the 
Jatter, infomuch that they would 
become‘one body, 7. ¢. make a mafs 
eompos’d of the faline and refinous 
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parts. This is conformable to ex- 
perience, fince it is the known pro- 
perty of falts to diffolve the: ful- 
phurs; which is confirm’d by trials 
made on purpofe. For with Rain: 
water alone, and the fame quantity 
of root, Monf: Bolduc drew three 
ounces and an half of an Extract, as 
folid, and confiftent,.and united in — 
it’s parts, as the former: and from 
the remainder, which when well 
dry’d, weigh’d five ounces, and 
whereof the water could extraét no 
more, he could draw with Spirit of 
Wine but a dram of fomewhat like 
refin. piiact 

In another Differtation publith’d 
in the fame year, Monf. Bolduc gives — 
his obfervations on the brown Jpe- 
cacuanba. By Diftillation, he re- 
marks, that it yielded. lefs oil than 
the grey; and that the laft portion 
of fpirit which comes away with it’s 
oil upon the greateft violence of fire, 
altho’ confiderably acid, appeared to 
him to have more volatile parts, 
than the fame portion of {pirit in 
the former. He fays, that by trial 
with Salt of Tartar, the particles of 
the brown efcaped with the greater 


~brisknefs, and ftruck the fenfe of | 


{melling more powerfully. Hence 
he concluded beforehand, that as 
the brown contains lefs oily parts 
than the grey, fo it contains fewer 
refinous ; and in the fecond place, 
that this laft portion of fpirit 
feems to contain more volatile 
parts; which is the reafon that it 
is more violent in it’s effects. This 
obfervation may countenance the 
opinion of fuch as believe the pur- 
gative virtues of medicines to be 
exalted by means of a certain vola- 
tile falt; and that they are mote or 
lefs volatile, in proportion to the. 
quantity of volatile Salt contain’d in

The remainder of the grey, after 


it had been thus deprived of it’s 


refinous parts by the Spirit of 
Wine, and of it’s faline ones by 


the water, weighed four ounces, 


but that of the brown weigh’d near 


fix ounces; which fhews that the 


active principles abound more in 
the grey than in the brown: which 
is farther confirm’d by the follow- 
ing way of extra¢tion. In the former 
he began with the Spirit of Wine, 
and then ufed water; but here he 
‘extracted firft with water, and after- 
wards with Spirit of Wine; and

ed by means of Spirit of Wine, 
but twenty four grains of a refi- 
nous Extract; whereas the like 
quantity of grey afforded, by an a- 
queous Menffruum, three ounces 
and an half of Extraé@t, and it’s re- 
mainder by Spirit of Wine, thirty 
fix grains of a refinous Extract. 
Whence Monf. Bo/duc thinks it ealy 
to conclude, that the brown con- 
tains lefs of principal parts, and 
more of terreftrial ones than the 
grey. It is however certain, that 
the brown is more efficacious, 
which feems a fort of paradox : 
which is conjeétu- 


red to be, that ative Virtues ate 
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not to be*efteem’d'according to th® 
meafure or weight of their bo- 
dies. Thofe of le(s bulk have often 
more force and energy: Vis maxt- 
ma in minima Mole, is a maxim 
which holds good in many inftan- 
ces. It has been taken notice, — 
that the fpirits drawn lait from 
the brown were more Picquant, 
and ftruck the fenfes more briskly 
than thofe of the grey; why then 
may they not have the fame activity 
in our bodies, to irritate the interi- 
or parts, and agitate the humours 
more violently ? the Extraés of the 
brown are indeed lefs in quantity, 
but their virtues may be more con- 


centrated, and by confequence more. 


active. 

In the Memoirs for 1701, this 
fame Inguirer difcourfes farther on | 
the Ipecacuanha, and fays he has 
found means to deprive this root of 
it’s emetic quality. The difference 
that is between thisand other violent 
purgers, he fays, encouraged him in 
this fearch. The other violent ca- 
thartics, as Scammony and Colo- 
cinth, however prepared and corte- 
cted, leave too often fatal marks of 
their action ; but Ipecacuanha, tho 
it may appear very: brisk in it’s ope- 
ration, leaves generally behind it 
but an aftri€tion of the parts it had 
before opened and fatigued. He 
made a refinous Extra&t with Spirit 
of Wine, and then drew out the f- 
line parts with Rain-Water, and 
found by experience, that it’s vio- 
lence, as in moft other purgers, was 
owing to it’s refin. For the effeéts 
of the refin were more violent than 
the root itfelf; leaving little or no 
aftri€tion afterward; but the faline 
Extract was diuretic, purg’d gently 
without any or little naufeoufnefs 
dnd in fhort, had the {pecific quality 
of the root, that is, to cure Dyfente-

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.. Thus far we thought proper -to 
follow our French guide, whofe 
experiments give a good infight 
into the contexture and virtues of 
this root. 
€tice here makes any preparations 
of it little needed, it being moft 
_efteem’d and prefcrib’d in fubftance.

{cruples ; fome give a dram, but it 
will not fail to work in a lefs quan-

35. Snake-wood; Lignum Colu- 
brinum. 

This grows in the ifland of Cey- 
ton.

‘marked with grey fpots, covering 
a folid, heavy wood, of a warm and 
very bitter tafte and no fmell: you 
mutt. choofe that which is bitter, fo- 
lid and heavy. It is good for veno- 
mous bites, and to kill worms. 

36. Vomick Nuts; Nuces vomi-

Thefe are the feeds of a fort of 
Snake wood, growing in Malabar. 
They are round, flat, and of a grey 
colour. It is a violent. narcotic. 
It’s principal ufe is to do mifchief 
with, by killing a Dog or Cat. It 
has all the operations of a violent 
poifon. 

37- Nephritic-wood; Lignum ne- 
phriticum. 

The wood is hard, and colour’dal- 
moft like Saunders, but tinges water 
blue. It’s name denotes it’s virtues, 
tho’ itis but little ufed at prefent 
for-any fuch intention, of diflolving

Jon judge otherwife. The Staéte of 
the Antients was a kind of liquid 
Myrrh, which Pliny relates to have

Gerd; but Diofcorides affirms it to 
have been a folution, and expref- 
fion of the true Myrrh with wa- 
ter: which latter opinion is alfo 
fupported by Cordus. That which 
is moft clear, brittle, light, and 
fragrant of {mell, is beft.

- great ufe in Medicine, infomuch as 


to enter into compofitions almoft of 
all intentions. It is warm and bit- 
terifh, and upon that account found 
helpfal to the Stomach. It will fre- 
quently, by a prudent adminittrati- 
on, remove Agues. In malignant 
and peftilential Fevers, it has always 
been reckoned excellent; and in 


times of the Plague, people carry 
it, and chew it in their mouths to 
prevent infection. It is of manifeft 


_ fervice in ripening the Small-Pox, 
efpecially that fort where the Pu- 


ftules rife with a pellucid humour. 
di’s bitter tafte makes it difficult 
to give to children in fuch cafes, 
otherwife there is nothing more 
fafe and efficacious; as likewife in 
abating that Reftleffnefs which a- 
rifes from tickling Defluxions of 
rheum: And by the fame quality 
it is good in all €atarrhs. It’s pe- 
Culiar bitternefs makes it effeftual 
againft worms. And the E/ixir 
Proprietatis is much the better Me- 
dicine, for what it has of this in it’s 
compolition. 
koned, outwardly applied, a great 
Detergent, and therefore Rulandus 
Compounds it in many plafters, Our 
Own Surgeons moftly ufe it now 
in their dreflings, and have it in 
- Sreat efteem for keeping clean the 
Tendons and Periofivm, and many 
kinds of Ulcers, It is alfo an ex- 
cellent Dentifrice, and keeps the 
Gums from wafting and ftinking. 
But it’s moft celebrated virtues are 
‘what give. it a place in this Clafs, 
of being both a great Cleanfer and

It is likewife rec-: 
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vokes the Menjes, and forwards De- 
livery; and is indeed good in all 
hyfterical affeGions, adminiftered ei- 
ther in Pills, Bolus’s, or Tin@tures, it 
not conveniently agreeing with any 
other forms. The O/eum Myrrhe 
per deliquium is made by putting 
powder’d Myrrh in. the white of 
an hard egg, and fetting them ina 
moitt cellar, till the Myrrh diffolves, 
And indeed this is the only Men- 
firuum yet known, which will to- 
tally diflolve Myrrb. 

42. Spikenard; Nardus. 

We have two forts, the Ce/ticand _ 
the Indian. The former grows in 
Many parts of Europe; and Mr Ray 
fays, as it agrees in kind with the 
Valerian, fo it has the fame virtues. 


The latter comes to us from the 


Eaft-Indies, Alexandria, &c. cal’d 
by Breynerus, Gramen Cyperoides a- 
romaticum Indicum, and is much 
more valuable than the other. It 
is efteemed as an Alexipharmic, be- 
ing warm and fpicy, and helpful to 
promote {weating. Upon this ac- 
count it is an -ingredient‘in the Ca- 
pitals, and other Di/pen/atory Com- 
pofitions of the fame intention. It 
is likewife reckoned a goed Stoma- 
chic, a ftrengthener of the fibres, and 
a difpeller of wind and crude flatu- 
lencies. 

43. Water Caltrops; Triddlus a- 
guaticus. 4 

It grows in watery places, and 
flowers in Fune; but at prefent is 
an utter ftranger to Pharmacy, al- 
tho’ received into the new catalogue 
of the College. The fruits are call’d 
Nuces aquatice. 

44. Piftachia. 

This tree grows in the hot coun- 
tries. The fruits (Nuces Pifachia) 
are oblong, angular, of the bignefs 
ofa Filberd, wrinkled and ribbed, 
enclofing a greenifh kernel. They 
are fometimes prefcribed in Emul- 

2 fions, 
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fions, into which form they enter as 
the Sweet Almonds, and tafte very 
agreeably. They are accounted 


~ good in all diftempers of the Breaft, 


being both healing and balfamic. 


They are likewife very nourifhing, 


and reftorative in weakly conftitu- 
tions. | hes 

45. Male Frankincenfe ;. O/iba- 
num or Thus mafeé lum 

This is a Gum not greatly unlike 
Mattich, but not fo white or brittle. 
It is very glutinous, and confe- 
quently ftrengthening, but partakes 
fo much of the Turpentine kind, 
as to be fomewhat detergent for 
we find it will. make the. urine 


fmell, if taken inwardly in a confi- 


derable quantity. It 1s ufed in fome 
compound ftrengthening _ plafters, 
but not in any other officinal Com- 
politions. Thuris Manna is the 
crumbling duft of this drug. 

46. Pimenta or Piper Famaicenfe. 
. This is called by the common 
people .4//-Spice, and indeed it has 


in it’s tafte and flavour fomewhat 


refembling moft of the fpices. It 
comes to us chiefly from Famaica, 
and is generally fold by the name of 
Famaica Pepper. We meet not 
with it in either antient or mo- 
dern Di/penfatory Compofitions, un- 
lefs in the laft edition of our Col- 
lege. Butit is pretty much got in- 
to the Shops as a Swccedaneum to 
fome {pices which are dearer: And 
fome have found a way to ufe no- 
thing elfe in the gua Mirabilis, 
tho’ none of it is. ordered; and it 
anfwers fo well, that if it be care- 
fully diitill’d, and the fpirit be good, 
it is hardly to be perceiv’d from that 
which is genuine, and may per- 
haps be not inferior in it’s Medici- 
nal virtues. 

47. Pepper; Piper-éris. 

Matthiolus, the Baubines, and o- 
ther Botanic writers, defcribe a 
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white Pepper; but what we have 
of that name, is but the black Pep- 
per manufactured by our induftrious 
neighbours the Dutch. It comes 
from Malabar, Fava, Sunda, and 
other parts of the Ea/f-Indies. ‘This 
is much of the fame nature as Ca- 
bebs, but rather hotter and drier. It 
enters therefore not only into many 
Compofitions as a Cephalic, but mf 
fo into Cathartics, as a corrector 3 
it aflifting the bowels the eafier to 
endure the vellications of a purging 
Medicine. Hoffman commends it 
in the Cholic, to be drank whole 
in a little Brandy. And our coun- 
try people have got a trick of curing 
Agues with a large dofe of the 
fame, taken juft before the fit 
comes; but they require good 
athletic conftitutions, who fubmit 
to be fet on fire, to be cured of 
a contrary extreme. It fometimes 
likewife will relieve the Tooth-ach. 

48. Pellitory of Spain; Pyre- 
thrum. . ) 

This is an acrid root, brought 
to us chiefly from fome parts of Jta- 
Jy; but it is mighty fubjeét to de- 
cay, fo that we meet with it in the 
Shops frequently rotten and worm- 
eaten. It is hot, and very difcu- 
tient, which makes it forward a Di- 
aphorefis; and it wonderfully atte- 
nuates and draws, or fqueezes, out 
of the fibres and glands vifcid and 
phlegmatic humours. For which 
reafon it is not only ufed as an 
Alexipharmic, but as a Phlegma- 
gogue, and a purger of watery hu- 
mours. It is a good medicine in 
all Cachexies, and diftempered ha- 
bits from too much cold and moi- 
fture 3 and frequently of good fer- 
vice in Palfies, and a numbnefs of 
the limbs.” It is much ufed for the 
Tooth-ach to be held in the mouths 


and it’s great heat and pungency, —

49. Winter-greens Pyrola.

50. Saunders; Santalum. 


There are three forts in the 


Shops; the Citrine or Yellow, the 
White, and the Red; tho’ many 
_think the two firft to be of the fame 
tree, the white being the cortical 
part, and the yellow the middle. 
~Garcias ab horto fays indeed, that 


the trees are both fo much a- 
like, that none but the inhabitants 
that are very converfant with them 
can diftinguifh them.. The firit is 
‘reckoned the beft, as it 1s moft aro- 
matic; but the laft, wiz. the red, 
moft aftringent and drying. They 
are in many of the Shop-medicines, 
and fometimes ufed in Prefcription 
amongit the Sweetners and Anti- 
{corbutics, as they are call’d, and 
are put into Diet-Drinks and medi- 
cated Ales. They are warm and 
drying, and by that means take their 
piace in thé clafs ef Abforbents. 

51. Wormfeed ; Santonicum. 
_. This is the feed of a Wormwaod 
brought chiefly from Afexandria in 
Egypt, titled Abfinthium Santoni- 
eum Alexandrinum, by Cafpar, and 
Lusbricorum femen vulgare &§ Mat- 
thioli, by F. Baubin. They are hot, 
bitter, and drying, and are pre- 
{cribed fearce in any ¢afe but againft 
Worms; which expezience fhews 
they are effettual in deftroying. 

52. Sarcocollg. 

Some fay it comes from a filiquous 


plant bearing a papilionaceous flows 


er, others from a thorny Perfan 
Tithymalus. ‘The gum is granula- 
ted almoft like Maftich, of a pun- 


gent tafte, but leaves a fweetne(s- 


behind it much like Liquorice. It 
is warm, drying, and confolidating 5 
but of little or no ufe inwardly. 

- §3. Sarfaparilla or Sarfa. 

This comes from the We/?-Indies. 
Nicolaus Monardus fays there are 
three forts; one from New Spain, 
which is very flender and pale; an- 
other from the Hondzras, which is 
of a darker colour, and _ thicker ; 


and a third from the Province of. 


Quito, near Guiaguil, which is the 
darkeft and.thickett of all. 
withftanding thefe diftinctions, it is 
much: queftioned, whether this dif- 
fers {pecifically from the preceeding 
ornot. That Szarfa is moft in e- 
fteem now, which is whiteft with- 
in, and lighteft,- but not fo dry as 
to fall into powder, like what is rot- 
ten. Itis accounted abforbent, and 
a great {weetener, and much in ufe 
with fome fora kind of Tea, which 
they conftantly, make with it, and 
drink with or without, Milk, like 
the common Teas. Some much 
queftion whether there be really any 
medicinal virtues in this root, be- 
caufe it difcovers little in tafte, 
fmell, or tinéture; and fufpect it 
to have got into efteem only as 
many other things have done of 
very little worth, .by their bearing 


a good price, and being brought a 


great way.. There is a great deal 
of it in the Balfamum Polychrefton 
of the London Difpenfatory; but to 
what purpofe, I cannot pretend to 
determine. It is but in few of 


the Shop-Compolitions, tho’ much 


found in extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tions, and confequently a very good 
commodity amongit Druggilts. 
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54. Saffafras. 


It is the wood of a large tree, 
which grows in Florida, Virginia, 
éfc. It is of an aromatic {cent: 
fome compare it to Fennel. It is 
very drying and hot, tho’ not quite 
fo much as the Guaiacum. It is 
ufed in all the fame intentions, and 
is much more met with in extem- 
porancous Prefcriptions, than in the 
Shop-Medicines ; tho’ the College, 
in their Difpenfatory, give us an 
Eleétuary, of which this is the bafis, 
and whence it has it’sname. This 
is fomewhat come into fafhion in 
families, by way of Tea, which the 
fhavings of it make agreeably e- 
nough; but the fcandal of it’s being 
good in Venereal cafes, is a great 
detriment to it’s credit, which pre- 
vents a great deal more good being 
Nhe by it, than otherwife might 


be, for ’tis certainly, an admirable - 


fweetener« Tho with fome indeed 
it does not well agree, at firlt efpe- 
cially, and in a morning, as it af- 
feéts the Head like fome perfumes, 
and occafions pains, droufinefs, and 
vapours; but ufe, and firft drink- 
ing it in afternoons, will with 
moft conftitutions wear off thefe in- 


conveniences. The bark of Saffafras. 


is agreeable to the nature of it’s wood. 

55. The Carob-Tree; Caroba, 
Ceratia or Siliqua dulcis. Siliqua 
edulis C. B. 

It grows in Sici/y, Apulia, and the 
kingdom of Naples. It’s fruit is dry- 
ing and aftringent, but isfeldom ufed. 

56. Teas Thea. 

This is one of thofe things which 
luxury has introduced into’ diet, 
but it Is yet a ftranger in medicinal 
Prefcriptions. We have an account 
of it in many modern travels, but 
it has not been known long enough 
to be met with in any antient me- 
dicinal authors; Schroder gives a 
lift of fuch, as in his time had taken 
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notice of it. We have two forts 

commonly in ufeamongft us. 
a. Bohea-Tea; Thea Bobea. 
The Bohea by all experience, is 


ing quality: and is therefore much 


in efteem for a breakfaft, with or ~~ 


without Milk. It very fenfibly fa- 
tisfies hunger, and affords a fine 
balfamic nourifhment ; and is there- 
fore recommended, and very pro- 
perly, in all inward waftings, de- 


cays and ulcerations, efpecially of . 


the Lungs. This has made fome 
empirical impoftors, with which 


this country very fcandaloufly a-— 
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found to be of a foftening nourifh- 


bounds, impofe upon the world a 


pretended fpirit of Bohea-Tea, for 
an infallible reftorative, and a curer 
of all confumptive cafes. But they 
muft be very ignorant, who can- 
not fee thro’ juch a cheat: for 


fuch balfamic qualities which eafily 


draw out only with hot water, 
are the moft remote imaginable 
from any thing of a fpirituous na- 
ture, and therefore will not rife ina 
Still,, under that denomination 3 and 


if they are endeavour’d to be re- - 
duc’d to fpirit by fermentation, . 


which feems altogether impracti- 
cable, yet by fuch an operation, 


they will be fo broke and chang’d, » 


as wholly to lofe their {mooth, ad- 
hefive, and balfamic quality; and 
therefore can in no refpect anfwer 
in that form, the intention of a res 
ftorative. 
6. Green-Tea ; Thea viridis. 
This feems to have been the fort 


much longeft known, and is meant — 


by moft authors who have mention- 
ed Jea in their writings. It Is cer- 


tainly in great efteem amongft the ~ 
natives of China and Fapan, and © 


other places which produce it, for 


it’s fanative properties: they ufe it — 
almoft in al] their complaints, and © 
amany live to a healthful gld age by 


wf 


- them of the fame. 
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it’s benefit. Schroder, or his edi- 
tors, have been at the pains, in his 
account of this Plant, to give it’s 
ufe and virtues, in various langua- 
ges: it may not be amis here to 
tran{cribe fome part of it. * Tae 
«© property of this herb is to difeufs 
«* and diffipate or drive away the 
«* thinneft humours: whence it 
«¢ follows, that in all cafes when 
«* any are affected with Rheums, 
66 and thin and moift humours, it 
*€ may to good purpofe be ufed, 
*¢ whether to preferve from or cure 
As efpecial- 
«* ly, in thofe diltillations of hu- 
«© mours which are called Catarrhs ; 
« from whence proceed infirmities 
< of the Head and Breaft, running 
«* of the Eyes, heavinefs of the 
«¢ Head, noife in the Ears, fhort- 
© nefs of breath, palpitations of the 
s: Heart, éo¢. “Tis alfo ufeful in 
«< the lower parts of the body, for 
© weak Stomachs, and in want of 
«¢ digeftion. In the weaknefs of 
** the joints it is likewife fervice- 
¢¢ able, as alfo for the Gout. In 
§* fhort, the inhabitants of China, 
¢¢ who ufe it much, are free from 
*¢ the difeafes of the joints and 
** Reins.” He alfo pretends, it is 
as to take off the ill effects of 
ard drinking, and that it will ena- 
ble a perfon to continue a long time 
without Sleep. ‘ T’o fum up all, 
“« fays he, it is efteemed the great 
«* augmenter of human _ ftrength, 
«* preferving from the accidents 
*‘ which proceed from ill air or 
** otherwife; to which purpofe di- 
$* vers Ambaffadors refiding in thofe 
** quarters, ufe it in the mornings.” 

This Herb has prodigioufly ob- 
tain’d in the ufe and efteem of moft 
people in our own country, and it 
certainly deferves very great com- 
mendation. It is admirably grateful 
to the imell and tafte, and carries

an agreeable roughnefs along with 
it into the Stomach, which gently 
aftringes the fibres, and gives them 
fuch a tenfity, as is requifite to 
a good digeftion. This roughnefs 
indeed may be increafed fo far, as 
to make the Stomach fometimes con- 
tract and throw up it’s contents ; 
for which reafon it is fometimes us’d 
as an Emetic: and in many cafes, 
where the delicacy and tendernefs 
of a conttitution will not admit of 
harfher and more naufeous dofes, 
there is not any thing more proper: 
for it gently deterges the over-quan- 
tity of flime from the membranes, 
and leaves fuch a moderate reftri- 
étion behind, as prevents all naufe- 
oufnefs, and that continual drain of 
irritating juices, which flow in fre: 
quently after the ufe of other Eme- 
tics, and is hard to be ftopt. It is 
wonderfully ferviceable after Crapu- 
las, by gradually helping off the vi- 
{cid remains which naufeate and fic- 
ken the fenfes, and by drawing up 
the fibres again to their due tone. 
It’s ufe therefore after-dinner or 
eating is of great fervice in affifting 
digettion, and preventing the unea- 
finefs which attends a full weakly 
Stomach. It fates the blood and 
juices with fuch gently deterging 
parts, as keep clean all the Emunét- 
ories; and isreckoned by fome to 
carry it’s influences to the remoteft 
parts, and prevent arthritic pains. 
The difcharge it moft remarkably 
promotes, is by urine 5 but in fome 
thin conftitutions it is thought too 
cleanfing, and in the excefs that, 
fome drink it, it may poflibly abrade 
and wear away the fubftance of the 
folids, as well as ill humours, and 
thereby bring on a Confumption. 
It likewife too fenfibly vellicates the 
bowels of fome very nice and ten- 
der conftitutions, and occafions cho- 
lie pains; but there are very few 
K 4 inftances 
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inftances of this, it being one of the 
beft, pleafanteft, and fafeft herbs, 
that was perhaps ever introduced 
~ into Food or Medicine; and in the 
frequent ufe of which, perfons ge- 
nerally enjoy a confirm’d health. 
 -Jeis beft in the morning and after 
dinner, and not fo good at night; 
Reft, and the ufual pofture of the 
body at that time, not fo well favou- 
ring it’s moft common and natural 
tendency. 

57. Indian Bark; Thuris cortex. 

This is a rolled up bark like Cin- 
namon, of a rufty colour, a warm, 
aromatic, bitter tafte, and pleafant 
{mell. It comes from the Ea/-In- 
dies. A fumigation of it is recom- 
~mended for fits of the Mother; but 
it is feldom ufed. 

58. The Lime-Trees Tilia. 
lia femina, folio majore C. B. 

The flowers are univerfally re- 
commended in Epilepfies, and all 
nervous diftempers ; and upon that 
account make a part of the com- 
pound Piony-Water. Ray alfo af- 
cribes to them a nephritic quality, 
and {ays they help in fome diforders 
of the Womb. 

59. Turbith ; Turbith or Turpé- 
thum. 

It is not agreed, of what this is 
properly-the root. It is much of 
the nature of Hermodaétyls and 
Mechoacan, but more. efficacious. 
Tt yields good ftore of refinous par- 
ticles to a {pirituous -Men/ruun,

which affect not much the larger. 


paffages; but is very active and brisk 
in the {maller veflels, and glandulous 
contortions, which it wonderfully 


clears of ail vifcid adhefions. The . 


Antients had a notion, that where 
Agaric fail’d, Turbizh took. effect s 
and when that was not fufficient, 
Cologuintida was the furtheft they 


could proceed with juch kind of 


inftruments. This is not much in 
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extemporaneous Prefeription, but 
in pretty many of the officinal Com 
pofitions, the Extrafium Rudii par- 
ticularly. Horffius relates fome- _ 
what almoft incredible in his ob- — 
fervations, of bringing away from 
a country perfon fomewhat like 
Toads, with the Species Diaturbith 


cum Rhabarbaro, im which this is 


a principal ingredient. The com-— 
pofition is in Schroder, and. fome 
other German Difpenfatory Wri- — 
ters, but is not in our Shops or 
Praétice. : 

This Simple is hardly ever given 
alone, or to any but grown perions ; 
it’s dofe is from half a dram to a 
dram, in Powder; and from one 
dram to half an ounce, in Infufion. 
Some commend it in obftinate fcor- 
butic cafes, and even in the moftag- | 
gravated fymptoms of the Venereal 
diftemper; but common Praétice 
does not much own it in thofe in- 
tentions. *: 

6o. Zedoary 5 Zedoaria. -« 

This is diftinguifhed by fome into , 
various kinds, but the long and 
round are the moft remarkable ; 
tho’ Lobe/ fays, they differ only in” 
form. Matthiolus will have the 
Zedoary of Avicen to be the Antho- 
ra of the Moderns; and Dodoueus 
takes the Officinal Zedoary for the 
Zerumbeth, or Zerumbet of Avicen 
and Serapion. ‘The Ancients had 
many preparations and compofitions 
of this root, which are now quite 
rejected. It comes from India. 
The beft is white, fragrant, heavy, ° 
found, and of a fpicy bitterith talte, 
which brings it under the clafs of 
Cephalics. But it is alfo reckoned 
by many amongft the Alexipharmics, 
for which reafon it comes to have a. 
place in the Capitals; and it is faid 
even to prevent infections, by hold- 
ing it only in the mouth. By rea- 
fon of it’s agreeable bitternels it is 

prefcribed 
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-preferib’d likewife as a ftomachic, 
and for it’s {picy warmth ’tis com- 
mended alfo' in Cholics and hyfteri- 
cal affections, and likewife for pro- 
moting the Menj/es. 

61. Zerumbeth. . 

It grows in Malabar, andis known 
in our Shops; the round Zedoar 
being confounded with it. 
- 62. Tacamahacca. 


This isa refinous gum, from New 


Spain in the Wef-Indies. Te di- 
fills from a tall tree not much un- 
like a Poplar. It differs not much 


_ from the Galbanum, but is of a 


_ More pungentand acrid f{cent, which 
makes it too offenfive to be much 
ufed inwardly, It is reckoned good 
burnt upon coals, ‘for hyfterical fits 
in women ; and likewife apply’d to 
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the Belly in the form of a plafter, 


It is by fome apply’d to the Temples 
in the {ame manner, and to the 


nape of the Neck, for pains of the 


Head, defluxions of Rheum upon 
the Throat, and inflammations of 
the Eyes; as alfo in the Tooth-ach, 
Tt is of fo fubtile and penetrating a 
nature, that it is greatly ufed in ex- 
ternal applications, to fuppurate or 
diffolve Tumours, and is account- 
ed effectual even in thofe which 
are {crophulous. It is likewife ap- 
plied to affuage arthritical pains with 
fuccefs: indeed the Indians ule it 
for all kinds of pain, according to 
the report of Monardes ; and Schro- 
der aftirms, that he has known into- 
lerable.pains in the Leg removed 

by it. :

CHAP. 1 


Of the fmaller exanguious A- 
nimals or Infeéts. 


FTIHESE are fmall Animals, 
; ayy with frequent divifions. on 
their bodies, whence they are cal- 
led Infeés. 

I. The Leech; Hirido-tnis, or 
Sanguifuga. 

This is a black infe&, without 
OSE. living in the water. The ufe 
of it is commonly enough known. 
They are convenient fometimes to 
draw blood from a particular part, 


as the Temples, hemorrhoidal Veins, 
and where the Lancet cannot well 
be ufed: as likewife from young 
children, whofe Veins feem too 
{mall to admit of punéture by an 
inftrument with fafety. It is the 
general opinion, that thefe are good 
to draw away the humours from 
any particular part, efpecially if i¢ 
be much pained ; and under this no- 
tion they are apply’d to the Gums 
for the Tooth-ach. But in fome 
habits of body, and particular dif- 
pofition of humours, they occafion 
fuch a derivation to the part fuck’d, 
as to raife great fwellings, and fome- 
times an Eryfipelas. They oughe 
not therefore to be us'd inadvertent- 
ly, and without proper advice, 
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2. The Earth-worm; Lumbricas 
ferrefirts or Vermis terrefiris. 

This is an hermaphrodite infect 
without feet, long, of the thicknefs 
of a Goofe’s quill, foft, flefhy, full 
of rings, of a reddifh colour, living 
under ground, They are often ufed 
im compofitions for cooling and 
cleanfing the Vifcera. They are ac- 
‘counted much of the fame nature 


yas the Snails; but they feem to: 


have more of an earthy or nitrous 
falt, which makes them afford parts 
more penetrating and deteriive. 
They are good in inflammations 
and tubercles of the Lungs; and 


are particularly ufed in fuch affeéti- 


ons of the Reins, and urinary paf- 
fages, which they cool and cleanfe 
very much. The compound water 
which has it’s name from them in 
the Shops, is a very good medicine 
in the above-mentioned cafes. They 
are feldom omitted in the. eccafional 
Prefcriptions of Snail-waters, and 
make a very good ingredient there- 
in, having much more in them that 
will rife in the Still than Snails. 
There is alfo an oil made of them 
in the Shops, which retains as much 
of the virtues as any fuch prepara- 
tions are capable of ; yet it does not 
anfwer the pretenfions of many in 
arthritic pains, and is not much in 
ufe. af 

3. The Scorpion ; 
terrefiris. 

It is a creature with eight claws, 
like thofe ofa Lobfter or Crab, but 
much lefs, and living upon land. 

' Being bruifed and applied, they 
heal the wounds which themfelves 
have made. 

4. The Wood-loufe, Sow, or 
Church-bugs ; 4/e/lus, Millépes or 
Orifcus. 

Thefe are fmall infe&ts, with 
many feet, of a dark colour, and 
when touch’d roll up immediately 


Scorpio-onis 
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into a ball. They are fo much in 
the acquaintance of the common 
people, that they feem to be ma- 


{ters of their medicinal virtues, and. 


ufe them in many cafes without any 
other direction. They are by all 
experience found to be very diu- 
retic and abfterfive; which makes 
them not only frequent in the 
Prefcriptions for diforders of the 
Reins, but alfo in obftructions of 
the Vifcera, and in the Jaundice 
particularly. ‘They abound with a 


nitrous falt, which they feem to 


derive from what they live on. Ie 


is fomewhat volatiliz’d by it’s di-. 


geftion and circulation in the infeét, 
‘as fuch falt always is more or lefs 
in proportion to the digeftive pow- 
ers of the animal, into whofe food 
it enters; yet not fo much, but 
that it is brackifh and pungent to 
the palate. ‘This makes their de- 
terfive qualities extend farther than 


the larger Glands, and enables them _ 


to fcour even the minuteft paflages, 
and keep the Nerves clean from 
vifcofities, and fuch things as would 
clog their fprings; whereby they 
are good in Palfies, Epilepfies, and 
all nervous diftempers. And like- 
wife becaufe they open, and, as it 
were by their minutenefs and af- 
perities, cut their way thro’ any 


obftructions, they are good in Stru- 


mas, fcrophulous Tumours, and ja- 
veterate Ulcers. Very remarkable 


cures have been performed in thefe - 


cafes by a long ufe of them. They 
are much the beft taken in fub- 
ftance, or bruis’d in White-Wine, 
the liquor being drank without f{ét- 
tling fine, elfe a great deal of “fa- 
line matter will fall to the bottom. 
Thefe are greatly in ufe amongft all 

tactical authors, and frequently to 
Be met with in the prefent occa- 


fional Prefcriptions. Sennertus,” in 


- the third book of his Practice, com-

mends them againft the Stone in the 
Bladder. Riverius gives inftances 


' of wonders performed by them in 


inveterate Strumas and Ulcers; as 
does alfo that honour to our country, 
_ Mr Boyle, who takes notice of them 
for the fame intention, in his dif- 
courfe of the Ujefulne/s of Experi- 
mental Philofophy. 

5. The Bee 3 Apes-is. 

This infect is too well known to 
need any defcription. Itaffords us 
Honey (mel-lis) and Wax (Cera.) 
Monf. Lemery the younger has a 
differtation on Honey, in the Me- 
moirs of the Academy for 1706: he 
fays that the Spring-Honey is the 
beft, becaufe the Bees are then in 
their vigour. He efteems that which 
is made in Languedoc and Daupbhiny 3 
but that of Cordiere, three leagues 
diftant from Narbonne, is preferable 
to all; and they therefore call it 
Honey of Narbonne. 'The excellency 
of this is thought to be owing to 
the abundance of Rofemary that is 
to be met with thereabouts; but 
when he was in thofe parts, not- 
withftanding all the Rofemary was 
deftroy’d by the feverity of the 
preceeding Winter, yet he obferved 
the Honey to be as good as ever 
was known. In our country Hamp- 


feire-Honey has the greatelt name, | 


but I-cannot fay, whether for it’s 
greater excellency, or the quantity 
which that country affords. ‘That 
which is whiteft and hardeft is moft 
preferr’d, but the browner and 
f{mootheft fort is beft in Medicine, 
becaufe it is not fo apt to candy, 
which deforms and fpoils it; be- 
fides, Lemery the elder, in his Chy- 
qiftry, fays it is more fpirituous; 
which very well agrees with it’s 
keeping more fluid. And that cer- 
tainly muft moft abound with fa- 
line parts, which fhoots foonetft 
into what is commonly called candy. 
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Schroder’s authority alfo juftifies the 
choice of Monf. Lemery; for he- 
prefers the Me/ flavum, and next to 
that the Me/ album. 

The medicinal virtues of this are 
many and great, infomuch that there 
is no author from the moft antient 
times but makes mention of them, 
efpecially from the divine Hippo- 
crates, down to this age. It is-ve- 
ry penetrating and deterging, and 
is therefore good in all obftructions, 
efpecially frorh vifcid and tough 
humours. In infarctions and ftuf- 
fings of the Breaft, it is of great effi- 
cacy, and wonderfully promotes ex- 
pectoration. In fhort, there is no 
diforder from Phlegm, or any thing 
which is the produce of a cold con- 
ftitution, which it is not of fervice 
in. But in thin and hot habits it is 
not good. It was antiently ufedas 
Sugar is now; and great pity it is, 
that it is not at prefent more ufed., 
It does great fervice to fuch as are 
troubled in a morning with thick 
with which they 
cannot be eafy, until it is hawk’d 
up, tho’ it gives a great deal of dif- 
ficulty and ftraining to do it. For 
this purpofe it is very conveniently 
eat over night upon a toaft, or dil- 
folv’d in any warm liquor. It will 
deftroy Worms, drank in Milk, or 
made into a conferve with Lavender 
Cotton. This has been much ufed 
in Surgery to cleanfe foul Ulcers, 
either by immediate application, 
or wafhing them with liquors in 
which it has been diffolved. Wax. 
is chiefly ufed to give a due con- 
fiftance to cerats and plafters. Bee- 
bread (Propolis) is a rude Wax- 
like fubftance, found about the doors 
of their hives. aus 

6. The Silk- worm; Bombyx 
~yCis. 

It is a furprizing metamorphofis 
that this infect undergoes. From 
‘ {mall 


“a a eel 
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fmall eggs, about as big as a pin’s 
head are produced early in the Spring 
Kittle Caterpillers. 'Thefe feed on 
the leaves of Mulberry-trees, till they 
come to maturity. ‘Then being put 
into a paper they wind themfelves 
up into a filken bag, about the fize 
and fhape ofa Pidgon’s egg, chang- 
ing themfelves into an Aurelia or 
Chry/alis, and feem as if dead, for 
fome time: but at laft break forth in 
quite another form, with four wings 
and proceed to the work of genera- 
tion. The bags (Fo//icz/i) and the 
filk (fericum) yields a great quantity 
of {pirit and volatile falts; and are 
accounted very cordial. 
7. Spanifh Flies ; 
-dum. | 
Thefe are fufficiently known to 
moft people, and that their chief 
ufe is for raifing Blifters.. They a- 
bound with a fubtile cauftic falt, 
which gives them this property. 
By this, when they are apply’d to 
the skm, the heat and motion of 
what prefpires, fets them in a€tion; 
whereby they penetrate the cwtis, 
and fo wound and ftimulate the f- 
bres, as to bring, according to the 
Bellinian Doctrine, fach a Flux of 
fluid, that raifes up the cuticu/a or 
*skarf-skin, thro’ which it cannot 
pais, into a Blifter. But altho’ this 
is the only purpofe to which com- 
mon Practice knows how to apply 
them, yet they are of wonderful ef- 
ficacy in fome.inward intentions, in 
the hands of thofe who have skill to 
managethem. They extremely pro- 
voke by Urine, which they do more 
by ftimulating the parts into fuch 
motions, as are neceflary for the pro- 
trufion or ejectment of the water, 
than facilitating it’s paflage ; and this 
makes them fo difficult to be given, 
without occafioning a Strangury : 
for even in Blifter-plafters, they 
fend enough af their acrid {alt into

the Blood, to have frequently this - 
effect. Where therefore thefe are 
adminiftered as a diuretic, fuch means 
ought to: be ufed at the fame time, 
as may guard the fenfible membranes | 
from their. vellications : and fuch © 
are proper in broths and emulfions. 
But the particular cafe, where thefe — 
Flies are neceflary, and moft fafe to 
{cour the urinary paflages, is when 
they are obftructed with flough and 
fuch vifcidities, as are apt to be — 
wathed off from the ulcerated parts; _ 
and this frequently happens, efpeci- 
ally in women, for the Womb is very 
much fubjeét to fuch foulnefs, and — 
{tands in need of the moft efficacious 
cleanfers, In thefe cafes the folid 
parts do not lie fo bare, as to be li- 
able to the erofions of the Caztha- 
rides, until they have deterg’d away 
the filth; and then it is time to 
leave them off, the intention being 
anfwered. ‘There are inftances of 
this practice in authors of the bef 
credit. Schroder mentions them gi- 
ven inwardly, tho’ he fays by fome 
Audaculi, in diuretics. Etwuller . 
fpeaks of them as good in fuppref- 
fion of Urine, to carry off water in 
Dropfies, in Gonorrhzas, and the 
Stone, and fabulous obftruétions of 
the Ureters : and he gives a form of 
their exhibition, which is an infu-. 
fion of them in wine, the liquor 
being poured off clear for ule. Dr 
Groenve/t, who publifhed, in vindi- 
cation of his own Praétice, a {mall 
treatife De tuto Cantharidum ufu in- 
terno, {uffer’d much by a profecuti- 
on for giving them inwardly, be- 
ing charged with, and fued for Male- , 
Practice. The iffue ruin’d the un- 
happy Doétor, and taught his envi- 
ous profecutors the fafety and value 
of his Practice. They are now fre- 
quently in extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tions for the above-mentioned in- 
tentions ; but ijn venereal cafes, 
, . where

P ingphere a great deal of flough and 


filth has been thrown down upon 


the genital parts, there is not a bet- 
But it is not every 
one who muft think himfelf quali-

There are fome ill perfons who 
have learnt to procure Abortions by 


thefe Flies, and to play a great ma- 


ny other unwarrantable tricks with

them. They certainly, toa ftrange 


degree, excite Luft, and provoke 


_to Venery, not by any better abili-

ties which ‘they give, but by fti- 
mulating thofe parts which are the 
feat or incentives to fuch defires. 


_Meckeren, in his obfervations, gives 


ftrange inftances of their effects 
this way; and tell us of a man, 
who by taking a large dofe inward- 
ly fo inflamed himfelf, that tho’ he 
had almoft kill’d his wife, who de- 
clared to the Phyficians that were 
fent for next day, that he the fore- 
going night Septies Hortum fodiebat ; 
yet he continued even in diftraction 
with frefh rage, until he dy’d deli- 
rious. 

8. Cochineel; Coccinella or Co- 
chinella. 

This is a mighty commodity from 
New Spain in the Weff-Indies, and 
moftly ufed in the Dying trade ; 
tho’ it is alfo frequently prefcribed 
in Medicine, but there a little of it 
goes a great way. Yet notwith- 
ftanding our acquaintance with it, 
there have been great controverfies 
about it’s production, whether it be 


an Animal or Vegetable; but moft | 


now come into the former opinion, 
and agree that it isan Infect, which 
breeds upon the Indian Fig. We 
are inform’d by fome travellers, 
that the way of procuring thefe is 


- to fet fire to fomething under the 


faces whereon they breed, the fmoak 
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of which fuffocates them, arid makes 
them fall off. ‘Their wings and legs 
feem to be broke and fifted or pick’d 
from them, nothing but the trunk of 
the Infeét being brought to market, 
Leuwenhoeck has pretended with his © 
glaffes to have difcovered many 
parts in them peculiar only to am 
Animal, and. has been fo very par- 
ticular, as to have defcribed their 
Ovaria. ‘They who defire to be 
informed more concerning thefe In- 
fects, may turn to Philof. Tranfad. 
No, 176, and 193. The ufe of théfe © 
in Medicine is as an alexipharmic 5 
they raife {weat, and are alfo ac- 
counted cordial. They make the 
Pulvis Purpureus, in Bates’s Difpen- 
fatory, a good Medicine; it is much 
preferable to the Ga/fcoign’s Powder 
iw childrens litttle feverifh diforders, 
as alfo in the Small-Pox and Meafles, 
It agreeably tinges the white drink, 
now known in almoft all families, 
as well as the Shops. It’s dofe is 
from two to fix or eight grains. In 
fome robuft Conftitutions, that can 
difpenfe with large dofes, it wilk 
fometimes cure Agues, after three 
or four tines taking: but it is not 
very fafe, for if it does nor raife 
a fweat, it makes the patient hot 
and reftlefs. 

9. The Spider; Aranea. 

The webs (Lele Aranearum) are 
ufed to ftop blood.

I. HE Cuttle-fith; Sepia. 
The Cutt/e bone (Os or 
Tefta Sepie) is a white, teftaceous 
fubftance growing on the back of 
the fifh, and often thrown upon 
our fhores, It is fmooth and hard 
; : on 
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on-one fide, ahd rough and crum- 
bly on the other. It is abfterfive, 
and ufed chiéfly as a Dentifrice ; for 
it wonderfully cleanfes the Gums; 
and whitens the Teeth. Some com- 
mend it in inward ufes, bur it 1s 
how never met with in Prefcrip- 
tions of that kind. | 
2. The Dog-liké tooth or Tooth- 
fhell; Dentalium. ws 
Thefe are taken in the Briti/fb O 
cean. They are oblong, flender, 
round; crooked, little tubes, open 
at both erids and very {mooth. 
3. The Entaglias; Entalium. | 
It is like the Tooth-fhell, but 
longer; thicker, and marked with 
" deeper furrows. It is brought from 
the Eaf-Indies ; but neither of them 
are of any ufe, that I know of. 
-« 4. The Snail 5 Limax-acis terre- 
firis or Cochlea terreftris. 
. Thefe are much more ini ufe now 
than formerly. They abound with 
a flimy adhefive juice, and are 
therefore found to be very good in 
weaknefles and Confumptions, ef- 
pecially in children and ténder 
conititutions. ‘They ate beft boil’d 
in Milk, or fome fugh liquor. 
‘They are conveniently. enough 
brought into the form of a fyrup. 
The common way amongit the 
good women of tyirig them upin 
a bag with Sugar, and letting the 
liquor drop thro’ feems to be the 
beft: but ’tis to be feared, that the 
Sugar is not very agreeable to fub- 
ftances of fuch a texture, and whofe 
efficacy confifts in the foft adhefive 
quality of it’s parts; becaufe it di- 


vides them, and makes the mixture | 


more deterfive; and lefs nutritive. 
How conveniently they ate to be 
managed by Diftillation, we ‘hall 
more properly come to ¢onfider in 
another Part. Renal 

5. The Conftantinople Sweet- 
hoof; Blatta Byxantia. or Unguis 
edoratis. 
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It is an oblong, horny fhell; of a 
Cheftnut colour, and ftrong fmell, 
like Barbadoes Aloes. It has been 
recommended in hyfteric diforders 3 
but is now out of ufe. 

6. The Mother of Pearl ; 
Perlarum. : 

This isa ftrong, heavy fhell, like 
an Oyfter, but bigger; and moré 
fhiriing on the infide. 
of the fame virtue with the Pearls. 
They are brought from feveral parts, 
but the oriental are reckoned the 
beft; and of them, thofe which 
come ftom Perfia. They are not 
only the produce of this particular 
Oyfter, but of many other Oyfters, 
Mufcles, and fuch like ‘hell fifh. 
They are very different in fhape 
and bulk. ‘The whiteft and moft 
glittering are moft in efteem: Some 
authors afcribe wonderful virtues to 
them, and fay, they are not only the 
greateft cordial, but alfo powerful 
Alexipharmics, and refifters of poi- 
for. They are manifeftly abforbent, 
and deftroyers of aciditieés, ; 

7. The Cray-fith 3 Cancer fluvia- 
tilis. oe A 

Thefe afé found'in Rivers. They 
have in the ventricles of the brain, 
on each fide one, hard, whitifh, 
little ftone, about the bignefs of a 
pea, but flat on one fide. They are 
called Crabs-éyes; Oculi Cancro- 
rum. "Uhefe are much in ufe both 
in the Shop-Medicines; and extem- 
poraneous Prefcriptions, as indeed 
are moft of the fame tribe. They 
are not only accounted abforbent 
and drying; but alfo difcuflive, and 
good againft the Stone. 

8. The Sea Crab; Cancer. 

The claws aré ufed under the 
hame of Crabs Claws; Chele Can- 
crorum. ‘They have the. greateft 
fhare iri the compofition now fo 
much inf ufé, under the name of 
Gafcoigne’s Powder; and which a?

z. The Pike; Lagcius. 
The under jaw of this fifth (Man- 


 dibula Lucii) is {aid to be drying 


and abfterfive: but it is not in ufe. 

3. The Whale; Cetus. 

This ig a great fifh, found in the 
northern feas. It is famous for af- 
fording us the Parmalitty or Sperma 
Ceti; a medicine of much ufe in 
the modern Prattice. We are o- 


_bliged to the Honourable Pau/ Dud- 


fey, Efg; for the moft authentick ac- 
count of this Drug, any where ex- 
tant; publifhed in the Philofophi- 
tal Tranfaétions, N. 387. p. 258. 

_ He tells us this fith is of a grey- 
Uh colour; whereas the others are 
black; he hasa bunch on his. back 
like a humpback, buf then he is di- 
ftinguithed by not having any Whale- 
bone in his mouth; but inftead of 
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that, there are rows of fine Ivory - 
teeth in each jaw, about five or fix 
inches long. ‘They are a more gen- 
tle fifh than the other Wha/es, and 
feldom fight with their tails: but 
when ftruck, ufually turn upon 
their backs, and fight with their 
mouths. ‘The oil which is made of 
the body of this fifh, is much clear- 
er and {weeter than that of the o- 
ther Whales. ‘The Sperma Ceti oil, 
fo called, lies in a great trunk about 
four or five feet deep, and ten or 
twelve feet long, near the whole 
depth, breadth, and length of the 
head, in the place of the brains, 
and feems to be the fame, and dif- 
pofed in feveral membranous cells, 
and covered not with a bone buc 
a thick griftly fubftance below the 
skin, thro’ which they dig a hole, 
and lade out the clear oil. Not but 
that the head and other glandulous 
parts of this fith, will make the 
Sperma Ceti otf; but the beft, and 
that which is prepared by nature, is 
in the trunk aforefaid. Befides the 
Sperma Ceti oil, this fith will yield 
from twenty to fifty barrels of com- 
mon oil. 

From this oil our Sperma Ceti 
is. made, I fay made from, becaufe it 
is by fome peculiar management, 
which isin the knowledge only of 
very few, mightily changed from 
what it is naturally, before it comes 
to be fit for ufe in the Shops; the 
oil itfelf being very brown and 
rank. The peculiar property of it 
is to fhoot into flakes not much 
unlike the Cryitallization of Salts, 
after it has ftooda due time at reft, 
in a proper veifel. 

That Parmafitty, or Sperma Ceti, 
(for they, are both arbitrary names 
and equally improper, Adeps or Olg- 
um Ceti being more expreilive of 
the thing fignified) is the beft which 
is white and {weetelt, that Is, 
free 
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freeft from rancidity. It is a noble 
Medicine in many cafes, tho’ chief- 
ly ufed in Bruifes, inward Hurts, 
and after Delivery. It is an excel- 
lent balfamic in many diftempers 
of the Breaft, and gently deterges 
and heals. In Coughs from fharp 
‘Rheum, Erofions, and Ulcerations, 
it is very fafe, pleafant, and effect- 
ual, as alfo in Pleurifies, and in- 
ward Impofthumations; where the 
Mucus of the Bowels has been abra- 
, ded by acrimony and choler, as in 
Diarrhza’s and Dyfenteries, this is 
a very good healer. In ulceratigns 
of the Kidnies and bloody Urine, 
it is likewife a very fuitable Medi- 
cine ; and by foftening and relaxing 
the fibres, it contributes frequent- 
ly to the expulfion of Gravel, by 
enlarging the paflages. It is mott 
conveniéntly made up into the form 
of eleétuaries and bolés, with pro- 
per conferves, and things of the 
like kind: and in fuch forms, if it: 
be skilfully mix’d, it gives them an 
agreeable fmoothnefs, and is not 
difcoverable by the patient. In li- 
quids, it is not to be mix’d, unlefs 
in Linétus’s and Eclegmas, where it 
does well enough. It is emollient 
and healing, outwardly us’d, but it’s 
greateft ufe that way is in the Small- 
Pox, melted with Oil of Almonds : 
with this the Puftules are juft kept 
moift when they begin to harden ; 
and it wonderfully prevents thofe 
{car's they are apt to leave, by foften- 
“ing and healing them up fmooth, 
Altho’ this is but a modern praétice 
in this diftemper, yet Schroder takes 
notice of it’s ufe in his time, in 
{moothing and filling up the ff 
fures or cavities made by blotches 
and feabs. 

Weare obliged to the faine ho- 
nourable Gentleman for an account 
of the origin of the Ambergris (4- 
6r4 grifea) which has been fo much 
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controverted amongft authors. He 
gives us, in the fame paper, the fol- 
lowing relation from one Mr 4;- 
kins, who ufed the Whale Fifhery 
for 10 Or 12 years together, and 
was one of the firft that went out 
a fifhing for the Sperma Ceti Whales, 
about the year 1720. The Amber- 


gris is found only in the Sperma Ce- | 
ti Whales, and confifts of balls or 


globular bodies, of various. fizes, 


from about three inches to twelve. 
inches diameter, and will weigh from 


a pound and half to twenty two 
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pounds, lying loofe ina large oval — 


bag or bladder of three or four foot 
long, and two or three foot deep 


and wide, almoit in the form ofan — 


Oxe’s bladder, only the ends more 
acute, or like a Black/mith’s long 
bellows, with a fpout running ta- 
pering into and thro’ the length of 
the Penis; ahd duét, or canal, open- 
ing into thé other end of the Be, 
and coming from towards the Kid- 
nies, this bag juft lies over the Te- 
fticles, which are above a foot long 
and is placed lengthways at the 
root of the Pezis, about four or 
five foot below the Navel, and three 


or four above the 4zus. ‘This bag. 


or bladder is almoft full of a deép 
orange colour’d liquor, not quite fo 
thick as oil, and fmelling flrong, 
or rather ftronger of the fame fcent 
with the balls of Ambergris, which 
float and fwim loofe in it; the in- 
fide of the bag is very deeply 
tinged with the fame colour as the 
liquor, which may alfo be found in 
the canal of the Pesis; the balls 
feem to be pretty hard while the 
Whale ig alive, inifmuch as there 
aré many times found, upon open- 
irig the bag, large concave fhelves, 
of the fame fubftance atid confi- 
ftence, that have fealed off from 
them, and the balls themfelves 


feem to be compofed of feveral di- 
fine

“ftin& coats inclofing one another, 
‘fomething like the coats of an Oni- 
on. As to the number of balls, Mr 
Atkins never found above four balls 
in a bag, and in the bag where he 
found one that weighed twenty one 
pounds, which was the largeft he 
ever faw, there was no other in the 
bag but that. Mr 4z4ins’s method 
of getting the Ambergris out of the 
Whale was thus; after the fith is 


Killed, he turns the Belly upwards, 


and fixes a tackle to the Pemis, then 
 euts a hole round the root of the Pr- 
nis, thro’ the rim of the Belly, till 
he comes to the Entrails, and then 
- fearching for the duct of canal at the 
further end of the bag, he ties it 
Bretty near to the bag, and cuts the 
duét off beyond it, upon which he 
draws forth the Penis by the tail, 
and the Ambergris bag entirely fol- 
lows it, and comes clean and whole 
out of the Belly. 

It is known to be genuine by it’s 
fragrant {eent, when a hot needle or 

in is thruft into it, and it’s melting 
like fat of an uniform confiftence: 
whereas the counterfeit will not yield 
fach a {mell, nor prove of fuch a fat 
texture. It is much of the fame 
medicinal virtues as Musk, to be 
ufed in the {ame intentions, and ge- 
nerally to enter into the fame com: 
politions; but it is of fomewhat a 
weaker fcent. 

4. The Eel; Anguilla. 

The Liver of this fith is mention: 
ed in the Difpenfatory; but is not 
ufed in the modern Praétice ; any 
more than the fat. 

§. The Unicorn ; Unicoynu or Mo- 
#oceros-Otis. 

This is a great fith found in Da 
vis's Streights. It has two great 
tusks like thofe of an Blephant and 
of the fame nature. The animal 
commonly reprefented under this 
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name, like an Horfe with an hotn 
coming out of his Forehead is a 
meer fiction. What is commonly 
fold for Unicorn’s horn is nothing 
elfe but bones of Whales, Sea Hor- 
fes, or Elephants, which are brought 
by art into that fhape. 


CHAP. Iv. 
OFBIRDS. 


i. HE Goofe; A4nfer-is. 

The fat of this animal, ag 
alfo of the Duck and the Hen are 
recommended by fome in topical ap- 
plications; but are feldom or ne: 
ver met with in Prefcription. The 
excrements of moft birds are account: 
ed hot, nitrous, and penetrating, 
tho” they may fomewhat vary, ac- 
cording to their different food; for 
this reafon they pafs for inciders and 
detergents, and are particularly rec. 
koned. ‘good’ in diftempers of ‘the 
Head: but they are almoft now laid 
afide in Pradtice, not only as they 
are troublefome and naufeous, but as 
they were at firft introduced more 
from fancy than good reafon. 

2. The Duck 3 Avas-atis. © 

4. The Hen; Gallina. 

Eggs; Ova. All know them to 
be of good nourifhment, and warm, 
but fubjeét not to pais well thro’ 
the* Stomach with fome people} 
which may rife from their foften- 
ing and relaxing the membranes, 
and alfo their tenacity and difficulry 
of comminution, efpecially if they 
are made hard in the drefling. The 
beit way’ of remedying this incons 
venience is with Vinegar, or Peps 

1 per, 
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‘per, or both, as the ufual cuftom 
is; becaufe fuch things aftringe the 
coats of the Stomach, and make 
them perform their attritions more 
forcibly, whereby digeftion is fooner 
performed. The yolk of an Egg, 
Vitellus Ovi, is mixed with the 
Turpentines frequently, upon ac- 
count of it’s glutinous incarnative 
qualities. For in fome intentions 
the Turpentines deterge too much, 
and draw off the nutritious matter 
as well as what is morbid. This 
therefore moderates in fome mea- 
fure the violence of their action ; 
and after an Ulcer is once well 
cleans’d, mightily helps to incar- 
nate and fill it up with found fleth. 
The white of an Egg, <dAlbimen 
Ovi is ofa glutinous binding quality, 
and therefore is often mixed with 
Bole Armoniac, and other things of 
the like naturé, to defend any itrain- 
ed part from diftenfion and elevation 
into a Tumor, and to reftore it to 
it’s due tone and elafticity; and 
likewife under convenient bandage 
and compreffure, to prevent the 
luxation of bones after feduétion. 
It is uied alfo in fome mixtures for 
. confolidating frefh wounds, and pre- 
venting too great an effufion of 
blood. The thells, Tefa, are abfor- 
bent, and may be ufed as. the 
Crab’s Eyes, and other teftaceous 
bodies. . The inner skin of the giz- 
zard is mentioned in the Difpenfa- 
tory, but is not now in ule. 

4. The Peacock ; Pavo-onis. 

The dung is reckoned a fpecife 
in Epilepfies;, and Dr Pitcairn, in 
his Elements of Phyjic, from experi- 
‘ence much commends it’s ufe in a 
Vertigo, which diltemper has a 
great affinity with the former. I 
cannot but here wifh that work had 
received the finifhing ftroak from 
the author’s own hand; for as: there 
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are fome things in it perhaps not 
altogether worthy fo great 4 man, 
there are multitudes of others of 
real advantage in the true theory 
and practice of Medicine. But of 
the three editions of that work, I 
take the Englifb Verfion to be pre- 
ferable, by reafon the tranflator 
feems to have had the fight of bet» 
ter manufcripts than the other edi- 
tors. 

5. The Pidgeon ; Columba. 

The dung is fometimes ordered in 
cataplafms, to be apply’d to the foles 
of the Feet in malignant Fevers and 
Deliriums, with an intent to draw 
the humours downwards: which 
may not be ill guefs’d; for if we 
may judge of the nature of this, 
from that of the bird of which it 
is the produce, which by the way 
is no ill rule, it certainly confifts of 
fabtile hot parts, which open the 
pores where it is apply’d, and by 
rarifying and expanding them, occa- 
fions a greater flux of fluid that way. 
But that thefe things particularly 
draw away the peccant humours on- 
ly, is a groundlefs figment. ‘There 
may perhaps at fuch a time be fe- 
parated in readinefs for a critical 
difcharge, fomewhat in the caufe of 
the diftemper, which may happen 
upon fuch a Stimulus to be pro- 
vok’d or derived that way; but 
that would happen equally from a- 
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ny the like alteration in the part, — 


without any {pecific quality in the 
Medicine to occafion It .

_ Dr Mead, in his Effay on Poifons, 
having inquired into the many ways 
of curing the viperine poifon, which 
is infli€ted by a bites he tells us, 
that the Viper-Catchers have a re- 
medy far beyond them all, and in 
which they place fo great confidence, 
as to be no more. afraid of a bite, 
than of a common punéture, ‘im- 
mediately curing themfelves with 
this fat, which they value in fuch 
cafes as a fpecific, as he difcovered 
upon the ftricteft inquiry. But to 
be convine’d himfelf further of the 
truth, in fo important a point, the 
Dottor enraged a Viper, and caufed 
itto bite a young Dog by the Nofe: 
both the Teeth were ttruck deep in ; 
‘he howl’d bitterly, and the part be- 
-gan to {wells but upon application 
‘of fome of the Axungia, which was 
ready at hand, he was very well 
the next day. | 

But becaufe fome gentlemen who 
faw this experiment, were apt to 
impute the cure rather to the Dog’s 
fpittle (he licking the wound) than 
to the virtue of the fat, he was cauf- 
ed to be bit agatr in the Tongue ; 
upon which, forbearing the ufe of 
this remedy, he died within four 
or five hours. 
made another time with like fuccefs; 


“which the Doétor aferib’d to the 
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clammy and vifcid parts of the fat, 
tho’ withal it was more penetrating 
and active than other oily fubftances. 
For by this property he fuppofes it 


‘to involve, and as it wére fheath the 


volatile falts of the venom, fo as 
to prevent their fhooting into thofe 
Spicule@, which were obferved to 
be the inftruments of thofe deadly 
mifchiefs following the bite. The 
fleth is very nourifhing and tetto- 
rative. .. prey 

3. The Scink ; Scincus. oa 

It is an aquatic animal, cloathed 
with gréy feales, and having a blu- 
ith lime, running from the Head to 
the Tail, It hath an alexipharmic 


“quality prefcribed to it, on which 


account it is in the Mithridate, 
and a tendeney to excite Vene- 
ty, for which it was brought into 
the Disfatyrion, a compofition 
now rejected by the College: but 
thefe different virtues are afcribed 
to it’s different parts; for the Dia- 
Satyrion takes in the Belly and Back, 
with regard to the reins and. {pér- 
matic veffels, whereas the Mitbri- 
date receives the Belly only. Diof- 
corides, Galen, Pliny; and many o- 
ther antients, were as particular a- 
bout the different parts for different 
purpofess but Hofman hath taken 
pains to fhow it a: needlefs labour 
and the prefent. Practice gives no 
reputaton to fuch coneeits. 

4. The Toad; Bufo-anis. : 

The powder of dried Toads dif: 
charges the water of a Dropfy by 
Urine. It ftops alfo the bleeding at 
the Nofe. | 

5- The Sea Tortoife; Tefado 
MATING. 

The Priapus Teftudinis is faid by 
Ligon; in his account of Barbadoes, 
to be good in nephritic diforders; 
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CHAP. VI. 
Of QUADRUPEDS. 


1. HE Horfe; Equus. 

_ There is no part in ufe, 
but the dung. This feems to owe 
it’s prefent credit in Medicine to 
the modern Praétice. It is certain- 
ly of great efficacy in Pleurifies, In- 
flammations, and obftructions of 
the Breaft: in Afthmas and difficul 
ty in’ breathing alfo it fometimes 
prevails, where the moft. powerful 
balfamics and pectorals have been 
tried in vain. In all thefe intenti- 
ons it is ncw very much prefcrib’d. 
It is beft in decoétion, wherein it 
is fometimes join’d with other pe- 
€torals, more or lefs warm and de- 
terfive, as the cafe and conttitution, 
feem to direct. The fimple waters 
of Pennyroyal or Hyflop, are as 
good as moit liquors to infufe it in. 
It ought to have but a gentle heat, 
and to be kept clofe ftopp’d. White- 
wine feems beft to take off it’s nau- 
feoufnefs, but may not be fo agree- 
able in fome circumitances as fofter 
and more oily vehicles, But what- 


foever it is infus’d in, I> never ob-- 


ferv’d it the lefs effeétual for clari- 
fication; and that will-bring the 
liquor to look fine, and be. leds nau- 
feous, tho? it will not deftroy it’s 
natural fmell, but that the patient 
may ftill difcern it. 

2. The Afs; Astnus. , 

3. The Bullor Cow; Taurus or 
Vacca. | 

~The milk of thefe three animals, 
often come under medicinal confi- 
deration, and are prefcribed as pro- 
per to alter a fharp thin Blood into 
a Crafis more folt, balfamic, and nu- 
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tritive; and in conftitutions where 
they agree in the firlt paflages, they 
cannot but be. proper for fuch an 
end, becaufe they are already pre- 
pared into nourifhment as far as is 
required for their admiffion into the 
Blood. All that is done in the 
Prime Vie to our common food, 
is but reducing it into Chyle, which 
is Milk: but where the juices are 
very fharp, and the glands of the 
Stomach over-charg’d with them, 
they are very apt to turn thefe fub- 
ftances into Curd; a change very 
common and obfervable from many 
fuch caufes. By this means the fe- 
rous or thinner part, foon changes 
into the fame condition as the juices 
which join with it, and the moft 
nutritive part is harden’d into a fub- 
ftance, which will bé fo far from’ 
admitting any nourifhment thro’ the 
LaG&eals, that ’tis a chance if the 
periftaltic motion of the Bowels is © 
{ufficient to procure it’s ejectment 
by ftool. Where therefore Milk of 
what kind foever is ordered in Con- 
fumptions, and as a reftorative, it is 
with very good reafon join’d with 
the Teffacea, and fuck things as are 
proper to deftroy thofe acidities. ” 
As for the difference of Milks, from 
the different creatures which pro- 
duce them, there feems as much 
to be owing to their different food 
and manner of living, as to any 
{pecific difference in the creatures 
themfelves. That which 1s moft — 
common in our food, Cew’s-Milh, | 
feems to be of the moft {fubftance, — 
and the moft nutritive of all. In 
the ufe of thefe a great deal is in~ 
being more or lefs accuitom’d to 
any particular fort; for at firft with 
many, it-is frequently purgative, 
but this does not continue. In fhort; 
experience is the beft guide in thefe | 


_courfes: and Phyficians of the belt 
skill and penetration fometimes are 


baulk’d 
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baulk’d in their expetations from 
their ufe. There are fome other in- 
tentions likewife for which Milk- 
courfes are direéted, befides that of 
arettorative, for they are gone into 
frequently as correctors and fweet- 
ners: but they muft be very indif- 
ferently acquainted with the Mate- 
ria Medica, who truft to fuch aids 
in thofe cafes; or the patient’s cafe 
muft be mighty peculiar and difficult, 
which will admit of no other means; 
altho’ thefe are certainly good helps, 
together with more effectual means, 
in the moft obftinate cafes of the 
like intentions. Butter; Butyrum, 
is feldom met with in medicinal Pre- 
{cription. Every one knows the ufe 


of it in food. By the texture and. 


nature of it’s fubftance, it tends to 
relax the folids, and fupplies the 
juices with particles light and ad- 
hefive. Upon the firft account it 
may be good in dry and colftive con- 
ftitutions ; but muft be hurtful in Jax, 
moift, and corpulent ones. By the 
levity and tennacity of it’s parts, it is 
alfo very apt to ftop in the Glands 
and Capillaries, whereby it fouls the 
Vifcera, but particularly the fmall 
glands of ‘the Skin: hence it is apt 
to produce blotches, and all cutane- 
~ ous deformities,. And this opinion 
ig much confirm’d by the experience 
of all whofe bufinefs has made them 
converfant with young children, 
they having much of this in their 
diet; whereby they have been ob- 
ferv’d to grow weakly, corpulent, 
big-belly’d, and very fubjeé& to 
breaking-out,: and to breed Lice, 
and fuch-like uncleanlinefles ;- but 
upon reltraining them from it, 
without any other vifible means, 
they have out-grown all thofe in- 
conveniences. Oil of Olives is much 
of the fame nature as Butter, and 

is ufed in countries which abound 
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‘a proper receiver ; 
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with it for the fame purpofe.. Oxe's 
Gall (Fel bovis) is an intenfe bitter,. 
and ufed externally in platters, to de- 
ftroy Worms... Fhe {tone taken out 
of the Gall of this Animal is men-. 
tioned in the Difpenfatory ; but I 
am a ftranger to it’s virtues. The 
Suet 1s ufed in mortifications of the 
Inteftines, 

4. The Hart; Cervus. 

The Prizpus, the bone out of the 
Heart, the Marrow of the Leg, and 
the Horns are mentioned in Difpen- 
fatories: but the Horns alone are 
received into the prefent Praétice. 
The folid parts of them are ufed in 
Diftillation. The fhavings are much 
more in elteem amongft family Do- 
ctreffes, than in the Shops, ‘altho’ 
they are ufedthere too upon many ac- 


counts; the jelly of them is account-: 


ed very nourifhing and: ftrengthen-- 
ing. ‘Thofe who make it a trade to 
rafp it for ufe, have learned the art 
of mixing bone with it, to raife their 
profit, infomuch that it is hard to 
buy any now in the Shops that has 
not a dafh of it; and fome, rather 
than turn away a low-priced cufto- 
mer, are provided with the fhavings 
of nothing but bone. The fame cheat 
is put upon us frequently in the 
burn’d Hart/born, with which they 
mix feveral forts of bone. But as 
for that whichis the commonly fuf- 
pected fraud, of drawing the fpirit 
from them beforethey are burnt, and 
fo divefting them of their better part; 
they are not at all the worfe, were 
it fo: For if they are put frefh mto ~ 
the Potmaker’s Kiln, where they are 
generally calcin’d, the  fpirit is as 
much forced away, as in the Chy- 
mical Furnace: and ail the difference 
is, that in the former cafe it is dif 
fipated into theair, and quite lofts 
and in the latter, it is preferved by 
for in both caies 
3 the 
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the horn is robbed of it; and there- 


fore after the fpirit is drawn, it is 
ftill as good for calcination as before. 


‘The Suet is like that of other 


bealts. 

5. The Bezoar Goats Capri-cer- 
wa Orientalis, e gua Lapis Bexoar 
Orientalis Schrod. 

This animal lives in Perfia and 
the Eaff-Indies. It is famous for 
affording us thofe ftones which are 
fo much celebrated under the name 
of Oriental Bezoar. Their value is 
chiefly determined by the colour 
they give to the Gafcoign’s Powder, 
which makes the oriental much pre- 
ferable and deareft ; and of that fuch 
ftones as are fmootheit, {mall, and 
firike a deep green upon white paper 
that has been rubb'd over firft with 
chalk; which is a fure way of trying 
them. It is wonderful of what va- 
jue thefe have always been reckoned, 
fince it feems to be without any 
good ground. Schroder fays they 
are alexipharmic, and promoters of 
fweat; that they are good in Epilep- 
fies, palpitation of the Heart, Jaun- 
dice, Dyfenteries, Stone, and ob- 
itructions of the Men/es: as alfo that 
they cure Melancholy, and forward 
Delivery: and in thefe important in- 


‘tentions, he affigns the dofe from 


threé grains to twelve. But we have 
no inftances from experience to fup- 
port any fuch practice. They have 
neither {mell nor tafte, and upon ta- 
king into the Stomach, give no 
fepfation, nor produce the leaft pre- 
ceiveable effect, which is ground e- 
nough to fufpecét them good for no- 
thing ; altho’ our Phyficians prefcribe 
them in much larger dofes than 
what Schroder mentions, and others 
have ventured half a dram or a dram 
at atime. The Shops ufe it only 
in the Pulvis @ Chelis compofitus, 
commonly called Ga/coign’s Powder 5 
which tho’ it is a dear Medicine,

It is found in Peru. The Occiden- 
tal Bezoar is taken out of tie Sto- ~ 
mach of this animal. It is a ftony 
fubftance, more brittle than Orien- 
tal Bezxoar, rough on the outfide, 
and of amore dirty green. It is 
thought much inferior to the orien- 
tal. 

7. The Elk 3 Alces-is. 

The Hoof of this animal is the 
part inufe. It is alfo elteemed of 
mighty efficacy in diftempers of the 
Head, and is an ingredient in the 
Pulvis de Gutteta of  Riverius 
but in little. elfe.  Naturaliits tell 
us that the creature itfelf firft 
gave to mankind a hint of it’s me- 
dicinal virtues; for they fay, when- 
ever it-ails any thing in the Head, 
it lies in fuch a pofture as to keep 
one of the tips of a Hoof in it’s 
Ear, which after fome time ef-— 
fects acure. But this I leave to be 
credited by thofeof more faith than 
myfelf. It’s horn is mentioned in 
the Difpenfatory ; but it is hardly 
ever ufed. | 

8. The Goat; Hircus. 

The Suet is faid to be greatly dif- 
cutient; and the Blood to be alexi- 
pharmic and deobftruent. = |

11. The Rhinocerote 5 Rhinoceros 
»otis. 

This isa beaft of the fize of an Ele- 
phant, but with much shorter legs, 
and having an horn in the fnout. 
This horn is black, eafy to {plit, a 
cubit long, pyramidal, refembling 
the horn of a Buffalo, but folid, 
without any hollow. It is com- 
mended as an Alexipharmic, and 
good in all contagious and other dif- 
eafes, where it is neceflary to pro- 
cure a plentiful Diaphorefis. 

az. The Musk Animal; Animal 
mofchif érum. | 

This creature is neither of the 
Stag nor of the Goat kind. The 
Musk (Mo/chus) is thought by fome 
to be an excrementitious humour 
feparated from the Blood, and that 
thofe creatures by rubbing againft 
fhrubs or other hard bodies, break 
the films or cods it is colleéted in, 
and fo leave it behind them. But 
the moft prevailing opinion is, that 
it naturally fecretes into a proper 
receptacle, and is cut off, or taken 
mut of the creature when killd; 
which feems confirm’d by the hairy 
bags which our Merchants fhew it 
to be produced in; altho’ indeed 
fome have found the art of counter- 
feiting thefe, and filling of them 
with coagulated dry’d Blood, anda 
little mixture of the true Musk: 
but this cheat may be difcovered by 
burning a little upon a hot iron; 
the genuine all exhaling, while the 
adulterated. fort will leave a good 
deal behind. It is reckoned a great 
cordial, and muft certainly be fo by 
‘it’s fragrancy and volatility, where 
it is not hurtful as a perfume, which 
often happens; but this, as well as 
Ambergreafe, has frequently been 
_ experienced of fervice in many hy{- 
~ terical complamts, both inwardly 
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taken, and apply’d outwardly to the 
Navel | 


13. The Elephant; Edephantus. 

The two Tusks coming out of 
the upper mandible of this animal 
are what we call Elephants Teeth 
(Dentes Elephanti) or Ivory. (E- 
bur-oris) is much of the fame nature 
as the Hartfhorn, and boils in the 
fame manner into a jelly; and they 
generally come into compofition 
together upon the fame account. 

14. The Sea Horfe; Equus ma- 
rinus. . 

This is an amphibious animal, 
having no externa! ear, and two 
great, crooked tusks: which are of 
the fame nature as Ivory. 

15. The Hare; Lepus-dris. 

The Fat (Adep:, or Axungia or 
Pinguedo Lepéris) 1s good to draw 
fplinters out of the Flefh. . The 
Huckle bone (4fragalus or Talus). 
is faid to be good for Epilepfies and 
Cholicks. The Gall (Fe/) is good 
to help the fight and hearing. ‘The * 
Hairs (Pili) are recommended to 
be mixed with liniments for ftanch- 
ing Blood. 

16. The Beaver; Cafor. 

This is an. amphibious animal, 
with a broad Tail, fmall blackifh 
Eyes, and fmall, fhort, round ears. 
The drug which we ufe in Medi- 
cine under the name of Caffor (Ca- 
froreum) is generally taken for the 
Beaver’s Tetticles, but this is a vul- 
gar error, for it is contained in a 
Glandufe, whereof two grow in 
the inner parts of both the male 
and female Beaver. It is brought 
from Hudjon’s Bay, New-England, 
and Ruffa: the Jater is much the 
beft. The cods are much rounder 
than the other, and harder ; and the 
inclofed Cafer is of a much redder 
colour, and a more fragrant, vola- 
tile, and pungent {cent. This is of 
yery extenfive ufe in Medicine, and 

L4 enters 
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enters into almoft all the nervine 
compofitions of the Shops, as well 
as the extemporaneous Prefcriptions 
of like intentions. « It is certainly a 
moft noble Drug, and of great ufe 
in all diftempers of the Head: and 
as many diforders of the Womb 
have their rife from fome diftempers 
of the nervous fyftem; fo in all 
fuch cafes it is likewife of great fer- 
yice. In the height of Fevers, when 
the Nerves begin to be convulfed, 
it is very effeétual not only to keep 
off a Delirium, .but to forward a Di- 
aphorefis, and bring the diftemper 
toacrifis. Eimuller, with fome o- 
thers, will have it alfo to be good in 
the Meafles and Small-Pox. The 
tin@ture, which is made of it, is an 
excellent Medicine; but what Chy- 
mifts pretend to fell for a Spirit of 
Caffor, is good for little or nothing, 
for it is too fat and tenacious a fub- 
ftance, to rife over the Helm with 
any Menffruum whatfoever. It 1s 
therefore much the beft if given in 
fubitance, or tincture, wherein it 
will almoft entirely openand diflolve. 

17. The Bear; Urfus. 

The fat of this animal is recom- 
mended to be applied externally to 
Tumours and Ulcers. 
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18. The Dog; Canis. 

What is called in the Shops 4/- 
bum Graecum is the white dung’ of 
fome Dogs: it is reckoned to have 
a deterfive quality, but upon that 
foot is ufed only by the common 
people for fore Throats ; it is fpread, 
alfo with Honey in the form of 2 
plafter, and apply’d outwardly in 
the like cafe. . 

19. The Civet Cat; Aximal Zi- 
bethicum. 

Civet (Zibethum) isa fat, unétu- 
ous fubftance, of the confiftence of 
Butter or Honey, and of a very fra- 
grant and pleafant fmell. It is by 
no means the Seed or Swéat, or 
Tefticles, or Cods, as fome have 
afirmed, but an excrement of a par 
ticular kind, collected in little glan- 
dulous bags, in the male, between 
the Penis and the Ye/fes_and in the 
female between the Uterus and the 
Anus. It is thought to affuage pain, 
and is therefore applied to the Na- 
vel for the Cholic and for the Gripes 
of children. pe 

zo. The Badger; Taxus. 

The fat of this animal outward 
ly applied is good for nephriti¢ — 
pains.

This is the fleth of carca- 
fes which have been embalm’d. -But 
altho’ it yet retains a place in medi- 
cinal Catalogues, it is quite.out of 
ufe in Prefcription.

be kept much longer than others. 
So long as the frefh colour they dry 
with continues, they may be trufted 
to in Medicine, but no longer, 
They are much better for decoétion 
and diftillation when dry’d, than 
green, becaufe their faline and vo- 
latile parts will not well mix with a 
Menftruum, until their native Phlegm 
be evaporated. Which will farther 
appear, when we come to confider 

them in Compofition. 
Flowers and feeds fhould be ga- 
thered likewife ee the fame cau- 
tion, 
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tion, dry ; the former when they are 
juft open, and the later when ready 
to fhed: unlefs it be fuch flowers 
as are ordered to be ufed in the bud, 
as red Rofes for conferves, 5c. 
Flowers are better dry’d in the Sun 
than the fhade; for the quicker they 
dry, the better they preferve their 
fcent and colour. Thefe muft be 
carefully kept, fo as not to grow 
mufty; and the clofer the better. 

£ they feem to give, and :grow 
dampith after the firft putting up, 
which they are very apt to do, they 
fhould be laid open again to a warm 


Sun. and after two or three fuch 


airings, it is rare if they give again. 
With their fcent and colours they 
lofe in a great meafure their vir- 
tyes; they are therefore a fure rule 
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to direct how long they may be 
kept. 

Fruits are beft when fullripe, un- 
lefs thofe whofe efficacy in Medicine 
depends upon the aufterity of their 
juices: and {uch not quite ripe, are 
the better. 

Roots are beft taken up in the 
beginning of the Spring, becaufe 
they are then in their greateit vi- 
gour. | 

Barks are the better for being 
frefh dry’d, tho’ many will keep a 
long time without perceptible decay. 
The fame alfo will hold true in woods 
of all kinds. 

Gums, and infpiffated juices, are 
the better, the freer they are from 
mixture and drofs; but they are fel- 
dom fit for ufe before ftraining. 


APPENDIX to Pant lL. 


EFORE we proceed to- treat 

of officinal and extemporancous 
compofitions, it will be neceflary to 
fay fomething, by way of Appendix 
to the firft part, concerning the pre- 
parations of fome fimple Medicines, 
in order to render them more fit for 
Compofition or extemporaneous Pre- 
icription. 

1. Burning of Alum; Aluminis 
ufpio. 

This is done by melting it in a 
Fire-fhovel, or a Crucible, and let- 
ting it bubble until it comes to a 
white hard fubftance. This is ufed 
as an efcharotic: it gently eats proud 
Flefh, but it leaves fuch a hardnefs 
upon the part, as makes it little e- 
fleemed in that intention. Many 
mix a little of it with the Sugar thay 


dulcify their cordial Waters with, 
which fines them down, and throws 
the milkinefs to the bottom from 
which they may be poured by in- 
clination, or rack’d off with the 
crane. 

2. Fecula of Bryony; Bryonie 
Fecula. 

Take any quantity of Bryony roots, 
{crape them with a Knife, and prefs 
out the juice ftrongly. Keep it with- 
out ftirring, in a veflel, for fome 
hours, and it willlet falla very white. 


fediment, like Starch; which being . 


{eparated from the turbid water, that 
covers it, by inclining the veffel, muft 

be dried in glaffles. |

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3. Preparation of Lapis Calami- 
naris. 

Take any quantity of this, make 
it red hot three or four times, 
and quench it as often in Plantain or 
Rofe-water. Then legivate it upon a 
hard Marble with the fame waters 
and make it into little balls. 

4. The Potential Cautery ; Cau- 
terti potentialis five Lapidis feptici 
praparatio. ae 

* This is made of a ftrong lixivium 

* of Pot-Athes and Quicklime, boil- 
§ ed to adrynefs.’ 
_ This is ufed in Surgery only, to 
open abfceffes, by eating a way 
thro’ to the digefted matter, or to 
make iffues by the fame means; but 
it requires to be carefully guarded by 
what the Surgeons call Defenfatives, 
which are plafters fo laid upon the 
part, as to fuffer the Medicine to 
{pread no farther, than is expofed to 
it’s operation by an hole cut in them. 
This is to be kept clofe ftoptina phial, 
becaufe it will otherwife imbibe the 
air, and lofe it’s cauftic quality. It 
may be made after a more fimple 
manner, by mixing equal quanti- 
tes of Soap and Quick lime. 

5. Preparation of Coral, Crab’s- 
eyes, Pearls, pretious Stones, and all 
the Te/tacea. 

This is done by Levigation up- 
on a Marble with Rofe-Wrater, till 
it cannot be perceiv’d the leaf grit- 
ty between the Teeth, then make 
them up into little balls. 9° 

They who would have them as 
fine as poflible, may after fuch le- 
vigation as prevents their gritting 
upon the Teeth, mix the whole 
with Water enough to fufpend it 
fome time: after a little ftanding, 
pour off the upper part, and leyigate 
the bettom again; and fo do until 
the whole will remain fo fufpended in 
Water for fome time without letting 


any fall, ‘Then by ftanding fome | 
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days, the whole will get down to the 
bottom, andthe liquor may be pour- 
ed off clear, and the levigated fub- 
{tances dropp’d with an Ivory fpa-. 
tula upon a chalk-fione to dry. By 
this means there is no fear of taking 
away any of their falts or better parts, 
for the Water thus us’d will not be 
perceiv’d to have alter’d either it’s 
tafte or colour. All things of this 
kind muft never come near Iron, 
or any other metals ; efpecially Pearls, 
and thofe things which are valued for 
their whitenefs, becaufe they will 
take a tinge from it, and lofe their 
beauty, as well as hazard their vir- 
tues. 

6. Burning of Harts-horn; Cor- 
NU cervint uftio. 

. Take any quantity of thefe horns, 
and calcine them in an open fire, 
tillthey grow quitewhite; then beat 
them to powder; and wafh them 
with Rofe Water. Afterwards levi- 
gate them ona Marble and form them 
into Lozenges. This is reckoned a 
fweetner, and of the fame nature as 
the Teffacea. It is much ufed in De- 
co¢tion againft Diarrhzas, and fluxes 
of the Belly ; and makes that which 
is called the White Drink, when 
boiled alone in Spring-Water with a 
little Cinnamon. After the fame man- 
ner may be prepared, Burnt Ivory 
and other Bones. 

7. The manner of making Elate- 
rium. 

Take any quantity of wild Cucum- 
bers, almoft ripe, cut them, fqueeze 
out the juice, and ftrain it thro’ a 
very fine hairfieve, into a clean, glafs 
veffel. Then let it reft, till the 
thickeft dregs are fubfided, let what _ 
{wims be poured off by inclining the 
veflel, and draw off what yet re- 
mains by filtration. Let the thick 
part, which fubfides be covered with 
linnen, and expofed to the Sun, till 
itis dry, and keep it for ufe. It ‘ 
the 
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the moft violent in operation of any 
of the Hydragogues, and therefore 
is ‘eldom prefcrib’d but where the 
cafe is ftubborn and defperate ; and 
then only from two to four or five 
grains: But with all the caution ima- 
ginable, it will be fo violent, that 
few care to truit their repntation in 
it’s Prefcription, unlefs fuch Empi- 
rics'as have none to lofe. 
8. Preparation of Lapis Lazuli. 
Take blue Lapis Lazuli, and le- 
vigaté it on a Marble or Porphyry 
fione very fine, wath it with com- 
mon water, and when dry, keep it 
for ufe. 
s Preparation of Litbarge. 
evigate the Litharge very fine, 
in a Mortar, wath it with very pure 
Water, and ftir it uilit becomes tur- 
bid, and pour it off Then pour on 
more Water, ftir it, and pour it off 
to the other. Repeat this operation 
till all the finer fubitance be carried 
off along with the Water. Let it 
fettle, and. levigate the fediment up- 
on a Marble, tillno roughnefs can 
be perceiv’d by the ‘Tongue: . 
10. Preparation of Earth-worms. 
Take Earth-worms, cut and pickt, 
wafh them with Wine till they have 
parted with all their impurity ; then 
dry them in the Suniand keep-them 
for ufe. 
Millepedes are prepared after the 
- fame manner: 
11. Strained Opium ; Opium co- 
datum or Extraétum Thebaicum. 
Diffolve Opium in Water, ftrain 
it and evaporate it to a confiltence. 
12. Burning of Lead; Plumbi 
#jt20. 4 
Take thin plates of Lead, and lay 
them with a fufficient quantity of 
Sulphur, in a new ‘earthen veflel, 
firatum fuper firatum, then light 
the fire, and let the burning Lead be 
ftirred with an Iron fpatuia, till 
it be quite reduced to. afhes, then 
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wafh it with fimple Water, and lay 
it up for ufe. 

Or rather melt the Lead over a 
gentle fire, ftirring it with an Iron 
fpatula till it is quite calcined. This: 
will want no wafhing. 

When this is put into a reverbera- 
ting furnace for three or four hours; 
it turns red, and is then called 

13. Red Lead; Minium. 

14. Preparation of Scammony 3 
Diacrydium or Diagrydium. 

Put powder of Scammony into a 
hollow Quince, cover it with a 
palte and bake it in an oven, or on- 
der afhes. 

15. Preparation of Sgui//s. 

Take a large freth Sguil/, throw 
away the dry outward coats, wrap it 
up in Dough, and bake it inan oven 
withthe Bread till it becomes tender, 
which you_ may difcover by piere= 
ing it witha ftraw. Then take it 
out of the oven, and take off all the 
coats, one by one, throwing away the 


heart, itring them fo that they may 
not touch one another, and hang 
them in a dry place. You muft 


take care not to cut them with an 
Iron knife, but ufe an Ivory o¢ 
Wooden. one. 

16. Boiled Turpentine; Térebin- 
thina coéta. 

Pour twenty four pound of Wa- 
ter on one pound of Venice Turpen- 
tine, let it boil till it grows fo thick 
as to be crumbly like Rofin, when 
it is cold, or brittle as Glafs.

17. Preparation of Fat. - 

Take out the Skins, Veins, and 
Fibres, and wath it with Water, till 
it becomes unbloody ; then let the 
Fat melt, ftrain it and preferve it 
from the injury of the air. 

18. Preparation of 4/2. 

- Diffolve it in Spring Water over 
a gentle heat; itrain it, and cafting 


away all the dregs, evaporate it to 
it’s former  confiftence. Shining 


pure /ces ftand in no need of wath- 
ing. 

19. Preparation of Gum Ammoui- 
acum. 

Diffolve it in Vinegar, ftrain dt, , 
and evaporate the Vinegar over a 
gentk fire. 
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Of Compofition in general. What advantages arife 


from it, under due regulation; with inftances of 
the contrary from a neglect therein. 


What is 


peculiar to officinal, and what to extemporaneous, 


Compofitions 


AVING already taken 
fuch notice of the me- 
dicinal fimples .as_con- 


cerns them, either as they ate divi- 
fible into claffes, or as they afford 
Medicines of confiderable efficacy, 
we now come to enquire into the 
moft advantageous way of managing 
them in compofition, and how to 
procure more important effects from 
their united virtues, than could be 
well had from them when feparate. 


For medicinal Compofition is, or’ 


at leaft ought to be, a contrivance 
to obtain ends from thofe miateri- 
als in cofijunction, which cannot 
be an{wered to equal advantage from 
any of them fingle ; but for the very 
‘fame reafon we ought not to have 
recourfe to fuch trouble, where, 
with equal certainty, an intention 
can be anfwered by a more fimple 
procedure, 


As to the advantages of Compo- 


‘fition in general, fome carty their 


good opinion of it fo far as to cons 
tend for an additional efficacy there- 
by to the virtues of particular fim- 
ples, which without fuch an union 
of them with othérs of fimilar pro- 
perties, would not be fo ftrongly 
exerted. Thus Diemerbroeck in his 
notesupon the Theriaca Andromachis 
frequently fuggefts, that the Compo- 
fition,is not only a more efficaci- 
ous Medicine from the concurrent 
powers of fo many ingredients, alike 
in Virtue, but that the feveral fimples 
contained therein, do, as it were, 
over-aét their parts, by a mutualee 
mulation, which feparately, they 
would not be fo provoked to do. 
Charas on the fame iubject infinuates 
fomething alfo of the like nature. 
But how much foever fuch conceits 
may lie beyond the common way of 


judging 
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judging concerning thefe things; 
yet thus far may eafily be conceiv’d, 
how by a regular, and well contriv’d 
’ Compofition, fome intentions of mo- 
ment may be anfwered much more 
effectually, and in fome cafes with 
more fafety, than from any fimple 
Medicine. : 

To obtain then the moft impor- 
tant ends, and the greateft advanta- 
ges poffible from Compofition, the 
following rules will appear abfolute- 
ly neceflary to be particularly re- 
garded. 

1. That one main intention be 
putfued throughout the whole. To 
compound a Medicine with ingre- 
dients of different virtues, in order 
to make it more extenfively ufeful, 


very much hazards it’s being good 


for nothing, both on account of that 
contrariety, or difagreement in the 
things themfelves, which may very 
probably hurt or deftroy one another 
whilft in conjunétion ; and the dif- 
ferent manner in which they may 
affect a conititution by their opera- 
tion. So that where cafes are fo 
complicated, that more than one 
thing of moment is to be done, the 


means are much better fought for in’ 


_ different Medicines, than in any one 
compound. And it hath been plain- 
ly owing to a neglect of this rule, 
that fome of the old Difpenfatories 
abound with Compofitions which 
contain ingredients, not only very 
remote in intention, but fometimes 
even oppofite, and repugnant in qua- 
lities to each other. . And it is great- 
ly to be feared, mof of the more 


complex Compofitions are charge- 


able with this fault; that is, of aim- 
ing at too much in onething. But 
this error is no where {fo remarkably 
fallen into, as in fome of the old 
plafters, where we fhall frequently 
meet with ingredients hot and cold, 
repellers and drawers, difcuflers and 
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fuppuratives together ; ag if the con- 
trivers, in diffidence of what way 
an obitruéted matter might take to 
throw itfelf off, were refolved to 
provide for it all ways; and {o in re- 
ality made an application of what 
could do juft nothing at all). The 
fame bad way of judging, likewife 
ufed to furnifh us with plenty of 
catholicons, and univerfal purgers, 
where the Compofition was defign- 
ed to contain fomething againft all 
humors, but thefe are now juitly 
come into neglect. All the true 
advantage then of Compofition is to 
chufe fuch a fet of Simples, whofe 
medicinal virtues do all fo contri- 
bute to the fame end, that in con- 
junction, they fhall be more likely 
to anfwer that end, than any of 
them fingly could be expected to 
do. Thus out of thofe fetid gums, 
for inftance, which are generally 
prefcribed in hyfteric affections, 4m- 
moniacum, Galbanum, Opopanax, or 
any three or four of them may be 
put together to advantage; becaufe 
every one of them fingle might fail 
to reach the cafe in fome particular 
contftitutions, whereas thus in con- 
junction, there is a much greater 
chance to fucceed: and tho’ the be- 
nefit may perhaps be aflignable to 
fome one, yet they all by a fimili- 
tude of qualities have their chance 
to be that one, and therefore the 
end is more likely to be anfwered. 
Thus likewife in ftomachics fome 
variety of bitters and fpices toge- 
ther are, for the fame reafons, more 
likely to do fervice, than any fingle 
ingredient, notonly from the greater 
chance of fome one amongft fo ma- 
ny agreeing with a particular con- 
ftitution, but from a concurrence of 
properties all confpiring to the fame 
end. The fame may be obferved of 
pectorals, emollients, or Compofi- 
tions of any other view ; but this by 
no 
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no means juftifies mixing thefe dif- 
ferent things one with another, tho’ 
in cafes complicated enough to re- 
quire more than one intention to be 
anfwered at atime. An hyfteric pa- 
trent may want ftomachics, as alfo 
one labouring with an Afthma, but 
bitters are not therefore to be joined 
with fetid gums in any one form ; 
or with emollients, or -pectorals., 
But both on account of neatnefs, and 
efficacy in every mixture, an unifor- 
mity of intention is beft preferved ; 
and complicated cafes are moft con- 
veniently provided for by different 
forms exhibited at times leaft interfe- 
ring with one another. 

z. Another thing worth our con- 
fideration in Compofition is, that 
when a fet of fimples are chofen, a- 
greeing in intention, too many of 
them be not crouded in together: 
a few of like eflicacy may concur and 
affift each other in operation, and an- 
fwer with more certainty, by fome 
little varietics in the fame qualities, 
extending the virtues of the whole 
farther than could be expeéted from 
either fingly, as was before obferv’d; 
but when a great many are crouded 
“in, it isa great chance but fome will 
rather prove cloggs to the efficacies 
of others, than affiftants to them ; and 
‘a much greater hazard is rifqued of 

having in them fomething difagree- 
able to particular conittitutions. Thus 
for inftance, in felecting a fet of aro- 
matics for a cordial, in a diftilled Wa- 
ter, or any other proper form, not 
only the utmoft care is to be taken, 
that they be all of this clafs, but like- 
“wife, that they are the moft fragrant, 
and the moft fuitable in all their qua- 
lities to this intention; as Rofemary, 
Marjoram, Lavender, and a few more 
of like flavour and volatility: but if 
every thing, that claims a place in 
this rank from fome one quality, was 
to be admitied, the Compofition, in- 
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ftead of obtaining an uniform, and 
an agreeable {cent and tafte, would 
be confounded into a diftafteful and 
naufeous Medicine : for after all thofe 
which excel in any one particular 
property, moft fuitable to the main 
intention of the Medicine, are chofen 
out; all additions afterward ‘cannot 
but make it worfe, either by fubftra- 
éting from the efficacies of the bet- 
ter fort, which then cannot be ads 
mitted in fuch large proportions, or 
difturbing their virtues and fcents 
with thofe not fo agreeable. Here- 
in alfo, many of the older Compo- 
fitions are very culpable, and thofe 
chiefly, which have been imported 
to us from foreign writers: for many 
of them, which well enough agree 
in uniformity of intention, do not- 
withitanding take in fuch a multi- 
tude of ingredients, that they are 
more troublefome, more unpleafant 
and lefs efficacious, than if fewer of 
the fame tribe only had been made 
ufe of. 

But this fault of crouding too ma- 
ny ingredients into one Compolition, 
does not always arife from an inju- 
dicious fondnefs to enhance it’s vir- 
tues, by fuch variety, but fometimes 
alfo from a notion of reftraining and 
qualifying the too powerful effica- 
cies of fome things, with others, 
which are commonly termed. their 
correctors, and this cuftom hath moft 
obtained in cathartics. What weiare 
ftri€tly and properly to underftand 
by a corre¢tor, -as it. relates to this 
clafs of Medicines, may be pretty 
eafily conceived, becaufe no more 
is meant by it, than reftraining fome_ 
things of ‘too violent operation in 
themfelves, and caufing them to work 
more mildly. Under fome prepara- 
tions of the Chymical Pharmacy be- 
fore taken notice of, under mercutri- 
alsand faline cathartics, it was fhewn 
how this was done by leflening their 
frimuliy 
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ftimuli, only by comminution, as in 
repeated fublimations ; by triture, 


and firing f{pirit upon them; or, if: 


they were of the refinous kind, by 


dividing them with lixivious {alts :. 


but there is yet a farther way, which 


more ftriétly anfwers the natural im-- 


port of this word; and that is by a 


mixture of fomewhat, that makes. 


their irritations either lefs in them- 
felves, or lefs fenfible to the mem- 
branes; and this is commonly by a 
mixture of the warmer fpices, efpe- 
cially the feeds, or the effential oils 
drawn from them. How thefe ma- 
terials anfwer this end, and obtain 
the name of correétors, may eafily 
enough be conceived by the direét 
oppofition of their manifeft proper- 
ties to thofe of a fharp cathartic 
which by their foft, oil y texture are 
fitted to. cover, and leffen the force 
of a ftimulus. And upon the fame 
foundation itis, that gruels and broths 
are directed in the operation of ca- 
thartics. But this neceflary precau- 
tion by no means juttifies loading a 
compofition with too many things, 
under fucha notion, efpecially where 
the effective ingredients are even in 
themfelves mild enough, and require 
fuch large quantities for a dofe, as to 
render them troublefome to. take. 
And this feems tobe the reafon, why 
many of the larger compound purg- 
ing electuaries are rejected in the 
modern Difpenfatories; and why 
thofe which are {till retained, are 
hot often met with in prefcription ; 
drams, or an ounce of fome of 
them being requifite for a dofe. 
~ The foundation of mixing opiats 
with moft alexipharmic Com pofiti- 
ons, the larger ones efpecially, 
might take upa good deal of thought 
to inquire into, but leaft it fhould 
be judged not ftrictly a part of the 
prefent bufinefs, I fhall only farther 
ebferve, that : 
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3. Another very matefial regard 
in Compofition is, that there bea. 
natufal fitnels of every “ingredient 
to that particular form it is to.enter. 
A fimilitude in their medicinal vir- 
tues only, isnot fufficient to juftify. 
the colleétion of fimples into a com- 
pound, unlefs there be likewife a 
{uitablenefs in their natural textures 
for like management, and to be pre- 
ferved together in the fame forms,. 
Thus in a cordial water, every aro- 
matic hath not a right to be there as 
an ingredient, by virtue of that par- 
ticular quality, without a fuitable-- 
nefs in it alfo from its natural texture,» 
which difpofes it to give out it’s vir- 
tues that way to advantage; tho? 
there may be as. few exceptions 
perhaps to this form, taken out of 
this clafs, as any 3 becaufe that very 
property, which entitles them to 
the appellation of. aromatics, fur- 
nifhes them with fomething capa- 
ble of being brought over in diftil. 
lation ; but when a {picy cordial. 
flavor arifes from fubftances which. 
are tenacious, fat and oily, - they. 
are not fit for this form, .becaufe 
they will fend over what will make 
a water foul, turbid and milky s, 
fo that gums, and: oily feeds are 
but fparingly, if at all, to. be re-; 
ceived herein. And thus particular, 
initances may be produced of the, 
particular forms, into which all the 
fimples of any one clafs, are by no, 
means réducible, onaccount of fone 
natural unfitneffes in their texture 
for fuch forms. So that. an unifor- 
mity and fimilitude of texture, as 
well as of intention, is neceflary to 
be obferved in every Compofition.. 
But the fitnefs or unftnefs in this 
refpect will fo eafily, appear from 
the things themfelves, as they Qc-. 
curin difpenfation, that it-is need-. 
lefs to enumerate more particular 
cafes here. 
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4. All Conipofitions ought to be 
réndered as agreeable as poflible to 
the fight, fmiéll, and tafte; and to 
bé of efficacy enough to render a 
faficient quantity for a dofe, eafy 
to be taken. Thus in the liquid 
forms efpecially, every thing ought 
to be avoided that gives an unfight- 
ly colour, a8 green or black, as all 
atkalious fubftances mixed with red 
will occafion. All fetid fubftances 
are likewife imconvenient herein, 
becaufe their {cents are more diffu- 
fed, and more perceived in taking, 
than in the dryer forms. And all 
things very blackifh and faline, for 
the fame reafons, are to be confined 
only to the dryer forms, as the Sa/ 
Succini, Ens Veneris, and the like; 
beeaufe they aré very naufeous in 
liquid mixtures. 
all cafes neceflary.to direct us here- 
in will fufficiently occur in pafling 
thro’ the feveral forms themfelves. 

Thus much it hath béen thought 
needful to obferve concerning Com- 
pofition in general; what farther 
of confequence réquires attention, 
arifes upon its divifion into offici- 
nal and extemporanieous Compofi- 
tion. 

The firft of thefe we have recourfe 
to; elther upon account of neceffi- 
ty, or convenience. Abundance of 
our materials are fupply’d only, at 
certain feafons of the year; all Me- 
dicines therefore from that ftock are 
fo direéted, that they may be made 
at thofe feafors, and preferved in 
readinefsin the Shops for prefent oc- 
cafions: thus many of the waters, 
mioft of the fyrups, all the conferves, 
as likewife almioft all the ointments, 
and oils, are to be made only at the 
feafons, when their refpective in- 
gredients are to be had in greateft 
perfection. So that one great end 
in officinal Prefcription, that is, the 
compiling a fet of rules, as a flan- 
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dard for the Shops to go by, is to 
take in all thofe medicinal fimples, 
which afford their virtues but at cer- 
tain feafons, or then to the greateft 
advantage, into fome form or other, 
molt fuitable to their make or natu- 
ral produétion. All that branch of 
Pharmacy, which is now got into 
the hands of the Confeétioners, hath 
been the refult of this néceflity. 
What the Apothecaries yet retain 
from this foundation, as Syrups and 
Conferves, are fo neceflarily clog- 
ged with Sugar for their keeping, 
that many of them grow into dif- 
efteem, as Medicines of themfelves 
not to be trufted to; neverthelefs 
they have their ufe in giving to o- 
ther forms the neceffary confiftence, 
or as vehicles to more efficacious Me- 
dicaments. 

The other occafion of officinal 
Compolition arifing from conveni-. 
ence, furnifhes us with all thofe 
Medicines which require much 
trouble and time to make ; and the 
main end of fuch contrivances 1s to 
have in readinefs more efficacious 
remedies than can be procured im 
that hafte in which many exigen- | 
cies require them. . 

One of the moft obvious regards 
then in fuch Compofitions is, that 
nothing enter into them which is 
of itfelf foon liable to fpoil, or to 
hurt other things with which it is 
putin company. ‘Thus every thing 
apt to ferment, grow rancid, or 
mouldy, or any way indeed to de- 
viate’ from it’s natural and required 
properties, ought not to come into 
this rank of Medicines: there are. 
many things alfo which require an 
higher confiftence for their prefer- 
vation than is neceflary to the fame 
forms in extemporaneous Practice. 
A neglect in both thefe refpeéts is 
the caufe, that fometimes we meet 
with very bad Medicines in the 
| Shops, — 


- Shops, which at firft may have been 
imade of very good materials. And 
thefe defects occur in nothing of- 
tener than in the Species Haly, Di- 
atragacanthi frigid; and the leni- 
tive EleGtuaty, with fome others of 
like make: the firt fpoil from the 
oilinefs of their ingredients, which 
will not fuffer them to keep with- 
out growing rancid; arid a want 
ef due confiftence, which is a fault 
in the taker only, and not the 
preferiber, tho’ it ought to be look- 
ed after by the later, is the reafon 
why the others fall into fermentati- 
on, and are utterly fpoiled thereby. 
The Pilule Fetide is likewife an 
inftance of a Compofition where 


things are put together which can- 


not keep long without growing 
-mouldy. But how to avoid thefe 
faults will more readily Occur in ex- 
amining fome particular Compofi- 
tions.- 


But not only cate is to be taken, 


that in officinal Compofitions fuch 
things be put together, as will keep 
in compaty, without lofing or 
ehanging their properties, but alfo, 
that they have a fitnefs in them- 
felves to preferve an uniform con- 
fiftence ; tho’ an error in this refpe& 
_ can hardly be fallen into, unlefs in 
the larger Eleétuaries, or Confeéti- 
ons, whereinto, if fome of the hea- 
vier {pecies are ordered, and par- 
ticularly the téftaceous powders, 
with any liquor or moifture, not 
thick enough to fufpénd them, 
they will fall to the bottom, and 
make the whole of a very unequal 
confiftence. The Confecio de Hy- 
acintho, Alkermes, Elefuarium 2 
Saffafras, with fome others, have 
been chargeable with this fault ; 
but the College have now avoided 
thefe inconveniences, either by al- 
tering thofe Compofitions; or ex- 
punging them. . 
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In the laft edition of the Londoa- . 
Difpenfatory, there are a few Medi- 
cines, under the title of infufions, 
which cannot be fuppofed to -arifé 
from that of the aforementioned 
confiderations, either of neceflity or 
convenience, in having them ready, 
beeaufe they may be made at all 
times, and will not keep; fo that 
they muft be made only when called 
for in extemporaneous practice. 
And therefore their Preicription in 
an Officinal Difpenfatory feems only 
to fave the trouble of directing thele 


_ ingredients feparately on all oceafi- 


ons, as they are called for s and to 
give to every Prefcriber a form; 
for what before was directed with 
much uncertainty. And as far as is. 
confiftent with the diverlities of 
cafes; and circumflances, fuch, ftan- 
dards inight be of ufe in other forms, 
which have not hitherto been made 
officinal. : 

What is neceflary to premife con- 
cerning extemporaneous Preferipti- 
on, farther than what is deducible 


‘from the foregoing, may be con- 


tained in a little compafs. All that 
hath been faid concerning an uni- 
formity, either in the intention, in 
the texture, or in the confiftence of | 
a Medicine, being as neceflary here 

ag in the more laboured Preicripti- 
ons. The chief therefore of what 
we have to atiend to in this part, 
is, 

1. Tocontfive as many forms to 
go on together, as the exigencies 
of any cafe may réquire, in fuch 
manner, that they interfere not with 
one another. ‘Fhus in acute cxfes, 
where helps are wanted from all 
quarters, boles, powders; or draughts 
may be directed at certain diftances, 
and their intervals of taking fuppli- 
ed with fuleps, Apozems, Emul- 
fions, and the like, ag circumftances 
may call for them, But in chronic 
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cafes, efpecially where patients are 
liable to go out about their affairs, 
all the means ought to be made 
as eafy and efficacious as poflible 
elfe it is a great chance but ‘that a 
croud of Medicines, or their irk- 
fomenefs to take, tires the patient, 
before any benefit can be received 
from them; fo that in fome circum- 
ftances it may be eligible to do little, 
yather than nothing at all. The cir- 
cumttances likewile of perfons is no 
mean confideration, fo that where 
thofe are narrow, not only a few, 
but the cheapeft and moft efficacious 
Medicines fhould be contrived. In 
fhort, one very neceffary caution is, 
never to make a remedy worfe than 
a difeafe, which in fome circum- 
ftances may happen. But with all 
the neceflary good husbandry, there 
is one thing fometimes  practifed, 
which, for many reafons, is blame- 
able, and that 1s, the putting of 
powders into draughts or juleps, e- 
{pecialiy the Gafcoign’s powder, for 
fach management not only renders 
the mixture very unfightly, but 
makes it impoflible for an Apothe- 
cary tocomply with it, but to his 
lofs. 

2. Another thing worth regard, 
is always, as much as poflible, to 
difguife known Medicines, both by 
prefcribing them in terms the leaft 
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commonly known, and reducing 

them into forms as different as pof- 
fible from what a patient hath been 
accuftomed to difcover them in. 
Without this care the beft Prefcrip- 
tions are frequently loft by a pre- 
judice, and hence fometimes hap- 
pens a total refufal of that, upon 
which moft ftrefs was laid. This 
happens in nothing oftener than the 
Pulv, Patrum. Befides, it cannot 
have efcaped every ones obfervati- 
on, how much the reputation of a 
cure hath been loft, by divulging 
the means by whicli it was effected. 
Something might be faid likewife as 
to the injuries hence arifing to the 
Apothecary, whofe attendance re- . 
quires more than the common prose 
fits of trade, which every patient 
hath not the generofity to allow for, 
ae they know the things preferi- 

ed. 

3. Another confideration, and the. 
laft I fhall take notice of on this 
occafion, is, that all extemporane- _ 
ous Medicines be contrived, not on- 
ly with all the elegance and pleafant- 
nefs poflible, but alfo into the fmalleft 
dofes they are capable of. Draughts 
to. grown perfons ought never to ex- 
ceed four ounces, and to be feldom 
above three ; and boles ought hard- 
ly ever to weigh above two drams; 
and of the reft proportionably. 
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Of DISTILLATION, 
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Of Dijftillation in. general. . 


ISTILLATION is the af- 
| cent and elevation of particles 
in form of vapour, which afterward 
defcend again in the form of drops. 
This afcent of fluids is chiefly 
promoted in a two-fold way; firft, 
upon account of their {pecific levity 5 
and fecondly by impulfe. 
The firft way of elevation is ac- 
counted for from this Lemma, viz. 
That particles of Bodies which fwim 
in any fluid, if they are /pecifically 
lighter, muft be born upwards by 
that fluid. ‘Therefore fince diftill’d 
liquors are carried upwards thro’ 
the Air, ’tis to be enquired how 
they can be made {pecifically lighter 
than the Air. Now a fluid may be 
fpecifically lighter than another, 
when under a larger bulk, it has 
an equal, ora lefs gravity. Accor- 
ding to this proportion, the bulk of 
the fluid ought to be increafed in 
Diftillation ; and how eafily by the 
help of fire, it may be increafed, ‘or, 
which is the fame thing, rarefied, 
one who is but tolerably vers’d in 
Phyfics, may comprehend. And 
whoever has obferv’d a Thermome- 
ter, a Cupping-Glafs, or boiling 
_ Water, mutt be fenfible how great a 


quantity of air, or poflibly of fome 
more fubtile matter, there is con- 
tained in almoft al] fluids, and what 
a force there is in heat to rarefy it; 
at leaft thofe prodigious fumes which 
rife in the Receiver, upon diltilling 
Vitriol, do fufficiently prove this, 
for rarefaétion is nothing but the 
fame quantity of matter diffus’d in- 
to a greater fpace; fo that the fame 
weight remains, tho’ the bulk grows 
much larger. From whence ’tis 
plain, there muft be a greater num- 
ber of pores’in the rarefy’d body, 
which are either entirely void of 
matter, or at leaft of fuch matter 
as hath any confiderable gravity. A 
very clear inftance of this may be 
had in the Air itfelf, which is known 


by experiments with the Air-Pump, 


to have been rarefy’d to almoft ar 
infinite degree. 

Having gone thus far in explain- 
ing this matter, it is now to be 
found out, what proportion of rare- 
faction is fufficient to produce this — 
{pecific levity. And that the mat- 
ter may be fet in a clearer light, 
let us begin with the fimple% badies, 
and take our firft inftance from Wa- 
ter. It is known by computation, 
that the proportion of the fpecific 
gravity of Water to that of Air, is 
fomething more than 800 to f. 
Since therefore fimilar f{pheres or fo- 
lids, are to one another as the cubes 
of their. diameters, and the {pecific 
gravity decreafes reciprocally, in the 
very fame proportion as the cubes 
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of their diameters increafe ; in order 
to make a particle of Water lighter 
than a particle of Air, no more. is 
neceflary, than to rarefy it till it’s di- 
ameter becomes ten times greater, 
which in this cafe is but a very {mall 
degree of rarefa@ion; for the cube 
of the diameter, in a particle fo ra- 
refied, is tooo. Ifthe diameter be 
made eleven times greater, the cube 
will be 1331, and if twelve, 1728. 


‘ So that Water, when rarefy’d but 


twelve degrees, will be above twice 
lighter than Air. And if the rare- 
faction be carried on farther, it may 
eatily be collected from the increafe 
of the numbers, that a particle of 
water may be made almoft infinitely 
lighterthan Air, And that this may 
be brought a little nearer to the 
prefent purpofe, "tis manifeft, that 
the elevation of bodies, equally fluid 
and heavy, is always proportionable 
to their. different aptitude to be ra- 
refy'd; that is, they afcend quicker 
upon the application of any force, 
the more {ufceptible they are of 
rarefa&tion: but in bodies, whofe 
aptitude tq be rarefy’d is equal, the 
time of afcent is to be determined 
by their {pecific gravity. So that 
the time of elevation of bodies, di- 
Rilld after this manner, is in a 
compound proportion -of the rarefa- 
étion and fpecific gravity. This 
exactly agrees not only to Theory, 
but to Experience, without which, 
‘Theory alone is not to be regarded: 
for by the fame degree of heat, 
Spirit of Wine, Spirit of Sa/ Ammo- 
wiac prepared with Quick-Lime, and 
diltill’d Waters, the gravity of all 
which is -proportionably lefs, and 
their rarefaction more eafy, than of 
common Water, are drawn off pro- 
Portionably fooner by the retort. 
On the other hand, acid fpirits, 
fuch as the fpirit of Salt, of Nitre, 
and of Vitriol, tho’ they begin at 
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firft to rife more readily, yet. re- 
quire longer time to carry them in- 
to the receiver, than Water iffelf 
does : for tho’ the rarefaction of Wa- 
ter be lefs, yet it is not fufficient to 
an{wer to the gravity of thofe fluids. 
After the fame manner the particles 
of vegetables and animals, whofe 
texture is rarer, and confequently 
makes them fpecifically lighter, more 
eafily afcend, than the particles of 
minerals or metals. We may here 
alfo obferve, that a body. when di- 
ftill’d, is always thinner and more 
fubtle, than the crude one, from 
which it was diftill’d: So Rofe-Wa- 
ter has a lefs confiltence than the 
juice of Rofes, and is lefs ponde- 
rous; and thus yettify’d fpirits have 
a lefs {pecific gravity, than thofe 
which have but once pafs’d the fire. 
' But the cafe is otherwife, when 
abftraction is ufed in diftilling; for 
inftance, diftil’d Vinegar is heavier 
than crude: for m this operation, 
a liquor is left behind faturated with 
faline particles, whilft all the phleg- 
matic part, whofe gravity is lefs, 1s 
carried off. The fame thing is con- 
ftantly obferved in the dephlegmati- 
on of acid fpirits. 

Not only fpecific levity ferves to 
elevate bodies. in Difil/lation, but 
an external impulfe alfa ‘may .caufe 
their afcent. The impulfe which 
we have to do with in this place, 
comes from the fire, whofe parti- 
cles, tho’ they are extremely {mal] 
and light, yet ’tis demonftrable by 
Mechanics, that they may raife ba- 
dies much heavier than themfelves, 
by aéting upon them with a certain 
degree of force: for fince the mo- 
ment of a Body, or that force by 
which it aéts upon another, is in a 
compound Ratio of the quantity of 
matter, and the celerity; the ce- 
lerity may be fo increafed as to give 
a fatficient force to the body, a 
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the quantity of matter in it be e- 
ver fo {mall. Let fome heavy bo- 
dy therefore be fuppofed to defcend 
with no other moment, than what 
it receives from it’s own gravity ; 
in this cafe then :the Air, which is 
much lighter, may be moved with 
that celerity, as notonly to fuftain 
that body, but tomount it up higher: 
and the more rapid the impetus of 
the Air is, or the furface of the bo- 
dy more diffus’d, the higher and 
fwifter will the elevation be; juft 
as we fee fheets of Lead are fome- 
times torn away entirely by .the 
Wind, and carried thro’ the Air. 
In like manner, Fire, tho’ it be a 
body made up of very minute par- 


ticles, may be moyed with that ra- 


Ppidity, as to acquire and communi- 
cate what force can be imagined to- 
wards removing any obftacles. And 
this is daily experienced.in innume- 
rable inftances, but in none more 
than Gunpowder. When there- 
fore the moment of Fire is augmen- 
ted, in the manner explained, fo as 
to exceed the force of the body to 
be diftill’d, it will remove it from 


_. Ws former fituation ; or, what is here 


_ the fame thing, becaufe the direétion 
of it’s motion tends upwards, will 
carry it up. Thus particles, {peci- 
fically heavier than the Air, which 
is contained in the retort, as thofe 
of acid {pirits are, afcend by.a more 
violent impulfe of the fire ufed in 
Diftillation. 

- Another thing, which contributes 
very much to this end, is, that the 
fame quantity of matter is' elevated 
fo much the eafier, in proportion as 
the furface vis enlarged; for the 
more this is diffus’d, the more -par- 


ticles of fire it receives : and fo, hav- 


__ ing this united force to drive it up, 
it more eafily afcends. So thatby 
the fame degree of fire, bodies will 
not equally sifg, ‘tho’ they are.equal- 
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ly heavy, if there be that difference 
in their furfaces already fuppofed. 
The Air alfo thas no {mall {hare in 
this bufinefs of impulfe; for being 
rarefy’d by the fire, it is not only 
impelled upwards itfelf, but carries 
other particles up swith it: and <it 
may be learned by avery familiar : 
experiment, what impetus bodies: 
fo rarefy’d exert. ‘Water, :for’in- 
ftance, .over a fire cannot he heat-. 
ed but. to a certain degrees :sfor. 
when. it thas once well boiled, cit 
can never be made ‘hotter: yet'the 
fame Water, if it be fhut up in. 
Papia's Digeftor, vill grow excel-. 
fitely hot; anduf a:piece of redhat 
Metal:be flung into cold “Water, it 
will occafion much the fame explo- 
fion, as is obferv'd in (Gunpowder. 
But nothing does fo plainly thew the 
force of rarefy’d Air, as the engine by 
which Mr Savery has. taught to-draw 
up Coals out of the-pits, ‘Whoever 
confiders well thefe threethings, and 
what.may be effected:by: them, ix. 
{pecificlevity, an impelling force, and 
the-extent of the furface; and how 
many ways, and in-what proportion, 
all of them:may be changed; will 
very eafily account for the variety, 
whichis found in this procefs of D~ 
frillation. 

Tt muft: be obferved, that where- 
ever {pecific levity, ‘or rarefaction, 
has any place in Difillation, there 
impulfe.concurs too; for the fire 
equally does both at the fame time :/ 
fo that-a lefs degree-of rarefaction is 
fufficient: to -elevate bodies, .than 
what ‘was before afligned. But :in 
thofe bodies, which are raifed by 
impulfe, ’tis not neceflary that -ra- 
refaction fhould concur, for fome- 
times there isno rarefaétion at all. 
There is alfo another difference -be- 
tween rarefaction and impulfe, that 
very much favours this account of 
Diffilation, -that-a tore gentle -fire 
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may ferve for diftilling fuch bodies 
as are elevated by means of their ra- 
refaction ; but thofe which are raifed 
by impulfe only, require a very in- 
tenfe heat. ; 

- As to what concerns the different 
method of performing this-opera- 
tion, there are generally two ways 
ufed in Diftillation; for tis either 
right, or oblique: the later is done 


by the Retort, and the former by the. 


Alembic. There 1s but little diffe- 
rence in the manner of both, ex- 
cepting only that the right Difil- 
lation has this peculiar. property. 
that whatever is thus diftill’d, is 
form'd after ,the refemblance of 
Rain: for as the watery vapours, 
drawn by the Sun’s heat from the 
Earth and the Sea, and fo rarefy’d 
as to become fpecifically lighter than 
Air, afcend, and are condenfed into 
clouds; but afterwards, growing 
heavier than the Air, defcend by 
their own weight, and diftil down 
by drops in the form of Rain; fo 
the very fame reafoning holds in 
the, alembic... The fluid particles 
of the body in Di/fillation are, by 
the force of the fire, as has been 
explained before, prefs’d out and e- 
levated upon the account of. the ra- 
refaétion and impulfe they undergo, 
to the top:of the alembie, in the 
form of vapours ; where being re- 
fifted, repelled, and condenfed by 
the external cold, they fo unite with 
one another, that by the force of 
their {pecific gravity, they defcend 
along the internal fides of the a- 
Jembic, from whence they are con- 
vey'd into the neck, as it were 
thro’ a-canal. The fame explication 
is to be. apply’d to Oil of Sulphur, 
made by the bell. In diftilling oils, 
and fometimes {pirits, they apply 
to the neck of the alembic a long 


‘pipe, turn’d into.a fpiral, which by 


pafling thro’ a yeflel of cold Water, 


\ 
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keeps the vapours from flying off 
and condenfes them fooner into 
drops. pan 
There is another fort of Difilla- 
tion, mentioned by authors, which 
is by. defcent: where, when the’ 
particles of the bodies.are feparated’ 
by the force of the fire in the upper 
veflel; fuch of them, which are 
more fluid, diftil into the lower. 
veffel: familiar inftances of which’ 
we have in extraéting Pitch, and- 
making Rofe- Water. Vt saaes 
But the reafon why fometimes: 
the right, and fometimes the oblique’ 
Diftillation is moft convenient, muft 
be deduéted from the nature and. 
texture of the body, which is to be. 
diftill’d. Right Diftiation is ufed 
when the texture of the body is 
fuch, as allows of an eafy afcent: 
of this laft kind are Vegetables. O- 
ther fubftances, -which confit of 
heavier particles, give way but flow- 
ly to the fire, and cannot be raifed: 
to the top of the alembic ; fuch are 
almoft all’ Minerals and Metals: and: 
thefe therefore are only capable of 
oblique Diffillation, = =» =. 
The right being the more gentle _ 
operation, belongs to thofe bodies 
only, which are eafily rarefy’ds but 
the oblique is defign’d for the moft 
part for. fuch as cannot be elevated 
without a ftrong impulfe: which 
accordingly is the only Di/fillation 
made in the reverberatory. 
There may be obferved in Diffil- 
lation, what feldom or never hap- 
pens in Calcination, that the diftill’d 
matter, tho’ drawn from {olid bo- 
dies, fuch as Vitriol, Hartfhorn, and 
Bones, never return into it’s former 
ftate, but continues in the form of 
a fluid. In Difillation, not only 
the finer parts are divided from the 
grofa, but they are entirely abftract- 


-ed from the union of others, and 


lie in a body by themfelves. So na 5 
' the 
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the diftiit'd’ liquor being’ nothing 


elfe but a collection of fluid parts, 
muft always of neceflity retain it’s 
fluidity. It is to be obferved, ‘that 
there is a difference in the elevation 
of'phlegm, which in fome’ experi- 
ments rifes before the: {pirit, and in 
others after it: ‘The one is remark- 
able in diftilling the acid fpirits of 
Vitriol, Salt, ‘and Nitre ; thé other 
in diftilling inflammable and urinous 
fpirits, as thofe of Wine, and of 
Sal Ammoniac. 'Tho’’the reafon of 
this variety may bé deduc’d from 
what has been faid; yet it may not 
be amifs’juft to touch upon the ex- 
plication of it here. Now this a- 


xifes entirely from the {pecific gra- 


vity of the fluids; for if the expe- 
Fiment’ ‘be made, phlegm will: be 


_ found fpecifically lighter than ‘thofe 


acid fpirits, and heavier than the 
trinous and the inflammable. Since 
therefore the levity of bodies caufes 
them to afcend fooner, it is very 
plain why there fhould be fuch va- 
riety in the afcent of phlegm. Nor 
does it any way contradict what has 
been advane’d, that in the Di/fi//a- 
tion of Animals, as of Hartfhorn, Vi- 
pers, and human Skull, the phlegm 
comes off before the fpirit, tho” the 
fpirit is lighter than the phlegm. 
For it is to be obferved, that the 
Salts and Spirits of Animals, thofe 
efpecially which are contained in 
Bones and Horns, are lock’d up, 
and confin’d in certain little cells, 
which muft be firft broke open, be- 
fore they can be at liberty to af- 
cend. But the phlegm being dif- 
fufed every where, even in the fu- 


perficial parts, is fooner drawn out,. 


and carried off by the fire, tho’ it 


_ has a greater {pecific gravity than 


| 


the fpirit. And the truth of this 
is evident from the fecond Diftilla- 


tion of thefe fpirits, which is called 
rectification; for heye the fpirits 
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rife before the phlegm, being now 
entirely freed from thofe cells, "which 
confin’d them before. te 

In oils *tis very particularly ob- 
fervable,*that tho’ they -be much 
lighter than Water, and boil and ra- 
refy fooner; yet (contrary to what 
is generally delivered) they are not 
fo foon elevated by the retort. But 
this depends on the various texture 
of both; for the globules of Water 
cohere more’ laxly, and therefore 
more. eafily fuffer themfelves to be 
feparated: But the parts of oil are 
fo tenacious, and fo link’d to one 
another, ‘that they cannot be divi- 
ded and carry’d upwards, unlefs the 
impetus be very. ftrong. For this 
reafon it is, that the more thofe 
oleaginous liquors are deprived of 
their oil, with fo much the more 
facility they afcend, as we expe- 
rience in the Spirit of Wine and 
‘Turpentine. 

The ufe of Diffillation is well 
enough known; namely that the li- 
quid parts may be feparated from the 
more compa¢t, whether they come 
out in the form of Oil, Phlegm, or 
Spirit. Butas to what concerns the 
Apparatus, in this procefs, and the 
mixing another body with what. is 
to be diftill’d, this will come more 
properly under confideration wher 
we treat’ concerning Sublimation. |

This is a much ‘better Medicine 
for many purpofes than the Tinfure 
of Caftor, becaufe it is much plea 
fanter in taking, both to the fight 
and tafte; butiit is not fo much 
ufed : it is alfo better for the aroma- 
tics, which make it an extraordinary 
cephalic, and good in all diftempers 
whofe feat is upon the Nerves; un- 
lefs in hyfteric cafes, and then the 
tin¢ture may be preferable, becaufe 
it is moft fetid. This Spirit may 
be given from 5 to 30 or 40 drops 
in any convenient vehicle, either to 
children in Convuifions-of any kind, 
or to grown perfons in Epilepfies, 
Palfies, Head-Achs, and all com- 
plaints from the fame origin; and 
according to the exigence of the

All the ingredients herein are of 
a fubtle penetrating nature, and 
greatly abound with volatile falts, 
which in many grofs and fizy con- 
flitutions of Blood do great fervice 
by dividing it, and rendering it 
more fluid ; which will increafe the 
difcharges by the Kidnies, and like- 
wife wath thro” any obftruétions in 
thofe parts. In all obftruétions alfo 
of the other Vifcera it is an excel- 
lent Medicine, and prevails againft 
the Jaundice, Cachexies and Drop- 
fies; and ‘in fcorbutic cafes there is 
nothing beyond it, asit greatly forces 
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thofe’ minute . paflages,. promotes 
tran{piration, and cleanfes the Skin, 
and other fmall glands, which en- 
tertain grofs particles to the detri- 
ment of their proper offices.

that is eafily made by ftraining and. .

fuch 2 dofe it can dono harm. But 
this Medicine, notwithftanding the 
good which might be done with it, 
if properly applied, is amongft thofe 
things which are become familiar to 
the good women, and fuch-like pre- 
tenders in Phyfic; who obferving 
it to be frequently ordered in Fe- 
vers by the ableft Practitioners, 
thence conclude, they being igno- 
rant of the real effeéts of any Me- 
dicine, that there is nothing more 
to be done to cure, but to give this, 
or fome fuch cordial Water, toge- 
ther with Ga/coign’s Powder: where- 
as oftentimes fymptoms will arife 
that can never be overcome by fuch 
Tanguid Medicines. And it is the 
a office of a real Phyfician to 

iftmguifh when only fuch gentle 
means are to be ufed, and the cri- 
tical point of time, wherein more 
efficacious ones ought to be ven- 
tur’d upon. Which part of skill 
is out of the capacity of any of 
thefe pretenders ; who would never 
dare to prefcribe, but that they im- 
agine what they adminifter is harm- 


lefs. This neglect is often of a per- 
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nicious confequence, and many a life 
is loft for want of a remedy power- 
ful enough to fapport nature labour- 
ing under the fury of a diftemper.

themfelves in a milky cloud, and 
render it unfightly. It is beft there- 
fore not to draw it lower than will 
keep it’s tranfparency, and it will 
then be enough fated with the 
fpices. What runs afterwards will 
make an excellent Carminative-Wa- 
ter, which may be preferv’d under 
that title. Some who draw it lower, 
fine it with Alum ; but that throws 
down the beft part of the ingredi- 
ents, and leaves the Water much 
worle.

Galangals 3 8. Cardamoms and Cu- 
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bebs, ana 4Siii. Bruife and infufe 
them all in tb xiv. of the beft White- 
wine for ten days; then add Cin- 
namon ibi. which let fland in in- 
fufion two days longer, and then di- 
ftil off as much as the wine pu 
in. | 

This is, in the main, an excel- 
lent compofition for the purpofe it’s 
title expreffes ; there being not above: 
two or three ingredients, but what 
are effectual to that intention, but 
there are rather too many for the 
quantity of liquor ordered: and 
therefore if a clean good Spirit be 
put for the wine, and fomewhat 
more in quantity, it will make a 
moft agreeable water ; and if it be 
dulcify’d with a little Sugar, about 
Zi. to each ti. it will be very pa- 
latable, and an excellent Cordial 
from 4%. to Zii. at a time, in 
any faintings and finkings of the 
{pirits, or upon any fudden ficknefs 
at the ftomach, This has not yet 
got into the Shops, but very well 
deferves it, + 2% : 

38. Compound Clary-Water; .4- 
gua Hormint comp. 

Take frefh leaves of Clary m. xii. 
fprinkle them upon fbi. of Spirit. 
V. and diftil to drynefs in a cold 
Still: to what comeg off put of fref 
flowers of Arch- 
angel m. vi. and make a fecond di- 
ftillation, which repeat with frefh 
ingredients, and the fame liquor a 
third time; adding to the laft, of 
Nutmegs i. and letting the Water 
diftil upon Zvi. of fine Sugar in a 
bottle, in which is fufpended in 
a rag gr. ili. of Ambergris. 

All thefe materials, except the 
Nutmegs, are very unfit for diftilla- 
tion; but the frequent repetition 
makes the water fomewhat partake 
of them. It is very pleafant, and 
amongit the good women in great 
efteem againft Abortion, the oye 

an 
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and other female weaknefles. But 
the Ambergris will give the va- 
pours to a great many, with whom 
iuch {weets do not agree.

tita. ; 

Take fowers of Camomile, leaves 

of Penny-royal, Lavender, Marjoram, 
Rofemary, Sage, Ground-pine, ana 
Zi. Myrrh Z ii. Cloves, Cinnamon, 
ana 3ii. roots of Piony 3 £3, Pellito- 
ry of Spain, Cyprefs, Orrice, ana 
3ii, the leffer Cardamoms and Cu- 
bebs, ana 3i. of NutmegsZ@. In- 
fafe all together, well bruis’d, for 
fourteen days in reétify’d Spirit of 
Wine cong. i. and then diiiil the 
whole. . 

Zwelfer much approves of this 
Compofition, becaufe the ingredi- 
ents coincide in the main intention; 
which he is mighty critical in ob- 
ferving. There is no occafion of 


rectify’d Spirit. V. if it be drawn by 


the Alembic, which is moft pro-. 


per; unlefs it be thought that a lower 
Menfruum will not extract the vir- 
tues of the ingredients; and there- 
fore double thegfiantity of common 
oroof may fer¥e as well. It may 
be dulcify’d with a little fine Sugar, 
to make it more palatable. It is a 
very good Water in any nervous 
cafes; and a continued moderate 
«fe of it will comfort and fortify 
the Fibres, fo as to prevent the dif- 
charge of fuch juices upon the 
Joints, as caufe arthritic pains and 
{wellings. Alfo in Palfies, Epilep- 
fies, lofs of Memory,. and any ner- 
vous decays, itisa good Medicine; 
and particularly for thofe whofe 
principal fprings are almoft worn 
out by long ufe, and begin to 
Sasink with age: for grofisr re- 
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cruits are not fufficient to moi- 
ften and warm their chill’d decay- 
ing organs,’ . 

40. An apopleétic Water of Sen 
nertus; Aqua apopledtica Sennerti. 

Take Lillies of the Valley. bi. of 
the beft Rhenifh Wine it vi. fleep 
together fourteen days: then diftil, 
and to that Water add flowers of Las 
vender, Cubebs, Cinnamon, Nut- 
megs, Mace, and Galangals, ana 3 {3 
Miiletoe of the Oak and Piony roots, 
ana 4vi. Digeft again for fourteen 
days in a clofe.veflel, and diftil as 
before. 

This is a good Compofition in all 
nervous diftempers, and particularly 
a great- cordial and cephalic. The 
Aqua Temperata Cephalica, and the 
Aqua Mirabitis Langii, both in the 
Auguftan Difpenfatory, with many 
others of the like kind, differ very 
little.

Let them 
macerate for many days, and diftil 
the whole.

41. Water againft the Gravel and 
the Stone; Agua Nephritica. . 

Take the kernels of Black Cher- 
ties Zii. of Peaches Zvi. of bitter 
Almonds 3 iv. beat them into a thin 
pafte in a Mortar, with Malaga or 
Rhenifh Wine: then take feeds of 
Smallage, Treacle muftard, Grom- 
wel, and Parfley, ana Zii. which 
beat in like manner, and mix with 
the former. To thefe together put 
Joniper-berries 3 iv. and of Winter- 
Cherries 3 f. green; frefh Garlick 
% ii. Onions Ziv. Leeks % iv. Pim- 
pernel 2 iii. Horfe-Radifh tb fi. Ca- 
lamus Aromaticus Ziti. leaves of 
Wall-RueZ iv.

This is as well contriv’d for it’s 
intention, as any thing by diftilla- 
tion could poflibly be done; and 
as ‘our College gives us but one 
Compofition for this purpofe amongtt 
their Waters, which is the Agua 
Raphani Compofita, it would be well 
to introduce this, or fomewhat like 
it, inthe Shops. Itisas powerful 
a deterger and cleanfer, as any thing 
in this form can be, and Is good in 
all ill habits and obftructions of the 
Vijcera ; as alfo in infarétions of the 
Lungs: fo that it would do fervice 
in Dropfies, the Jaundice, Afthma’s 
Pleurifies, and the like ails ; in which 
cafes we have not yet any officinal 
Compofition fo good, that is made 
by dutillation, The fpiritand wa- 
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ter of black Cherries, and of Par- 
fley, are of little moment ; and there- 
fore their quantity is better fupply’d 
with the fame Wine, as at firft or- 
dered, It may be given from % i:

ten as the exigency of the cafe re- 
quires. 

42. Sweet-fcented Water; Aqua 
Odoriféra. 

Take Orange-water and Rofe-wa- 
ter, ana P. E. put them into a large 


-wide-mouth'd glafs, and ftrew up- 


on the furface gently as much Jaf 
mine-flowers as will cover it; then 
tie the mouth of the glafs over fo 
carefully, that the flowers be not 
fhook down to the bottom: and this 


method repeat, letting each quanti- 


ty of flowers remain five or fix days, 
until the Water is ftrongly fcented 
with them: then diffolve Amber- 


gris and Musk, ana 9i. in a few

This makes a moft fine Perfume; 
and it is much properer for fuch

We have not any Water in the 
Shops of this intention; and the 
manner by which it is direéted to 
be made, will certainly give over 
enough of the ingredients, fo as to 
communicate to the Water an Azo- 
dyne property, and make it an{fwer 
all the intentions of Opium given in 
any other form. In fevéral circum- 
flances, as the pleafantnefs of taking, 
and requiring a flight quantity of 
the opiate, this may be preferable 
to any preparations the Shops are 
yet fupply’d with.

in cong. ii. of Lime-water. | 
This is very eafily made, and 1s 
much better than if it were to be 
diftill’d. Te is of excellent ufe in 
fuch Confumptions as proceed from 
a fharp thin blood, as particularly in 


an Hzemoptee, or {pitting of Blood 
or making bloody water; it isorder-_ 


ed to be drank for fome time toge- 
ther: wid. Dr Chriftopher Bennet. 
Theatr. Tabidor, who fays that fix 
ounces of this drank for four or five 
mornings together, hardly fails of 
fuccefs for fpitting of Blood. 

at. Aqua Libérans. 

Take of the fhavings of Saffafras 
without the Bark Z ii, Guaiacum 
with the Bark £i. Liquorice-root 
4 iii. Coriander-feeds bruifed 3 vi. 
infufe them cold in cong. i. of Lime- 
water for two or three days. 

This is yet more drying than the 
former, and is therefore good in all 
cafes that require abforbents and 
{weetners, efpecially in all venereal 
affections} after ‘Salivation.. It will 
g aflift much likewife in the Itch, and 
all foulneffes which lodge upon the 
skin. This, as well as the former, 
is of fervice in a Diabetes. It may 
be drank at difcretion, and ought 
to be ufed for fome time together. 

12. A Water for the Evil; Agza 
ad Strumas. 

Take fharp-pointed Dock- roots 
tb f3. Monks Rhubarb Ziv. Agaric 
3 ii. Liquorice, fweet Fennel, and 
Coriander-feeds, ana % &. boil in a 
faflicient quantity of Spring-water, 
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and to the ftrained liquor add Z ii; 
of diaphoretic Antimony. 

This is much ufed in ferophulous 
cafes, asa Diet-drink, and has been 
found of good fervice; but at the 
firft, fometimes the diaphoretic Anti- - 
mony being unwafhed, it proves e- 
metic, tho’ without any inconveni- 
ency upon that account ; the points 
of the Medicine being left grofs e- 
nough to vellicate and draw the Sto- 
mach into fuch contractions. This 
alfo avails confiderably in venereal 
and leprous impurities. It’s opera- — 
tion is principally expeéted from it’s 
encreafing of natural prefpiration, and 
gently fcouring all the fecretory paf- 
{ages. ‘

ike AP.» I. 
Of Digeftion in general. 


Y Digeffion is underftood that 

folution of Bodies, which is 
made by Menjftruums, with the ‘af- 
fiftance of fire and differs from folu- 
tion in little elfe than it’s requiring 
fauch an afliftant. 

‘To explain the nature of Dige/tions 
it is neceflary to fhew how the par- 
ticles of bodies extracted by this 
procefs, can be diffufed every way, 
and fuftain’d in the Men/fruum. And 
this the more deferves to be ac- 
counted for, becaufe thefe folid par- 
ticles have not the fame {pecific gra- 
vity as the liquors in which they 
{wim : for there can be no queftion 
made about thofe, whofe {pecific 
gravity is the fame as that of the 
Menjiraum ; it beg evident from 
Hydrottatics, that-thefe are prefs'd 


as much as the parts of the Auid, 
and retain whatever pofition they 
are put into: but when they hap- 
pen to be fpecifically heavier or 
lighter, itis not fo eafy to appre- 
hend how they can be fuftained and - 
fufpended. And this is what we 
{hall endeavour more fully to illu- 
ftrate and make out. 

Tho’ the nature of a perfectly 
fluid body be fuch, that the par- 
ticles which conftitute it do very 
readily give way upon the fmalleft 
impulfe, and recede from one ano- 
ther ; yet there is found in moft h- 
quors fome degree of tenacity ; and 
trom hence arifes fuch a cohefion of 
parts as cannot be broken without 
fome force. And tho’ indeed this 
force of cohefion in liquors feems 
to be but little or none at all, when 
compared with what we experience . 
in folids, yet, we find it can make 
fome refiftance. And as the force 
in liquors is either ftronger or wea- 
ker, fo it produces. a variety of ef- 


‘fects, differing more or lefs from 


the Phenomena, which would natu~ 


rally 
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rally flow from a perfect fluid. So 
that tho” by the laws of Hydrofta- 
tics, every corpufcle, how fubtile 
_ foever, if put intoa fluid, which is 
{pecifically lighter, muft neceflarily 
fink to the bottom; yet we find 
fome heavy bodies, fuch as Gold, 
éve. when reduced into thin plates, 
or leaves, will be fuftain’d in Spirit 
of Wine. This force of tenacity, 
therefore, which refifts the motion 
of bodies in a fluid, is proportional 
to the number of parts which are 
to be feparated, or to the furface of 
the body, which we would have 
move inthe fluid. Hence itis, that 
fince the furface of a body may be 
enlarg’d without altering any thing 
of it’s gravity, the refiltance of a 
fluid may be fo augmented, as to 
equal the force of gravity, which 
carries the body downwards. In or- 
der to underftand this the better, it 
may not be amifs to bring it to cal- 
culation: let there be, for inftance, 
a cylinder of Gold, in which the 
diameter of the bafe is juft an inch, 
and let us fuppofe the force of gra- 
vity in the metal to be to the re- 
fiftance of the fluid in the propor- 
tionof 100 tor. Now.if the Gold 
would be formed into another cy- 
Hinder, whofe bafe is ten inches dia- 
meter, then the furface of this cy- 
linder, which touches the parts of 
the fluid, will be 100 times broader ; 
and confequently the new refiftance 
which the fluid in this cafe makes, 
will be equal to the gravity of the 
Gold, and keep it from finking : 
therefore, by experiments, we may 
eafily find what degree of force there 
is in the tenacity of any fluid. Let 
us imagine an ounce of Lead, in a 
_ cylindrical form, with it’s bafe di- 
Jated, till it will no longer fink in 
the fluid, whofe tenacity we enquire 
after. The bafe of the cylinder, 
thus dilated, is neceflarily propor- 
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tional to the furface of the Auid, 
whofe tenacity is equal to the weight 
of an ounce. Now fuppofe upon 
making this experiment, the mafs 
is not obferved to defcend, when 
the diameter of it’s bafe is ten inches, 
it follows that that breadth of the 
furface of the fluid, which is equal 
to a circle of ten inches diameter, 
will haveatenacity equal to an ounce 5 
and that part of the furface, which 
is equal to a circle of an inch dia- 
meter, will be equal to <55 of an 
ounce. Thefe things being premis'‘d, 
we may fet'the whole matter of Di- 
geftion in a clear light. A body, tho’ 
{pecifically heavier than the fluid in 
which it is immers’d, may be very 
well fuftained by that fluid, provided 
it be reduced into very {mall parti- 
cles; from the gravity of a body, thus 
reduced into {mall particles, decrea- 
{es in a much greater proportion than 
the furface does; or, which is pro- 
portional to it, the tenacity of the 
fluid : fo that at length the refiftance, 
arlfing from it’s tenacity, will be e-. 
qual to the gravity of the particles, 
and therefore hinder their defcent. 
Let us then fuppofe a fphere of 
Lead, of a certain determin’d diame- 
ter, and the proportion of it’s fpe- 
cific gravity to the tenacity of the 
fluid, as 100 to 1. -If this fphere 
be divided into other fpheres, whofe. 


diameters are half as large as the fore > 


mer, then the gravity of each {phere 
will be no more than %, but the fur- 
face will be 4, for the falidity or. 
gravity of bodies decreafes in a tri- 
plicate proportion of their diameters, 
but the fuperficies only in a duplicate. 
Therefore when the refiftance is re- 
duced to 4, and the gravity to 4, 
the weight of each {phere will be 
to the refiftance ; of the fluid as 
122 to 4, and as *2 to 4, or as so 
to1. So that in this cafe the uae 


portion of the weight to the refi- 


ftance 


rN 
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ftance is reduced to half what it was 
before. If a body be fo divided, 
that the diameter of each lefler 
{phere becomes +, of the diameter 
of the former fpheres, then the gra- 
vity of each of them would decreafe 
to = .s, and the furface or refi- 
ftance te +45; therefore the pro- 
portion of the gravity to the refi- 
ftance would be as 452. to +S—, or 
astoto 1. And if the diameter of 
each fphere be , the gravity 
would be +-s55>5, but the fuper- 
ficies ~-455; therefore the gra- 
vity would be to the refiftance as 
—oeesss tO yossee: which two 
fractions being of the fame value, 
the force of refiftance, in this cafe, 
becomes equal to the force of the 
gravity, ‘and fo will keep the parti- 
cles from finking. And therefore 
’tis a general rule, both in Solution 
and Digeftion, that if the gravity of 
a body is to the tenacity of the fluid, 
in a certain proportion, as that. of 1 
to 10, and if the body ~be fubdivi- 
ded, fo that the diameters of the 
part be to that of the whole as 10 
to 1, the refiftance with the parti- 
cles will meet with in their defcent, 
will be equal to their gravity. By 
this we may underftand how the cor- 
pufcles of Metals {wim in Men/tru- 
ums, which are fpecifically lighter 
than them, as Gold in the Spirit of 
Nitre, which is drawn off from Be- 
zoar Mineral, tho’ the gravity of 
Gold be 15 times greater than the 
gravity of that. For if we were to 
. compute, we fhould find that be- 
fore the diameter is reduced to half 


I 
100 


. what it was before, not only the 
gravity of the Gold becomes double — 


in refpect of the Men/truum, but 
likewife the furface. of the Gold, 
compared to it’s gravity, is double. 
And the fame reafon holds good in 
almoft all other Menftruums. 
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Thus we have feen how corpul- 
cles are fufpended in Menftruums, 
{pecifically lighter than themfelves. 
Tis for the fame reafon, that fuch 
particles as are lighter cannot rife 
up to the furface: for the preflure 
of fluids being equal every way, 
the fuperior parts act reciprocally 
on the inferior: fo that the fame 
force which keeps the heavier par- 
ticles from finking, will not permit 
thofe which are lighter to afcend. 
The ufe of Dige/fion may be un- 
derftood from the words;. namely, 
to extract the particles of bodies, 
which are more volatile and freed 
from the terreftrial ones, by a cer- 
tain Menftruum, and to mix them 
immediately with it. To this enda 
gentle fire is commonly ufed, that 
the corpufcles, which are moft vo- 
latile, may feparate as it were of their 
own accord: for a fierce fire forces 
out the feces, as well as the finer 
particles; and if it doesnot abate the 
ftrength of the liquor, it will not 
fail of {poiling it’s clearnefs; a thing 
which very frequently happens in 
drawing Tinétures. Befides, if we 
make the fire a little too ftrong, in 
the management of feveral things, 
there may be danger of an Empy- 
reuma. =~ 
The reafon of that variety, which 
is obfervable in the Apparatus of 
Digeffion, may be fufficiently under- 
{ftood from what is faid elfewhere. 
Thus when we melt Salt of Tartar, 
and reduce Sulphur into flower, in 
order to extract their Tinétures, we 
do it for this very reafon, that the 
particles being thereby leflened and 
divided, may more eafily yield to 
the Menftruum. Crocus, Opium, 
Cafforeum, &c. whofe textures are 
more lax and rare, do very readily 
run into Tinétures, when the Men- 
firuum is poured upon them.. Myreh 
| an 
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and Amber, which are of a more 
firm make and cohefion, and come 
very near the nature of refins, do 
hardly yield to Digeftion. But if Sal 
Ammoniacbe mixed with them, then 
the Tincture is not only extracted 
fooner, but made ftronger, and fitter 
for medicinal ufes. So that Vigani’s 
opinion of Myrrh feems very true, 
that little or nothing is extracted in 
cominon Elixirs; therefore he took 
Myrrh, and hung it up in a little 
bag, with Salt of Tartar, till fuch 
time as it grew foft: for by this 
means it diffolves fooner in Spirit 
of Wine. Which holds good in ex- 
tracting the tin@tures of refinous, 
gummy, or glutinous bodies; for 
the Salt of Tartar divides and loofens 
the cohefions of their parts, fo that 
they are more eafily attracted by, 
and join with thofe of the Mez/fru- 
um. This method of Vigani’s, in 
making Elixirs, was borrowed from 
Paracelfus, who fharpened the Spi- 
rit of Wine with Oil of Sulphur. 
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Croci. 
ake Saffron % (. Treacle-water 
36 (3. digeft for fix days, and then 
Mtrain it for ufe.. It may be alfo 
made with Canary, or French Bran- 
dy. 

This is often preferibed for a cor- 
dial and an alexipharmic in Fevers, 
and whatfoever wants fweating, or 
driving out by the skin. But it foon 
lofes it’s colour, as Saffron will do in 
any thing that isacid. For this rea- 
fon fome make it with other Mez-

This is out of ufe in the Shops, 


but it is a good medicine, and ina 


convenient form, for fuch as can- 
not 
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not take Boles or Eleétuaries, it has 
all the virtues of the Treacle, and 
by the help of the Vinegar will 
fometimes. procure a Diaphorefis, 
where that fails, In fhort, it is an 
excellent Alexipharmic; and well 
deferves the firft rank in Practice. 
It may be given from 4 ii. to § il. 
or iii. with any convenient vehicle, 
or by itfelf. This may allo be enti- 
ced down with many children, who 
cannot be prevailed upon with any 
other form; they may take from 
$i. toZ f. In Fevers, if no other 
medicines of the fame intention are 
ufed, it ought to be repeated every 
four or fix hours, according to the 
exigency of the cafe, ‘till a {weat 
rifes. :

tion of the fpecies likewife is but 
half there to what it is here; which

It 
is indeed doubted by fome whether 
the Menjiruum will take up above 
a certain quantity of the ingredients, 
efpecially of the Aloés, which if 
rightly ordered, the former of Ship- 
ton may be as ftrong as this; but it 
does not feem probable, becaufe the 
Aloés 1s capable of folution and im- 
pregnation to a very great quantity 
in almoft any liquor.

This Medicine is great - 
ly come into Pradtice of late, and 
very defervedly; for it mightily 
ftrengthens the Stomach, and will 
do good fervice fometimes where 
bitters avail nothing, efpecially in 
relaxations from debauches and over- 
feeding. This very well imitates the 
virtues of the celebrated Bark, and 
is properly given in all intentions 
where that is found to fucceed: fo 
that by it’s help, intermittents, and 


many diforders from too Jax a ftate

It 
has an influence alfo over many di- 
ftempers of the Head to advantage, 
and preferves againit Epileplies, A- 
poplexies, Palties, and _theumy De- 
fluxions.

rative in all manner of Cachexies, 
where it is given in moderate dofes, 
and long continued. It is particu- 
larly good in pale wan complexions, 
and will itfelf frequently cure the 
Green-ficknefs: but in hot florid 
conttitutions it does not fo well a- 
gree, efpecially to thofe fubject to 
the Gravel. It is accounted very 
good to deftroy Worms in children, 
and certainly there is nothing. bet-

This is 
very conveniently kept in the Shops 
to make the bitter draught extem- 
pore, with any kind of wine or 
other vehicle. From 15 to 60 drops 
is fufficient for a dofe of 3 ii. or iii. 
It.is alfo very conveniently added 
to Steel wine, as bitters are often 
join’d with it. It has all the vir- 
tues of the common bitters, and 
warms and ftrengthens the Stomach; 
but anfwers that end much better

makesa fubaftringent of it not much 
unlike the Elixir Vitrioli: Zi. of

This is not fo much attended t 
as it deferves: for there is not any- 
Compolition of our Shops to be com-

“gives more liberty of breathing, for- 


afmuch as the Opium takes off the 


‘uneafy fenfation occafion’d by acri- 


monious humours, and fo tends to 
thicken them, by occafioning them 
to be lefs agitating in coughing: 
the Benjamin and all the other in- 
gredients ferve to deterge and cleanfe 
the {mall glands, and make way for 
their difcharges. In this Compofi- 
tion alfo it is fo managed, that the 
Opium is rather an opener, by re- 
laxing the fibres, and thereby en- 
larging the capacities of the vef- 
fels; in which confifts the cure of 
an -Afthma, becaufe thereby the 
blood flows eafier thro’ the lungs, 
and they have more room to refpire 
in: whereas in thofe Compofitions 
where Opium is not joined with 
warm detergents, but rather things 
which agglutinate, as in the Styrax 
pill, fuch humours are fuffered to 
lodge till they thicken and fill the 
veffels with grumes and vifcidities 
and fo increafe all the fymptoms, 
as fometimes to ftop all motion, and 
end in death. The truce there- 
fore which Opium gives in this Me- 
dicine, is only to procure the bet- 
ter opportunity of the other ingre- 
dients to rarify and thin the vifcid 
cohefions in the veffels, and fit rheny 
for circulation and fecretion: fo 
that as topping a Cough, in fome 
cafes and by fome means, is of fatal 
confequences, by this management 
itis a good ftep towards a cure of 
what caufes one.

This is an admirable and a moft 
compendious Medicine, exceeding 
the Balfamum Polychrefton. Ut car- 
ries all that can be wifh’d for into 
the Blood, that is of a deterging, 
cleanfing, and healing quality ; and 
therefore not only makes an effectual 
cure of yenereal ulcerations in the 
Urethra, whichis called a Clap, but 
alfo does the fame fervice in any o- 
ther ; and cures decays of the Lungs, 
Kidnies, and other Vifcera. ‘This 
alfo brings thofe things into a conve- 
nient form, which before were 
troublefome to take; for this Elixir 
may be dropt into any convenient 
liquor, and mixes well enough with 
it, only turning .a little milky, as 
all fuch bodies will do in aqueous 
vehicles. It’s dofe 1s from 6, to 
30 or 40.drops, and to be continu- 
ed two or three times in a day, till 
the cure is perfected.

then filtre and keep for ufe. 

The glafs muft always have a little 
vent given when fhook, elfe it will 
be in danger of burfting. The quan- 
tity of Saffron herein is much alter’d 
for the better, for before it was but 
gr. viii. to tbii. of Wine. Thisis 
an admirable good Medicine in the 
Green-Sicknefs, where chalybeates 
are proper ; it alfo wonderfully con- 
duces, with bitters, to remove all 
ill habits that proceed from obftru- 
ted Vifcera: and nothing is prefe- 
rable to itin the Jaundice. It may 
be taken from 3 ii. to Ziv. once or 
twice a day, when the Ssomach is 
mot 
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moit empty ; and the more exercife 
is ufed with it, the more good will 
it do. 

3. Wine of Squills ; Vinum fal- 
dittcum. | 

Take Squills dried ibi. infafe 
them in tb viii. of White-wine four- 
teen days, and then ftrain out the 
Squills, and keep the wine for ufe. 

This is as gentle an emetic as the 
Vinegar of Squills, but it is more 
agreeable to cold weak ftomachs. 
After fome time ufing this Medi- 
cine, it will not vomit, but irritates 
jut enough to fqueeze out fome 
flimy water from the Glands, and 
thereby greatly contributes to ren- 
der them ready in the difcharge of 
their proper offices; infomuch that 
there is hardly any one Medicine 
that better guards againft thofe inun- 
_ dations of rheums which drown old 
age, or are the confequences of de- 
cays from frequent debauches, than 
this does; altho’ indeed it is not 
very pleafant. From one to four 
fpoonfuls may be taken every morn- 
ing. 

4. Viper Wines Vinum Viperi- 

nim. 
_.Yake of dried Vipers cut into 
pieces No, 6; digeft them three days 
with a gentle heat in tb it. of Cana- 
ry, and then ftrain out the Wine 
for ufe. 

This was not in any Difpenfatory 
of the College before the laft, but 
added to the former by Shipton in 
his Appendix 5 but there it is direét- 
ed with live Vipers, and the quan- 
tity of wine triple to what is here. 
It is much controverted, whether is 
the better way, to make it with 
live or dried Vipers, tho moft are 
for the former.

CHAP. L 


Of Decottions and Infufions in 
| general. 


HE two fubfequent forms of: 

Decoétions and Infufions have 
very little fhare in the officinal 
Pharmacy, becaufe there is very lit- 
tle will keep when this way mana- 
ged. Thefe differ chiefly, in that 
the former is chofe for things of an 
hard texture, which will not give 
out their efficacies without fome 
force, and the later for thofe of a 


laxer confiftence, which immediate- 
ly yield to warm or hot water. 
Tho’ if we examine the materials. 
employ’d, and thofe few examples. 
given of thefe two forms, we fhall. 
not find much regard had to. thete 
differences. The Decodtum Epitby- 
mi and Decofum Traumaticum are 
however hardly ever prefcribed or 
made, or at leaft not enough to re- 
quire much care to be taken about 
them ; and the Decofum commune 
pro Chjere and Decofium Peforale 
cannot well, be hurt by boiling, . 
becaufe there is nothing in them 
exhaleable to their detriment; and 
a little boiling may take out more 
of that foft fubftance which is re- 
quued from their eeeselicn chm 

, bare 
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ever made: the fame intention be- 
ing as well anfwered by an.extem- 
porancous folution of Saccharum Sa- 
turni, with a little white: Vitriol ; 
which alfo for the colour may as 
well deferve the fame title, 

The two bitter Infufions are fuf- 
ficiently known in common. Pra- 
tice, and are for. very obvious rea- 
fons much better ordered thus than 
by way of Decodtion ; but the firft 
of thefe would be a much more 
grateful bitter without the Worm- 
wood. The Infufion is much found 
fault with for an over quantity of 
the Sa/Tartari, which makes it limy 


and mucilaginous ; and it is certain, © 


that fo far as the Salt of Tartar is of 
ufe to draw out the tinéture of the 
Séna, a much /Jefs quantity is fuf- 
ficient ; but if it be confidered as to 
any medicinal efficacy in itfelf, this 
much alters the cafe. 

As in fome compound tinctures 
the ingredients might be drawn fe- 
parately to advantage, on account 
of their different difpofitions for fo- 
Intion 3. fo in decoétion, * for ‘the 
fame reafons, fome things require 
different periods’ of: time in’ boil- 


ing. Thus where with the woads' 
and ‘harder roots or barks'there -are: 
fometimes ordered herbs, feeds, and: 
other things of a laxer texturé, the- 


later are beft ordered to be: put in; 


after the other have boiled their:due - 


time ; not ‘only becaufe they leave 
the liquor in a better condition to 


dtaw out what is defired from thofé’ 


harder-fubftances, but as themfelves 
alfo, by long boiling, might fuffer 
ina lofs of their more volatile 
parts. Ri, Aa 

Another remarkable circumftance 
‘in Deco€tion is, that when agglu-

Tinétures or Infufions 
likewife of the ftomachics are beft 
ordered without heat, and com- 
monly in liquors moderately {piri-

In the exhibition of the officinal 


tin€tures of any intention ; all thofe 


which are fated fo with refinous or 
gummy fimples, that they turn 
milky in’common water, are In a 
more agreeable and fightly manner 
directed in wine, where the circum- 
- ftances of a Patient will admit of 
it ; and for bitters in particular, 
made with a vinous liquor, they are 
much better direéted between the 
times of breakfaft and dinner, or a- 
bout an hour before the later, than 
fafting, which was formerly the 
cuftomary way, becaufe. they then 
lefs affect the head. 

Decoétion chiefly takes place 
with agglutinants and reftringents, 


and is fit for thofe things uae 


which will not, without fome a 
ditional force, part with their medi- 
cinal virtues. In ‘many other in- 
tentions all thefe forms are fome- 
times directed ; but becaufe the ma- 
terials belt fitting them generally 
come within the compafs here men- 
tioned, it will be fufficient to. give 
fome examples of extemporaneous 
forms under thefe intentions. 7 
A cordial or cephalic tincture for 
prefent occafions is very readily 


_~made, and now occurs frequently in | 


extemporaneous Prefcription, with 
the Species Diambrae, and fome ge- 
merous White-wine. In_hyfteric

This comes into ufe after the 
load of humours has been forced 
off by purges, and the more power- 
ful diuretics; becaufe it confirms 
the tone of the fibres, and prevents 
arelapfe. It alfo gives fuch ftrength 
to the Stomach, as to procure a 
good appetite, and help digeftion ; 
“whereby fo “many crude humours 
are not fupply’d to the Blood, as 
to fill the {mall glands, and to pro- 
duce the moft remarkable fymptoms 
of the Scurvy. 

18. ‘The Dietetic Decof&tion; De- 
cottum dieteticum. 

Take of CGuaiacum-wood and 
bark, ana fbi. Liquorice-root Zexii.

This is ufed as an extraordinary 
fweetener in any courfe of altera- 
tives, and likewife for all ftubborn, 
cutaneous Eruptions and fcrophu- 
lous Swellings, Leprofies, and pocky 
Tetters. It is much like the diet- 
drink that the famous Dr Wal/ cur’d, 
his venereal Patients with; and the 
great fuccefs from it is owing to the 
Mezereon root, which: he highly 
extols in this diftemper.

Take of the leaves of Rag-wort 
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and Fumitory, ana m. iii. Liquorice- 
root %i.

Take of Gentian root, and Ga- 
langal, ana 3i. of the tops of Ro- 
man Wormwood 3ii. of the outer 
peels of Sevi//e Oranges dried, and 
of the lefler Cardamom feeds, ana 
3i. Infufe them in fbi. of boiling

z. The opening bitter. Infufion ; 
Infufum amarum folutivum. 

Take of the tops of the leffer 
Centory, of Camomile flowers, ana 
P. i. of Gentian root 9%. of Rhu- 
barb 3i. of Sena leaves pick’d from 
the ftalks, and Carduus feeds, ana 
Zi. of the leffer Cardamoms 3 f. 
Pour upon. them Zv. of boiling 
Water, and ftrain it when cold. 

3. The Infufion of Sena; Inzfu- 
jum Sene. 

Take of Alexandrian Sena 3 iff. 
of the leffer Cardamom feeds 4 ii. 
ot Salt of Tartar 3 iii. Pour upon 
them ibi. of boiling Water, and 
firain out when cold. 

This is greatly preferable to the 
ufual Decoéum Gereonis, now re- 


jected; tho’ fome who value the - 


Salt of Tartar only as it ftrikes'a 
colour, and beautifies a tinéture, or 
jielps to open the ingredients, for 
‘which purpofe it is frequently or- 
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dered, think the quantity herein an 
over proportion: but fuch are to 
eonfider that it is here direéted as a 
purging ingredient: and that as 
fuch it hath frequently been order- 


ed by the moft eminent in Praétice, 
_ and particularly by Riverivs, who 


prefers it to the Cream of Tartar as 
a carthartic. 

There haye been no forms under 
this denomination in any preceeding 
Difpenfatory of the College ; thofe 
few. that are here ordered being be- 
fore under the title of Decoétions ; 
which is an improper way of ma- 
nagement for fuch ingredients, be- 
caufe the bare infufion, as here di- 
rected, is fufficient to draw out the 
virtues required ; whereas in boiling 
they would in a great meafure be 
loft, and particularly there would be 
an evaporation of all the volatile 
and aromatic parts. This form is, 
indeed, much ufed in extempora- 
neous Prefcriptions, as being very 
fuitable to that difpatch which fud- 
den cafes may require :.but it is not 
well fitted for keeping in readinefs, 
as molt of the officinal Compofiti- 
ons, becaufe fuch Medicines will 
foon decay, efpecially in warm wea- 
ther; tho’ there is little occafion for 
being fo prepared before-hand, be- 
caufe they are quickly made. 

4.@Phe Infufion of Sena of the 
Edinburgh Di/penfatory. 

Take of the leaves of water Fig- 
wort and Sena, ana Ziff. Salt of 
‘Tartar and Ginger bruifed, ana 3i. 
boiling Spring-water ib i. _Infufe 
them a whole night and ftrain out 
the liquor for ufe.

5- An Infufion’ of Millepedes ;

Take i iv. of Millepedes, infufe

This is an excellent diuretic, and 
a moft efficacious Medicine in all 
chronic cafes, that are to be re- 
lieved by promoting the urinary dif- 
charges, as are many {crophulous 
diforders, and fuch as frequently are 
the forerunners of fcorbutic Drop- 
fies, from a retention of fuch hu- 
mours as foul the Vifcera, and 
{tuff the whole habit with water and 
vilcidities. 

6. The paralytic Infufion; Jn- 
ufum paralyittcum. 
de Horfe Radifh root fliced 
thin, and Muitard feed bruifed, ana 
Ziv. infufe them in ib iv. of boil- 
ing water for twenty four hours; 
then ftrain for ufe, and drink half 
a pint twice a day. ' 

This is not only diuretic, as the 
former, but is allo much warmer ; 
and is therefore not only directed 
to cleanfe away by urine any thing 
,that lodges upon the fibres, fo as to 

_fpoil their offices, but alfo to give 
them due warmth, which in para- 
lytic cafes they are deftitute of. It 
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ought to be kept clofe ftopp’d, be- 
caufe it otherwife would, by it’s 
volatility, fpoil and grow vapid. 


In Rheumatifms this is alfo fre- 


quently given with great fuccefs, 
efpecially if the limbs fwell with 
great pains. . : 


' 7. The pleuritic Infufion ; Ins 


fufum pleuriticum. 
Take frefth Horfe-dung % vi. Pen- 


ny-royal-water 3 xil. Treacle-water 


Ziv. Infufe them warm, and to 
the ftrained liquor add Mithridate 


3 ii. white Sugar a fufficient quan-- 


tity to fweeten it; drink half 
pint twice a day. | 

This is a very good Medicine for 
the purpofe it is intended, and will 
frequently procure eafe, when no 
other means will take place. If the 
dofe here mentioned be too noifome, 
it may be leffened, and repeated 
the oftener. This is likewife ordered 
in diftempers of the Breaft, that 
are not a true Pleurifie, wherein it 
will do great fervice, as in a Peri- 
pneumony ; and in an Alfthma, the 
common pettoral drinks are not te 
be compared to it.

"Ee E_ galenical Pharmacy next » 


furnifhes us with Medicines 
preferved by Sugar or Honey, under 
the title of Syrups, Honeys, Oxymels, 
Juices, Lohochs, Confeétions, Con- 


derves, and Sugars; all which forms 


differ in little elfe than the manage- 


ment, whereby their refpective mate- 
rials are joined with Sugar or Honey ; 


and 
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and all of thefe feem contriv’d either 
to preferve certain things, as near 
as poffible, to the condition in which 
nature affords them, or elfe render 
them more palatable -in taking. 

In order to judge what depen- 
dance may be had upon thefe things 
in any intention which may occur in 
extemporaneous Practice, we mutt 
examine the fitnefs of the parts of 
the Materia medica to be fo mixed ; 
to which purpofe we are to confider 
what it is which the Sugar or Honey 
does. 

In this view, the materials thus 
ordered may be confidered either in 
their whole fubftance with which 
the Sugar is immediately mixed, as 
in the Conferves; or elfe in their 
Juices and Decoétions ; which are 
afterwards boiled up with Sugar or 
Hotiey into Syrup. And in fuch a 
review of them, we are to have a 
great regard to that particular qua- 
lity in the Simples, in which their 
medicinal virtues confift, as it is, or 
is not, capable of prefervation by 
this means ; and to it’s quantity, of 
efficacy, or power of operation; to 
fee whether after this manner we can 
have enough of it in a convenient 
doie, to deperid upon asa Medicine 
in cafes of moment. : 

Of things which are immediately 
mixed in {ubftance with Sugar, thofe 
only feem fitted for it whofe predo- 
minant qualities are thus to be pre- 
ferved, and thus to be given as a 
Medicine, from which fomewhat 
may be expected to be done. Thus 
the flowers of Lavender, Rofemary, 
the outer peels of Oranges and Le- 
mons, and a few more of thofe or- 
dered in-Conferves, are prefervable 
with Sugar in fach a manner, that 
{mall quantities of them will anfwer 
in fuch intentions as they are fuited 
to anfwer in any other form. But 
Mint, Scurvy-grafs, Rue, and fuch 
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things as require to be taken in large 
quantities before we can lay any 
{trefs upon them, are very unfit for 
this treatment; becaufe a dofe fuf- 
ficient to be trufted to is enough to 
naufeate the ftomach, and do mif- 
chief otherwife, by the Sugar they 
neceflarily carry along with them. 
All bitters are likewife unfit for this 
management, as Wormwood, Fu- 
mitory, and the like, becaufe they 
are too naufeous to be endured; and 
thofe of a glutinous and vifcid tex- 
ture, as the Comfrey, &¢. by ly- 
ing in Sugar lofe that very quality 
which ought to be expected, and 
foon become good for nothing. The 
fame rules of judging hold like- 
wife in all other forms where Sugar 
comes in: fo that on: examination 
we fhall find few of the alterants 
improvable by this means, tho’ as 
to emetics, and cathartics, where a 
fufficient efficacy for a dofe lies 
in a little room, they are conveni- 
ently enough thus preferved. And 
indeed if we confider a Conferve 


or a. fyrup, as a means to join o- 


ther things of eflicacy together, 
and to give to other forms confi- 
ftence, and a convenience of taking 
they may moft of them have their 
ufe; but little elfe can be faid in 
their favour: 

In making the officinal Syrups to 
the beft advantage, fome principal 
qualities in the things themfelves, 
before fuch a procefs is entered up- 
on, ought particularly to be regard- . 
ed. The moft fimple treatment in 
this form, is the diffolving Sugar 
enough in the juice, or infufion of 
fome things, to give it a confiftence. 
for keeping ; the proportion required 
for this purpofe, is generally double 
the quantity of Sugar to that of the 
liquor; and where it is ordered 
with lefs Sugar, boiling is required 
to bring it toa due confiftence. 

Ps. Amongft 
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~ Amongft the materials thus order- 
ed, all acids ought to have their due 
quantities of Sugar to bring them 
to a confiftence without boiling ; 
becaufe the very action of much heat 
upon them deltroys their acidity, 
and makes them liable to candy 3 
and this more particularly holds good 
where a juice hath any fragrancy 
in flavour, as that of Oranges, Le- 
mons, Citrons, and the like ; becaufe 
boiling alfo exhales and deftroys that 
fragrancy. Such infufions likewife 
ds give toa Syrup a defirable colour, 
ought at once to be fo charged with 
Sugar as not to require boiling, 
becaufe their colours by fuch pro- 
cedure would be fpoiled; as with 
the Violets, red Poppies, Cloves, 
and the like; none of which can 
bear the fire, but to their detri- 
ment. 

The alterant Syrups, either fim- 
ple or compound, which are made 
from Decoétions, and take not in 
Sugar enough’to give them a due 
con§ftence without boiling, do moft 
require clarification, which 1s com- 
monly done with the whites of 
Fees; but this addition to their 
fightlinefs, is an injury to their vir- 
tues, where any thing mucilagi- 
nous or vifcid is required ; for the 
reafons before given concerning De- 
coctions: but amongft this whole 


tribe, this caution is no where fo ~ 


neceflary as in the Syrupus de Me- 
conio. What is taken from the Pop- 
py, and which folely gives the vir- 
tue to this Syrup, will make a De- 
coétion thick ; and if that be taken 
out by clarification, the Medicine 
becomes of little or no effect; fo 
that a certain way to know when 
this may: be trufted to, is by it’s 
making.a draught thick and foul, 
_ and depofiting a light fediment upon 
fianding. 

Of-thofe whith are frequently in 
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ufe, the Swrupus de Althea is the 
moit confiderable compound; but 
if we examine the efficacies or fit- 
nefs of the feveral ingredients for 
this form, we fhall foon enter in- 
to the reafon why it is now. fre- 
quently ordered in it’s Decoétion, 
to be ufed like a common Apozem, 
in large draughts at a time; which 
way it is certainly a good emol- 
lient, and ferviceable in nephritic 
diforders, by lubricating the pafla- 
ges; but if a quart or two of this 
may fafely be drank in a day, very 
little can be expected from - what 
Syrup can be got down in the fame 
time. Reta: 

The fame holds good in. the Syru- 
pus Capillorum Veneris, de Glycyr- 
rhixa, and é quinque Radicibus, for 
their Decoétions may be drank in 


‘large quantities with fafety, and re- 


quire to be fo taken when any thing 
is expected from them; fo that all 
thefe things are of ufe in Syrups 
only to fweeten decoétions, or ju- 
leps of like intention; or elfe to 
make up boles or eleétuaries into a 
due confiftence. . 

The Syrupus de Mentha is a Com- 
pofition of fome efficacy, being a 
grateful aftringent. “But even this 
ought to be trufted to only as a weak 
auxiliary. The fame is obfervable 
of the Syrupus de Rofis ficcts. 

The Syrupus de Cinnamomo may 
anfwer in the intention of a reftrin- 
gent, but for it’s fpicy and cordial 
quality, that muft neceffarily be loft 
in fo long boiling as is required to 
give it confiltence, with half a pound 
of Sugar to one pint of Water. The 


other {pices and feeds directed to be » 


made into fyrups after the fame mans 
ner, are liable to the fome Inconve- 
niences ; as are alfo the fyrups from 
the Citron, Orange, and Lemon- 
peels. But all the flavour from thefe 
ingredients , which can be retained 

in 


* 
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‘in a fyrup, as this form is common- 
ly kept in the Shops in’ open pots, 
or thofe loofely cover’d, is foon loft 
by ftanding; fo that fuch things 
are, to great difadvantage, ordered 
this way. The Syrupus Balfamicus 
is liable to the fame lofs, but is 
direéted with the utmoft, care pof- 
fible, to preferve it’s more fragrant 
and volatile parts. This laft men- 
tioned fyrup is frequently for cheap- 
nefs made with Storax or Benjamin, 
~or both; the difference being hardly 
difcoverable, and the fraud of no 
very ill confequence. 

The firft way directed to make the 
Syrupus Chalybeatus is hardly pra- 
éticable, becaufe the Sa/ Martis 
does not feem diffolvable in the coms 
pound Gentian Water; and as the 
Syrupus de Pomis alterans is {carce 
ever made; this way, I believe, 
hath never been try’d. That with 
only Steel-wine and Sugar, is the 
old and common way of making it, 
but it is very apt to run into can- 
dy ; as is likewife the Syrupus Cro- 
ei, and any other of this form made 
with a vinous liquor, becaufe the 
Sugar isnot fo naturally fufpended 
in them, as in water and the thicker 
fluids ; and therefore they are more 
ready to fhoot into cryftals. 

Amongit the purging fyrups, the 

firft, from Succory with Rhubarb, 
hath been heretofore much in e- 
fteém ; but the whole croud of in- 
gredients in it which have been 
thought either correctors or purgers 
_ of bile, are now known to be of fo 
little efficacy as to any fuch purpofes, 
that they are grown into negledt ; 
and that fhorter Compofition, which 
bears the title of Syrupus de Rhabar- 
baro, is now much more valued, 
tho’ the Violet flowers, the Succory 
and Fennel waters feem but very 
infignificant circumftances in making 
it. pi ees as Ams

The Syrupus é floribus malorum 
Perficorum, which orders the infu- 
fion to be five times repeated with 
frefh flowers, is commonly made 
with one infufion only, with juft 
water enough to cover and {cald the 
flowers; and that proves a good | 
gentle emetic or purge to young 
children : the other way would cer- 
tainly render it ftronger, but fo 
very few care for the trouble, that 
I never yet met with any who 
would vouch for it’s being thus 
made. The Syrupus Rofaceus folu- 
tivus is directed fomewhat in the 
fame manner, but a ftronger infu- 
fion of the dried damask Rofes, or 
the refiduum after diftillation, will 
make it with lefs trouble, and full as 
good, if not better, than is here 
ordered by frequent infufions, or 
from the expreffed juice. 

The fyrup of Buckthorn is of 
ftrength fufficient to require not 
above’ two ounces for it’s largeft 
dofe, which may conveniently e- 
nough be given; but the cuftomary 
way of putting in the fpices hath 
been ina thin bag, during it’s boil- 
-Ing to a confiftence, and the lefs 
time they are expofed to fuch treat- 
ment the better. 

Amongft the medicated Honyes, 
or fyrups made with Honey in- 
.ftead of Sugar, there are none in 
ufe, unlefs the Me] Mercuriale, Ro- 
fatum, and Oxymel Scilliticum; tho’ 
it is certain, that with things inten- 
ded to expectorate and deterge, 
Honey is more proper than Sugar. 
The Mel Helleboratum hath fome- 
times been ufed in hypocondriacal 
and maniacal affe€tions, but it’s o- 
peration is fo uncertain, that few 
care to truft it; for fometimes it 
acts as a violent emetic, and at o- 
thers more by ftool; and it is an 
evident fign that this hath, not been 
mueh ufed in Practice, by the neg- 
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lect. of it’s Prefcription in the com- 
mon Difpenfatories; where, with 
the fame quantity of Hellebore, 
they have {ometimes ordered thir- 
teen pounds of Honey, and fome- 
times but three pounds. The Me/ 
Mercuriale is-chiefly ufed in Gly-, 
fters; the Me/ Rofatum in Gargles, 
and for a fore Mouth; and the Oxy- 
me! Scilliticum as an emetic, unlefs, 
when. reftrained by cordial aftrin- 
gents, as the Cinnamon, in mix- 
ture, which helps it to pafs farther, 
and promote expectoration, or to go 
off by urine. The Oxymel compofi- 
tum is uniform in the intention of 
it’s ingredients, and ferves for a 
good aperient, or detergent; but it 
is feldom made or prefcribed. 

One caution in common Praétice 
is worth every ones regard, and that 
is, never to prefcribe any thing with 
Honey in it, before inquiring of 
the Patient, whether he has any 
natural -averfion to it, becaufe many 
conftitutions have; infomuch that a 
dofe of any of the. officinal capi- 
tals, made the common way with 
Honey, will occafion very great and 
ftrong diforders. 

Under the next divifion of Rod five 
Sapa &§ Succi, we have nothing of 
confequence either in officinal or ex- 
temporaneous Prefcription, unlefs 
the Acacia, which is the juice of 
Sloes boiled to a confiftence, andthe 
Succus Glycyrrhiza; the later of 
-which is by many preferred to the 
Succus Glyeyrrbize Hifpanice, be- 
caufe the foreign is very often foul 
and drofly, whereas that of our own 
making 1s much cleaner, and more 
efficacious ; befides it’s greater rea- 
dineis, from it’s fofter confiftence, 
to mix into any. extemporaneous 
forms, as boles and the like. 

The old officinal form. call’d Le- 
hoc, or Ecéegma, ufed to fupply us 
with abundance of things from the 
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antient and foreign Difpenfatories <, 
it is of a confiftence between a. fy- 
rup and an electuary or conferve, 
and generally takes in fo many 
things of a mucilaginous and flimy. 
texture, mixed with Sugar,- that 
foon makes them ferment and fours 
for which reafon thole few now re-, 
tained, which are but two. in the 
laft Difpenfatory, are hardly ever 
made or prefcribed; and therefore 
are not worth examination as to the 
uniformity of their ingredients in 
any intention. 

Thofe things which are prefervid 
in fubftance by boiling in Sugar, 
and faid to be candied, are now be- 
come entirely foreign to the Apo- 
thecaries bufinefs, being wholly ma- 
naged by the Confectioner ; and the 
medicated Sugars under the next 
divifion, are alfo fallen into the 
fame hands; and. moft, or all of 
them are fo rarely ufed in Medi- 
cine, that an enquiry about them 
feems needlefs. The Saccharum Ta-_ 
bulatum compofitum, and the Con- 
feétio de Thure are {fo little efteem’d 
in any refpect, that they are, ne- 


_ ver to be met with ready made. 


The conferves maké a confiderable 
article in the furniture of an Apo- 
thecary’s Shop, but altho’ they are 
now much abridged by the College, 
they have yet retained more than are 
ever prefcribed or made; for. rea- 
fons already taken notice of, viz. 
either from the naufeoufnefs, or un- 
fitnefs for this form. Of thofe things 
which require to be gently boiled, 
are only the Sloes and Barberries, 
becaufe without it their pulps are fo 
thin as not to.afford a due confi- 
ftence with Sugar ; but much boil- 
ing is here to be avoided, for the 
reafons before given concerning the 
acid fyrups. All the other conferves 
require nothing more than barel “y 
beating them In a mortar to a fu 

cient 
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cient finenefs, but the labour requir- © 


ed to do this makes moft of them, 
at beft, fo coarfe, that they ought 
to be pulped before they are reduced 
into electuaries; their aptnefs to 


candy likewife fubje&ts them to the | 


fame neceflity ; the peculiar method 
ef doing which will come more 
properly to be fhewn in the di- 
rection about extemporaneous ele- 
€tuaries. | 
There is a very confiderable over- 
fight in the lift of fimples reducible 
inte conferves, asit is printed in the 
laft Difpenfatory, both in relation to 
the method in which they ftand, 
and the diftinGtions of the things 
_themfelves; which it may be ne- 
ceflary to take fome notice of here, 
to prevent being led into miftakes 
thereby. The diftin&tions of Sum- 
mitates, Flores, Folia, 9 Fruétus, 
are not only intermixed, and confe- 
quently repeated oftener than a gond 
method requires, but alfo things are 
placed under thefe diftintions which 
do not belong to them. Thus under 
Summitates are Lavender and Lillies 
of the Valley, the fine picked flow- 
ers only of which are ufed in con- 
ferve. Under the Fo/ia likewife are 
Violets, which are ufed only in 
Hower, and Elder, the Jeaves of 
which were never yet made into 
to conferve: the Sloes and Barber- 
ries which ftand here, belong .to the 
diftin@tion of fruits, and fhould be 
placed with the Hips. There are 
other inadvertencies not of much 
confequence, and which every rea- 
der can eafily rectify. : 
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I. HE fimple fyrup of Worm- 
: wood; Syrupus de Abjin- 
thio fimplex. 3 

Take of the clarify’d juice of com- 

mon Wormwood, and of clarify’d 
Sugar, ana itiv. and boil them ta- 
gether into the confiftency of a fy- 
rup. 
After the fame manner are pre- 
pared the fimple fyrups of the juice 
of Succory, of Ground-ivy, of Rafp- 
berries, of the outer peel of Wal- 
nuts, er Colts-foot ; and alfo of o- 
ther juices that are not acid. 

This fyrup hath hitherto been but 
little, if ever made, altho’ directed 
in the former Difpenfatory, tho” 
in none of the College before that, 
becaufe it is hardly ever ordered in 
extemporaneous Prefcriptions, and 
not in any officinal Medicine but the 
Pil. Rufi ; and that hath been ac~ 
cuftom’d chiefly to be made up with 
fyrup of Lemons, or fome other 
pale fyrup, for the fake of preferv- 
ing the beautiful yellow of the in- 
gredients, which the goodnefs and 
frefhnefs of the Medicine is moftly 


judged by, and which is much fpoil-. 


ed by a brown fyrup : 

z. Compound fyrup of Worme ~ 
wood ; Syrupus de Abfinthio compo- 
fitus. 

Take of common Wormwood 
moderately dried tb 8. of red Rofe 
leaves Zii. Spikenard 3iii. of old 
ftrong White-wine, and juice of — 
Quinces, ana iif. Let them in- 
fufe together warm in an earthen 
veffel for a whole day, then gently 


boil in a bath-heat, and ftrain out the 


liquor 3 
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liquor; and with 6 ii. of white 
Sugar boil it up to the confiftence of 
a fyrupif ao, ch LR od 

This is as old as Mefue, whofe 
Prefcription it originally was, and is 
exactly the fame as in the preceding 
College Difpenfatories : but of late 
"tis fo feldom ufed, in .extemporane- 
ous Prefcription, that it 1s hardly 
ever to bé met with in the Shops. 

_3. Syrup.of Vinegar; Syrupus 
Acetofus. Wag: 
’ "This ismade by diffolving in B. MZ. 
Sugar i6 v. in the beft White-wine 
Vinegar fb ii. 

This, as all other acid fyrups, 
muft not be made in Brafs or Cop- 
per veffels, becaufe it will erode 
enough of the metal to naufeate the 
ftomach. They are beft prepared in 
earthen or filver veflels’ ‘This is 
reckon’d good to expectorate and 
cut Phlegm; and in fuch intentions 
any other fyrup may be helpful, be- 
caufe the Sugar itfelf has a tendency 
that way. : 

4 Syrup of Marfh-mallows; Sy- 
rupus de Althea. 

_ Take Marth mallow root Z it. of 
_ Grafs, Afparagus, Liquorice roots 


and Raifins fton’d, ana J f3. leaves of - 


Marth-mallows, common Mallows, 
Pellitory of the wall, Burnet-Saxi- 
frage, Plantain, white and ‘black 
Maiden-hair, ana m.i. redChiches § i. 
the four greater and leffer cold feeds, 
ana Ziii. Infufe them a‘ whole day 
in ibvi..of clear water, then. boil 
them to the confumption of a third 
part, ftrain the liquor out hard, add 
4b iii8. of white Sugar, and make 
a fyrup. a 

This -fyrup is originally afcribed 
to Fernelius, and hath remain’d un- 
alter’d in all the College Difpen/ato- 
ries; but’tis by many thought a ve- 
ry indifferent Medicine, tho’ great- 
ly ufed, and much preferib’d: for 
what can be expected from two or 
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three fpoonfuls of a fyrup, when 
the decoétion, of which ibv. or 
thereabouts of fyrup is made, which 
is near an hundred times as much, 
may be taken at one dofe, or drank. 
in the {pace of an hour or two, to 
give but tolerable hopes of any ef 
fet? inftead therefore of trifling 
with fuch a Medicine by fpoonfuls, 
a decoétion ought to be made with 
thofe of the ingredients that are at 
all to the purpofe, which the Chiches 
and cold feeds are not; and lasge 
draughts of it fhould be given. 
5. The Syrup of Marfh-mallows 
of the Edinburgh Difpenfatory. © — 

Take of the roots of Marfh-mal- 
lows 2 ii. thofe of Afparagus, Li- 
quorice and Grais, ana % £.' Englifb 
Maiden-hair Zi. leaves ‘of Marfh- 
mallows, Mallows, Pellitory, Bur- 
net-Saxifrage, broad leav’d Plantain, 
Raifins, ana 3 fi, red Chiches J i. 
Spring-water ts vi. Boil them to 
the confumption of a third'part 5 to 
the ftrained liquor add of the whiteft 
Sugar tbiv. make a fyrup f. a. by 
boiling in B. M. | 

6. Syrup of Mugwort s Syrupus 
de Artemifia. ; ‘ 

Take of Mugwort m. ii. of Pen- 
ny-royal, Calamint, Origany, Baum, 
Dittany of Crete, Savin, Marjoram, | 
the leffer -Centory, and Rue, ana 
m.i. of Fennel, Smallage, and Par- 
fley roots, ana 3i. of Juniper ber- 
ries, of the feeds of Lovage, Parfley,. 
Smallage, Cubebs, and the roots of 
Afarum, ana 3. Let thefe be 
cleanfed, cut and bruifed, as they 
require, and boil them in ib xii. of 
Water to it viii. ‘To the expreffed 
liquor add of Cinnamon and Spike- 
nard, ana 4 iii. of white Sugar 
ib vi. and boil up to a fyrup fa. 

7. The Syrup of Mugwort of the 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory. 

Take roots'‘of Madder Z ii. thofe 
of round Birthwort and ‘Turmeric, 

aha 
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ana Zi. Spring-water tb viii. boil 
~ them to the confumption of a fourth 
part, adding towards the end, leaves 
of Mugwort Zi. Calamint, Dittany 
of Crete, Feverfew with the fow- 
ers, Origany, common Penny-royal, 
Rue, and Savin, ana %f3. feeds of 
Candy (or wild) Carrotsand Lovage, 
ana 3 iii. Add to the ftrained liquor 
white Sugar fb vi. boil them up toa 


fyrup f a. 

"3 bie of Barberries ; Syrupys 
de Berberis. 

_ This is ‘made by boiling up fb ii. 
of the juice of the fruit with tb if. 
of Sugar, to the confiftence of a 
fyrup. 

Boiling any acid fyrup is an er- 
ror upon two accounts; becaufe it 
blunts the acidity, from whence the 
efficacy is expected, as all heat and 
motion cannot but do, by rubbing 
the particles one againft the other, 
and thereby breaking off the points, 
in which the acidity confifts; and 
becaufe fuch long evaporation brings 
fo many rigid and attractive particles 
together, that they will run into 
candy; which every one experi- 
ences, who has made thefe fyrups, 
and kept them long. This of Bar- 
berries is cooling and aftringent, but 
is not often ufed. It alfo upon that 
account makes a good Gargarifm. 

g. Syrup of Maiden-hair; Syrz- 
pus Capillorum Veneris. : 

Take Maiden-hair % v. boil in a 
fufficient quantity of water with Li- 
quorice root Zii. To boil up the 
ftrained liquor into a fyrup, ufe 
tb iii. of white Sugar. 

This expeétorates as much as the 
Sugar can help it, but as for the in- 
> gredients, it might be all taken in 
a dofe, and therefore cannot have a- 
hy efficacy to be depended upon, in 
the quantity it is ufually ordered ; 
which it fometimes has the honour 
of from 2 i. to & it. 
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10. Syrup of the Infufion of 
Clove Gillyflowers 3 Syrupus Infu- 
fionis flor. Caryophyllorum. . 
Take of Clove Gillyflowers, with 
the white heels cut off, Ibi. let 
them fteep a whole night in % ii. 
of Spring-water pour’d hot upon 
them; then ftrain the liquor, and 
boil it up gently into a fyrup in 
a bath-heat with ib ii. of the fineft 
Sugar fia. : 

The Edinburgh Difpenfatory or- 
ders it to be made up into a fyrup 
without boiling. This is a beauti- 
ful fyrup, but of no great efficacy 
in any intention, unlefs to give 
form to other’ ingredients, on which 
Occafion it is much called for. __ 

11. Syrup of Cinnamon; Syrupus 
de Cinnamomo. : 

Take of the beft Cinnamon a little 
bruifed 4 iii. infufe it for three days 
in a fufficient quantity of hot Spring- 
water to ftrain off thi. and put to 
It tb B. of the finelt Sugar ; and with 
a gentle heat boil it up to a Syrup. 

- ‘This hath been long retained in 
the Di/pen/atories, but never thought 
worth making. 

After the fame manner, only 
with White-wine, may be made 
the fyrup of Anife-feeds, fweet 
Fennel feeds, Cloves, Nutmegs, 
Ginger, &c. - 

12. Syrup of the juice of Ci- 
trons; Syrupus de fucce Citriorum. 

Take ibi. of the clear juice of 
Citrons, fine Sugar iii. and boil * 
into a fyrup witha gentle fire.” 

After the fame manner may be 
made the fyrups of Crabs, Oranges, 
Barberries, Cherries, Quinces, Le- 
mons, _Wood-forrel, Mulberries, 
Sorrel, Currants, and other clari- 
fy’d acid juices. | 

In all thefe the fame. cautions are 
to be ufed, as before hinted in the 
notes under fyrup of Barberries. 
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The Edisburgh Difpenfatory di- 
retts thefe fyrups to be made with- 
out boiling. 

13. Syrup of Citron-peels; Syru- 
pas corticum Citriorum. 

Take Zv. of the outer yellow 
Citron-peel, full ripe and frefh; of 
Kermes berries, or in their ftead of 
the imported juice Sii. of Spring- 
water tb iii. fteep them together for 
one night in B. M. and to the 
firained liquor put ibiifs. of fine 
Sugar; and with a moderate heat 
boil up into the confiftence of a fyrup. 

After the fame manner are pre- 
pared fyrups from the peels of Oran- 
ges and Lemons. ) 

But care muft be taken that with 
too hafty an heat the aromatic flavour 
be not evaporated. ‘This is as old 
as Me/ue, and in fome former College 
Difpenfatories it was ordered: to be 
fcented with a few grains of Musk; 
but that is in the new juftly reject- 
ed, as what will agree but with very 
few perfons. Hat 

14. Syrup of Quinces;  Syrupus 
Cydoniorum. 

‘Lake tb vi. of the clear juice of 
Quinces, boil it gently till half is 
evaporated, and at times take off the 
{cum that rifes upon it; then put to 
it Ib iii. of aftringent red Wine, and 
of fine Sugar ibiv. which boil 
into a fyrup, that may be aromatized 
- with Cinnamon 3if. of Cloves and 
Ginger, ana 9 ii. 

This is a good aftringent fyrup, 


and much ufed to bring the Bark,. 


and other fuch like Medicines to the 
confiftence ofa bole or eleétuary. 

15. Syrup of Hedge-Muftard ; 
Syrupus de Eryfimo. — 

Take of Hedge-Muftard freth ga- 
thered m.vi. roots of Elecampane 
and -Colts-foot, alfo very frefh ga- 
thered, and Liquorice-root, ana 3ii.

Pour up- 
on thefe thiii. of boiling Spring- 
water, and after twenty four hours 
infufion in B. M. ftrain out the li- 
quor, and clarify it, and with the beft 
Honey and fine Sugar, ana % x. boil 
it up to a. fyrup ina bath-heat, f a. 
_ 17. Syrup of Pomegranates Syru- 
pus Granatorum. 
- Take of white Sugar ib iff. of 
the juice of Pomegranates clarify’d 
ti. Let it be brought into a fyrup 
with a bath-heat, / a. 

This requires the fame cautions 
as the acid and fub-aftringent fyrups 
before mentioned. | 

_18. Syrup of Poppies, or Diaco- 
dium 3 Syrupus de Meconio, five Di- 
acodion. A | 

Take of white Poppy-heads well 
dried 3 xiv. and after twenty four 
hours infufion in ib viit. of Spring- 
water, boil them well, and to the 
exprefied liquor, put % xxiv. of Su- 
gar, to be boiled into a fyrup.. | 

The New Difpenfatory of the Col- 
lege makes this differ from the for- 
mer, bothin rejecting the black Pop: 
pies, and in the proportions; the 
white here anfwering to the quan- 
tities of both before. This fyrup 
will not bear the ufual way of clari- 
fication, without lofing much of 
it’s ftrength as an opiate. And 

fach 
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fach difference will happen on one 
account or other, tho’ made with 
the utmoft care, as renders it dif- 
ficult to be found always of the fame 
ftrength. ; 

It is a very efficacious narcotic, 
and is ufually given % i. at a dofe. 

19. Syrup of Mints Syrupus de 
Mentha. 

Take of the juice of fweet and 
fub-acid Quinces, and of the juice 
of fweet and acid Pomegranates, 
ana ibiG. of dried Mint tb f. of 
red Rofes Zii. Let them ftand in 
maceration one whole day, then boil 
‘in a bath-heat to a confumption of 
half, ftrain the liquor, and with 
tb iv. of Sugar make it into a fyrup. 

This is as.old as Mefwe, and hath 
been continu’d by the College in 
their Difpenfatories without altera- 
tion, excepting that in the laft but 
one is left out the direction for aro- 
matizing it with Nutmegs, as was 
at firft ordered. The dried Mint 
imbibes fo much of the juices, that 
it requires a ftrong expreflion to get 
out the quantity required with but 
very little boiling.

Take of Myrtle-Berries Z iif}. of 
the white and red Sanders, of Su- 
mach, of  Balauftines, Barberiies, 
and red Rofes, ana % iff. of Medlars 
fliced thi. bruife as required, and 
boil in tb viii. of Water to tb iv. and 
to that when ftrained add of the acid 
juice of Quinces and Pomegranates, 
ana Zvi. then add tb iv. of Sugar, 
boil into a fyrup, adding the juices 
towards the later end. 

21. The Syrup of Myrtle of the 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory. 

" Take of Myrtle Berriess 3 ii. 
Roots of Tormentil, red Rofes, red 
Sanders, Pomegranate peels, Balau- 
ftines, feeds of Sumach, ana a, 
Cut and bruife them, and boil them 
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in Spring-Water fb viii. to it iv. ftrain 
the Liquor, and add white Sugar tb 
iv. boil to the confiftence of a fyrup. 

22. Syrup of wild Poppies; S3- 
rupus de Papavére erratico. 

Take of the frefh Flowers of wild 
Poppies tb ii. and pour upon them 
ib iv. of hot Spring-water. ‘Fhe 
next day prefs it out, and repeat the 
infufion with frefh flowers, and then 
make it intoa fyrupin B..M. with 
as much fugar as there is of the 
ftrained Liquor. 

This remains in the New Difpen- 
fatory exactly as in the foregoing 3 
tho” the common Praétice of the 
Shops have been accuftomed to 
make the infufion only with jult e 
nough water to cover and {cald the 
flowers: and it is poffible to vive it. 
fo much. from the flowers, as will 
turn the fyrupropy and full of clods 5 
continuing them long in infufion will 
alfo fubject it to the fame inconve- 
niences. 

23. Alterant Syrup of Apples

24. Compound Syrup of Pioniess

Take of frefh Piony Roots, both 
the kinds, cut into flices, and infu- 
fed a whole day in White-wine, 
ana 3 if. of Contrayerva root 3 f3. 
of common Hartwort 4 vi. of Rofe- 
mary with it's flowers, m. i. of Be 
tony, Hyifop, Origany, Ground- 
Pine, and Rue, ana 3 iii. of Aloes- 
Wood, Cloves, and the leffer Car- 
damoms, ana 4 il. of Ginger and 
Spikenard, ana % i. of Stcechas and 
Nutmegs, ana Sii8. After one day’s 

infufion 
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infufion in ¥ vi. of warm fpring- 
water, boil in a bath-heat to the con- 
fumption ofa third parts and to the 
liquor afterwards ftrained through a 
flannel bag, put i ivf. of the fineft 
fugar, and boil up intoa fyrup with 
2 moderate heat. : 

25. Syrup of Horehound ; Syru- 
pus de Praffio. 

Take of the Leaves of frefh white 
Horehound 3 ii. of Liquorice, Po- 
lypody of the Oak, Smallage, and 
{weet Fennel roots, ana % £. of the 
Leaves of white Maiden-hair, Ori- 
ganum, Hyffop, Calaminth, Thyme, 
Scabious, Savoury, and Coltsfoot, 
ana 3 vi. of the feeds of Anife and 
Quinces, ana 3 iii. of ftoned Raifins 
Z ii. of fat Figs Nox. Let thefe 
itand in a warm digeftion for awhole 
day in tb viii. of thin Mead ; then 
boil in a bath-heat and to it v. of the 
liquor, ftrongly preffed out, and fet- 
tled clear, put tb ii. of clarified Ho- 
ney, and as much fine Sugar, and 
boil up toa fyrup, in B. M. which 
may be flavoured with 3 i. of Flo- 
rentine Orrice-Root. 

This is chiefly prefcribed to give 
form to medicines of greater efficacy 
in afthmatic cafes. P 

26. Syrup of five Roots; Syrupus 
de quinque Radiciobus. 

Take of the roots of Butchers- 
broom, Fennel, Afparagus, Parfley, 
and Smallage, ana 3 ii. of Spring- 
water ib vi. digeft them together 
warm, -and then boil them in B. 1. 
‘To bb iv. of the liquor ftrongly pref- 
fed out and clarified, put ib vi. of 
fine Sugar, and make it into a fyrup 
in the fame heat, /. 4. adding to it 
.at the latter end 3 viii. of Vinegar. 

This makes a very grateful fyrup 
by the help of the Vinegar, and is 
frequently prefcribed amongft Pecto- 
Tals. 

27. Syrup of dried Rofes ;

Syrupus de Stachide. : 

Take of Stoechas flowers 3% iv. of 
Rofemary flowers 3 {. of the herbs 
of Thyme, Calamint, and Origany, 
ana 3 if. of the feeds of Rue, Piony, 
and Fennel, ana 4iii. Digeft. thefe 
for one or two days ina fufficient 
quantity of hot Spring-water to prefs 
out tb v. clear; to which add of the 
fineft Sugar tb vfs. and make into a 
fyrup by a bath-heat, f; a. It may 
be aromatiz’d with fome drops of the 
diftil?’d Oil of Cinnamon. | 

The Edinburgh Difpenfatory hae

29. Syrup of Comfrey; Syrupus

Take of the roots and leaves of 
Comfrey and Bugle, ana m. iii. of

The Syrup of Comfrey of the E- 
dinburgh Difpenfatory.

This hath hitherto been a fyrup 
in mighty efteem: moft have the 
- quantity of water juftfo much as is 
fufficient to fcald the flowers, and 
receive their tincture ; and the firft 
_ Difpenfatory of the College fo or- 
ders it. The colour of this is fo ve- 
ry nice, that without great care it 
may be fpoil’d many ways, but chief- 
ly by putting it.into metalline vef- 
fels, or ufing'too great a fire, or con- 
tinuing it too long upon it. 

31. Syrup of the Juice of Violets; 
Syrupus e Succo Violarum. 

This is made with the exprefied 
juice, and double the quantity, at 
leaft, of Sugar melted in a gentle 
bath-heat, as directed in the pre- 
ceeding. 

It is feldom or never made this 
way; and it will not afford fo ele- 
gant a colour as the other, tho’ it 
feems to promife more of the’virtues 
of the flowers. | 
32. The Violet Julep; Fulepum 
Violarum. | 
- Take of Violet flower water, tb 
iv. and thi. of Sugar, which make 
 intoajulep, fa. 
_ This is a contrivance of Me/ue, 
and hath been continued in all the 
College Difpenfatories, but not, that 
T ever knew of, ordered in extem- 
poraneous Practice: how it comes to 
have a place beftowed upon it in this 
emendation of the College, and par- 
ticularly in this clafs, does not eafily 
appear. | 
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33- Syrup of Steel ; Syrwpus Cha- 
Pybeattss' 31-9402 

Take of the Salt of Steel 3 ii. dif 
folve it in Zi. of compound Gen- 
tian Water, and add to it Zix. of 
the alterant fyrup of Apples. Or 
otherwife, 

Take equal. quantities of Steel- 
wine, and white Sugar, and boil 
them into the confiftence of a. fF- 
rup. 

This later way is commonly pra- 


Ctifed, but it is very apt to candy, 


becaufe the more fpirituous any Mez- 
firuum is, the lefs it is fuited to 
diffolve and fufpend Sugar: the 
Salts of the Steel likewife may very, 
probably favour that attraction that — 
draws the Sugar in conjun¢ton there- 
with into chryftals.. This fyrup was 
never, till their New Di/pen/atory, 
order’d bythe College, but is fet 
down by Shipton in his: Appendix 
to their former. 

34. The balfamic Syrup; Syrapas 
balfamicus, 

Take of Tolv Balfam 3 ii. and 
% xii. of Spring-water, or any of 
the pectoral waters: boil them to- 
gether in a circulatory veffel, well 
luted, in a fand-heat, for two or 
three hours. When the ftrained 
liquor is cold, difflolve in it % xx. 
of fine Sugar, fo as to make it into 
a fyrup,’ without any heat. | 

This hath not been receiv’d by 
the College till the laft emendation 
of their Difpenfatory, but is added 
by Shipton to their former amongit 
his Additamenta. The manner of 
boiling is very juftly contrived to 
prevent any lofs of the finer. parts 
by exhalation, which it would fut 
fer in an open heat. After the fame 
way may fyrups be made of Ben- 
jamin, Storax, ‘or other like balfams. 

35. The Syrup of Balam of «the

Digeft them 
together for four days; then. to the 
clear ftrained liquor put 6 ii. of 
Sugar, and make into a fyrup,

38. Syrup of Saffron; Syrupus 
Croci. 

Take of Englifb Saffron % i. in- 
fufe it in thi. of Canary, and digeft 
them together ina clofe veffel by a 
gentle heat for three days then prefs 
out the wine, and diffolve in it % xx. 
of the fineft Loaf-Sugar, fo as to 
make it intoafyrup. °. 

This hath not been ordered in any 
College Difpenfatory, before the laft, 
altho’ much direéted in extempora- 
neous Practice: and it feems to be 
one of the beft of the fimple fy- 
rups, becaufe capable of containing 
enough of the ingredients in one 
dofe, to anfwer fome intention of 
confequence, which can be faid but 
of very few others. ‘i 

39. Syrup of Succory with Rhu- 
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barb ; Syrupus Cichorei cum Rhabar- 
baro. 

Take whole Barley, roots of 
Smallage, Fennel and Afparagus, 
ana 3 il. leaves of Endive, Succory, 


Dandelion, fmooth Sow-thiftle, ana _ 


m. ii. garden Lettice, Liver-wort, 
Fumitory, tops of Hops, ana m. i, 
Maiden-hair, wall Rue, Ceterach, 
Liquorice, Winter-Cherries, Dod- 
der, ana Zvi. Boil thefe together 
in tb xii. of Spring-water 3 after all 
is cool, ftrain the liquor, and boil 
it upto a fyrup with it vi. of white 
Sugar, adding towards the end Rhu- 
barb Z xii. Spikenard 3 vi. 

This fyrup is much in ufe as a 
mild cathartic, and a cleanfer of the 
blood, it is a convenient Medicine 
enough for young children, who 
want evacuation. The green hea- 
vy Eaft-India Rhubarb is the beft 
for this ufe; for that which comes 
fo fine grain’d and light from Turkey, 
will hardly yield any thing purga- 
tive in deco¢tion, tho’ it 1s prefe- 
rable in many inward ufes. The 
dofe of this is from 3ii. to Zi. 
or more, to thofe under ten years 


of age; for to the more grown,. 


any dofe is fcarce big enough to do 
much. ; 

40. The Syrup of Succory with 
Rhubarb, of the Edinburgh Difpen-

The College have, in their laft 
Difpenfatory, thrown out a vat 
number of injudicious.and trouble- 
fome Compotitions of this clafs, too 
Jong to enumerate here particularly 5 
which will be a great conveniency 
tn extemporaneous Practice, both 
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for the prefcriber and compounder, 
befides the much more elegant and 
palatable manner fuch intentions are 
now provided for in other forms. | 
But with all thefe emendations of this

Thefe are all made. by beating 
them in a Marble mortar, with tri- 
ple the quantity of Loaf-Sugar, till 
the: particles of the fimples. are fo 
blended with the Sugar, as. not to 
appear diftinct. But according to 
the different fucculency of their re- 
{pective fimples, they. grow dry, 
or run as.thin as fyrup, with keep- 
ing, and turn four and ferment; in 
both which cafes they ought to be 
put by as unfit for'ufe, and good for 
nothing but toadd to any ferment- 
ing liquor for diftillation. © 

Conferves of the peels of Oranges, - 
Citrons, Lemons, and the like, are 
only made with double the quan- 
tity of Sugar, becaufe their warmth 
Only. the firft 
of thefe'is in ufe,; which’ requires 


great labour to make it very fine; 


if therefore the Orange-chips, as 
they are fhaved thin off the Orange, | 
are put into an earthen pan -for- 
fome weeks, with a fufficient quan- 
tity of Sugar, they will mellow, or 
as it were rot fo together, thatit — 
will require much lefs trouble to 
reduce it into a good conferve. 
Conferves of Hips, Sloes, and the 
like, are made with three parts of 
the pulp of the fruit, and five parts 
Sugar. The former is brought tq 
a pulp by ftanding till mellow, 7 
chad 
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the Jater by baking; and then they 
are to be driven thro’ a fieve made 
on purpofe for fuch ufe. . When the 
Sugar is mix’d, with the pulp, fo 
much moifture is. to. be evaporated 
ever 2 gentle. heat, as is neceflary 
to bring the conferve toa gretty ftiff 
confiftence; great care being taken 
all the while, by continual ftirring, 
that it does not burn into hard 
lumps.) | | 

The conferves of any medicinal 
fimple, that: is, not ufually kept 
made, may be made at any time 
when required, according to fome 
of the foregoing methods, with a 
proportion of Sugar fuitable to it’s 
texture and difpofition of parts. 

2. Simple and Pearl Lozenge Su- 
gar; Saccharum Tabulatum Simplex 
&9 Perlaitum. 

. The firft is made by pouring Su- 
_ gar, which hath been fufficiently 
boiled with half it’s quantity of da- 
mask Rofe-water, upon a Marble: 
and the later by adding to every 
pound of the former, towards. the 
end of it’s boiling Z f3. of prepared 
and levigated Pearl, with eight or 
ten leaves of Gold. 

__ If good care is not taken to boil 
this to a juft confiftence, it will be 
either too brittle to flow upon the 
ftone, fufficiently for it’s being cut 
into tablets, or too foft to preferve 
it’s form when fo managed. - But 
this is alfo a branch of Pharmacy 
now principally left to the Confe- 
Etioner. 

3. Compound Lozenge Sugar ; 
Saccharum Tabulatum compofitum. 

Take of fine Rhubarb 9 iv. of the 
Troches of Agaric, of Coralline, 
burnt Harts-horn, of the leaves of 
Cretan Dittany, of Wormfeed, of 
the feeds of Purflain and Sorrel, ana 
2 i. of Cinnamon, Zedoary, Cloves, 
_ and Saffron, ana 5 fi. of the finelt 
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fra. 
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Sugar powdered Ibi. Let the Su- 
gar be diffolved in 3 v. of fimple 
Wormwood-water, and cochl. i. of 
firong Cinnamon-water; and the 
foremention’d {pecies mixed with 
it fo as to make it into tablets; 


It, is but very little, if ever, pre« 
{crib’d in common Praétice ; fo that 
it is hardly to be met with in the 
Shops. 

4. Barley Sugars Saccharum Hor- 
deatum. > 

It is made from the Sugar boiled 
over a flow fire in a decoction of 
Barley briskly beat up with the 
whites of Eggs, and frequently 
fcummed while upon the fire; 
it is then to: be {trained thro’ a flan- 
nel, and Fa fet upon the fire, 
where it mutt boil flowly till it 
rifes-in large bubbles, and upon 
trial found not to ftick to the 
Teeth. It is to be poured upon 
a. Marble ftone, rubbed over with 
oil of Almonds, as foon as the 
bubbles fubfide, and it’s extremi- 
ties as it runs out turn back again, 
till it grows of the confiftence of 
Venice ‘Turpentine ; when it muft 
be faften’d to fomething, and nim- 
bly drawn out by hands, rubbed 
over with Starch, into thin, thick, 
long, or fhort threads at pleafure, 
and laid upon a plate provided 
on purpofe, till it hardens into lo- 
zenges. | 

This is now folely prepared by 
the Confeétioners, and is very rarely 
prefcribed medicinally.

The 
officinal Powders and Species, 
reduced into Claffes fuitable 

_ to their intentions 5 and the 

 fitnefs of their refpective 
ingredients examined. In 
what circumftances the form 
of a Powder is moft fuit- 
able in extemporaneous Pra- 


fice; and how beft to di- 
reet the exbibition, im lt- 
quids of different confiften- 


CES. 


AVING gone a thofe. 

officinal forms, wherein the 
virtues of fimples are drawn out by 
liquors, or the things themfelves — 
preferved with Sugar; the next di- 
vifion gives us compofitions of them 
in fubfiance, with no other altera- 
tion made by art, than reducing 
them to powder: a procedure fo 
very fimple in itfelf, that it requires 
no other skill, than having thofe 
things which come under it’s ma- ~ 
nagement, fufficiently dry, in order 
to be fo divided. in 
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“In judging then of the fitnefs of 
materials for this treatment, only 
thefe two confiderations neceflarily 


require our attention. The firft is, 


whether the things themfelves are 
thus reducible, without any previ- 
ous management that may hurt their 
medicinal virtues; and next, whe- 


ther their vittues are conveniently- 


preferved in this form, when redu- 
ced into it? | 
Under the firft of thefe it natural- 
ly occurs, that vifcid and oily fub- 
ftances cannot be thus managed, 


- without firft'reducing them to fome 


brittlenefs, which cannot be done 
without drying. If fuch things, 
therefore, cannot be ‘fufficiently 
dried for triture, without exhaling 
their better parts, or deflroying that 
particular quality for which the fim- 
ple is valued in Medicine, as it hap- 
pens with many feeds and gums, 
they are much fitter for fome other 
forms than for this; tho’ thefe in- 
conveniences may be avoided, where 
fuch things bear fo fmall a propor- 
tion to thofe which are very dry and 
brittle, that they are fo loft, and as 
it were. abforbed by them in triture, 
that all pafs the fieve well enough 
together. But this, however, fhould 
make the Prefcriber wary of croud- 
ing into any Compofition under this 
form, too many gums or feeds; and 
the Preparer careful in giving them 
a requifite brittlenefs by drying, 


which later may in fome meafure be 


known by the Compofitions pre- 
ferving the {cent, or particular qua- 


- lities of the ingredients fufpected. 


The other requifite in this form, 
relating to the prefervation of things 
reduced into it, direéts us not to 
prefcribe materials therein which 
are volatile, or will any other way 
change in the open air: thus the finer 
aromatics will decay, and every thing 
very volatile, as the Radix Ari, for 
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which reafon it is now ordered to be 
mixed at the time of taking. All 
the alkalious falts, likewife, are not 
to come into this form, becaufe they 
will diffolve in air; on which account 
the Sad Abjnthii is an improper in- 
gredient in the Pulvis Radicum Ari 
compofitus. 'Thefe later inconveni- 
ences may indeed be in fome meafure 
avoided, by keeping fuch Compofi- 
tions as have in them thefe excepti- 
onable ingredients, in veflels ftopped 
clofe from the air, but the neceffity 
of frequently opening them in the 
Shops for common occafions, will 
fubjeé&t them more to fuch decay, 
than is confiftent with keeping them 
any long time good. : 

Having a view of thefe two requi- 
fites, we are better able to judge both 
of officinal and extemporaneous Pre- 


{criptions in this form; and for our 


better enquiry into the former, it 
may be alfo of ufe, as is already done 
in fome other forms, to range them 
under fuch general intentions, as 
they feem contrived, by their firit 
inventors, to an{wer. 


The Species Diambre, Palos: Di- 


_acinnamomi, Species Dianthiés, and 


Pulvis Letificans Galeni, {eem by 
moft of their ingredients, to be in- 
tended for cephalics and cordials, as 
they confift of the warmer fpices, 
and fimples of fimilar properties ; 
but in the Pulyis Diacinnamomi, 
the Ca/ia is much inferior to the 
Cinnamon in flavour, and gives a 
fliminefs to any moift form; but the 


Radix Helenii is a powerful deter- 


gent, and quite out of the intention. 
The Sugar likewife occafions an un- 
neceffary bulk in a dofe, when given 
in powder, in an electuary, or a 
bolus, and therefore would be bet- 
ter omitted. In the Species Dian- 
thits- the Liquorice is blameable 
on the fame account as the Radix 
Helenii in the foregoing ;. and in the 

Pulvis 
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Pulvis Letificans Galeni, the Ra- 
ure Eboris Epithymum, Os é corde 
Cervi, and Margarita, are charge- 
able with contributing nothing to 
the main intention of a cordial, tho’ 
the leaf Silver and Gold-are very 
beautiful decorations if rubbed but 
coarfly in at leaft, that they may be 
feen to advantage; but the Cam- 
phire, it is to be feared, willrender 
it not fo fragrant while it lafts, ‘tho’ 
even very clofe keeping will not 
long retain it’s volatility. 

Some others near approaching to 
this intention, take in fimples that 
give them alfo an aftringency; fuch 
as the Aromaticum Rofatum, Pulvis 
Granorum Kermes compofitus, and 
Pulvis Cardiacus magiftralis ; none 
of which are chargeable with an-tife- 
lefs or unfuitable ingredient, unlefs 
the Bezoar be reckoned fo in the la- 
‘ter; however, it is pretty certain, 
that it’s virtues do not compenfate 
for it’s coft; and indeed not much 
can be faid for the Saunders and 
Aloés wood, but that the cuftom of 
mixing them with thefe things has 
long prevailed. 

The Pulvis Diacalaminthes fim- 
plex, thus entituled, in diftinétion 


‘from a much larger Compofition’ 


given in former Difpenfatories, and 
‘the Species Diatrian Piperewn, feem 
‘chiefly intended for carminatives ; 
tho’ the former hath fomething in 
it aimed alfo againft hyfterical affe- 
étions, and is pretty much ufed in 
“both thofe intentions, with fuccefs. 
The Pulvis de Guttetd was hereto- 
fore a Compofition confifting chief- 
ly of fuch things as were fuppofed 
to do great feats in fome nervous 
cafes, by their fpecific and fecret 
virtues $ as the Viftus Quercis, the 
Ungula Alis, and Cranidfi huma- 
‘gum 3 but there are now added ma 
ny things of very manifeft properties, 
as the Radix Valeriane, Contrayer- 
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we, and Serpentarie ; but whether _ 
the calcin’d Hartsshorm, ‘Coral, Hy- 


acinth, and Bezoars, will yet allow 
this to be duly reform'd, and an yni- 


doubted ; for if they can, with the 
{pecific before mentioned, be fuppo- 
fed to contribute any thing to the 


- 


form Compofition, is much to be — 


main end, yet it muft be allowed'to © 
be fo little, that they have not their — 


fhare, but are a clog upon the effi- - 
cacies of fome others, which by this — 


means cannot fo conveniently be 
given in their due quantities. By 
long experience it hath likewife been 
found, that Musk does harm in ma- 


ny nervous cafes; where therefore — 


there is reafon to judge it proper, 
it Is very eafily ordered at the time © 
of extemporaneous Prefcription. The 
leaf Gold, as was before obferved 
of another Compofition of this form, 
is an agreeable ornament, and can 
do no harm. The Pulvis Cephali- 
cus is defigned only fora f{nuff. 

The next clafs of alterant {pecies 
may be reduced under the title of 
alexipharmics; at the head of which 
it may be thoyght in juftice not to

Some of this form are given for 
emollients and diuretics, as the Spe- 
cies Diatragacanthi frigide, Pul- 
vis Haly, Pulvis Saxifragie compo- 
fitus, and Pulvis Dialthee: but 


the chief ingredients ‘of thefe, e+ 


{pecially of the former three, which 
are the cold ‘feeds, thofe of Poppies 
dnd the like, are not only difficult 
to powder, but when fo reduced 
will foon grow rancid. The Starch 
and Sugar are, indeed, fome helps 
againft the firft inconvenience, by 
affiting the oily feeds to pafs the 
fieve, and they feem intended ‘for 
ho other purpofe ; but'they are not 
fufficient to preferve them-when fo 
done. Befides, all thefe things are 
fo much eafier brought into emulfi- 
ons, by methods “hereafter to be 
taken notice of, and with fuch 
greater advantages to the Patient, 
that thefe forms are now little mind- 
ed, and not often ufed. The Py?- 
vis Dialthee does not, indeed, 
take in fo many of thefe oily feeds, 
and is more agglutinant by reafon 
of the quantity of gums in it, but 
it is not often met with in common 
prefcription. 

Ajl the reft of this divifion 8f com- 
pounds, unlefs the Pulvis Antily/Jus, 
are cathartics. The greater and lef- 
fer Compofitions with Sena, are fo 
crouded with feeds and fpicés, un- 
der the notions of correétors, that a 
fufficient quantity fora dofe makes 
‘the bulk too large to take in any 
form, which feems to be the reafon 
‘why they are very feldom prefcri- 
‘bed or made: but the Pulvis Dia- 
jen@ takes in Diagrydium enough 
to avoid this inconvenience. ‘There 
hath been in fome of the old Dif- 
“penfatories a Pulvis Arthriticus Tur- 
“meri, of which the Pulvis Diatur-

the Oculi Cancrorum, and Sal Ab- 
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pethitompofitus feem to be a good 
abridgment, as taking in fome of 
the chief ingredients, and Jeaving - 
out many ufelefs ones, with which 
that was crouded. The Pulvis Cor- 
nachini, and Pulois Comitife War- 
vicenfis are exactly ‘the fame, except 
in the proportions of ingredients, 
in which refpedt likewife they dif- 
fer but little. They are quick e- 
nough of operation in {mall quan- 
titiés, which occafions them to be 
given frequently to children.. 

What hath been already taken no- 
tice of, as neceflary to be regarded 
in the officinal Prefcriptions of this 
form, fhouldalfo be equally attend- 
ed to in'extemporaneous Practice, 
that is, not to direét any thing inva 
powder which will wafte by it’s 
volatility, or whichis not reducible 
into it, without fuch previous -ma- 
nagement as will hurt it’s medicinal 
virtues. _ All volatile {alts, in. par- 
ticular, ought to be avoided in thefe 
Prefcriptions, as that of Harts«horn,; 
Sal. Ammoniac, and the like; tho’ in 
the Sal Surcini, there is fomewhat 
fo fixed that it will remain.a'confi- | 
derable time in this form, without 
any difcernable lofs. “Some regard 
alfo,:in common Praétice, is'to be 
had to'the vehicle with which fome 
things ‘have, and others ‘have not, 
a peculiar fitnefs for mixture. Thus 
the Z£rhiops, and every thing that 
takes in ‘Sulphur, when prefcribed 
in powder, fhould be ordered to be 
taken in a fyrup or fome pulp, be- 
caufe-it is very troublefome to mix 
with any thing thinner; it’s offen- 
five black colour is alfo beft difguif- 
ed with Prunes, or any thing of like 
kind. Every powder, likewife, that 
takes in crude Antimony, any of the 
mercurials, or things of like weight, 
muft-not be trufted in thin vehi- 
cles, becaufe they will immedi- 


‘ately fettle; and by reafon of the 


{mall 
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{mall quantities be liable to be left 
at the. bottom of what they are 
given in. Sufficient notice hath been 
already taken of the unfitnels of all 
falts made by incineration, for this 
form, and every thing diffolvable; 
or any way changeable by the air. 
Powders likewife, which take in any 
yefinous fubftances, as Scammony, 
refin of Jalap, or any thing of like 
texture, fhould be direéted in ve- 
hicles of fome. confiftence, and be 
carefully mixed, becaufe in thin ones 
they are apt to run into clots which 
are not eafily again diffolvable, 

The dofe'of moft powders ought 

feldom to exceed half a dram, be- 
caufe of their difficulty to take ; and 
rather than to put things together, 
which have not fufficient efficacy in 
that quantity, it-is more eligible to 
have recourfe to things of like inten- 
tion in fome other form. 
_ There is one conveniency indeed 
in this form, which in common Pra- 
_€tice may not be fo duly confide:’d 
as it deferves, and that is, where 
perfons have a great averfion to ma- 
ny Medicines, they are fooner de- 
coy’d into a compliance with pow- 
ders, than as many boles, or draughts, 
becaufe they do not make fo formid- 
able a fhews but in acute cafes, 
where the ftomach hath been dried 
with much heat, too many of thefe, 
efpecially of the warmer alexiphar- 
mics, as the Contrayerva, and Snake- 
root, are not ufually judged fo pro- 
per as the liquid forms, and the 
virtues of the fame things drawn 
out by infufion.

Thie hath but a very modern name 
for it’s firft contriver, and hath but 
lately been introduced among the 
officinal Compofitions. It was in the 
former Difpenfatory ordered to be 
formed into balls, with a gelly made 
of Vipers skins, but that difference 
is of no great moment. ‘This has 
the repute amongft many of being a 
mighty cordial; but fuch are decei- 
ved by their having obferved it fre- 
quently to be prefcrib’d by Phyfici- 
ans of the beit note, in almoft all 
acute cafes. It’s alexipharmic qua- 
lity can be fuppofed to arife from no- 
thing in the Compofition befides the 
Bezoar : 
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Bezoar : but from many experiments 
I have found, that there is no fuch 
Virtue in that drug. The effect of 
the whole then is abforbent, which 
is common to it with all the teftace- 
ous powders. This renders them of. 
good ufein many cafes, efpecially in 
diftempers incident to children ; for 
in whatever fhapes their maladies ap- 
pear, and whatever diforders they 
induce in thofe delicate and tender 
bodies, their principal fource is ge- 
nerally a peccant acid in the Prime 
Viz of thefe young ones, whofe a- 
crimony is readily overcome by fuch 
Medicines as this. . Nor can it have 
ahy diaphoretic effect, unlefs by ac- 
cident; that is, the indolence and 
tranquillity produced in the animal 
ceconomy, on it’s being freed from 
the troublefome irritations of the 
acid, lodged in the firlt paflages by 
means of thefe abforbents, is for the 
moft part fucceeded by gentle breath- 
ings. Such perfons therefore are 
greatly miftaken, who by perufing 
the bills of Phyficians, and finding 
this and fuch like Medicines fre- 
quently to occur, imagine themfelves 
able to cure all acute diftempers by 
almoft their help alone. There are 
indeed many inftances where the 
molt prudent muft wait the efforts 
of nature, and fee which way the 
principal relief from Medicine is to 
be given; and in the mean while 
muft do fomething to anfwer the 
expectations of a Patient, and givea 
little prefent eafe: but to lay the 
fole dependence upon fuch languid 
helps, when fomething of efficacy 
is indicated, is certainly imprudent. 
We fhall only here further ob/erve, 
that the dearnefs of the Bezoar has 
prompted many to find out it’s coun- 
terfeits to colour this Medicine, 
which is valued for receiving it from 
the Bezoar. What this is done with, 
we cannot fo well affirm, as know

on fome trials, which thé Bezoar 
only will ftand the teft of; and 
that is, ftriking it’s colour diftin¢t 
upon white chalk’d paper; whilf 
the counterfeits do frequently change 
lighter or darker with keeping, and 
fome have been known to turn quite 
black. Every juice or tinéture that 
changes green with an alkali, will 
help in this project, as was before 
taken notice of about the infufion of 
Violets: and fuch a green, with a 
due proportion of yellow, may be 
ealily brought to the true Bezoar 
colour. It would be inexcufable to 
propagate the counterfeit of any 
thing of real value: but the Bezoar 
in this is of no extraordinary virtue, 
and confequently the Medicine not 
much the worfe for ,want of it.

3. Compound Powder of Kermes 
berries; Pulvis Granorum Kermes 
compofitus. 

‘Take of the Kermes berries 3 i. 
of Nutmeg 9 ii. of Tormentil root, 
and of yellow Sanders, ana 3 f3. of 
Cloves, prepared Pearls, and both 
the Corals prepared, anaDi. Let 
them all be made into a powder to- 
gether. . 

4. Simple Powder of Calamint ; 
Pulvis Diacalaminthes fimplex. 

Take of mountain Calamint, Pen’ 
ny-royal, Origany, feeds of Mace- 
donian.and common Parfley, and 
of Hartwort, ana 431i. of Smallage 
and Thyme, ana 3 &.-of Lovage 
feeds and white Pepper, ana 4i. 
and mix them into powder. 

5. Compound Powder of Arum 
root; Pulvis Radicum Ari compofitus. 

Take of the trefh root of ipotted 
Aram 3 ii. of Calamus aromaticus, 
and Burnet-Saxifrage, ana % i. 
of Crabs-eyes 3 {3 of Cinnamon 
3 iii, of falt of Wormwood 31. and 
let them be made into a powder. 

N. B. 
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_N.B. The Arum root is always 
to be frefh added to it. 

The falt. of Wormwood makes it 
neceflary to be kept clofe from the 
air, becaufe it will elfe grow moift, 
and fpoil the Medicine; tho’ the 
principal neceffity of fo keeping it is 
to preferve the pungency and vola- 
tility of the ingredients, which o- 
therwife would foon exhale: and 
for the fame reafon alfo it is now 
direéted to mix the Arum root al- 
ways frefh, as it is ufed, becaufe 
that is the chief ingredient, and the 
fooneft fpoiled by keeping. The 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory orders 3 ii. 
of falt of Wormwood. 

6. Contrayerva Stone ; 
Contrayerve. 

Take of calcin’d Harts-horn in 
powder, of red Coral prepared, 
Pearls, white Amber, and Crabs- 
eyes, ana 3ii. of Contrayerva root 
powdered, and the prepared Crabs- 
claws, ana 3. Mix them toge- 
ther, and make them up into balls, 
with a folution of Gam Arabic, 

This is but very lately brought 
into, the College Difpenfatory, but 
now very much ufed in common 
Prefcription, as an alexipharmic. It 
was before ordered with Gelly of 
* Vipers, and to be covered with leaf 
Gold, but they are, neither of them 
of confequence; 4 iff. of Amber- 
gris was alfo left at difcretion to

Take of Calamus aromaticus, Ga- 
langal, Cloves, Cinnamon, Mace, 
Malabathrum or Bay leaves, and Nut- 
- megs, ana Siii. greater and lefler 
Cardamom and Spikenard, ana 3 i. 
Aloés wood, yellow Sanders and 
long Pepper, ana 3 ii. Ginger 3 ifs. 
~ mix them into a powder. 

15. Compound Powder of Cin- 
namon ; Pulvis Diacinnamomi. 

Take choice Cinnamon 3xv. of 
Cafia Bark, and Elecampane root 
ana 4. of Galangal 3 vil. of Cloves, 
long Pepper, both the Cardamoms, 
Ginger, Mace, Nutmegs and Aloés 
wood, ana 3 iii. of Saffron 4i. of 
white Sugar-candy 3v. Make them 
into a powder. 

16. Compound Powder of Rofe- 

mary flowers; Species Dianthus. 
' Take of Rofemary flowers 3 1. of 
red Rofes and Liquorice, ana 3 vi. 
of Cloves Spikenard, Nutmegs, Ga- 
langal, ‘Cinnamon, Ginger, Zedo- 
doary, Mace, Aloés wood, the lef- 
fer Cardamoms, the feeds of Dill, 
and Anife, ana Div. and make them 
nto a powder together. 


This is originally afcribed to Ni- 


* 
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colaus, who ordered in it Violet 
flowers; in which manner it was 
exactly copied by the College, and 
fo continued to the prefent Difpen- 
fatory, which hath alfo conform’d 
in every thing to the original Pre- 
{cription, unlefs in rejecting thefe 
flowers, as out of the chief inten- 
tion of moft of the other ingredients; 
and herein the Auguftan Di/penfa- 
tory feems to be followed, where 
the fame alteration is made. Zwelfer 
in his Annotations gives it an un- 
common recommendation for a car- 
diac; and praifes it alfo in defluxi- 
ons, and many weaknefles of the 
conftitution, from indigeftion.. It 
is certainly a very good Compofi- 
tion for all nervous intentions, and 
does not give fuch diforders, as fome- + 
times thofe with the fweets do... It 
is a great ftrengthener of the Brain, 
and a good prefervative againft thofe 
diftempers which age is apt to bring 
upon it, as Apoplexies, Epilepfies, 
Palfies, Lofs of Memory, and the 
like. It greatly warms the ftomach 
and bowels, and invigorates the 
whole mafs of humours, Medi- 
cines of this kind are of great. fer- 
vice in cold cacheétical habits, where . 
the load of humours has been 
forced away by {trong detergents 
and cathartics; and the fibres are left 
weak, fo as to be continually liable 
to relapfé; becaufe they ftrengthen 
the folids, fill them with due {pirits, 
and procure fuch a vigorous vibra- 
tion and circulation, that afterwards 
a proper digeftion and feparation is 
made, and all fupply cut off which 
might occafion a return. Things 
of this nature are therefore indif- 

: : é 
penfably neceflary after purging in 
Dropfies, or to be given in their in- 
tervals’; and for want of this know- 
ledge many, whofe utmoft acquain- 
tance in Phyfic goes no farther than 
a few vielent purges, undertake

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fach cures, and make fhort ones, by 
carrying off the prefent load, . but 
cannot prevent a return of the dif- 
eafe. 

17. The cooling Species of Gum 
Tragacanth; Species Diatragacanthi 
Frigide. 

Take of Gum Tragacanth J ii. of 
Gum Arabic % i, and 3 ii. of Starch 
Z fs. of Liquorice, and the feeds of 
Melons, and white Poppies, ana 
% iii. of the feeds of Citruls, Cu- 
cumbers, and Gourds, ana 3 li. of 
Sugar-candy 4 iii. Mix them into 
a powder. 

This is afcrib’d to Nicolaus, from 
whom Lid. 1. Cap. 98. it is exactly 
tran{cribed by the College into their 
firft Difpenfatory ; where alfo it is 
occafionally, and at pleafure ordered 
to be made into an electuary with 
fyrup of Violets ; but thereim is 9 fi. 
of Camphire, which they fince have 
thought fit to leave out; and there 
is added 9 i. of Water-lilly flowers ; 
but fuch a fmall proportion is of 
little confequence, as to be here re- 


jected. The duguftan Dif/penfatory 


likewife hath it without both the: 


Camphire and Lilly flowers ; where 
Zwelfer in his notes thereupon re- 
commends it as a good pectoral, and 
a cooler of the blood ; but he great- 
ly blames it as an ingredient in the 
Aqua Dyfenterica Quercetani, in his 
remarks thereupon, in the Pharma- 
copaia Regia, becaufe all the ingre- 
- dients of it are incapable of giving 
any virtues by diftillation. This is 
frequently prefcribed in _hectical 
heats, where the rapidity of the 
blood’s motion is apt to abrade and 
break thro’ it’s bounds, by tearing 
off the capillaries, and thereby cau- 
fing fometimes inward bleeding ; for 
this Medicine is cooling and agglu- 
tinating, whereby it helps to keep 
the membranes guarded with their 


proper Mucus; and thereby alfo de- 
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fends them againft Acrimonies: and 
thus it is likewile of fervice in cho- 
loric conftitutions, and where the 
fharpnefs of humours threatens ex- 
coriations and exulcerations. Up- 
on this account too, it comes to be 
ufeful in many diftempers of the 
Breaft, becaufe it will foften and 
thicken fharp defluxions, and eafe 
the Coughs which proceed there- 
from: and thus Stranguries, heat 
of Urine, and the pungency of ve- 
nereal Gleets, are hereby reliev’d, 
both by fheathing the acrimony of 
the fluids, and defending the vef- 
fels from their irritations. For thefe 
purpofes this is a good Compofition ;. 
but the quantity of flowers of Wa- 
ter-lillies is merely ridiculous; it” 
bearing no manner of proportion to 
it’s virtues; ten times the quantity 
that is in the Medicine, not being 
more than a_ perfon would give 
at one dofe, had he any intention 
of moment to anfwer with it. The 
dofe of the whole is from 3. to 
3 ii. and frequently to be repeated. 
This is much the beft when frefh | 
made, becaufe the feeds with, keep- 
ing grow rancid, as in the Pulvis 
aes an.

This is prefcrib’d by Galen, De 
tuenda Valetudine, where he recom- 
mends it againft crudities and a re- 
dundance of cold humours. Me/ue 
hath likewife given a Prefcription 
under the fame title, for the fame 
intentions, which hath alfo been in- 
ferted in the Auguftan Difpenfatory ; 
but adds fome more {pices and car- 
minative feeds. The College hath 
thought fit to receive the firft in- 
to their Difpenfatory, and to con- 
tinue it without alteration till the 
laft, where the Famaica Pepper is 
added, becaufe the black and white, 
before intended as two of the three 
Peppers, are but the fame in kind, 
_and differ only in the particular ma- 
nagement, to make them appear of 
two forts. It is of the fame vur- 
tues as the Species Dianthus. 

20. Powder againft an Epilepfy ; 
Pulvis ad Guttétam. 

Take of white Dittany, Mifletoe 
of the Oak, Contrayerva, Virginian 
Snake roots, and male Piony roots, 
of the male Piony feeds, of burnt 
Harts-horn, and Elks-hoof, ana 3 ii. 
of wild Valerian root % i. of red Co- 
ral and human Skull, ana 3iii. of 
Jacynth ftone 3i. of occidental Be- 
zoar Sif}. of the Oriental 9i. mix 
them into a powder; to which may 
be added at pleafure, of Musk gr. v. 
and of the leaves of beaten Gold 
No. xxx. 

This is a modern Compofition, 
and firft prefcribed by Riverius. 
There are indeed many of the fame 
intention, under under the title of 
Pulveres Epileptici, in Schroder, 
Zwelfer, and other Difpenfatory 
Writers; but they are very differ- 
ent from this here given. It hath 
it’s name from the French word 
_ Goutte, which fignifies a Convul- 
fion; and in fuch cafes it is given to 
both children and grown perfons, 
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from gr.x. to 3%3. for children, 
and to 3i. to grown perfons. 

21. The antiepileptic Powder of 

the Edinburgh Difpenfatory; Pul- 
vis antiepilepticus, de Guttéta di- 
us. 
Take of the roots of Caffumuni- 
ar, white Dittany and Piony, of 
Mifletoe of the Oak or Hazel, and 
Piony feeds, ana % f3. of human 
Skull and Elks-hoof, ana 4 iii. of 
Ruffa Caftor and red Coral, ana 3ib 
of roots of wild Valerian Zi. Mix 
them to make a powder, and add of 
diftill’d oil of Rue gut. xxx. 

This is a more efficacious Medi- 
cine than the former, on account 


of the quantity of Caftor added to

22. Powder of Haly ;  Pulvis 
Hah. ; 

Take of white Poppy feeds 3 x. 
of Starch, Gum Arabic, and Tra- 
gacatith, ana 3 iii. of the feeds of 
Purflain, Marfh-mallows, and com- ~ 
mon Mallows. ana 3v. of Cucum- 
ber, Melon, Gourd, Citruls, and 
Quince feeds cleanfed, ana 3 vii. of 
Liquorice 3 iti. of white Amber 3 it. 


of Sugar-candy, the weight of the 


whole, and make them into a pow- 
der. : 

The New Difpenfatory of the 
College hath rejected the Ivory or- 
dered before, as ufelefs to the in- 


tention of the whole; but in other 


particulars conforms exaétly to the 
former Difpenfatory. A Compofi- 
tion very like this is in the Auguflan 
Difpenfatory, under the title of Pu/- 
vis Anonymus, and thereunto is fub- 
joined by Zwelfer the twentieth, 
which he fays is defcribed by Va- 
Jefcus, and recommended againtft 
Confumptions ; tho’ therein indeed 
is ordered prepared Spodium and 
Cotton feeds; the former of which 
the College at firft receiv’d, but | 
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which are both now rejeéted, as 
well as the Ivory. A general cau- 
tion is given by all not to make too 
much at a time of this Compofiti- 
on, becaufe fome of it’s ingredients 
render it liable to grow rancid. It 
is much better brought into a pate, 
and kept in lozenges. It is inten- 
ded for an emollient, and to foften 
and heal any internal injuries, for 
which purpofe it is prefcribed in di- 
flempers of the Breaft, in {pitting of 
Blood, Bruifes, and diforders of the 
Reins. It cools the urine, foftens 
it’s paflages, and helps in Gonor- 
rhzeas and Stranguries. It may be 
given from 3 f. to 3 ii. 

23. Species of Hiera Picras Spe- 
cies Hiére Picre. 

Take of Cinnamon, Zedoary, A- 
farum, the‘ leffer Cardamom feeds 
and Saffron, ana 3 vi. Cochineal 33. 
of the beft Aloés % xii. and let them 
all be made into a powder toge- 
ther. 

This is a Compofition of long 
ftanding amongft Difpenfatory Wri- 
ters, but by them ’tis generally or- 
dered into an eleGtuary with Ho- 
ney, and feems to have been defign- 
ed for little other ufe than Glyfters, 
as it appears from the Annotations of 
Zwelfer in the Auguftan Difpenfa- 
tory: but the later Practice hath very 
much experienced it in a tincture, 
commonly called the Tinéura Sacra, 
the Holy Tindture, as the name of 
the fpecies itfelf imports an Holy 
Bitter. ‘There are larger and more 
perplexed Compofitions under this 
title; as one of Nicolaus Myrepfius, 
called Hiera Logadii; and another 
of Nichelaus Alexandrinus, which 
Scribonius Largus. de Compofit. 
Med. Cap. 27._afcribes to Pachius, 
and extols prodigioufly for it’s vir- 
tues. The former Co/lege Di/penfa- 
tories ufed to call this Species fim- 
plex, in comparifon to the length 
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of the others: It had Gale for it’s 
author, but hath been correéted by 
Fernelius. 'This prefent edition of 
the College hath very juftly altered 
all the foregoing, by rejecting the 
Maftich as neither anfwering the 
main intention of the whole, nor 
capable of diffolution in fuch-a Mez- 
ftruum as this‘is generally infufed in 
to make the Tiz&ura Sacra, which 
is almoft the only ufe it is now put 
to; the Spikenard is here alfo o- 
mitted, becaufe grown fo fcarce as 
not to be met with, and the leffer 
Cardamoms fubftituted in it’s ftead. 
Cochineal is added for the elegance 
of that tinéture which it is in- 
tended to make; and all the ingre- 
dients are much better proportion- 
ed to their refpective virtues than 
before. 

24. Powder of Hiera Picra of the 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory 3 Pulvis Hie= 
r@é Pure. 

Take of fuccotrine Aloés Z iv. of 
Galangal, Rhubarb, Virginia Snake- 
root and Zedoary, ana 3 iii. mix 
them to make a powder.- If this 
‘powder be defign’d to make the 
Tincture, the Aloés muft be paw- : 
dered ; the reft need only be bruif- 
ed. 

- 25. Galen’s cordial Powder; Puil- 
vis Letificans Galen. 

Take of clove Bafil flowers or 
feeds of Saffron, Zedoary, yellow 
Sanders, Cloves, Citron peels, Ga- 
Jangal, Mace, Nutmegs, and Sto- 
rax, ana 3iifi. of Ivory rafpings, 
of Anifeeds, of Thyme, and Dod- 
der of Thyme, ana 3i. of the bone 
of a Stag’s Heart, of Pearls, Cam- 
phire, Ambergris and Musk, ana 
4. of Leaf-Gold and Silver, ang 
3 £8. Make them into a powder to- 
gether, f. a. ; 7 

This differs from the firft Difpen- 
fatory of the College, only in omit- 
ting the Aloés-wood, and it ftands 


there 
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there afcribed to Ga/en for it’s au- 
thor: but Zwe/fer fays it is. taken 
from the Antidotarium of Nicolaus, 
he likewife finds fault with directing 
to weigh the Leaf-Gold, as being 
troublefome, and rather chufes it by 
number of leaves: but that is a more 
exceptionable way, were it of any 
other confequence than ornament. 
The <Auguffan Difpenfatory alfo 
gives another Compofition under 
this title from Rha/es, but that hath 
been for fome time rejected in Pra- 
Etice : altho’ Zwelfer commends it 
much beyond this, as more uniform 
in it’s intention and virtue; and it 
mutt by every one be allow’d, that 
this Compofition is very injudicious, 
both on account of fome ingredients 
in it foreign to the intention, and 
others differing in their virtues: 
but the prefent Practice treats it 
with as much negleét as it can de- 
ferve, by never taking the leaft no- 
tice of it. 

26. Compound Powder of Saxi- 
frage ; 
Situs. 

Take of the roots of Burnet-Saxi- 
frage 3 f3. of the feeds of Saxifrage, 
Broom and Gromwel, ana 41. thofe 
of Lettice, Henbane, white Pop- 
pies, and the four greater cold feeds, 
ana Dii. 'Troches of Winter Cher- 
ries 518. of Liquorice 9 iv. and add 
to it, at the time of it’s ule % ii. of 
white Sugar-candy ; and make them 
into a powder. 

‘This remainsas in the former Dif- 
penfatory of the College, but I do 
not find itin any other, and there- 
fore take it to be a modern Com- 
pofition. It feems intended for a 
breaker of the Stone, but none 
regard it enough to prefcribe it. 

27. Compound Powder of Marfh- 
mallows ; Pulvis Dialthee. 

_ Take of the dried Marfh-mallow 
roots 3v. of Spanifo Liquorice and 
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Medlar kernels, ana Z {3. of the feeds 
of Gromwel, Parfley, and Fox- 
glove, ana 3 ili. of prepared Crabs- 
eyes 3 Vi. of Gum Arabic 3 il. of the 
gums of the Cherry and Plumb tree, 
ana 531i. Let them be pounded to- 
gether, fo as to make a fine pow- 
der. 

This continues as in the former 
College Di/penfatory, and is likewife 
a modern Compofition; but it is 
feldom prefcrib’d, and therefore lit- 
tle made in the Shops. 

28. Powder againft the bite of a 
mad Dog , Pulvis Antilyfis. 

Take of the powder ofath-colour’d 
Ground Liverwort, and of black 
Pepper, each an equal quantity. 

This is found by experience to be 
a moft efficacious remedy for the 
bites of mad Dogs, and is frequently 
prefcribed by fome of the moft emi- 
nent Phyficians at London with great 
fuccefs : none having ever been ob- 
ferved to fall into the Hydrophebia, 
who.had taken this Medicine before 
any fymptoms of that diforder ap- 
peared. It’s dofe is 31. morning and 
evening for ten days, in any con- 
venient liquor. : 

29. The greater compound Pow- 

der of Sena; Pulvis Sene compofi- 
tus major. 
_ Take of the feeds of Anife, Car- 
raway, Fennel and Cummin, of 
Spikenard, Cinnamon, and Galan- 
gal, ana 3 G. of Liquorice and Grom- 
wel feeds, ana % i. of Sena, the 
weight of the whole ingredients, 
and make them together into a 
powder. 

30. The leffer compound Powder 
of Sena; Pulvis Sena minor compo- 
Gtus. 

Take of the beft Sena Zi. of 
Cream of Tartar % f3. ot Mace 
9 ii8. of Ginger and Cinnamon, 
ana 3 iff. of Sal Gem. 3 i. and make 
all into a Powder, / a. sy 
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This only hath the title of Pud- 
vis Sen@, in the fir College Dif- 
penfatory, and ttands here exaétly 
as it was there dire¢ted: but this is 
as little in ufe as the former, be- 
caufe the quantity fufficient for a 
dofe cannot be managed in any ex- 
temporaneous form that is eafy to 
take; whilft the fame kind of in- 
gredients are much better accom- 
modated for taking in tinftures and 
infufions.

This is almoft an infallible remedy 
againft Worms, and has been long 
in the Praétice of fome who hap- 
pened to be acquainted with it. 
This Compofition does not purge, 
and therefore may be given almoft 
in any circumftance, without pre- 
judice, from gr. x. to 91. for the 
ufual dofe every night, in any con- 
venient vehicle. ~ 

69. A purging powder for Chil- 
dren; Pulvis Catharticus pro Pu- 
eris. 

Take Rhubarb, refin of Jalap, and 
Calomel, ana 7. e- Loaf-Sugar the 
weight of the whole. 

Thefe ought all to be powdered 
feparately, and very fine. The Su- 
gar is a fufficient corrector enough, 
and the whole makes not only a 
pleafant, but an efficacious and a 
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fafe purge for all children. For 
they are always more cr lefs fubject 
to flimy humours; and from thence 
proceed Worms in the Belly, which 
this wonderfully cleanfes away and 
deftroys. It may be given from gr. x, 
to Ji. To grown perfons likewife 
in many cafes it is a good carthartic, 
and may be increas’d from 9i. to 
il. in a bole, or mix’d witha thin 
fyrup, otherwife the Calomel will 
endanger being loft, 

70. A powder to cleanfe the 
Teeth; Pulvis Dentifricus. ‘ 
Take Pumice-ftone, Scuttle-fth 
bone, ana 4% i.

HE next officinal form for in- 
ternal ufe, is that of an eleétu- 

ary ; and it is much the moft exten- 
five of any, as it takes in almoit the 
.. Whole Materia Medica, in one in- 
tention or other; for tho’ many fim- 


reducible, one way or other, into 


this; and the whole skill of the 
Compounder confifts in knowing 
that particular management which 
fimples of different textures require) 
to incorporate them thus together. 
And this we fhall have opportunity 
of being exactly informed about, 
when we come to fome of the great- 
er Compofitions, in the Shops com- 
monly called Capitals. © 

Befides what is common, then, 
to all Compofitions, the chief confi- 
derations in prefcribing officinal ele- 
ctuaries, are, that fuch things only 
be put together, which will not by 
any oppofite qualities deftroy one a- 
nother, or lofe their natural proper- 
ties by lying long in this manner 5 
and likewife that the whole be of a 
confiftence, that will hold ingredi- 
ents of different gravities in equal 
mixture. This in all electuaries, 
where the teftaceous powders are or- 
dered, or any thing of an alkaline 
nature, no acids, or any thing that 
will turn acid, ought to be mixed, 
becaufe they will ferment; their 
weight likewife requires a thicker 
confiftence than can be well given by 
a fyrup, to hold them in fufpenfion ; 
and for offending in both thefe re- 
fpects, the College have now ex- 
punged the Confefio de Hyacintho, ° 
which confifted chiefly of teftaceous 
and heavy ingredients, and was made 


up 
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up with fyrup of Lemoris. Things 
which are moft liable to grow worfe 
in this form, chiefly affect the aftrin- 
gent Compofftions, bécaufe that 
roughnefs or afperity in which their 
aftringency confifts, by long lying 
in moifture, grows fofter, and con- 
fequently lefs efficacious in any fuch 
intentions. This change is very ma- 
nifeft in comparing old Diafcordium, 
er conferve of red Rofes, with new, 

In judging of the officinal Compo- 
fitions, as they occur in the Difpeh- 
fatory, it may be convenient, as in 
the foregoing forms, to examine 
them under fome common. deno- 
Tinations, of cordials, carminatives, 
hyfterics, alexipharmics, detergents, 
émollients, .afttingents, narcotics, 
and cathattics; for fome or other 
of thefe general forms take in all the 
officinal electuaries. 

Under the firft of thefe comes the 
Confectio Alkermes, which befote 
the laft emendation, had in it Pearls, 
now juftly rejected, for thé rea- 
fons before afligned againft fuch fub- 
ftances enteéting the thinner éleétu- 
ariés. But a confiftence fufficient 
to fufpetid éven the Cinnamon, and 
Lignum Aloés, will fabje& it to can- 
dy: for in the making of fyrups it 
appears, that no liquor réquifes a- 
bove double it’s quantity of Sugar, 
to continue it in that form, and if 
by the forcé of heat tore is dif- 
folved, or part of the liquor ex- 
faled, the particles of the Sugar lie 
fo near as to attract ote another, 
and cryftallize; and the fame incon- 
Veniénéés attend fuch eleGtuaries, ag 
require a confifténce from the boil- 
ing of a fyrup fufficiently high to 
fulpend but a fmall quantity of {pe- 
cies. When therefore the C onfectio 
Alkermes is boiled high enough to 
fufpend the Cinnamon and Aloés- 
wood, it will foon tandy, or other- 
wile they will fall to the bottom,

the laft of Which inconveniences is 
moft commonriy di(perifed with; and 


lipon examination, thofe powders 


will gerierally be found at the bot- 
tom: fo that to form electuaries 
from this fotiidation, which hall 
conveniently keép, it is néceffary, 
that there fhould be a good qtiah- 
tity of thé dry ingredients, not only 
to caufe a confiftence fufhcient ta 
fufperid one another, but alfo to 
interpofe every where between the 
particles of Sugar, to prevent theitt 
attracting one another; and this is 
thé café of fome of the greatér Com- 
pofitions, when made up with the 
Syrupus de Meconio, whereby they 
will conveniently enough preférvé 
their forms for a good while. As 
the Elefuarium ¢@ Saffafras is of 
kin to the Confefio Aliermes in in 
tention, fo it has likewife the fame 
inconveniéncé, with relation to the 
confiltefice, tho’ in fomewhat a lefs 
degree ; becaufe the powders are 
in a greater proportict, atid there 
fore better preferve it from candy 
ing of falling to the bottom. 
The Ele&udrium @ Baccis Lauri 
is much to be commended for the 
uniformity and eflicacy of all it’s in- 
gredients, either in the intentions 
ofa carminative, or hyfleric, which 
purpofes are adyantagioufly enough 
aimed at by the fame things in 
many inftances; as there is fome- 
What in them peculiarly affifting to 
each other. The gums, as in all 
Compofitions of this make, are to 
be diffolved itt-as little White-wine 
as will ferve to fain them, and 
then they are to be mixed with 
Honey juft warmed; after which 
the réft ate to be fifted in when 
powdered. This is; very conveni- 
éntly prefcribed from 3, to 31. 
in a bolus, for any extemporaneous 
occafion, and cannot well be mend- 
¢d by any additions. 
3 The 
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The Confe@io Archigenis hath ne- 
ver before been in the College Di/- 
penjatory, butit isa Medicine much 
of the fame complexion with the 
foregoing, tho’ more concife as to 
the number of it’s ingredients, and 
takes in Opium in fuch a quantity, 
that makes it’s repetition once in 
five or fix hours, (which is often 
wanted from the other ingredients) 
not practicable, and therefore cannot 
be fo commonly ufeful as the E/e- 
Gtuarium & Baccis Lauri. ‘The Gal- 
banum, Storax, and Opium are here 
— Ukewile to be ftrained, and well in- 
corporated with fyrup, before the 
powders are itirredin. But the Sy- 
rupus Artemifie is now fo feldom, 
if ever made, that it is to be expedct- 
ed; when this Medicine comes more 
into ufe, (which it is likely to do 
from the uniformity and eflicacy of 
it’s ingredients) the Shops will fub- 
ftitute fome other in it’s room; in 
doing which they. cannot injure 
the Medicine, fo that it be in con- 
formity to the intention, as by the 
Syrupus de Paonia, or the like. _ 

Amongft the alexipharmics, the 
Mithridate comes firftin place. This, 
as well as the other greater Compo- 
fitions, called Capitals, hath paffed 
the examination of fo many writers 
in Pharmacy, that there would be 
no end in taking notice of all they 
have faid uponit. It is hoped, there- 
fore, it wi!l be efteemed fuffcient to 
judge of this by thofe rules already 
laid down for Compolition, without 
the fupport of any foreign authori- 
ties. [hat grand rule, then, to keep 
all ingredients out of a Compofition, 
that belong not to the main inten- 
‘tion, excludes from this at firft fight 
the Agaric: all commentators in ge- 
weral have excepted againft it; and 
Schrsder, who was none of the 
niceit in thefe refpects, lets his. in- 
dignation rife fo high, as to call it 
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Apoftema &S fcabies putrefcentis arbo- 
ris: it is indeed avery ftinking Fuz- 
gus, and gives a great naufeoufnefs 
to the ftomach ; the Succi Hypociffi- 
dis, and Acacie, the Gum Arabic, 
red Rofes, and Gentian root, dif- 
cover no properties relating to this 
intention ; fome others likewife 
might be excepted againft, for not 
having their due proportions of ef- 
ficacy, and confequently being clogs, 
and hindrances to others of greater 
moment. The Trochifei Cypheos have 
nothing in them,:. but what is in the 
grand Compofition of the Mithridate, 
unlefs the pulp of Raifins, Radix Cy- 
peri rotunde, Bacce Funiperi, and 
Lignum Aloés ; fo that it is juftly re- 
marked by Sa/enus, and many before 
him, that thequantities of thefe ingre-_ 
dients would be much betteradded to,, 
and the others increafed in the other 
Prefcription, than to be at the trou- 
ble of making this form for them fe- 
parately, fince they are never called. 
for on other occafions; the virtues 
of thefe additions in that, being 
merely trifling, efpecially the pulp 
of Raifins. But thefe have the au- 
thority of coming down to us, in: 
almoft all the antient Difpenfatories, — 
and are originally afcribed to one. ” 
Damocrites, who took fo much pains. 
in reforming the Mithridate, that 
fome prefcribe it, on extemporane-. 
ous occafions, by the name of E/e- 
Guariuy Damocritis. 

The Theriaca Andromachi takes in 
almoft all the ingredients of the fore- 
going, and crouds them with many 
others much inferiour in efficacy and. 
propriety; on which account mot per-- 
fons," who have duly confidered thefe: 
things, prefer the Mithridate to it. © 

It cannot chufe but give any one, 
an indifferent opinion of the antient_ 
Pharmacy, to tead the lavifh com-, 
mendations given by many of thofe 
writers to this Compofition, .who,.. 

; ‘amongft 
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amongft other extravagant honours 
piid to it, have entituled it Regina 
Medicamentorum, and {peak of it as 
the lait refuge in all deplorable cafes. 
But impartially to examine it, we 
fhall find its very firft ingredient 
good for nothing; for the Trechi/ci 
de Scilla have little in them more 
than the Cicer flower, which is an 
infipid thing, of no manner of effi- 
cacy in any medicinal purpofe, un- 
lefs, as any other flower, or crumbs 
of ‘bread, externally in cataplafms. 
Zwelfer and Safenus join in their 
declamations againft this ingredient, 
as having nothing in it of virtue, 
affirming that Squills, Onions, and 
other things of like texture, will 
fo lofe in drying, as to leave be- 
hind only an infipid film or skin; 
but were any of the known proper- 
ties of the Squills abiding in thofe 
troches, they would only ferve to 
make the Medicine naufeous, for 
they are manifeitly emetic; and 
the antient conceit of a latent quali- 
ty in them to refift poifons, hath 
been long exploded. But thefe 
writers take the fame freedom with 
the troches of Vipers, affirming no- 
thing valuable in the Viper to re- 
main in them, were they made by 
decoction ; but the later fufpeéts 
them not to be genuine, nor to have 
any thing of the Vipers flefh in them, 
not {paring at the clofe of his refle- 
tions to thank God, that Corn was 
not fo {carce in his country, as to 
put them upon buying dry Bread 
from Italian Apothecaries; but if 
any fraud of this kind be committed, 
or if there be nothing of the Viper 
in the troches, as thefe perfons, 
with many others, affirm, the cer- 
tainty cannot be come at any other 
way, that I know of, but by trying 
whether, like the dried flefh, they 
afford a volatile falt; but this expe- 
riment is too expenfive to make it 
Worth'any bodies while ; and there- 
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fore to end the controverfy about 
it, the cuftom hath now obtained to 
put into this Compofition a. quanti- 
ty of dried Vipers, as near to the 
proportion aimed at in the troches, 
as can be well guefled. The Tro- 
chifchi Hedychrei are Siable to the 
fame objeétions, as the Cypheos in 
the Mithridate, all the ineredients _ 
being already direéted in the Grand 
Compofition, which therefore are 
better increafed. in the quantities 
proportionably, and put into the 
Medicine together ; which not on- 
lyfaves a needlefs trouble in making 
the troches, but fecures the ingre- 
dient in them from that wafte they 
are hable to undergo, whilf in that 
form. There is no occafion to faye 
any thing of the’ Agaric troches, 
after fo much hath been obferved 
of the thing itfelf. All the ofher 
materials in this grand Corpofition, 
which are not to the main intention, 
or are in any other refpeét unfuitable, 
T fhall take the liberty to remark 
upon in the next chapter, and 
therefore think it unneécefiary to re- 
peat them here. 

The Theriaca Londinenfis is the 
next confiderable Compofition of the 
fame intention, and it hath had fo 
much care taken about it, in the aft 
revilal of the College, that it is not 
now chargeable with any one ingre- 
dient, that doth not contribute it’s 
fhare to the main end, befides fome 
added of greater efficacy, than it 
took in before; fo that now it is 
much better calculated for inward 
ufes, whereas before it was chiefly 
ufed by Surgeons, as a warm cata- 
plafm. The Theriaca Diatefiran 
is Itkewife of this rank, but it is 
too naufeous for taking, upon. ac- 
count of the quantities, and bitter: 
nefs of the Gentian and Myrrh; fo 
that itis only kept in the f{pecies 
in‘Shops, ‘and ufed chiefly for cattle, 
under the title of Horfe-Spice. The, 
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addition of the Ivory fhavings can 
be of no ufe, and therefore is never 
added. 

“The Elefuarium Diafpermaton, 
and Peéorale, are the only two of 
this intention te promote urine, or 
expeCtoration ; but both thofe inten- 
tions are fo muchbetter anfwered by 
extemporaneous Prefcriptions, that 
I never knew either of them made; 
and therefore it is not worth the 
trouble to examine the fitnefs of 
their particular ingredients. 

The Diafeordium is the chief 
Compofition that takes in any quan- 
tity. of aflringents. It’s author is 
well known, from whom it takes 
the title of Confefio Fracaftoriis 
but notwithftanding his great au- 
thority, there is confiderable room 
for emendations. ‘The Caflia and 
Gum Arabic, tho’ proper agglu- 
tinants, foon make this Medicine 
fo flimy, as to lofe the effect of 
ail it’s rougher and more aftringent 
parts; the Gentian likewife gives 
it a necdlefs bitternefs, and, with 
the Galbanum, oppofe the main in- 
tention, for they are both detergent 
and purgative; whereas the Medi- 
cine is moftly prefcribed in Diar- 
rhoeas, and in regard to that, the 
IToney is now fupply’d by the Sy- 
rupus de Meconio. Little likewife 
can be faid for the Semina Acetofa, 
for if they have no oppofite qualities 
toa warm aftringent, which is much 
to be fufpeéted, yet they have no- 
thing to contribute toit. The Dia- 
corallion, and Confectio de Santalis 
are both tolerably uniform for the 
fame intention, but are rarely met 
with in Prefeription, or heard of 
in the Shops. And the Diacydonium 
hath long been rejected the Shops, 
unlefs amongit Confectioners. 

The Pbhilonium Romanum is an 
epiate joined with many warm {pi- 
ccs, and pretty much in ufe; but 
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fome of its ingredients, as the Caf- 
fia, and all the feeds, tho’ carmina- 
tive, feem to be rather fuperfluous 
than neceflary. | 

Tt is difficult to tell in what clafs 
the Confeftio Raleighana ought to be 
placed; becaufe it abounds with ma- 
terials very different in intention, | 
tho’ moft of them feem to be cordial 
and alexipharmic. However, the 
trouble of it’s Compofition in the © 
manner here direéted, is not likely 
ever to. make it valued enough to 
be brought into ufe. 

The purging clectuaries are moft 
of them’ lenitive, confifting chiefly 
of decoétions from Sena, Rhubarb, 
and the milder cathartics, boiled up 
to a confiftence with Sugar, and the 
pulps of Prunes, Caflia, Tamarinds,. 
and the likes; but moft, or all of 
thefe take in fo many unneceflary 
things, either under the notion of 
correctors, or to extend their opera- 
tion to more general intentions, that 
their dofe rifes to a bulk too large’ 
for any to care for; even the Caryo- — 
coftinum, which takes in the moft 
powerful cathartic, Scammony, yet 
joins with it fuch a multitude of {pi- 
ces, and is fo loaded with Honey, 
that an ordinary dofe is 3 £. which 
is now thought an unreafonable 
quantity in a bolus; and to diffolve 
thefe things in a draught even of 
% iv. makes it naufeoufly thick. This 
clafs of Medicines is fuitable enough 
in emollient glyfters, and are alfo 
ufeful as coolers, to be taken at any 
time in {mal] dofes, as common ele- 
ctuaries in coftive habits, and are 
alfo good vehicles enough for Rhu- 
barb, and fome of the terebinthinoug 
balfams in many cafes, where the — 
urinary paflages are difordered. 

The two firft Compofitions of this 
clafs are fo intirely in difufe, as not 
to be worth any remarks; and the 


five following are fo much like the 


lenitive 
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Tenitive electuary, that they are al- 
moft intirely neglected for the fake 
of it; and in examination of that, 
we fhall likewife fufficiently find 
wherein they are to blame, in any 
refpeét, with relation to the ingre- 
dients they take in, or the manner 
in which they are compounded, 

The EleAuarium ex Helleboro is 
but the fame as the Me/ Hellebora- 
zum, which we had occafion to take 
notice of before, where it was much 
more properly placed; it being by 
no means to be called an electuary, 
but only a thick fyrup. 

The lenitive Electuary comes next, 
which is almoft the only one, of this 
clafs, that is in ufe; but even where- 
in this direéts any needlefs trouble 
in the manner of it’s Compofition, 
as it does in many inftances, I have 
taken the liberty to remark upon it 
in the next chapter, and purpofe 
a much more concife way, and 
after which manner, I have been 
informed, many at this time make 
it’: and tho’ Coriander feeds are now 
ordered in the room of the Anifeeds, 
which will much better powder, yet 
they are not fo much within the 
intention, being hotter and dryer. 
But the greateft care to be here ta- 
ken is, that it be boiled high enough 
to keep, without burning, which 
things of this kind are very apt to

The three following Compolitions 
are never made, and the reafon, 
with regard to the two later, is plain, 
from their naufeous bitternefs, which 
makes their ufe intolerable any o- 
ther way than in glyfters. The Confe- 
étio Hamech likewife, which is one 
of the omiffz, and added by way 
of appendix, is chargeable with the 
- dame fault. Tho’ the Caryocofinum 
ig a-good warm cathartic, and much 
_ in elteem amongit people of robuft 
conftitutions ; yet the largenefs of 
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it’s dofe feldom allows it in com- 
mon Prefcription to perfons of nice . 
palates. 
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I. Cartan ys of Kermess 
Confectio Alkermes. 

Take of the beft fcented Rofe- 
water tb ii. of the juice of Kermes- 
berries. tb iii. of the whiteft Sugar 
thi. Boil them almoft to the con- 
fiftence of Honey, and then itir in 
the powders of Cinnamon, and A- 
loés-wood, both the beft. in their 
kind, ana 3 vi. and make into a con: 
fection, f- a. 

This was originally a Compofi- 
tion of Me/ue, but it hath undergone 
many alterations amongit D:fpent{a- 
tory-Writers, and particularly by 
thofe of the Faculty of Montpelier 
and Leyden, as may be feen in the 
Pharmacopeia Regia of Zwelfer ; but 
they are all preplexed and injudici- 
ous procefles, The College at firft 
receiv’d it into their Difpenfatory, 
according to the original Prefcripti- 
on, but it hath upon every revifal 
fince, been altered, until reduced to 
the fimple and eafy manner as here- 
in ordered. All the {uperfluous in- 
gredients, and troublefome parts of 
the Procefs are here rejected, and 


nothing retained but what is of fome 


efficacy to the main intention, and 
eafy to manage: the omiflion of the 
Gold indeed may leffen it in the e- 
{teem of fuch as attribute any cor- 
dial virtues to the Medicine on that 
{core ; but when they have learned 
to judge better, they will be more 
reconcil’d to it, as here ordered, 
without that decoration. This hap- 
pens to be one a the Medicines made 
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choice of by a late pretender to re- 
form the Difpenfatory, to give a {pe- 
cimen in of his ability that way; 
but the groffne(s of his errors herein 
is enough to flop any one’s curiofi- 
ty from feeing further of his per- 
formance, for amongft other altera- 
tions hehath ftuffed it with J iii. of 
Crocus Martis affringens. 

2. The Confection of Kermes of 

the Edinburgh Di/penfatory. — 
’’ Take fyrup of Kermes Ib iti. eva- 
porate it by a gentle heat to the con- 
fiftence of Honey, then add powder 
of Cinnamon and Aloés-wood, ana 
3 vi. Cochineal 3 iii. Saffron 3 f3. 

3. Electuary of Saffafras; Elefu- 
arium @ Saffafras. 

Take of the belt fcented Saffafras 
Zii.of Spring-water tb ii. boil to 
the confumption of a third part, 
adding towards the later end, . of 
broken Cinnamon % 3. when the 
liquor is flrained, boil it again with 
ib 1. of the finelt Sugar, to the con- 
fiftence of a thick fyrup, and ftir into 
it of the powder of Saffafras 31. of 
Cinnamon 31. and of Nutmegs 9 f. 
fo that it may be made into an ele- 
ctuary, /- 2. . 

This is much ménded in the laft 
to what it was in the former Difpen- 
fatory ; for in that there was no 
Saffafras in powder, which not only 
left the Medicine of lefs efficacy as 
to it’s main Intention, but liable to 
_candy for want of {pecies enough to 
keep the Sugar from joining into 
Cryftals: the fweets and Gold are 
alfo here omitted, as needlefs at 
leaft, if not prejudicial. It isa very 
grateful Medicine to take, and good 
in all cafes where abforbents and 
fweetners are ordered. It’s dofe is 
from 3 {3. to 3 il. two or three times 
The Oly." 

4. Eleétuary of Bay-berries 5, E/e- 
fuarium ¢ Baccis Lauri. 

Take of the leaves of dried Rue 
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3x. of the feeds’ of Bithops-weed 
Cummin, Lovage, Origany, Cara- 
way, wild Carrot and Parfley, of 
black and Jong Pepper, Horfe mint, 
Calamus aromaticus, Bay-berries and 
Caftor, ana 3 ii. of Sagapenum 3 &. 
of Opopanax 3 iii. of clarify’d Ho- 
ney tbif. Powder all the ingredi- 
ents that require it, and make the 
whole into an electuary, by adding 
the gumsat lait, after they are well 
diffolved in White-wine. 

This hath Rha/es for its firft con- 
triver, tho’ it feemsto have receiv- 
ed the addition of the Parfley-feeds 
in the Col/ege Di/penfatory, where 
it was at firft inferted, and hath fince 
continued without alteration, till 
the prefent,. which hath rejected the 
bitter Almonds.

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Tragacanth and Cinnamon, ana 9 ii. 
of white and red Sanders, ana 9 i. 
of Sugar, diffolved in fmall Cin-

This hath been continued thro’ 
all the editions of the College Di/- 
penfatory the fame: and all the in- 
gredients agree in the main intenti- 
on of an aftringent: but it hath been 
hitherto fo feldom ordered in ex- 
temporaneous Prefcriptions, that I 
believe it is not to be met with i 
the Shops.

The firft of our 
College Difpenfatories, and the Au- 
guftan inferted it alike ; but in fub- | 
fequent editions it hath been altered, 
tho’ chiefly in the tranfpofitions of 
the ingredients, The prefent how- 
ever is copied after the firft form ex- 
actly, unlefs. in the fugar of Rofes 
for conferves. The emendation here 
likewife to be made at difcretion, 
of Diacodium for Honey, is on many 
accounts greatly to be liked, and the 
reafon for fuch an alteration can- 
not but be obvious to every one 
acquainted with thefe matters. The 
Scordium and Dittany are to be fine 
pick’d from the ftalks, and all pow- 
dered together, except the Galba- 
num and Opium, which muft be 
grain’d and firft mix’d with the Ho-, 
ney, and then the fpecies fifted and 
{tirred in; and after all, the Wine 
put to. it, as Zwe/fer hath direéted 
in his remarks hereupon. Some al~ 
{9 ftrain the Styrax, but it will pafs 
with the others.into a powder; but 
then it muft be the better fettledfrom 
the drofs, elfe the quantity will be 
defective. For the fugar of Rofes % 1. 
of the flowers are powdered with 
the dry ingredient, and fo much the 
more Honey put inftead of the Su- 
gar. If for the Caflia-wood, Cinna- 
mon be ufed, it much betters the; 
Medicine; both as the later is a 
much more aftringent {pice, and the 
other in time givesa flimy quality 
to the Compoiition, and {poils it. 
This is valued for it’s colour, which 
it receives only from the Bole, the 
molt indifferent ingredient in it 5 
but as it is a fign of it’s frefhnefs, 
it is of ufe, for this Medicine is 
much the worfe for age, and is 


known to be fo by it’s red colour 


wearing off: but that likewife may 
be difcovered by the faintnefs of 


it’s 
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it’s tafte ; for the aromatics by time | 


exhale, and the roughnefs of the in- 
gredients, in which it’s aftringency 
confifts, by long continuance in a 
moiit form, grow fofter and {mooth- 
er upon the palate, as has been al- 
ready frequently obferved of things 
of that nature. “The colour is in- 
deed renewable by a little frefh 
Bole, but the deceit may be difco- 
vered'by the tafte. Every one knows 
how much this is of ufe, and for 
what purpofes; and indeed if the 
feveral ingredients be nicely fele- 
éted, and'the Medicine frefh made, 
it is excellent in all Fluxes whatfo- 
ever, and a great ftrengthener both 
of the Stomach and Bowels. In 
it’s influence upon Fluxes, the O- 
pium has no fmall fhare, as may be 
well conceiv’d from the virtues of 
that drug. It is given to children 
from gr. v. to 91. and go grown per- 
fons from 91. to 311. for a dofe. 


There is but gr. i. of Opium in 3 v. 


gr. xii. A very mifchievous way fome 
Nurfes have got, of giving their 
children this Medicine to make them 


- fleep, more for their own eafe than 


any thing elfe ; which is frequently 
the foundation of many _ illneffes, 
from it’s keeping them too coftive, 
the worft temper children can be 
in. Becaufe Honey, which is cer- 
tainly an opener, and a powerful 
detergent, and therefore contrary to 
the main defign of this Compofi- 
tion, is here in fo Jarge a quantity ; 
the modern Praétice has very pru- 


dently ordered this Medicine to be” 


made without it, by ufing in it’s 
flead a fufficient quantity of Syr. 
de Meconio, boil’d up to a due con- 
fiftence, which greatly improves the 
Medicine: but the quantity for a 
dofe muft then be proportionably 
|¢ffened; as the fyrup adds to it’s 
Narcotic property. Many alfo of 
the late have 4 way of drying, the 
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Opium fo as to powder with the 
fpecies, and referving it by itfelf, as 
was before obfervedof the Species 
pro Confectione de Hyacintho: and 
this is the beft way of all to 
preferve the virtues of the feveral, 
ingredients efitire, which no moift 
form can do thofe of an afiringent 
nature.

ficinal Capitals... It takes it’s name 
from it’s reputed author Mitbridates, 
King of Pontus and Bithynia; tho’ 
fome will have it, that this Compo- 
fition greatly varies from the Royal 
Prefcriber’s genuine receipt, in ha- 
ving received vaft additions of in- 
gredients from the tranfcribers, as. 
it-hath come handed down to thefe 
times. As far back however as we 
can. trace it in authors. of beft 
note, it ftands.as here given ; and 
the prefent differs from none of 
the. former College Difpenfatories, 
unlefs in fome fmall tranfpofitions of 
the fimples. Zwelfer, in his notes 
upon the <Auguftan,. Difpenfatory, 
blames fome of the, ingredients, 
with his ufual.freedom on fuch oc- 
cafions, either as ufelefs, or out of 


the principal intention of the whole; | 
but he feems to have taken much. 
more pains than was needful, in di-, 


itributing the feveral ingredients in- 
to claffes for ._powdering, becaufe 
all, except the gums, areas well fo 
ordered together, and every ordi- 
nary operator knows how to diffolve 
the gums and juices that wlll not 
powder, in the Wine. This is great- 
ly.ufed as a cordial, an opiate, and 
a fudorific ; all which intentions it 
is fitted for from the feveral fim- 
ples, in its Compofition of thofe 
virtues. It’s dofe is from 391i, to 
Zit. and in moft.cafes, both as a 
cordial, and an. alexipharmic, is a 
‘much better Medicine than the 
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Venice-Treacle. -But this, -as all o- 
ther antient officinals, has many in- 
gredients which might have been as 
well, or better, left oui, becaufe 
they bear no affinity to the main de- 
fign of the’ whole. Thus the A- — 
garic is not only ufelefs but hurt- 
ful, by making the Medicine more 
naufeous: the Succus Hypociftidis an- 
{wers no end at all; the Ca/éa Bark | 
fhould be rejeéted for the fame rea- 
fon as was given under:the Diafcor- 
dium; the Poly-mountain, Daucus 
feeds, Gum Arabic, red:Rofes, Dit- 
tany of Crete, Gentian root, and 
Acacia, have neither of them vir- 
tues of any refemblance to what 
is aim’d at by this‘Compofition, and 
confequently are more a clog than 
an help to: the ‘whole. It would 
therefore make a much better Me- 
dicine if the other ingredients of 
the right intention were’ propor- 
tionably increafed .in their quanti- 
ties; fo as to make the Opium, to 
which particular regard is to be had, 
ftill bear the fame proportion in the

ay This makes a more elegant Medi- 
‘cine than the other, and is. more 
efficacious to all the intentions it 
is defign’d for. The greateft beaut 
of this to the eye, is the {mooth- 
nefs, which much depends upon 
the finenels of the fpecies, and the 
colour which it ftrikes upon white 
paper, being of a delicate yellow. 
To this purpofe it is an advantage 
to mix the Saffron in fine powder 
by itfelf in the Canary ; and fhake 
them together two or three times a 
day for a week, before all things 
are in readinefs to mix: for by. this 
means the tinéture will be better 
‘drawn ‘out from the Saffron, than if 
_ it be powdered and mixed with the 
other ingredients, and ftrike a much 
better colour in the Medicine. For 
the {moothnefs too and due mix- 
ture, the gums, and any diffolvable 
fubftances, are to be melted fepa- 
rately, and ftrain’d into the Honey, 
and intimately mixed with it. before 
the {pecies are fifted in, which muft 
be well ftirred.

This is a Prefcription originally 
of Nicolaus Myrepfus, but the firlt 
Difpenfatory of the College received 
it with Zuphorbium, as doth alfo the 
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Auguftan, which now the College 
have thought fit to reject as well 
as in the preceeding, it being an in- 
gredient too hot and irritating for 
inward ufe. There are feveral o- 
ther Compofitions of this denomi- 
nation, taken by the Difpenfatory- 
Writers from Me/ue, Galen, and o- 
thers, but they all agree in the main. 
Zwelfer however. prefers the Con- 
fefio Archigenis to them all as a 
warm opiate, which is their main 
intention. The former Prefcripti- 
ons of this were all with Honey, 
in three times the quantity of the 
other ingredients; but the Syrupus 
de Mecanio, as here ordered, 1s vaft- 
ly preferable, as agreeing fo much 
better with the intention of the 
whole. It is a powerful opiate, 
and given from gr. x.. to 9 il. 
to eafe .violent pains and procure

This hath continued the fame in 
almoft al] the Difpenfatories it hath 
yet paffed through, and is not only 
the capital alexipharmic of our Shops, 
but of all Europe. It has a great 
deal more wrote about’ it, than 
could be contain’d in the largeft 
volume: we fhall therefore content 
ourfelves with as fhort remarks up- 
on this grand Medicine, as is con- 
fiftent with that acquaintance every 
one in the practice of Phyfic ought 
to have with it. This claims for it’s 
author the perfon whofe name it 
bears, and who was Phyfician to 
Nero the tyrant: that we frequently 
eall it Venice-Treacle is fronr the 
great quantities made there, and 
thence tranfported to moft parts of 
the world. As this has paffed thro’ 
many ages, and the hands of many, 
im their own opinions able to alter 
it for the better, there are abundance 
of different Recipes extant in Difpen- 
fatory-Writers : and this of our Col- 
lege feems to be one of the beft; 


Aagiufan Difpenfatory dif 
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fers little from it. Diemerbroecks 
alate writer, greatly extols the mul- 
tiplicity of ingredients in this Com- 
pofition, and has odd notions of the 
united efficacies of fuch ingredients 
arifing to 2 much higher degree, 
and exalting the virtues of each, 
much beyond whatthey were poffleft 
of when feparate. Monf. Charas, 
a French author, has wrote a whole - 
treatife upon the Theriaca, and is 
very particular upon each ingredient, 
but fays nothing worth notice here. 
Zwe/lfer, in his animadverfions upon 
the Auguftan Difpenfatory, fays moft 
to our purpofe, in which he has 
followed Quercetan. _Many ingre- 
dients are by them juftly found fault 
with, as not at all agreeing with the 
intention of the whole, fuch as A- 
garic, Rhubarb, Calcanthum, -€9¢. 
The troches of Squills are likewife 
rejected, with thofe of the Viper ; 
becaufe the manner of making them 
into thofe forms, deftroys the vir- 
tues which they are intended to re- 
tain. If therefore fuch are omitted, 
and others proportionably increafed, 
fo that the Opium might ftill have 
the fame proportion to the whole, 
the Medicine would be much the 
better. 

In the difpenfation of this Medi- 
cine, Zzwe/fer divides the ingredients 
into feveral clafles, according to their 
fimilitude of textures ; thofe of each 
clafs to be diffolved as the gums, 
and the others powdered feparately, 
and afterwards mixed: but fuch a 
trouble feems altogether needlefs; 
for fome of the more tough and 
moift ingredients will beat well e- 
nough with fuch as are dryer and 
more brittle, and pafs the fieve to- 
gether ; and fome even powder the 
Opium itfelf, which is as good a way 
as any, if it has been already cleanf- 
ed of it’s feces. All the herbs ought 
to be cleared of their ftalks, and = |

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bé as as frefh as poflible ; as alfo the 
reots from every thing that is un- 


found or decaying. The Saffron, 


if it’s colour be infifted on, may be 
powdered feparately, and put into 
the Wine, drawn from the Vipers, 
as directed in the Mithridate. The 
Galbanum, Turpentine, &¥¢. muft 
be firft ftrained and mixed with the 
Honey: and then the fpecies fifted 
in leifurely, another ftirring it all 
the time, that it may be well mix- 
ed; and laft of all the Wine is to be 
putin. It isa noble Medicine, and 
cannot be exceeded by any Com- 
pofition as an alexipharmic, and a 
cephalic; for there is fcaree any 
particular view, which any fymptom 
can give in either of thefe intenti- 
ons, for which there are not many 
ingredients herein of great efficacy 
provided. It is a good opiate, and 
may more fafely be taken than any 
of the plainer opiates, in cafes that 
require fome /timulus to be ufed at 
the fame time, with fuch things as 
‘procure indolence ; becaule fuch a- 
lone are apt to occafion ftagnations, 
and other inconveniences. There 
is gr. i. of Opium in each 9 iv. and 
therefore it may be given from 91. 
to Zii, as the ftrength and circum- 
ftances of the Patient require. Ma- 
ny here have a prejudice, that this 
Medicine made in England is not 
fo good as what comes from Venice 5 
as if the name, which by mere ac- 
cident it has obtained, confined it to 
be made good only in that place : and 
their Vipers, they fay, are much 
better than any other. But there 
is no foundation in this, for tho’ 
their country is hotter, and fo may 
the more rarify the viperine juices, 
in which their efficacy herein con- 
_ fifts; yet the manner of their ma- 
king them jnto troches lofes fo much 
of their volatility, that the way we 
have here directed to manage them, 
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carries much more of their virtues 
into the Medicine. Befides, this is 
but a naked fuppofition, andin which 
there does not feem to be any weight 
for we may judge by their poifonous 
properties, the bites of our Vipers, 
at the proper time of the year, which 
is the hotteft, are as efficacious and 
deadly as theirs. But to end all con- 
troverfy on this head, if a propor- 
tionable quantity of the volatile Sale 
drawn from thefe creatures, -be put 
into this Medicine, inftead of any 
other preparation, the virtues will 
then be exactly the fame: for the 
falt which is produced from one, 
tho’ it does not rife in fuch plenty, 
is however of equal virtues with 
that which comes from another. 
But if any other country has the ad- 
vantage over us in this one ingre- 
dient, ours has it much more in a- 
nother of as great, if not greater mo- 
ment; and that is, in the Saffron: 
for that which our own- country pro- 
duces is of four times more ftrength 
and goodnefs upon every account, 
than any which comes from abroad. 
This foolifh opinion of the foreign 
Theriaca being better than what is. 
made here, has occafion’d the com- 
mon people to be cheated, as they 
too much deferve, with the worft 
of Medicines for right Vemice-Trea- 
cle. . For they imagine that to be the 
proper place of it’s manufacture, and 
that it can come from thence ge- 
nuine at cheaper Rates than it is 
here fold at in our Shops, pleafe 
themfelves much with buying a Tin 
pot at a low price of a dirty Sailor, 
who pretends to have imported it, 
wrapt up with printed directions in 
the Jtalian tongue; whereas fome 
of our Druggifts, and unworthy 
wholefale dealers in Pharmacy, make 
this wretched ituff of little elfe than 
the {weepings of their fhops, have 


‘the very bills printed in Loxdoz, 


and 
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fuch fimple people. In reality, no 
country can make this cheaper than 
ourfelves, and not eafily fo cheap, 
becaufe many of the ingredients are 
furnifh’d us from both the Indies. 
And no one here, buying every 
thing to the beft advantage, can 
make it for fo little as 3 5. per ib. 
out of pocket; and therefore any 
one may judge what that muft be, 
which is fold for lefs, as it is by 
thefe pretended Importers. ‘They 
who have any fufpicion that this is 
an injuftice upon thefe Venice Trea- 
cle Merchants, may be fatisfied at 
almoft any Printers, who print and 


keep by them fuch Italian dire@ti- 


ons; unlefs they can perfwade them- 
felves, that an Apothecary at Venice, 
is forced to fend to London to have 
his bills printed. 

This one remark more the pre- 
fent Practice will not fuffer us to 
omit; which is making this Medi- 
cine into an electuary with Syrupus 
de Meconio inftead of Honey, as was 


- before obferved of the Diafcordium ; 


but fuch who think there is equal 
reafon for fo doing, proceed upon 
a great miftake. The Diafcordium 
is calculated for an aftringent, to 
which intention Honey is oppofite, 
becaufe it attenuates and deterges ; 
and therefore with great reafon was 
the Syrupus de Meconio fubttituted in 
it’s room, but in an alexipharmic 
Compofition, as the Venice-Treacle 
is, to reject Honey, which is of the 


dame intention, and very powerful- 


ly fo too, and fubftitute what is con- 
trary, unlefs by aacident, feems to 
be owing more to whimfy, or the 
vanity of leading an example, than 
any good reafon. Opiates indeed 
contribute fomewhat, which we fay 
by accident forwards thé intention 
of an alexipharmic ; but in the 
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Theriaca there feems to be a full 
proportion of Opium already; fo 
that by the addition of the Dia- 
codium, initead of procuring that 
eafy relaxation which favours the 


operation of an alexipharmic, there. ~ 


is induced fuch an’ infenfibility, 
that the fecrétion will rather be di- * 
minifhed than enlarged; that is, in- 

ftead of warming the Patient into a 

{weat, he will be dofed into a Stag- 
nation and fo have a Fever, which 
might have been foon thrown off, 
chang’d into one of a putrid malig- 

nant kind. And inftances of this 

nature I have more than once met 
with, from the common Venice-. 
Treacle when imprudently taken, or. 
in an over-dofe; and therefore fuch 

accidents are much more to be fear- 

ed, when this alteration comes more 

to take place. The greateft rea- 

fon which can be alledg’d for this 

Practice, is the Honey difagteeing 

with fome particular conftitutions ; 

but one inftance of this does. not 

happen to an hundred of the con- 

trary: and if this is fufficient, it 

pleads for the fame alteration in moft 

of the officinal eleé€tuaries, becaufe 

there are few of them without it. 

19. Dr Quincy's Treacle. 

Take Opium, long Pepper, Scot- 
dium pick’d from the ftalks, Opo- 
balfam, Cinnamon, Myrrh, Saffron, 
Spikenard, Schcenanth, Calamint, 
Indian Leaf, Cardamoms Marum 
Syriacum, tops of Marjoram and 
Calamus aromaticus, ana % iil. Ze- 
doary, white and black Pepper, 
Stozchas, Cyprus Turpentine, Gin- 
ger, Ce/tic Nard, ‘ana 3vi. Ground- 
pine, Styrax, Meum, tops of Ger- 
mander, Cubebs, Anifeeds, Fennel- 
nel feeds, and feeds of Treacle-mu- 
ftard, Sagapenum, Caftor, Opopa- 
nax and Galbanum, ana Ziv. Wine 
and Honey as in the other. 

That 
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_ hat the Vipers and Squills may 
not be loft in this, let a dozen Vi- 
pers be put alive into half as much 
Wine as is here required; and after 
fome weeks ftanding very clofely 
ftopt, let all be drawn over by a 


retort toa drynefs, and what comes: 


into, the receiver be put into the 
Medicine: and in the other part 
of the Wine, infufe 3 vi. of green 
Squills fome time, which prefs out 
hard, and referve this to dwlolve 
fome of the gums in. By this ma- 
nagement all the virtues of thefe 
two ingredients will be much bet- 
ter fecured, than as ordered in tro- 
ches. : 
20. Confeétion of Archigenes ; 
Confedtio Archigénis. 

Take of the beft Caftor, of long 
and black Pepper, Styrax, Spike- 
nard, Coftus, Galbanum and Opi- 
um, ana ZG. of Saffron 3 ii. of fy- 
rup of Mugwort, a fufficient quan- 
tity to make the whole into a con- 
fection. 

This hath not been received into 
any Difpenfatory of the College be- 
fore the laft reformation of it. It is 
originally a Prefcription of Me/ve, 
De Tuffi Humida, and is in page 30. 
of the Venice edition in 1549. It 
is from thence inferted into the 
Auguftan Difpenfatory exatly as it 
* ftands here, unlefs in the fubftitu- 
tion of fyrup of Mugwort for Ho- 
ney, and is there recommended for 
diftempers of the Breaft, as alfo in 
nervous diforders ; and thofe inten- 
tions it feems very well accommo- 
dated to. Zwe/fer in his animad- 
verfions. upon it, fays, great care is 
to be taken in it’s-Compofition, not- 
withftanding it confifts but of few 
ingredients; but it feems to require 
no other skill than is required. in 
the Compofition of Capitals, that is, 
diffolving and ftraining the gums and 
Opium,.fo as to incorporate them 
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with the fyrup, and then to fift and’ 
ftir in the reft of the ingredients, 
finely powdered together. It’s dofé 
is from 91. to Ji. to be repeated as 
occafion requires. 

. 21. London-Treacle ; . 
Londinenfis. 

Take of the four greater and lef- 
fer hot Seeds, ana Zi. of the roots 
of Angelica, Virginia Snake-root, 
Tormentil, Elecampane, Zedoary, 
Contrayerva, Calamus aromaticus 
and Gentian, ana 3 ii. of the leaves 
of Cretic Dittany, Scordium, Rue,: 
Laurel, and Juniper-berries, ana 3 f. 
of Nutmegs, Mace, Saffron, Myrrh 
and Cloves, ana 3 iii. of Ginger and 
Opium, ana 311. of fyrup of white 
Poppies, boil’d to an higher confi- 
ftence than ordinary, three times as 
much as the weight of the reft; and

-of Canary a fufficient quantity to 


make the whole into an eiectu- 
ary. 

This is much altered from what 
it hath been in all the preceeding 
Difpenfatories ;. and as an alexiphar- 
mic, which is. plainly it’s main in- 
tention, much for the better: for 
many ingredients, very weakly con- 
ducive to fuch an end, are now re- 
jected ; and’one of the moft effica- 
cious we have in the Shops of that 


clafs added, which is the Contra- _ 


yerva; but as this hath hitherto 
been moftly ufed by the Surgeons, 
where warm catapalafms are requir- 
ed, how far it is improved for fuch 
purpofes, and efpecially by the ex- 
change of Honey for Syrupus de 
Meconio, I wili not pretend to be a 
judge. . 
22. Sir Walter Raleigh's Con.

Take of the fhavings of Harts-horn 
thi. of Vipers Flefh with’ their 
Hearts and Livers % vi. of the flow-

dium, Carduus B. Baum, Cretic Dit- 
tany, Mint, Marjoram, Betony, ana

the greater Cardamom feeds and 
Cubebs, of Juniper-berries, Mace, 
Nutmegs, Cloves and Saffron, ana

Let the Magma, which is preffed out 
be burned, and-a Lixivium made of 
it’s afhes fo as to procure from it a 
pure falt, a. which muft be added 
to the aforefaid extraét, and after- 
wards to this mixture ftir in the 
following ingredients, f, a. Take 
of oriental and occidental Bezoar, 
ana % ifs. of oriental Pearls ii. or 
red Coral Z iii. of oriental Bole, 
true fealed Earth, and calcin’d Harts- 
horn, ana 3 i. of Ambergris Zi. of 
crential Musk 3 iff. of white Sugar- 
candy powdered ib il. and make into 
a confection, /. a. 

This hath obtain’d a great name 
and efteem amongft many Phyfici- 
ans, which feems to have been the 
reafon why the College have now 
made it an officinal Medicine. ‘The 
whole procefs is long and trouble- 
fome; but the greateft care incum- 
bent upon the Compounder is, that 
the extract be at firft left thin enough 
to receive the powders which are 
afterwards to be mixed with it, fe 
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Patt If, ; 


that the whole may be of a due con- 


fiftence. 


23. The blefled Laxative; Bene 
dita Laxativa. 

Take of choice Turbith 3x. of 
Diagrydium, the bark of Spurge~ 
root prepared, and Hermodaétyl, 
ana 3 v. the feeds of Anife and Fen- 
nel, ana % 2. of Sal Gem. Zi. of 
clarify’d Honey three times the quan- 
tity of the reft, fo as to make into 
an electuary. at 

This is originally taken from Ni- 
colaus, both by the College into their 
firft Difpenfatory, and by the Augu- 
fian with very little variation ; and 
it hath fo continued down to the 
prefent reformation of our College, 


-who have now rejeétéd many need- 


lefs {pices and carminatives which 
were crouded into it under the no- 
tion of correctors, here being a fuf 
ficiency retained for fuch purpofes. 
Zwelfer fays, that fome have order- 
ed double the quantity of the Spurge | 
root, but thinks that as it flands here 
it is enough, and that even that re- 
quires a due preparation, which is 
by infufing it three days in very 
fharp Vinegar, and then drying it. 
It is however, fo wholly neglected | 
by the prefent Prattice, that it is 
never made in the Shops. 

_ 24. The bitter Electuary; E/- 
Guarium amarum. 

Take of Epithymum  {. of An- 
gelica roots 3 ili. of Gentian, Zedo= 
ary and Calamus aromaticus, ana 3ii. 
of Cinnamon 4 if. of Cloves, Mace, 
Nutmegs and Saffron, ana 3i. of 
Aloés % vi, and with the fyrup of 
Citron and Orange peels, and Sugar, 
each a fufficient quantity. Make 
them into an electuary. 

In the firft Difpenfatory of the 
College this is ordered to be made 
up with the fyrups of Fumitory and 
Scabious; but both thefe are now 

rejecied 
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réjected in the Shops: in other re- 
- fpeéts this ftands as it was ordered 
there ; and there it likewife occurs 
under the title of E/e@uarium Ama- 
rum Minus, in diftin&tion from an6- 


ther called E/eSvarium Amarum Ma-- 


giftrale Majus, which hath been con- 
tinu’d thro’ all the emendations of 
the College to the prefent, where it 
is thought fit to expunge it, as this 
alfo might now juftly havé been, 
it being wholly neglected in Pre- 
{cription. 

25. A Compofition of Caffia 
with Manna; Diacaffa cum Man- 
ua. 
Take of Damafcus Prunes 3 il. 
of Violet flowers m. if. of Spring- 
water 1618. Let them boil till half 
is wafted ; and then in the ftraitied 
liquor diffolve of freth Caffa pulp 
Zvi. of fyrup of Violets % viil. of 
the pulp of Tamarinds Z i. of white 
Sugar-candy 3 if. of the beft Man- 
. Ma Z il. and make into an electuary, 
- a. 

This hath contirlued the fame 
thro’ all the emendations of the 
College, unlefs in the prefent o- 
miffion of the Sugar of Violets, no 
fuch thing being now made. It’s 
author is by the Augu/fan Difper{a- 
tory acknowledged to be uncértain. 
Zwelfer, in his animadverfions up- 
on it, cautions that it fhould be 
made but in fmall quantities at a 
- time, as indeed all other Compofi- 
- tions of like kind fhould, leaft they 
grow acid, and ferment by long 
keeping. Ferrelizs alfo gives the 
iike admonition, but that may be 
pretty eafily prevented by fimimer- 
ing them over a flow heat, and 
ftirring all the while with a wooden 
fpatula to prevent burning, till they 
are of a good thick confiftence, as 
we fhall prefently fhew under the 
Lenitive Blettwary. It is now whol- 
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ly neglef&ted in common Prefcripti- 
ons. 

26. Extract. of Caffia with Sena 
leaves; Cafia Extrafia cum foliis 
Sene. 

Take of the Diardfia with Man- 
na ib ii. of Sena leaves powdered 
% ii. of Caraway feeds Zi. of fy- 
rup of Violets a fufficient quanti- 
ty to mix them together into an ele: 
ctuary. . ~ 

27. A leénitive Compofition of 
Prunes; Didpriinum lenitioum. 

Take of new and ripe Damafexs 
Prunts orie hundred; boil them in | 
a fufficient quantity of Water till 
they are foft; then remove them 
from the fire, and when cold drivé 
the pulp thro’ a fieve, and fet by 
for ufe. In the liquor ftrained from 
the Prunes before pulping, boil 3 is 
of Violet flowers, and after ftrain= 
ing again, diffolvé in it tbii. of 
Stigar, and boil into a fyron; to 
which add of the foremention’d pulf 
it B. of Caff2 and Taniarinds dii- 
folved in a little of the fame de- 
cottion, and pulped, ana Zi.

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abridg’d of many fuperfluous ingre- 
dients, as the Spodium, Barberries, 
and many other things of like na- 
ture: but neither. of thefe are now 
hardly ever prefcribed or made.

Powder thofe in- 
eredients together that require it, 
and then take of frefh Polypody

The laft Difpenfatory of the Col- 
lege before this, had, in fome things 
of no great confequence, receded 
in the order of Compofition chiefly, 
from the firft edition ; but this hath 
again more nearly conformed. to 
that, except in rejecting the Jujebs 
and Sebeftens, and fubftituting in 
their room Figs only, which are 
much more common to be met with 
good, and full as well. anfwers the 
intention. Matthiolus indeed, gives 
thofe ingredients a very great com- 
mendation, but it is poflible in his 
time and country thofe fruits might 

be fupply’d in much greater perfe- 
€tion than they are now amongit us 
here. There are feveral other leni= 
tive electuaries in many Difpenfato- 


ry Writers, chiefly in the Augu/tan,. 


and the Pharmacopaia Regia, par- 
ticularly one of Nicolaus Alexandri- 
nus with Manna; but this fully an- 
f{wers all their intentions : for which 
reafon alfo the Eleduarium Paffula- 
tum, and fome others of like nature, 
are rejected in this edition. But 
we muit ftill here repeat it, that 
this is-yet a very unartful Compo- 
-fition: for what occafion is there 
for Prunes and Tamarinds in the de- 
cottion, when they are afterwards 
added in pulp? as likewife may the 
fame be objected againft the Sena. 
They who make it this way, may 
firit powder the due quantity of Se- 
ma; which as it cannot be well dane 
without fome wafte, the fbrous and 
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ftalky parts, which will not break 
and go thro’ the fieve, may be re- 
ferved for the decoction ; allowing. 
fomewhat more in quantity, as fup- 
pofing them not fo ftrong. The 
fugar of Violets likewife, and the 
fruits that are. in the decoétion ate 
trifling. 
33. Dr Quincy’s lenisive Electu- 
ary. 
Take Polypody of the Oak, and 
French Barley, ana iv. Mercury 
and Maiden-hair, ana m. ii, Liquo- 
rice root Ziv. Boil thefe in a fu& 
ficient quantity of Water to 4b ii. 
or thereabouts, to which add. tb ii. 
of red Sugar, and {train thro’ a 
flannel together hot: then to this 
fyrup add the pulps of Tamarinds, 
Cafa, and Prunes, ana % vi. pow- 
der of Sena ib G. of Anifeeds 2 i. 
or in it’s room, becaufe the feeds 
are difficult to powder fine, of the 
Oil $1. or 60 drops. Great care 


muft be taken that the pulps do 


not burn, or run into knots, which 
13 to be prevented by having the 
fire flow, and ftirring it well during 
evaporation to a-due confiftence:

whatfoever. It’s dofe from 3 3. to 
3 il. to be repeated according to the 
urgency of fymptoms, with any pro- 
per diluter. In thofe foulneffes which 
lay a foundation for fo many gtie- 
vances in the Kidnies and urinary 
paflages, and fometimes Gravel and 
the: Stone itfelf, it cannot fail of 
fuccefs, and effectually to cleanfe 
thofe paflages ; and even in Gonor- 
rhoeas there is hardly a Medicine bet- 
ter adapted to deterge and heal 
them with expedition and fafety.

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C FA Pod, 
Of Pills in general. 


HE next form contriv’d to 

preferve fome parts of the Ma- 
terta Medica in Compofitton, is that 
of Pills; and this is chiefly defign’d 
for fuch things as are too naufeous to 
be taken any other way, or are moft 
readily fitted by-their natural texture 
to this kind of management: of the 
firfk kind are the Aloés, Colocynth, 
and the like, which are thus beft 


concealed from the tafte ; and of the : 


later are moft. gums, which with 
very little trouble are reduced into 
pills. . 
But this form being generally the 
moft troublefome to take, as few 
things fhould be contrived into it as 
pofible, that is, fuch only as by 
their irkfomenefs in going down 
any other way, make it neceflary 
to conceal them by this means. But 
this reafon ought to extend only to 
thofe things, which are of fufficient 
efficacy, not to make above four or 
five {mall pills for adofe: thus the 
Bark in powder, and all the lighter 
fpecies, which are given in the 
quantity of half a dram_or apenas 
r 


4 
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for a dofe; if to avoid the irkfome- 
nefs of other forms, recourfe fhould 
be had to this, a neceflary quantity 
of moifture to reduce them into it, 
would make one dofe into 10, 12, 
or 165 ordinary pills, which are more 
‘than any one can be imagined well 
to get down; for 3 f3. in the mafs 
makes five middle fized pills, and 
3 G. of dry powder will take up a- 
bove double it’s quantity ef iyrup to 
bring it into a mafs of due confi- 
flence. The gummy fubftances in- 
deed are thus reducible by liquor, 
which will but little increafe their 
bulks, and for this reafon alfo they 
have a peculiar fitnefs for this form. 
But there are fome things abfo- 
lutely unfit for pills, by reafon of 
their natural texture and properties, 
except in fmall quantities ; and thefe 
are all the volatile falis, and moft of 
the fixed ones. The firlt heave 
and ferment them into unreafonable 
bulks, and the laf render a mafs fo 
brittle and crumbly 2s make it al- 
moft impoffible to be worked into 
pills; tho’ both thefe inconvenien- 
ces may in fome meafure beavoided, 
by contriving to mix with either of 
thefe falts, other things which_are 
very tenacious, as fome of the ex- 
tracts and gums; and this makes the 
Pilule Ecphrafica, now directed 
in the Difpenfatory, at firftof a to- 
Jerable confiltence. 
One.very material thing likewife 
to be confidered in this form, whe- 
ther officinal or extemporaneous, is, 
that the liquor or moiiture, wanted 
to give a confiftence, have the moft 
convenient fitnefs to the thing re- 
quiring it Thus dry light powders 
will not make up with any thing 
thinner than fyrup, and fome of the 
heavy ones, as cle. and moft 
of the Mercurials, will hardly do 
with any moifture of a lower con- 


fittence than Honey or Conferve: 
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but the gummy fubftances, efpecial- 
ly thofe which moft approach to an 
oily or refinous texture, as Galba- 
num, Opopanax, Myrrh, and the 
like, will not fo well make up with 
fyrups or conferves, not only on ac- 
count of increafing their -bulks too 
much, but becaufe they will not fo 
well incorporate with them, as with 
{pirituous and more penetrating li- 
quors. As this form, therefore, muft 
have fomewhat in it adhefive and 
tenacious, where it is not in the 
dry fubftances, it muft be fought 
for in a proper moifture to hold them 
together ; and where it is fufficient- 
ly already in thofe fubftances, as in 
the gums, the thinner liquors are 
beft to give them a confiftence, or 
fuch as are better fuited to incorpo- 
rate with them than aqueous moi- 
fiures, as the Terebinthinous Bal- 


‘fams; for fome fat fubftances will 


refufe a fyrup, at the fame time 
that they will readily take in Tur- 
pentine, or any thing of like dif- 
polition. 

Amongft the officinal pills there 
are but few that do not take in 
fomething purging, and thofe are as 
follow. The Pilule Gummofe were 
never in the London Di/penfatory. be- 
fore, tho*long ago in fome others: 
fo that it may.not, perhaps, be yet 
much brought into the Shops; but 
it is a very uniform Compolition, 
only the .Mithridate will not fo 
readily incorporate with fuch mate- 
rials as {pirit of Caftor, or any te- 
rebinthinous fubftances. Such things 
are likewife fooner brought into a 
mafs with a mortar a little warmed. 
The Storax pill hath ftood long ap- 
proved for an excellent Compoii- 
tion by the frequent. Prefcription 
of it in Catarrhs and fuch like de- 
fluxions; but the texture of it’s 
materials, tho’? moft of them gum- 
my, partake fo little of an oily 

; principle - 
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principle, that they readily make up 
swith a fyrup into avery good con- 
filtence. The Pilule de Cynogloffo 
are calculated for the fame intenti- 
ons, and hardly to be known from 
this in the mafs, the ingredients be- 
ing nearly the fame in both, but 
the Storax pill is generally preferred 
asa fhorter and more uniform Com- 
poftion. The Laudanum is apt to 
- grow brittle, and fometimes a little 
mouldy at the top, both which are 
prevented by keeping it clofe from 
the air. ‘The quantity of Opium is 
much better afcertained in this, 
than in any liquid forms; and with 
a little trouble, this may be diffol- 
ved into draughts for extemporane- 
ous ufes, tho’ it is the moit ready 
for a bolus or pills. hie 

Amongt thofe which take in ca- 
thartics, fome do it fo fparingly, 
that they ought rather to te deem- 
_ ed alterants than purgers; fuch as 
the Aloiphangine, Fatide, and 
Stomachice cum Gumi, all which {o 
abound with ingredients of other 
intentions, that the purging ones 
are almoft loft in them. S8affenus 
finds great fault with the firft of 
thefe, but it ts fo very little ufed 
now, that it is hardly worth a criti- 
eal examination here; and efpecial- 
ly as the Tinétura Sacra is a Medi- 
cine much better contrived for the 
fame intentions, on all accounts, 
both for taking and efficacy. The 
Pilule Fetide cannot be juftified 
for avery uniform Compofition, but 
in the main it takes in fo many 
things which are efficacious in hypo- 
condriacal, hyfterical, and other ner- 
vous diforders, that it is generally 
ufed with fuccefs ; but if fo much 
of the juice of Leeks be applied in 


diffolving the gums, that it wants. 


but little of the fyrup to bring it to 
a confiftence, it will be very apt to 
grow mouldy with keeping. In this 
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and all Compofitions which take in 
ingredients fo different in textures, 
all that will powder ought to be fo 
reduced together, and when the 
gums are ftrained, after diffolving 
them with a moderate heat in the 
liquor directed, they are put together 
ina mortar, and beat into a due con- 
fiftence with a proper quantity of | 
fyrup. The oil of Amber, or any - 
thing elfe of like nature is beft rub- 
bed firft into the dry powders. The 
Pilule Stomachice cum Gummi con- 
tinue to. be fometimes ordered, but 
they are not by much fo well efteem- 

ed as heretofore; the Tinfura Sacra — 
alfo taking place of it to better .ad- 
vantage. There are likewife fome 
other cathartics of weak efficacy, 
from their mixture with other things, 
which are fo little ufed, that they 
deferve not much examination; as 
the Pilule de Agarico, de Alo# lota, 
de Ammoniaco magiftrales, Cochia. 
majores, Diambra, and Mecheatan- 
ne, ali which are hardly ever made 


‘or prefcribed. The Pilule Ecphrad- 


ice, for the reafons already given © 
about falts contained in pills, are of 
fo brittle a confiftence, that they 
likewife are feldom to be met with ~ 
in the Shops or in Prefcription. 
The fame difadvantage alfo have the 
Pilule de Rhabarbaro, de Scammo- 
nio, and Tartarez. 

The Pilule Rufi is the only one 
in this rank, which is much appro- 
ved in common Praétice; and in- 
deed it’s ingredients are fo few, 
and thofe fo good in the intention. 
of a gently purging ftomachic, that 
they very well deferve this prefe- 
rence. This, and the E/ixir Pro- 
prietatis take in the fame ingredt- 
ents, and differ in little elfe than 
their refpettive forms. This pill, 
as to it’s goodnefs, is fo much judg- 
ed of by it’s colour, which is CO- 
veted of a bright yellow, that wie! 


+ 
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if not all Compounders, bring it 
to a confiftence with fyrup of Le- 
mons, which much improves it in 
that refpect, inftead of fyrup of 
Wormwood which would greatly 
hurt it. ; 

Amongft the moft efficacious pur- 
ges, and thofe moft commonly in 
ufe, are the Pi/ule Coccie minores, 
& Duobus, and Pilule Rudii. The 
two firft differ in little elfe, than in 
one’s having the Aloés, and the 
other not, which makes the later 
ftronger, the Colocynth and Scam- 
mony being moft powerful cathar- 
tics. The goodnefs of both is judg- 
ed of by the ftrong fcent of the oil of 
Cloves, which being the moft 
chargeable ingredient, is moft like- 
ly to be limited in it’s quantity. 
The Pilule Rudii is of the fame 
contrivance as the A/ocphangine, 
but is not fo crouded with unnecef- 
fary ingredients, and therefore takes 
in the efficacious ones in larger 
quantities, fo that it’s operation is 
brisk enough in a dofe of 38. 
But in the common way of making 
the fpirit-neceflary to extract the 
fpices and other hard ingredients, 
moft of it is drawn over before the 
Sacammony and Aloés are put in; 
and after that it is diftilled, fo that 
the remainder is near in the ftate of 
an extract, or about the confiftence 
of a fyrup, the Aloés is melted in 
it, and the Scammony fifted in when 
powdered. The Pilule de Gutté 
Gamandré have nothing difficult 
in their Compofition, but are of a 
more brittle confiftence, and more 
apt to gripe in their operation, up-. 
on account of the vitriolated Tar- 
tar, than they would be without it, 
Tho” this feems to be put into ma- 
ny of this clafs, which abound with 
refinous ingredients, as a means to 
divide them, but it is extremely 
raking to the ftomach and bowels, 
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and feems to be well fupplied by the 
common falt of Tartar. ee 

There is not much to be learried 
from examples of occafional Prefcrip- 
tion in this form, befides what is — 
common to every form; for there 
is required nothing particular here, 
more than what hath already been 
taken notice of concerning a proper 
confiftence, and the not exceeding 
@ certain number ina dofe.

Take of the troches of Agaric i. 
of the fpecies of Hiera $3. of Myrrh 
3vi. fyrup of Buckthorn a fuffcient 
quantity to make into a mals for 
pills, f a. 

This compofition is as old as Afe- 
The firft 
Difpenfatory of the College and the 
Augufian havereceived it alike; but 
this hath rejected very juftly the 
Orrice, Horehound, and fome o- 
ther ingredients very foreign to the 
main intention, and ferving only to 
clog the Medicine. Zwe/fer here- 
upon orders the Myrrh, as likewile 
all gums that are brought into this 
form, to be diflolved in a proper 
quantity of Wine, or any convenient 
liquor, as being thus much better 
reducible to a due confiltence in the 
whole, than if powdered with the 
other ingredients. But the Compo- 
fer herein is left to his difcretidn, 
who, if he be an artift, will always 
be governed by the texture and bo- 
dy of any gum fo ordered, which 
will fometimes better fait ome ma- 

nagement 
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nagement than another. Thefe are 


reported to purge pituitous humours, 
and to be good againft Afthmas, 
Dropfies, and the Gout; but the 
prefent Prattice hath almoft difown- 
ed them, and they are very rarely 
prefcribed. The dofe is from 9i, 
to 31. 

2. Aromatic Pill with Aloés; Pi- 
luie Aloéphangine. 

Take of Cinnamon, Cloves, the 
leffer Cardamoms, Nutmegs, Mace, 
Calamus aromaticus, Carpobalfam, 
or in it’s defect, Juniper-berries, 
_ Schcenanth, yellow Sanders, Goats- 

Rue, and red Rofes, ana 3G. Let. 
thefe be grofly powdered, and a 
tinfture be drawn from them with 
fpirit of Wine, in a Glafs veffel 
clofe ftopped, enough to ftrain off 
t iii. in which diffolve ib i. of the 
fineft Aloés, and to it add of Maftich, 
and Myrrh in powder, ana 3i. of 
Saffron 3 ii. of Peruvian Balfam 3 £. 
and reduce the whole into a due 
confiftence for pills by evaporation 
of the fuperfluous moifture over an 
heat of warm afhes. 

The quantities of fome of the in- 
gredients are fomewhat diminifhed 
to what they were before. Thefe 
are the Pilule Aromatica of Mefues 
but it feems from Galen, Lib. 1. 


de Comp. Med. as if he borrowed. 


the Prefcription from Lampone’s, be- 
_ _caufe it is almoft the fame as his Hie- 
ra. Zwelfer is very large in his ani- 
madverfions upon this Compofition; 
which in the Auguffan Difpenfatory 
a little differs from this, and he is 
very elaborate in it’s correction. He 
directs to draw the aromatic part of 
the ingredients off by twovor three 
cohobations with 4 v. or vi. of fpirit 
of Wine by a retort, which is to be 
faved, and a decoétion made of the 


refiduum in plain Water, in which- 


the Aloés is to be diffolved and eva- 
porated ; and then the Myrrh, Ma- 
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ftich, and Saffron to be put to it, 
with the aromatic Spirit before 
drawn ; or elfe to take fuch aroma-. 
tics as have not their effential Oils in. 
the Shops, and manage thus; and 
put a due proportion of thofe effen- 
tial oils, which are drawn, to the 
whole at laft, which feems to be 
the better way. This is directed in 
the Pharmacopeia Regia, with Hel+ 
lebore, and entituled, Pilu/e Aloé- 
phangine Capitales &F Stomachita, 
but they are now out of ufe. Thefe 
are faid to purge and ftrengthen the 
Stomach and Heads and are good 


to carry off pituitous and-cold hu- 


mours, which clog the Senfories ; 
to procure appetite, and promote. 
digeftion.. And .without doubt it 
is a good Compofition for fuch pur- 
pofes; but it is rather to be efteem- 
ed as an alterative than as a cathar- 
tic, and therefore it’s ufe ought to 
be continued for fome time to anfwer 
any end of confequence. This is 
not greatly in the prefent Practice, 
but is a very good: Medicine, the 
Pilule Rudii moftly taking it’s place, 
being preferable only where a brisker 
purge is required. The dofe of this 


is from 91, -to iv. or more. © It is © 


much the better way to give all 
things of this kind over night; be- 
caufe by fo long continuance they 
get more into the.blood, and have 
a greater effect upon the remote 
parts; which is their main intention. 
When this grows too brittle to form 
into pills, as all of this kind will, 
moiften it afrefh with a little {pirit 
of Wine. bye 

3. Pills of wafhed Aloés; Pi/ule 
de Aloé Loté. 

Take of. Aloés’diffolved in the. 
juice of Rofes, and again infpiffated 
% i. of the troches of Agaric 3 iii. 
af Maftich 4ii. fyrup of damask 
Rofes a fufficient quantity, to make 
into a mais for pills, / 4.

tory, under the title of Pilule de 


Aloé lot incerti Authoris, with the. 
addition of 3 fi. of the Species Dia-- 


mofcbi dulcis. It hath ftood alfo 
in the fame mtanner in the Co/lege 
Difpenfateries down to the prefent, 
which hath alfo rejected that {pecies 
out of the number of that clafs. 
Zwelfer finds fault with the title, 
becaufe Aloés cannot properly be 
_ faid in this procefs, nor indeed in a- 
ny other, to be wafhed; and dire¢ts 
the Aloe Rofata to be ufed in it’s 
ftead; there are many other Com- 
pofitions in this form with Alocs, 
in the Avguffan and other Difpen- 
fatories, as particularly one with Ma- 
 ftich, from Nicolaus Myrepfius ; but 
they are quite rejected from amongft 
the prefent officinals, except this and 
the " ; 
4. Rofated Aloés; Aloé rofata. 
Take of bright fuccotrine Aloés 
in powder Ziv. of the depurated 
juice of damask Rofes tb i. and di- 
geft them together over a gentle 
heat, till the fuperfluous humidity 
is exhaled, and the remainder be- 
comes of adue confiftence for pills,

This is ordered in the Avguftan 
Difpenfatory, to be done three times 
over; andin the Pharmacopa@ia Re- 


gia it is directed with an addition 


of Diagrydium, and refin of Scam- 
mony, but that is now rejeted, 
The fame Difpenfatory alfo. orders 
_ another, with an .infufion of Violets; 


but this is the moft fimple of them: 


all, and the only one that is now 
ufed in PraGtice. The dofe is froin 
Di. to Dil. 

5. Magifterial Pills of Ammonia- 
cum; Pilule de Ammoniaco Magi- 
firales. 

Take of Gam Ammoniacum, pre- 
pared with the vinegar of Squills 
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% ii. of fuccotrine Aloés 3 if. of 
Myrrh, Maftich, and Benjamin, ana 
4 {3.-of Saffron, and falt of Worm- 
wood, ana 3 ii. of fyrup of Worm- 
wood a fufficient quantity, to make 
them into a mafs for pills. 

Thefe were not received into any 
Difpenfatories of the College before, 
but feemed to be taken from the 
Auguftan Difpenfatery, where they 
are afcribed to Quvercetan as their 
author ; the variation here from. 
that is very little. Zee/fer orders 
fo much Vinegar to be ufed in the 
diffolution of the gums, as not to 
want any fyrup to bring it to a 
due confiftence. He alfo greatly’ 
blames the lixivial Sale in this Com- 
pofition, not only as foreign to the 
intention of the whole, but becaufe 
it {poils it’s due confiftence for pill: 
by taking away it’s tenacity, and. 
making it crumble, as all fuch falts 
will do to adhefive fubftances. 
This Compofition is given by Schro- 
der, much in.the fame manner as it: 
is continued here. ‘ rf 

6. The greater Pill Cochiz ; Pi- 
lula Cactiea majoris. 

Take of Hiera Picra 3.x. of the 
troches of Alhandle 3iiif. of Dia- 
grydium, 3 iif. of the moft gummy 
Turbith 3 v. and make them into a 
confiftence fit for pills, with a fuf- 
ficient quantity of fyrup of Buck- 
thorn, f. a. 

This is taken from Rbafes, Cap. 1. 
ad Almanforem, and was received 
at firft by the College and 4uguftan 
Difpenfatories; but the former e- 
mendation of the College changed 
the pulp of Colocynth, which was 
in the original Prefcription, for the 
Trochifet Albandal: but this hath 
further mended it, by rejecting the 
Steechas, and making it into a due 
confiftence, with fyrup of Buckthorn 
inftead of fyrap of Stcechas, which 
i$. 
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is more fuitable to the defign of the 
Medicine; but it is hardly ever ufed 
in the prefent Practice. 

7. The leffer Pill Cochiz 3 Pi- 
lula Coccia minores. 

Take of bright Aloés, the pureft 
- Scammony, and the pulp of Colo- 
cynth, ana 3 i. when they are pow- 
dered make them into a mafs, with 
a fufficient quantity of fyrup of Buck- 
thorn, f a. adding thereunto 3 ii. 
of the diftill’d oil of Cloves. 

This is a modern Compofition, 
and the moft in ufe of any under 


this clafs : it is not in the firft Dif-. 
penfatories of the College; and in 


the laft but one, there were but 311. 
of oil of Cloves, to the fame pro- 
portion of ingredients; fo that this 
is much warmer, which greatly adds 
to it’s eficacy in many intentions 5 
efpecially in cholic pains, and to 
difcufs vifcidities, watery humours, 
and flatulencies, for which purpofes 
St is often prefcribed: but then a 
grain or two of Opium is generally 
mixed with it, to make it’s operati- 
on milder, and prevent the mem- 
branes being too much irritated 
therewith, which in fuch cafes will 
always aggravate the fymptoms. It’s 
dofe is from gr. Xv. to 9. to grown 
perfons, 

8. The Pilule Cocci@ of the EA 
dinburgh Difpenfatory. : 

Take of fuccotrine Aloés, troches 
Alhandal and Scammony, ana # 1. 
diftill’d oil of Cloves 4i. fyrup of 
Buckthorn g. f/ Make them into a 
mafs. 

g. Pill of Hounds-tongue; Pi- 
lule de Cynogloffo. 

Take of the dried roots of Hounds- 
tongue, white Henbane feeds and 
Opium, ana % &. of Maftich 4 vi. 
of Olibanum 4v. of Saffron, Ca 
ftor, and Storax, ana 3if3. Let the 
Hounds-tongue root, the Henbane 
feeds, and Caitor, be powdered to- 
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gether; but the Mattich, Saffron 
and Olibanum, by themfelves fepa- 


rately : let the Opium be cut into: — 


thin flices, and diffolved in Rofe- 
water; afterwards put in the pow-. 
ders, and make into a mafs of a con- 
fiftence fit for pills; with a fufficient 
quantity of Ditacodium. eee 
This is a Contpofition which Ni- 
colaus borrows trom Mefue; but 
Fernelins and Renod@us have altered 
it, chiefly by the addition of Caftor 
and Storax: and after them our 


College have copied it into their firft — 


Difpenfatory. The Auguftan Dif- 
penjatory, indeed, gives two diftinét 
forms of it, one ftanding under the 
title of Pil/ule de Cynogloffo cum Ca- 
froreo; whith hath been the neareft 
followed by the College in their late 
emendations. They are greatly re- 
commended by Zzwelfer againft ca- 
tarrlis, and for fo doing he had the 
authority of Benediffis Faventinus, 
a celebrated Phyfician of Bononia; 
who ufed it with great fuccefs in 
falt defluxions, in mixture with juice 


of Liquorice and the Pilule de Aloé - 


Lota. The Pharmacopatia Regia 
givasa pill de Cynoglofo Anodyna, 


which is there preferred in many © 


cafes to the common Laudanum.

Thefe were firft ordered in the lait 
Difpenfatory of the College but one; 
and therewith a fuflficient quantity 
of the oil of Cloves to make them 
into a mafs, only with a little fyrup, 


* but the afcertaining the quantity is 


much better both for the Compoun- 
der and Prefcriber, tho’ what is 
here allowed will not make it by 
much fo warm as before, nor as the 
Coscia minores is now directed; tho’ 
it is a flronger purge, and is more 
effectual in obftinate cafes. But as 


for it’s frequent ufe and recom- 


mendation by fome in venereal 
cafes, itis a great error, and highly 
to be condemned: for a conftitu- 
tion may be torn to pieces with 
fuch cathartics, before the feat and 


caufe of fuch ailments are at all af 


feéted: the Gout indeed may very 
likely be affefted by fuch a {mart 


purgeas this is ; and many chronicdi- 


ftempers are remedied by it’s means.

Practical authors, and extemps- 
raneous Prefcriptions, abound with 
forms of this intention; but I have 
not.met with any one before thé 
lat Difpenfatory of the College, 
in an officinal Difpenfatory. Sy/- 
vius de le. Boe givesa Recipe un- 
der this denomination, which fomé 
of our extemporaneous Difpenfatory- 
Writers have tranfcribed, but that 
confiderably differs from this: a 
great deal of pains is required to 
bring this into a due confiitence, 
becaufe the falts fo much difpole it 
to crumble.

_ Thefe are the Pilule Fetide ma- 
jores of Mefue, and which our Col- 
ege tranfcribed exactly into their firft 
Difpenfatory, ‘as alfo it is in the 4u- 
guftan in the fame manner; but on 
a review the Bdellium hath been 
expunged, as having no virtues cor- 
refponding to the intention of the 
whole: the Euphorbium: hath been 
likewife leffened by half it’s quanti- 
ty, becaufe of it’s exceflive heat and 
pungency. Some other {mall alte- 
rations are likewife made, that are 
not of moment enough for any par- 
ticular notice. Qwvercetan hath a 
Compofition under the title of Pi- 
lule de Euphorbio, not greatly un- 
like thefe, and which are tranfcri- 
bed by Schroder, who hath, Lid. 4. 
taught many ways how. to correct 
the Euphorbium, as by baking it 
’ joa Citron or a Lemmon, or dif- 
folving and wafhing it with various 
acids ; which means are imagined 
to abate it’s cauitic, fiery nature. 
The Auguftan Dilpenfatory likewile 
orders it for the fame end, to be 
reduced to a kind o! pulp or mafs, 
with oil of fweet Almonds, and 
theg macerated warm in any acid 
juices; but the quantity: it is here 
sduced to, requires no iuch great 
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trouble. Zwelfer greatly recom- __ 
mends this Compofition in arthritic 
affections, and cutaneous foulnefles, 
befides many other cafes, and the 
prefent Practice gives fomé reputa- 
tion to it’s virtues, by direéting it 
fometimes in nervous and hyfteric 
diforders, to which laft intention 
the Collegs feem now to have had 
a particular regard, by the addition 
of Affa Fetida, which was never 
in it before: but the mafs is fome- 
what difficult to keep without 
moulding, which feems owing to 
the juice of Leeks ufed for diffol- 
ving the gums, and not giving bo- 
dy enough to keep it from drying: 
the beft way is to confine it in 
an oily Bladder, and a leaden pot. 
This is a well-contrived purge of 
all kinds of humours, which lay a 
load upon the nerves, and the prin- 
cipal things of the animal Machine; 
for it is full of hot and penetrating 
parts; and as the Scammony atts 
as a cathartic in the more open 
paflages, others carry the fame qua- 
lity into the remoteft recefles, and 
clear away watery and pituitous hu- 
mours from all the glands and ca- 
pillaries ; but particularly thofe mu- 
cous foulneffes which frequently dif- 
order the Womb. For thefe reafons 

,this isa notable purge in all diftem- 
pers of the Head, as Apoplexies, 
Epilepfies, Palfies, and the like; for 
hy pochondriacal and {pleneticaffeéti- 
ons, and promotes the uterine clean- — 
fings, fo as to affift in the cure of 
moft complaints from that quarter. 
Rheumatifms, Scrophulas, and the 
Gout, it is calculated for ; and the 
moft extreme parts will be drained 
of their {uperfuities by it. But for 
thefe extraordinary purpofes it is 
to be frequently repeated, and to 
be given tn {mall dofes, that it may: 
not run of too falt by ftool; for 
the more {uch things are brought 

to 
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to the operation of alteratives, the 
more effectual are they to, anfwer 
any intention of moment: an al- 
terative in the Blood-veffels opera- 
ting by the fame means as a cathar- 
tic in the Bowels. The general 
dofe is from 9i. to Div. i 
18. The gum Pills Pilule gum- 
mo/@. 
Take of Opopanax 3 i. of Amma- 
niacum, Galbanum and Sagapenum, 
ana % f3. of Myrrh 3ii. of 4a Fa- 
tida and Caftor, ana 3 il. of oil of 
Amber 9 i. of Mithridate a fufficient 
quantity to make into a mafs of a 
due confifténce fot pills. 
'- 'Thefe have not, before the new 
one of the College, been in any 
officinal Difpenfatory, and the neareft 
Prefcription to them of any I have 
met with, is that of 8. C/off@us, 
inferted by Schroder, under the fame 
_ title; tho’ this feems vaftly to excel 
that in the uniformity of intention, 
and the fimplicity and eafe of pre- 
paration to the Compounder.

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ferent titles, and for the fame inten- 
tion as this, both in officinal and 
extemporaneous Difpenfatories : tho” 
our College had nothing of this kind 
in their firft Difpenfatory, yet in the 
Jaft but one, they have a Compofi- 
tion under the fame title, which 
hardly at all differs from the Pi/ule 
Hydropicé of Bontius, formerly a 
noted Phyfician to the Prince of 
Orange in Holland, and which Schro- 
der hath given in his Pharmacopaia 
Medico-Chymica, Lib. 2. Cap. 73 
There is a’Prefcription of Horffizs, 
under the title of Pilu/@ de Hydrar- 
gyro, wherein Mercury, Aloés, and 
Scammony, have the greateft fhare, 
and have likewife oil of Turpentine 
direéted in them: but this Compo- 
fition certainly excels any preceed- 
ing ones of the like intention, both 
for uniformity and efficacy. ‘This is 
a very rough purge, and cannot 
fafely be given from above gr. x. 
to 4 £. It is reckoned a great purger 
of Water, and is therefore chiefly 
given in Dropfies, and fuch like ca- 
chexies, that are attended with too 
great an excefs of bulk; in which 
cafe it is a powerful Medicine,: but 

it is not often prefcribed. ~ .

Take of faccotrine Aloés 3iif, 
Gum Ammoniacum and Gamboge, 
ana 3 ifs.

them into a mafs. ; 
22. Pills of Mechoacan; Pilalz 
Mechoacane. 
Take of Mechoacan root % fi. of 
Turbith 3 ii. of the leaves of Me- 
zereon, macerated in Vinegar and 
dried, of Dwarf-Elder feed, and the 
troches of Agaric, ana 4ii. of the 
Spurge rcog prepared and Mailich, 
V2 ana 
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ana ¥if8. of Mace, Cinnamon, and 
Sal Gem. ana 3ii. Let all thefe, 
clean powdered, be made into a 
mafs, with White-wine, and that 
dried and powdered again ; and laft- 
ly, be beat up into a mafs, ‘of a 
confiftence fit for pills, witha fuf- 
ficient quantity of fyrup of Buck- 
thorn. 

Thele have Renodeus for their 
firflt Prefcriber, from whom the 
College tranfcribed them into their 
firft Difpenfatory; and they have 
fince continued exactly the fame, 
except in fome circumftances of 
making into a ma{s, which are of 
no great moment. The duguftan 
Difpenfatory hath a Compofition for 
the fame intention of an Hydra- 
gogue, which is there afcribed to 
Mefue or Foannes Damafcenus, un- 
der the title of Pi/ule de Mezereo; 
but it is fo different from this, as 
not to allow of a fuggeftion that 
this was taken from it, and is not 
likely enough to come into ufe, fo 
as to require any aflignment of it’s 
dofes or virtues. . 

23. The Rhubarb Pill: ‘Pilu/e de 
Rhavarbaro. ; 
Take of Rhubarb $1. of refin 
of Jalap, and Tartar of Vitriol, ana 
4 ii8, of the chymical oil of Nut- 
megs 3 {. of the thinner extract of 
Gentian a fufficient quantity to make 
them into a mafs of a fit confiftence 
for pills, 
_ There is tranfcribed into the 4z- 
guffan Dilpenfatory a.Compofition 
under this title, from Mée/ve ; and 
the College in their firft edition had 
one very little different from it ; 
but fince it hath been difcontinued 
by the College until their laft edi- 
tion, which notwithflanding greatly 
differs from either of the before- 
mentioned, both in leaving out ma- 
ny fuperfuous ingredients, and ad- 
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ding fome new ones of greater ef- 
ficacy to the chief intention of the 
whole. ‘Tartar of Vitriol is com- 
monly ordered among ingredients 
of this mixture and operation, on- 
ly to open and feparate their moft 
tenacious parts, as the falt of Tar- 
tar is direéted in fome infufions of 
like intention; but this hath not 
yet obtained in Praétice, nor is it 
likely to do. fo. 

24. Ruffy’s, or the common Pill; 
Pilule Ruth, five communes. 

Take of the bet Aloés Z ii. of 
choice Myrrh 31. of Saffron Z fR. 
and make them altogether into a 
Mafs, of a confiftence fit for pills, 
with a fuficient quantity of fyrup 
of Wormwood, 

Thefe are generally afcribed to’ 
Rufus, a noted and a very antient 
Phyfician ; but Zeve/fer. will have it 
that he borrowed them from Pau/us 
JE gineta, Lib. 2. Cap. 26. but with 
this difference from either of them, 
that they put an equal quantity of. 
Gum Ammoniacum with the Aloés, 
and no Saffron. There are indeed 
in the uguftan Difpenfatory, Pi- 
lul@ Peftilentiales Avicenne, feu» 
communes, with the fame ingredients 
as here, but fomewhat differing im 
their proportions; and in the firlt 
Difpenfatories of the College, thefe 
are recited under the title of Pi- 
lula Peftilentiales, fo that they feem 
to have been inadvertently confoun- 
ded by fome writers. But in this 
the modern Prefcriptions chiefly dif- 
fer from the former, in ordering 
but half the quantity of Saffron as 
of Myrrh, whéreas they generally 
direét them equal, and both toge- 
ther as much as the Aloés. The 
moft antient writers likewife direct 
them to be made into a mafs, el- 
ther with aromatized Wine, or 
juice of Lemons; and even the 


— College 
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Coliege at firft directed the fyrup 
of the juice of Lemons, which is 
here changed for the fyrup of 
Wormwood; which fome do not 
however fo well like; becaufe it 
rather darkens the fhining yellow of 
the ingredients, for which colour 
the Medicine is much valued. The 
ingredients are much the beft re- 
duced into powder feparately, be- 
caufe they are fo different in texture 
from one another, that they will 
not do in a mortar fo well together. 
This Medicine was defign’d by it’s 
firft Prefcribers to be diffolved for 
potions, but it’s extreme bitternefs 
making that intolerable, the mo- 
derns have very juftly retained it 
in pills for their extemporaneous 
Praétice. Felix Platerus hath a Pre- 
fcription under the title of Pilule 
Peftilentiales, which hath all the 
ingredients of this, but joined with 
many others, which feem rather 
to clog than improve it. Schroder 
alfo gives one by the name of Pe- 
frilentiales Compofite, not differing 
but in the addition of things, that 
rather fpoil than mend it. This is 
accounted a good Stomach-purge, 
and with good reafon ; for it greatly 
warms and ftrengthens it, and but 
very gently purges. It is pecu- 
liarly good in cold conftitutions 
and indigeftions; and will many 
times, without other help, cure a. 
Green-Sicknefs, in which cafe it 


greatly promotes the menftrual dif-- 


charges, andopens uterine obftruéti- 
ons. It may be given from gr. xv. 
to 3i. but this is not fo fit for a 
carthartic as an alterative ; and 
therefore ought rather to be given 
in moderate dofes, and be long con- 
tinued. 

25. The Ruffy’s Pill of the E- 
dinburgh Difpenfatory ; Pilule com- 
munis Ruih. 

Take of fuccotrine Aloés 3 ii. Gum 
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Ammoniacum Zi. Myrrh 3%. E- 
lixir Proprietatis g. f- to make a 
mafs. 

26. Pilule Rudii. 

Take of Colocynth 3 vi. .of A- 
garic, Scammony, black Hellebore- 
root, and Turbith root, ana 3 &. 
of fuccotrine Aloés % i. of Cimna- 
mon, Mace and Cloves, ana 3 ii. 
Let the Colocynth be cleared from 
it’s feed and cut fmall, the Agaric 
fhaved into chips, and the Helle- 
bore, ‘Turbith, and fpices, be gro- 
fly bruifed; and pouring upon them 
four times as much fpirit of Wine, 
let them macerate four days toge- 
ther in a moderate heat ; then ftrain 
and prefs out hard the liquor, in 
which diffolve the Scammony and 
Aloés, after they have been before 
duly cleanfed; laft of all, put the 


-whole into an alembic of Glafs, 


and draw off fo much of the fuper- . 
fluous moifture as will leave the re- 
mainder as thick as Honey, for a 
mafs to be made into pills. 
This differs from the Prefcription’” 
received into the firft Difpenfatory 
of the College, in fubftituting a few 
very good aromatics in the room of 
a perplexed Compofition that is now - 
quite expunged the Shops, the ma- 
nagementalfo of it’s preparation dif- 
fers fomewhat from that, tho’ in 
nothing of coniequence. Zwelfer 
orders the fame proceedure as in 
the Aloéphangine. The Scammony 
fhould be powdered by itfelf, and 
the Aloés fhould not be added till 
it is ftrained from the other ingre- 
dients ; and when that is diffolved, 
and it is near high enough, the 
Scammony fhould be fifted and ftir-. 
red in. The fuperflyous ipirit 1s 
laft drawn off by a retort, becaufe 
it may then be faved again for the 
fame ufe another time, whereas eva- 
poration in an open veffel would lofe 
it; but it can hardly: be drawn that 
U 
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way toa full confiftence, becaufe it 
_ requires frequent trial when near e- 
nough, and therefore ’tis beft to be 
taken out, and put into an open 
veffel to finifh it. This more ftrict- 
ly belongs to the clafs of extracts, 
and is’ more generally titled fo in 
the Shops, and in extemporancous 
Prefctiption ; it is fometimes prefcri- 
bed under the title of Extraflum Eu- 
ftachii, the other part of the name 
of it’s author, Euffachius Rudius. 
There are many Prefcriptions in the 
ahtient practical Writers and Difpen- 
fatories, and particularly in the col- 
 JeQtions of Schrader and Zwelfer, 
under the titles of Panchymagoga, 
which come very near to this, ex- 
cepting it being more crouded with 
ingredients, and lefs elegantly com- 
pounded. ‘Some Shops, efpecially 
thofe of wholefale dealers, who 
make vaft quantities at a time, put 
in, without order, falt of Tartar,. 
to preferve this extract moift, which 
otherwife grows hard, and requires 
a little frefh fpirit to foften it. If 
this grows likewife too brittle, 
mooiflen it with freth fpirit. It may 
be given from gr. xv. to Dil. and 
is effectual to all the purpofes the 
Alotphangina ftands recommended 
for. Itis much more in Prefcrip- 
tion than that, becaufe it anfwers 
the common intention of a cathar- 
tic much better, being ftronger and 
brisker in operation ; which altho’ 
it moft pleafes common people, yet 
the greateft feats are to be done by 
Medicines of flower operation, un- 
lefs the humours wanting evacuation 
are only in the firft paflages, which 
is rarely the cafe of fuch’as take 
purges. ‘This at prefent is in great 
efteem in the Shops for an Head- 
purger ; and it is’ indeed the chief 
pill in ufe in moft cafes where 
catharttcs are prefctibed in this 
form. chia Wipe Mba oie 
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27. The Pilule feu Extrafum 
Rudii of the Edinburgh Difpenfatory. 
_ Take Agaric; Colocynth, black 
Hellebore and Turbith, ana Z i. 
beat them well and add falt of 'Tar- 
tar % if. Spring-water ib iv. boil 
them‘to an half, and evaporate the 
ftrained liquor to the confiftence 
of Honey, adding the following in- 
gredients, being firft reduced to a 
fine powder; fuccotrine Aloés 4 il.

This Compofition was at firft in 
the College Difpenfatory, altho’. there 
are Pilule Stomachice from Mefue, 
but thofe are very different from 
thefe, and now juftly expunged as 
a trifling Medicine, confifting of no- 
thing but Aloés, Maftich, and red 
Rofes, with fyrup ‘of Wormwood. 
In the Anguftan and Royal Difpen- 
fatories, there are alfo feveral 
Compoiitions under the title of f{to- 
machic pills, but they feem fo ill 
calculated for any one intention, 
that they are now quite out of 
ufe. And this is hardly ever pre- 
{cribed in the prefent Practice.

Take of Storax, Olibanum, Myrrh, 
the infpifflated juice of Liquorice 
and Opium, ana J &. of Saffron 3i.

with a fufficient quantity of the fy- 
rup of white Poppies. 

This was firft ordered by Me/ue 
with Frankincenfe, as it is here with 
Olibanum, and without Saffron. 
Schroder hath got it with fome dif- 
ference from both, having Lauda- 
num befides the Opium, and adding 
Yi. of Ambergris to fomewhat a 
lefs quantity of the mafs. He fays 
that 8. Clofeus ufed it with great 
fuccefs to breeding women who 
were in danger of mifcarriage from 
the trouble of frequent coughing. 
* It is much that the 4ugu/fan Difpen- 
Jatory, as wellas the Pharmacopaia 
Regia, hath omitted it; “as it is a 
very good Medicine, and now much 
ufed in common Prefcription againft 
catarrhs, €3c. In this Compofition 
the Storax muft be ftrained and 
the Opium, tho’ fome dry and pow- 
der it, and beat together with the 
extract of Liquorice into a pafte; 
and then receive the reft of the 
ingredients in powder. ‘There is 
gr. i. of Opium in every gr. vi. of 
this mafs; and therefore it ought 
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in the extreme dofe not to exceed 
xu, or xv. gr. It has all the virtues 
of the Pi/. de Cynogloffo, but has 
fomewhat more than double the 
quantity of Opium in that. It is 
much more ufed than any other of 
this intention; but it ought to be 
with caution. It’s moft ufual dofe 
is from gr. vi. to gr. x.

Here is fuppofed fo much of the 
vinegar of Squills to be ufed in dif 
folving the Gum Ammoniacum, 
as is fufiicient to give a due con- 
fiftence. to the whole. The firlt 
Difpenfatory of our College had no- 
thing under this title, altho’ they 
have added one fince, which was 
originally from Quercetan, and cor- 
rected by Senmertus : notwithftand- 
ing which, Zwe/fer in his animad- 


‘verfions upon it in the Avgu/fan 


Difpenfatory, is very prolix in di- 
recting the manner of it’s Compoli- 
tion; but the College have now a- 
gain expunged that as an injudicious 
and: very troublefome mixture, and 
fubftituted this as vaitly more fim- 
ple, and more efficacious to the 
intention it is defigned for, from 
Bontius, formerly Phyfician to the 
Houfe of Orange, as it is retained by 
Schroder in his Pharmacopeia Medi- 
co-Chymica; where he tells us that 
it-was of fo great elfteem in Ho//and © 
as»to be religioufly made common 
for the public benefit. Scaroder 

U 4 gives' 
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gives alfo the Pilule Tartaree of 
Quercetan, not much different from 
pi in the Auguffan, and the for- 
mer edition of the College, as alfo 
a fhorter Compofition of his own 
under the fame appellation; but 
thefe have none of ‘them obtained 
enough to come down to our pre- 
fent Praitice. ;

BS tin: Take 
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Of TROCHES. 
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Of Troches in general. 


HE next form is that of Tro- 

ches; this isin all refpedts 
blamed by fome commentators on 
the officinal Difpenfatories, particu- 
larly by Saffénus, who wonders how 
jt came to be contrived at all: but 
there are certainly fome good rea- 
fons for it, as it either better pre- 
serves thofe things againft their time 
of ufe, which would decay in pow- 
der, or aflifts in a particular manner 
of taking them, by gradually diffol- 


ving in the Mouth. But altho’ the 
prefent Difpenfatory of the College 
hath greatly abridged the number 
of Compofitions under this form, 
yet they have ftill retained many 
which are never ufed, viz. Trochifci 
de Agarico, Alipte Mofchate, Al- 
kekengi, de Carabe, Gosrdonii, de 
Ligno Aloés, de Plumbo, de Rhabar- 
baro, de Terra Lemniad, de Thure, 
and @ Violis folutivi. The Trochifer 
Alexiterii might likewife be placed 
amongft thefe, which are little or 
never ufed, but that it is a much 
more uniform Compofition than the 
others, and deferves to be better e- 

fteemed. : 
Amongft thofe more in ufe, and 
which are chiefly defigned asa meang 
to preferve the mtaterials againft a 
time 


moe 
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time of need, are fuch as are ufed 

either internally or externally; of 

. the former kind are the Trochifci 
Cypheos pro Mithridatio, Hedychroi 
| dd Theriacam, Hyfterici, de Myrrba, 
de Scilla ad Theriacam, -de Terra 
Faponicd, and de Vipera ad Theria- 
cam: of the later are only the Zro- 
chijei albi Rhafis. 

It would take up too much time 
and pains, to anfwer all the objecti- 
ons which Zeelfer, Safenus, and 
other writers in Pharmacy raife a- 
gainit all the troches that enter the 
Mithridate and Venice ‘Treacle; but 

what concerns us more particularly 
to know about thefe things, will 
more conveniently come under the 
examination of thofe grand Compo- 
fitions. 

The Trochifei Hyfterici are an 
uniform and efficacious Compofiti- 
on, but ftill feem to give. place to 
thofe de Myrrha, which are of the 
fame intention, and fomething pre- 
ferable in two refpects: for, every 
ingredient in them fully coincides 
with the main end, and they are 
more ready in this form for extem- 
poraneous occafions, than the fame 
things could be in any other, or in 

_ their natural productions. The 
Trochifei de Terra Faponicd are not 
yet come much into acquaintance, 
but are fo eafily made, and fo much 
pleafanter to take than any other 
of this form in the like intention, 
that they are much to-be preferred 
_to the Trochifci Gordonii, and de 
Terra Lemnid. The Trochifci Be- 
chici albi and nigri are both calcula- 
ted likewife to diffolve gradually in 
the Mouth, and for the fame in- 
tention; the former are by much 
more grateful, but the later more 
efficacious. The Trechifci Albandal 
might be mentioned amongit thofe 
for inward ufe, but they are fo 
much in negleét, unlefs in a few of- 
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ficinal Preferiptions, that it is hardly 
worth inguiry, whether the reduéti- 
on of the Colocynth from & vi. to 
3 vi. in the Jaft alteration of the Col- 
lege, be a‘ miftake or not. The 
Trochifei albi Rhafis are purpofely 
contrived for cooling lotions; and 
are chiefly ufed in folution with 
Plantain or Rofe-water, againft in- 
flammations and hot defluxions up- 
on the Eyes; the ufual quantity 1s 
about 3 3. to Zii. of Water, which, 
when diffolved, looks white as Milk. - 
The Trochifei de Plumbo are defign’d 
for the fame purpofes; but are a 
much coarfet Medicine, and there- 
fore hardly ever prefcribed. 

There are many things which 
might be contrived into this form 
for extemporaneous ufes, in the man= 
ner of the Trochijci Bechici, and fe- 
veral Medicines are reduced under 
the title of lozenges; but as the 
{ame intentions are an{fwerable by | 
things in other fofms; with more 
certainty, and few caring to be 
troubled with them, they are hard- 
ly ever met with in regular Pre- 
{cription. Tho’ for the prefervation 
of fome things for prefent ufe, it is 
a very ferviceable form, 2s hath 
been already obferved concerning 
the troches of Myrrh, and. fome 
other officinal Compofitions of the 
like nature.

The laf Difpenfatory of the Col- 
lege hath confented to the Augu/fan, 
where the Agaric is to be reduced 
with Wine into a kind of pulp, and 
brought into a due confiltencé with 
Ginger im powder: tho’ the firit ¢- 
dition is exaétly the fame with 
Zwelfer’s emendation of it in the 
Auzuffan, which hath in it Sal Gem, 
and is made up with Oxymel. How- 
ever none of thefe Preparations, 
which originally came from Me/ue 
and the Arabians, are now much 
in efleem, and never enter into any 
but fome of the old officinal Pre- 
{criptions. 

2. The Troches of Agaric of the 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory. : 

Take of white and light Agarie 
fcraped and well beaten @ iil. vitrio- 
lated Tartar 5 ii. Mucilage of Gum 
Tragacanth, extraéted with Mint- 
water g. {. Make into troches 


3. The white Troches of Rbafes 3 
Trochifei albi Rhafis. 

Take of Cerufe wafhed with Rofe- 
water 4x. of Sarcocolla Jiii. of 
Starch 3ii. of Gum Arabic and 
Tragacanth, ana 31, of Camphire 
3 &. and make them all together in- 
to troches with a fufficient quantity 
of Rofe-water, f. a. 

Thefe were the contrivance of 
the Phyfician whofe name they 
bear; but in the firft Difpenfatory 
in the College they were direéted 
with 3 £. of Opium, and to be made 
in troches with Milk; altho” there 
indeed the Opium is ordered to be 
admitted at difcretion. Thefe are 
diffolved in White-wine, Rofe-wa- 
ter or any other liquid, to make 
Collyria for the Eyes: They affuage 
inflammations, and fometimes repel 
hot corrofive rheums. The fame 
are fometimes ufed for inje&tions in 
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Gonorrheeas to cool the Urethra, 
and defend it againft the corrofions 
of the gleeting humours 3 ii. diffol- 
ved in Z ii. of liquid; is the ufual 
proportion of mixture $ with which 
the affected part is to be frequently 
wathed. > See a 

4. Alexiterial Troches; Trochifci’ 
Alexiterii. | | 

Take of Zedoary root,. of the Vir- 
ginia Snake-root, and of the powder 
of Crabs-claws, ana 3iG. of the 
outward bark of Citrons dried} and 
of Angelica feeds, aria 31. of Arme- 
nian Bole 48. and of white Sugar- 
candy three times the weight of 
the whole. Let them be all 
made into a fine powder, and then 
with a fufficient quantity of the 
Mucilage of Gum Tragacanth made 
in ‘Treacle-water, work them into 
a pafte fit for troches. = 

Thefe are tranfcribed into the 
firft edition of the College Dijpenfa- 
tory from Renodeus, much in the 
fame manner as Schrodér hath alfo 
got them into his Pharmacopeia 
Medico-Chyiica 3 and it was conti- 
nued down to the laft of the College 
without the emendations here; tho’ 
much correéted to what it was be- | 
fore. The Virginia Snake-root here 
is entirely new, and mahy things 
are left out which not only madé 
the Medicine too naufeous for this 
form, efpecially the Gentian, but 
alfo leffened the proportion of the 
moft efficacious ingredients, and fru- 
ftrated the main intention, which » 
feems originally to have been con- 
trived as a prefervative againft pefti- 
lential contagion. 

5. Troches of Colocynth; Tro- 
chifei Alhandal. 

Take of white Colocynth pulp 
cleared from it’s feeds, and cut 
{mall, of Gum Arabic, Tragacanth, 
and Bdellium, ana 3vi. Let the

Take of Winter.Cherries 3 iij. of 
Gum Arabic. Tragacanth, Oliba- 
num, Pine-nuts, fweet Almonds, 
Starch, juice of Liquorice, Armenian 
Bole, and white Poppy feeds, ana 
3 vi. of Melons, Cucumbers, Ci- 
truls, and Gourd feed, ana 41%. 
of the feeds of Smallage, and white 
Henbane, white Amber, . Lemniaz 
Earth, and Opium ana 3ii. and 
make them altogether into a pafte 
of a due confiftence for Troches; 
with a fufficient quantity of the frefh 
juice of Winter-Cherries, f z. 

This is an old Arabian Prefcrip- 
tion, taken originally from Me/ve; 
both the Auga/ffan and firlt Difpen- 
fatories of the College have got it 
confiderably different from what it 
is here, ‘and in fome refpeéts alfo 
different from one another. It is. 
intended for a detergent, and diu- 
retic particularly, and is fometimes 
prefcribed for fuch : but is very in- 
jadicioufly contrived for any pur- 
pofe. For the Lemziaz Earth has 
a quite contrary property, as likewife 
the Bole; and the whole is fo in- 
fignificant in it’s efficacy, as not to 
be worth the making. . 

g. The white pectoral Lozenges; 
Trochifci Bechici albi. 

Take of fine Sugar ib 1. of white 
Sugar-Candy % vill. of Florentine 
Orris root % B. of Liquorice pow- 
der 3 vi. of Starch Zi. and make 
them into fmall Lozenges with a 
fufficient quantity of the Mucilage 
of Gum Tragacanth made. in Rofe- 
water. Occafionally may be added 
Ambergris and Musk, . viz.-gr. iv. 
of the firit, and iil. of the lacer. ~ 

Thefe are in all the old Dijpen/a- 
tories in the fame manner, without 
alteration. ‘They are pretty much 
ufed for coughs and defluxions of 

| rheum, 
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rheum. . Ambergris and Musk, make 
them ferviceable to fweeten the 
breath. But they are of no great 
efficacy to any purpofe, and may 
be taken at pleafure. 

10. The white pectoral Lozenges 
of the Edinburgh Difpenfatory.

In the. Auguftan Difpenfatory this 
is clogged with many other ingre- 
dients; but the firft of the College 
hath it exadtly-as here, and there 
afcribes it to Rba/es for it’s author. 
The duguftan Colleétion hath alfo 
many other compofitions of the fame 
form and intention ; but they have 
mot reputation enough to continue 
them down to the prefent Practice. 
Thefe are much more effectual than 
the former, to ftop coughs from. 
tickling rheums, but not quite fo 
grateful to take. Some powder the 
Tragacanth, but that is very tire- 
fome, and will not make up fo 
imooth, as if it be gradually open’d 
with Rofe-water enough to beat up 
with the Almonds into pafte and 
afterwards with the other ingredi- 
ents. 

12. The black peétoral Lozenges 
of the Edinburgh Difpenfatory.

Take of Amber %i. of burnt 
Harts-horn, Gum Arabic, Red Co- 
ral, Gum Tragacanth, Acacia, Hy- - 
pociftis, Balauftines, Maftich, Gum 
Lacca wafhed, and black Poppy- 
feeds, ana 3 ii. 9 il. of Frankincenfe 
and Saffron, ana 3 ii. of Opium 3 i.

Plantain-water. 

This Compofition is afcrib’d to 
Mefue, and {eems defign’d againit 
Hemorrhages, and chiefly {pitting 
of blood. The Auguftan Difpenfa- 
tory, and all Editions of the Co/-'

14. The Troches of Amber of 
the Edinburgh Difpenfatory. 

Take of white Amber 3 ii. burnt 
Harts-horn, Gum Arabic, Traga- 
canth, red Coral, Blood-ftone, A- 
cacia, Hypociftis, Balauftines, Maf- 
tich, Dragon’s-blood, Arseniat 
bole and Fapan earth, ana 3 ii. of 
Saffron, Olibanum, and Opium, 
ana 3 iff. Rofe-water g. f. to diflolve: 
the Gum Arabic and Tragacanth 
into a mucildge: the reft of the 
ingredients, may be reduced into a 
fine’ powder and made into Tro- 
ODES fas c. ' 

15. Troches of Cyphi for the 
Mithridate; Trochifci Cypheos pro

Take of the Pulp of fat Raifins 
well cleanfed from the husks and 
ftones, and of Cyprus Turpentine, - 
ana Z ili, of Myrrh and Schcenanth, - 
ana % 1. of Cinnamon 3 &. of Ca- 
lamus Aromaticus 3 ili. of.round ~ 
Cyprefs-root, Spikenard, Caffia- 
wood, Juniper-berries, fat Bdellium, | 
and wood of Aloés, ana 4 lif. o 

Saffron 
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Saffron 3 i. a fmall quantity of Ca- 
nary ; and of the beft defpumated 
Honey a fufficient quantity. Let 
the Myrrh and Bdellium be redu- 
¢ed in a mortar, with Wine e- 
nough, to the confiftence of a thin 
Honey ; then ftir in the Turpentine, 
the pulp of the Raifins, and the 
powders ; and let all together be 
fimmered with Honey, well defpu- 
mated into a due conliltence to be 
formed into troches. 
_ This is but a troublefome Com- 
pofition: but as it is made a ftand- 
ing ingredient in the Mithridate, 
it’s Prefcription is ftill neceffarily re- 
tained here, as it is likewife in the 
Auguffan, and ail other officinal 
ifpenfatories of note. It is origi- 
nally afcribed to Damocrites, who, 
it feems, attempted to reform the 
Mithridate, and contrived thefe in- 
gtedients into this form on pufpofe 
for that: it is taken notice of by 
Galen de Antidotis, and recommen- 
ded in fome cafes by itfelf , but mo- 
dern Praétice knows no other ufe 
for it, than what it was originally 
defigned for. 

16. The Troches of Cyphi of the 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory. 

Take of the pulp of Raifins fto- 
ned, and. Cyprvs Turpentine, ana

Afpalathum or yellow Sanders: 3 iif. 
Calamus aromaticus 4 ix. a little 
Canary, and clarify’d Honey ¢. /- 
beat the-Bdellium and Myrrh, with 
the Wine, to the confittence of Ho- 
hey, ther add the pulp of thé Rai- 
fins and Honey, and at laft put in 
the other ingredients, being firit 
finely powdered, and make them 
into troches f. a. : 
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17. Gordon's Troches; Trochi/ci 
Gordonii. Lit 

Take of the four greater cold 
feeds blanched, of the feeds of white 
Poppies, Mallows, Cotton, Pur- 
flain, and Quinces; of Whortle ber- 
ries, Gum Tragacanth, and Ara- 
bic; of Pittachio, and Pine nuts 
cleanfed, Sugar-candy, Liquorice, 
Barley, Mucilage of Fleawort feeds 
and {weet Almonds blanched, ana 
Sil. of Armenian bole, Dragors- 
bleed, Spodium of Ivory, and red 
Rofe flowers, ana % fi. Let them be 
madeinto troches, / 4. witha fufi- 
cient quantity of the mucilage of 
Gum Tragacanth. 

- This hath been continued through 
the Auguffan, and ail the Difpenia- 
tories of the College, without any 
alteration, unlefs in the quantities 
of the ingredients, and the exchange 
of a few that were of no great mc- 
ment. It was originally preferibed 
by Gordonius, de Paffionibus Renum, 
cap. 10. who alfo in the following 
chapter gives another Prefcription 
for the like intention, with an ad- 
dition of Amber, Spikenard, and 
fome other aromatics ; but that hath 
never yet obtained a place-amongit 
the officinals. It is intended for 
fome diftempers of the Kidnies and 
urinary paflages, but it is not of- 
ten prefcribed, and for that reafon 
it is feldom to be met with in the © 
Shops. 

18. Galen's Hedychroi Troches 
for the Theriaca; Trochifti Hedi- 
chroi Galeni ad Theriacam. 

Take of yellow Sanders, of the 
leaves of Marjoram and Marum, and 
of Afarum roots, ana Sit. of Vale- 
rian, Coftus, Ca/amus aromaticus, 
Aloés-wood, Cinnamon, Schcenanth 
and Opobalifam, or oil of Nutmegs 
by expreflion, ana 3 ili. of Cafha 
wood, Jadian leaf, or in it’s defect:

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Mace, Ixdian Spikenard, Myrrh and 
Saffron, ana 4 vi. of Amomum, or 

~ the leffer Cardamoms % iff: of Ma- 
flich 3 i. of Canary a fufficient 
quantity. Let the Myrrh be diffol- 
ved in the Wine, and then the Saf 
fron and Maftich be well -ftirred in 
with it; afterwards put in the O- 
pobalfam, and mix the other ingre- 
dients, reduced to a fine powder, 
with the whole, and pour upon 
them Wine enough to make them 
into thick troches, which are lei- 
furely to be dried. 


The Compofition differs. in no- . 


thing of moment from either of the 
‘College, or any other officinal Dif- 
penfatories; the greateft difference 
is, that in the. Augu/fan the troches 
are directed to be rubbed over with 
oil of Cloves after they are dried: 
They are firft defcribed by Galen de 
Antidetis, cap. 10. for the Theriaca 
_ Andromachi ; but they are not ufed 
for any other purpofes. 
* 19. Hyfteric Troches ; Trocbifed 
hyfterici. 

Take of 4ffa Fetida and Galba- 
num, ana $i. of Myrrh 3it. of 
Caftor 3 ifs. of the roots of Afa- 
tum, Jong Birthwort, of Savin, 
Motherwort, and Calamint, ana 3 i. 
and of Dittany 3£. Let the Gums 
be foaked in the juice or decoétion 

_ of Rue, and ftrained and boiled up 
to the thicknefs of Honey 5 and then 
add the other ingredients, finely 
powdered, that the whole may» be 
made into troches, /. a. 

Thefe are tranfcribed from Re- 
nodceus into the firft Difpenfatory of 
the College; and as the whole ingre- 
dients concur very well to the fame 
intention, they have pafled through 
all the emendations without any 
change of confequence. The 4u- 
gufian collection hath not got thefe, 
nor any other ‘officinal Difpenfatory. 
that Ihave met with, except thofe 
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of our College: they are however 
well contrived to the purpofe their 
title denotes, and are very effectual 
in all uterine diforders, to allay Va- 
pours, Convulfions, to promote the 
Menfes, to aflift Delivery, and all 
that belongs to rectifying the dit 
eafes ‘of thofe parts. ‘They are con+ 
veniently reducible into: powder for — 
any extemporaneous form, and may 
be given from gr.v. to 91. for a 
dofe. 4) 

20. Troches of » Aloés-wood ; 
Trochifei de-Ligno Aloés. 

Take of Aloés-wood and red Ro- 
fes, ana 3 ii. of Maftich, Cinnamon, 
Cloves, Indian Spikenard, Nutmegs, 
Parfnep feeds, the greater and leffer 
Cardamoms, Cubebs, Gallia Mof- 
chata, Citron peels and Mace, ana 
318. and make them into troches 
with the pulp of Raifins; 98. of 
Ambergris and Musk may be added 
at pleafure. 

This remains as it was firlt re- 
ceived by the College, but it is ve- 
ry rarely prefcribed or made.

Powder and fift the ingredients, 
and make them into troches with 
a fufficient quantity of Rofe-wa- 
ter. 
_ This is a Prefcription as old as 
Mefue, to whom it 1s imputed for 
it’s author; and it hath come down 
to us thro’ all the officinal Difpen- 
fatories without any other alteration 
thari changing Rain-water for Rofe- 
water. The firft four ingredients 
require levigation to fit them for 
this. ufe, becaufe no fieve can make 
them fufficiently fine; but both the 
ftoné and grinder mutt be extreme- 
ly hard, elfe they will carry a great 
deal of them mto the Medicine, 
the Tutty alone fometimes almoft 
_ doubling it’s weight by fuch manage- 
ment, before it is reduced to a fuf- 
ficient finenefs.

Thefe were tranfported firft from 
Mefue, both into the firft of the 
College and the duguffan Di/penfa- 
tory, and have continued the fame 
fince, except in the prefent ejeét- 
ment of the bitter Almonds, which 
were in all the tranfcriptions be- 
fore, and fome little variation in 
the liquor to bring them into a 
confiftence; They are however

This procefs is the fame, very 
fiearly, as diretted in the Auguffan 
and firft London Difpenfatory.: it’s 
firft contrivance is afcribed to Ga- 
len, who defcribes it, de Antidotis, 
and in the Yheriaca ad Pifonem, 
for which it was originally defign- 
ed: but Zwelfer finds great fault 
with it on many accounts with 
relation to the virtues of Squills : 
but Jet that be as it will, he fays 
in the troches there is fo little as to 
avail hardly any thing, reckoning 
that not above % ix. at moft of 
the troches can be made out of 
this quantity, whereas it is certain 
that 4 viii. is owing to the Chich 
flowers. 

z6. Troches of Lemmnian Earth ; 
Trochifei de Terra Lemnia. — 

Take of Lemnian or Seal’d Earth, 
of Armenian Bole, Fapan Earth, A- 
cacia, Hypociftis, Gum Arabic roatt- 
ed, Dragons-blood, roafted Starch, 
red Rofes,, Anthora, or, in it’s de- 
feét, red Rofe feeds, Blood-ftone, 
red Coral, Amber, Balauftines, I- 
vory Spodium, Purflain feeds, fome- 
what roafted, Olibanum, calcin’d 
Harts-horn, Cyprefs nuts, and Saf- 
fron, ana 3 il. of black Poppy feeds, 
Gum Tragacanth, and Pearls, ana 
4 if. of Opium 433. and make them, 
all up together into troches with a 
fufficient quantity of the infpiffated 
juice of Plantain. 

This is defigned much for the 
fame purpofe as the Trochifci de 
Carabe, and the Trochifci Gordonii; 
that is, to ftop Hemorrhages, efpe- 
cially {pitting of Blood. ‘They are 
attributed to Me/we for their author, 
and defcribed by Fernelius, from 
whom the Auguffan and College 
Difpenfatorizs at firfk copied them 
little different from what they are 
here, uniefs in the order of the 
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ingredients; they are not very often 
prefcribed, nor very commonly to — 
be met with in the Shops, 

27. ‘Troches, or Sief of Fran- 
kincenfe ; Trochifci, five Sief de 
Thure. 

Take of Frankincenfe, Calamine, 
and Pompholyx, ana 3x. of Ce~ 
rufs 3 v. of Gum Arabic and Opi- 


‘um, ana 3 vi. and with’ fair Water, 


or the mucilage of Fenugreek feeds,. 
make them into troches to be dried. 
This is intended for the fame ufes 
as the Trochifci Albi Rbafis, and 
the Sief de Plumbs, which fee; but 
they are not very often to be met 
with in Prefcription, or ready made 
in the Shops. They are afcribed to 
Rhafes for their firft Compofer, and 
have pafled through all the officinal 
Difpenfatories with little or no alte- 
ration. 
28. Troches.of Japan Earth ; 
Trochifei de Terra Japonica. 
Take of Fapan Earth, % ii. of 
white Sugar % xvi. of the mucilage 
of Gum Tragacanth made in Plan- 
tain-water, a fufficient quantity to 
make them into troches, /. a. 
Thefe were not in any Difpenfa- 
tory before, and are not only eafy. 
to preferve and take, but alfo more’ 
effectual to all the intentions of a re- 
ftringent than any of the preceding. 
The Edinburgh Difpenfatory or- 
ders Gum Arabic and Tragacanth, 
ana 41. of Rofe-water 7. /. to make 
a mucilage of the Gums, ' 
29. Solutive Troches of Violets 5 
Trochifei @Violis folutivi. ‘ 
Take of Violet flowers mode- 
rately dried 3 vi. of gummy Tur- 
bith 3ifs. of the juice of Liquo- 
rice, Scammony, and Manna, ana 
Zii. To the Violets well beat, 
put the Manna, the juice of Liquo- 
rice, and add the Turbith, and 
Scammony in fine powder; and 
when they are all well mixed toge- 
ther, 
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ther, make them into troches with 
a little fyrup of Violets, if it be 
wanted, 

Thefe are attributed to. Me/ve by 
the Augu/tan and firft London Di/- 
penfatory, which have them in the 
fame manner as all the officinal 
ones fince. Zwelfer takes a great 
deal of freedom in finding fault 
with thefe in his animadverfions. 
They are however hardly at all pre- 
{cribed, or made of late. 

30. Troches of Vipers for the 
Theriaca 3 Trochifei de Vipira ad 
Theridcam. 

Take of Vipers fleth, after the skin 
is {tripped off, the fat and entrails 
being taken out, and without the 
head and tail Z viii. of the fineft 
wheaten Bread, or rather Bisket, 
agri and fifted Z ii. Let them 

e formed into little troches by a- 
nointing the hand with Opobalfam, 
or oil of Nutmegs by expreffion ; 
then dry them upon the bottom of 
a fieve inverted in fome open place, 
where the air hath paflage through, 
and turn them often till they are 
thorowly dry. 

There has been a great deal wrote 
‘by many authors about the choice 
of Vipers, and the feveral ways of 
making thefe troches; but this Pre- 
{cription comes neareft to that of 
Galen. Zwelfer particularly abounds 
in his animadverfions hereupon, and 
Zives abundance of Formule under 
variqus titles, wherein the Viper 
is the chief ingredient: but as thefe 
are chiefly made for the Theriaca, 
being little ufed otherwife, them 
only have the Uollege thought fit 
to take notice of. They are fre- 
quently brought to us from feve- 
ral parts of Italy, and particularly 
from Venice ; but they who lay moit 
itrefs upon them, chufe much rather 
to be the preparers themfelves with 
our own Vipers here, which at 
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the proper time of the year are full 
as good, and the troches are much 
the better for being frefh, which 
they cannot fo well be when they 
come from abroad.

Take Sugar-candy tb i. melt it in 
Rofe-water; then taking it from the

der of Benjamin 3 vi. Aloés-wood 
$f. Orris root % i. Musk Di. and - 
with a fufficient quantity, if any be 
wanting, of the Tragacanth muci- 
lage and Rofe-water, make them in- 
to a patfte. 

This is an admirable balfamic, 
and would be of great fervice to 
fuch who are fubjeét to difeafes of 
the Breaft, and inclinable to Con- 
f{umptions, if frequently taken. They 
give likewife a very agreeable 
fweetnefs to the Breath. They 
may be ufed at difcretion. If the 
Aloés-wood was omitted, they 
would be never the worfe; but ra- 
ther more grateful. 

33. Balfamic Lozenges ; Trochifci 
balfamici. | 

Take Balfam of To/u, Orris root, | 
ana 3 i. Gum Tragacanth and Ara- 
bic, ana % &. flowers of Benjamin 
$ii., with Sugar-candy tb i. When 

X 3 all 
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‘all are reduced to fine powder, make 
them into a paite, with mucilage 
of Quince feeds and Rofe-water, 
for lozenges. 

Thefe make a moft grateful and 
efficacious remedy in all kinds of 
Coughs, but particularly thofe from 
tickling Defluxions and Rheums. 
They will likewife greatly contri- 
bute to reftore decaying Lungs, and 
perfons almoft: worn out in Con- 
fumptions. On no account can 
they difagree, and almoft in all 
Cafes will they prove of great fer- 
vice. They may be likewife ufed 
at pleafure. 

34. Reftringent Lozenges ; Tro- 
chi fer refringentes. 

Take ‘fapan Earth in fine pow- 
der 31. Gum Tragacanth # tii. oil 
of Cinnamon 3i. fugar of Rofes 
i ii. Make them into a pafte with 
mucilage of Quince feeds made ve- 
ry itrong. 

Thefe are great reftorers of a 
weak Stomach and Bowels, and fuch 
as are fubject to Indigeftion, Vo- 
miting, and Fluxes. They may be 
taken at difcretion, and by conti- 
nued ufe they have been known to 
recover fome from weaknefles un- 
der which they have been juft fink- 
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ing; and for the Whites and other 
female complaints, there is not a 
more pleafant nor more effectual 
remedy; as alfo in old Gleets, 
where no malignity remains. 

35. Purging Sugar- Plumbs ; Pa- 
fiilli cathartic. 

Take refin .of Scdhieaaeae 3 il. 
Penidium ti. Mix them together 
after the refin is rubbed into a 
very fine powder; and with a 


very little mucilage, make a 
pafte, which work up into {mall 
pills. 


This is contriv’d chiefly { fi young 
children, who will not be prevail- 
ed with to take a cathartic in any 
other form, but may be cheated 
with this, the quantity of refin 
not giving a difcernable difference 
to the Sugar. But this is rough — 
Phyfic for tender Children, though 
with many it does a great deal. of 
good, by purging off that flime 
from their bowels, which breeds 
Worms, and occafions Fevers, and 
a itinking Breath, One or two 
of thefe is a fufficient dofe. Thofe 
which are fo frequently in public 
advertifements, are no other, what- 
foever their venders may pretend 
to. a i

“ETHE prefent fection confilts 
| of fuch things as are ufed 
chiefly externally, being oils, oint- 
ments, cerates, and plafters; a- 
mongfit the firft of thefe, there are 
fome made by expreffion, and ufed 
internally, as the oil of fweet Al- 
monds, and fome others. 

The oils drawn by expreflion are 


from Nuts, and feeds ; and thofe for | 


internal ufe are to be drawn cold, 
becaufe the fire, or any warmth, 
which facilitates the oily parts to 
flow out in greater quantities, is 
fuppofed to communicate fomewhat 


to fuch oils, that damages their vir-

tues, confidered as fofteners; and 
likewife forces out fomewhat that 
gives them much fouler fcents, than 
when drawn cold; tho’ it is _pro- 
bable, that there may be purpofes 
for which fome of thefe oils are 
prefcribed, which might be better 
anfwered by the common way of 
expreflion with warmth ; as where 
the O/ewm Lini is given for a deter- 
gent, which it often is, the proper- 
ty making it fo, is certainly more “ 
increafed, by being drawn by heat ; 
and all the objection in this cafe is, 
that it is not fo cleanly upon the 
palate, 

The common way of prefcribing 
thefe oils for internal ufes hath been 
alone, or in Lin&tus’s, but a much 
But al- 
tho’ the College direét thefe to be 
drawn from many materials, yet 
they are none of them in ufe, be- 
fides that .of fweet Almonds, and 
Linfeeds internally, and the O/eum 
Macis, Laurinum, and Palme éx- 
ternally. ‘Though the laft is not ta- 
ken notice of in Difpenfatories, but 
brought much into Practice by thofe 
travellers who have learned it’s ufe 
in the countries where it is made. 

The next clafs of oils are. fuch 
as are made by infufion or deco- 
€tion, wherein fome herb or flow- 
er hath it’s virtues drawn out by 
the oil. Of thofe in ufe are the 
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Olum Rofaceum, Chamaemelinum, 
Eiyperici, Liki orm and Sambucinum, 
and thofe require fomewhat different 
in their making, 2 ei the feore of 
fome different qualities in the things 
themfelves; as the fcented flowers, 
particularly the Rofes, do better 
by long infolation, only in fuch a 
warmth as the Sun will give; be- 
caufe much boiling would exhale 
their more fragrant parts: but oils 
impregnated with green herbs, as 
- Camornile, and Elder, require long 
boiling, before they receive that 
green colour which is defired in 
them. And it is to be obferved 
concerning thefe things, which re- 
quire boiling, that no oils will 
bear fuch management without tur- 
ning black, any longer than there 
remains fome aqueous humidity, 
which is herein fupplied from the 
juice of the herbs; when, therefore, 
they grow crifp, for want of farther 
moifture, the procefs is finifhed. 

There are likewife dire€ted in the 
Difpenfatory many compound oils, 
to be made after the fame manner 
by infufton or decoction; and the 
like rules are to be obferved in 
them, as in the fimple ones. But 
fo few of thefe are made, or pre- 
{cribed, that there is hardly any 
thing, in this divifion, worth our 
notice, but the Lucate//us’s Balfam, 
with fome others under the fame 
title, which happen to be placed 
amongtt then." 

The next clafs. of external Medi- 
cines is under the title of Unguenta, 
which are fubdivided into fimplicio- 
ra, and magis compofii Gia; though it 
fo happens, that fome of the for- 
mer are confiderably compounded : 
‘ and amongit the later, there are 
fome fimple ointments, and others 
very little compounded, for which 
reafon we have omitted that fubd 
vifion in this treatife. : 
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In this divifion of Medicines, as 
alfo in the following one of the pla- 
fters, it frequently occurs, that 
Turpentine, Cerufe, Lard, and fome 
other things, are ordered to be 
wafhed in Rofe-water, or juice of 
fome herbs; but this is a circum- 
ftance, that avails fo little to any 
purpofe of moment, that I never 
knew it complied with; fo that a 
continuation of fuch directions feems 
chiefly to be in compliment to the 
old Prefcriptions, which abound in 
fuch minute exaétneffes. It may 
here likewife be obferved in gene- 
ral, that-where oil is direéted in an 
unguent or plafter, the wholefale 
traders who feek only their profit, ge- 
nerally fubftitute Lard ; and where 
Cerufe, 
concerned, they are generally ufed, 
In- over proportions, becaufe they 
make fuch a weight come out much 
cheaper. 

The Unguentum Album camphora- 
tum, and Rubrum defi ccativum are 
much of the fame intention, tho’ 
the former is the more cleanly Me- 
dicine, and moft i in ufe; and there 
is no circumftance in their making 
of confequence, but the mixing of 
the Camphire, when the other ma- 
terials are fo cool, that their heat 
will not evaporate it; but even 
long keeping will, in a great mea; 
fure, if not wholly, lofe it; fo 
that the goodnefs of thefe is folely 
known by their fmelling ftrong of 
this ingredient. The Unguentim 
de Minio camphoratum, é é Plumbo, 
and, Nutritum, are within the fame 
intention; but the two former are 
not ufed, and the later is fo incon- 
venient, upon account of it’s foon 
growing dry, and even milky, that 
it is likewife but in little éfteem: 
the common Diachylon alfo, low- 
ered in an ungent with a little 
oil, is the fame thing, and of a 

much 


Minium, or Litharge are 


‘ 
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much {moother and better confi- 
flence. The Unguentum Tutie comes 
in too, as a drier and cooler; but 
hath nothing remarkable in it’s ma- 
king, and is chiefly ufed again{t in- 
flammations in the Eyes. : 

The Unguentum Atgyptiacum 1s 
the only one, amongift many others, 
brought to a confiftence with Ho- 
ney, that is in ufe; and this prin- 
cipally in fores of the Mouth, where 
thofe things, which are more proper- 
ly unguents, are naufeous. The 
green colour of the Verdigris chan- 
ges black in the boiling. 
~ The Unguentum ex Apio, amongft 
the lefler, the Mundificativum ex 
Apio, amongft the greater com- 
ounds, are exactly the fame; but 
i never knew any thing made or 
prefcribed under either of thefe 
titles. eh 

The Unguentum ¢ Gummi Elemi, 
moft commonly called Linimentum 
Arcei, from the name of it’s inven- 
tor, and the Bafilicon minus, are 
the chief in ufe amongf our Sur- 
geons, for detergent dreflings. Tho’ 
there are others of like intention, 
and fome of them newly added, 
from the experience of perfons now 
living, which are not, yet fo much 
eftablifhed in the Shops; as the 
Unguentum Bafilicon flavum, Un- 
guentum Aureum, é Refind, and De- 
rergens. AAD 

There are fome confiderable Com- 
pofitions of this form, in the in- 
tention of emollients, at the head 
of which is the Unguentum Dial- 
thee; but the great demand for 
this, as itis much ufed, hath taught 
the wholefale men very greatly to 
fpoil it, mm order to render it cheap- 
er: for they accuftom themfelves 
to make it without the mucilages, 
and counterfeit their fcent with a 


little Fenugreek powder; the Neats ' 


foot oil likewife is hardly to be ex- 
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pected from them: when it is good 
it is of a yellow colour, and has no 
ill fcent. The Unguentum Liliorum, 
de Muctlaginibus, and Emolliens are 
of the fame intention, but not in 
ufe. : 

Amongft the compound. ungu- 
ents, there are fome which take in 
a number of very warm aromatic 
ingredients, and feem defigned for 
paralytic infirmities, and cafes that 
require brisk attenuating applicati- 
ons. Of thefe are in moft efteem 
the Unguentum Martiatum, and Ner- 
vinum 3 both which are much the 
beft when frefh made; though that 
can be done but once in a year, 
when the ingredients are in their 
proper feafon. : 

There are ointments likewife 
within the intention of ftrengthen- 
ers, but this at firft view feems to 
be a very improper form for fuch 
things; becaufe an aftringent in an 
unctuous vehicle, is the moft un- 
fuitable manner poffible for it’s ap- 
plication ; the flipperinefs of the one 
Intirely fruftrating the efficacy of 
the other; for which reafon thofe 
few, that yet keep a place in the 
Difpenfatory, are intirely neglected ; 
neither the Unguentum Maftichinum, 
nor the Afringens being ever made; 
altho’ it hath fo happened, that the 
Jater is twice prefcribed in the laft 
Difpenfatory ; but the fecond time 
under the title of Uxguentum Su- 
mach. . 

The next intention of any con- 
fequence, for which we are pro- 
vided by this form, and which 
feems as fuitable to it as any, is 
againft cutaneous foulneffes, as the 
Itch, and fuch like diftempers. And’ 
this feems to be the reafon that 
there is fuch choice of them now 
given. But though moft of thefe 
have the reputation of great an- 
tiquity, and hold their places in a- 

| bundance 
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bundance of officinal Difpenfatories 
down to the prefent, efpecially the 
Unguentum Enulataum, WNicotiane, 
and ex Oxylapatho, yet they are fo 
uncleanly inufe, that they are al- 
moft altogether fallen into neglect, 
unlefs in fome of our Holpitals; 
thofe which take in Mercury be- 
ing much more neat, and effica- 
cious for the fare purpofes, as the 
Unguentum Ceruleum ; but even this 


mult greatly give place to many’ 


Prefcriptions for elegance, which 
are to be met with only in extem- 
poraneous Pra¢tice for the fame in- 
tentions 3 and which will naturally 
come in our way to give fome in- 
ftances. of. in their proper pla- 
ces. | : 

Some other things of this divi- 
fion are little elfe than oils in the 
preceeding clafs, brought into oint- 
ments by the exchange of oil for 
Lard; as the Unguentum Rofaceum, 
and Sambucinum, with fome others 
newly added, not yet brought into 
ufe; as the Unguentum Digitalis, 
Linaria, and fome few others; but 
thefe require no particular remark. 
Some others likewife, pretty difficult 
to tell what they were intended for, 
as the Valentia Scabiofe, Tapfi Va- 
lentia, Tapfimel, and Unguentum 
Splanchnicum, cannot be of any 
great fervice to inquire into, e- 
{pecially as they are neither regarded 
in the Shops or Prefcription. The 
Unguentum Populneum, and Dia- 
pompholygos, are defigned as coolers, 
but now daily give place to much 
. heater unguents in extemporaneous 
Practice. The Pomatum only re- 
mains, of this divifion, to be taken 
notice of; but both the making 
and ufe of that is almoft intirely 
got amongit the women; that which 
is directed in the Difpenfatory be- 
ing of no manner of regard. 

A cerate differs from an ointment

only in obtaining an higher con- 
filtence. ‘There are but two Pre- 
feriptions now given by the Col- 
lege under this diftinétion, and 
both of them make very neat Medi- 
cines, the firft as a cooler, and the 
other as a moderate detergent; but 
they are fo readily made, that they 
are hardly any where kept: the 
firft is much preferable to the Un- 
guentim Album camphoratum. — 
The next and laft divifion of to- 


_pical Medicines in officinal Phar- 


macy, is that of plafters; which a- 
bounds with fo many things not in 
ufe, that it is only worth our while 
in thts place to take notice of fuchas 
are frequently met with in Pra€tice s 
and to obferve in general, that even 
the beft way of giving to a plafter 
a good confiltence, is a prejudice 
to many intentions; and that is done 
with Litharge, or Minium, and 
Oil; for when thefe are boiled fo 
as to incorporate, they make a 
body very fuitable for this form; 
but then they are oppofite in vir- 
tues to the warmer Gums, which 
are frequently mixed with them, 
The other ways, therefore, of gi- 
ving a confiftence to this form, ei- 
ther with Wax, Refin, or Pitch, 
may be preferable as to intention 
and efficacy; but thefe alfo have 
their inconveniences. in other re- 
fpects; for thofe plafters which take 
in much Wax, are diflicult to fpread ; 
becaufe, when warm, they are very 
apt to run thro’ what they are laid 
upon, and are not glutinous enough 
to ftick well. Refin likewife is 
troublefome to fpread, and where 
it abounds, flick too much; and 
Pitch of any kind, efpecially when 
joined with Turpentine, though 
made into an hard confiftence, yet 
will not hold it’s form in rolls, but 


_ run flat, as is commonly obferved 


in the Emplaftrum Cephalicum, and. 
mi Adbefioum. 
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Adhbefivum; for which reafon they 
are frequently confiaed in  blad- 
ders. 

The moft in ufe of all the platters, 
and which is made the bafis of many 
others, is the Diachylon fimplex 3 
but the great demand for this makes 
the wholefale Shops not to be at 
the trouble of making the mucilage; 
they alfo fubftitute Lard for Oil,. 
and fometimes add to~it Cerufe, 
both to increafe it’s whitenefs, and 
make it ftill,the cheaper. But this, 
in fome meafure, may. be difcover- 
ed by the rolls, of like weight, 
being fmaller than of that which 
4s made genuine. In boiling up pla- 
‘fters of this kind to a confiftence, 
{for either Litharge, or the calxes of 
Lead, require a good deal of boil- 
ing to incorporate them,) Water is 
neceflary to keep them from bur- 
ning, and turning black. But if 
- that happens to be wafhed before. 
a due confiftence is obtained, which 
wafte is known by the bubbles 
fubfiding, care muft be taken that 
it be fupplied with more ‘that is 
boiling hot: for if any be put in 
cold, it’s fudden. rarifaction will 
fwell. a vifcid matter out of the 
veffel, and fometimes throw it a- 
bout with force enough to doa 
great deal of mifchief. ‘The re- 
 quifite confiftence is known by keep- 
ing a little always cooling upon a 
tile, or dropping it into Water ; 
for when it is boiled enough, it 
ceafes to flick to the Fingers if 
they be wet. . 

The Diachylon magnum I never 
yet knew made, tho’ the Diachylon 
magnum cum Gummi is pretty much 
in ufe; being made by the additi- 
on of the Gums to the Diachylon 
Simplex. All the plafters, which 
after this manner take in Gums, 
fir’ receive their confiftence by 
due boiling, or melting the Wax, 
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Pitch, Refin, or any thing of that 
kind; and then the Gums are.ad- 
ded, ready ftrained, as in the e- 
lectuaries; and where dry fubftan- 
ces are alfo directed, thofe are 
Jaft of all fifted into the others, in | 
powder. The Emplaftrum Stifticum 
is of this kind, and intention, but . 
takes in fome things neediefs, if 
not oppofite thereunto; as the La- 
pis Calaminaris, and Radices Ari- 
frolochie utriufgue. The Empla- 
ftrum @ Mucilaginibus, and Flos 
Unguentorum are likewife in good 
efteem for the fame intention a- 
mong our Surgeons; and are much 
ufed to fuppurate, or difperfe hard 
tumours, . The Emp/a/trum Opadel- 
dot, newly taken into the College 
Difpenfatory, hath many of the ~ 
warmer Gums of thefe compofiti- 
ons; but ’tis likewife crouded with 
ingredients of oppofite virtues; as 
the Lapis Calaminaris, Crocus Mar- 
tis, Colcothar, Sanguis Draconis, 
and fome others, fo that it is not 
in much likelihood of coming in- 
to ufe. : 

There are fome other plafters 
within the intention of difcutients, 
pretty much in ufe; as the Em- 
plaftrum de Cymino, é@ Cicuta cum 
Ammoniaco, de Sapone, and Mercu- 
riale, concerning which there is no- 
thing particular worth remarking, 
unlefs in the later, which now. takes 
place in the room’ of the Empla- 
firum de Ranis cum Mercurio; for 
in that the wholefale men had got 
a trick: of imitating the weight and 
colour of the quickfilver with the 
Plumbum uffum ; which fraud is the 
more-nororious, aS it is oppofite to 
the intention: nor is this like to 
fare better with fuch artifts. 

The College have now given 
three different Epifpaftics, but the 
Emplaftrum Epifpafticum fecundum 
is moft.in ufe, though the sit 
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do not confine themfelves to any par- 
ticular Prefcription for thefe things 5 
and njany only put the Flies upon 
any cummon plaiter, as many as will 
flick upon it, which. never fails 
to anfwer; the edges only be- 
ing fectred by an adhefive™ pla- 
fter, The Melilot platter is hard- 
ly of any other ufe than for dref- 
_ fing of Blifters till they are well; 


though experience hath taught, 


that in the making, the Refin and 
Wax are to be kept out, ‘till the 
fuet and herb are fufficiently boiled 
together, and ftrained by the prefs; 
for which reafon, that is kept by 
itfelf under the title of Sevum Me- 
filoti, to be made up with the o- 
ther at any time of the year. 
The Emplaftrum Cephalicum is 
fometimes directed, and it hath fome- 
thing very warm, and fuitable to it’s 
intention; but the Farina Fabarum 
and Orodi {eem to be of no effect, un- 
-lels to clog the others. The Oxyerc= 
ceum is the next confiderable Com- 
' \pofition of the fame intention, but 
the quantity, and dearnefs of the 
Siffron, makes it very much to be 
faipected, whether that be duly put 
in; but by the price it is fold at 
in the wholefale Shops, we are fure 
it cannot; fo that when it obtains 
a yellow colour, refembling the Saf- 
fron, it muft have wt from Turme- 
ric, or fomething of that kind. In 
the particular directions fubjoined 
in the Difpenfatory, for the Com- 
pofition of this, the Frankincenfe, 
among fome other things,: is or- 
dered to be powdered; but there 
is very little m the Shops found 
' hard enough for fuch management $ 
befides it is much more conveniently 
diffolved and ftrained with the Wax, 
Refin, Pitch, and fuch like f{ub- 
dtances. | 
The Emplafirum ad Herniam is 
a very laborious Cempofition to 
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make, tho’ the ingredients have a 
tolerable affinity in intention, which 
Is that of an aftringent, or a ftrength- 
ener ; for which purpofes it is pret- 
ty often prefcribed. The Emp/a- 
firum Cafaris, and Maftichinum, 
are intended for the fame purpofe, 
though they never come into ufe; 
and indeed there are many others 
of this clafs fo intirely in neglect, 
that it is fearce worth the trouble 
to mention them. So that there 
remains only: the Emplaftrum Ad- 
hefivum, which is chiefly ufed 
by Surgeons as a defenfative, to 
keep on their dreflings, and the 
Emplaftrum Stomachicum magiftra- 
Je, that are of any note; and altho! 
the later of thefe takes in fome few 
ingredients, which might perhaps 
have been as well left out, fuch 
as the Wormwood, Stechas, San- 
ders, and Aloés-wood, yet in the 
main it is fo warm a Medicine, 
that applied externally to the Sto- 
mach, it frequently does fervice. 
But one very gocd reafon for our 
flight examination of all the offici- 
nal topics, is, that they are to fo 
much better advantage, in all re- 
fpects, fupplied by extemporaneous 
Prefcriptions.

Tt is made after the fame man- 
ner as that of the {weet Almonds, 
unlefs that here is no occafion for 
blanching ; nor can there fo much 
inconveniency arife from any heat 
made ufe of to facilitate their prel- 
fure.» After the fame manner 1s 
drawn the oil of Hazle-nutz, Ben, 
and of Nutmegs, from the mut, as 
that of Macé from the fecond re- 
ticular coat of the fame fruit. 

3. Oleum Caryinum. 

It is made after the fame manner 
from Walnuts. 

4. Oleum Chryfomelinum. . 

This is made by the expreffion of 
Apricock kernels: After which man- 
ner likewife is procured oil from 
the kernels of Cherries, Peaches, 
Pine-nuts, Piftachio nuts, and 
Plumbs ; as alfo from the feeds of 
Oranges, Hemp, baftard Saffron,, 
(called Oleum Cuicinum) Citrons, 
Cucumbers, Gourds, Citruls, Dwarf- 
elder, Henbane, Lettice, Linfeed, 
Melons, Poppies, Parfley, Horfe- 
fadifh, Rape, the greater Catapu- 
tia, (called Oleum Cicinum, Rici- 
ninum, and de Kerva,) Sefamum, 
called Oleum Sefaminum, Muftard, 
and Grape-ftones. 

5. Oil of Bays; Ovum Lauri- 
num. . 

Take of Bay-berries ripe, and. 
gathered not many days, any quan- 
tity; after bruifing them, boil in 
a fufficient quantity of Water, and 
force-out their oil with a prefs: 
beat again the remaining feces, and 
pour hot Water upon them as’ be- 
fore, and again prefs out all that 
you can; then feparate the oil that 
fwims upon the Water for ufe,

Take of the exungulated recl Ro- 
fes, not quite blown, and bruifed 
in a Marble mortar with a Wood- 
en peftle, Ziv. of clean oil af O- 
lives tb 1. Expofe them to the Mid- 
day Sun, in a Glafs veffel well 
ftopped, for a whole week, and 
fhake them together every iday ; 
then gently fimmer in a Bath-heat, 
and prefs out the oil: put in {‘refh 
Rofes, which manage after the [ame 
manner, and repeat the procefs a 
third time; and then let them 
ftand together for forty days; at the 
expiration of which, fet by the oil 
for ufe, without prefling our the 
Rofes. 

This is much the fame as the O- 
leum Rofatum Omphacinum of the 
Augufian Difpenfatory, and the firlt

This was very unskilfully direét- 
ed; for the melting-the Wax in 
Canary cah anfwer no end, unlefs 
to fuch whofe opinions of a Medi- 
cine are in proportion to the trouble 
of making it;. nor does the wa- 
fhing the Turpentine with Rofe- 
water avail any thing. . If there- 
fore the materials are all good in 
their kind, as foon as the Wax and 
Turpentine are melted; . let the 
Sanders be ftirred in without any 
boiling at all.. But even this way» 
which the Shops are obliged to 
comply -with,. becaafe the Phyfician 
would not elfe know what he pre 
{cribes, the Sanders is a very in-

_ the conveniericies of making and 


taking it- It will likewife anfwer 
all the ends that are aim’d at by the 
wood Diet-drinks; it dries up or 
difipates by infenfible tranfpiration 
all fuperfluous moiftures, is good in 
all venereal and fcrophulous cafes, 
and very certainly wears off an old 
Gleet, where the virulence has been 
previoufly removed. It will change 
an aqueous’ yehicle milky, but may 
conveniently enough be given in 
any liquor; and it is ufually taken 
from 20 to 30 drops two or three 
times in a day. It is fomewhat 
flrange that this Medicine is almoft 
neglected in regular Practice, and 


. yet made a great deal-of, both as to 
profit and reputation, by empirics, 


with fome of whom it has been 
pretended a family-fecret, as the 
Elixir Salutis, i.e. Daffy’s Elixir, 
and fome others, which are firft ftole 
from fome Phyfical writers.

a coarie rag loofely while they are 


‘boiling ; they are not fo well mix’d 


with the whole. If we may credit 
all that is faid in recommendation 
of this, it is a moft effectual re- 
medy in all fores both internal and 


external, and excellent in curing | 


burns and bruifes. It gives eafe 


in arthritic and nervous pains, rub-- 


bed upon the Temples, it relieves 
the Head-ach: applied to the Side 
or Belly with hot cloths, it difpels 
flatulencies, and gives eafe to the 
Cholic. And taken to the quan- 
tity of 3 ili, inwardly in a glafs of 


hot Wine, it relieves in the Gravel 


and Stone; and has alfo a parti- 
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cular quality in deftroying Worms, 
whether applied inwardly or out- 
wardly. 

2t. Achalybeate Balfam 3 Bav/a- 
mum martiale. — 

Take filings of Iron cleanfed from 
dirt Ziv. pour upon them oil of 
Turpentine 3 v. and afterwards by 
a drop at a time 3 ill. of {pirit of 
Nitre: Let them itand in digeftion 
fome hours in a moderate warmth, 
and then pour off the clear for 
ufe. 

This is greatly commended for a 
vulnerary, and both cleanfes and in- 
earnates to a wonder. 

22. The Palfy Balfam 3; Bal/a- 
mum Paralyticum. 

Take Venice Turpentine ib iv. O- 
libanum, Aloés, Caftor, Myrrh, | 
Aloés-wood, Flower of St John's- 
wort, ana Zi. Gum Elemi, Lab- 
danum, ana 3 iii. liquid Storax 3 1. 
Peruvian Ballam 3 iv. Calamus aro- 
maticus, Cloves, Galangal, ana 3 vi. 
Cinnamon § ifs. flowers of Rofe« 
mary, Sage, ana 3x. mix all to- 
gether, and pour upon them into 
a retort, fpirit of Wine tt iv. Di- . 
geft hot for fix hours, then draw 
off with a large receiver, for forty 
eight hours, with a fire of the firit 
degree, what comes over without 
colour. Then raife the fire to the 
fecond degree, and there will rife 
a thin yellowifh oil: and after 
that to the third, and there will 
rife a thick oil. The firit title 
Spirit, the fecond Oil, the laft Bal- 
fam. ° 
_ This is a’ troublefome procefs, 
but it produces three excellent Me- 
dicines: for the fpirit is good in- 
wardly in all nervous diforders 3 it 
is likewife excellent in many dif- 
eafes of the Breaft, and of the Kid- 
nies, being’ particularly good againtt 
the Gravel. The oil may alfo be 
given internally, from 2 to 6 drops, 
Pa in 
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_4n Sagar or any proper vehicle, for 
_..the fame purpofes; but it is al- 
fo good in embrocation for old 
aches, and paralytic numbnefs : as 
likewife is the laft which is termed 
balfam, and which is alfo of ufe in 
old pituitous ulcers, which it warms, 
cleanfes, and heals. The {pirit allo 
that comes firft,.is good in embro- 
cations for the like purpofes. When 
taken inwardly, it’s dofe is from 10 
to 40 drops. " f 

23. Balfamof Amber; Baliimum 
Succini. 

Take white Amber Z il. in fine 
powder, oil of Turpentine vi. 
Let them ftand in warm digeftion, 
till the Amber is wholly incorpora- 
ted. 

This is commended as an. excel- 
lent nervous Medicine, and is faid 
to be of fervice in Vertigoes, E- 
pilepfies, Palfies, and alfo in hy- 
fterical affections, given upon Su- 
gar or any proper vehicle, from 5 
to 15 drops. But it’s greateft ufe 
is as a detergent and vulnerary ; 
for it is good in all diftempers of the 
Breafl, and particularly of the uri- 
nary paflages, which it. wonderful- 
ly cleanfes ; and therefore does fer- 
vice not only in the Gravel and 
other Obftructions, but deterges and. 
heals all ulcerations in thofe parts, 
and will cure even a Gonorrhcea 
itfelf. i 
24. Knephelius’s Balfam of Sul- 
phur; Baljamum Sulpburis Kne- 
phelii. 

Take liver of Sulphur P. iv. Lin- 
feed oil P. iii, Let them’ fimmer 
together till the Sulphur is diffol- 
ved; then leifurely draw it over in 
a retort, mixing the oil with half 
the quantity of colcothar of Vitriol, 
and drawing it over: again.in a- 
nother retort; and the oil which a- 
sifes the fecond time,. mix with 
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half the quantity of oil of Anifeed 
for ufe, be 

There is more trouble than need 
be in this procefs; for one diftillae 
tion would ferve as well, with fuf- 
ficient care that the heat is not too 
great, for fear of an Empyreuma, 
This has recommendations for the 
beft of Pectorals, and to cure and 
cicatrize or incarn all inward ulce- 
rations ; to do great fervice in all 
Coughs from thin defluxions, in 
Catharrhs, Afthmas and Cholics ; 
and likewife to. promote expecto- 
ration beyond any. thing elfe3 
whereby it helps to cut off the fup- 
ply of vifcid and pituitous humours 
to the extreme parts, and. thereby 
preferves againft Rheumatifms and 
the arthritic diftempers. It’s dofe 
is from gut. iv. to xii. 

25. Rulandus’s Balfam of Sul- 
phur; Baljamum. Sulpbiris .Ru- 
landi. | 

Take flowers of Sulphur 3 i.. oil 
of Nuts 3 vi. ftrong Wine 3 ti. Di+ 
geft for eight hours, fometimes fha- 
king the veflels; then fimmer it 
over a gentle heat till: the Wine is 
evaporated, and pour off the clear 
oil for. ufe. 

This comes recommended to us 
as a celebrated Anodyne: and it 
certainly greatly warms and heals 
ulcers and green wounds, when 
externally applied; and likewife hag 
the fame virtues as the other bal- 
fams of like production, in all in- 
ternal ailments, efpecially thofe of 


the Breaft. 


25. Balfam of Tartar; Balfamum 
Tartari. 
Take oil of Tartar per Deliguium 

2 ix. cream of Tartar in powder 
% viii. Digeft and evaporate toa 
drynefs.; then extract’ a tincture 
with fpirit of Wine, or {pirit of 
Vinegar, and evaporate it to the 
ee ol confifence 
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 sepaata of a thick fyrup or ho- 


‘ This is little elfe than a tin@ure 
of falt of Tartar, or rather a folu- 
ble Tartar. It loofens the Belly, 
and is commended for an incom- 
parable Medicine againft the Gout. 
It is undoubtedly very penetrating, 
and operates much by urine, and 
therefore fetches out and difcharges 
many humours which fix upon and 
foul the glands. It. may therefore 
be-a good prefervative: againft the 
Gout, but much cannot be expe- 
ed from it when the fit is advan- 
ced. It’s dofe is from 3i. to ii 
It is alfo’ made ufe of in, Fri€tion, 
externally upon the part where the 
pain is fixed, in which cafe it is fo 
violently fharp and penetrating, as 
to excoriate, and fometimes to raife 
blifters. It may be of great fervice 
to this purpofe, mixed with fome 
unctuous fubftances, which, with- 
out fuch help could not be rubbed 
in fo well, and this will likewife 
fheath afperities, which when ufed 
alone, are too pungent: fo that an 
excellent Medicine may be compo- 
fed by, the union of two ingredi- 
ents, neither of which could be of 
any fervice feparately. 

There is a.vaft number of Bal- 
fatns, for almoft all intentions, to 
be collected out of Phyfical writers; 
but our Shops have now rejected 
them, and indeed it is: not worth 
our retaining any more; but what 
is of ufe in the prefent Prattice, 
we fhal] find room for in another 
place. 
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HE white Ointment; Uz- 
guentum album. 

Take of oil. of Rofes % ix. of Ce, 
rufe carefully mained in Rofe-water, 
and powdered, iii. of white Wax 
Z il. When the wax 1s melted in 
the oil, fift in the Cerufe after it 
hath been well dried from it’s wa- 
fhing, firft in common, then in 
Rofe-water, fo that together they 
may be made into an ointment, / a. 
Te which add 3 ii. of Camphire, — 
tubbed with a few drops of oil of 
Almonds, and then it is called the 
camphorated white Ointment. 

There is a very different ointmeng 
in the Pharmacopaia Regia under 
the fame title, and which too is or- 
dered at pleafure to be camphora- 
ted: but that hath not been thought 
worthy any one’s Prefcription fince, 
Avicen likewife direéts one under 
the fame name, which the Augu/fan 
Difpenfatory hath got, wherein Li- 
tharge is made an ingredient, and 
the white of Eggs beat iato it ; 
but that alfo is now quite laid a- 
fide. ‘That which is here .retained 
is attributed to Rha/es, whofe Com- 
pofitions are generally more uni- 
form and fimple, than any of the 
Arabians. But our wholefale dealers 
in Medicine, have learned grievouf- 
ly to corrupt it, by ufing Hogs. 
Lard for the oil of Rofes and Wax, 
which greatly fruftrates the inten- 
tion of the Medicine as a cooler 5 
infomuch that it may not be un- - 


worthy the particular care of a Pre- 


fcriber to enquire into this mat- 
ter, when any ftrefs is laid upon

The Edinburgh Difpenfatory or- 
ders tb iii. of Oil, Bi. of Cerufe, 
and % ix. of Wax. 

2. The Egyptian Ointment 3 Un- 
guentum Figy ptiacum. 
* Take of Verdigris, or of the green 
ruft of Brafs, finely powdered P. v. 
of Honey P. xiv. of the fharpeft 
Vinegar P. vii. Boil them altoge- 
ther to a due confiftence, and a 
dusky red colour. ‘The feum of 
this ointment is called Me/ Aigyp- 
tiacum, Egyptian Honey. 
' The Pharmacopaia Regia orders 
an ointment under this title not 
much different, but in the addition 
of fome juices, which are of no 
great confequence to it’s virtues. 
The dugu/ an hath an Unguentum 
LEgyptiacum Compofitum Magiftrale, 
wherein are Theriaca, Mithridate, 
Camphire, and ‘many other things 
foreign to this intention, and trou- 
blefome to ufe and make ; but it 
hath been followed by none: how- 
ever the Uneuentum Algyptiacum 
Simples there alfo given, and af- 
eribed to Mefue, is exactly the fame 
as we have here; and it hath been 
fo received and continued through 
all the editions of the London Dif- 
fenfatory. Fabricius Hildanus, in 
a Difcourfe concerning a Gangrene 
and a Mortification, gives this Me- 
dicine an extraordinary commen- 
dation, for eating off rotten fleth, 
and cleanfing old leks In vene- 
geal ulcerations likewife about the 
Throat and Tonfils, it does great 
fervice.

This is very different from that 
mentioned above in the Pharmaco- 
paia Regia, altho’ both thefe addi- 
tional ingredients are contained in 
it; for that is crouded with many 
other things of foreign qualities. 
This never was in any of the e- 
ditions of the Londan Difpenfatory 
before, and is a very late contri- 
vance.

Take of Gum Elemi, Turpen- 
tine of Fir, ana 3 ifs. of old and 
depurated Mutton‘fuet 3 il. of old 
and depurated Hogs lard 31. Mix 
them and make an ointment, f a. 

This moft commonly goes by the 
name of Linigentum Arc@i, from 
Arc@us its inventor, who in a 
treatife, De refa Vulnerum Cura- 
tione, Lib. 1. Cap. 4. greatly extols 
this balfam, as he calls it, particular 
ly in wounds of the Head ; and fome 
of our Surgeons fay it digefts and in- 
carns much better than the Bafili- 
con, which js apt to foul a wound, 
and generate fungous flefh. 

6. The Golden Ointment; Uz- 
guentim Aureum. ~ 

Take~ of yellow Wax bf. of 
common Oil tb ii. af Turpentine 
% i of the Pine-tree Refin, and — 
Colophony, ana % iff. of Frankin-.

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Wax in the Oil; then put in the

; This is a Compofition originally 
of Mefue, and had the name firit 


given it both on account of it’s | 


colour, and the wonderful virtues 
afcribed to it, on which lait {core 
too by the fame authors it is called 
Unguentum Regis. ‘The duguftan 
Difpenfatory, and all the editions 
of the College have received it 
exa€ily the fame down to the pre- 
fent: yet I cannot learn that it 
isin any great efteem in the pre- 
fent Practice of our Surgeons; tho’ 
Zwelfer {ays it is a wonderful good 
incarner, efpecially in the moft ten- 
~ der conftitutions : but he fays that 
it is much better for fevera! purpofes, 
efpecially in wounds’ of the Head, 
and Tendons, to ufe in it oil of 
Turpentine inftead of the common 
Oil. 

7. The leffer Royal Ointment, or 
a Medicine of four ingredients ;

fubftitute for fuch intentions, dref- 
_ fings that are not fo liable to pro-

Take of yellow Wax, and Re- 
fin of the Pine-tree, ana fb iii. of 
Strasburgh Turpentine % xii. of Lin- 
fed oil tb iii.

This was never before in any 
officinal Difpenfatory; and it hath 
the Reputation of a very eminent 
perfon for it’s author. It feems, 
if any regard were had in it’s con- 
trivance to example, to have chiefly 
followed the Unguentum Aureum of 
Mefue, jul before taken notice of; 
but that isa much neater Compofi- 
tion than this, tho’ beth pretty near- 
ly agree in intention. Nico/aus hath 
indeed a Prefcription under the ti- 
tle of Unguentum Bafilicon Citri- 
num, Which the Auguftan Difpen- 
fatory hath tranferibed ; but that is 
a very injudicious medley of ingre- 
dients of different virtues, notwith- 
flanding Zwelfer takes a mighty 
deal of pains in his animadverfions 
to direét the manner of compoun- 
ding it. All the London Difpenja- 
tories before the laft have likewife 
retained from Me/ue an Unguentum 
Bafilicon Majus but it is'a moft 
preplexed mixture and never Pes 
and therefore very juftly omitted 
here.

_ This was never in any officinal 
Difpenfatory before the laft of the 
College, and was communicated to 
the College by a very eminent 
Practitioner in venereal cafes. The 
Auguftan Difpenfatory indeed gives 
an Unguentum Merturiale, . which 
is vaftly differing from this, and 
crouded with a ftrange deformity 
of ingredients; but Zwe/fer in. his 
animadverfions thereupon, gives one 
much. more fimple, and that dif- 
fers not greatly from this, but in 
the addition of oils from Guaiacum 
and Storax. In his notes upon 
that, he fays, that the belt way of 


'- mixing Mercury with unguents, is 


to diffolve it in Agua Fortis; and 
after that diflolution is well mixed 
with lard, to evaporate the Agua 
Fortis over a fire, in a Glafs vef- 
fel.

. This is tituled by the Auguftan 
Difpenfatory Unguentum. de Althea 
Simplex, in diftin@tion to an Un- 
guentum de Althea Compofitum, 
there alfo given, and both taken 
from Nicolaus. ‘The London Dif- 
penfatory. likewife received them 
both at, firft; but the greater Com- 
polition is very blameable on many 
accounts, as may be feen by Zwe/- 
fer’s animadverfions upon it; and 
therefore it hath been for fome time 
juftly expunged by the, College. In 
that which is here yet retained, the 
Neats-foot oil, inftead of common 
gil of Olives, always before. dire- 
éted, is.indifputably a very good e- 
mendation, becaufe it’s muciliagi- 
nous quality fuits it much, better to 
the intention of the Medicine. 
Zwelfer tells us that. fome put in 
Turmeric root to beautify the co- 
lour, but blames it for being foreign 
to the intention of the whole; and, 
it is to be withed that a much 
greater 
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_ greater fault was not to be found 
with fome Medicine-merchants a- 
mongft us, who, to fave both trou- 
ble and charge, put in little or none 
of the Mucilage, but give their 
{mell to it by a mixture of fome of 
the feeds in powder with which 
that ought to be made. And this 
caution, it is hoped, will not be ta- 
ken amifg by any honeft Compoun- 
der, becaufe the Compofition is 
juftly defigned for fome purpofes of 
confequence, and which it may fail

This is afcribed to Nicolaus, and 
received into the Avguftan Difpen- 
fetory, and the firft of our College, 
with the addition of Nidili‘to it’s 
title. The later hath indeed taken 
it with fome alterations, which aré 
conformed to in this; but they are 
of no great moment. It was de- 
fignéed for falt, hot, inflammatory 
Ulcers, but it is very rarely ufed 
for thofe or any other purpofes in 
the prefent Practice. 

16, The Ointment of Pompho- 
lyx of the Edinburgh Difpenfatory. 

Take of the oil of unripe Olives 

xx. of the juice of the berries of 
common Nightthade J viil. let them

I have not met with this before 
the lait Difpenfatory of the College, 
in any-officinal Difpenfatory, at leaft 
not under this title: it feems calcu- 
Igted for the fame intention as the 
Uneuentum de Althea, to foften and 
’ difcufs Tumors. 

20. Camphorated Ointment of 
red Lead ; Unguentum de Mino cam- 
poordtum. é 

Take of oil of Rofes tb if. of red 
Lead % iti. of Litharge % ii. of 
Cerule % iff. of Tutty 3 iit. of Cam- 
phire 311. of Wax 21. Make them 
Into an ointment. with a Leaden 
mortar and peftle, the Wax being 
firlt melted with a gentle fire, and 
the reft being added in fine pow- 
der. 

Somewhat like this is in the Phar- 
macopaia Regia, under the title of 
Unguenturm de Lithargyra feu Sqatur- 
minum.

them into an ointment, /- a. 

This is originally taken from a 
Difpenfatory of Laurentius Fober- 
tus. The Auguftan Colleétion. and 
our College firit received it alike; 
but it is here contrived to be made 
with much lefs trouble, and the 
Wax is juftly left out as unnecef- 
fary. It’s firlt Prefcriber gives it 
an extraordinary charaéter for dif, 
fipating fcrophulous tumours, amd 
healing green wounds; but the 
modern Praétice directs it chiefly © 
in cutaneous foulneffes: tho’ it is 
fo uncleanly a Medicine ac. belt, 
as to be offenfiye to nice perfons. 

22. An Ointment by mixtures 
Uuguentum Nutritum. — 

Take of litharge of Gold in fine 
powder it &, of Wine Vinegar Z v. 
of oil of Rofes thi. Let the Li- 
tharge be ftirred about in a mor- 
tar, by turns pouring in Qil and 
Vinegar, in little parcels, until the 
Vinegar ceafes to be vifible, and 
the whole becomes a white oint- 
ment. 

This hath not been in any offi- 
cinal Difpenfatory till in fome of 
the laft editions of the College: it 
is very drying, and even in keep- 
ing will grow fo brittle as to want 
frefh Oilto make it fit for ufe : but 
it is not greatly in efteem.

 'Theré is an ointment, under this 
title, in thé firft Difpenfatory of the

Take of fharp-pointed Dock root, 
boiled in Water, and drove thro’ 
a fieve, and live Sulphur, ana § if. 
of Hogs lard, boiled in the juice 
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of Scabious, to the confumption of 
all the juice tb B. of the Unguentum 
Populneum, boiled in the juice of 
Elecampane 38. fome drops of oil 
of Rhodium wood, and let them all 
be reduced in a mortar into an oint- 
ment, /. a. 

This, with very little variation, 
is in the firft Difpenfatory of the 
College, under the title of Unz- 
guentum ad Pruritum Scabioforum, 
and was taken from Romulus. It 
is defigned for the Itch, and cu- 
taneous diftempers, but is fo trouble= 
fome to make, and fo uncleanly 
at belt, that it is feldom ufed or 
made. There is in the Pharma- 
cop@ia Regia, a Compofition not 
much unlike it, under the title of 
Unguentum ad Scabiem ; and another 
under the fame appellation, in the 
Auguian Difpenfatory; but that 
greatly differs from both, and nei- 
ther of them are regarded in the 
prefent Prattice. Befides, oint- 
ments Jong made for theié inten- 
tions; grow too rancid to be tole- 
rable, and therefore are much bet- 
ter and more commonly provided 
for in extemporaneous Prefcripti- 
ons.

Take of the oil of Rofes Z vi. of. 
calcined Lead, and Litharge, ana

This is afcribed to Foétizs for 
it’s author : the Pharmacoperia Regia 
hath an Uneuentum Saturninum, but 
confiderably. differing from this ; 
and what the College at firft recei- 
ved. hath not in it the Wax, nor 
any certain quantity of the oil of 
Rofes: but it is now feldom called 
for or made. ' |

- Take of frefh Hogs lard 4 iii. 
-of frefh Sheep fuet Z ix. of the 
Apples commonly called Pome- 
Waters, pared and fliced thi.

Almoft all the offcihal Difpenfa- 
tories abound with Prefcriptions 
for this ointment: the Pharma- 
copia Regia hath one, containing 
thefe ingredients, but crouded with 
many more, as alfo hath the u- 
guftan Colleftion, one yet more 
Joaded; but that alfo gives ano- 
ther from Amatus Lucitanus, much 
more contracted; and from thencé 
likewife our College feemed firft 
to take it, but yet with a farther 
abridgment of fuperfluities. Zwe/- 
fer takes great pains, in his ani- 
madverfions, to teach the moft con- 
venient manner: of Compolition, 
and mixture of fo many things of 
different texture: but as fhort a 
compafs as it is reduced to here, 
feemingly to avoid thefe difficulties, 
the common praétice of the Shops 
have of late found: out a much 
nearer way; which is by buying 
it of perfons who make it their fole 
bufinefs, and who do nothing but 
beat up frefh Hogs lard with Rofe- 
water Into a kind of a curd, and 
fcent it with any of the aromatic 
oils, moft fuiting to the liking of 
their cuftomers.

The Wax and Oil on- 
ly are to be kept over the fire 
together, and as foon. as they 
are melted, all the ref ftirred in, 
finely powdered; and the Cam- 
phire muft be firft reduced by it- 
felf, in a mortar rubbed with oil 
of Almonds.

Nicolaus was the firlt who gave.

Afterwards beat 
it again, and by a little ata time, 
mix with it frefh juice of Scabi- 
ous; and after a frefh infolation of 
fifteen days, in it’s proper veflel, 
in the Sun; let it be cleared as se 
fore of it’s watery humidity. Let 
it then ftand again in the fame 
manner, for fifteeti days longer, 
with frefh juice and after a little 
beating, let it be kept for ufe, ina 
Gla(s or Earthen veffel. | 

'Fhis, we are told by thé firft 
compilers of the College Difpenfato- 
ry, was the contrivance of fobs 
Arden, an experienc’d Surgeon at 
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Newark in Nottinghampbire, who 
lived in the reign of Edward II. | 
After irifertion of this, which they 
had ‘from an antient manuferipr, 
they particularly direct to repeat 
the proceffés with frefh juice, ‘till 
the Lard looks of a deep green; 
and that is made the meafure: of the 
repetitions neceflary. ‘The powers; 
and honey of Mullen, were from 
the fame author, and* almoft three 
hundred years ago-in great elteem. 
amongit the Surgeons of our own 
country ; tho’ they have now been 
long in difufe. - 

38.-'The Powers of Mallen ; 
Tiiph Valentia.. ~ 

Take of the juice of Mullen, and 
of Hogs lard; éach as much as you 
pleafe : Jet the Lard be cleanfed of 
it’s membranes and fibres, and broke 
into {mall parcels 3 then beat it 
with the exprefled j juice, prefs out, 
and firain.as directed in the pre- 
ceeding procefs. Let it afterwards 
be put into a proper veffel for nine 
or ten days, and then be twice 
more impregnated with freth juice; 
until it is quite green. © Laftly, af- 
ter all the humidity that will fe- 
parate is poured off, beat it again — 
briskly, and put it by in a proper

The firlt contriver of thefe pro- 
cefles, as appears from the firft edi- 
tion of the College Difpenfatery, dix 
rects the Medicines thus made to 
be frefly beat once-in a month.

The Auguftan hath this, with lefs 
variation than the firft Difpenfatory 
of the College, whereinto it is like- 
wife tranfcribed; for that edition of 
the College quite leaves out the 
Wax, without which it feems im- 
poflible to give it a good confi- 
ftence. There are alfo fome varia- 
tions in the quantities in almoft all 
the Difpenfatories it hath been re- 
ceived into, but not fo great as to 
be of any great confequence.

Wax, afterwards the Refin and 
Gums, and laft of all the Turpen- 
tine. When thefe have had a gen- 
tle boiling, .and been taken from 
the fire, and are near cooled, fift: 
in the Orris and Birthwert in fine. 
powder, and ftir them briskly to- 
gether, fo as to make them into a 
plafter, /- a. 

This hath paffed thro? all the re- 
vifes of our College with little or 
no alteration; but is not in any o- 
ther officinal Difpenfatory that I 
have met with. It requires a good 
deal of care and trouble in it’s Com-: 
pofition : yet as it is fometimes met’ | 
with in Prefcription, moft of the 
Shops are at the pains to keep it by 
them:

ef Pitch % vi. of the juices of Plan-

10. Plafter of Hemlock, with 
Ammoniacum ; Emplaftrum @ Ci- 
tita cum Ammontiaco. ? 
ake of the juice of Hemlock. 
leaves Z iv. of Vinegar of Squills, 
and Gum Ammoniacum, ana g viil. 
Diffolve the Gum in the juice and 
Yinegar, and after due ftanding 
together, ftrain them» and reduce 
to the confiftence of a plafter, /-

The firft Difpenfatory of the Col- 
lege adds to this, Wax and oil- of 
Almonds ; but neither the intention 
of the Medicine, nor confiftence 
require them ; and therefore they 
are much better left out here. The 
vinegar of Squills is likewife a good 
advantage to the efficacy of a dif- 
cutient, much beyond the common 
Vinegar before ordered. It is ufed 
to difcufs flatulen- 
cies, efpecially thofe of the Hypo- 
chondria. 
11. Cummin Platter; Emplaftrum 
é Cymino. eh 
Take of Cummin feeds and Bay- 
berries, ana jb £: of Ground-pine 
m. lV. 
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m. iv. boil them in tb xii. of Spring- 
water; and afterwards in the ftrain- 
ed liquor, boil ib vi. of Burgundy 
Pitch to the confiftence of an hard 
plafter. Let them ftand together 
till almoft cold, then pour away the 
feparated decoétion. Melt again 
the Pitch, and to it, by degrees, 
add in powder, Bay berries and 
Cummin feeds, ana i &. and con- 
tinually ftir them together till the 
plaiter acquires a due confiftence. 

This was never received by any 
officinal Difpenfatory, until by the 
College of London; and the firft edi- 
tion of theirs puts tb G. of the oil 
of Dill, but with tb i. of each of 
the powders, fo that the confiltence 
in both comes out pretty much wie 
fame. The Ground-pine is like- 
wife an addition in the decoétion : 
tho’ the firft Receipt direéts no de- 
coction at all. If good care is not 
taken, that the feeds and berries 
be reduced to powder without too 
fierce a drying, the whole will be 
of a brittle confiftence ; but other- 
wife there will remain in them fo 
much of an oily moifture, as not 
to make the Pitch harder than it 
would be without them, but give 
to the whole a very good body. 
This is much ufed to difcufs flatu- 
Jencies. 

1z. Compound Plafter of Chal- 
citis ; Emplaftrum Diachalciteos. 

Take of old unfalted Hogs lard, 
cleanfed from it’s membranes Z ii. 
of old oil of Olives, of the litharge 
of Gold, powdered and fifted, ana 
Tb ii. of white Vitriol calcined and 
powdered Ziv. Let the Litharge, 
Lard, and“Oil be boiled together 
over a gentle fire with a little 
Plantain-water, and.continually ftir- 
red with a Spatula, to. the confi- 
ftence of a plafter; and when this 
is taken off the fire, ftir in the Vitri- 
gl, fo as ta make ig inte a mafs, /: ae 
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This is 4 Compofition as antient 
as Galen, and is afcribed to him 
for it’s author. It is by many au- 
thors indifferently called Dicpalma, 
or Diachalcitis, and in the firft 
Difpenfatory of the College is titled 
Emplaftrum Diapalme feu Diachal~ 
citeos; tho’ the former ~ appellation 
is moft-commonly confounded with 
the Diachylon Simplex. "The Chal- 
citis, whence it takes it’s name, 1s 
a mineral not much unlike Brafs, 
and a fpecies of native Vitriol 5° 
tho’ the Shops too often fubftitute 
for it the Coelcothar or Caput Mor- 
tuum of Vitriol after it’s Diftillation. 
Schroder fays, it is of an interme- 
diate body between the Mi/y and 
Sory, being harder than the former, 
and fofter than the later. Zwelfer 
makes it the fame as Chalcanthum 
and is at the pains to give the many 
names it goes by in the writers on 
Pharmacy, which are not worth re- 
cital here. This plafter is feldom 
made, becaufe commonly confoun- 
ded with the following. 

13. Simple Diachylon; Diachy- 
lon fimplex. 

Take of mucilage of Fenugreek 
and Linfeeds, and of Marfhmallow 
root, ana Ib i. of old Oil that’s fine 
fb iii. of litharge of Gold % ifs. 
To make the aforefaid Mucilage, 
take of Fenugreek and Linfeeds, _ 
and of Marfhmallow roots, ana Z iii. 
of common Water. t% vi. Let the 
Litharge be finely powdered . and 
mixed with the Oil, then boil it 
over a gentle fire, ftirring it all.the 
while witha fpatula, until it grows 
thick as the confiftence of Honey. | 
Take it from the fire, and let it 
leifurely copl, and then mix it with 
the Mucilage, and gently boil it 
again to the confumption of all 
the aqueous humidity, foas to make 
it into a plafter, / 4. 

' This is originally prefcribed by 
Me/ue 
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Mefue, and is not only the moft 
common plafter of the Shops, as it 
3s much ufed alone, but alfo as it 
4s the bafis of many others. What is 
given in the Augufian Difpenfatory 
wader the title of Diachylon Sim- 
plex five Album, is exactly the fame 
as this: and the Diachylon Parvum 
afcribed to the fame author, in the 
fame collection, differs only in ad- 
ding Henbane and Fleawort feeds 
to the Mucilage. But the fimpli- 
city of this Compofition is fuch as 
to have admitted of very little va- 
tiation. in any hands it hath paffed 
through; however, we have fome 
- dealers in Medicine among us who 
have had ingenuity and difhonefty 
enough jo debafe it, by the ufe of 

Hogs lard inftead of Qil, and ad- 
ding Cerufe to it, to make it hea- 
vier, with an omiflion alfo of the 
Maucilage, only for the fake of a 
greater profit in it’s fale. 

14. The fimple Diachylon of the 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory. 

Take of the oil of Mucilages % iv. 
of Litharge of Gold i ifs. Boil 
them to'make a plafter. 

15. The greater Diachylon; Dia- 
chylou magnum. 

. Take of the mucilages of Raifins, 
Figs, Marfhmallow reots, Fenugreek 
and Linfeeds, Birdlime, of the juices 
of Orris and Squills, of OEfypus, 
or Sheeps foot oil, ana J iff. of the 
oils of Orris, Camomile, and Dull, 
ana. % viii. of litharge of Gold fine- 
ly powdered %i. of Turpentine 
# iii. of refin of the Pine-tree, and 
yellow Wax, ana Zii. . Let the Li- 
tharge be well powdered and ftir- 
red together with the Oil, and then 
boiled. over a gentle fire, all the 
while ftirring it, till they incorpo- 
rate into a body : then removing it 
off the fire, till it is cold, add the 
Mucilager, and boil again to the 
confumpt on ofall the fuperfuous hu- 
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midity. Afterwards put in the Bird- ~ 


lime, the OE{ypus, with the juices 
of Orris and Squills, and boil again to 
the confumption of thefe juices ; and 
while the mixture is yet hot, melt 
in the Wax and. Refin : after it is 
taken off the fire, mix in the Tur- 
pentine by brisk iftirring, fo that 
the whole may obtain a fuitable 
confiftence for a plafter.  — | 
This is alfo afcribed to Mefue, 
and hath kept it’s place in almoft 
all the officinal Difpenfatories,’ as 
well as thofe of our College, and 
without much alteration: indeed 
Zwelfer takes the liberty to fay that 
this, and all Compofitions of like 
kind, deferve rather to be quite ex- 
punged than mended ; altho’ in the 
fame place he is at a good deal of 
pains to direct the particular man- 
ner of it’s Compofition: that is 
however fo fully done here, as not 
to want any of his help. The 
OEfypus was frequently directed 
in the antient Pharmacy, as par- 
ticularly by Mathiolus and Diofco- 
rides, from what Schroder teaches 
us that it was made by boiling that 
wool of a Sheep, which grows 
chiefly upon the Neck and Flanks, 
in Water, till the oil was got out 
of it, and could be feparated from 
the Water: but the Joint-oil of the 
Feet, which is here fubitituted to 


fave. that trouble, is every jot) as . 


good for the fame intention ; it par- 
taking as much of that foft muci- 
laginous nature as the other was fup- 
pofed to do. 

16. The great Diachylon with 
Gums; Diachylon Magnum cum 
Gummi. | 

Take of ftrained Galbanum @ iii. 
of Baellium, Sagapenum, and Am- 
moniacum, ana % ii. Let them be 
added to the preceeding great Dia- 
chylon, after folution in Wine, 
{training and boiling up to the con- 


‘fiftence . 
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fifttence of Honey; and by this 
means it becomesa Diachylon with 
Gums. 

This addition to the former was 
_ originally the contrivance of Reno- 
deus, excepting the Galbanum ; 
but the Pharmacopaia Regia adds 
the Gums to the Diachylon Sin 
plex; which is a much lefs trouble- 
fome way, leaving out the Bdel- 
lium, and putting in both Galba- 
num and Opopanax. The Augu/fan 
Difpenfatory gives a Preicription 
from another author, but that is fo 
‘extremely perplexed as to have been 
followed by none fince.

% ivfs. of the oils of Camomile, 
Lillies, and Dill, ana % ifs. of Am- 
moniacum, Galbanum, Sagapenum 
and Opopanax, ana § fi. of yellow 
Wax 4 xx. of amnential j ii. of 
Saffron 3ii. Let the Mucilages, 
extracted with Water, be boiled 
over a gentle heat with the oils, 
to a confumption of their aqueous 
humidities ; and the Wax cut into 
{mall pieces, be melted in them, 
and ftirred in with the fpatula : 
when they are taken from the fre, 
and while hot, add by degrees the 
Gums diflolvedin Turpentine, and 
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ftir them well about; laftly, put in 
the Saffron finely powdered, fo 
that the whole may be made into 
a mafs, of a confiltence: ft for a 
plafter. 

This is a Compofition of Mefie, 
and hath been in all the officinal 
Difpenfatories, with little or no al- 
teration. It is much in efteem now 
amongit our Surgeons, who ufei it

This is exaCly as in the Aagufan 
and firft Difpenfatory of the College. 
The fame manner of Compofition 
is alfo directed by Zaelfer, who 
fays, the Prefcription ‘fhows the 
skill, of it’s contriver in nothing 
more than the facility of making it, 
becaufe it requires no. other ma- 
nagement but that order of mix- 
ture as here directed, to obtain a 
due confiftence; but notwithftan- 
ding it fiands recommended for a _

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great healer of Ulcers, it does not 
much take place in the prefent 
Praétice. The Pharmacopaia Re- 
‘gia alfo gives one under this title,

‘There are two Pref{criptions in 
the Pharmacepeia Regia, under 
the title of Emplaftra ad Rupturas ; 
but both very different from this, 
which is not only intended for what 
is fignified by it’s title, but for the 
ftrengthening any weak part. This 
hath Fernelius for it’s author, but 
it is a troublefome Compolfition to 
make, becaufe the great quantity of 
things to be mixed in powder, give 
it a very hard confiltence, unlefs 
Turpentine enough be put in to 
niake it otherwife, which is then 
apt to.render it too adhefive, and 
unable to keep it’s form. If the 
Litharge be boiled up into a Dia- 
chylon, with a fuffictent quantity 
of Oil, it greatly mends the con- 
fiftence, and makes it much more 
convenient for ufe: It is frequent- 
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ly prefcribed, but generally in mix- 
ture, with Diachylon, or fome o-~ 
ther of the like texture, for the rea- 
fons before given.

‘tions of the College, as alfo in the 
Auguftan Difpenfatory; a compound 
platter of Melilot from Me/ues but 
juftly rejected in the laft asa very 
troublefomé Compofition, and ne- 
wer made ufe of ; however this re- 
tains the diftinGion of /implex, and 
is but a moderti contrivance, tho’ 
now greatly in ufe, chiefly for dref- 
fing Blifters. ‘The Shops have been 
accuftomed to boil the Melilot leaves, 
with Suet only, both beqaufe it 
is then much fitter to ftrain, and 
may be made at the time of gather- 
ing the herbs, to be kept under 
the title of Sevum Meliloti, to make 
the plafter, by an addition of the 
reft, at a cooler feafon, which is then 
vattly more convenient for the Ope- 
rator; for neither will the Refin 
ftrain without. vaft difficulty and 
lofs, nor can the whole be work’d up 
when the weather is hot, without 
very great trouble.

This Compofition hath been 
greatly extolled heretofore, and par- 
ticularly by Parace/fus, who fre- 
quently mentions it in his Chirar- 
gical writings; and from him Scbro- 
der hath taken it into his Pbarma- 
cop@ia Medico-Chymica 3 as alfo hath 
the fame Collector, tranfcribed ano- 
ther, under the fame title, from 
one Felix Wurtz: but this, which 
the College have now the firft time 
given a place in their Difpenfatory, 
is the neareft copied after Mizle- 
rerus, which the Auguffan Colle- 
tion hath alfo got from the fame 
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author, but with fome variations. 
of no great moment. Zzelfer is 
very particular in his animadver- 
fions upon the manner of it’s Com- 
pofition, which are hardly worth 
ranfcription here; yet with his 
ufual freedom he greatly blames 
this contrivance, as containing ma- 
ny ingredients of different, if not 
contrary qualities, and laughs at 
the conceit of the Loadftone there- 
in.

This is afcribed to Nicolaus in 
the Auguftan Difpenfatory, as like- 
wife by the firft of the College, in- 
to which it is tranfcribed; but here 
the quantity of Saffron is much 
abridged. ‘This feems to have taken. 
it’s name from the Saffron and Vi- « 
negar, both which are exprefled by 
it, notwithftanding the {mall thare 
Vinegar hath in its; and indeed 
the duguffan Colle&tion gives one 
Prefcription, ‘under this title, from 
Vigou, which is alfo in the firft editi- 
on of the College, that hath in it nei- 
ther Saffron’ nor Vinegar, but that 
whole Compofition is. very juflly 
cenfured by Zwelfer. The Phar- 
: Aa macopaia 
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macopaiaRegia gives likewife a Pre- 
{eription bearing this title, and not 
greatly differing in materials. This 
_ hath been in great efteem for many 

intentions of confequence; though 
Hildanus. Cent. 4. Odf. 9g, too. 
takes notice of fome inconveni- 
encies and mifchiefs arifing from 
it’sufe. The manner of it’s Compo- 
fition hath been very particularly 
directed by Zwelfer ; but what the 
College have thought fit to give 
here, is fufficient for any Compoun- 
der. Notwithftanding the abridg- 
ment of the Saffron in it’s quan- 
tity (which in the meafure might 
probably be from the virtues of our’s 
being fo much beyond any that is 
foreign) yet the covetoufnefs of our 
wholefale Medicine makers hath 
found out a way to diminifh even 
that, and it is to be feared fome- 
times to imitate it’s colour, with- 
out putting in any Saffron at all; 
fo that it is needful to be cauti- 
ous, when any great dependance is 
had hereupon. It is chiefly ufed 
to warm and ftrengthen debilitated 
parts.

There are no lefs than three 
Prefcriptions under this title, in 
the Pharmacop@ia Regia, and two 
in the firft editioii of the College, 
one of which is afcribed to Mefue, 
Schroder hath one not much unlike 
it.

66. A Plafter again? the Evil; 
Emplaftrum ad Strumas. 

Take Hemlock platter, with Am- 
moniacum iv. of Gum Elemi Z 8. 
of corrofive Sublimate 3x. Mix, 
Sj. a: . 

This is contrived as efficacious 
for the purpofe, as the operation of 
any thing of that kind can be bore 
with ; for it is almoft fo corrofive, 
as tomake an efchar. Ifthe glands 
are ever fo much indurated by mat- 
ter of any fort whatfoever, this 
will either loofen and diflodge it, 
or fetch of the fubitance itfelf, if

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long enough applied: but great cau- 
tion ought to be had in regard to 


_ the nature and texture of the part 


to which it is ufed, becaufe near 
large veffels or tendons it may do 
a great deal of mifchief. It alfo 
may impart fo much of the fub- 
limate, if apply’d to parts which are 
very lax and glandulous, as to raife 
a falivation, if not to produce worfe 


-and more mifchievous fymptoms 


of poifon. This ought therefore 
to be meddled with only by the 
skillful. 

67. Plafter againft Worms; Em- 
plaftrum Vermifiugum. 

Take powder of Aloés Zi. Co- 
locynth and Myrrh, ana 3 iit. leaves 
of Savin, Rue, common Wormwood, 
Tanfy, Walnuts, and Briony root, 
ana $ii. yellow. Wax and Redfin, 
ana % iv. oil of Rue, Z ii. Mix all 
into a mafs for a plafter, (4. 

This is ordered to be fpread thick 
upon Leather, and laid broad upon 
the Belly ; and to children it will 
this way prove cathartic, and aflift 
in diflodging that flime which breeds 
Worms, and the Worms themfelves, 


if bred.

68. A febrifuge Plafter; Empla- 
ram febrifigum. 
f Take -Frankincenfe 3 viii. native 


Cinnabar in fine powder Zi. Mix 
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them ‘together into a plafter, /- 
a. 
This is a great fecret with fome 
for curing childrens Intermittents, 
and is what many ufe, who adver- 
tife infallible plafters for fuch pur- 
pofes. Itis ufually laid to the Wrift, 
and pit of the Stomach, and fome- 
times to the foles of the Feet. The 
Frankincenfe ought to be ftrained 
before the Cinnabar is put in, and 
not to be that which is too brittle 
Sometimes indeed, it does fervice in 
thefe cafes, but no great ftrefs is to 
be laid upon it. ‘The manner of 
operation may be conjectured from 
the virtues of the two fimples of 
which it is made, which confult in 
their places in the preceeding part. 
69. Another febrifuge Plafter ; 
Emplaftrum febrifigum altérum. 
Take Frankincenfe pretty hard, © 
but ftrained fb if. powder of Sa- 
vin 3 £. Camphire 3 ii, Balfam of 
Peru % vi. Mix into a plafter, 
This by fome is faid to be more 
efficacious than the former, and or- 
dered to the Navel, fpread pretty 
broad; and likewife on a long flip 
to the Back bone, befides the places 
the other is directed to: but this ig 
not fo much in ufe, and indeed 
not fo much known, tho’ it may 
be certainly better depended upon 
than that, however it will not al 
ways anfwer.

Of Calcination in general, 


1. HITS is fuch a management 
of bodies by fire, as renders 
them reducible to powder, .and is 


for that reafon termed Chymical Pul-: 


verization. This being feldom per- 
formed without melting or Fufion ; 
both of them may be very properly 
treated. gf. as the fame, operation, 
efpecially. fince both. of, them are 
equally to be accounted for from the 
fame’ principles. Bodies therefore 
are melted or put in fufion, when 
of folids they become fluids. So 
that if we know the caufe of folidi- 
ty and humidity, we fhall eafily un- 
derftand the nature of Fufion.. The 
{olidity. or hardnefs of any body that 
is the force by which it-refiits fepa- 
ration, arifes from the mutual co- 
hefion of it’s component parts; 
which cohefion is but a neceffary 
confequence of that attractive power 
refiding in all matter. Now. the 
attractive force, as it is ftrongeft at 
the point of contact, is the caufe 
that the cohefion of all bodies is in 
proportion te the number of points 
they touch one another in: {fo that 
thofe particles which have leaft fo- 
Nidity in proportion to their fur- 


faces, altho? they attraét the leaft at. 
a diftance ; yet when they touch, 


/ they cohere the moft ftrongly. But, 


for the contrary reafon, where. the 
cohefion is fmall, as in fpherical bo- 
dies, whofe fuperficies can only touch 
ina point, their particles eafily give: 
way to every impulfe, and when- 
ever they are fet in motion, whe-' 
ther by natupror art, fluidity takes 
place ; and‘ -w this may be affe- 


ted by. fire, it is not difficult to. 


conceive.. Whilft the particles of 
fire, by their aétivity’and force, inz. 
finuate themfelves into the fubftance 
to be melted, they fo divide and, 
break it, that there is a much lefs 
contact of parts, and of courfe a 
weaker cohefion. And this cohefi- 
on may ftill, by a continuance of _ 
the fame caufe, and by further di- — 
minifhing the degree of contact, be 
fo far weakened, as to render it in- 
fufficient to keep the component 
parts clofe, -or prevent them from 
rolling over one another, that 1s, 
turning the body into a fluid. 

From the rarefaction, which is 
remarkable in the fufion of thefe 
fubftances, it is evident that thefe 
parts may be, and actually are divi- 
ded and feparated from one another 
by fire. For unle{s the fire gained 
admiffion between their component 
parts, .fo far as to force them a 
greater diftance from one another, 
and thereby leffen their contacts ;, 
there could be. no reafon aiere 

Or 
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_ for their expanding themfelves into 
a larger compafs.. For: experience 
teaches, that a plate of Iron, by be- 
ing made red hot, not only increafes 
in bulk, but in. length. The fame 
is obfervable in calcining Copper. 
From this difference of cohefion, 
proceeds all that variety we obferve, 
in the fufion of bodies: for fuch as 
have ‘Jeaft contaét of parts, fooneft 
give way to the fire; and fome will 
melt away by the warmth of a va- 
pour only, when others which have 
a ftronger contact, are not to be. fe- 
parated but with difficulty. Upon 
this account vegetables very eafily 
difunite, minerals flower, and me- 
tals floweft of all. And of the laft, 
thofe wherein the contact of parts 
is leaft, as in Lead and Tin, moft 
readily melt; but the%:' which are 
more compact, as Gi ‘and Silver, 
are not to be diffolved but by a vio- 
lent heat. 
Now if the force of cohefion was 
proportional to the quantity of mat- 
ter, or to the weight of the body, 
we might from Statics account for 
all the variety which occurs in fufi- 
on; for by knowing the fpecific gra- 
.. vity of abody, we fhould then know 
what force is required to melt ‘it. 
But becaufe the fame quantity of 
matter may be fo. varioufly difpo- 
fed, that in one body there fhall. be 
a much greater contact than in ano- 
ther; tho’ at the fame time, the 


gravity be equal, or evenle{s; there- . 


fore the force of cohefion cannot be 
eftimated by gravity: which is alfo 
confirmed by experience. For Lead, 
altho’ more ponderous than all other 
metals except Gold, yet in the fire 
is more eafily melted than any other. 
So that it neceffarily follows, that 
in this metal there muft be a lefs 
cohefion, or contaét of parts, how 
much foever it may exceed others 
in the quantity of it’s matter, 
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Bodies, after'fufion, return again 
into a folid mafs, upon their remo- 
val from the fire, and the ceflation 
of the motion, which the fire pro- | 
duced; becaufe their particles are 
brought nearer to one another by 
their attractive force, and fo com- 
pell’d to unite. Such as confift of. 
homogeneous and unalterable parts, 
as Wax, Gums, and the purer Me- 
tals, recover their priftine form : 
for when the fame texture of parts, 
remains in the whole body, it muft 
of courfe reaflume.the fame appea- 
rance, when ‘the, feparating power. 
ceafes to act. But other bodies, 
whole parts, with refpect to denfi- 
ty and furface, are extremely diffe- 
rent from.one another, fome being. 
carried off by the force of the heat, 
and others changed as to figure or 
pofition, muft be forced to appear 
in another form: for they cannot 
recover their original phafes, unlefs 
every particle could reinflate itfelf 
in that very fituation it had before s 
which may be hindred infinite ways, 
as may eafily be experienced in he- 
terogeneous bodies, fuch as vege- 
tables, and all minerals, as. like- 
wife the bafer fort of metals. Thus 
every plant is turned to afhes; 
and Vitriol, when all it’s moifture 
is dried away, becomes Cha/can- 
thum; and clay, by the heat of 
the furnace, hardens into tiles and, 
bricks. | 
Therefore the difference which is 
obferved, even in homogeneous bo- 
dies, after liquefaction, is no way 
to be accounted for, but from the 
changeablenefs of furface in it’s 
parts: for thofe bodies, whofe parts 
conflantly retain the fame furfaces, 
never lofe their form; but others, 
by having the furfaces of their parts 
altered, acquire a different texture, 
and put on another appearance. 


Fluidity 
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Fludity being in this manner ex- 
plained, Calcination may, without 
difficulty, be underftood; which, 
in many inftances, is only the effect 
of a longer liquefa€tion. For when 
the fufton is longer continued, not 
only the more fubtle particles of 
the body itfelf fly off, but the par- 
ticles of the fire likewife infinuate 
themfelves in fuch mulcitudes, and 
are fo dilperfed and blended through- 
out all it’s fubftances, that the flui- 
dity which was firft canfed by the 
fire, can no longer fubfift. From 
this union arifes a third kind of bo- 
dy, which being very porous and 
brittle, is eafily reduced to powder: 
for the fire having penetrated every 
where into the pores of the body, 
the patticles ate both kept from 
mutual contatt, and divided into 
minute atoms; fo that they are eaii- 
ly reduced to the fineft powder. 

Fire fo divides and rarifies the 
parts of bodies, which are calcin’d, 
that upon a fecond fufion they will 
yield much fooner than before, as 
we expefience in the calx of Lead ; 
for the force of cohefion, which 
fhould refiit the fire, 1s diminifhed. 
So Copper and Silver, which confit 
of lefs volatile parts, require a very 
ftrong fire to make them fluid; 
but when they are calcined with 
Sublimate, are melted down even 
with the flame of a lamp. In like 
manner Silver, in the Luza Cornea, 
which is made of the. chryftals of 
Silvér, calcined with fpirit of Salt, 
diffolves like Wax at the fire. 

This feparation, and rarefaction, 
of bodies, is fufficiently proved by 
the encreafe of weight, which is, 
during Calcination, owing to the 
fire. So Lead, and all other me- 
tals, gain in their weight by Calci- 
nation ; for ifan ounce of Lead be 
seduced to a Ca/v, by the flame of 
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fpirit of wine, it will increafe a- 
bove a feruple in weight. 

From thefe experiments it is ma- 
nifeft, that not only the parts of the 
body calcined, are much broken and 
rarify’d, but that the very increafe 
of the weight itfelf proceeds from 
the fire. The gravity of crude 
Lead, if compared to Water, is as 
114 to 13 but that of calcin’d Lead 
is as 9 to 1. So the proportion of 
calcin’d Copper to Water, is but 
52,3 but that of crude is 85. The 
proportion of white Lead to Lead 
lifelf comes out ftill lefs, 7/2. fub- 
tripple. But four ounces of Regulus 
of Antimony, if put in fufion for 
an hour and half, will gain two 
drams and a half; tho’ in the mean 
time a multitude of effuvia go off 
in vapour. Hence it appears, that 
the abfolute gravity is increafed 
indeed by calcination, but the fpe- 
cific is leilened: the reafon of which 
is this, that the particles of the 
body, divided by the fire, and fepa- 
rated from mutual contact, are dif- 
fufed into a larger bulk. But the 
particles of fire, which are much 
lighter than the calcin’d body, be- 
ing every where mixed with it, - 
and difpers’d thro it’s pores, leffen 
the foecific, and increafe abfolute 
gravity. 

But however the particles of bo- 
dies are divided and feparated by 
Calcination, fo as to lofe their an- 
tient appearance : yet many metals, 
and fome minerals, whofe parts are 
moftly homogeneous, do not feem 
to lofe their nature with their form. 
For Gold, Silver, and Quickfilver, 
cannot be fo deftroyed by all the 
calcining imaginable, but'that they 
may with very little trouble be re- 
vived. So out of falt of Tin, the 
Tin itfelf may be again extracted ; 
nay, the ca/x of Lead, the moft im- 
pure 
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pure of all Metals, returns with eafe 
into it’s original form. Thus too, 
not only the Regulas, but the very 
fabftance of Antimony, may be 
drawn both from the ca/x and glafs 
of Antimony. © So that Calcination 
is but imperfe€tly performed in 
fuch bodies; for a great many par- 
ticles feem to be fo little changed 
and deftroyéd, that as foon as ever 
they are let loofe from this artifi- 
cial combination, they reaflume their 
propér arid natural figure. Neither 
fhould wé omit taking notice of 
‘what is of the greateft moment in 
Calcination; that thofe very particles 
whofe attra€tive force is ftrongett, 
and which contribute moft to the. 
cohéfion of bodies, fly off, and e- 
vaporatée during Calcination: fo that 
if,a great quantity of fuch particles 
fhould evaporate, another body of 
a very different form may fucceed. 
For in melting Lead, we fee the 
fumes rife in {uch a prodigious 
cloud; that: at length they leave 
nothing behind but the ca/x, which 
has no manner of refemblance to 
et metal: on the other hand, if 
Gold and Silver be calcined after 
the common method, they fill 
retain their antient form, becaufe 
fearce any of the particles pafs off 
’ ih vapour. © And indeed the cor- 
pufeles, which exhale in a calcining 
fire, are fuch as have the largeft 
furface, and leaft gravity: there- 
. fore Quickfilver, whofe particles 
we know are formed in a quité 
contrary manner, is with the grea- 
teft difficulty reduced into a ¢aly. 

But nothing can more confirm 
the account we have given of Cal- 
cination, than the arguments which 
are drawn from the operation it- 
felf. For in order to it’s fucceed- 
ing well, we many times ftir the 
‘body that is to be calcin’d with 
a fpatula, or elfe mix it with fome- 


; + Beg 
thing elfe. The defign of both 
thefe methods is to make the par- 
ticles cohere lefs together, and not 
only to yield more eaiily to the fire, 
but become more convenient for 
their intended ufes 
It’s evident, from what has been 

faid of Copper and Silver, how 
much fooner they melt by the heat 
of fire, when fublimate is added to 
them. The reafon of this pheno- 
mehon may be deduc’d from the 
nature of Quickfilver, out of which 
Sublimate is made. It 1s manifeft 
from experiments, that Quickfilver 
will readily unite with almoft any 
body ; which plainly proves, that 
it has a very ftrong attractive force, 
Therefore thefe particles, when mix~ 
ed with Copper or Silver, inaf- — 
much as they exceed in an: attra 
étive force, caufe the particles of 
either metal to attraét one another 
lefs ; and by that means the force 
of cohefion, which was before in 
the Copper or Silver, is abated, 
and grows weaker. For the greater’ 
the energy of attraction in the 
Quickfilver is, the more is that of 
the metalline particles diminifhed. 
Hence when upon the addition of 
Quickfilver, the force of cohefion 
in thefe metals is leflened, they 
will be the more eafily brought 
to fufion. What has been faid of 
Mercury, holds good in falts.. For 
Sulphur, becaufe it abounds with 
faline and very attractive particles, 
performs the fame thing in the cal- 
cining of Copper, and in the ma- 
king of Crocus Martis ; for by the 
admiffion of thefe fulphureous par- 
ticles, the fire is not only augmen- 
ted, but the very texture of the 
Tron itfelf is divided and opened, 
in the manner we have fhewn, 
and melts down in drops. This Cal- 
cination of Iron, the Chymifts have 
given a peculiar name to, and cal- 
) led 
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Jed it Granulation. For thefe two 
metals have this fingular. property, 
‘that unlefs mixed with Sulphur, or 
fome fuch thing, they cannot eafily 
be put into fufion. °Tis for the 
fame reafon Iron is calcined with 
Sal Ammoniac, in order to extract 
Mynfichi’s Tin@ture ; fo the glafs of 
Antimony, and Crocas Metallorum, 
-are.calcined in a much fhorter time, 
if you add either common or bay 
Salt. Likewife’ Gold and_ Silver 
cannot be reduced into a calx, if 
the texture of the metal be not o- 
pened by fome ‘faline Spirit, or 
Mercury ; for which reafon the re- 

-finers, ufe Borax, and other falts, 
| for the quicker melting of the Oar. 

’ Laftly, the ufe which Calcination 
ferves for, agrees exactly with what 
we have advanced: for bodies are 
firft calcin’d, that they may be the 
better fitted for other proportions, 
Therefore we calcine Vitriol, that 
the oil and fpirit may be the eafier 
diftill’d from it; and we melt Tar- 
tar and Iron, that we may extract 
their tinétures by digeflion. For 
by Calcination the:particles of bodies 


are made to cohere:much more loofe-. 


ly with one another; and’ upon that 
account, become more, convenient 
for any manner of ufe. 

To Calcination belongs Vitrifica- 
tion; which word is properly apply- 
ed. to.thofe bodies that are: pellu- 
cid like Glafs, after the Calcination 
is over; to perform which, a lon- 
ger and :more vehement fire is re- 
quired. Therefore in the making 
of glafs of Antimony, a previous 
Calcination is neceflary. From hence 
proceeds the hnakeaie texture, 
which is as effential a. qualification 
in pellucid bodies, as a reétilineal 
pofition of pores. For by the ap- 
plication of fire, the heterogeneous 
and more volatile corpufcles are dif- 
patina; paisns by the infinite num- 
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ber of refractions they make, very 
much weaken, and almoft extinguifh 
the raysof light: thofe, in the mean 
time, which partake of the fame 
nature, 7. ¢. thofe which are denfe 
and fix’d, being left behind, unite 
clofely together; fo that there be- 
ing a like conformation of parts on 
every fide, which way foever you 
expofe it, this calcin’d matter equal- 
ly attracts and tranfmits the rays 
of light: Thus by long fufion, 
which throws off the lighter and 
more drofly particles, common glafs 
is made, 

Likewife experiments, which are 
made to fhew the fpecific gravity of 
bodies, plainly prove, that glafs of 
Antimony is heavier than Antimony 
itfelf; becaufe the lighter particles 
evaporate during Calcination. 

Decrepitation and Detonation, are 
by the Chymifts commonly placed 
under Calcination; the one is almoft 
peculiar to common Salt, the other 
to Nitre, when they are mixed with - 
fulphureous minerals. But. they 
multiply words to no purpofe, fince 
there isno manner of difference i 
os operation. For. however alt 

rackles;; and. Nitre bounces, du- 
dag the operation, _(by.reafon of 


‘the rarefaction and’ zmpetus of the 


inclos’d; air) {till each of them is 
calcined, after the fame manner.. 
There iss alfo another fort, which 
is made. by mexfiruums3 but be- 
caufe this is more properly called — 
Corrofion, we fhall refer it to it’s 
proper place.,

Of Medicines obtained by Cal- 
cination and Fujion. 


I. TAPHORETIC Anti- 
mony ; Antimonium dia- 
phoreticum. — 

Take of Antimony tb i. Salt-petre 
th iii. powder and mix them exactly, 
then put them intoa red hot cru- 
cible, by a fpoonful at atime, and 
let it ftand half an hour: remove it 
before it is quite cold, and put it 
into a large earthen pan, almoft full 
either of hot, or cold Water. Let 
it remain there ten or twelve hours, 
to diffolve the falt, then take it out: 
and if any of the calcin’d Antimony 
adheres to the crucible, {crape it off 
with a knife. Stir the white mat- 
ter about with a clean flick, and 
when it is fettled, decant the Water 
by inclination; put on more warm 
Water, and decant as before: thus 
repeat the ablution, until the Anti- 
mony.is infipid. When this is done, 
put more frefh Water, ftir it about, 
and prefently pour it off into ano- 
ther pan: put on more, and peur off 
as before ; and fo do till all the fineft 
part of the preparation is wafhed 
off, and by this means it will be 
feparated from the groffer dirty 
parts. Having thus feparated the 
finer part, leave it to fettle, and 
gently pour off the water by incli- 
nation. Put the Axtimonium Dia- 
phoreticum wpon a clean fheet of 
whited-brown paper, and lay it up- 
on a chalk-ftone to fuck up the moi- 
fture. Remove it into:a very gentle 
heat, to be perfeétly dry’d, and keep 
it for ufe in a clofe veflel. 

The operation of this is diapho- 
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retic, if it be kept clofe from the 
air; otherwife with keeping, the 
nitrots particles in the air will gee 
into it, and render it emetic. Zwe/- 


fer fays, it cannot be kept, even in 


the moft careful manner, long with- 
out contracting fome mifchievous | 
qualities, for this is a very antient 
procefs, and directed various ways 
by fome authors, particularly by 
Schroder. Notwithftanding the ex: 
pence of this Medicine genuinely 
made is but little, yet the fordid a- 
varice of fome Chymifts amongtt 
us, makes them put to it even com- 
mon Whiting, to render their pro- 
fits in it’s fale the greater, and give 
to it a colour, which without good 
care in making, it will not other- 
wife have, as the whiteft is moft e- 
fteemed. It is fometimes given 
with alexipharmics in malignant Fe- 
vers, and in the Small-Pox and 
Meafles; and likewife in f{corbutic 
and venereal difeafes, to fweeten and 
cleanfe- the blood. It’s dofe is ge- 
nerally {mall in common Practice, 
being from gr. v. to3®.. But Mr 
George Wilfon, an experienc’d and © 
faithful Chymift, fays, he has known 
it given by 2 f%. at a dofe, and re-: 
peated two or three times a day, for 
fome days together without hurt, 
If the firft wafhings are preferved 
and evaporated, there will be a 
Sal Prunella, poffefling the fame 
virtues as the Sa/ Polychreffum 3 for 
it is nothing but the nitrous falts, 
with fome fmall proportion of .the 
Antimony along with it. 
2. Bezoar Mineral: Bezoarti- 
cum Minerale. 
Take of the butter of Antimony 
Z iii, drop upon it flowly as much 
ipirit of Nitre; draw that off again 
ina Sand-heat; which pour back 
again with the addition of another 
Z 1. of the fame; which draw agam, 
and repeat that operation three or 
four 
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four times: Let the remaining mat- 
ter be powdered and calcined for an 
hour in acrucible; then edulcorate 
by washing, and burn it three or 
four times with {pirit of Wine. 

This feems to have been original- 
ly the contrivance of Cro//ias, tho” 
Quercetan, Sennertus, Hartman, and 
many other practical writers, give 
feveral proceffes for it’s preparation ; 
as doth alfo Schroder give one not 
much differing from this. This Me- 
dicine is however of efficacy and 
ufe enough to tempt fome Chymifts, 
and fuch like artificers,; who keep 
Medicine ware-houfes, to fophitti- 
cate it: for to make it genuine will 
coft double (befides the trouble and 
- danger of noxious fteams) of what 
thofe impoftors frequently fell it 
for. Their common adulteration is 
with half; or two thirds of the F/o- 
res Salis Ammontaci. 

The fumes of the firft mixing are 
very noxious, and therefore to be 
carefully avoided. It’s operation is 
by fweat, tho’ it will alfo fometimes 
purge. It is much more efficacious 
than the Antimonium Diaphoreticum, 
and it will eradicate even Leprofies, 
and the moft obftinate cafes of that 
kind, if rightly managed. Some 
count ic a refifler of poifons, and 
commend it in peftilential diftem- 

ers. It’s dofe is from gr. x. to 
fi. Some calcine it in a crucible, 
after it 1s taken out of the retort: 
others think it better to let that 
partof the fpirit of Nitre it holds, 
remain with it; but it’s operation 
is certainly milder for fuch manage- 
ment. 

Lute not on the receiver, till the 
violence of the fumes are over, lett 
when the fire augments it’s motion, 
it break the retort and receiver. 
Do not exceed the third degree 
of fire, nor let it ttand long after 
the {pirit of Nitre is drawn off, to 
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prevent difcolouring the Medicine. 
The fpirit of Nitre being now im- 
pregnated with common Salt which 
was in the Butyrum, is become an 
Agua Regia, and will diffolve Gold, 
and is called Spiritus Nitri Bezoars 
tics: 

3. Steel prepared~ with Sulphur 3 
Chalybs cum Sulpbire paratus. 

Take a bar of Iron, and heat it 
to the moit éxtreme degree, then 
hold it againft a rowl of Brimftone, 
and it will melt, let the drops fall 
into Water, and when the opera 
tion is over, take it qut of the Wa- 
ter, dry it, reduce it to powder, and 
keep for ufe.

' Take filings of Steel, unprepared, 
any quantity, mix them together, 
and make them into a pafte with 
Water, which leave to €erment for 
fix hours ; after which, put it into 
a crucible over a good fire, and ftir 
the matter with an Iron fpatula. It 


will flame, and when the Sulphur 


is burnt, it will appear black: but 
by raifing and continuing the heat, 
it will change to a red colour, and - 
then it is called Crocus Martis ape- 
riens. 

5. Aperitive Saffron of Iron $ 
Crocus Martis aperitivus. 

This is.made from the Iron pre- 
pared with Sulphur, by a reverbe- 
rating heat. 

6. Aftringent Saffron of Iron ; 
Crocus Martis affringens. — 

Take filings of Steel, arid rever- 
berate them ina very ftrong fires 
till they rife into a very light and 
red Crocus. 

7. Saffron of Metals; Crocus Me- 
tallirum. | 

Take of Antimony and Nitre each 


equal parts, powder them fine, and

crucible,

8. Cryftal Mineral; Saf Prunel- 
le. , | 
Melt any quantity of Salt Petre in 
 acrucible, fet it in the midf of live 
coals; when it is well melted, caft 
alittle Aowers of Sulphur upon it, 
when that is burnt, put on more, 
and‘ fo do till the Nitre flows as 
clear as Rock-water, without any 
feum: then with a clean Iron or 
Brafs ladle, take it out of the pot, 
and put it into a warm Brafs pan 
or mould; when that is coagulated, 
put it by, and with the ladle take 
out more; and fo do till all the 
melted falt iscaft, which keep for ufe. 

If it be yet defired more pure, 
diffolve it in clean warm Water 5 
filter the diffolution, and evaporate 
till a thin skin appears at the top 3 
then fet it to cryftalize. It is dia- 


to an hot crucible. After the de- 
flagration is over, put the cru- 
cible into a melting heat, and ftir 
it gently that the Rega/us may get 
to the bottom; then take it out, 
and let it ftand till it is cool, and.

12. Chalybeated Regulus of An- 
timony ; Regdlus Antimonii mar- 
tialis.. 

Take of Antimony, Nitre, aha 
crude Tartar, ana tb i. little bits of 
Tron ib &. heat the Iron red hot in 
a crucible, and add the reft to it 
gradually, being firlt powdered, and 
mix together, and then proceed as 
in making the Regulus of Antimo- 
ny. If this Regulus is melted of- 
ten with Nitre and Tartar, it be- 
comes Regulus Antimonii frella- 
tus. 

13. Antibeficum Poterii. 

Take of the foregoing Zvi. of 
the beft Tin Z tii. melt them to- 
gether ina crucible, and pour them 
into a warm, greas’d mortar; when 
the mafs is cold, powder it, and 
add three times the quantity of the 
pureft Nitre. Detonate it by {podn- 
fuls in the crucible, and leave it 
an hour to calcine ; when the mafs 
is finely powdered, pour upon it 
warm Spring-water g. /- ftir it with 
a peftle, till the water grows milky, 
and then pour it of, after this 
pour on frefh warm Water to the 
~reft of the powder, and repeat it 
till nothing but undiffolvable feces 
remains at the bottom.’ Let the

plexies and Epilepfies, 
And in all affeéti- 
ons and foulneffes of the Vifcera of 
the lower Belly, it is reckoned in- 
ferior to nothing in cleanfing away 
and difcharging their impurities. 
Thus it obtains in the Jaundice, 
Dropfies, and all kinds of Cachexies. 
It is likewife efteem’d of great fer- 
vice even in obftinate venereal 
cafes; in clearing the blood from 
all impreflions of contagion, and 
cleanfing the glands from thofe cor- 
rofive recrements which fuch dis 
ftempers frequently lodge gee them, 
and occafion blotches and ulcerous 
deformities. In fhort, there is hard- 
ly a preparation in the Chymical 
Pharmacy of greater efficacy in moft 
obftinate chronic’ diftempers: but 
it is not often met with in Pre- 
{cription, altho’ conftantly kept in 
the Shops. The dofe is from gr. vi. 
to 9 i. in grown perfons, for it is 
feldom given to children, their ten- 
der veflels not well bearing the force 
of fuch Medicines.

14. A reftringent Preparation. of 
Iron, fold by the name of Colbateh’s 
Stiptic Powder. 

Take any quantity of filings of I- 
ron, and pour upon them Spirit of 
Salt, to the height of three or four 
fingers above them: let them ftand 
in a gentle digeftion till the fermen- 
tation is over, and the fpirit of Salt 
is become {weet : then pour off what 
is liquid, and evaporate it in an iron 
or glafs veffel until half is confumed ; 
at which time put to it an equal 
quantity of Saccharum  Saturni, 
and evaporate to a dry powder. 
If upon it’s firft becoming dry, the 
operation be ftopt,. it has exaétly 
the appearance of Coalbatch’s Pow-

If this is not kept clofe ftopt, it 
will imbibe the air, and flow fo as 
to lofe it’s efficacy. I have been 
informed from very good hands, that 
this is the Stiptic with which there 
was fo much noife made fome time 
ago, by the author of the Novum 
Lumen Chirurgicum, and for the fale 
of which a patent was procured; 
only in that was ufed oil of Vitriol, 
inftead of the fpirit of Salt in this : 
but that difference is infignificant. 
This is a Preparrtion of Maets, 
‘once profeffor at Leyden, and is in 
the Colledtanea Chymica Leydenfia, 
how much foever fome have pre- 
tended to make a fecret of it fince. 
It is recommended as a reftringent 
in moft kind of Fluxes inwardly, 
and particular Hemorrhages. It’s 
dofe is from gr. iv. to xii. and is 
conveniently given in any forms, 
but powders or pills. 


15. Glafs of Antimony ; Vitrumn 
Antimonit. — 

Take tpi. of Antimony, and re- 
duce it into fine powder, and fet 
it over a gentle fire; calcine it in 


an unglaz’d pan, till it comes to be 


of an afh colour, and ceafes to fume: 
it muft be kept continually flirrings 
and if it fhould run into lumps, 
they muft be powdered again, till © 
the Calcimation be finifhed. When 
that is done, put the calcin’d An- 
timony into a crucible: fet it upon 
a tile in a wind-furnace: puta thin 
tile on the top, and cover ‘it all 
over with coals, and when it is 
brought to fufion, keep it fo in a 
ftrong fire for an hour: then put 
into it an Iron rod, and when the 
melted Antimony which adheres to 
it, is tranfparent, pour it upon a 
fmooth hot marbles; and when it 
is cold, put it up for ufe. 

This is alfo call’d Srzbium. It is 
the ftrongeft emetic of any prepa- 
ration of Antimony. It is too rough 
to take in fubitance, tho’ fome allot 
it’s dofe from gr. il. to. viii.

S UBLIMATION differs ve- 
ty little from Diftillation, ex- 
cepting that in Diftillation only the 
fluid parts of bodies are raifed, but 


that the matter to be dittilled may 
be either folid or fluid: but Subli- 
mation is concerned only about fo- 

lid fubftances. : . 
There is alfo another difference, 
namely, that Rarifaétion, which is 
of very great ufe in Ditlillation, has 
hardly any room in Sublimation; 
for the fubftances, which are to be © 
fublim’d, being folid, are incapable

of Rarifa@tion: and fo it is) only 
impulfe which can raife them. It 
being therefore impulfe alone, which 
is the caufe of the afcent of bodies 
naw under notice, the nature of this 
operation may be clearly deduced 
from what has been faid concerning 
inpulfe. 

However, it may not be impro- 
per to inquire a little more nicely 
into the. reafon of fuch a diverfity 
in the elevation of bodies; why 
fome afcend with a gentle heat, 
and others are not to be raifed with 
the moft vehement fre. And fuch 
an enquiry will more properly come 
in here, becaufe this head contains 
all the bufinefs of Volatility and 
Fixation ; . concerning which fo 
much has been writ, fo little to the 
purpole. 

Fix’d bodies are fuch as abide the 
fire; volatile, fuch as not being 
able to endure the fire, are rais’d 
by the force- of it’s heat. We will 
therefore begin with the firft, and 
explain the manner how in. volatile 
fubftances, which feem to be of the 
fame nature, there happens fo great 


_ a varietyand difference in their ele- 


vation: 
The caufe of this elevation and 
afcent in the particles of bodies, is 


ly on account of impulfe, but of 
another property the fire has; "name- 
ly, to infinuate itfelf into all the in- 
terftices of thefe bodies, and thereby 
break the cohéfion. of their parts, 
fo that they are at laft divided in- 
to very i{mall. particles, if not into 
the {malleft; which art can reduce 
them into, Particles thus feparated 
and divided, lofe much of their gra- 


vity, 2s was takén notice of before.. 


For the gravity. of the fame. par- 
ticle decreafes in the fame propofti-

But 
if the diameter be reduced to 10, 
the gravity will but juft exceed 6;

_corpufcles, when their diameter is 


leffened as much as may be, have 
{carce any. gravity at all. There- 
fore when once they are divided : 
after fuch a manner as has been 
defcribed, they are very. eafily fub- 
lim’d, | 
Nor does only a decreafe of gra- 
vity follow from. this divifion of 
the particles of bodies, but there is 
another thing too, which is the re- 
fult of it, that conduces very much 
to haften the afcent; and that is. 
the variety of their furfaces: for 
the furface of a body decreajes, in a 


very different manner from it’s gra- 
‘vity, only as the: fquare of the dia-’ 


meter is leffened. 'To look back 
therefore upon what has been faid 
above, where the gravity decreafes 
in fuch a feries, as is expreffed by 
the numbers 1728, 1331, 1000, 
the, diminution of the furface will 
obferve this proportion, viz. 144, . 
121, 100. And when upon redu- 
cing the diameter to 6, the gra- 
vity will be lefs than 2, the furface 
will flill amount to 36. So that, 
tho’.-the. gravity of a particle be fo 
leffened, as to be reduc’d almoft to 
nothing, yet there will be furface 
enough left, which will ferve toy 
raife it. This argument, which is 
drawn from the largenefs of the 
furface, and which.has. been ex- 
plain’d 


= =e 
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plain’d by calculation, may be de- 
monftrated, as it were to fenfe, by 
the following éxperimént. If Wa- 
ter be poured upon the filings of 
fron, anda little oil of Vitriol drop- 
ped upon it, a fermentation will 
prefently arife, and the globules of 
the air, in ftriving to difengage and 
extricate themfelves, will carry up 
with them fome of the particles of 


‘Tron to the furface of the Water. 


This can happen upon no other ac- 
count, but that the prcportion of 
gravity in the filings of Iron is very 
{mall in refpect to the largenefs of 
their furface;- and therefore Iron 
is forced upwards by a body, which 
is a great deal fpecifically lighter 
than itfelf Bat how much this 
muft contribute to a more quick af- 
cent, has been in genetal explained 
already, and will be mach more 
evident to the fenfes from the Sub- 
limation of Camphire, Benzoin, and 
Arfenic ; whofe particles, as they 
cohere but loofely, are for that rea« 
fon diffus’d into a larger furface 3 


upon which account they are the 


eafieft to be fublim’d of any. Nay, 
thefe folid particles, upon account 
of their furface, will {ooner afcend 
than fome fluids. So flower of Sul- 
phur rifes fooner than Oil, not on- 
ly that of Vitriol, but any other, 
tho’ ever fo light. By this con- 


trivance of nature, viz. that, the’ 


gravity of bodies decreafes in a tri- 
plicate, but their furface in a du- 
plicate proportion of their diame- 
ters ; it comes to pafs that bodies, 
which have a very different gravi- 
ty, may be rais’d with the very 
fame force. 
mal fubftances, as of Harts-horn, 
human Blood, of Vipers, é’c. be: 
ing compos'd of very minuté’ cor- 


pufcles, as is found by experience’ 


in diftilling them, do eafily’afcend, 
becaufe the furface in them is not 


_of their furfaces. 


Thus the falts of ani-’ 


leffened fo much as thé gravity is. 
And the falts of vegetables, as of 
Tartar, €%¢. which are of a more 
clofe texture, by reafon of their 
large furfaces, are without. much 
diticulty raifed. The corpufcles al- 
fo of minerals and metals, tho’ ve- 
ry compact and heavy, do in fome 
meafure give way to the fire, and 
are capable of being fublim’d. Inv 
all thefe inftances the breadth of 
the fufface, which expofes the par- 
ticles more to the impetus of the fire, 
is the reafon why they are raifed 
with as much eale, as if their gra~ 
vity had been leflen’d by diminifh=’ 
ing’ their furface.. So that particles, 
tho’ ever fo different in weighr,* 
may be equally rais’d by the fame 
degree of heat, if the proportion of 
their gravity be reciprocal to that® 
From what has’ 
been thus at large explained, may 
eafily be deduced the reafon of all 
that variety obferved in the. vola- 
tility of bodies. As for Fixation,: 
fince it is owing to juft the contrary 
caufes, i¢ does not want much ex- 
planation. For he that: thorowly' 
underliands why fome fubftances can 
be fublimed, mutt of courfe,) at the 
faine time, apprehend why others 
cannoti’ -

1. ¥“LOWERS of Sulphur; 
- Flores Sulphtiris. — | 
Take any’ quantity of Sulphur’. 
grofly powdered, put it into a glafg 
cucurbit well heated, which place’ 
ina Sand-heat, and cover it with 
a glafs alembic, fublime it at firlt 
Bba2 with 
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with a gentle fire, afterwards with 
a ftronger. ‘Gather the flowers 


which ftick in the cucurbit, and 
continue to do fo, until there is as 
muchas defired. 

_. The great confumption of this, 
and the lownefs of the price it is 
got down to, make it neceflary for 
thofe who would find a profit in It, 
-to build a furnace with brick, big 
enough to burn a hundred weight 
of Sulphur at a time; and a few 
that have put themfelves to fuch 
expence, ferve the reft of the bufi- 
nefs.. This procefs is fuflicient to 
Jet us into the nature of thefe flow- 
ers.as a Medicine, and to inform 
us that they are the fineft. part of 
the Brimftone: tho’ with thefe there 
arifes a great deal of Salt. They 


are ufed in the difeafes of the Breaft,. 


and likewife in cutaneous diftempers, 
both internally and externally. ‘They 
are certainly both balfamic and de- 
terfive, and it is their plenty in 
a great meafure that leffens their 
efteem. Every preparation from 
this mineral is very effectual in 
lowering a falivation, and hinder- 
ing the operation of Mercury by 
thofe particular glands, and alfo 
gives great cafe to thofe~ troubled 
with the Hemorrhoids.

and keep it in the fecond degree 
of firein fand, or immediately over 
a {mall fire of Charcoal ; the fow- 
ers will prefently begin to rife into 
the cover, which once in an hour, 
or hour and half, muft be taken 
off, and wiped out upon a clean 
fheet of paper with a feather. ‘There - 
ought to be two covers to one 
bottom,.in readinefs, that one may 
be clapp’d on as foon as the other 
is off.

Set it ina fand- 
furnace, give it a gradual fire to 
the third degree, in which keep it

It may feem mighty ftrange, that 
a preparation of Steel or Iron fhould 
derive it’s name from Copper; but 
perhaps it being ufeful in diftem- 
pers women are very fubjeéct to 
might influence it’s inventer to give 
it the appellation it bears. .How- 
ever that may be, it is certainly a 
wonderful good Medicine, not on- 
ly in all intentions where Chaly- 
beates are prefcribed ; but alfo in 
hyfterical affections, and all nervous 
diforders. It is mach in extempo- 


raneous Prefcriptions, from gr. vie 
to Di. and fuits the form of a bole 
beft; for it is naufeous in a liquid, 
and makes pills {well and crumble 
except fuch as are made of the Gums. 
Lemery hath alfo given us the fol- 
lowing extracts, which may be 
worth making for many purpo- 
tes, 

8. Corrofive Sublimate of Mercu- 
ry; Mercurius Sublimatus corrosi- 
vus. 

Take of the beft Vitriol,  calci- 
ned to a rednefs it i. of common 
Salt, and purify’d Nitre, ana it 3: 
of crude Mercury cleanfed by ftrain- 
ing though Leather tbi. Rub all 
together in a Wooden mortar, 
with a Wooden peftle, until the 
Salts are reduced into powder, and 
not the leaft- globule of Mercury 
appears ; which may the more con- 
veniently be done, if this incor- 
poration be made in parcels at fe- 
vera] times; taking, for inftance, 
of the Vitriol and Mercury: each 
31. of Salt and Nitre, ana 2 £. 
ata time; and managing the re- 
mainder till the whole is reduced 
and mixed. Let then this mix- 
ture be put into a matrafs, fo big 
that above half of it may not be 
filled; put the veffel above half 
its height, in a convenient fur- 
nace, with a Sand-heat, under 
which a fire being kindled, and 
raifed to the higheit degree, after 
twelve or fixteen hours, the Mer- 
cury will be fublimed and ftick to 
the top of the veflel. 

This procefs received by the Col- 
lege, is extracted from Beguinus, 
which is much the belt. Lemery’s 
differs only in ufing fpirit of Nitre | 
in the room of Agua Fortis. Our 
countryman Wilfon’s method: is 
much more preplexed. .'This Su- 
blimate is a violent efcharotic, and 
eats away proud flefh: half a 

Bibig dram 
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dram of it diffolved in a pound of 


Lime-water, turns it yellow, and is 
culled Phagedenic-Water, which is 
ufed to wath Ulcers, and fome tet- 
terous Eruptions. 

g. White Sublimate of Mercury, 
ealied allo Aguila alba, or the white 
Eagle ;- Mercurius Sublimatus Dul- 
Cis. 

Take of the above corrofive Su- 
blimate Ziv. crude Mercury Z ii. 
grind them in a Glafs or Marble 
mortar till the Quickfilver appears, 
then fill one third of a bolt-head 
with it. Set it in a fand furnace, 
Jet the fand lie half an inch thick 
between the bottom of the bolt- 
head and the kettle, filling it up 
with fand within an inch of the 
neck; ftop the mouth of the glafs 
with a little Paper, or Cotton-wool; 
then give it a gentle fire for'about 
two hours; increafe it for about 
three hours, and then make it ve- 
ry ftrong foras much longer. When 
it is cold break the glafs over a 
clean fheet of Paper, and feparate 
the Sublimate from the light flow- 
érs at the top, andthe duit which 
lies at the bottom... Powder it a- 
gain, and repeat the Sublimation 
after the fame manner to the third 
time. Ifit be further repeated to 
the fixth time, it is called Calomel, 
(Calomelas-dnos). 

This by fome authors is call’d 
Draco mitigatus, and is the Pan- 
chymagogum of Quercetan. Begui- 
aus teaches another manner of ma- 
king it with fome portion of Tin; 
but this here delivered, is the beft 
and moft ufual way. ‘This is gi- 
ven to young children from gr. ii, 
to gr. vill. and to grown perfons 
to 31. Itis reckoned very effectu- 
al againft Worms in ‘children ; 
and purges thofe flimy humours, 
whence arife fo many of their dif 
orders. : |

Now to underftand diftin@ly how 
a fimple of no remarkable efficacy, 
as crude Mercury, in the firft pre- 


‘paration is chang’d into a poifon, 


and in the later into a fafe. cathar- 
tic; °tis neceffary to attend diligent- 
ly to every ftep of the procefs. In 
making the Sublimate, the mercu- 
vial g/obuli are as it were ftuck full 


of fharp falts from the Agua Fortis, 


that each particle comes to be like a 
ball ftuck round with fharp needles. 
The fir manifeit quality or alte- 
ration made hereby, is the lofs of 
fluidity in the Mercury; for their © 
rolling about in fuch an acid men- — 
ffrruum, until they become full of \ 
thofe /picula@, changes their fmooth — 
into a very unequal furface ; where- 
by they will not flide over one a- 
nother, but become permanent and 
fix’d. In this therefore thefe two 
circumances feem to concur, to 
change thofe things into mifchievous 
difpofitions, which feparately had 
none. The Salt being fo drove into 
the mercurial globules, gives them 
points which they had not before; 
and the mercurial globules add to 


the faline- particles.a gravity and 


force, which they had not without . 
them, that is, crude Mercury by it’s 
weight, when in circulation in the 
juices, would ftrike hard upon what- 
foever it met with; but for want of 
angles or points, would not velli- 
cate the parts; and the faline par- 
ticles, tho’ they had points, have 
not force enough to drive them into 
the membranes, foas to do much 
harm. But when, by this procefs, 
they are joined together, the weight 
of the Mercury drives in the faline 
Jpicule like wedges, and makes 
them cut and tear to peices what- 
ever comes in their way. 
The confequences alfo of this 
poifon manifeit fomewhat like this 
to be the texture of it’s parts ; for it 
é ‘ " Qceafions 
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occafions ‘violent: gripings,, Diftenfi- 
ons of the Belly, a flimy Froth by 
Vomit, bloody Stools, and an .in- 
tolerable Heat and Thirft, with cold 
Sweats, Tremblings and Convulfi- 
ons; which fymptoms demonftrate 
uncommon twitchings and velli- 
cations upon the fibrous and mem- 
branous parts. And thus thefe cry- 
ftals or arm’d balls, as fo many 
knives and daggers, wound and 
ftab “the tender ‘coats “of “the “fto- 
mach, and all the parts they pafs 
through; whereby they abrade their 
natural mucus, tear off the éextremi- 
_ ties of the veffel, and draw blood 
itfelf: and if they -get,fo far as the 
’ capillaries in the’ ordinaty ‘circula- 
tion, they muft of neceffity ftick 
there ;-whereupon. tle blodd ftops, 
and the part inflames,. until) it ter- 
minates ina Gangrene. And altho’ 
thefe inftruments are fingly {mall, 
yet being many in number, they all 
together make up. one. continued 
and incurable mortification. 

_ This being the nature of the 
crude Sublimate, from fuch a con- 
texture of parts, it will not ‘be dif- 
ficult to apprehend how, in the 
Jait. procefs, this fame compound 
re-fublim’d. with Mercury, efpeci- 
ally if it be repeated three or four 
times, lofes it’s corrofivenefs to that 
degree, that it not only becomes a 
_ very fafe, but in many cafes a no- 
ble Medicine. To this purpofe it is 
to be confidered, that the. action of 
thefe faline /picu/e depending upon 
their gravities and largenefs, they 
mutt neceflarily by every fubfequent 
Sublimation be broken into fimaller 
and fmaller parts; whereby thofe 
daggers which were before fo fharp, 
will be near loft, fo as not to make 
wounds deep enough to be mif 
chievous and deadly ; and therefore 
will only vellicate and twitch the 


fenfible membranes of the Stomach 
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to that degree, as to excite them’ 
to an excretion of their contents and 
glandular juices, upwards or down- 
wards according as the force of the 
irritation is greater or lefs. - 
Thus a violent poifon is mitiga- 
ted into a vomit or purge’; nay, 
it may eafily happen (efpecially in 
robuit conftitutions, and.if the bow- 
els be at the fame time, by any 
means, defended againft the ftimu- 
lating ‘power of the Medicine) that 
this twitching may be fo flight as 
to. be almoft infenfible, and hardly 
troublefome: and then the mercu- 
rial globules being freed indeed from 
moft of the faline parts, in their 
paflage thro’ the Prime Viz, but 
ftill having a mixture of fome few 
of them, are quickly convey’d into 
the blood, where by their motion 
and weight, they, muft necefiarily 
diffolve the preternatural cohefions 
of all the fluids; particulagly. of thofe 
which ‘circulate in the {mallet ca- 
nals, and are more vifcid and te- 
nacious, making them more fluxile 


and thin, or of more eafy fecré- 


tion. Whereupon all the glands of 
the body are, as it were, fet to 
work, and fcour’d of their contents: 
but the falival ones efpecially, be- 
ing many in number, very large 
and wide, and the juice they fepa- 
rate of a tough and ropy fubitance ; 
fo that a confiderable quantity of it 
is accumulated before it is fore’d 
out at the orifices of the duéts ; 
thefe effeéts will be moft remark- 
able in them; and a falivation or 
fpitting maft continue fo long, till 


the active mineral particles are, 


through thefe and other paffages 
difcharg’d quite out of the body. 
As the difference between cor- 
rofive and dulcify’d Mercury, lies in 
a greater and leffer degree of ope- 
ration and force; fo this fame con- 
fideration diftinguifhes ‘the feveral 
Bb 4 prepa- 
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preparations of this. mineral from 
each other; which tho’ very many, 
do all vary their effects in the body, 
only as the mercurial globules are 
differently combin’d with falts, and 
the points of thefe more or lefs 
broken by the ation of fire, in 


the burning of fpirits upon them, 


or fuch like management.. And 
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therefore, however dignify’d with 


_the great names of Arcana, Pana- 


cea, (Fr. they do not afford any 
thing fingular or extraordinary, be- 
yond what we may with equal ad- 
vantage promife ourfelves from — 
fome or other of the moft common 
and ufual proceffes. 
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Of Diffolution in general. 


NDER this head fo much of 
[ the Materia Medica comes to 
be examined, that we cannot be too 
parucular in. explaining it. And 
becaufe the folution of falts feems. 
to be as fimple an operation as any 
which falls under this head, we fhall 
begin with that; firft examining 
from what caufes their conftityent 
parts are fet in motion in a fluid, 
and then, how by means of that 
motion they are feparated and dif- 
folved. ) 

This motion therefore may very 
well be accounted for from that 
attractive force, which has been 
taken notice, of to be fo very ex- 
tenfive in Natural Philofophy, that 
there is no kind of matter in the 
univerfe, but what is fubjeét to 
it. We are to obferve then, that 
the corpufcles of falts, which are 


the moft fimple of any, (tho? at laft, 
when they are left to cryftallize, 
they unite into Molecule full of 
pores) are very minute, and for 
their bulk very folid ; and therefore 
have a very {trong attractive force, 
which ceteris paribus is always pro- 
portional ,to the quantity of matter. 
Hence it comes to pafs, that the 
particles of Water are more ftrongly 
attracted by the faline particles, than - 
they are by one another. The par- 
ticles of ‘Water therefore cohering 
but loofely, and being eafily mo- 
ved, approach the corpufcles of 
falt, and run into’ contact: and 
the motion of them is quicker or 
flower, according to their lefs or 
greater diftances; the attractive 
force in all bodies being ftrongeft at 
the point of contaét, as the Mathe- 
maticians have demonftrated. ‘There- 
fore if we throw Salt into the mid- 
dle of a vefiel full of Water, we 
fhall find the aqueous particles, 
which are in the middle of the 
veffel, will be fharp and pungent to 
the tafte: while the water upon the 
fides of the veffel continues almoft 
infipid. So that when fuch a mo- 
tion, 
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tion once arifes, the aqueous parti- 
cles are carried with fome force 
towards the falts; and the moment 
of them is to be eftimated, as Me- 
canics teach us, from their weight 
and celerity conjunGly. By the force 
of this impulfe they open themfelves 
a paflage into the pores of the 
falts, which are very numerous; 
and at length they fo break and 
Givide their texture, that all cohefion 
of their parts is deftroyed; being 
therefore feparated, and removed 
to a convenient diftance from one 
another, they are difperfed, and 
float every where in the Water. 

Thus, from this great, tho’ fimple 
and intelligible principle of attra&ti- 
on, we find this operation accoun- 
ted for. And this we not only de- 
duce by reafoning, but can evince. 
from ocular demonftration. For we 
plainly fee, that when Sugar is put 
into Water, the aqueous particles 
rife up immediately, and by de- 
grees infinuate themfelves into the 
parts of the Sugar, which are above 
the furface of the Water. This at- 
tractive force is likewife demon- 
ftrated from Oils, which are made 
per Deliquium, for by this force 
it is, that they continually abforb 
- and draw in the moifture of the 
air. 

But in the folution of thefe falts 
we meet with fome variety ; for fe- 
veral of them, fuch as Nitre, Sal 
Ammoniac, é¥¢. require a lefs time 
to diffolve them; but others, fuch 
as common Salt and Vitriol, a lon- 
ger. And there is alfo another dif- 
ference in falts: for fome will dif- 
folve in a lefs, others in a greater 
proportion, in the fame quantity of 
Water. So that if we would com- 
pare the weight between the Wa- 
ter and the falts, we fhould find that 
common Salt diffolves but in a half 
proportion, Alum in almoit an e- 
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qual, and Sugarin a double. This 


variety of folution does not proceed , 
from the Water, which is perfectly 
the fame in all thefe inftances, but 
from the different cohefion of the 
falts; for fuch as are of a rarer 
texture, as Sugar feems to be, are 
more eafily broken in peices by this 
inteftine motion, and fo melt in 
larger quantities. 

That the folution of falts per De- 
liquium in the open air, is by their 
attraction of the aqueous particles 
from the air, is manifeft from this 
conftant obfervation, That nothing 
haftens this kind. of folution, more 
than the moifture of the place and 
weather. Hence the Water which 
is thus contain’d in the air, is the 
occafion of the increafe of weight 
in the falts, when they are diffol- 
ved: fo that from one ounce of 
falt of Tartar, we have two ounces 
of oil. Juft fo likewife does oil of 
Vitriol gain in the weight, when 
it is fet in the open air. But if 
falts be firft reduced to cryftals, they 
will hardly diflolve per Deliguiam, 
by reafon of their greater cohefion, 
and confequently a ftronger refi- 
ftance to any outward force. And 
thofe falts which are extraéted from 
the afhes of plants, and call’d Alka- 
lizate, tho’ they diffolve in the open 
air the eafieft of all; yet if once 
cryftallized, will not melt but with 
the utmoit difficulty. But this we 
mut obferve concerning thefe fo- 


lutions, that by application of fire 


they are all performed fooner, and 
in larger quantities. For the igne- 
ous particles do not only break and 
deftroy the cohefion of the particles 
of Salt, but alfo increafe the moment 
of the aqueous particles, and by that 
means aifift them. The fame is to 
be faid of any other motion and a- 
gitation whatever. 
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Tis a common - notion, that tho’ 
Water be impregnated with one 


‘Salt, till it can take no-more ; yet 


after that, it may imbibe fome of 


‘another kind. This, -as afirm’d of 


falts in-general, may with good 
reafon be doubted. For in the very 
experiment they here give us, they 
take for granted what ought firit to 
be proved, while they let the Water 
lie-a long while upon the Salt, in 
order to faturate the folution. For 
when the folation has ftood a con- 
fiderable time, a great part of thofe 
falts which firft floated in the Wa- 
ter, fubfides and turns to cryftals. 
So that the Water is fo far from 
having imbibed all the daline parti- 
cles it could, that if you fhould 
again add more of the fame kind 
of Salt, it will without any difiicul- 
ty abforb that too. And if the ex- 
periment be made after this man- 
ner, why may we not {uppoie, that 
it may as well be capable of recei- 
ving fome faline particles of ano- 
ther kind? however, Ido not de- 
ny, but it may fometimes happsn, 
that Water, when it can take in no 
more of one kind. of Sait, yet will 
very readily admit fome of another, 


as we find Sugar will diffoive in 


the ftrongeft {clution of common 
Salt that can be made. Nor is this 
any ways inconfiftent with reafon: 
for fince there 1s fuch a variety in 
the cohefion of. falts, the Water 
muft naturally leave that untouch’d’ 
which is of a more firm texture; 
and diffolve and imbibe that which 
is of a. more loofe one. But it can 
hardly be thought, that this is ever 
the cafe, in thofe that are of the 
very fame texture. This will ap- 
pear more clearly to us, if we make 
a nicer inquiry into the reafon, 


why only a determined quantity of 


falts can be diffolved. For when 
a good part of the faline body is 
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melted down in the Water, thofe 


corpuicles, which are already dif- 
folved, attract. one -another every 


way; fo that the mutual attraGtion 


of the aqueous particles among them- 
felves, grows much ftronger, when 
in the mean time the motion, which 
at firit was ftrong upon the undif- 
folv’d mafs, is fo broken and Jan- 
guid, that at length it quite ceafes. 
For all the motion which was firft 
raifed, was owing to the difference 
which was between the attractive 
force of the Water, and that of the 
Salt. ‘Therefore, when the attra- 
ction is equal on both fides, the 
motion mutt ceafe, and fo there can 
be.no farther folution. This will 
make us underftand, why we may 


ufe an indefinite quantity of Cro- 


cus Metallorum, in the making of 
emetic Wine; for putting as much 
powder as you pleafe, only a cer- 
tain portion of it will be diffolved, 
Upon this account the dofe. of a 
vomit is determined, not from the 
quantity of the Croczs, but* that 
of the Wine. 

Salts are commonly reduc’d into 
powder, that they may diflolve more 
eafily ; for by that means, not only 
the cohefion is leffened, but the at- 
traction 18 increafed. For a great 
number of particles are hence ex- 
pofed to. the. menjfruuin, and-by 
their united forces attract the Wa- 
ter more ftrongly. For the fame 
reafon it is, that we beat the hat- 
der bodies into: plates; or take 
the filings of them, that they may 
be more eafily corroded by the a- 
Cids. . 
By thefe princip! es Wwe may ac- 
count for the folution of all other 
bodies: to explain which exattly, 
we muft confidernot only the force 
of cohefion, and magnitude of the 
pores, in the body to be diffolv’d, 
but the aptneis to motion, and the 

degree 
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degree of power in the menj/ru- 


um. 

If all thefe particulars could be 
_ accurately determined and fettled, 
they would very eafily let us into 
the reafons of all the variety which 
is obferv’d in folutions. Let us 
take, for inflance, Water and {pirit 
of Wine, whofe natures are very 
different ; for falts will eafily dif- 
folve in the firft, becaufe the aqueous 
particles are more ftrongly attracted 
by the faline corpufcles, than they 
are by one another; whereas in {pi- 
rit of Wine, which is indeed much 
lighter than Water, but more im- 
pregnated with faline particles, they 
continue untouch’d. So that the 
particles of the fpirit, upon account 
of the minutenefs of their bulk, at- 
tracting one another more ftrongly 
than they.do the falts, are not able 
to break the cohefion of the par- 
ticles of Salt... From the fame caufe 
it is, that the feathers of water- 
foul, and fat fubflances, receive 
no Moifture when they are put in- 
to Water. On the contrary, fpirit 
of Wine eafily diflolves Reins, 
which Water can “by no means 
do; the particles of Refin feem to 
be fo clofely united and compact, 
as to leave but very fmall. inter- 
ftices, into which the corpufcles of 
the Water cannot eater, but thofe 
of the fpirit can very cafily, be- 
caufe their bulk is fo much {mal- 
ler. 
_ Corrofion, with the Chymifts, is 
2 diffolution of bodies, either by 
an acid or faline menffruum; fo 
that what we have already faid, will 
afford us fome afiftance in explain- 
ing this too. This is. peculiar to 
corrofion, that it is almoft wholly 
defign’d for the refolution ‘of bo- 
dies which are moft ftrangly com- 
pacied, fuch as bones and metals; 
fo that falme megfruums feem to 
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have avery. confiderable moment or 
force; the reafon of which it may _ 
not be amifs to trace out more di- 
ftinftly. ‘Thefe liguours, whether 
acid or urinous, are nothing but 
falts diluted with a little Phiegm. 
Therefore thefe being folid, and con- 
fequently containing a confiderable 
quantity of matter, do borh attratt 
one another more, and are alfo 
more attratted by the particles of 
the bedy, which is to be diffolved: 
and as their attractions at equal di- 
{tances are proportionable to their 
bulks, ceteris paribus; fo when the 
more folid bodies are put into fa- 
line menfiruums, the attraction Bb 
fironger here than in other foluti- 
ons; and the motion which is al- : 
ways proportionable to the attra- 
cton, more violent. - And wemay 
eafily conceive, how when the mo- 
tion is increas’d in this manner, it 
fhould drive the falts, like fo many 
darts, into the pores of the bodies, 
and open and loofen the cohefion 
of them, tho’ ever fo firm. And 
we are to obferve this in corrofion, 
that the more minute the particles 
of the menfiruums are, they pene- 
trate the fooner, and give the grea- 
ter force. For the motion, which 
attraction produces, is always grea- 
tefi and moft confiderable in the 
leait corpufcles, and is almoft next 
to nothing in the large ones. Fora 
{mall corpufcle is carried with a 
confiderable velocity, with a grea- 
ter, by reafon of it’s large furface, 
is often obftructed by the ambient 
fluid, and deprived of modon. 
And there is another advantage 
gain’d by. this minutenefs’ of the 
particles; in that, they approach 
nearer the body to be difiolved, 
without which the attra€tive force 
will not be felt. Hence thofe very 
faits, which diffolv’d in Water, will 
hardly touch metals; yet if once 
turned 
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turned into acid fpirits, will eafily 
penetrate and diffolve them. For af- 
ter diftillation not only a lefs quan- 
tity of Water remains, but the fa- 
line bodies are fo minutely divided 
and broken by the fire, as to make 
them more capable of being moved 
by an attractive force; therefore 
fuch a diftill’d menfiruum is much 
more efficacious than any fimple fo- 
lution of Salt in Water. - 
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Of Medicines obtained by Dif- 
. Solution. 


IL of Tartar 3 Oam Tar- 
tari per deliquium, or Li- 
guamen Tartari. 

Take any quantity of White-wine 
Tartar, calcin’d to a whitenels, /- a. 
put it in an Hippocrates’s fleeve, 
and fufpend it in a moift cellar till 
the Tartar is diffolved. | 

2. Oleum Myrrbe per Deliqui- 
um. 

Boil Eggs till they are hard, fplit 
them in the middle, and take out 
the yolks: fill the cavity with fine 
Myrrh in powder; place them up- 
on little flicks, about an inch and 
a quarter long, three or four of 
them being prick'd into the Egg, 
fetthem in a clean pan ina cellar, 
or fome fuch moitt place, and there 
will drop from them into the pan 
a liquor, which is call'd Oil of 
Myrrh. 

This is ufed only externally to 
take off blemifhes and {pots on the 
skin, and is commended as excel- 
Jent for fuch purpofes. 

3. The Lunar Cauitic 3 cages 
Luvare. 


Diffolve in a phial any quantity 
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of Silver, with three times as much 
{pirit of Nitre: fet the phial in a 
Sand-heat, and evaporate about two 
thirds of the moifture; pour the 
reft, whilft it is hot, into a good 
crucible, that muft be large, by 
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reafon of the ebullition it will make. | 
Place it over a gentle fire, and let” 


it alone till the boiling matter finks 
quietly to the bottom of the cru- 
cible. Then increafe the fire till it 
comes to be like Oil, and pour it out 
into an Iron mould, a little oil’d 
and heated, and it will prefently 
harden. It mutt be kept clofe ftop- 
ped, elfe the air will run it, and 
deftroy it’s efficacy; but fo it will 
laft. for ever. 

This ftone may be made of Our: 
per, but it will not keep fo well, 
becaufe that metal being more po- 
rous, fooner admits the air into it. 
There are many other preparations 
of Silver, but they are of no ufe, 
unlefs for amufement, and to make 
a fhow tonopurpofe. 

4. The medicinal Stone ; apis 
medicamentofus. 

Take Roch Alum, and litharge 
of Gold, ana tt vi. colcothar of Vi- 
triol 1 iii, Armenian Bole tb vi. 
of the beft Vinegar bili. Boil 
them to the confiltence of an hard 
{tone. 

5. Steel prepared with Vinegar ; 
Chalybs preparatus cum acéto. 

Take any quantity of filings of 
Steel, moiften them with the ftrong- 
eft White-wine Vinegar, and dry 
them in the Sun, or a dry warm Air 5 
then beat them in an Iron mortar, 
and reduce them ‘by levigation in- 
to an impalpable powder and keep 
them for ufe. ‘This may be pre- 
pared alfo from ruit of Iron with- 
out Vinegar. 

6, Milk of Sulphur ; ia Sulphiu- 


ris. 


Take | 
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~ Take clean falt of Tartar ‘P. iii. 

Sulphur P. i. grind them well to- 
gether in a Stone mortar; then 
put them into a ftrong earthen pan, 
and add fome Spring-water. Set 


this mixture over fome live coals, 


and by degrees make it boil till the 
liquor is very red, which will re- 
quire three or four hours: (as the 
Water waltes, fupply it with new 
warm Water). Take it from the 


fire, and before it is quite cold, 


filter it: then drop into it diftill’d 
Vinegar, which will caufe the red 
liquor to be muddy, and: a white 
powder will precipitate. . When the 
fir precipitation is fallen, drop in 
more Vinegar, and fo proceed till 
the Vinegar will not make the li- 
quor muddy any more. After this 
let all fettle, and by gentle incli- 
nation pour off the liquor: put 
Spring-water to the magiftery, 
fiir it well about, and let it fettle; 
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pour off as before, and fo proceed 
with fix or eight lotions, till the 
powder is infipid, and free from it’s 
urinous tafte. — | 

The dofe of this is from gr. x. to 
3i, it is reckon’d more fudorific 
than the flowers, and is pretty 
often prefcribed for that purpofe. 
But this is either too haftily made by 
our\Chymifts, without a fufficient 
quantity of Ablution, or adultera- 
ted fo as not to be trufted to in mat- 
ters of confequence. .

Take of pure Quickfilver and 
double Agua Fortis, ana p.e. di- 
geft them ina phial in a Sand-heat, 
and make a clear folution of the 
Quickfilver. 
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Of EXTRACTS. 
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Of Extraétion in general. 


XTRACTION, taken in 

it’s largeft fenfe, fignifies any 
folution make by menftruums, un- 
lefs there be allow’d, as perhaps.ve- 
ry well may, this difference betwixt 
them, That in folution the men- 
_firuums abforb the whole fubftance 


of the body; but in this, they on- 
ly carry off certain particles of it: 
and in this fenfe Camphire is dif- 
folv’d in fpirit of Wine. But Ja- 
lap is more propery faid to be ex- 
tracted; for the Refin only is dif- 
folved in the menffruum, the other 
particles being left almoft untouch’d. 
but the Extraction now chiefly to 
be treated of, is fuch an infpiffa- 
tion, or thickning of a folution, as 
when a certain quantity of the 
menfiruum is drawn off, the re- 
maining mixture is reduc’d to the 
confiftence of Honey. Thus oe 
tne 


. as 
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the tin€@ture from: Saffron has: been 


plentifully drawn with fpirit of 


Wine, afterwards the {pirit is drawn 
away by. diftillation, to. half the 
quantity, and then the remainder 
is placed upon fand, in an open 
vefie], to the end that the remain- 
ing moifture may evoparate as far 
as neceflary.. By this contrivance, 
the particles of the» Saffron are fo 
broken and divided by the fpirit, 
that they very eafily mix with it, 
and produce a fufiiciently liquid 
tinfiure ; but there being fcarce any 
{pirit leit after diftillation, the re- 
maining matter mut neceffari- 
ly thicken; and when it is put 
into an open veflel, and the more 
fabtile parts are diflipated by the 
force of the fire, it will be re- 
duced into a much thicker confi- 
ftence than it was before, which is 
then called an Extraét. The fame 
procefs is ufed in making the ex- 
tra&t of Gentian, Liquorice, Ex- 
trafum Euffachii, and the <Aloé- 
phangin Pill: where. the {pirit is 
drawn away by diftillation, and will 
ferve the fame purpofes over again. 
Sometimes the juices of vegetables: 
run of themfelves into extracts. 
Extraction, as performed-after this 
manner, does not requite any Jong 
difcourfe to explain; fince what- 
ever has been faid of digeftion, may 
very well be applied tovit. 
Extracts are chiefly made from 
vegetables, and require» different 
menfirudmsy according. tothe diffe- 
rent nature ofthe plants; as’ may 
be obferved, efpecially. in extraéts 
from gums: for fuch of thefe.as are 
mucilaginous, as Gum Arabic, Tra- 
gacanth, €c. are novealily diflolved 
but in aqueous liquors;. on the other 
hand, refinous gums, as Galbanum, 
Scammony; ¢¥-c. muft have high re- 


Etified {pirit, to diffolve them. ‘There, 


are others+again of a middle: na- 
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ture, which may be diffolv’d in ei- 
ther fort of menffruams, tho’ not 
fo eafily in one as in the: other. 


Thus Aloés and Rhubarb, which are’. 


fomething refinous, are better made 
in extraéts with f{pirit of Wine, : 
than ‘Water. But plants which a- 
bound Jefs with refin, fuch as Helle- 
bore, é¥¢. are more* commodioufly | 


extracted with Water, than with” 


fpirit of Wine. If we’ would there-" 
fore perform extraction as it fhould : 
be, we ought to find out a proper’ 
menfiraum, and one which is as it’ 
were akin to the body» to be ex- 
tracted. 

There have been more pains: be- 
ftow’d upon the Extraction of O- 
pium, than of any thing befides, it 
being one of the mott noble Medi- 
cines we have ; and it is ftill in dif- 
pute, what is the moft proper men- 
firuums for it. It would bea tedi- 
ous bufinefs to relate all the forms« 
and proceffes given us of this -ope- 
ration, it will be enough juft to 
touch upon one or two of them: * 
fome extraét Opium by the help of 
acid menffruums. after it has been 
evaporated, either upon live coals, 


}

or kindled Brimftone; that the nar- ~ 


cotic: ftrength of the Opium may 
be fixed and correéted: but this 
way of obtaining the extra&t of O- 
pium is all trifling, unlefs we would 
ufe a Caput Mortuum for an extract, 
inftead of a Medicine ; for the more 
fubtle paft-of the Opium, © that a- 
bounds moft with volatile Salt, flies 
away. upon the application of fire. 
orheat. Farther, it feems very ju- 
dicious to make ufe of acids; for 
if we examine the virtue of Opium,’ 
we fhall find, that acids are’ quite 
contrary to it. Acids coagulate, and 
induce-aLentor on the blood; 
whereas nothing in the world does 
more. effectually attenuate it than 


‘Opium. So that to join acids with — 


Opium, 
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Opium, for the intention of curing, 
is juft like a Surgeon’s blunting the 
edge of his inftrument, that he 
may make the better incifion. And 
for the fame reafon, the acid juices 
of vegetables, with which Opium 


is wont to be fermented, will hard-. 


ly efcape cenfure, when-they come 


to be examined, how little foever 


they may diminifh it’s virtue. O- 


thers add falt of Tartar, which is 


cry’d up fo much, as to obtain the 


name of the Corrector of Opium, 


but as there is. no great matter of 


hurt in it, fo no mighty advantage 


| fions loathings and gripes. 
all hot {pirits produce a coagw/uin- 


is to be had from it: fer Opium 
has no need of this Salt to facili- 
tate it’s Extraction, fince it diffolves 
in a menfiruum. readily enough of 


itfelf; nor is that Medicine, which: 


afluages pain fo. miraculoufly, of 
fuch a favage and malignant. na- 
ture, as to ftand in. need of being 
tamed and corrected :in that man- 
ner. Without doubt that correéti- 
on, ufed by the antients, however 
improperly fo called, was much bet- 
ter, who always mixed aromatics 
with. their opiates, by which the 
force. of the Opium was broke fo 
little, that it rather acquired from 
them a new. and greater virtue for 
medicinal ufes. For this reafon 
Dr Sydenham, in imitation of the 
antients, puts Saffron, Cinnamon, 
and Cloves into his Laudanum. T'he 
other menfraums, made ufe.of to 
extract Opium, are fpirit of Wine, 


Wine itfelf, and Water, and each. 


of them has it’s champions and de- 
fenders; tho’ perhaps the quarrel 
may be fairly ended, if we give the 
preference to Wine: for, not to 


mention, that fpirit of Wine is too. 


hot for fome conititutions, it too 
plentifully abforbs the refinous part 
of the Opium, and {fo often occa- 
Befides, 
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-none of thefe faults ; 
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in the blood; which is quite con- 
trary to the nature of Opium, as 
has been taken notice ‘of already. 
On the other. hand, tho’? Water ex- 
tracts Opium well enough, yet, by - 
reafon of it’s weaknefs, it is not ve- 
ry agreeable to the Stomach, efpeci- 
ally of one thatis fick.. But Wine, 
efpecially Canary aud Sherry, have 
for they.do 
not only very well extract the volat 
tile falt of Opium, which contains 
the..greateft virtue of the remedy, 
but they are both very grateful to 
the Stomach, and ferve as a vehicle 
to. convey. the Medicine. thro’ all 
the {tages of circulation of the blood 
and. {pirits. 

One may obferve, that when tin- 
cturesare extracted by digeltion, they 
are very much faturated; but being 
afterwards drawn off by. ditlillation, 
the wenfrua recover their antient 
colour. . For when the abftraétion, 
by. the alembic, is perform’d with 
a ftrong fire, the-particles of the li- 
quors do fo rarify, that they: very. 
quickly alcend, by reafon of their 
{pecific lightnefs: which may be 
obferved, efpecially in fpirit. of 
Wine, there being no menffruum 
more apt to rarify than that. Bue 
the minute particles of bodies, which 
fwim in thefe liquors, and tinge 
them with a certain colour, how 
thin and fubtile foever they are, yet 
being uncapable of rarifaction be- 
caufe of their folidity; they are-de- 
ferted almoft entirely by the volatile 
menfiruum, and cannot be drawn off 
from the cucurbit. But tho’ they 
fhould by the force and afliftance 
of fire, attempt’ to rife, they can 
never afcend to the top.of the 
alembic ; but by the force of their 
natural. gravity, fall) down again, 
and precipitate. In this 'manner, 
thofe liquors, which are abftracted 
from -tingtures, keep their proper 
nature;

nature, and retain no colour. But 
-fometimes the more light corpufcles, 
fuch as thofe of Opium, Saffron, 
égc. rife together with the men/tru- 
um into the receiver; which may 
be perceived ‘both by tafte and 
imell, tho’ they are “not fo nume- 
rous as to give a tincture to the men- 
‘firuum. ; 

Thus extraction is ufually per- 
formed; but it’s ufe does not feem 
to be fo great in Phyfic, as is gene- 
rally imagined. For almoft all the 
more fubtile particles fly away, and 
are diflipated, either when the men- 


firuum is drawn off by diftillation, 


or when it evaporates. in the open 
air. So that if thofe particles are 
any ways ufeful in Medicine, it is 
to no purpofe to feek for them in 
extracts; but if we would have on- 
ly a colleftion of the more grofs 
and unactive parts, there is no o- 
ther kind of operation, which will 
fo happily fupply us with them. 
Tt is allo of fervice, to clear fome 
gums and refins from drofs: as the 
genuine fubftance is taken up by a 
proper menfiruum, and leaves all 
that is heterogeneous behind; fo by 
evaporating the men/iruum again, the 
refin, or whatfoever of that nature 
it is, will be reftored to it’s utmoft 


purity.

Of Medicines obtained by 
Extraction. 


3; j da SIN of Jalap; Resina Fa- 
lapii. 

Take of fele€t (that is, black, 
heavy, and found) Jalap powdered 
th i. put to it of rectify’d fpirit of 
Wine thi. digeft in a gentle heat 
fora day or two in a clofe velfel, 
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when the fpirit is well ting’d, fe- 
parate it carefully by filtration and 
pour on frefh, repeating this ope- 
ration till the {fpirit draws no 
more colour. Draw off thefe tin- 
ctures till there remains about a 
fourth part and then pour on a 
little cold Water, which turns it 
milky, and lets fall the reftn to 
the bottom; thus wafh and dry it, 
and keep it for ufe. 

Many knavifh Chymifts, when 
Jalap is dear, have a trick of put- 
ting Scammony, which is of itfelf 
almoft all refin, amongft it, and 
fometimes, Gamboge; by which 
means they can afford to fell it 
cheaper than the price it can be 
honeftly made for. But their moft 
notorious cheat is in mixing with 
it common black Refin ; two parts 
of the later to one of the former, 
as I have been informed: but this 
may be known by putting it into 
rectify’d fpirit, which will again 
diffolve the refin of Jalap, but not 
touch the other. The virtues are 
the fame as thofe of the roots; but 
it works rougher, becaufe all fuch 
fubftances ftick to and hang upon 
the coats of the Stomach and Inte-~ 
ftines, fo as to be the authors of 


-a great deal of pain and uneafinefs; 


for which reafon, this is corrected 
with Sugar, cream of Tartar, or 
fuch like things; whereby it is 
brought into the fame ftate as na- 
ture firft prefented it to us I the 
root. For fome purpofes indeed, 
where the form is required to be 
fmall, as often in adminiltration to 
children ; this is beft comply’d with, 
and moft convenient. It’s dofe is 
from gr. ili. to 91. 

After the fame manner are made 
the refins of Guaiacum, Scammo- 
ny, Turbith, and all fimples which 
have in their Cimouteaa any thing 
of the like kind.

The College, in their Difpenfato- 
ty; have not mentioned any Medi- 
cine ufider the name of Extract, 
except the Extraétum Thebaicum; 
which we mentioned in the 4p- 
pendix to Parti. in this place thére- 
fore we fhall prefent the Reader 
withthe manner, in which they havé 
directed Extraéts to be made; and 
then add fome forms of rei 
from other authors. 

Extraéts may be drawn from ary 
kind almoft of Medicine, (whéther 
fimple, as herbs, flowers, feeds, &¥c. 
or compounded, as fpeciés, males 
of pills, sc.) which afford a tinture 
to the menffruum, in which it is in, 
fufed. ‘Take then any kind of me- 
aicinal fabftancee,; cut, bruifed, or o- 
therwife managed, as there is acca- 
fion, pour upon it a fufficient quan- 
tity of fpirit of Wine, or other di- 
ftill’d water, according to the inten- 
tion of the Prefcriber. Let them 
digeft in a bath, or other gentle 


heat, for two days more or lefs,, 


according as the denfity or thick- 
fiefs of the fubftance fhall require, 
till the liquor is impregnated with 
the tinéture of the Medicine. Thien 
_ det the tinged liquor be fepayated 
by inclination; and pour on frefh 
menfiruum, {eparate it as before, and 
repeat this operation as often as there 
is any colour given to the menffru- 
um. Let the tinctures be put toge- 
ther and paffed thro’ a filtring pa- 
per, arid then let the moifture ex- 
hale with a Bath-heat; till the fub- 
ftance at the bottom of the veifel 
be reduced to the confiitence of 
Honey, which muft be kept for 
ufe. To this, by the direction of 
the Phyfician, may be addcd a little 
of it’s own or any other proper 
Salt (¢.g. ii. or 3B. to each % 
of the Extraét) to oe it moilt the 
loniger. 
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2. Extraét of Plantaing Extra 
éluin Plantaginis. 

Take of the juice of Plantain any 
quantity: depyrate it by fettling, 
and filteration, or by the white of 
an Egg, and then evaporate it to’ 
the confiftence of Honey. 

After thé fame manner aré made 
the Extract of all acid, cold, fuccu 
lent or ftyptic plants. 

3. Extract of Wormwood; Ex 
tratium Abjinthii. . 

Takeany quantity of dried Worm 
wood, put to it of Spring-water 
q. f. boil it till the-herb has given. 
all it’s ftrength to the Water. Filtre’ 
the decoétion and evaporate it over, 
a gentle fire to the confiftence of 
Honey. Whilit it is boiling, add a 
little falt of T’artar. 

After the famé manner are pre“ 
pared the Extraéts of Gentian, black 
Hellebore,. Elecampane, Rhubarby 
Peruvian Bark, the lefler Centoryy, 
Camomile Shiv 8, €5s. a allo of 
all fix’d aromati °. 

4. Extract oSJalap; gis aad 
Falappe.  * 

Take any quantity of Jalap roots 
well béaten, cover then four finger? 
with rectify’d {pirit of Wine, draw 
off a tincture iff a Sand-heat $ 
when this is poured off, add to the 
réfiduum Spring-water g. f- boil i¢ 
an hour; fltre the decoction and 
mix it with the foregoing tinétire 7 
then evaporate to the’ thickiefs of 
Honey, and add a little'fale of Tar- 
tar. 

After the fame rhannér aré made 
the Extracts of Mechoacan, Tur 
bith, and other refinets bodies: 
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From the prefent Pragice. 


5. Extract of the Bark; Extra- 
éium Corticis. 

Put i (3. of Bark into a large ma- 
trafs, add to it of common Water 
i vi. or more: let it boil gently 
in a Sand-heat two or three hours; 
{train it, pour more Water to the 
Bark ; boil and ftrain as before: put 
the infufions together, and ina glafs 
or earthen vefle] evaporate to thecon- 


fiftence of an Extract. 'Fhen take 


' the refiduum which remained after 


the ftraining, cover it four fingers 
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with fpirit of Wine, and draw off 
a tincture, repeating it as often as 
it gives any colour to the {pirit. 
Evaporate it to. the fame confiftence 
with the other, and mix them well 
together. 

By this management nothing of 
the Bark is loft, but the Caput 
Mortuum, the fpirit of the Water 
feparately extracting what 1s capa- 
ble of being diffolved. It is ve- 
ry convenient for thofe whofe Sto- 
machs will not bear the Bark in 
fubftance, for it may be given in 
half the quantity. —

CHAP, I. 
Of Precipitation in general. 


HIS is that procefs by which 

particles, after having floated, 
and been fufpended fome time in a 
menfiruum, do at length fink to the 
bottom. Thefe particles fometimes 
precipitate of their own accord, but 
oftener by the afliftance of fome o- 
ther liquor.added to the men/ruum. 
The reafon of the defcent in both 


_ cafes is the fame. 


It may be eafily conceiv’d, from 
what has been faid of digeftion, how 
fluids may be made to fuftain bo- 
dies {pecifically heavier than them- 
felves; namely, by making the re- 


fitance, arifing from the cohefion 
of the parts of the fluid, equal to. 
the excefs which there is of {pecific 
gravity, in thofe bodies above the: 
menfiruum. And it has been fhewn, 
that this refiftance is proportional 
to the furface of the corpuicles. 
Therefore a contrary condition to 
this, is all that is requifite to their 
being fuftain’d no longer; or, which 
is the fame thing, to their Precipita- 
tion: namely, That the tenacity of 
the menffruum be not proportional to 
the gravity of the corpufcles. And 
this may be produced two ways. 

In the firft place, Precipitation 


_generaliy follows upon dropping in 


a liquor fpecifically lighter. For, 
by this mixture the gravity of the 
menfiruum, which always is propor- 
tional to the compound gravities of 
both © 
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both liquors, becomes lighter. The 
menffruum being thus diluted, the 
force of cohelion is alfo weak- 


ned, fo that it is not able to refitt,. 


or bear up the bodies diffolved in 
it; hereupon the Aguilibrium be- 
ing taken off, they are precipitated 
by the force of their own gravity. 
Juft in the fame manner as Hydro- 
meters, which are eafily fuftain’d in 
Water, upon pouring in a good 
deal of any inflammable fpirits, fink 
to the bottom of the glafs. And 
this does not only agree very ex- 
aétly with the laws of Mechanics, 
but likewife with experiments them- 
felves. Thus fpirit of Sal Ammoniac 
does very plentifully precipitate the 


filings of metals, which are diffol-° 


ved in acid menffruums, tho’ it be 
abundantly lighter than any of them. 
The fame thing is done quicker by 
fpirit of Wine, whofe gravity is 
known to be almoft the leaft of 
any. By this fpirit alfo all falts, 
which are fufpended in Water, are 
precipitated, and afterwards unite in- 
to cryftals. So if you drop in di- 
ftill’d Vinegar, the drofs of Anti- 
mony diffus’d in Water “falls to the 
bottom, and affords the Golden Sul- 
phur. After the fame manner, Wa- 
ter, Vinegar, €¢¢. make a Precipita- 
tion from acids, tho’ more fparingly. 
Nay, acids themfelves being poured 
upon others, which are heavier, 
will precipitate whatever is fwim- 
-mingin them. Thus fpirit of Salt 
precipitates either Lead, Copper, 
or Tin, diffolv’d in oil of Vitriol. 
So little need there is for alcalies, 
in this bufinefs, tho’ all the Chymifts 
have unanimoufly contended for 
them as abfolutely neceflary. 

In the fecond place, Precipitation 
will fucceed as well, if there be ad- 
ded a heavier liquor to the men- 


frruum. For the particles of this 


_ liquer, what with their weight, 
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and what with the impetus they ac- 
quire in their defcent, carry down 
and fink all the folid corpufcles they 
meet with in their way. So that the 
corpufcles being thus forced downy. 
and kept there by this adventitious 
liquor, cannot mount up into their 
former fituation. And if any one 
has a mind to try the truth of this 
reafoning by experiments, there are 
enough to confirm it: for not only 
acid {pirits, but Water alone, will 
precipitate tinétures of vegetables 
extracted by fpirit of Wine. And 
the very fame tinctures, extracted 
with Water or Wine, are precipi- 


tated very copioufly by acid fpirits, 


which are heavier. After this man- 
ner, metals which are diffolved in 
{pirit of Sal Ammoniac, are precipi- 
tated with oil of Vitriol, or {pirit of 
Nitre. The fame bodies tho’ fuf- 
pended in Agua Fortis, are eafily pre- 
cipitated with oil of Vitriol, or Be- 
zoartic {pirit of Nitre. And this very 
oil, if poured upon Sa/ Volatile 
Olesfum, or any other folution of 
Salt, ever fo much fattrated, does 
not only fink the fmaller particles, 
but converts almoft the whole li- 
quor into Salt. For when thefe li- 
quors are poured upon one another, 
the Salts, with which they abound, 
being put into motion by their at- 
tractive force, run mutually towards 


one another; and becaufe they do 


not recoil far back after the fhock, 
they are at length fo united, as to 
become like a folid, there being ve- 
ry little phlegm remaining. The 
fame may likewife be obferved in 
Tartarum Vitriolatum. In making 
all thefe experiments, there happens 
fuch a confli& and effervefcence, 
as evaporates almoft all the moifture 
with which the falts are diluted. 
And upon this depends the rationale 
of Chymical Coagulation, a thing 
of yery great confequence in the 

; Aa fs, butinefs 


ap a 
bufinefs of Precipitation. Nor can 
we account for oil of Tartar’s pre- 
cipitating bodies diffolved in acids, 
any otherwife than from it’s making 
_akind of coagulum with thefe cor- 

- pufcles, which thereby becomes too 
heavy for, and exceeds the tenacity 
of the menftruum. 

Nor does Coagulation fucceed on- 
ly upon the mixing of heavier fluids, 
but it alfo very often promotes Pre- 
cipitation, when the gravity of the 
inftill’d liquors is entirely equal to 
that of the menffruum, or but very 
little different from it, And this ag- 
glutination of parts is to be feen in 
many liquors, but moft of all in fa- 
line ones.. Thus fpirit of Sal Ammo- 
niac, fpirit of Harts-horn, that of 
Human Blood, and Sal Volatile O- 
beofum, whofe gravities are nearly 
the fame.as that of common Water, 
precipitate the refolution of Subli- 
mate very plentifully, as you may 
obferve in making the white Pre- 
cipitate of Mercury. In which ex- 
periment, the increafe of the weight 
gives a fufficient indication of an 
union of thofe falts, which are pret- 
ty copious in the Sublimate, and li- 
guors which are poured upon it: for 
that which fubfides at the bottom, 
exceeds in weight the Sublimate 
which wasat firft putin. Likewife 
the magifferies of vegetables, extra- 
éted by Precipitation, do confirm 
this account of Coagulation; for 
thefe have a greater fpecific gravity 
than the powders of the plants they 
are made from. This additional 
weight therefore is to be imputed 
to the particles of the liquor, with 
which Precipitation is performed. 
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Of Medicines obtained by Pray 
cipitation. 


I. ED Precipitate ; Mercuri- 
_ us Precipitatus corrosivus. 
Diffolve P.i. of crude Quickfilver 
in P.ii. of Agua Fortis. Put them 
into. an alembic, plunged to the 
middle in afhes, and diftil in a 
gentle heat to drynefs ; then increafe: 
the fire, ftirring it with an Iron 
skewer, till it acquires a red colour: 
keep it in a Glafs phial for ufe. 

I have placed this Medicine here, 
on account of it’s name, tho’ it is 
improperly called Precipitate. It is 
rarely given inwardly, but by em- 
pirics and ignoratt bold perfons. It 
is a good efcharotic, and much ufed 
among the Surgeons for that pur- 
pofe in Bafilicon, and other dref- 
fings. It is alfo in unguents for the 
Itch, and other cutaneous foulnef- 
fes; but it is to be ufed with cau- 
tion. 

z. Sweet Precipitate of Mercury ; 
Mercurius dulcis Precipitatus. 

Take of crude Mercury, driven 
over from Sea-falt in a retort, or 
revived from common Cinnabar, 
one part 3 of Agua Fortis two parts; 
and make a folution f° a. In the 
mean time prepare a brine, with 
Spring-water and Sea-falt, as ftrong 
as can be made, which filtre thro’ 
a Cap-paper. Let the folution of 
Mercury be gradually dropt into this 
brine, and there will precipitate a 
white powder, which is to be wafh- 
ed from all it’sacrimony with fome 
fimple diftill’d Water, or Spring- 
water warm; dry in a gentle heat, 
and put up into a phial for ufe, 

This is the common ager 

of 


@ 
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of the Shops, that ufes to pafs un- 
der the title of White Precipitate. 
The way here taught-is but very 
little different from preceeding Dit 
penfatories, moft of which allow 
fome Sal Ammoniac in the brine, but 
that makes no alteration of any great 
confequence. It’s operation is moft- 
ly by ftool, and fometimes by vo- 
mit, and it will likewife falivate, if 
ordered accordingly. It’s. dofe is 
from gr.v. to xv. This for it’s 
neatnefs of colour is often mixed 
with Pomatums for the Itch, and 
outward foulnefles of the skin; but 
this way perfons are often betray’d 
into a falivation againft their inten- 
tion: therefore at fuch times due 
care is to be taken that it get not off 


that way, by keeping the body laxa- 


tive, and giving fuch things inward- 
ly as lay hold on the mercurial par- 
ticles, and carry them-another way ; 
for which end nothing is better than 
flowers of Sulphur. 

3. Mercurius Vite. 

Let the butter of Antimony be 
melted, either by expofing it to 
the air, or a gentle heat: put it 
into aclean retort; fet it ina fand- 
furnace ; and by a fire of the fecond 
degree’ diftil its; the butter will be 


'. made more white and pure; and 


by this rectification be feparated 


_ from fome dirty feces, which will 


remain in the bottom of the retort. 
Melt ail the reétify’d butter into 


the receiver, and put to it warm: 


Spring-water; ftir it well with a 
clean itick: when it is fettled, pour 
off by inclination, and keep the 
firft by itfelf. Put on more Water, 
ftir, and let it fettle ; and fo do till 
the powder is freed from all faltith 
tafte ; then dry it gently, and keep 
it for ufe. . 

It’s virtues are the fame with the 
flowers of Antimony ; it’s dofe from 
gr. ll. to Vill. ee 
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4. Turbith Mineral, or yellow © 
Precipitate 3 Turpethum Minerale. 
Take of the pureft crude, Quick- 
filver and oil of Vitriol, feparated 
from all it’s phlegm, ana p. ¢. put 
them into a retort, which place 
in a fand-furnace; give it gradual - 
fire to the fourth degree, and the 
operation will be performed, in 
fix or feven hours time:- then 
take out the retort, and break it: 
pulverize the white mafs, either in 
a glafs, or marble mortar: put it 
into a wide-mouth’d glafs, and 
pour to it fome warm Water. Let 
it ftand two hours, and fhake it three 
or four times: when it is fettled, 
pour off the Water by inclination, 
and keep it by itfelf: put more Wa- 
ter to the yellow powder. ‘Stir it 
about well, and when fettled, pour 
off as before ; and fo proceed with 
feveral ablutions till the powder 
has no tafte. Dry it upon a gen- 


tle fand-heat, and put it up for 


ufe.

5. Brown Precipitates Mercuri-

7. Prince’s Powder; Pulvis 
Principis. 

Take of the red Precipitate lb B. 
grind it very well upon a Marble 
or Porphyry ftone; put it into a 
eucurbit with two quarts of Water ; 
place it in a fand-furnace, and give 
it a fire to make it fcalding hot, 
Jet it fland fo twelve hours, flirring 
it about once in two hours; then 
let. it cool, and decant the Water. 
Pat this. Precipitate into Water a 
fecond time and a third, repeating 
the operation as before. ‘Then dry 
the Precipitate, and grind it with 
double the weight of the falt extra- 
éted from the refidence of the Tinz- 
étura Metallorum : put them into a 
cucurbit. with Waters proceeding 
in all things as above, till the Pre- 
cipitate remains inipid; then dry 
it,, and boil it in {pirit of Wine, 
decant the fpirit when cold, and 
dry the Precipitate. 

This. is emetic. and. cathartic; 
and is. pretcribed in venereal and 
chronic, cafes. The dofe is from 
rin. to OLS. ‘The feveral ablu- 
tions ferve only to leffen the quan- 
tity and pungency of the falts, which 
the Precipitate receiv’d in making 
from the Agua Fortis, and fo to 
render it milder in it’s operation. 

8. Panacea Mercuri rubra. 

Fake any quantity of red Preci- 
pitate; put it into a cucurbit, and 
afterwards eight times its weight of 
Spring-water; let it ftand in a heat 
of fand twenty four hours, fhaking 
it three or four times; pour off the 


Water, and keep it for ufe. Then 
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dry the Precipitate, and pour to it 
eight times it’s weight of fpirit of 


Wine; fit a glafs to the mouth of ~ 


the cucurbit ; lute it well, and fet 
it in a gentle heat. Let it con- 
tinue there fifteen days; fhake it 
often, and after it is cool, pour off 
the fpirit of Wine by decantation. 
Then take the Precipitate, and put 
it in a China difh, with twice it’s 
weight of tin¢éture of Sulphur: fet 
it on fire, and burn of the tinéture 
and then put on frefh {pirit of Wines 
Jet it ftand in a very gentle heat 
two or three hours ; and after it is 
fettled, decant; dry the Precipitate, 
and pat it up for ule. ! 

This is by fome mightily efteem’d 
in venereal cafes. It works by 
ftool, but will fometimes vomit. 
It’s. dofe is from gy.i. to xil. or 
XV. , : 

9. Panacea Mercurii alba. 

Grind Calomel to a very fine 
powder, and put it into a cucur- 


bit, with eight times it’s weight ~ 


of fpirit of Wine; place it in a 
warm fand; let it fland fifteen or 
twenty days, and fhake it every 
day two or three times, Then fit 
a glafs to the mouth of the cucur- 
bit, and make it a circulating glafs, 
Separate the fpirit either by de- 


cantation or diftillation, and dry 


the powder in a gentle heat. 

This is milder than Calomel, 
and therefore may be ventured in 
larger dofes as a cathartic, efpeci- 
ally to children: it has the fame 
virttes with that. 

10. Beguinus’s Lurpéthum Mine- 
vale. | 

Take Mercury 3 iv: oil of Sul- 
phur by the bell % vil. mix them 
gradually in a retort, and digeft 
them in a fand-heat two days; 
then raife under it a fire fufficient 
to throw over the fpirit of Sulphur, 
which will require it fierce enough 

to 
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to make the retort red hot. Then 
take out the white mafs, and pow- 
‘der it in a glafsor marble mortar, 
and wafh it with hot Water as in 
the other procefs, and it will change 
yellow: when by this means it is 
well fweetned, wet it with {pirit 
of Wine, which burn away a- 


in. 

The dofe of this is from gf. il. to 
vi. it is too rough for children, 
but fafe enough to grown. perfons. 
This, as indeed all preparations of 
the fame kind, which are ponde- 


rous and given in little quantity, 


ought not to be exhibited in li- 
quors, where they fo fuddenly fall 
to the bottom, as to be difficult to 
take ; but in boles with conferve of 
Rofes, or fome fuch thing, they are 
not either inconvenient or unplea- 
fant. ‘The Turbith is accounted the 
moft efficacious of all the mercurial 
preparations in venereal cafes; it 
works fmartly upwards, and will 
 fometimes of itfelf raife a fpitting, 

if a carthartic be not given foon after 
it. In virulent Gonorrheas, and 
where the humours flow much to 
the privy-parts, it is of great fer- 
vice: but muft be ufed with great 
care, and particularly not to take 
cold. The moft obftinate Lepro- 
fies generally yield to it. ‘The Wa- 
ter with which it is wafhed, is by 
fome ufed for the Itch, and other 
cutaneous deformities, in which it 
does much good, if the Patient is 
not too bufy with its for it is fo 
loaded with faline /picu/@ as not to 
be inferior to a poifon, if much of 
it fhould get into the pores. 

11. Arcanum Corallinum. 

Take of red Precipitate 3 v. put 
it into a retort; add to it {pirit of 
Nitre 3 viii. Set it in a fand-furnace, 
and draw on the fpirit by a gradual 
heat railed to the fourth degree, 
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This operation will be performed 
in five or fix hours. Return that 
fpirit of Nitre with % iv. of frefk 
upon the Precipitate, and draw off 
as before. Repeat the fame opera- 
tion with % iv. of new fpirit ; and 
at laft let it continue at leaft two 
hours, in the fourth degree of fire: 
then let it all cool, and there will 
be a very red and fubtile powder, 
which put into a crucible, and fet 
in a fire of charcoal, but not ex- — 
ceeding a worm-red, half a quarter 
of an hour. Then putit into a ma- 
trafs, and add to it tb iii. of diftill’d 
Spring or Rain-water: fet it in a 
fand-furnace, and give it a gradual 
fire till it. boils, and fo keep it 
halfan hour. Pour ‘off that Water 
by inclination, and dry the powder 
gently: then put to it of tartariz’d 
{fpirit of Wine % xii. and ina gen- 
tle heat draw it off, and fo pro- 
ceed to two cohobations. Then 
put to it % xii. of frefh tartariz’d 
{pirit of Wine; fit a glafs to the 
mouth of the.cucurbit, to make a 
circulatory : Jet it ftand in a gentle 
heat of fand forty eight hours; and 
at the laft of all let it fimmer a 
little, then let all cool: decant the 
fpirit of Wine, and dry the pow-. 
der.. 

This does not greatly differ from 
the Prince’s Powder. Some efteem 
this the beft and fafeft of this tribe : 
it operates chiefly by ftool. It’s 
dofe is from gr. ili. to x. This is 
alfo reckoned good in the Gout, 
Dropfy, Scurvy, and Itch, as well 
as venereal infections. 

12. Mercurius Precipitdtus per - 


Take any quantity of Quickfilver 
and ‘place it in a fand-heat, and 
gradually increafe the fire till it be- 
comes a red powder.

Of CRYSTALLIZATION. 


CHA PL 


Of Crvfallization in general. 


FIS is fuch a combination of 

faline particles, as refembles 

the form of Cryftal, but varioufly 

anodified, according to the nature 
and texture of the falts. 

The method ufed herein is this, 
‘The faline body is diffolv’d in Wa- 
ter; afterwards the folution is fil- 
tered, which being evaporated till a 
little “film appears on the furface, 
it fpontaneously runs into Cryftal. 
Diffolytion and Filtration are made 

~ufe of, that the falts may be purg’d 
from all their drofs; for otherwife, 
if any foreign matter fhould get in, 
not oniy the tranfparency of the 
Cryftals would be impair’d, but the 
figure alfo muft be mangled and 
broken. ; 

Thefe faits therefore being in this 
manner wafh’d and pureg’d afreth, 
the Water, {as being of no further 
ufe,) is taken off by evaporation ; 

' which is done with a defign, that 
the remaining folution fhould be 
more datusated. And this faturation 
of the folution is neceflary, that a 
greater quantity of the falts might 
yun into Cryftals. Now thefe’ be- 
jag nothing elfe but ‘a congeries of 
the fline particles, if the caufe of 


this union is ee. you will eafily 

perceive why they cannot fubfide 

in a more diluted menfiruum. Now . 
this Compofition arifes from that 

attractive force, by which falts, 

which are nearer one another, do 

naturally ftrive to coalefce and u- 

nite: which they do fo much the 

eafier, the nearer they are to one a- 

nother. For the force of attraétion 

exerting itfelf moft at’the point of 
contact, is the caufe of it’s being 
little or nothing, when bodies are 
removed toa greater diftance. Hence 

falts, very much diluted with cold 

Water, fcarcely attract at all, be- 
canufe they are kept at too great a 

diftance one from another, and here- 

upon remain quiet in their refpe- 

étive fituations; and tho’ the fo- 

lutions fhould be ftr onger, it would 

part with it’s {alts but very {paringly, 

without evaporation : but by letting 

the Water evaporate till there ap- | 
pears a thin skin, the falts are placed 
fo near as almoft to touch one ano- 
ther; and confequently they will 
attract one another very ftrongly, 
and being very clofely and intimate- 
ly united, they are form’d as it 
were into fo many little: dumps or 
bundles. 

If any faline folution were to be 
left to itfelf for fome time, the cry- 
ftals would precipitate, and fall of 
their own accord; for the water, 
which obftructs the cohefi ion of the 

| falts, 
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falts, does fome way or other exhale. 
Bat the very fame falts being dif 
folv'd in warm water, do quickly 
- and eafily melt and fwim in it; nor 
do they run into eryitals, {o long as 
that retains it’s heat. For the mo- 
tion, excited by the heat, hinders 
and deftroys the motion arifing from 
the attractive force. But as foon as 
the water turns cold, and the parts 
ef it are at reft, the falts now heing 
able to approach one another, exert 
their attractive force, and fo unite 
themfelves into cryftals 

Hitherto has beea explain’d the 
reafon of Cryftallization ; as for the 
figures, they are obvious to every 
beholder; and their beauty and va- 
riety are fo admirable, that there is 
fcarce any thing ia nature, which 
can entertain the eye more agreea- 
bly. The figures of thefe are fome- 
times feen by the naked eye, but by 
the help of Microfcopes are difcern’d 
much better. In common {alt we 
plainly difcover quadrilateral pyra- 
mids with fquare bafes. In Sugar, 
the fame pyramids, with oblong 
and re€tangular bafes. In Alum, 
they nife with fix fides, fupported 
with an hexagonal baie. The cryftals 
of Vitriol very much refemble icicles, 
united one to another with great va- 
riety, among which lie fome poly- 
gons, as may be difcoverd with the 
naked eye, Sai Ammoniac very ele- 
gantly imitates the branches of a 
tree, and that of Harthorn looks 
like a quiver of arrows. Glauber’s 
Sul Miradilz, which is made of com- 
mon Salt and Vitriol, exhibits the 
figure of both thofe falts. Nitre ap- 
Pears in certain prifmatical columns, 
not much unlike bundles of fticks ; 
among which there are interfpers'd 
fome rhomboides, and pentagons, 
which feem to come very near thofe 
of common Salt. Hence Lemery 
very juitly remark’d, that Nitre 
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could not be purify’d by any art 
or contrivance whatever, but fome- 
thing of a Sa/ Gem, or fofiil falt, 
would ftick to it. But Salt of Tin 
out-does all for beauty, in which 
are lines like little needles, fpread- 
ing themfelves every where from 
a point as from a center, fo as to re- 
prefenta flar, much like what we fee 
in the Regulus Marsis. 

But this is very peculiar in thefe 
falts, that let them be ever fo divi- 
Ged and reduced into minute par- 
ticles, yet when they are form’d in- 
to. cryftals, they each of them re- 
aflume their proper fhape : fo that 
one might as eafily diveft and de- 
Prive them of their faltnefs, as of 
their figure. This being an immu- 
table and perpetual law, by know- 
ing the figure of the cryftals, we 
may underitand what the texture of 
the particles ought to be, which 
ean form thofe cryftals. And on 
the other hand, by knowing the 
texture of the particles, we may 
determine the figures of the cryftals: 
for fince the figures of the moft fim- 
ple parts remain always the fame, 
it is evident the figures which they 
run into, when compounded and 
united, muft be uniform and con- 
ftant. And fince the force of At- 
traction is ftronger on one fide of 
the fame particle than another, there 
will conftantly be a greater ccncre- 
tion of falts upon thofe fides, which 
attract more itrongly. From hence 
it may be eafily demonftrated, that 
the figure of the leaft particles is 
intirely different from that which ap- 

rs in the cryftal. But we mutt 
eave this to the Mathematicians, left 
we fhould feem to invade their pro- 
vince. 

From this theory of the affocia- 
tion and combination of falts, we 
may learn how to avoid fuch con- 
junctions in thofe preparations, 
Where 
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where the nature of the médicine 
requires them to be kept afunder 
and in a ftate of folution; as in Sy- 
rups, Confections, and Electuaries ; 
for‘in thefe forms, as much care is 
neceflary to prevent the Sugar or 
Honey contain’d in their compofi- 
tion from running into fuch combi- 
nations, or candying, as it is ufually 
term’d, asin the former to aflift fuch 
2 conjunction. 

For this purpofe, in the prepara- 
‘tion of thofe medicines, every part 
ought to be managed fo as to pre- 
vent the too near approach of thofe 
attractive faline particles to one an- 
other. The fire ought therefore to 
have as little fhare herein as poflible : 
for in boiling thofe fyrups which 
have a double quantity of Sugar al- 
low’d to that of the liquor, if the 
diffolution is not by a very gentle 
heat, the fire will carry off fo mach, 
as not to leave a fufficiency to keep 
the particles of Sugar from fuch a 
near approach, as will draw them in- 
to mutual! contaét: that is, after the 


fyrup comés to ftand fome time, it - 


will candy, which is quite out of 
the intention of the medicine. In 
fyrups made of acid ‘or auftere juices, 
as thofe of Lemons, Rafpberries, 
Quinces, and the like; the Sugar is 
such more inclinable to do fo,’ as 
the particles of fuch juices are more 
apt to favour fuch intercourfes, by 
their natural difpofitions to draw and 
‘be drawn into them with the Sugar. 
¥n the making therefore of all fuch 
Medicines, it is much fecurer to 
diffolve the Sugar gradually in the 
fuicé, by putting in little at a time, 
and frequently ftirring it ; for with- 
éut the help of any heat at all, they 
will in time diffolve Sugar enough 
to render them of a due confiftence: 
and there is this farther advantage 
in this method, that the fame which 
prevents it’s running into candy, 
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-and run into candy. 
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by préferving the more fluid and | 


volatile parts, preferves likewife in a 
much greater degree the natural fla- 
vour of the juice of which the fyrup 
is made, becaufe in boiling it flies 
off with the fteam. 
indeed, if the juice is not duly fup- 
ply’d till it is fully fated, and will 
diffolve no more, it will be apt to. 
corrupt and be fpoil’d in the other 
extreme ; but this is eafily prevented 
with care. 

In boiling up likewife thofe fy- 
rups to. a confiftency, which have 
not fo great a proportion of Sagar 
allow’d them, in regard to thew li- 
quor when firft mixed; if they be 
boil’d too high, as it is generally 
call’d the particles of Sugar having 
not fnid enough left to keep them 
at a fufficient diftance from each 
other, they will attract one another, 
This likewife 
fpoils many of the confections, where 
there are not fpecies or powders e- 
nough to prevent fuch contacts and 
cohefions. 

And here it may not be amifs to’ 


premife a word or two in general, » 


with relation to all thofe eléctuaries 


which have three fourths of Honey © 


or thereabouts, in their Compofi- 
tion. ‘The Honey is ordered to be 
clarify’d or defpumated, and it is the 
ufual practice of the Shops fo to do 5 
which is to diffolve it over the fire, 
and continue the heat till it throws 
up a large fcum, which is taken 


off, and the remainder left tranf © 


parent. By this means, under a 
notion of taking away fome impu- 
rities from the Honey, it is dive- 
fted of thofe parts which were ne- 
ceflary to keep it from candying. 


For by continual experience it 1s. 
found how very powerful the parts — 


of Honey are, in attracting one 


another ;_ therefore unlefs they bé f 
much divided by other bodies, pat 
will © 


In this way - 
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will run together: fo that by this 
error it often happens, that thofe 


’ Medicines which have fo much of 


this in their Compofition, are fpoil- 
ed by candying, and even the capital 
ones, as ated Treacle, Mithridate, 
fc. Therefore to keep thofe Me- 
dicines f{mooth, and in a due con- 
fitence, which is always a great 
part of their excellency; it is much 
more proper not to clarify the Ho- 
ney atall, but melt it only juft e- 


-nough to admit of a mixture with 
’ the {pecies. 
they will never be found to candy. 


In which management 


For this purpofe indeed care mutt be 
taken, that the Honey be as clear 
from motes or drofs as pofhble ; 
but that it almoft conitantly is, un- 
Jels for what may accidently be 
upon the furface, or at bottom, 
which is owing to this, that upon 
it’s fir preffure from the comb, 
the inclination of it’s parts to each 
other is fo great, as to work out 
in it’s firft candying or fixing, every 
thing which is of a different na- 
ture, and foreign thereunto; there- 
fore there is no ground for thofe 
apprehentions of impurity, upon 
which. it’s defpumation or clarifica- 
tion is erroneoufly founded. 

As to this head therefore, this ge- 
neral rule ought to be obferved in 
both the Pharmacies; that where a 
combination of falts, or fuch bodies 
as attract and cohere together, 
is intended, all interpofing matter 
ought as much as poffible to be re- 
moved, which is in moft cafes to 
be done with fire: but wherefuch 
combinations are not only out of 
the intention of the operator, but 
injurious to the Medicine he has 
under management; fuch hindrances 
muft be carefully preferv’d, and 
therefore fire in fuch matters is to be 
as little employed as poflible. 
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Of Medicines obtained by Cry- 
Siallization. 


RYSTALS or Cream of 
Tartar 3 Cry/faWli Tartari. 

Take any quantity of white Tar- 

tar, reduce it to powder and boil 

it in Water till the parts which 


-are capable of folution be entirely 


diffolv’d ; run the liquor, whilft it 
is hot, thro’ a flannel bag into an 
earthen pan, and evaporate till a — 
pellicle appears: then fet it in a 
cold place, and fuffer it to ftand 
quiet two or three days ; afterwards 
decant the liquor, and there will be 
found cryftals adhering to the fide 
of the pan; fcrape them off, and 
evaporate the liquor as before, and 
fet it again to fhoot into cryftals; 
repeat the evaporation till all the 
cryftals are fhot. 

The virtues of this are known to 
all. It is a cooling gentle cathar- 
tic, and paffes off pretty much, as 
moft faline purges do, by urine. 
Tt’s dofe from 3 fs. to 3.i. diffolv’d 
in broth, 

2. Salt or Sugar of Lead 5 Saccha- 
rum Saturni, 

Take any quantity of Cerufe; 
powder it, and put it into a large 
glafs or earthen veffel ; pour upon it 
diftill’d Vinegar, four fingers high ; 
fet it in digeftion, in hot fand, for 
two or three days, ftirring about the 
matter every now and then: let it at 
laft fettle, and pour off the liquor 
by inclination. Put new diftill’d 
Vinegar on the remainder, and con- 
tinue fo to do, and feparate it, until 
about half the matter is diffolv’d. Mix 
all the impregnations together, in an 

earthen 
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in a fand-heat about two thirds of 
the moifture, or till there arifes a 
skin over it; then fet the veffel ina 
"gellar, or any cool place, where there 
will fhoot white cryft als, which muft 
be feparated, and the liquor again e- 
vaporated to the fame ftandard, and 
placed to fhoot again, until all that 
<an be got is obtained. 

This is very drying and aftringent : 
it ig mixed with Pomatums and 
ether unguents, for hot tetterous 
humours, and many .difeafes of the 
skin. It turns milky with Water, 
and makes what goes by the name 
of Lac Virgiuale. It is alfo ufed in 
Collyriums for the eyes. Some ven- 
ture upon it inwardly againft Fluxes ; 
and there are not wanting thofe who 
commend it even for expectoration; 
‘but the common Practice does not 
warrant any fuch ufe. 

3. Salt of Vitriol; Sal Vitrioli. 

_ "Take common Copperas, and re- 
duce it by calcining in a crucible to 
a violet or dark purple powder: then 
throw it gradually into a large glafs 
veffel, in which there is clear wa- 
ter, firing it continually with a 
itick, ?till the water, which at firft 
is Very warm, grows cold again. 
Let them ftand ftill 24 hours, then 
drive the liquor thro’ a filtring pa- 
per: then at laft exhale it in a glafs 
weffel, and the falt will coagulate. | 

4. Salt or Vitriol of Iron; SaZ 
Jeu Kitriolum Mar tis. | 

- This is made of Z iv. ofthe beft Spi 
rit ‘of Wine, and % ut. of Oil of Vi- 
triol kept together in an iron veflel, 
“til the cryftals are formed. 

This is much prefcribed, and 
fometimes by the name of Anima 
Hepatis ; 3 of fuch account has it 
teen with fome for it’s efficacy up- 


van the Liver, as to deferve to be 


called the Soul of the Liver.

_§. Emetic Tartar ; Tartarus eme- 
ticus. 

Take cream of Tartar and Crocus 
Metallorum, ana q. / let them be ve- 
ty finely powdered, and after they are 
well mixed, put them into a glaz’d 
pot, and pour upon them of Spring- 
water tb ii. let them boil feven or 
eight hours; ftir them often, and 
as the Water wattes, fupply it: take 
off the mixture from the fire boil- 
ing, and run it prefently thro” a 
flannel bag, then evaporate two 
thirds in a glafs body in fand, and 
fet it in-a cold place to fhoot; fe- 
parate the fuperfluous Water, and 
evaporate as before; gather the cry- 
ftals, dry them gently, and keep 
them in a phial for ule. 


It ‘is a brisk emetic, and will o- 


perate from gr. ii. to vill. If the 
cream of Tartar be before baked 
in an oven to a brownnefs, the

7. Depurated: white Vitriol ; Vz- 


 tridlum album depuratum. 


Diffolve white Vitriol in fair Wa- 
ter, ftrain it thro’ a filtring paper, 
and after a fufficient exhalation, fet 
if in acool place’to cryttallize. — 

It works by Vomit, and is a 
gentle puke enough for young chil- 
dren, from gr. iil. to viii. and to 
grown people from 3i. to 31. It 
corrugates the Stomach into contra- 
&tion fo foon, that it is fancied to 
come all up again upon the firft 
ejectment ; and therefore fome give 
as many dofes of it as they would 
have the Patient vomit, giving 
each in a porringer or bafon of Pof- 
fet-drink, or Carduus-Tea.. 

8. Of Efential Salts. ) 

Thefe are made’ by exprefling the 
juice of any plant, and fetting it in 
a cellar to fhoot; which fome do 
in fmall quantities: but this is fo 
difficult to procure, efpecially neat, 
from filth and dirt, that thefe are 
never kept in the Shops, nor requi- 


-red in Pre({cription. 


The bitter plants, as Wormwood, 
Carduus Benedifius, Mugwort, €%¢. 


~ are eafily fubmitted to this operation, 


but othets not without fome diffi- 


eulty. 


9. Of Fixed Salts. 
‘Take any plant, and burn it on 
a clean hearth, and rake the afhes 


_ as long. as any fire appears amongit 


} 
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‘them; put thofe afhes into an un- 
glaz’d pan, which fet in a calcining 


furnace : make fire about it, till the 
pan is red hot; where keep it, con- 
tinually ftirring the afhes, without 
any blacknefs. ‘Then put them in- 
to a cleat pan, and pour hot Water 
to them; when that Water is fu 
ficiently impregnated with falts, fil- 
ter it, and evaporate to a drynefs, 
and until the afhes are left infipid. 

We meet in the chymical Shops 
with thefe fixed falts of a great ma- 
ny plants, and the common. Prefcrip- 
tions take fome notice of the di< 
ferent kinds: but the pratitioner, 
who thinks there is any real diffe- 
rence between them, correfponding: 
to the plants they are obtained from, 
may reft fatisfied that thofe dex- 
terous and wonderful confcientious 
artificers, the Chymifts, can furnith 
him with a lixivial falt of ary plane _ 
he can call for, made from the Ci- 
neres Clavellati, or pot-afhes. It 
would however be well enough, did 
we lie open but in this particular 
only to fuch impofitions; for let 
the plant be what it will before 
it is reduced to-afhes, the fire brings 
it to that texture and. make of Parts 5 
into which it reduces any other : 
fo that a falt made out of the Lixj- 
vium of any afhes whatfoever, will 
be always the fame. They who 
are incredulous herein, may try ex~ 
periments ten thoufand ways, if 
fo many can be invented: but: 
will never find any fpecific diffe- 
rence.

The procefs for drawing E/- 
fential Oils from plants de- 
feribed. How thofe Effen- 
tial Oils differ according to 
the materials they are drawn 

rom. How they are fophi- 
fricated; with the moft con- 
venient ways in which they 
are capable of being prefcri- 
bed. ‘Wherein the forcing 
Oils by Diflillation from re- 
finous and gummy Jfubjian- 
ces is blameable. 


HESE oils are more thin, and 
volatile, when drawn from 
bodies rendred fo in their natural 
productions; and more heavy and 


~ " yifcid from materials of groffer, and 


, more confiftent texture : that is, the 
former approach more toa fpirit, ora 
volatile falt: and the later more par- 
take of thofe fat, fulphureous parts, 
which chiefly conftitute the body of 
expreffed Oils. And this difference 
it is of confequence to have regard 
to, both in’ order to know them, 
when genuine, to deteé their fo- 
_ phiftications, and to come at the beft 
way of managing them in pratti- 


cal forms. The Oleum Carui,° Ma- 


jorane, and Origami, with many 


others, are of the firit kind, and will 
eafily mix with a portion of reéti- 
fy’d fpirit of Wine, fo as to pafs, — 
without ftri@t examination, for ge- — 
nuine; but thofe of a more vifcid — 
confiftence, as are all thofe drawn — 
from the Ever-greens, and terebin- 
thinous plants, fuch as Juniper, Sa- 
vin, Rue, and the like, will moft 
naturally join with the Oil of Tur- — 
pentine, and impofe upon us that _ 
way: but if thefe tricks are plaid — 
with either, they may be thus dif — 
covered. Spirit of Wine, and Oil — 
of Turpentine, will not mix, with- _ 
out being white and milky; al- 
though therefore feparately they — 
may deceive us with an adulteration — 
of thefe Oils, yet, if to that fufpe- 
éted to be done with fpirit, there be 
put a little Oil of Turpentine, it 


‘will immediately change whites 


as will that adulterated with Oil of — 
Turpentine, when {pirit is put to 
it. Another way, likewife, of cheat- 
ing us with thefe materials is with — 
a mixture of fome expreffed Oil, as 
that of Almonds, for inftance, which — 
moft eafily impofes on us in the 
heavier Effential Oils, as in thofe- 
of Cloves, Cinnamon, Rhodium, — 
and the like; but this likewife may be 
difcovered both by dropping them” 
into Water, and evaporating a little 
in afpoon; for when genuine, they — 
are {pecifically heavier than Water, —

wholly evaporate with heat; in nei- 
ther of which tryals will they thus 
anfwer, if in this manner adultera-

Thefe are generally ufed in the 
fame intentions, as the refpective 
materials from which they are 
drawn, being commonly fuppofed to 
have the fame virtues, tho’ in a much 
lefs compafs; as one drop, therefore, 
of moft of them is fufficient fora 
dofe ; a bolus, or pill, is much the 
fitteft to contain it: for they will not 
mix in aqueous-iquid forms, unlefs 
by the fame management that emul- 
fions are made; and even then they 
will be diftafteful. 

There is, indeed, a manner pra- 
€ifed by fome, of mixing thefe with 
Sugar, which will afterwards facili- 
‘tate their union with aqueous vehi- 
cles; but this cannot be juftified, ex- 
cept from fome neceflity, as in the 
country, or.at fea, where perhaps 
no other preparations of thefe mate- 
rials are in being; for when thefe 
are thus mixed in the beft manner 
that can be, they are much lefs grate- 
ful to the ftomach than waters diftil- 
led from the fame ingredients ; 
which feems owing to a want of the 
volatile faline part which remains in 
the diftilled water, and which is ina 
very {mall proportion in thefe oils ; 
thefe therefore carrying into the fto- 
mach more vilcid adhefive parts, for 
want of the others affijtance, rather 
-pall, and naufeate it, than grateful- 
ly ftimulate it’s membranes: but e- 
ven common tafte is a judge of this 
difference. 


Thefe, indeed, are well enongh 


capable of mixture with fome dry 
forms, particularly powders, and 


where lefs than a drop is required in’ 


' adofe; becaufe quantities of thefe 
may be directed for many dofes, and 
be divided after a few drops of an 


eflential oi] hath been rubbed with 
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them. Thus, for inftance, if a third 
part of a drop of Oil of Cinnamon 


be defired to one fcruple of any te-. 


ftaceous powder fora dofe, a drop 
rubbed into one dram, makes juit 
three fuch dofes; and to children, 
and perfons of fuch weak ftomachs, 
that all contrivance ought to be ufed 
to eafe the taking a medicine, this 
way is often found very convenient. 
The fame purpofe may likewife be 
anfwered with fome of them by or- 
dering them into eleéctuaries. 
There are other oils procured by 
diftillation from gummy and fat fub- 
ftances, as from Amber, Caftor, 
Wax, and the like; but there is fuch 
pains taken beforehand to deftroy the 
natural texture of thefe things, by 
mixtures of oppofite qualities, as 
powder’ of Tobacco-pipes, brick- 
duft, and the like; and fo great a de- 
gree of fire required to raife them 
over the helm, that they are very 
fetid, and feldom ufed, unle/s in éx- 
ternal applications. ,

plants of a tough, gummy,. or bal- 
famic texture, as thofe of Box, Sa- 
vin, €¥c. and therefore it is not 
much, or hardly at all in internal 
Prefcription: but it is frequently 
ordered in plafters againit Worms 
in children, which are to bevap- 
ply’d to the Belly; for it’s pene- 
trating naufeoufnels is reckoned fo 
far to get thro’ the pores, as-to di- 
fturb thofe ugly inhabitants, and 

promote 
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promote their ejectment. Some 
make alfo the oil of Roman Worm- 
wood: but this is'a plant which 
affords it’s oil with fo much difh- 
culty, and in fuch fmall quantities, 
that it is hardly worth drawing, 
both on account of it’s unpleafant- 
nefs and it’s {carcity, and therefore it 
is little ufed. And this may be 
taken for a general rule in thefe 
preparations, that the eafier any oil 
parts from it’s principal, the better 
it is for ufe, and brings along with 
it more of it’s virtues; for the force 
of extraction will in fome meafure 
vary it’s properties: and therefore 
does this of the Roman Worm- 
wood fall fo fhort of the virtues of 
the plant. 

z. Oil of Dill s Olam Anethi. 

This is drawn from the feeds, 
and has all the virtues of the plant, 
but it is not much ufed. 

3. Oil of Anife; Oleum Anif;. 

This has exactly the {mell and tafte 
of the feed, becaufe it abounds fo 
much as to want very little force in 
feparation, as it likewife. does in 
mott feeds, and thofe plants which 
run moft to feed in their growth. 
This oil isa wonderful carminative, 
and a good peétoral, and is much 
ufed. It’s dofe is from 1 to 3 or 
4 drops, on Sugar, or with any 
convenient liquor. Moft of thefe 
oils are fo hot, that one drop is too 
great a dofe: therefore they are ge- 
nerally, by the intermediation of 
Sugar, diffolv’d in fome’ proper li- 
guid, and diluted fo, that a dofe 
may not exceed a third. a fifth, or 
‘an eighth of that quantity, which 
is not diftributable without fuch a 
management. For this reafon, un- 
der each of thefe, an affign’d dofe 
is not to be expeéted; but every 
one may judge of the proportions 
proper, by the heat and pungency 
ef the oil upon the Tongue’: tho’ 
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fome are fo hot, as hardly to be én- 
dured upon fuch a tryal; as thofe’ 
of Origany, Cloves, and fome of 
the hot aromatics. 

4. Oil of See ay Oleum An- 
thus. 

This lofes little of nothing of the 
plant, and is beft drawn when it is 
in flower. Jt is much in the Sal 
Volatile Oleofum, efpecially in fuch 


as as are made exempore by initil-- 


lation of eflential oils into fpirit of 
Sal Ammoniac, and tartariz’d Spirit. 
V. 
amongit fome coarfe operators, and 
fuch as work for the wholefale 
Shops, and diftant low-pric’d cu+ 
ftomers. Some have a trick like- 
wife of making the Hungary-watef 
off-hand by the fame cunning: but 
it’s flavour is not by much fo good 
as that drawn according fo the -dire- 
rections given in their proper place ¥ 
becaufe there is fome part of a vo- 
latile falt.in thefe aromatic plants, 
too fine to be held in their oils, 
which by clofe and careful diftil- 
lation may be preferv’d in a large 
quantity of Spirit. And for this 


reafon it is, that thofe poteftates, or 
powers, with which Sa/moa ftuffed 


his Difpenfatory, and which weré’ 
contrived only for Quacks, and clan* 
deftine Praétice, will not make fo 
good Waters, as the mgredients 
themfeives regularly diftill’d. 

- 5. Oil of Oranges; Oleum Au- 
rantiorum. 

This is made of the outer yellow 
rind or peel, which yields moft. 
when it is juft peel’d off. It has 
thofe virtues of the rind, as make 
it carminative and cephalic; but 


lofes that which makes the other ~ 


fo good a flomachic: for that im 
which the bitter confifts, will ro 


more come over with the Oil, than — 


the Water. This is not often pre- 
ais and is moft ufed to fcent.

6. Oil of Caraways; O/eum Ca- 
rui. 

This is very hot and difcuflive, 
and therefore a gore carminative, 
and frequently ufed, the quantity 
of a drop in a.dofe, with cathar- 
tic pills, to prevent their grip- 


ing. 

7. Oil of Cloves; Oleum Caryo- 
- phyllorum. 

This is heavy, and will fink in 
Water. There is fome of this im- 
ported, which is made from the 
bark of the tree which produces 
this fpice, and is of a high red co- 
Jour, but that is beft which is made 
here, and looks pale. It is us’d as. 
the former, and is in great quanti- 
ties in the Pilule ex Duobus. It is 
very often prefcribed ; and in one 
dofe of a cathartic, one drop is an 
outfide proportion. 

8. Oil of Camomile; Oleum Cha- 
mame li. 

The plant affords but a fmall 
rherered of this oil, as all do which 
eed little, andis therefore dear. It 
is ufed chiefly, as the former, to 
correct purges, and fometimes alfo 
it is given as a carminative in boles, 
a drop or two to a dofe: and it does 
often good, by fuddenly removing 
thofe flatus’s which occafion ftitches 
and pains of the fide. 

g. Oil of Cinnamon ; Ol/eum Cin- 
namomi. 

This is a noble Medicine, and ve- 

ry frequently prefcribed in boles, or 
- rubb'd in powders, in all thofe cafes 
wherein the {pice it is drawn from is 
ufeful. One drop is a good dofe, it 
being very warm. It is a great cor- 
dial, and mightily ftrengthens the 
Stomach and Nerves. Many adul- 
terate it; for what is genuine is ex- 
tremely dear: that which is right, 
finks in Water. Some make an O- 
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leofaccharam with it, and thence an 
extemporary Cinnamon-water, but 
it is inferior to that regularly drawn. 
The Water ufed in the diftillation 
of this oil, will be impregnated fo 
much with the fpice, after all the 
oil is feparated, that it is worth fa- 
ving, either to ufe again for the 
fame purpofe another time, or in- 
ftead of the Agua Cinnamomi Te- 
nus. 

10. Oil of Fennel; O/eum Fani- 
Chit or : 

This has the properties of the plant 
it comes from, but is feldom pre- 
{cribed. 

ir. Oil of Ivy; Ofum Hedére- 

This is an empyreumatical fetid 
oil, like that of Wormwood, and: 
hardly ever heard of in Medicine; 
but itis in fome efteem amongit An- 
glers, in the Compofition of fome 
of their paftes. It is by fome recom- 
mended for embrocations in. rheu- 
matic pains; but it is never prefcri- 
bed for any fuch purpofes. 

12. Oil of Juniper ; O/eum Funi- 
POF e va . 

This is drawn from the berries, 
whofe virtues it very powerfully 
contains. It is-much of the Tur- 
pentine kind, and is fometimes adul- 
terated. with the oil thereof. It is 
ufually preferibed in Cholics and 
pains from the Stone and Gravel, 
from one to five or fix drops, in 
any proper vehicle; and in fuch 
cafes it frequently does great fer- 
vice: it is alfo a powerful diuretic, 
and forcibly detefges the urinary 
paflages ; which may be known by 
it’s {cent in the urine. 

13. Oilof Lavender; O/ezm La- 
vendule. hat 

This has much of the fcent and 
virtues of the plant, tho’ it is feldom 
or never prefcribed fingly, but as it 
makes a part in fome other Com- 
pofitions. It is fometimes dropped 

D upon 
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upon the volatile falts for {melling- 
bottles, and it?s flavour in them. is 
_ very agreeable. 

14s Oil of Lemons ; Oleum Lint 

mute. 
This is made of the peels in the 
fame manner as that of the Oranges; 
and agrees with it in it’s medicinal 
virtues : it is very rarely prefcribed 5 
and it’s greateft ufe is to {cent po- 
matums and unguents. 

15. Oil of Mace 3 Oleum Mazis. 

This differs little from that of the 
Cloves, and is feldom made, and 
rarely prefcribed; the oil made by 
expreflion being moft in ule. 

16. Oil of Marjoram ; Olexm Ma- 
jorane. 

This is poffeffed with the virtues 
of it’s plant, but very rarely pre- 
{cribed, 

17. Oil of Mint ; Oleum Men- 
the. 

This much fails of the virtues of 
it’s plant, as the oils of all aftrin- 
gents mult neceflarily do 3 for what 
gives them that property, and which 
in many things may be: drawn out 
by tincture, ‘will notwithftanding 
refufe to be elevated in diftillation : 
and therefore the oil as well as every 


thing elfe over the helm, is detti- 


tute of that property. However, 
this is fo much accounted warm 
and ftomachic, and it is fometimes 
directed upon plafters, to apply to 
~ the pit of the Stomach, efpecially in 
fettled naufea’s and ‘vomitings; but 
it is very. little elfe preferibed. 

/  . 18. Oilof Nutmegs; Ol/eum Nu- 

. is Mofchata. 

This is a very pleafint oil, of the 
virtues of the fpice it comes, from ; 
but it is muck more ufed in Com- 
_pofitions, than prefcribed alone. It 
is often mixed with volatile falts to 
fmell to, .as that of Lavender. 
is accounted a cephalic, and holds a 
place ia Compofition under that in- 
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tention: but it does not well agree 
with the Stomach, and firangely 
regurgitatés in fome’ people. ~ 

19). Oil of Pugany 5 3 Oleum Ori- 
gant. 

This is an extremely hot oil, _and 
feldom inwardly ufed; tho” it isa 
mighty thing with fome people for 
the ooth-ach, they holding it up-

as near the part in pain as can. be.

This has the virtues of the plant, 
but isvery rarely ufed. __ . 

21. Oil of Rhodium ; Oleuin Rho- 
dii. 

This is of a wonderful gee fcent, 
and makes one of the moft delicate 
perfumes; for which purpofe it is 
ufed in pomatums and liniments, but 
not otherwife. ‘The wood from 
which ‘it is drawn affords {fo little, 
that it. 1s extremely dear, and there- 
fore generally adulterated. 

22. Oilof-Rue; O/eum Rute. 

It is to be fufpeéted that this fails 


much of the virtues of it’s plants” 


for that is of a vifcid contexture, 
and has a great deal which it will

23. Oil of Sage; Oleum Salvie.

Take of coarfe Amber in fine pow- 
der thi. of Tobacco pipes, Bricks, 
Sand, or Bole, alfo in fine powder, 
tb iii. mix them well, and with the 
mixture fill a réfort half full: fet it 
in a fand-furnace; fit it to a re- 
ceiver (not luted) make to it a fire 
of the firft degree for one hour, 
increafe it it to the fecond, and fo 
keep it two hours, then to the third, 
in which keep it four hours. In 
the firft degree fome of the acid wa- 
‘ter, we call fpirit, with a little of 
the fineft oil, will diftil.,. In the 
fecond, the fpirit and oil will con- 
tinue dropping, and {ome of it’s vo- 
. Iatile falt will rife into. the neck of 
the retort. The third will elevate 
more falt with a groffer oil; and if 
the fire be enlarged to the fourth 
degree, it will raife a thick. balfam. 
As the falt rifes in the neck: of the 
Tetort, it ought to be fcraped out 
with a clean flat flick, and put up- 
‘on brown paper to fuck up. the oil ; 
the falt by Re means will be white; 
and if it be defired more fine, it may 
’ be diflolved, filtered and evapora- 
ted, and it will leave a very white 
fal. When the diftillation is over, 
and all cool, feparate the oil by a 
funnel, or other feparating glafs.. If 
the oil is defired to be redtify’d, it 
may be put into a long bodied re- 
tort, and placed in fand; and by 
gradual raifing the fire to the fe- 
cond degree, there-will diftil a fine 
yellow and clean.wil.. But if a pure 
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white and ethereal. oil be defired, 
it muft be put into a cucurbit, with 
three times the quantity of water 
to that of oil, (with which the vef- 
fel muft not be quite half full) and 
then fit.on the head and receiver, 
and gradually bring up the fire to 
the fecond degree; or fo as to make 
the oil and: water to ‘bubble; and. 
there will diftil a pure’ ethereal:oil, 
which! muft be feparated as:before. 
Separate the water from the oil that 
is left.in :the retort 3. and: bécatife it 
will-be impregnated with fomie falt, 
put it into the receiver, into which — 
was made«the firft dittiation, and 
fhake, it. well.to rince. out the falr.

We have included three Medi- 
cines\ in our procefs,~ hecaufe they 
fo naturally arife out of the fame. 
The rectify’d .oil is fometimes in- 
ternally prefcribed in nervous cafes, 


join’d with {pirit of Sal Ammoniac, 


or of ‘Lavender, or other liquors, 
from 5 .to.1§ drops. The sthicker 
oil is, moft ufed externally:in fixed 
rheumatic» pains and aches, »:as. alfo 
to paralytic limbs; but fome com- 
mend.it inwardly.in old gleets, and 
fay.it anfwers even when the beft 
Turpentine balfams fail. The -{pi- 
rit is. ufed much to the fame pur- 
pofe, both internally and externally, 
from gut. x. to 4 i. in any conveni-. 
ent vehicle inwardly, and outward- 
Jy rubbed in per fe, or mixed with 
other fuitable liquors. But the vo- 
latile falt is the main. part, and fo 
much in ufe that the other are of 
little value with refpeét to it; the ~ 
demand of this being vaftly: greater 
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than for the other, in proportion 
to what ‘every procefs naturally pro- 
duces of each. This is a moft ad- 
mirable cephalic detergent. It ex- 
tremely attenuates, cuts and pene- 
trates into the moft remote and mi- 
mute recefles; whereby the whole 
nervous fyftem is, as it were, new 
feoured. It’s chief tendency in fe- 
cretion, and what it carries along 
with it, is by urine. In the con- 
vulfive © deliriums of Fevers it is 
mightily: preferibed, and is reckoned 
not inferior to any thing'in fuch in- 
tentions; becaufe, befides it’s pecu- 
liar efficacy upon the nerves, it al- 
fo conduces.much ‘with alexiphar- 
mics to promote a diaphorefis: in 
all chronic cafes likewile, as Epilep- 
fies, Palfies, and the like, it is fcarce 
ever left out of Prefcription: the dofe 
is ufually from gr. iii. to xv. This falt 
has further one ufeful. property, 
which feems attended to but by few, 
and that is quickening the operation 
of fome cathartics, efpecially of the 
‘aloétic and refinous kind. A few 
grains, with any of the milder ofli- 
cinal pills, as Ruff, -and the like, 
will make them brisker by much in 
operation, and yet rather milder: 
and this it feems to do, by dividing 
the parts of thofe Medicines fo rea- 
dily in the Stomach, that they: begin 
.to exert themfelves fooner than they 
otherwife would, 
The great confumption’ of this 
Medicine, in comparifon to what 
the Amber produces of it, and the 
price upon that account it bears, is 
fo tempting to the avarice of the pre- 
fent degenerate race of Chymitts, 
that it is moft abominably adulte- 
rated; and therefore not to be tru- 
fted to from any hands, but thofe 
who make it for their own ufe. 
Some of thefe, once otherwife in{pi- 


red Philofophers, fophifticate it with 
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Sal Ammoniac, with Nitre, fome 
with cream of Tartar, and others 
with falt of Coral. The firft of thefe 
cheats may be difcovered by a ftrong 
urinous {cent, if it be rubbed with 
falt of Tartar; the fecond by it’s ni- 
trous tafte; the third by folution in 
clear Water: for the falt of Ambet 
will much fooner diffolve than the 
Tartar, and therefore manifeftly leave 
that behind to view; and the lait Is 


difcoverable by trying it upon a red- 


hot Iron, for the genuine falt will 
fly away, the vinegar which the 
Coral had abforb’d will be deftroy’d, 
and nothing but an infipid earth be 
left upon the Iron. 

This fale much beft fits the forms 
of boles, pills, or ele€tuaries for ta- 
king ; becaufe in juleps and draughts, 
in which fometimes it is inadver- 
tently ordered, it is extremely nau- 
feous; the genuine falt having a 
mixed relifh of Salt and Sulphur, 
which in a liquid form lies fo naked 
to the palate, that it often urges the 
Patient to reject it by vomit imme- 
diately after taking. 

27. Oil of ‘Turpentine; O/eum 
Terebinthine. | 

Take any quantity of Turpentine, 
and put it into a large Copper-Still 
with fix times it’s quantity of Water’ 
draw off as ufual, until there comes 
no more oil with the Water, which 


feparate with a funnel made on pur- 


pofe for fuch ufes, -as in the diftilla- 
tion of any other effential oils. 
The water of the firft running will 
retain fo much of the moft fpirituous 
part of the Turpentine, that it is - 
worth faving, and has all the vir- 
tues of the Turpentine itfelf. The 
oil is very hot and penetrating, and 
exceedingly diuretic; which makes 
it therefore fo much depended up- 
on in all obftruétions of the uri- 
nary paflages, and fo fuddenly per- 
| ceiv'd 
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ceiv’d in the water by it’s fcent. It’s 
efficacy this way is fo remarkable, 
that I have known a whole company. 
perceive it to alter the {mell of their 
urine, by fitting long in a room juft 
painted, which fmelt ftrong of the 
oil mixed in the colours: as alfo 
many whole families find the fame 
upon obfervation, when a honfe is 
new painted. This oil is alfo of 
great efficacy in external applica- 
tions; and to admiration will fome- 
times diflodge thofe vifcidities which 
clog the joints, and occafion laiting 
tumours and pains. In paralytic 
limbs it likewife greatly promotes 
the motion of the nervous fluid, 
and affifts in bringing them to their 
ufe by fuch means. In punctures, 
and fome particular circumftances of 
ulcers alfo, the Surgeons much e- 
fteem, and ufe it. 

28. Oil of Guaiacum; Oleum 
Guaiaci. 

This is diftill’d by the retort, toge- 
ther with the fpirit, and then re- 
étify’d and feparated f. a. the fame 
method is to be obferved in diltil- 
ling the oils of Box, Hazel, and 
other woods; and alfo of oil of 
Tartar, with it’s acid fpirit. 

29. Oilof Wax; Oleum Cere. 

Take yellow Wax melted fb i. 
mix with it of the powder of Tiles 
tb iii, put them into a retort, and 
draw off the oil in fand ;* then reéti- 
fy it with frefh powder of Tiles, 
or add to the oil. already diftill’d, 
double the quantity of new Wax cut 


fmall, and diftil it again by a retort, 

with a gentle fire. PEND 
After the fame manner may be 

diftill’d the oil of other fat fub- 

ftances, alfo of Gums and Refins, 

aan ‘cannot be reduced to pow- 

‘der. - | . 

_ 30. Oil of Bricks ; Oleum Late- 

ritium Philofophirum. . 

_ Take hot bricks and plunge them 
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in Olive oil, till thy have imbibed 
all the oil, then take them out and 
break them. Draw off the oil by a 
retort, and feparate it from the {pi- 
rit. | 

31. Oil or Butter of Antimony: 
Oleum feu Butyrum Antiminii. 

Take of Antimony and Mercury 
Sublimate, ana ibi. powder and mix 
them well; put them into a coated 
retort, which muft not be charged 
above a third part, fet it upon an 
Tron bar, in a little flat difh with 
fome fand in it, in an open furnace: 
make a {mall fire at firft, but increafe’ 
gradually in the fecond degree; and 
the butter willrife in the neck of 
the retort, which melt into the re- 
ceiver with live coals. Keep the 
fire flill in that, degree, till the neck 
of the retort is tinged red: then 
change the receiver, and increafe 
the fire to the third degree, in which 
keep it for two hours; after that 
give it two hours fire of the fourth, 
and it will raife the Cinnabar in the 
neck of the retort. When all is 
cold, take it out of the furnace, 
break the retort, and take out the 
Cinnabar. 

In this Procefs there is both the 
Butter and Cinnabar made at once. 
The former is only ufed externally, 
being very cauftic. It is a mighty 
fecret among fome to ftop a Mor- 
tification, by drawing a line with it 
round the affected part, which de- 
fines the bounds of the: fpreading 


‘evil, This Cinnabar is feldom to be 


met with in the Shops. .It is dia- 
phoretic, and a powerful alterative 
in all chronic cafes. It’s dofe is 
from gr. vi. to xx. .The common 
Cinnabar of the Shops has a great 
deal of Sulphur in it, which gives 
it a beautiful colour, but makes it 
not fo efficacious. 

. 32. Oil of Vitriol; Oleum Vi- 


trioli. 
Dd3 Beat 


A0g 
Beat the Coleothar to powder, and 
fift it chro’'a coarfe ‘hair fieve; then 
put into thofe pots calfd long- 
necks, five or fix pound a-piece of 
calcin’d Vitriol, and place them 4n a 
reverberatory farnace ; lute on the 
receiver with lutes made of ‘clay, 
fand, and ‘cut flax 3 then make a 
fmall fire under the grate with char- 
coal and ‘finall-coal : ftop the fire- 
hole of thé farnace, and the ath hole 
flightly ; let the fire {mother fo fix 
_ or eight hours; dry the furnace and 
junctures of the réceivers ; then put 
the fire upon the grate, and keep it 
in the firft degree fix or eight hours: 
increafé it to the fecond: four or

which place in a fand furnace; fit 


‘a receiver without luting: make a 


gentle fire, which will raife a little 
infipid phlegm of a fulphurous {mell ; 

put that into a phial, and flop it. 

Pat on the receiver again, and con- 
tinue the fecond degree of fire; 
and fo pafs on to the third, which 
continue till fumes rife into the 
receiver, and the oil in the retort 
be clear and white as Rock-water: 
then let all cool, and put the fpirit 
by itfelf, and the oil left in the re- 
tort by itfelf alfo. 

The fulphurous fpirit is given in 
Palfies and difeafes of the Lungs. 
The other fpirit is fometimes ufed 
to acidulate gargarifms and juleps; 
and the oil chiefly ferves as a men- 
frrium in fome metalline preparati- 
ons. _ It is extremely cauttic, and 
therefore is to be kept under a Wax 
or Glafs topples for it will burn a 
Cork to a cinder.

2. Oil of Sulphur ;. Ofkum Sul- 
phiris. | 

. This is to be made of the yellow 
Mineral Sulphur. To the operation 
are required two wooden frames, one 
earthen,difh with a hole in the mid- 
dle, a flat gally-pot, an earthen por- 
ringer to burn the Sulphur in, a 
wide-mouth’d glafs for the receiver, 
and the bell. Set one of the wooden 
frames upon two bricks, and put the 
dh wi .a hole in it’s. middle upon 
it, and the flat gally-pot.in the mid- 
dle of the difh, with, the bottom 
upwards, upon which fet the por- 
ringer containing the Sulphur. Sup- 
port the fecond wooden frame upon 
two bricks more, as the firft; in 
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which frame a hole muft be made 
fit for the bell-glafs to reft in, fo’ that 
the edges of the bell may be clear 
of the wood. When,the porringer 
charg’d with Sulphur is fitted, fet 
the Sulphur on fire with a red-hot 
Iron; when it is all melted, ftir 
it with a clean tobacco-pipe, or Iron 
wire, to make it burn clear; then 
cover it with the bell, and in three 
or ‘four, hours time the oil may be 
perceiv’d to condenfe about the bell, 
and drop into the difh, and fo into 
the receiver. .Whenever the Sul- 
phur appears to burn dull, take off 


“the bell, and ftir about the Sul- 


phur with an Iron-wire as before: 
then fet the glafs again, and fo pro- 
ceed till there. be as much oil (or 
rather {pirit of Sulphur) as is defi-

_ This.is a powerful acid, and it’s 
Operation is chiefly diuretic ; but it 
is more commonly prefcribed to 
give a palatable acidity to fome in- 
ternal Medicines, than to anfwer 
any Intention by it’s proper vir- 


-tues. - It’s greateft ufe is in other 


preparations. It’s dofe for palatable- 
nefs is at pleafure, and as a diure- 
tic from 3 to 10 drops in any proper 
vehicle, ,Many .queftion whether 
there be any real difference betwen 
this and ojl of Vitriol, which is dif- 
ficult to determine; fo that they — 
may {peak as, truly as pleafantly, 
who pronounce one to be a vitriolic 
fpirit of Sulphur, and the other a 
fulphureous {pirit of Vitriol: our: 
Chymifts however are feldom at the 
trouble to. fupply us with this ge- 
nuinely made.

_-Phis is made by frequent burning 
Sulphur*tnder a bell, put over a 
veffel .full.of Water, till the Water. 
is {ufficiently impregnated with it. 
"4. Single Aqua Fortis ; 4gua For- 


fig fimplens i 
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Take crude Vitriol P.ii. Nitre 
P.i, beat and mix them well; put 
the mixture into an earthen pot, 
call’d a long-neck: place it upon a 
fire, fit to a receiver, which lute 
well with clay, fand, and cut flax 
wrought together: give it a fire of 
the firft degree for three hours; in 
that time there will come fome red 
fumes into the receiver, which will 
again difappear: then raife the fire 
to the fecond degree, where keep 
it three hours longer; go on to the 
third and fourth, where keep it till 
the receiver is free from fumes. 
When all is cold, take the receiver 
off carefully, and keep the gua 
Fortis for ufe. 

This is ufed in Medicine only as 
a menfiruum in other preparations, 
but is much confumed by Dyers, 
Refiners, and Varnifhers; for they 
cannot itrike fome colours without 
it, efpecially the fcarlet from Cochi- 
neal ; although the cloths dy’d in- 
to thofe cqlours, where it is ufed, 
are reckoned to be rendered fome- 
what rotten, by the corrofion of 
the Aqua Fortis.

Take Vitriol calein’d almoit to a 
rednefs, and of Nitre, both made 
into a fine powder and well mix- 
ed, p.¢. put the mixture into an 
earthen Jong neck, or glafs retort 
luted, fet in a reverberating furnace;

dle a fire, and proceed exaétly as in.

7. Spirit of ‘Tartar ; Spiritus Tars

Take of the pure cryftals of Tar- 
tar fp iv. diftil in a retort with a 
large receiver, encreafing the fire 
by degrees, till the fumes altcgether 
difappear. There will come out a 
phlegm, a fpirit, and an oil; after 
the la& of thefe is feparated, put 
the other in a glafs cucurbit, and 
rectify in a fand-heat two or three 
times over, drawing off every time 
not above a third part.

NDER the firft of thefe is 
L included all that. part of ex- 
temporaneous Pharmacy, which its 
employ’d in drawing out the medi- 
cinal virtues of fimples by boiling ; 
and thefe in common Prefcriptions 
ate alfo frequently call’d Apozems, 
The next is different'in this only, 
that the ingredients are fteep’d in 
hot liquors, in the manner that Tea 
is commonly made, And the later 
is drawing out the oily or milky part 
of feeds or kernels, by contwfion 
“with proper liquors. 'Thefe three 
forms are not very different from 
one another; and are chiefly fit to 
draw out the groffer and {moother 
parts of fimples ; whence moft things 
concern’d herein are balfamics, de- 
tergents, and cathartics; for Deco- 
tion is not fo proper for cepha- 
lics, és. becaufe it exhales the 
more volatile parts, in which the 
virtues of all of thofe intentions con- 
fift. ‘The harder bodies, as woods, 
dry’d roots, &¢. requiré mott boil- 
ing; but herbs and feeds need only 
be fcalded, and may be fpoiled with 
much boiling; which makes it ne- 


ceffary, that in many Compofitions 
‘of this kind, fome of the ingredi-

later, according to their texture,

HE antient Prattice greatly 

abounds with Prefcriptions in 
thefe forms, which the Prefcriber at 
pleafure titles either Lin¢tus’s, Lam- 
batives, Lohochs, or Syrups; but 
they are much neglected by the pre- 
fent; nothing being well reducible 


into thofe forms but peétorals, and 
_ what is grateful to the tafte: forthe - 


confiftence and manner of taking, 
makes any thing bitter, or other- 
wife naufeous, herein intolerable ; 
and nothing but emollients and de- 
tergents, fuch as oils, opening fy- 


 sups, and fubftances proper to unite 


them, and agreeable to their quali- 
ties, being convenient to be reduced 
thereinto. The fweetnefs and adhe- 
fion likewife of thefe Medicines, 
make them not only tirefome in ta- 
king, but clogging, and injurious to 


fome Stomachs ; that while by them 
it is. endeavoured to deterge the 
Lungs of phlegm, the digeftion is fo 
much hindered, that a greater fupply 
is made; which renders fuch ef- 
forts in vain, if not worfe for the 
Patient. In fhort, there are very 
few of thefe of any other fervice, 
than to. promote and eafe thoefe 
coughs in-old age, which are necef- 
fary to keep open the Breaft, and~ 
break away fuch infarétions, which 


are occafioned by a diminution of 


tran{piration, (¢. ¢. what is common- 
ly called taking of cold) or a weak- 
ened concoétion, that give rife to 
Pleurifies, Afthmas, Coughs, and 
the like. It is not.unfrequent to meet 
with many under.this denomination, 
intended to reftringeand agglutinate 5 
but they are juftly rejected, becaufe 
Sugars are oppofite to all fuch defigns. 
Where oil is to be mixed in thefe

3i. of Sugar, 2 ii. of ty- 
rup, and 41. of oil are the com- 
mon proportions. Any oily fubftan- 
ces are reducible into this form, as 
Lucatellus’s Balfam, Sperma Ceti, 
and the like; and inftead of Sugar, 
may powders, more agreeable to the 
intention of emollients, be ufed; as

Of extemporaneous Eleétuaries, 
as to the materials they bet 
take in, and the circumftan- 
ces wherein they are most 
conveniently prefcribed, Re- 
quifites neceffary to their 
neatne/s, mixture, 
fience, quantity, &c.

differ chiefly from officinal, in 
that the later are confined to fuch 
things as will for a long time keep 
together; whereas the former may 
be ventured upon with materials, 
which will not. long remain with- 


out change, provided they agree in 


intention 3 as conferves with the te- 

ftaceous powders, preparations of 

Steel, and the like, will continue 

together long enough for prefent ufe, 

but will not lie many days without 

fermenting and {poiling. 
: Yet 
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_ Yet.in the Prefcription of extem- 
poraneous Eledtuaries, there is fome 
_ are requifite even for their conve- 
_ nient keeping a few days fit for ta- 
_ king: thus, if the lighter fpecies be 
- made into an Eleétuary with fyrup 
only, it will ina day’s time grow too 
dry for taking, without frefh moi- 
fture, which inconvenience is often 
€xperienced withthe Bark ; and the 
neceflity of having enough of that in 
a tolerable dofe, is the only excufe 
for fo ordering it; for a fufficient 
quantity of any conferve, to preferve 
a confiftence, which is the only way 
in this cafe, would increafe a dofe of 
the Bark, in anElectuary, toan un- 
reafonable bulk. The teltaceous, 
and heavier powders likewife make 
an Eleétuary very dilfagreeable, with- 
_ out the interpofition of fome con- 
ferves: fo that a conferve feems a ne- 
ceflary ingredient in this form, only 
as a vehicle to other things; and the 
confiftence requifite in thefe cafes is, 
that a dofe may be taken up with 
the point ofa knife, or any fuch 
thing, and not be too hard to {wal- 
low, without trouble. - 

_,.But next toa due confiftence, a 
very material ‘circumftance in an E- 
_ leétuary, is, that it be uniformly 
fmooth, and as fightly as podflible ; 
for the manner of taking it makes an 
error in either of thefe refpects very 
offenfive : as conferves therefore are 
generally, in themfelves, coarfe e- 
nough to be knotty in the Mouth, 
and are apt to grow more fo by can- 
dying in keeping, whenever they are 
ordered in an Ele€tuary, they fhould 
-previoufly be pulped thro’ a fieve, 
with a fufficient quantity of fome 
fyrup fuitable to the intention: if 
any thing fhould be likewife added, 
which by beating or rubbing on a 
tile cannot eafily be rendered- thus 
fmooth, as Sperma Ceti, or the like, 
it may be thus drove thro’ a fieve 
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with the conferve; and the f{pecies, 
or any dry fubftances put in after- 
wards. In regard to colour alfo, 
which is no flight circumfance as 
to the taking of a Medicine, a good 
deal may be contrived to advantage 
without prejudice to it’s efficacies. 
On this account the Aithiops, or 
crude Antimony, if poffible, fhould. 
be kept out of this form 3 becaufe. 
they give fuch an unfightly blacks 
and for this reafon, likewife, moft 
preparations of Stee] make very un- 
lightly Eleétuaries. But befides a- 
voiding, as much as poffible, thofe 
things which give ill colours, others 
which have not this inconvenience 
may yet be improved by fuitable 
mixture. Thus the Cinnabar, which 
of itfelf is an agreeable red, lofes 
it’s beauty in any.of the brown, or. 
greénsconferves, but is improved 
by that of Rofes or Heps; and et- 
pecially if they be a little acidulated 
with {pirit of Sulphur. The con- 
ferve of Rofes is, likewife, fo much 
improved in it’s colour with every 
acid, that whenever it comes into 
an Electuary, it fhould be thus ma- © 
naged, unlefs the intention abfolute- 
ly forbids it, which can hardly be 
in any inftance, fo as to make it 
hurtfui. 
There are fome other circumftan- 
ces, likewife, in the prefcription of 
an Electuary, worth confideration, 
and particularly with relation to the 
efficacies of fome things; thus the 
ftronger cathartics ought not to be 
trufted in this form, becaufe the - 
manner of taking does not fufficient- 
ly afcertain the dofe; and the fame 
objection likewife holds againti o- 
piates. ‘The moft powerful alexi- 
pharinics alfo, which are commouly 
given in acute cafes, are not conve- 
niently thus trufted, fo that an E- 
letuary is hardly ever met with in 
a Fever. The dearnefs of {ome 
it is uh oka Nt things 
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things may bea farther bar to this, 
as the prices ufual for an’ Hle¢tuary 
will by no means anfwer them 3 
thus Bezoar, or the Gafcoign’s pow- 
der, would make a reafonabledemand 
Jook like extortion ; which is what 
_common prudence would avoid. , 

The quantity of am extemporane- 
ous Electuary fhould feldom exceed 
Z iii. and thereabout will Zif. of 
conferve, 3ii. of common powders, 
with a ¢. f- of fyrup, amount to; 
tho’ Cinnabar, and fome of the 
heavier things will not take up fo 
much. And if this rule, as to quan- 
tity, be not obferved by the Prefcri- 
ber, but mere be ordered, it isa 
common thing for the Compounder 
to doit for him, by proportioning the 
materials fuitable thereto; as by 
making up half, or a third of what 
is directed.

Of Glyfters, Suppofitories, and 
Injections in general. 


HE firft of thefe was. former- 

ly call’d in to anfwer many 
intentions which the prefent Pra- 
€étice has no recourfe to, having con- 
triv’d more effectual and lefs trouble- 
fome means. of cure. And they are 
now feldom ufed, but to make a 
fudden difcharge, whence relief may 
be fooner had than from the courfe 
of an ordinary cathartic; as in Cho- 
lics, wherein purging Glyfters are 
commonly prefcribed : or where the 
nature of a difeafe will not admit of 
the operation of a purge at the Sto- 
mach, as in acute Diftempers; and 
then emollients are ordered to relax 
the Bowels, and juft keep the Body 
open. And in Fluxes, and over- 
weakneffes of the Inteftines, they 
are now fometimes ordered with cor- 
dial reftringents, becaufe they more 
immediately bring the Medicine to 
the feat of the difeafe, than when it 
The perfon, 
who adminifters Glyfters, fhould 
‘always hold a warm cloth to the 
Fundament of the Patient for fome 


time, that the Medicine be not. 


thrown out, before it has taken ef 
fect. 

Suppofitories are ufed either when 
a perfon cannot be put intoa fuit- 
able pofture of Body, to receive a 
Glyfter, or when a Glyfter is not 
likely to be retained long enough to 
be of any fervice, either thro’ weak- 
nefs, or want of knowledge to hold 
it; as in children, and perfons not 
fenfible in acute diftempers. And. 
they are likewife much lefs trouble- . 
fome, when only a ftool is. wan- 
ted. They are firft to be dipped in 
oil, or juft rubbed over with a 
litcle Butter to eafe their paflage. 

Injections are a form of Medicine 
ufed for the more immediate con- 
veyance to the affected part, than by 
the common courfe of. circulation 
it could be fuppofed to arrive there ; 
as into the Ears, Penis, or Ulerus. 
And this is done by a Syringe, or 
Glyfter-pipe, as they belt {uit the 
part to be injeéted. For thofe mto 
the Uterus, the fyringes made to 
give Glyfters with, are the moft con- 
venient; or where the Patients are 
their own operators, a common 
Glyfter-pipe.

‘The man- 
ner is to give them as foon as a fit is 
off, and repeat them after every 
ftool: or if they come not away, 
three or four may be repeated ina 
day. Dr Helvetius, of Paris, is the

_ It has been controverted more 
than a little, how high in the inte- 
{tines Glyfters may extend their in- 
fluence : and by all it is agreed that 
they get not beyond the valve of 
the colon, unlefs the periftaltic mo- 
tion, with the difpofition of that 
valve, be quite inverted ; as in fome 
cafes it fo manifeftly is, that Glyflers 
have been thrown up by vomit. 
But if it be fuppofed that they reach 
no farther than the Reéfum, it may 
eafily be conceived how they help 
to fetch down the contents of the 
whole inteftinal tube, by irritating 
and pulling the Fibres. of the Refuzs - 
fo forcibly, that they are fhook 
quite to the remoteft part. And 
thefe ftrong ones lait defcribed are 
fuppoled to affift in Apoplexies, and 
other great diforders of the Head, 
not fo much by the immediate dif- 
charge they make, as by pulling and 
fhaking the whole nervous fyftem ; 
which promotes their natural vi- 
brations, and throws off a great deal 
of adhefive {uperfluous humours, as 
Water may be fhook off a fheet.

ing to the fame caufes which will 
draw them into Convulfion in any 
other part; and therefore are they 
always beft treated with emollients, 
and fuch things as foften and relax 
the Fibres, or make them infenfible 
of thofe vellications, which before 
convulfed them. And the fame 
things that anfwer this intention, 
likewife are good in bilious Cholics ; 
becaufe the fame which relax the 
Fibres, fheath and blunt the points 
of the irritating humours ; and be- 
caufe to this purpofe greater quan- 
tities of oils, and fome ingredients 
which cannot well pafs the Stomach, 
are beft convey’d to the parts affe- 
cted by a Glyfter.

dinary injuries at the Stomach, or 
the firft paffages, receive their nou- 
rifhneent this way, becaufe fuch cafes 
fo very feldom happen; though the 
hiftories of Phyfic confirm to us 
many inftances of fuccefs in_ this 
practice: and it is not ftrange, be- 
caufe there are many lacteals within 
the reach of Glytfters, though they 
are not here fo plentiful as in the 
{mall Guts. How a cordial can be 
fupplied this way too, is not to our 
purpofe, becaufe there can be no ne- 
ceflity fo to fupply it: but as to {pi- 
rituous liquors injected by Glyfters 
affe&ting the Head, we have fome- 
thing remarkable from Dr Fuller, 
who, from the effects of Brandy- 
Glyfters ufed in Famaica, as related 
by Dr Stubbs (Philof: Tran/. No!37-) 
which would fuddle thofe who thus 
took it, altho’ ufed in lefs quantity 
than when drank, decreafed the 
quantity fo given to % ii. or iii. and 
Often found fafety and fuccefs in 1t 5 
which agrees not with the account 
of Salmon, if any regard can be 
given to fuch a pretender in Medi- 
cine, who fays it was his common 
practice, and after the true manner 
of an empiric, gives fome confi- 
dent inftances of cures done by 1t. 
But for fuch uncommon cafes as 
may require Glyfters warmer, and 
more narcotic than any of the for- ”

The Uterus is fubjeét to a great 
many ails from weaknefles, and 
thereby are occafioned ouzings and 
defluétiens of humours, which are 
very troublefome, and fometimes 
there is a continued bleeding, efpeci- 
ally if the Glands grow cancerous, 
as they do in many fcrophulous 
conflitutions, efpecially fome time 
after child-bearing, and the flowing 
of the Menz/es is over, In all fuch 
cafes therefore much help may be 
had from hence; and according to 
the degree of relaxation, or aggra- 
vation of the fymptoms, may they 
be made more or lefs reftringent, 
and be injeéted once in a day, as 
there fhall be occafion: though as 
to thofe bleedings which come fome 
years after the ftoppage of the Men- 
fes, we have the authority of Hip- 
pacrates that they are fatal. — But 
when, they happen after hard la- 
bour, or difficult mifcarriges, they 
are to be remedied by fuch things as 
reftringe and reftore the Uterus to 
it’s natural tone; and in weaknefles 
fometimes, merely from fuch caufes, 
the following may perhaps be yet

if HE firt of thefe are ufed 
chiefly either to cool and 
cleanfe the Mouth from phlegm, 
and are acid and fubaftringent; or 
to foften and heal it when fore and 
parched, and are fmooth and muci- 
Jaginous. ‘There are in the wri- 
tings of this kind many under this 
divifion for other purpofes ; but as 
the prefent Praétice rejects them, 
and becaufe thofe intentions are bet- 
ter an{wered by other means, we 
fhall not take up any room with 
them here. 
Lotions are fuch as ftri€tly fpea- 
king concern beautifying the Skin, 
by cleanfing it of thofe deformities 
which a diftemper’d Blood fome- 
times throws upon it, or rather is 
made by a preternatural fecretion : 
for generally thofe diftempers of the 
Skin, which are commonly accoun- 
ted figns of a foul Blood, are from 
thofe falts which are natural in the 
deft conftitution, thrown off by the 
cutaneous Glands, which ought to 
be wafh’d away thro’ the Kidnies: 
fo that inftead of thofe infignificant 


and ridiculous tribes of fweeteners. 
which in this cafe are frequently 
ufed; promoting the urinary dil 
charge, or rectifying that of the Skin 
by proper wafhes, frictions or oint- 
ments, or both together, is the only 
way to get rid of fuch diforders. 
Under this divifion we fhall there- 
fore only give fome examples of 
what is proper for this purpofe ; tho” 
many mix herewith fuch as are 
more fuitable for fomentation, to 
which head we refer them. 
Collyriums are Medicines fuited 
to the Eyes, tho’ they might as well 
pafs under the general appellation 
of Lotions ; and of thefe there are 
none to any good purpofe, but to 
cool and repei hot fharp humours ; 
and therefore moft of the preceeding - 
being diluted, are proper: and they 
likewife more effectually anfwer 


their end, if they be aflilted by the 


inward ufe of diuretics at the fame 
time.

HE firft of thefe are much’ 

lefs frequent in the prefent 
Practice, than heretofore; becaufe 
they are found both difagreeable to 
Patients of any delicacy, and not 
of any great efficacy in cafes of mo- 
ment. - 

Liniments are frequently prefcri- 
bed in diflempers of the Breaft and 
. pleuritic affections ; - 
chief care is to order things, that 
befides their fmefs to relax, foften, 
or difeufs célleéions of matter, or 
iaflammations upon the membranes, 
and have not any ill {cent ; becanfe 
what offemds the fmell, and thereby 
maufeates the Stomach, may do more 
hurt than geod. The fame alfo is 
to be obferved of Plafters within the

INTRODUCTION, 


Of the Claffes of Medicines. 


AVING in the three fore- 
H going parts, treated of fim- 
ple Medicines, and of their 
Compofition, with regard to offici- 
nal or extemporancous Prefcription, 
it remains now that I fhould give 
the reader fome account of the man- 
~ ner in which Medicines act on a hu- 
man body. , 

In order to this, I fhall (with the 
learned Boerhaave) divide them in- 
to three clafles. The firft fhall con- 
tain thofe which act on the folids ; 
the fecond thofe which act on the 
fluids; and the third, thofe which 
aét on both folids and fluids...

Of fiimulating Medicines. 
A Stimulating Medicine, is that 


which encreafes the ofcillatory 
motions of an elaftic fibre. ‘To per- 
form this, it is neceflary that the 
encreafe of motion fhould be com- ~ 
municated to the fibre, at the very 
point whence the encreafe of of- 
cillation begins. Now the caufe 
of the encreafe of motion may be 
twofold. 1. A free particle, not 
fixed to the veffel, rufhing by it's 
own Impetus on that point, and 
fo removing it frefh it’s natural po- 
fition, which it will endeavour to 
recover, as foon as the impulfe 
ceafes. 2. A particle fixed to the 
fides of the veffel, either internally 
by the contained fluid, or external- 
ly, by fome external caufe. 
The conditions required to com 
ftitute a ftimulating Medicine are, 
3. to be fmall enough to get a 
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the minuteft canals, and fix itfelf in 
their fmalleft pores. 2. To have a 
fofficient acrimony in itfelf, td make 
itfelf an opening in the fides of the 
canals, into which it may infinuate 
itfelf. 3. That it be long enough 
to appear beyond the furface, when 
it is fix’d$ for otherwife it becomes 
2 nutritive particle. 

The efficient caufes of ftimulation 
are, 1. All vulneraries. 2. Nettles and 
other flinging plants. 3. All kinds 
ef falts. 4. Alloils, which may fti- 
mulate either by obftruéting the per- 
fpiration, or by being hot in their 
own nature, or made fo by art. 
5. All faponaceous bodies. 6. All 
fpirits. 7. All acute earths. 8. Heat, 
Kowfoever applied; under which 
head may be comprehended all ful- 
phurs and metallic falts; for every 
metal, how mild and gentle foever 
it may be in it’s own nature, yet if 
xt be diffolved in falts ‘or {trong 
waters, becomes a cauitic and great-

tions. 10. Vehement cold,

7 eam Medicines are 
thofe which draw two diftant 
points of an elaftic fibre into nearer 
contact, and a more firm adhefion. 
The caufes of contraction may be 
reduced ta thefe four Theorems. 
Thesr. 12 Whatfoever diffolves 
the continuity of any fibre, encreafes 
it’s natural contraction ; thus arteries, 
veins, and fibres, being wounded, or 
cut, contract themfelves; and hence 


fire, corrofives, and vulneraries, are - 


caufes of contra¢tion. 
Theor. 2. Contrattion is promoted 
‘by all thofe that dilate the canals in 
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fuch a manner as to diminith their 
length,. and encreafe their breadth, 
Theor. 3. Contraction is promo- 
ted by whatfoever takes away the ~ 
caufes of diftending the veins, and 
this is done by any depletions what- 
foever; as we fee clearly in thofe 
things which act on the nervous fy- 
ftem, producing falivation, and 
thence a marafmus ; for the veffels 
being too much emptied contraét 
themfelves, whence the body grows 
thin: the fame is done alfo by all 
hot things, which the moft liquid 
ufe to diffipate too much. 
Theor. 4. Contraction is effected 
by the infinuation of {mall particles, 
between the furfaces of the {malleft 
fiamina; for thus, if any liquor in- 
finuates itfelf betweeen two con- 
tiguous fibri//e, then they are con- 
tracted in proportion to the quantity 
of the infinuated liquid; for as this 
liquid moves the fibrille from each 
other, and fo changes them from 
right to curve lines, it muft necef- 
farily fhorten the whole length of 
the fibre. Hence arife fuch wonder- 
ful effects; for dry cords being put 
into water, are contracted and grow. 


tight, like the-ftrings of mufical in- 


ftruments; and fo the nerves alfo, 
and the heart itfelf, which is very 
much contracted, and grows folid in 
fpirit of wine: now fuch a contra- 
ction is made by {pirit of wine, and 
oil of turpentine, which when they 
have infinuated themfelves, ftick 
there and grow. folid; whence fo 
many different fymptoms follow 
from the abufe of them: and from 
thence it is clear how dangerous all 
contractions are in the fmalleft vef-

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Of relaxing Medicines. 


Y relaxation is meant fuch a 
change in the folids, as may 
prolong them without any rupture. 


Thus flexibility, and dilatation, are 


comprehended in this definition 5 
fince there can be no flexure, no di- 
latation without prolongation. 

Now this prolongation may be 
confidered either with regard to all 
the fmalleft fori//e, or with regard 
to the veffels compofed of thofe f- 
brille. Moreover, this prolonga- 
tion cannot be conceived in the {mal- 
left fbrille, for that the {mallett f- 
brille be fet at farther diftances from 
each other, it is neceflary that fome 
lubricating particles infinuate them- 
felves between thofe parts, which 
cannot happen in the minute parts, 
without a folutio continui. 

The only phyfical, and proper re- 


laxation therefore, is in the laft of 


our canals, which are compofed of 
thofe fibrille, which, if they be- 
come rigid, and are deprived of their 
liquids in fuch a manner as to make 
their fides cohere, lofe their laxity, 
which can be reftored by no art, 
unlefs by fupplying the loft liquids, 
to lubricate and reftore them to their 


flexibility. 


Wherefore relaxing Medicines are 
thofe, which by entring the canals, 
remove their fides from each other, 
and render them {oft by lubricating 
them; fuch are. 1. Warm. water, 
either taken inwardly, or applied 


- outwardly, asin baths, fomentations,

from foft, not acrid feeds; as oil of 


{weet almonds, olives, linfeed, Gr. 
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3. Animal fat and marrow. 4. Gla- 
tinous, farinaceous decottions, in 
the form of an emulfion, fuch as are | 
made of barley, linfeed, and other 
feeds, which afford an oil by expref- 
fion; or .of oily, laétefcent, (not a- 
crid) and emollient herbs.

CHAP. ‘IV. 
Of conftipating Medicines. 


Cee Medicines are 
fuch as obftruét the outlets of 
the veffels in fuch a manner, as to in- 
tercept their vital flux. Therefore 
every conftipater aéts either fo far as 
it adheres externally to a canal, and 
compreffes it; or fo far as it flicks in- 
ternally to the fides of the canals, and 
ituffs them up: but whether any 
Medicine conftipates in the later 
fenfe, we have reafon to doubt. 1. 
Becaufe the lacteals are fo {mall, that 
one would, think nothing could en- 
ter by them, thatis capable of caufing 
any obftruction in the other veffels. 
2. Iffuchan obftructer did enter the 
lacteals, it would fall firft on the 
lungs, and it’s effects would be there 
perceived ; becaufe from it’s entrance 
into the laéteal veffels, to the very 
entrance into the lungs, it is conti- 
nually moved from a narrower into 


a wider canal ; but as foon as it is 


carried into the pulmonary artery, 
it begins to be moved from a broader 
into a narrower {pace ; and at length 
is carried into the very ftraiteft vef- 
fels of the lungs, in which, as they 
are the fmalleft of the whole body, 
it will either beget an obftruction in 
them orno.where. 3. The blood 
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is comminuted in the lungs, by the 
comprefling force of the external 
air, and is therefore rendred lefs ca- 
pable of producing fuch an obftructi- 
on. Befides, it muft be obferved, 
that it is in the nature of our blood, 
to concrete sfoon asit is at reft; but 
it is never at reft, unlefs the motion 
of the heart and arteries is diminith- 
ed; and fo thofe may be called inter- 
nal obftruéters, which weaken the 
force of the heart and arteries; which 
is generally felt equally throughout 
the whole body, but firit in the lungs. 
Thus therefore there is an obftruéti- 
on catifed in a particular part, when, 
for fome caufes, the fluid is at reft in 
that parts and fo fuch obftructers aét 
enly by coagulating our humours. 

Conftipating Medicines may be 
divided into the J//inentia, and the 
Emplaftica. Of the firft fort are, 
x. All expreffed oils, applied either 
externally or internally, for as they 
will not mix with water, they hin- 
der it’s flux thro’ the canals, as ap- 
pears in the oil’d paper. 2. All mu- 
cilaginous, farinaceous feeds, as thofe 


of poppy, lettuce, &¢.: boil’d with 


water to a glue. 3. Cold feeds. 
4. Compound oils. 5. Diftill’d ve- 
getable oils. 6. All natural liquid 
“balfams. | 
The Emplaftica are thofe which 
ftop the meatus’s externally, like 
glue. ‘Thefe are, 1. All meals con- 
fifting of oil and earth, ‘reduced to 
_ a pafte with a little water. 2. Every 
tenacious and agglutinating liquor, 
flowing from vegetables. 3. All re- 
fins, 4. All glues, or infpiffated 
_ ‘decoétions of the folid parts of ani- 
“mals. 5. Medicines compounded of 
‘any of the foregoing, as cataplafins,

eg Bs HESE are diftinguifhed into 
farcotics, or fuch as generate 
flefhs and cicatrifers, or fiach as ge] 
nerate a callus. Sarcotics are thofe 
which take away what hindred the 
concretion and exficcation of the vef- 
fel. The generators of callus are 
thofe which take away the impedi- 
ment of nutrition or accretion in 
the {malleft offeous or cartilagineous 
veffels, | 

Now that thefe Medicines may 
have their effect, fome conditions are 
required in our fluids, and fome in 
the folids. In the fluids'it is requi- 
red, 1. That ‘they be mild and 
fmooth. 2. That they be movable 
thro’ the fmalleft’ veflels. “3. ‘That 
they be fomething glutinous. In 
the folids it is required, 1. That 
they be fit to receive the fluid. 2. 
That they be flexible and dilatable, 
{fo as to be fometimes capable of di- 
ftenfion. 

Thefe being premis’d, the effects 
of thefe Medicines muft confequent- 
ly be as ‘follows. 1. The disjoin’d 
canals are united’ by a kind of an | 
anaftomofis. 2. The ends of the 
canals are fo far diftended by the im- 
petus of the liquid, as either to be 
open only for infenfible tranfpirati- 
on, or to beable to emit fweat alfo. 
And this laft is the beft method of 
curing without a cicatrix; but it , 
feldom happens, becaufe a wound is 


‘eafier and fooner confolidated the 


common way. 3. There is an ac- 
cretion and withering of the veflels, 
when their refiftance is fuch, that the 
liquids cannot enter; whence is for- 
med a citatrix, a ftagnation of the 

nutritious

‘mutritious juice in the laft veffels, 
and alfo a concretion and agglutina- 
_ tion of it. 


For every liquid ftagna-

whence the part is covered with a 


 ¢icatrix, and becomes more folid, 


hard, infenfible, white, and lefs per- 
fpirable than the other parts. Hence, 
becaufe of the preffure of the atinof- 
phere, pains are fometimes felt in 
thofe parts which have been woun- 
ded. 'To avoid which in the cure 


: of wounds, the veflels ought to be 


kept fo foft, as to be capable of di- 
ftenfion. But moft Surgeons are in 
fach hafte to heal up the veffels, that 
they encreafe their ftrength fafter 


_ than the liquids prefs, which there- 


fore cannot enters and fo there is 


- formed a callus. 


From what has been faid it ap- 


pears, that the Medicines now un- 


der confideration, ought to exert their 
force on the fluids, as well as the 
folids ; and therefore are neither ex- 


ternal nor internal. The internal are 


thofe which from a mild chyle, not 


-abounding with acrid or aromatic 


oil, or acrid terreftrial parts; and 
which afford.a thin, but tough chyle; 


for it muft not be fo thin as to caufe 
a fluidity in the wound. Such are, 


_ barley, oats, wheat, or rice. 


2. Decottions of 
3; All 
emulfions made’of the fame. 4. Such 
as take away a predominating acri- 
mony. 5. Such as attenuate what 
is thick; ‘for if the pus is too thick, 
the wound cannot be confolidated. 


1. Fleth broths. 


_ The bet Medicine of this kind is 


warm water, to which may be ad- 
‘ded fix’d alkaline falts; for the vo- 
‘latile fly away too foon, and if taken 
in too great quantity, ftimulate too 
much. °6. Such as give an equal 
motion to the fluids. 

The external are thofe, by whofe 
help the egui/ibrium is. preferved be- 
‘tween the refiftance of the veflels, 
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and the force of the liquids, that low 
into them; fo that the veffels may 
not refift, either lels or more than 
they ought. But if the veffels are 
fo difpofed, as to remain in egui/i- 
brium with their liguids, then the 
wound will be cured without any 
cicatrix. "To this purpofe ferve, 
1. Thofe which relax the veffels; 
and of thefe the beft is warm water. 
2. Thofe which refift putrefaétion 5 
as all fpirituous liquors, all falts, ex- 
cept the alkaline; all oils and bal- 
fams, as oil of turpentine, balfam of 
Capivi, balfam of Peru, &¥e. all tin- 
étures made with fpirit of wine and 
balfams, as wormwood, fcordium, 
and other refinous and oily bodies 3 
all cerates, ointments, and_plafters, 
of which one may ferve for. all, 
if made of wax, turpentine, and 
oil. 3. Thofe which dry the too 
moift veffels; for, if the flefh, be 
too luxuriant, exerefcent, and fung- 
ous, it indicates that the veflels are 
too much diftended and dilated by | 
the liquid that flows in too plenti- 
fully ; and therefore an exficcation 
is required, which the Surgeons call 
eating. Now exficcants are the bones 
of fifhes calcined with a gentle fire 
and powder’d, as the mandible of 
the pike, which abforb the hot 
acid, and if applied too long, cica- 
trife; alfo all ftones of fifhes, as 
crab’s eyes, pearls, se. Colophony 
alfo is of ufe, which is turpentine 
boiled.in water, till it is dry enough 
to be powdered, and is the lait re- 
medy in drying up acids. Alfo all 
earths, as chalk, bole, red ocre, 
oftcecolla; aad the earths of metals, 
as blood-ftone, faffron of iron, cerufe, 
red lead, and-calx of'tin, which ab- 
forb all liquids, 4. Thofe things, 
which by contracting the veilels, 
give them folidity and ftrength, -as 
alcohol ef wine, oil of turpentine, 
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CHAP. VI. 
Of Difoluents, or fuch as caufe 


Pain: 


AIN is an uneafy fenfation, 

which accompanies the diften- 
fion ofa nervous fibre. Of this there 
are are three degrees. Firft, when 
a nerve is diftended in fuch a man- 
ner, that the mind may perceive that 
the ftrength of the fibres can over- 
come the violence that is offered ; 
whence arife an itching or titillation, 
z. ¢. a kind of medium between plea- 
fure and pain. The fecond degree 
is when the nervous fibres are fo di- 
ftended, as to occafion fome fenfa- 
tion of pain. The third, when 
there is a /olutio continui, and after 
that both titillation and pain ceafe 
in the difunited parts. 

Too great a diftenfion caufes pain 
for two reafons. 1. On account of 
what preceeded the folution of the 
nervous fibrill@, as inflammation, 
erofion, fc. 2. Onaccount of what 
follows this diffolution ; the deftru- 
€tion of the tenor of the fibres, fo 
that what before was fuftained by five 
fibres, is now fuftained only by 
one. 

Pain may be produced by all things 
which diftend the veffels internally. 
And for the fame reafon, whatfoever 
preffes the veffels externally, may 
excite pain. Whatfoever alfo by any 
means too much diftends the fibres, 


as diftertion or luxation. And what-- 


foever diffolves fome fibres without 
touching others. 

Itching or titillation is produced, 
-&t. By fuch Medicines as caufe a red- 
nefs in the body. 2. By whatfo- 
ever produces a very flight inflamma- 
tion. 
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Rednefs is caufed, 1. By all fri@i- 


ons. 2. By all fomentations. 3. By 


all thick glutinous plafters. 4. By 
cataplafms of the fame kind. 5. By 
all blood-fuckers, whether leeches, 
cupping, or any, other. 6, By a 
greater heat than that which is natu- 
ral in the body. 7. By all acrid, 
ftimulating Medicines; which pene- 
trating thro’ the fibres of the cuticle, 
and infinuating themfelves into the 
neareft paflages, fix themfelves to 
the fides of the veffels, and being 
driven by the vital motion of the 
fluids, a&t in fuch a manner on the 
veffels, as to put them in the firft de- 
gree of diftribution. Such are, 1. All 
aromatic plants, in which all falt and 
oil predominate; as rue, muftard, 
water and garden crefles, fcurvy- 
grafs, radifh, nettles, €¥¢. all which 
being examined by the chymical 
analyfis, are found to contain a great 
deal of oil and falt; alfo nettles, - 
which being examined by a micro- 
{cope, and admitted into our bodies, 
excite tremblings and inflammations, 
whence they are of fervice, ‘if appli- 
ed to paralytic, languid, or benum- 
med limbs. 2. Of the animal king- 
dom; pifmires, which afford a 
great deal of falt and oil, produce 
the fame effect on our bodies ; fo al- 
fo rotten flefh and skins afford a vo- 
latile alkaline falt,; which by it’s vel- 
lication produces a flight inflamma- 
tion; pigeons alfo frefh killed, ap- 
plied warm to the body, and left 
there till they putrify, produce a 
flight inflammation or itching. 3.. 
All natural bodies which contain an 
alkaline falt, whether fixed, alkaline, 
or muriatic: alfo all acids, that 
are not too acrid, and all oily or 
{alt bodies, which are prepared either 
by fermentation, diftillation, or ex- 
preflion, provided they be not too 
acrid. Now this inflammation, itch- 
ing, or firft degree of pain, has two . 

effects ; 
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effects; the attrition of the folids, 
and derivation of a greater quantity 


of fluids into the lateral and fecre- 


tory veflels. 

The fecond degree of pain is ex- 
cited by all epifpaftics ; that is, fuch 
Medicines as caufe a derivation of the 
fluids into the part to which they 


are applied, with fo much force as 


to break the moft tender veffels. 
This extravafated liquor is retained 


by the unbroken cuticle, which is 


elevated into bladders; and therefore 
all epifpaftic Medicines ought to con- 
fift of acrid and {ubtile parts, which 
pafling thro’ the unhurt cuticle, may 
faften themfelves to the fides of the 
veffels deftin’d to the fecretion of 
{weat, the perfpirable matter, and 
lymph, and break them, but not de- 
ftroy it, becaufe it has few, if any, 
veffels, and therefore the vital power 
in it is very weak. 

The Medicines which produce the 
fame effect are, 1. All thofe which 
produce rednefs, applied for a long 
time. Thus muftard-feed only pro- 
duces a rednefs at firft, but if it re- 
mains two hours,. will. raife a blifter. 
2. What{foever abound with an acrid 


- volatile falt, and penetrating oil, as 


& 


crowfoot, roots of deadly carrot, 
horfe-radifh, fpearwort, fowbreid, 
onions, garlic, juices of euphorbium, 


{purge, thorn-apple, and other acrid, 


Purging juices; alfo faponaceous 
yes, applied for a long time, hot 
ferments, pigeon’s dung, efpecially 
thofe which feed much upon beans, 
for hence the dung. of pigeons con- 
tains the more acrid falt; cantharides 
alfo, and fome poifons; the ftings 
of bees, wafps, €’c, 3. Fire, which, 
if gentle, caufes only a rednefs, but, 
if increafed, excitesa blifter. 4. All 
alkaline falts, whether volatile or 


“fixt; all acrid, aromatic oils, putri- 
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fied urine, rotten flefh, &’c. Thef© 
therefore are to be applied, when 2 
greater motion is required, to dif 
folve the obftructions of the veilels, 
and drive them out by ftimulation. 
The third degree of pain is exci- 
ted by efcharotics. Thefe differ from 
veficatories only in degree, as they 
lacerate the cuticle, and corrode the 
flefh. Of this clafs are, 1. Efcha- 
rotics, properly fo called, which de- 


Atroy the veffels, fo as to caufe the 


fluids to be poured out: the fineft 
part of which being fled off, there 
follows an © infpiffation, then an 
exficcation, followed by a cruft, 
which hinders the evaporation of the. 
liquor burfling. out of the broken 
veflels; whence the liquor becomes 
acrid by ftagnating, and by corroding 
penetrates farther, and deftroys all, 
as if it was fire. 2. Aétual fire. © 
3. Acid foilil {pirits, diftill’d by the 
means of a ftrong fire from fea falt, 
nitre, vitriol, or fulphur. 4. Me- 
tals diffolved in acid faline {pirits, 
and reduced to cryftals; as the cry- 
ftals of gold or filver, and mercurials. 
5. Semimetals, diffolved in the fame 
{pirits; as cobaltum, antimony, €9c. 
6. Alkaline animal fpirits, which 
may be drawn from all parts of ani- 
mals, except chyle and milk. 7. A- 
cid fpirits prepared in like manner 
from vegetables. 8. The juices of 
the moft acrid vegetables, as of crow- 
foot, euphorbium, fpurge-laurel, €97¢. 
9. Septics, which produce fuch a 
change in living bodies, as is wont 
to happen to dead bodies, expofed 
to a-moift and warm air, viz. putre- 
faction. Of this kind are arfenic, 
mixed with onions, which have been 
roafted fo as not to lofe their moi- 
fture, and corrofive fublimate,.mixt 
with moilt, farinaceous cataplafms.

CHAP. wl. 
Of Attemtants or Reéfolvents, 


A" TENUANT Medicines are 
ZY thofe which have the power 
of reducing each of the molecule 
ofa fluid, into a fmaller bulk. They 
are called alfo ‘réefolvents, as they 
reduce the widlecule of the liquids, 
into a natural ftate by ‘diffolving 
them. com 
Divifion is broughtaboutby two 
caufes. 1. When the dividing body 
infinuates itfelf into the pores of that 
which is to be divided, and fepa- 
rates it's parts from each other. 2, 
By the attrition of different bodies. 
To attenuants belong all thofe na- 
tural bodies, which ‘are capable of 
taking away the endeavour of the par- 
ticles to cohere. ‘That endeavour 
may atife from.two caufes: 1. From 
the attractive force of the particles, 
‘which feém to be in all the particles 
of matter, but-is not yet fuffieléntly 
known and explained. ‘2. Froth a 
e¢aufe’ prefling ¢éxternally ; fo ‘two 
ooking-glaffes well : polifh’d and. put 
‘together, are fo'vehemently urged 
‘towards one another, by the ‘pref- 
fing air, that they cannot be fepa- 
‘yated without a great’force, But in 
this place we Mall confider ‘the*en- 
deavour of the particles towards each 
other, as flowing only from a pofteri- 
" ar caufe; and fo the feparation of the 


particles from each other, which is 
called atteriuation, ‘is brought about 
only ‘by ‘taking ‘away the prefling 
weight; ‘but in our'body the weight 
isnothing elfe but the amaffing’a great 
deal of liquid ‘in fome narrow’'place, 
whence the parts are preffed ‘upon 
One another. a ae 

The ‘beft attenuants theréfore are 
thefe : 1. Evacuations; as deple- | 
tion of the’ blood veffels, falivation, 
divréfis, ‘purging “by ‘ftool, sc. for 
part of the fluids’being taken away, 
that part, which remains in the’bo- 
dy, has ‘a greater liberty ‘of motion, 
and an admiffion alfo is prepared 
for other attenuants. But it muft 
be obferved, that altho” a due de- 
pletion of the blood-veffels, . pro- 
motes the attenuation of the blood, 
yet too iiuch may ‘hinder it; Be- | 
caufe ‘in’ this, cafe the veffels can- 
hot contract ‘themfelves fo far as 
to propel the contained blood, which 
caufes it to ftagnate and coagulate. 
‘2. All diluters, which by: the ‘inter- 
pofition of particles, disjoin bodies 
from éach othér; fuch ‘ate water, 
volatile and ‘mild alkaline falts, “as 
thofe of ‘hart’s-horn, ‘blood, urine, 


‘and others prépared in like mariner, 
‘from _ parts of animals; fixt alkaline 


falts, of incinérated plants, provided 
they "be ‘not too acrid, for fear of 
‘corrofion ; all ‘volatile’ ammioniac 
falts, Which confift .of a ‘volatile 


falt, sand acid “united “together, but 
-in fuch a manner, that the alkali, 


not the acid, predominates, for o- 
therwife 
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therwife they would coagulate; all 


acrid, oily, volatile falts, compofed 


of a volatile falt and oil; all foffil 
falts, as fea falt, nitre, borax; but 
not metalline falts, for thefe incraf- 
fate, becaufe they confift of an earth, 
diflolved in acids; all artificial foaps, 
which without exception. always 
refolve and attenuate; the natural 
foap of plants, that is, their aroma- 
tic juices ; extraéts made of thefe; 
all wines, provided the acid does 
not predominate in them; all that 
comminute the parts of liquids by 
attrition; and this is brought about 
either by the increafe of inteftine 
motion of the fluids, or of ‘the force 
of the folids. 

The inteftine motion of the fluids 
in our bodies, is increafed only by 
warm moiiture, as fomentations, 
baths, 5’. the motion of the folids, 
is increafed' either by thofe things, 
wwhich excite great ofcillations by 
their external force, as fri€tions; or 
by internal ftinulaters. |

Of jncraffating or coudenfing 
ie Medicines. 


N ‘incraflating or condenfing 
Medicine is that which ex- 
pelling the finer particles of li- 
squids, compinges the thicker more 
Htratly to one another. It ap- 
‘pears by: experiments, that ‘bodies 
have, befides their folid parts, ma- 
ny meatus’s, which may be taken 
phyfically for vacuums, and refilt 
the entrance-of another body. An 
incraflating Medicine therefore a¢ts 
iby diminithing thofe-meatus’s, which 


is effeGted iby the compreflion of 


the-folid parts, fo asto make them

of the more liguidvand thin par- 
ticles. 

To this clafs belong, 1. All vehe- 
ment heat, whether it arifes from 
the fire, the fun, or fri€tion. 2. 
All mufcular motions, that are too 
vehement. 3. A too vehement cir- 
culatory motion of the blood. 4. 
Any excretory motion, too much 
increafed. 5. Any caufe of external 
compreflion of the veffels. 6. All 
forts of Medicines, that are capable 
of exciting or increafing the fore- 
going ; as ftimulants, fudorifics, e- 
metics, €9¢. Hence in difeafes 
which arife from a thicknefs of the 
humours, it is of ill confequence 
to give fudorifics, when on the 


contrary, diluters are indicated. ©

Acrimony, 


Y acrimony we underftand 
‘that figure of a body, by the 
help of which it may apply it’s mecha- 
nical force to another :body, accor- 
ding to a fmall furface, ‘ Acrid bo- 
dies may be infinite with regard to 
their figure, for they may be coni- 
cal, pyramidal, €s’¢. So a fword, a 
knife, an inclin’d plane, a wedge, €3’. 
are-acrid bodies. But the force, or 
rather the momentum of them, as 
well as of all other bodies, may be 
confidered two ways; either abfo- 
lutely or fpecifically. -An abfolute 
momentum ie that which is had from 
the velocity of a body drawn upon 
it’s weight, 
When we confider the refiflance to 
an abfolute momentum. For example. 
Rr2 If 


61t 
approach neirer to each other ; now 
this cannot be without the expreflion _ 


A {pecific momentum is 
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if there are two bodies, of which 
the firft has-one degree of weight, 
and one of velocity ; the other two 
degrees of weight, and two of velo- 
city; then the abfolute momentum 
of the firft will be tothe abfolute mo- 
mentum of the fecond, asthe veloci ty of 
the firlt, drawn upon it’s own weight, 
to the velocity of the fecond drawn 
upon it’s weight; that is, as 1 to 4. 
If then we fuppofe thefe bodies to 
be impinged upon others refifting 
them in fuch a manner, that the 
refiftance, which the fecond found, 
4s four times as great as that which 
the firft found, their fpecific mamen- 
ta,will be equal ; but if the refiftance 
of the fecond, overcome that of the 
firft, in a ftill greater ratio, then the 
{pecific momentum of the firlt, will 
exceed that of the fecond. Hence 
alfo, the lefs the refifting fuperficies 
is, on which any acrid particle im- 
pinges, and the more weight, and 
velocity this particle has, the greater 
will be it’s effect. 

Every mild body is capable of be- 
coming acrid, and-fo on the con- 
trary, The acrid bodies in us are 
of two forts; thofe which {pring 
there, and thofe which .are brought 
thither from abroad. Mild bodies 
become acrid, either by changing 
their figure, or by removing co- 
verings in which the acrid bodies 
were wrapt up. But in an healthy 
ftate we have hardly any acrid bo- 


dies in us; for if there are any, they . 


are prefently drawn out of the body, 
as the bile and urine. Therefore 
there are no innate acrid bodies, ex- 
cept thefe two: for the aqueous 

part, which conftitutes. the greateft 
_ part of the liquids in our body, ne- 
ver becomes acrid; as appears in 
the diftillation of blood.. The ter- 
reftrial parts in us are hardly ever 
changed into acrid, at Jeaft it has 
not hitherto appeared frem experi- 
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ence. Sometimes indeed, as in the 

{tone and gravel, there are acrid . 
particles ; but thefe are faline, mixt 
with terreftrial particles; and there- 
fore the acrid are to be fought in 
other parts. Our oil is a moft mild | 
fubftance, for it foftens what is drop- 

ped into wounds. Bat the fame 

1s eafily changed into acrid, for if 
any one has taken much oil, he will 

foon:emit nidorous eruétations, and © 
the oil will be changed into a moft 

acrid fubitance, burning and. exul- 

cerating the very bones. The falts 

alfo become very acrid, if they 
fuffer attrition by too much moe | 
tion and heat; and they become 
acrid for three caufes. 1. Every 
thing that encreafes the velocity — 
of the blood, and con‘equently the 
attrition, wonderfully produces acrid 
falts in us. 2. Whatfoever attenuates 
liquids, for the moft part renders 
the falts acrid, for by that means 
the angles are multiplied, on which 
acritude’ depends. 3. Every way _ 
of refolution does the fame, for the 
parts, which had concreted, being 
refolv’d and free’d from their glo- 
bofe texture, become acrid. More- 
over, acrimony is produced in us 


‘by putrefaction, which follows ftag- 


nation; for by the heat and mo- 
tion of the neighbouring veffels, 
there is formed an attrition in the 
ftagnating humour, and from thence 
a change of the figures. vy, 8 
There are three kinds of acrid pro- 
duced in our bodies: 1. Anacid 
acrid, which is caufed by the ftagna- 
tion of vegetables, for if they remain 
long in our ftomachs, they become 
very acrid, unlefs fome animal fub- 
{tance be mixed with them. Milk, 


tho’ it is an animal fubflance, pro- 


duces the fame effet, 2. An oily 
acrid; for all the liquids in. our 
body, if they are expofed to any 
heat, which is equal to the heat of 

our

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our body, are diffolved and grow 
ftinking, that is, putrify ; which pu- 
trifaétion proceeds from: the. vola- 
tile falt and oil; for if you diftil the 
falt and oil from them, what re- 
mains will have neither fmell nor 
tafte:- but if the oil is freed from 
the falt, it inks no longer 3 whence 
it appears, that the oil has it’s pu- 
trefcence from the falt, which yet 
ought to be diffolved, to excite a 


_ fink. 3. An alkaline acrid. 


The acrids which are brought in- 
to our bodies from abroad, ‘are di- 
verfe. 1. Foffils and minerals, which 
enter the body with entire force, 
and are.not eafily changed: as fal 
gem, borax, {al ammoniac, vitriol, 
nitre, and all metallic falts. Hither 
alfo belong terreftrial bodies, as a- 
lum; and oils falfely fo called; as 
petroleum. 2. Acrid acids, which 
are either volatile or natural; as the 
juices of all feafonable fruits; or 
made by art, as wine is made by 
fermentation, and from that vine- 
gar; which indeed are the lighteft 
acrids: but the fixt are the more 
heavy, and therefore the more acrid ; 
for the heavier any acid is, the more 


acid it becomes; as appears by vi- 


negar and oil of Vitriol, for the 
weight of that to this is as 1 to 3: 
the fixt are all foffil falts, brought to 
flow into a liquid, as oil of vitriol, 
é¥c. 43. Acrid alkalies, which are 
either volatile.or fixt; thefe have 
an earth added to them, from which 
being freed, they become volatile : 
hence alfo the fixt are more acrid, 
becaufe more ponderous. 4. Oily 
acrids, either expreffed or diftill’d ; 
to which may be referr’d, fermen- 
ted {pirits. 5. Salts of vegetables, 
which are either effential as honey, 


- manna, fugar; or-artificial, that is, 


thofe which are by the force of cold, 


_ formed into cryftals foluble in wa- 


ter, from the exprefled juices of fuc- 


culent plants, in{piffated with heat. 
6. All acrid aromatics, which abound 
with oil and acrid falt conjoined ; 
for they are hot, odorous, and of an 
acrid tafte; as pepper, ginger, oni- 
on, garlic, cinnamon, cafha lignea, 
cloves, nutmegs, mace, cardamoms, 
Galangal. 7. All things that excite 
pain.

ies oe at are thofe which 
obtund the acrid particles of 
our morbid humours; which they 
do, not by changing their figures, 
but only involving them, and inclo- 
fing them as it were in a capfule: 
and in this fenfe a fheath containing 
a knife, needle, or other fharp in- 
ftrument, may be faid to afluage 
their acrimony. ‘ 
Now demulcents are of two kinds; 
general, which involve all kinds of 


_acrids indifcriminately 3 or {pecifical, 


which obtund only a particular fort 
of acrid, 

The claffes of general demulcents, 
are thofe which follow : 
_ I. All oily bodies, contained un- 
der thefe four heads. 1. Oils re- 
cently expreffed from ripe farinace- 
ous feeds, as from almonds, filberts, 
the four greater and leffer cold 
feeds, poppy feeds, €9¢. 
aqueous infufion of mealy feeds, re- 
duced into a tenacious mucilage ; 
as of St John’s wort, white lillies, 
nightfhade, violets, {weet trefoil, 
mullen, quinces, €7¢. 3. The only 
diftill’d oil, that is not acrid; name- 
ly, the oi] of wax. 4. The native 
oils of animals, as freth butter, 
Cream, fat, marrow. 
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2. All-infipid inodorous, ripe 
plants, which yield no oil, taken in 
the form of an emulfion, infufion, 
decoétion, or pafte. Of this fort are 
the decoétions of marfhmaliows, 
borrage, mallaws, grafs, pellitory, 
violets, mullein, white lillies, cu- 
cumbers, pompions, melons, water 
melons, lettuce, poppy, comfrey, 
and water-lilly ; alfo the feeds of 
quinces, and juice of ftraw-berries, 
é¥¢. For all the. preparations of 
thefe are demulcent, and it fignifies 
but little what they are. Thus a 
phthifis may be cured fometimes by 
a continued taking only of lettuce : 
but it muft be obferved, that thefe 
are of no fervice where the acrid 
is tough and infpiffated, but are of 
great ufe where it is hot; whence 
the antients prefcribed lettuces, 
mallows, cucumbers, €9’¢. againtft 
poifons. 

3. All feeds, out of which an oil 
may, be expreffed; as almonds, pi- 
ftachio nuts, barley, oats, wheat, 
rie, rice, millet, walnuts, filberds, 
feeds of pompions, water-melons, 
lillies, water-lillies, flax, &9c. 

4. Vifcid and infipid gums; and 
in the firfl place gum of tragacanth, 


cherry, apple, -pear-trees, €5¢. dif- 


folved in water; for thefe operate 
the beft, and even cure the bloody 
‘urine in the {mall-pox. 

5. All the parts of found animals, 
that are fucculent and concrefcent 
{except the bile’ and urine) for any 
of them may be applied either to 
the eye, or a wound without any 
fenfe of pain. All the glutinous 
ah alfo, which are obtained by 

oiling animals are here of ufe: 
thus eggs, flefh, and all our folids 
(taking away the fat) may be reduced 
into a glue. Now glues are no- 
thing elfe than the nutritious juices, 
exprefled from the folids by, the 
force of boiling 5 as appears by hagt’s- 
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horn, for after boiling there remains 
nothing of it but a caput mortuum. 
So flefh alfo boiled to the confump- 
tion of the moifture, yields nothing 
by diftillation, but an empyreu- 
matic oil. And fo the glues and 
decoctions of tendons, membranes, 
inteftines, bowels; are demulcenits ; 
wherefore innumerable  difeafes, 


which owe their rife to acrimony 


alone, are eafily cured by a diet of 
thefe broths. . 

The claffes of fpecific demulcents 
are as follow : . 

1. All terreftrial abforbents ; fome 
of which, tho’ on accotint of their 
figure, they may be accounted vul- 
nerary, are yet demulcent; for meet- 
ing with an acrid acid, they ener- 
vate it by abforbing. So filings of 
fteel, tho’ they have acrid /picula, 
yet enervate oil of vitriol. ‘The ab- 
forbents of an acid are thefe ; crab’s- 
eyes, calcin’d fhells, corals, pearls, 
oyfter fhells, mother of pearl, bones 


of fithes, ca/x of animal fubftances | 


burnt, To this clafs alfo belong 
fome ftones; as bezoar, €9¢. natural 
earth, as clay, chalk, bole, &9%¢. al- 
fo fome calx’s of metals, as mar- 
eafites, fteel, lead, tin, reduc’d to 


powder. Thefe are principally op: — 


pofite to acids; and by thefe the 
greateft. poifons may be appeafed: 
thus corrofive mercury, well ground 
with filings of fteel, becomes inno- 
cent; and vitriol faturated with 


fteel is an harmlefs Medicines. fo 


the infernal ftone may be deprived 
of all it’s cauftic property by filings 
of fteel, or fuch likes nay if it is 
ground with erab’s-eyes.. 

2. All acids, with regard to als 
kalies, are demulcent, though, con 
fidered by themfelves, very acrid; 
fuch are, 1..The recent juices of 
ripe and acid fruits, as cherries, med~ 


lars, grapes, pears, apples, currants, 


mulbesrics, &%¢, 2. Subacid wheys, 
| batters 
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turn. four. 3. All acid ferments, 
prepared of feafonable. fruits or 
meals, which rather diffolve than. co- 
agulate: hence Mojel/e, and Rhenifh 
wines are the beft, (efpecially if a 
little {al ammoniac be added) in 
thofe. difeafes, where the thirlt is 
intenfe, and the bile very much vir 
tiated. Hither alfo belong diftill’d 
and: fermented acids, alfo crude tar- 
tar, which is dry vinegar. 4, All 
acids, drawn from the more heavy 
foflils, for thefe greatly abforb the 
alkali, but before that corrode very 
much: and they: are: either native; 
as petroleum, or artificial, as: {pirit 
’ of fea falt, fulphur, vitriol, or nitres 
for thefe alkalies being faturated, 
conftitute a fmooth bady, as appears 
by vitriolated tartar. 

3. All alkalies with regard to all 
acids, By alkalies. are commonly 
underftood three forts of falt, name- 
ly, 4. All fixt falts, extracted from 
burnt vegetables. 2. All volatile 
alkaline falts, prepar’d by diftillation 
from vegetables, after the putrifa- 
Gtion of the plants. 3. Alkaline 
volatile falts, drawn by diftillation 
from animals, and called urinous. 

4. All ardent. {pirits with negard 
to. acids; thus fpirit of wine, di- 
gefted or. diftill’d with an. acid {pi- 
rit, as that of nitre, vitriol, or 
falt, or with aguq@ fortis, deftroys 
their too great acidity, and dulci- 
fies them, 
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butter-milk, and milk beginning to |

: help of which the figures of the 
component particles of fluids are fo

Now many 


things are thought to be immu; — 


tants, whereas they are very fews 
for in reality, the attrition of the 


folids, on the contained fluids, feems 


to be the only efficient caufe of 


the immediate change of the figure’ 


in the particles of thefe. fluids 5: for 
the changes, whichufe to be made 
on, the fluids, by effervefcence or 
fermentation, have no place in, our 
body:. 

From this attrition arife the fol- 
lowing effeéts : 1. The more tough, 
flow, and thick particles, are im- 
ping’d on. the points of the other 
parts; whence it happens that the 
more rigid particles, are involved 
by, the more flexible. Hence it ap- 
pears, why falts are fo changed in 
us, that after twenty four hours, 
they: lay afide’ all their’ acrimony. 
2. The moft fléxible parts of all 
are alfo. mof changed; for they 
have the mofb furface, and. the leaft 
folidity, and fo have the leaft re- 
fiftance. 3. The angular particles 
are moft charged: ; for the angles are 
abraded, whence from angular they 


» become globofe and obtufe, 
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CHAP. VI 
Of DILUTERS. 


ILUTERS are thofe which 
being mixt with a fluid, ren- 

der it’s parts more fluid, but in fuch 
a manner, as not to change them. 
A fluid is that mafs, whofe {malleft 
particles are continuous to each o- 
ther, but may eafily be feparated. 
Therefore to render more fluid, is 
to render the parts feparable from 
each other by a {maller force. 

Now this may be brought about 
two ways. 1. By dividing each 
particle into fmaller, which does not 
belong to this place. 2. By dilu- 
ting, or mixing with it fomething 
elfe, which ought to have one of 
the three following conditions. 
1. Whatfoever dilutes, ought to be 
fluid. z. It ought to be more fluid, 
than.the liquor to be diluted. sclk 
ought to retain it’s fluidity after mix- 
ture. | 

There is no body endued with 
thefe three properties befides water. 
Wine indeed is faid to dilute, but 
it’s diluent power depends on it’s 
aquofity, joined with it’s ftimula- 
ting force. Water, if it be made 
warm dilutes the more. 


CHAP, VIL 
Of COAGULATERS, 


Gy ie hata are thofe which 
change the conttitnent parts 
of fluids into a ftrait and concrefcent 
gnafs, fo that many particles are mos 
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ved under one furface, This may 
be done two ways. 1. By expelling 
the moift fluid particles, which lie 
among the reft. z. By uniting the 


_ parts together, by interpofing fome- 


thing between the parts of the fluid 
which may knit them together, fo 


as to make them run into greater | 
-bulks, and not be able to flow any 


more. Moreover, thofe which co- 
agulate the blood after this manner 
are always pernicious, and cannot 
be admitted into the body, without 
immediately caufing death. 
There are three clafles of Medi- 


cines, which coagulate our fluid af- 


ter the firft manner; 1. Expellents, 
properly fo called. 
which. receive the thinner inter- 
mediate liquor within their pores, 
whence the remainder becomes 
thicker. The firft leffen the quan- 
tity of our humours, the later en- 
creafe its but they do not operate 
fo eafily in us as fome imagine; 
for they cannot enter the lafteals. 

The coagulaters of the firft clafs 
are, 1. Amongft vegetables, all thofe 
which being mixt with copperas, 


give it a black and foul tindture, « 


e.g. galle, which being mixt with 
our liquids, or with milk, white of 
an egg, or fpittle, coagulate them. 
So alfo the juice of red rofes, freth 
{queez'd ; and alfo almoft all crude 
juices; walnuts, efpecially their 
rinds; the rind or flowers of pome- 
granates; the unripe juices of acae 


cia, medlzrs, four grapes, currants, 


quinces, €c. held in the mouth, 
coagulate the fpittle; but if they 
touch the blood, as by injeétion 
into the veins, they produce poly- 
pus’s.in the heart, and pulmonary 
artery. Some of thefe juices, when 
ripe, ‘attenuate a little, 2: Permene- 
ted acid {pirits, efpecially if their 
ftrength be very much concentra- 
ted, that is, brought to’ their 

higheft 


2. Abforbents, | 


se 
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higheft degree of acidity; for fimple 
or diluted acids, as fimple vinegar, 
do not coagulate, but rather dilute. 
3. All ardent fermented {fpirits, 
_ brought to that degree of fubtilty, 
as to deferve the name of alcohol, 
_ or fet fire to the pulvis pyrius. Thefe 
may be obtained from all vegetables 
by the help of fermentation, being 
firt brought to vinofity, then to the 
nature of vinegar; for if they are 
diftill'd before they grow acid, then 
there is an inflammable fpirit ob- 
tained from them, which coagulates 
the ‘fpittle itfelf Hence it appears 
that thofe practitioners err, who re- 


commend thefe fpiritsin too great a 


tenacity of the humours. 

Amongft foflils coagulate, 1. Vi- 
triolic falts; as the vitriols of iron, 
lead, filver, mercury; alfo alum, 
and fublimate mercury, if taken in 
{o {mall a quantity as only to ftimu- 
late, and not diflolve; the infernal 
ftone alfo, in a fmaller quantity 
coagulates, but in a greater diflolves. 


2. All acid fpirits, drawn from fof- 


fils by a violent fire; as the {pirits 
of fulphur, fal gem, fea falt, alum, 
vitriol, and nitre ; alfo agua fortis, 
whether made only of vitriol and 
nitre, or of alum, with the addition 
of thefe two. Amongft thefe the 
Sreateft coagulaters are fpirit of ni- 
tre, and agua fortis. 

To the fecond clafs of coagulaters 
(or abforbents) belong the following. 
1. All Earths, whether native or 
burnt ; as chalk, potter’s earth, and 
clay, which, the more they are 


burnt and attenuated, are the more | 


abforbent. 2. All teftaceous bodies, 
reduced to a ca/x, as oyfter-fhells, 
crab’s-claws, coral, mother of pearl, 
£5 ¢. 
as bones, horns, flefh, membranes, 
&f¢. which, being reduced to afhes, 
are ftyptic and coagulate; as roa- 
fed liver, burnt blood, Es’¢. and all 


3. All parts of animals burnt; 
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that can be reduced into infipid: 
afhes. 4. Ca/x’s of metals burnt 
with a vehement fire; as colcothar 
of vitriol, which coagulates the 
fpittle ; and calcin’d copperas, which 
if applied warm to the blood, will 
make it as hard as a ftone. © 


CHAP. VII. 
Of MOVERS. 


.j E may confider two kinds of 
motion in our fluids; the 
inteftine motion of the particles, 
which we do not, confider in this 
place; and that by which our fluids 
are driven about through our vel- 
fels. The movers therefore, of 
which we now treat, are thofe 
which accelerate the motion of the 
fluids thro’ our veffels. 
To the circulatory motion of a 
fluid, there are four conditions re- 
quired; 1. The force of the heart 
upon a fluid. 2. The contraction 
of the arteries. 3. The fluidity of 
the matter to be tranfmitted. 4. The 
laxity or freedom of the veflels. 
Whatfoever therefore increafes the 
force of the heart and arteries, or 
the fluidity of the liquid, as the 
dilatability of the veflels in a mo- 
ver; efpecially that which encreafes 
the force of the heart. 

There are three claffes of movers. 
The firft contains, 1. All ftimuta- 
ters, which by affecting the nerves, 
promote a more plentiful fecretion 
and flux of the fpirits; whence the. 
heart obtains a greater force, and 
fo in languid and apopleétic difor- 
ders, €S¢. where the circulatory 
motion flags, we ufe to irritate the 
nerves, either by ftimulating them 
by fomething offenfive to them, or 


by 
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by plucking out the hairs. 2. All 
relaxing ftimulaters, that is, thofe 


which make the veftels fo dilatable, - 


as eafily to admit the liquids. © 3. 
Whatfoever attenuate the blood. 4. 
All that generate acrimony in the 
liquids. 5. Allidiluters. . 
The fecond clafs contains what- 
foever accelerate the motion of the 
blood through the veins, amongtt 
which the principal is the com- 
_-preflion of the veins, which may 
be done two: ways; ¥. By rubbing 
the parts, from the extremities to- 
wards the heart; as in frictions, 
baths, and fomentations. 2. By 
moving the mufcles very’ much 3 
which is of more ufe in thedropfy, 
hyfteric paffion, green-ficknefs, &c. 
than many internal Medicines. . 
The third clafs contains thofe 
Medicines which remove the faults 
ef the fluids. Now a liquid may 
either be deficient in quantity, or 
offend by too much thicknefs; and

to be reftored ;. and fo whey is of 
great ufe to men of an hot confti- 
tution, as. well as to. thofe who are - 
emaciated by too great fweats, for 
it repaires the want of the loft li- 
quid.

luters, and attenuaters, ought to. be 
adminiftred. 


CHAP. EX. 
Of SISTENTS. 


/ 


IsTENTS are thofe whichdi- 
minifh or take away the a- 
bove-mentioned caufes of accelera- 
tion; as thofe which appeafe the 
ftimulus of the nerves, take away the 
laxity of the veffels towards. the ex- 
tremities, give a thicknefs to the 
blood, and abforb the thinner li-. 


#f there be fo great a difference of / quids; alfo thofe which hinder the . 
motion of the mufcles and: refpira- 
tion: befides there are fome things 
which {pecifically deftroy, the /imus. 
Jus of the nerves; as opium, and - 
in intermitting fevers, the Peruri 
an bark. 


_ liquids, as to take away it’s conti- 
nuity in theveffels, it’s motion muft 
neceffarily be ftopt; for that part 
which goes before, ought to be 
driven: forward by that which fol- 
lows. Therefore the laft liquid ought 
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Of Mepicines ailing on the Solids. and Fluids together. 
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| » 
Of generaters of Milk. 
N ILK is the very fubftance of 
/ the chyle, elaborated in the 
fiomich, farther fubdued in the in- 
teftines, abforbed by the lacteal 
veins, and there mixt with the 
blood, then brought to the left 
ventricle of the heart, and thence 
diftributed thro’ the aorta and it’s 
branches; which in four or five 
hours or more, after a plentiful 
meal, is found to fwim in great 
plenty on the blood taken out of 
-any vein or artery; and then it 
agrees in every point with ‘milk. 
But after that time, by a continued 
circulation in the body, it is by de- 
grees changed into blood ; but part 
of this lactefcent chyle, being fepa- 
rated from the reft, comes to the 
breaft, and there takes the proper 
name of Milk; which is not dif- 
ferent from the reft of the chyle. 

That milk is immediately fecre- 
ted from the blood, appears from 
this, that if a nurfe drinks upon 
an empty ftomach, any thing 
coloured or of a ftrong f{mell, the 
milk will be fhortly infeéted with 
the colour and fmell. Moreover if 
a nurfe abftains twelve hours from 
meat and drink, her mitk will be fo 


ferous or urinous, that the child 
will evidently naufeate it. The fame — 
happens in the fevers of nurfes. 
Hence appears what things pro- 
duce milk in our body, namely, 
1. All that generate a plentiful 
chyle; as milk, cream, ptifans, pa- 
nadoes, flefh broths, new-laid eggs,’ 
esc. 2. All that derive the ge- 
nerated chyle into the breafts; as 
all ttomachics, {plenetics, and mut 
cular motion. 3. Whatfoever ex- 
cite the efflux of the milk out of the 
breaft; for the more there is drawn 
out, the more is derived thither. 
Now thofe which have this effect 
are ; cupping-glaffes, frequent appli- 
cation of emollient fomentations, _ 
fritions and fudtions. . 


CHAP. ¥. 
Of generaters of Sead. 


O generate feed there are three 

liquids required; 1. That of 
the profate. 2. That of the. v¢f- 
cule feminales. 3. That of the ¢e- 
ticles; which alone is prolific, as 
appears by eunuchs : wherefore a ge- 
nerater of feed is that which pro- 
motes the elaboration of this liquid 
in the reficles: as 1. All that ine 
creafe a mild chyle, and confequents 
ly milk and blood; hencé anita 
that feed moft on milk, are the mo 


falacious. 
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falacious. 2. All thofe that relax, 
or take away the refiftance in the 
éefticles; as fomentations, warm 
baths, oily Medicines, as oil of rue, 
€fe. and preparations in form of 
balfam and cataplafm, applied to the 
ferotum. The following are accounted 
fpecifics for the generation of feed ; 
preparations of fouthernwood, ma- 
rum fyriacum, birth-wort, calaminth, 
hedge-muftard, eryngo, water and 
garden creffes, dittany, Jovage, Cre- 
tic origany, (whence the inhabitants 
of that ifland are fo falacious) cat- 
mint, parfley, ‘{favin, mother of 
thyme, thyme. Thefe alfo’ being 
applied externally, draw the liquid 
that way. 3. Whatfoever being 
taken internally, greatly ftimulate 
the nervous fluid, and are wont to 
produce priapifmss as garlic, onions, 
leeks, and all that are enumerated in 
the fecond clafs; alfo all aromatic 
gums, as myrrh, aloés, galbanum, 
fagapenum, gum ammoniac, bdelli- 
um, elemi, tacamahaca; alfo the 
balfams of Peru, Tolu, Mecha, Ca- 
pivi, and all reftoratives. } 

* “To this clafs alfo are to be refer- 
red all falts, (except nitre and vi- 
triol,) as borax, alum, fea falt; all 
volatile falts, and efpecially the oily ; 
-alfo all foaps and diuretics. (except 


only water) ; alfo the oils of animals, 


as caftor ; and the aromatic oils of 
vegetables. But it muft be obferved, 
that they do not properly generate 
feed, but only promote the fecre- 
tion of it, by ftimulating the nerves. 
Hence they ought not to be given to 
old men, in whom the feed and 
nervous fluid are deficient. To all 
thofe may beadded venereal thoughts, 
bre produce noéturnal pollutions,

4. Specifics commended by the 
antients; as dill, fennel, rocket, 
chiches, fatyrion: as alfo the refi, 
sfes of falacious animals, as thofe of 
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Zoats, horfes, cocks, and the brains 
of {parrows are commended by the: 
antients, but thefe are uncertain, 
and perhaps frivolous.

Of purgers of Phlegm. 


Y phlegm is meant that tough, 
whitith, pituitous matter, which 
is fecreted in thg pituitary mem- 
brane, that invefts the too great 
finus’s of the os frontis, the cheek 
bones, the os cribriforme, the criffa 
galli, the fella turcica, all the little 
bones of the noftrils, and the noftrils 
themfelves. “It muft be obferved 
that there is no part of the body in 
which the blood-veffels are more 
naked, or the nerves lefs cover’d 
than in this membrane; and from — 
it’s fituation it painly appears, that 
the power of purgers of phlegm, 
extends itfelf on all fides into the 
cavities of the os frontis. Hence. 
they were called by the antients 
purgers of the brain, as if they had 
belonged to the brain itfelf; but 
Schneider has demonftrated, that no- 
thing flows from the brain itfelf, to 
the glandules of this membrane, 
but that there is a certain fubftance 
fecreted in them from the arterial 
blood, before it is brought down 
to the brain; whence it becomes 
more pure and free from drofs; 
and in truth, where this matter is 
firft fecreted, it is thin and icho- 
rous, but in a fhort time, by the 
power of heat, is infpiffated into a 
thick matter, called mucus. © 
To this clafs belong all deter-_ 
gents, diluters, and ftimulaters; as 
water, falt, foap, {piritous liquors, 
and aromatics. Thefe are Reet 
the 
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the form, 1. Of an errhine, which 


draws the matter thro’ the noftrils, 


2. Of a gargarifm, which draws the 
fubitance through the jaws. 3. Of 
a matticatory, which drawe the 
' phlegm through the mouth. 4. Of 
a coilutory, whether put in by 
means of a fyringe, a rag, or any 
_ other way. 5. Of a /inétus, which 
whillt it is {wallowed, flowly ftimu- 
lates the jaws, and on that account 
. 4s of fervice. 6. Of fmoak, which 
is performed by drawing the {moak 
of aromatic herbs through a pipe, 
after the manner of tobacco.» But 
as only the firft fort purges by the 
nofe, and the five following by the 
mouth, all purgers of phlegm may 
conveniently be reduced into ‘er- 
rhines and falivaters. 

Errhines, or fternutatories;: are 
thofe which. by provoking {neezing, 
draw down the mucus from the glands 
of the pituitary membrane. Now 
{neezing is performed after ‘the fol- 
lowing manner; 1. The thorax is 
greatly dilated, whence ‘the air is 
caufed to enter the lungs in great 
quantity; which after fome time, 
being rarified by heat, ‘is driven from 
thence with great force through the 
{traits of the noftrils, and there is di- 
vided into fix parts by the bones in 
the nofe ; and whilft it is driven 
through thofe ftraits, it rufhes vio- 
lently thro’ the membrane, moves 
the mucus contained in the. glands, 
and carries it away with it. Thefe 
_ therefore are the effects of fneezing. 
1. The clearing of all the foramina 
and caverns of. the noftrils, 2. 
The clearing alfo of the lungs. 3. A 
very ftrong concuffion of the body. 
Hence it is of greateft ule in difeafes 
where the nervous fluids ought to 
be moved ; as in the apoplexy, {cur- 
vy, and hard labour, where the 
ftrength of the mother is deficient. 
Too long a continuation of {neezing 
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is very fatiguing, and fometimes 
brings on convulfions and death it- 
felf. 

There are two claffes of errhines. 
The firft contains thofe which vel- 


‘licate the pituitary membranes me- 


chanically ; as duft, feathers, animal- 
cules, or blood accumulated there 
by obftruction or inflammation 3 
whence it happens that in a begin- 
ning of an heavinefs in the head, 
the mucus of the noftrils ufes to 
flow out in the greateft plenty. 
The other contains all thin, volatile 
acrids; of which the more acrid 
any is, it operates'the more violent- 
ly. Sohyffop excitesa flight fneezing, 
favory a little more, pepper a itill 
greater, euphorbium a much greater, 
but corrofive fublimate the greateft 
of all, which keeps people in the 
act of fneezing many hours, aves 
taken in a {mall quantity. 

Salivaters are Medicines which 
move the fpittle. The glands which 
fupply the {pittleare many. 1. The 
parotides. 2. The whartoniana, at 
the greater angle of the lower ma- 
Killa. 3. The bartholiniang, un- 
der the tongue. 4. Thofe of the 
palate, tonfils and wou/e. 5. Vhe 
lingual glands of ma/phighius. 6. The. 
nuckianeé, belonging to the eye, and 
opening into the month. 

The falivaters are reduced to three 
claffes. The firft contains thofe which 
act on the before-mentioned glands, 
as fomentation, friction and ‘fuétion, 
both internal and external. Hence 
cataplafms, applied to the parotides, 
and the {moaking of tobacco, make 
the mouth wet. 2. All the purgers 
of phlegm, mentioned above. But 
here it mutt be obferved, that thefe 
Medicines never cure difeafes by 
falivation, as many think; for fali- 
vation. does not cure the venereal 
difeafe, but follows, becaufe the dif- . 
eafe begins to be cured. 

The 
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which derive the moilture into the 
mouth, by intercepting the flux of 
it intoother parts of the body ; for 
it is obferved, that if fome vifcera be 
obftructed, as the liver, fpleen, paz- 
treas, kidnies, or inteftinal duds, 
then the mouth is always moitft; 
whence hypochondriacs {pit much ; 
and fo whatfoever hinders the fecre- 
tion of the lymph in other places, is 
to be accounted a falivater. 

The third clafs contains thofe 
which diffolve the mafs .of blood, 
and derives a great quantity of it 
fo diffolved into the mouth; as 
1. Antimony, fo far fixt by nitre 
as not.to purge by vomit or ftool, 
but only to naufeate; hence it de- 
Tives a great quantity of fpittle into 
the mouth: for it is manifeft, that 
all emetics, before they move the 
ftomach to contraction, produce a 
#aufea, which is always accompani- 
ed with an unufual moifture of the 
jaws... 2. Mercury,.which may be 
afed .after various manners. And 
Jet. it,be applied after what manner 
foever it-will, it exeites a falivation, 
and ‘produces the {ame effect in us, 
after what manner foever it is pre- 
pared, unlefs taken with fomething 
‘which may hinder it’s diffolution in 
the ftomach and. inteftines, and-con- 
dequently it’s paflage through the 
defteals. For then it. will not fali- 
vate, but run off by fool; as we 
may ob{erve in cinnabar and cethiops 
‘mineral, which.confift of fulphur and 
mercury united and pmixt together. 
‘Mercusy is the moft heavy iof all 
liquids, and ‘the moft. divifible, as 
appears by it’s penetrating power, 
by which jit paffes through all -bo- 
dies, except glafs. All it’s particles 
.alfo, however {mall, retain their {pe- 
‘cific gravity, which-is greater than 
that of any other fluid, and-propor- 
tional to the weight of the whole 
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bulk; as has been demonitrated ‘by 
Sir L/aac Newton. Hence if mercu- 
ry is mixt with other liquids, and 


a motion is imprefled on both from — 
the fame caufe, the mercury: will be _ 
carried much quicker than the o- | 


ther liquids, and hold it’s motion 
longer ; wherefore it’s particles im- 


pinging on the lefs moved particles 
of the other fluids, will penetrate - 


them bya force arifing from an ex- 
cefs of their own velocity, and di- 
vide and diminith them, and imprefs 
a greater motion on them. Now 
though this action of mercury on 


other fluids depends on it’s folidi- 


tyas the only caufe, yet it may be 
increafed by reducing it into it’s 
minutie; for then every particle will 
receive a proportionable power of 
acting from ‘the increafe of it’s fur- 
face. But the mercury being re- 
ceived into our body, does not a& 
on the fluids, except in the fmallett 
veilels; for as long as it is moved in 
the greater veffels, it runs into drops, 
and is not there intimately mixt'with 
our liquids ; but being brought into 
the {malleft veffels, it is divided 
Into it’s minutie, becaufe of the 


ftraitneffes of the paflages, and is. 


thoroughly mixt with our liquids. 


Whence it ds manifeft, ‘that it does: 


mot \act immediately on the blood, 
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but onthe lymph, as it is contained — 


in the fmalleft veffels. Hence may 
appear, why in obftruéted bodies, 
as ithofe which labour under the ve- 
nereal difeafe, dropfy, feurvy, €9¢. 
it operates more effectually than.in 
thofe whofe veffels are all open. 
From what ‘has been here faid may 
be gathered, that the force of mer- 
‘cury received into our body confiits 
dn dividing and diflolving the too 


much compacted molecule -of our 


fluids, and confequently in removing 
obftrudtions. ‘For :by what me- 
chanifm foe:-er our liquids fufferattri- 

tion, 
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Expectorating Medicines therefore 
are accordingly divided into four 
Claffes: "vance 

The firft contains all aromatic fti- 


‘tion, and are broken fo as ‘to be re- 
~ duced into their finalleft parts, they 
_ are alfo rendered fit for a greater flux 
“into the lateral lymphatic veflels, 


and - econfequently for a falivation. 
And that ‘the effeet of ‘mercury is 
- fach, appears ‘from this, ‘that if ‘the 
fpittle or urine ‘be reduced into mi- 
nute parts, either by attrition or heat, 
> they will have the{ame fetid {mell, as 
{pittle moved by mercury. The force 
_ Of ‘metcury is much increafed, ‘if 
any /timilus ‘be added to its ‘for in- 
ftance, if it has any cauftic or acid 
joined to ‘it, for.then it produces 
horrid {alivations, and intolerable 
purgings. Laftly, it muft’be obfer- 
ved, that fome without reafon  af- 
-fert, chat the parts of mercuty ad- 
here ‘to ‘the fides of ‘the veffels, 
whereas it is'a body ‘the moft move- 
able of any.

That the 
matter contained there’be movable 
and penetrable, ‘fo that it’s moft Ruid 
parts may not’ be diffipated, and'the 
matter that rémains become vifcid,

provoked ‘to excretion. 4. That 
the ftuffed veffels may be at ‘reft, fo 
as ‘to ‘be capable of relaxation ; ‘for 
if they are ‘continually irritated, the 
moilture will be continually thrown 
out of the glands of the a/pera arte-

“Hie 
ther difo ‘belongs ‘manna, which ‘is 
an excellent lubricater, alfo -balfams$ 
as.turpentine, balfam of Peru, ibalt 
fam of Mecha, gum clemi,€c-whieh 
act by an aromatic /fimulus, and ‘lus 
brieating oil : laftly, -all-rélaxing. and 
emollient decoétions, — - 
The third contains thofe which ex 
cite-a cough; ‘aswihe, vinegar, ‘acrid 
fpirits and errhines. dies 
- ‘Phe‘fourth clafs “includes‘demul-

which being applied to a living 
‘body, either externally or internal- 
ly, evacuate the morbid matter by 
the inteftinum reG&um. There are 
feven claffes of thofe things which 
may be contained in the inteftines, 
and purged out from thence. 
' The firft contains all thofe which 
are fwallowed: as 1. the air which 
mixes itfelf with the fpittle, the li- 
quor of the cefophagus, and efpeci- 
ally with the mucus of the palate, 
which invifcates it. 2. All {pittle, 
emucus, and other humours fecreted 
from the noftrils, palate, jaws, pi- 
tuitary membrane, €5’c. 3. All kinds 
of meat and drink. | 
The fecond contains all religuie 
of meat and drink, for no drink is 
{wallowed (except perhaps the pureft 
water) without leaving fome fzces, 
as appears in infants ufing only milk, 
in fick perfons feeding only upon 
broths, and in fome men drinking 
only {pirit of wine. For the ulti- 
mate folids of all things, as_appears 
by Chymiftry, are fcarce feparable ; 
whence they cannot be reduced. by 
the bowels into fuch minutiz, as to 
beable to enter the lacteals; thefe 
particles therefore being heaped to- 
gether in the inteftine conftitute the 
ordure, : 
The third contains both forts of 
bile, the hepatic and the cyftic. That 
thefe continnally flow into the inte- 
ftines, efpecially the hepatic, any 
one will eafily perceive, if he does 
but confider that the excrements are 
always yellow, except in the jaun-

fo great a quantity may. be difchar- 
ged, as to Amount fometimes to three 
pound, cannot appear but from the 
confideration of the following.

The fourth contains the pancreatic 
juice, which very much refembles 
the fpittle, in tenacity, fmell, talte, 
Esc. the pancreas alfo, or gland which _ 
fecretes it, differs only in bignels 
from the falival glands: for it has a 
pretty large outlet, fo that it lets 
down a great plenty of it’s liquid 
into the inteftines. And fo a com- 
parifon being made of this gland 
with the falival glands, which in 
their natural ftate. fecrete the {pittle 
to the quantity of % xit: in-twenty 
four hours; and, if ftimulated by 
mercury, to two or three quarts: and 
of the carotid artery with the cceli- 
ac, of which the later is to the for- 
mer,.as 2 to 1, which proportiox 
the pancreatic dudt bears to the fa- 
lival glands. It may be collected, 
that the pancreas in it’s natural 
ftate, may emit it’s juice to the quan-— 
tity. of 3 xxvil. in twenty four 
hours; but in a much greater quan- 
tity if Rimulated. Now the fecre- 
tion of a gland is augmented three 
ways. 1. When the greatnefs of a 
gland is augmented. 2. When the 
proclivity of a liquid to fecretion. is 
3..

blood, by the laéteal veffels and me-

The fifth contains the juice of the 
inteftinal glands, the continuity of 
which through the whole /eries of 
the inteftines, has been demonttra- 
ted by Peyeras; and how great a 
quantity of them there is, may eafily 
be conceived from the length of the 
inteftines, which is at leaft fix times 
as much as the height of'a man. The 
fixth contains all-that ftick preterna- 
turally in the inteftines; which are 
either fluid or folid. The preterna- 
tural fluids in the inteftines are thefe: 
1. All pus, which is always the ef- 


— fect of an inflammation. 2. Blood 


let out from an injured: pancreas, 
which often happens} if a purge be 


given to one who has a {chirrous 


pancreas: for the circulation is in- 
.ereafed by a cathartic, and the vef- 
fels fituated near the. /chirrus are 
prefled by it, -and at laft broken, 
whence proceed dreadful hemor- 
rhages, as is well enough known to 
the Surgeons. Befides thefe two 
duéts, which yield blood to the ca- 
vity of the inteftines, there are o- 
thers alfo given fometimes, out of 


_ which Blood may flow into the in- 


teftines: as 1. The cefophagus and 
ftomach being injured. 2. The 
fpleen itfelf; whence, if it be {chir- 
rous ahd inflamed, blood ‘will be 
vomited after three or four days, or 
thrown off by ftool. Grumous blood 
flowing from the ftomach, denotes 
an old ulcer, efpecially if the fur- 
face of thofe grumes be convex on 
one fide, receiving that form from 
the ftomach. - 3.’ Ichor “may pro-

alfo may atife in them, though not 


red, yet painful. Now the finer 
part of the flagnating lymph may 
eafily pafs through, whilft'the thick- 
er becomes acrid by ftagnating, and 
is called Ichor, which is the caufe 
of puftular eruptions. Hence it ap- 
pears, that a pretty large quantity of 
ichor may be drawn from the gréat 
quantity of lymphatics in the abdo- 
men. 4. The lymph itfelf is extra- 
vafated from wounds inflicted on 
the lymphatics. pa 

The preternatural folids contained 
in the inteftines are: 1. Fats cut 
like lard, which proceed from the 
ftuffed and concreted aliments, by a 
mucous glue. 2. The filaments, 
caruncles, and as it were {mall ghinds 
of the inner coat of the intettines; 
for fuch loofe fibres arife from the 
inner coat of the inteftines, being 
eaten, loofened, and abraded by a- 
erid and poifoned particles. '3. It 
is to be noted, that all our veffels, 
which are not yet made cartilagine- 
ous, have an indeterminate dimen- 
fion, as we fee in Varices, aneurifns, 
Exe. and fo if there be a fuflicient 
caufe, the hepatic, pancreatic, and 
other duéts are capable of being 
greatly dilated. Hence therefore, 
if any thing fticksin the Viftera, out 
of which thofe duéts proceed, after 
a gangrene or ulcer, it may be car- 
ried through them to the inte‘tines, 
4. The inteftines alfo themfelves be- 
ing greatly inflamed may perifh — 
by a gangrene, and be expell’d by 
piece meals. 5. The aphthe are 
often purg’d downwards, 6. Worms 
and other animals, fometimes come 
out that way. 

The feventh clafs contains the 
lymph and other liquors, which be- 
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ing extravafated form receptacles to * 


themfelves, or are colleéted fome- 
where unnaturally. For thefe may be 
purg’d by ftool ; but how this is done 


is difficult to fay, yet that it is done, 


is certain: for in a dropfy, a great 
quantity of lymph is fometimes ex- 
pell’d by a cathartic, and fucceeded: 
by a detumefcence of the belly. 

Having already confidered what 
things are naturally and preternatu- 
rally carried down into the inteftines, 
let us now fee what is required to 
expel them. ‘There are fix. things 
that contribute to this. 

1. It is required that the way. be 
open from the mouth to the anus. 
z. That the paflage be fmooth. 3. 
The contraétion of the fpiral muf- 
cular fibres, which encompafs the 
whole tract of the inteftines, and 
when they act, force the fides of 
the veffels towards their centre ; alfo 
the contraction of the longitudinal 
fibres: for no purging Medicine can 
aét, without increafing, accelerating, 
and ftrengthening thefe motions by 
ftimulating ; which appears from 
the pains arifing from purging. 4. 
An increafe of motion in all the 
parts ferving to refpiration; I men- 
tion this increafe, becaufe neither 
the feces nor urine are naturally ex- 
pelled without fome_ refpiration. 
This appears from infants that ftop 
in the mother’s womb, which, if 
the membranes are broken in an 
hard delivery, and they draw in the 
air, let their ftool go from them, 
and defile their mother. We {ee be- 
fides, that when any one. goes to 
flool, he immediately draws in a 
great quantity of air, and inftantly 
clofes the g/ottis, and then the rarify’d 
air defcends into the lungs, and they 
drive the diaphragm downwards, in 
the mean time the ten mufcles of the 
abdomen contract themfelves, whence 
the intelftines, being fqueea’d, drive 


dejection of the excrements ceafes; 


Hence we perceive, why the ex- . 


pectation of the effects of a cathar- 
tic is fruftrated ; becaufe at that 
time refpiration alfo fails. 5. The 
prefence of fome matter in the in- 
teftines themfelves. 6. The meabi- 
lity of this matter, z.¢. it’s ability’ 
of being eafily propell'd. 
We have feen now what 
fubftance is naturally and preternatu- 
rally in the inteftines, and what may 
be derived towards thems and fee- 


ing it is manifold; it eafily appears, 


the excrements outwards ; but as foon’ 
as the lungs are left at liberty, the 
abdomen is ‘alfo at liberty, and the

to expel it, mruft be various. 


And fo thofe’ which’ only expel 


the feces alvi, that is, the natural 
remains of the contents of the fto- 
mach and inteftines, and do not de- 


rive any thing from the other parts 


of the body, are called eccoprotics. ~ 


Such are thofe which open the paf- 
fages, as oils, diluters, and glyfters ¢° 
but isrequired, that a flight fimulus 
' fhould be added to them, as are all 
‘mild falts, and aromatics. 


Thofe 


are called phlegmagogues, which 


draw down the pituitous matter or 
phlegm by ftoals, Cholagogues are 
thofe which ftimulate with fo much 
force, as not only to expel the mz- 
cus, but alfo, by being received by 
the veflels of the mefentery, to in- 
creafe the folution and motion of the 
blood in the liver, or, by ftimula- 
ting, the veflels, to promote a freer 


flux of blood towards the liver. Now 
fuch are femi-cauftics ; as fcammony, 
Jalap, mercury, &&e. which bring. 


down the bile from the liver into the 
inteftines, and thence expel it. Hy- 


dragogues are thofe, which drive © 


out not only the bile, but alfo the 
mucus of the inteftine, and the pan- 
creatic juice itfelf, Laftly, melana- 

gogues

This is 
what the-antients called. atra dilis; 
and fuppofed to be brought down 


* from the {pleen into the inteftines,

by fome proper, but unknown vel- 
fels, But it is well known, that 
whatfoever the fpleen receives into 


-itfelf, is let out again by the gaftro- 


epiploic veflcls into the vena porta 
and liver; and that if the efflux of 
the blood from the fpleen. is hin- 
dered by the obftruction of fome 
veffels, it coagulates by flagnating, 
and becomes black ; but if it is mo- 
ved by vehement purges, it is 


- driven towards the liver, and there\ 


making an affault, aflifted by a ftrong 
faccuflion of the whole body and ab- 
dominal mufcles, it dilutes or breaks 
the biliary veffels, and fo makes it- 
felf a way into the inteftines. ‘To 
move fuch a fubftance as this, there 
is need of avery great and cauttic 


‘force, which may difturb the folids 
‘as well as fluids of the body, and 


excite fpafmodic motions,. But this 
black fubftance may, and does, pro- 


ceed not only from the {pleen, but 


alfo from other parts of the body ; 
for in the liver itfelf, the very fame 
fubftance may be gathered after the 
fame manner from the broken vef- 
fels; fuch a mafs alfo may be con- 
ftituted from the pancreas and the 
blood, extravafated any where in the 
inteftines, and coalefcig in the fame 
place with the phlegm. Hence we 
may conclude, that the atra di/is is 
fometimes drawn out by a gentle 
cathartic, fometimes not without a 
firong one, as it is more or lefs os 
ftant from the inteftines. 
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gogues are ‘nite which draw down 
the black matter by. the inteftines, 
~ ow this black matter is endued with 
~ avarious {mell, tafle, acrimony, and 
tenacity, refembling glue. 
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CHAP. VI. 
Of EMETICS. 


Y emetics. we underftand all 
thofe medicines, by whofe force 
the contents of the ftomach are 
thrown upwards, through the gullet 
into the mouth. ‘The immediate 
caufe of vomiting is the compref- 
fion of the ftomach upon it’s con- 
tents. Now this compreflion may 
arife either from the contraction of 
the fibres of the ftomach itfelf; or 
from an external caufe flrongly pref- 
fing the fides of the flomach, or from 
both together. 
Hence therefore arife three forts 
of vomiting. The firft is the violent 


evacuation of the ftomach by the . | 


upper parts, caufed by the contra- 
ction. of the fibres of the ftomach 
itfelf. ‘To this fort are required, 1. 
A fitnefs for expulfion in the matter . 
to be expelled: 2. A clofe firi¢ture 
of the pylorus, and an. opening. of 
it’s upper orifice. 3. A diftenfion 
of the ftomach, anda contraétion 
fueceeding it, which depends on 
the fibres of the ftomach aéting to- 
gether.. This fort of vomiting is 
effected by the following caufes: 


1. Any acrid topic applied to the y 


onal ‘2. Any inflammation of 
the ftomach, as it happens in ma- 
lignant difeafes and the {mall- “Pox, 
and on taking of poifons. 3. A 
{chirrus in the, ftomach. 4. 'Too © 
great and fudden a repletion from 
any kind of fubftance. 5, An inor- 
dinate motion of the animal {piritss 
hence hypochondriac and hyiteric 
{pafms ufe to caufe vomitings. 6. A 
f{pafm of the ftomach from any un- 
ufual motion of the body, as going 
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in a coach, failing, turning round, 
yc. 7. A fympathetic fpafm of the 
ftomach, asin wounds of the head, 
apoplexies arifing from an extrava- 
fated liguid, nephritic colics, &¢. 
which kind of {pafin arifes from a 
communication of the nerves of the 
ftomach, with thofe of the affected 
part; whence it comes to pafs, that 
vomitings attend almoft all difeafes 
of the abdomen. ° 

The fecond fort of vomiting is 
that which happens from a compret- 
fion of the fides of the ftomach, by 
the mufcles of the abdomen ; for thefe 
are fometimes fo drawn together, 
that all the vifera contained in the 
abdomen,are ftrongly prefled ; where- 
fore, if at that time the upper ori- 
fice of the flomach be opened, a 
vomiting will neceflarily follow. But 
in this fort of vomiting, the cavity 
of the abdomen is ftrongly ftraitned 
by it’s proper mufeles, the diaphragm 
and peritoneum acting together: 
whence the blood is very much pref- 
fed in the whole abdomen; but 
hence fecretions are chiefly made in 
all it’s contained vi/cera, and fome- 
times the blood-veilels are broken in 
the liver, whence dreadful fymptoms 
arife. Soalfo the blood, becaufe of 
the compreffion or refiftance which 
it fuffers in the lower belly, being 
driven violently towards the upper 
parts, fometimes begets an he mop- 
tyfis, or an apoplexy. Befides, in. 
this compreffion of the abdomen, if 
the force of the {phinéter of the anus 
be. {fo great as to be infuperable, the 
periftaltic motion of the inteftines is 
fometimes inverted, which is the 
iliac paffion; but if that force be 
overcome, then an excretion is made 
at the fame time per aloum; in 
which not only the contents of the 
inteltines are excluded, but alfo the 
liquors which are fecreted and flow 
from. all the vi/cera of the abdomen. 
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‘The third fort of vomiting, is tha 
which arifes at the fame time from 
the contraétion of the fibres of the 
{ftomach, and of the mufcles of the 
abdomen; and this is the moft vio. 
lent. | 

Emetic medicines may be redw. 
ced to the five following claffes, 

The firft contains all bodies known 
to us, that enter the ftomach in fuch 
quantity, as to make it too full, and 
diftend all it’s fibres, and draw them 
back into contraétion ; by which the 
pylorus is conftring’d, whence a 
nausea and vomiting foon follow. 

The fecond comprehends all thofe 
bodies, which relax and lubricate the 
jaws, cefophagus, ftomach, or in 
teftines, in fuch a manner as to make 
the contents of the ftomach be ealily 
carried upwards by the leaft motion: 
fuch are all fats taken in large quan- 
tities, provided they be not acrid, 
as oil, {weet new vifcid malt liquors, | 
new wine, fyrups, /ixiviuats, foaps, 
butter’d ale. 

_The third includes mechanical ap-_ 
plications, which by irritating the 
fauces, provoke the fibres of the fto- : 
mach and neighbouring parts into 
contractions: for Wil/is has demon- 
ftrated; that the fauces, langs, heart, 
intercoftal mufcles, ftomach, dia- | 
phragm and mefentery, have nerves 
from the fame origin; whence the | 
nerves of the fauces being irritated, 
the others. are. eafily contracted. — 
Thus if a finger or a feather be thruf. | 
into the fauces, a naufea will imme- 
diately follow, and if it be continu- 
ed there, a vomiting. : 

The fourth contains whatfoever — 
act topically upon the ftomach it- 
felf, by irritating it at the fame | 
time that they are {wallowed; as, 4

The fifth clafs contains all thofe 
which being communicated. to the 
blood, bring on univerfal fpafms, 
but exert themfelves moft of all in 
the ftomach and inteftines. Medi- 
cines of this kind are thofe which 


_. ftay an hour or more in the blood, 


before they work: fuch as, 1. White 
and black hellebore, the firft of which 
brings on fuch violent {pafms, that 


-a-prudent phyfician will not venture 


to prefcribe it, for 98. of it works 
in a moft violent manner; the black 
is given to 3i. 2. The leaves of 
afarabacca, the dofe of which is 
from No.v. to x. either in fubftance 
orinfufion. 3. Gamboge, the-dofe 
of which is from gr. vi. to xil. in a 
{poonful of wine. 4. Gummy tur- 
bith, the dofe of which in fubftance, 
is from 9i. to ii. of the rofin from 
gr. vii. to 9B. of the extract, which 
is the beft ofall, from gr. xv. to 91. 
of the infufion, from Dil. to 48. 
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5. Oxymel of {quills, | 
the dofe of which is from i. to iv. 
_ 6. The recent juice of horfe-radith, 


5. Either the root or feed of the ca- 
taputia major. ‘The dofe is from 9i. 
to 31 but it operates very violently. 
But all thefe may be fo mitigated by 
acids, as to have no ftrength remain 
inthem. 6. Mercurials, as turbith 
mineral, precipitate, mercury, &. 
7. Antimonials, as crocus, regulus, 
vitrum, flowers and fulphur of an- 
timony, mercurius vite, &c. but the 
emetic tartar is the moft fafe of all, 
the dofe of which is from gr. it. to 
vi. but all thefe,lofe their force, if 
digefted with oil of vitriol. More- 
over, thefe ftrong emetics, if infufed 
immediately into the veins, become 
poifonous and mortal. 
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HE exeretion of urine is al- 
ways made by the urethra, 
into which it always Hows from the 
bladder, and into the bladder from 
the ureters. Whatfoever enters thro” 
the ureters into the bladder, flows 


into the pe/wis, which is nothing but - | 


an expanfion of the ureters ; and it 


comes into the pelvis out of the - 


branches of the papi//@, which arife 
from the innumerable renal canals : 
and all thefe canals are emiflaries of 
of the fmall renai glands; and what- 
foever urinous body is found in thefe, 
is all derived from the branches of 
the emulgent arteries. 

From what has been alreadv faid, 
it appears that a diuretic Medicine 
muft increafe the plenty of the li- 
quor to be fecreted in thefe glan- 
dules. Now this may be done five’ 
ways, and confequently there are 
five claffes of diuretics. 
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The fir contains all relaxing and 
"emollient decoétions, emulfions, and 
oils, as decoétions of pellitory, mal- 
lows, mercury, oil of olives, wal- 
nuts, turpentine, €y¢. which do not 
ftimulate, but only remove obftrn- 
ctions, by relaxing the veffels. 

The fecond comprehends all. thofe 
which diffolve and dilute the blood; 
now we know but one diluter, and 


that is water, for other diluters ane. 


_ fo only in proportion to the quantity 
of water they contain. Diffolvents 
are of two forts, thofe which being 
admitted into the blood, diffolve and 


divide 1s molecule by interpofing . 


themielves; and thofe which by o¢- 
calioning a greater motion, increafe 
the attrition of the veffels, and fo 
promote. the comminution of the 
blood. To this clafs therefore belong 
all mineral waters, whey, butter- 
milk, tea, coffee,’ {mall beer, €9-. 
all faline bodies, all faponaceous bo- 
dies, faline parts of animals, as the 
freth juice of -oifters, muicles, crabs, 
and millepedes, vegetable juices of 
fuch plants as afford, by chymiltry, 
little oil, bat much effential falt ; a3 
opium, which therefore is reckoned 
ainongft.the diuretics, as alfo juice 
of parfley, forrel, famitory, chervil, 
eryngo, <o¢. of which fome {alts 
approach nearer to. tartar, others to 
nitre. | 

The third contains four different 
kinds of, Medicines: 1. All acrids 
which ftimulate the veffels, and chief- 
ly thofe of the kidnies, as bees, graf 
hoppers, ants, cantharides, mille- 
pedes, which at the fame time dif- 
- folve the blood, accelerate it’s mo- 
tion, and excite an artificial kind of 
fever. 2. All faline bodies, which 
at the fame. time diflolye the blood 
and increafe it’s velocity, as falt of 
amber, which is a fort of acid vola- 
tile falt reétified, and excels all o- 
thers, the dole is Bi, 3. All Aixt 


Oo) Ty bear 
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and volatile alkaline falts. 4. A mo- 
derate heat and motion of the body. 
without {weat. . 
The fourth includes fome diure- 
tics, that are in a manner fpecific, 
as fome balfamic aromatics, that is, 


fuch as confit of a fubtile falt with 
an. involving oil, as faffron, rhubarb,» 


afparagus, caffia fifula, freth nut- 
meg, juniper, turpentine, and all 
native balfams, €9¢. - 

The fifth clafs contains thofewhofe 
effects chiefly and moft fenfibly dif. 
cover themlelves about the kidnies . 
and bladder; as cantharides, and the 
other infects mentioned in the third 
clafs ; and malt liquor in thefe who. 
are not. accuflomed to it; alfo all 
acrid and folvent diuretics. 


CHAP: Vibe 
Of SUDORIFICS, 


Sudorific is that which caufes 


a fenfible moifture to exhale. 


through the skin, and confequently 
whatloever fenfibly expels the liquids 


through that part of the skin, which 


belongs to the tubes.appropriated to 
{weat. Thefe tubes are demonftra- 
ted to be the emiffaries of the fub- 
cutaneous glands, or the {malleft 
veffels arifing from the lymphatic ar- 
teries, or the laft ends of them. 


Hencetherefore it appears that the - 


fabftance of the {weat is derived from 
the arterial blood, and that it is not 
anexcrementitious liquor, but a juice, 
intirely neceflary to preferve the 


flexibility of our machine; and fo. 


ought not to be drawn out of the 
body, any more than the blood it. 
felf, unlefs it be corrupted by fome: 
difeafe.. And indeed fweat never a=~ 


rifes-in a natural. and healthy flate of 
the body, bur as often,as any thing is.

_ too much increafed, {weat fhews it- 
_ 4elf. Sweat therefore always indi- 
- cates the body to be out of order, 


and this diforder will continue, till 


_ the caufe exciting the fweat be re- 


moved, and it’s effects corrected. 
The fubftance therefore of {weat, 


_ which in it’s natural ftate goes out 


sander the name of ‘infenfible per- 
{fpiration is very mild, and greatly 
different from urine; but fenfible 
f{weat, if it be much urg’d, ap- 
proaches very near to the nature of 


_arine; and is fometimes thick, oily, 


and fetid; nay and fometimes almoft 
‘bloody, as happens now and then:to 
sporters, whofe fweat under their 
arm-pits will fometimes ftain their 
Shirts, as it were with blood. 

Sweat, as well a8 urine, is pro- 
moted five ways: 1. By relaxing the 
emiflaries, all the liquids remain- 
ing the fame, 2. By diluting and 
diffolving the blood: 3. By apply- 
ing either the fame blood to the fame 
emiffaries with greater velocity, or 
the diffolv’d and diluted'blood to the 
aelax’d emiffaries with an accelerated 
velocity ; in which cafe a great {weat 
arifes. 4. By determining the blood 
to the extremities of the body. 5. 
‘By exciting fpafms in the laf vi//7 of 
the fubcutaneous glands. 

There are four claffes of fudorifics. 


“The firft contains all thofe which 


relax the veflels ; and thefe are ei- 
ther internal or external. The inter- 
nal relaxing fudorifics, are all thofe 
which are related among the diure+ 
tics, except thofe which {pecifically 
affeét the kidnies. The external are 
frictions, vapours, and baths; to 
which may be added, fuch unguents 
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The fecond comprehends the dif- 
folvers and diluters of the blood, 
which are enumerated in the fecond 
clafs of diuretics. Some diffolve the 
liquids immediately ; and of thefe on- 
ly one is fafe in acute cafes, and 
that is nitre and it’s preparations: 
others difpofe the folids to act on 
the fluids, and fo diflolve them. 
Thus vinegar fweetenedwith honey, 
and diluted with water, is the beit 
fudorific in acute cafes: for exam- 


ple,

Take vinegar and honey, ana 31.

this after the manner of tea or coffee, 
and lie in bed to {weat. 

Vinegar does not coagulate the 
blood, nor any fermented acids. 

The third agrees with the third 
clafs of diuretics, except only thofe — 
which determine the liquids to the 
kidnies; all aromatics therefore, and 
other warm things, and vehement 
motions, are very fudorific. 

The fourth clafs contains thofe 
which determine the liquors to the 
external habit of the body : as, 1. All 
that relax the external parts. 2. All 


‘that dilute, diffolve, and drive out- 
wards. 3. Thofe which diminifh 
‘the external preflure of the air. 4, 


Thofe which increafe the force of 
the heart, or it’s pulfations, as to 
numberand ftrength. 5. Thofe which ° 
ftimulate externally. 6. Thofe which 
reftore the obitruéted motions in the 
inward parts, — . , 
As for what is pretended about 
fpecific fudorifics, it is all trifling, 


- for none of them become fudorifies,

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til the body is difpofed to {weat, 
without which difpofition they are 


of no efficacy. Thus the theriaca,' 


_ though it be taken to the quantity of 
31. if the body be not difpofed to 
iweat, will only dry it up; and not 
provoke any {weat. 


CUR Pein. 


Of DIAPHORETICS. 


IAPHORETICS are thofé which 

drive the morbid matter out 
of the body in form of perfpiration. 
or rather all thofe which increafe 
perfpiration. ‘That we may the bet- 
ter therefore underftand the nature 
of thefe, it muft be confidered how 
many ways, or by what caufes per-. 
{piration is increafed. | 

The caufes then of increafed per- 
{piration are: 1. An increafed force 
of the vifcera, which divides our li- 
quids into minutieg. 2. All thofe 
things which determine towards the 
external parts, the liquids diffolved 
after the beforementioned manner : 
by the external part, we underitand 
all thofe that may be touched by the 
air; as the skin, mouth, or Jungs. 
3. Thofe which difpofe the exter- 
nal skin in fuch a manner, as rea- 
dily to tranfmit the liquids under an 
. infenfible form; in order to which, 
the skia ought to be neither too 
— loofe nor too tight. 

Diaphoretics therefore are divided 
' accordingly into three claffes. 

The firft clafs of diaphoretics con- 
tains thofe which increafe the force 
of the vifcera, that is, the elafticity 
of the veffels: now this is increafed 
whenfoever the fibres of the veffels 
become more rigid and hard... To 
this clafs therefore belong, what- 


{ 
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foever aftringe, ‘or rather contract 
the folids; as opium, Peruvian bark,’ 
all aftringent roots, rough wine, &¥¢. 
2. Exercifes of the body, as walking, 
riding, éo¢. 3. Mild ftimulaters, or 
ftrong ones a little weakned ; for fo” 


- cologuintida, infus'd ina {mall quan- 
tity of wine, becomes a very good 


diaphoretic ; fo alfo gr. i. or il. of 
corrofive fublimate, mixt in 3 ii. or 


ll. of rob of elder, and fo given to © 


the 3'o part of a grain for one dofe, 
is of great ufe in chronical diforders, 
and after the fame manner other a- 
crids may be mitigated, fo as to be- 
come diaphoretics.  - 
The fecond clafs contains all thofe 
that determine the perfpirable mat- 
ter to.the skin: as 1. Air, moderate- 
ly warm. 2. Moderate exercife. 3. 
An equal circulation of the fluids. | 
The third: clafs contains thofe 
which give a due temper to the skin, 
fo that it may. be neither too loofe, 
nor too tight.’ This is done by fri- 
ctions, lotions, and deterfions. | 


CHAP. x. 
Of UTERINES. 


HES E are of three farts: em- 
menagoga, ariftolochica, and 


‘ecbolica. Emmenagogues are proper- 


ly thofe which promote the fecre- 
tion and excretion of the menftrual 
blood. ‘The fecretion is made from 
the whole mafs of blood, into the 
uterine veflels ; but the exeretion is 
made from the wterus, by the vef- 
fels adhering partly about it’s inter- 
nal mouth, partly within it, partly: 
in the vagina. 

Now this derivation into the wte-. 
rus, and excretion from it are made, 
becaufe the foregoing veflels being 
fl'd with abundance of blaod, —

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- fo diftended by the force of the 
heart, that the adofculation of the 
o little arteries are at length dilated, 
whence follows an erruption of 


blood; but on the ceffations of the 
force of the heart, and relieving of 
the plethora, they contract them- 
felves again. 

Now if it is ask’d why there 1s 
not always a flux of blood from thofe 
arteries, but only at ftated times? 
it muft be confidered, that the ends 
of the arteries are, as it were, tri- 
fid, or divided into three branches ; 
the middle one of which ends in 
a vein, and the two lateral ones gape 
into cavities, one into a gland, the 
other into lymphatic veffels : the firft 


_. branch therefore tranfmits the thicker 


blood, the other two, being {maller 


and flenderer, tranfmit only it’s more 


fubtile‘part. Now let us fuppofe an 
obftacle in the vein (for inflance, 
from a Plethora), or a greater pref- 
fure in the arteries than ufual; then 
the Jateral veffels muft be fo far 
dilated, as that thofe which before 
admitted nothing but lymph, now 
admit red bloods; becaufe they 
are of a finer texture, and gape in- 
to cavities, where there is no ob- 
flacle, refitting the zmpetus ; but it 
is. quite otherwife with refpect to 
the middle branch; and as foon as 
that obftacle in the veins is removed, 
or the preflure and force of the heart 
diminifhed, then thefe lateral veffels 
contract themfelves again, and the 


_ blood goes inte the veins. 


Now let us fee what is the caufe of 
the firft eruption of the Menj/es in 
girls : which in one word is nothing 
but a plethora. Now this arifes, 
becaufe in a virgin, from her birth 
to her puberty, the quantity of 


flood, gather’d by the force of the 


vifeera increafes; for fuch an in- 
ereafe is neceflary for the greater di- 
ftenfion of the veffels, and growth 
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of the virgin. But after fhe is come — 
to the limits fet to her growth, fo 
that the veffels cannot be any farther 
dilated or diftended, a plethora mutt 
neceflarily arife, from the increafe of 
the blood which {till remains; for 
there is no reafon why that fhould 
ceafe, feeing the force of the vi/- 
cera, by which it is gather'd, is fo 
far from. being diminifhed, that it is 
rather increafed. The fuperfluous 
blood therefore mult be expell’d by 
the lefs refilling veffels, fuch as the 
uterine, otherwife the girl will be 
fick, 

But if it be asked, whence it comes 
that thefe menftrual fluxes do not 
happen in menas well as in women? 
the reafon is, that men arrive later at 
the bounds of their growth than wo- 
men; and that.as foon as they are 
arrived at it, the excretion alfo is in- 
creafed at ftated times: for it appears, 
according to the obfervation of San- 
étorius, that men are fubject to a 
plethora every month, which goes 
off either by profufe {weat, or urine, 
or fome other excretion. The fame 
happens alfo fometimes to women, 
whole menfes. do not flow; and by 
that means their health is preferved, 
Befides, it muft be obferved, that 
all women have a lefs diaphorefis 
than men, and that in thofe who - 
have a plentiful diaphorefis, as vir- 
gins, the menffrua flow in a {mall 
quantity, if at all; but thofe who 
are of a lax and cold contftitution, and 
live an idle life, have the menfirua 
for the moft part in plenty. 

It remains now to be examined, 
why the fuperfluous blood in women 
is determined to the uterus. And 
it manifeftly proceeds from hence, 
that In a woman drawing near the 
bounds of her .increafe, there is no 
where lefs refiftance in the veflels, 
than in the abdomen; hence alfo, no: 
where lefs than in the pe/vis, and 
there 


there no where lefs than in the afe- 
vus: for women, in proportion to 
their bulk, have their abdomen much 
more large and expanfile than men ; 
for in their pelvis are contained only 
the bladder and intefinum refums 
belides which, there is alfo the vfe- 
rus in the pelvis of women, add 
that their pe/vis is ufually more ca- 
pacious, than might be required in 
refpect of their contents. Befides, 
when at any time the bladder and 
inteftinum redum receive their own 
fluids, and the wterus nothing at all, 
it appears from hence, that there is 
the leaft refiftance in the uterus. And 
there is no known part in. the female 
botly, into which the blood flows from 
io many different places, as into the 
aterus. For various extremities of ar- 
teries meet there together from three 
different fprings. ‘To this may be 
added, that in the whole tract of the 
aterus, the veins are dettitute of 
valves, and that this want is not fup- 
plied by the compreffion of the 
mufeles, that drive forward the ve- 
mal blood; for there is no part of 
the body, which has fewer mufcles 
about its all the blood therefore, 
that is contained in the veins, re- 
Gifts the blood coming out of the ar- 
teries ; and fo wherefoever it is in a 
fomething greater quantity; it is 
prefs’d immediately towards the lets 
refifting places. 

‘ Now as there are three caufes, to 
which the excretion of the menftru- 
al blood inan healthy woman is ow- 
ing, viz. 1. A plethora. 2. A de- 
tetmination of the fuperfluous blood 
to the wterus, as the: lefs refitting 
part. 3. An aptitude of the uterine 
veffels to excretion; fo emmena- 
gogue Medicines may be reduced alfo* 
<9 three claffes. 

"Fhe firft clafs contains thofe which 
bring on a plethora, which is effe- 
ted, 1,.. By any Medicine, that 


caufes more chyle to be received in- 


to the veins, from the meat and — 


drink, by. the force of the firt vif- 
cera, than is required to the increafe 
or nourifhment of the body, and to 
repair a lofs. 2. By any Medicines 
that fo ftrengthen and difpofe thé 
fanguiferous veffels, as to turn the. 
chyle into good blood. 3. By re- 
moving the caufes of attenuating the 
blood. To the firft of thefe belong 


-the fetid, aromatic gums, fixt falts, 


volatile alkaline falts .and foaps. 
Thefe diffolve the mucus, which may 
be expell’d by aloé, rhubarb, colo- 
quintida, and jalap, but the vifcera 
themfelves are to be ftrengthen’d by 
fteel, Peruvian bark, rhubarb, ta- 
marisk bark, caper bark, €c. the fe- 
cond is effected chiefly by motion of 


the body in a free air. The third 


includes thofe which hinder the toe 

great confumption and diffipation of 

the blood already made. 
The fecond clafs.of emmenagogues' 


contains thofe which determine 


the plethoric blood to the wterus » 
and {uch are all’thofe, that diminifh 


the refiftance in the uterine veflels,. 


and increafe it in others, Now the : 
refiftance of the uterine veflels is di- 
minifhted two ways: 1. By relaxing 
the veffels, as by warm bathing, ex- 
ternal heat, ointments, and relaxing 
and warm plafters. 2. By accele- 
gating the reflux of the blood from 
the lower veins towards the heart, 
which is done by frictions, from the: 
feet towards the groin, walking and 
leaping, which lait is of fo great 
force; that Hippocrates mentions it's 
procuring even abortion. | 
The third clafs of emmenagogues 
contains thofe which difpofe the ute- 
rine veflels to excretion: as 1. Va- 
pours of warm water, apply’d to the 
lower parts of the body. 2. Relax= 
ing fomentations apply’d by fponges 
or linn¢ns to the imguen, perineum,

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For to open any obitru&ted veffel, 


thefe three things are neceffarily re- 
quired: 1. That the veffel be re- 


: . vagina, and hypogaftrium : hither al- 
_ fo belong cataplafins, platters, pefla- 
ies, and fuch like, confifting of re- 


laxers. 3. A vapour of urinous, al- 


' Kaline falts, receiv’d into the uterus, 


which however is not without dan- 
ger, fot it irritates vehemently, and 
brings on a very great contraction 
in the uterine fibres, fuch a vapour 
therefore ought to be applied cau- 
tioufly, for it may after render the 
womb barren, and produce horrid 
‘ contractions and fpafms: for it is ve- 
ry fharp, and inflames the wterus, 
whence a gangrene or fchirrus may 
eafily arife; and when the uterys is 


violently inflamed, the whole ner- ° 


vous fyitem is affected with fpafme; 
wherefore, if fuch a vapour fhould 
ever be brought into ufe, great cau- 
tion muft be ufed that it be not too 
fharp. Let it be made therefore 
with a little {pirit of fal ammoniac, 
and a great deal of water; but avoid 
that terrible one, which a certain 
quack was accuftom’d to ufe on thefe 
occafions, the mixture of urine and 
quick lime fet over the fire.

PERIENTS are thofe Medicines 
which: open the obftructed ca- 

nals. Of thefe there are three claffes, 
of which the firft contains all thofe 
which relax the veffels, of which we 
have treated already. The fecond 
comprehends thofe which attenuate, 


refolve, and dilute the fluids, of which. 


we have treated alfo already. ‘The 
third and laf ineludes whatfoever, 
after the veffels are relax’d, and the 
fluid attenuated, both aé& on their 
motion and promote’ their circula- 
tion.

CH A Py oaE 
Of DISCUTIENTS. 


ISCUTIENTS are thofe which 
1) diflipate the flagnating or co- 
agulated fluid, either in the veffels 
or extravafated, without any /olutia- 
comtinui, in the external parts. _ 

A fluid ftagnates in the veffels, 
and becomes a tumour from feveral 
eaufes: 1. From a plethora, and 
then the tumours appear red, and 


inthis cafe the beft difcutient is e- 


vacuation, as bleeding. 2: Sucha 
tumour arifes from inflammation ; 
and then thofe are true difcutients, 


which relax the veflels, move them * 


varioufly when they are relaxed, or’ 


revulfe, refolve, attenuate and di- — 


lute the fluids by depleting the vef- ' 
fels. 3. A tumour arifes from the’ 
thicknefs of the coagulated fluid ; 
and this is to be difcufs’d only by 
aperitive Medicines. | 

Extravafated liquids are difcufs’d, 
when they are driven again into their 
veffels: and this is obtained, 1. By 
freeing the abforbent veffels as much 


‘as poflible, from the diftending i- 


quids ; and this is done beft by bleed- 
ing, or the ufe of hydragogues, when: 
bleeding is improper ; which two 
do not weaken in this cafe, but ra- 
ther refrefh, whence they are of the 
greateft fervice at thofe times, when 
they can be ufed together: z. The 
fame thing is obtained by the ufe 
a 
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all aperients. 3. By external force, 
either prefling or drying, apply’d to 
the body. And here it muit.be ob- 
ferved, that difcutients are of no 
ule againit /chirrus’s. 


© BAN B) & clit, 
Of EMOLLIENTS. 


' A WN emollient is that which re- 
duces any part of our body, 
that is indurated and compacted, in- 
to it’s former ftate of a fluid con- 
tained, and a folid containing. Now 
induration happens in our bodies 
principally three ways: 41. By too 
great coction and preflure of the li- 
quids. 2. By a coagulum ariting 
from the nature of the liquids them- 
felves. 3. By a coagu/um fuperin- 
due’d by the mixture of fome coagu- 
lating body. 
Emollients are either internal or 
external.- The internal are, 1. Ha- 
ditus’s, or fuffumigations. 2. Broths 


of animal fubitances, efpecially the, 


mefentery and inteftines. 3. The 
crude yolks of eggs, which, though 
they have no acrimony, yet diffolve 
refins and gums. 4. Farinaceous de- 
coctions. 5. Decoctions of mucila- 
ginous herbs. 6. Decoétions pre- 
pard of {weet mucilaginous fruits. 
7. 'The.mild juices of plants, as ho- 
ney, fugar, caflia, manna. 8. Ex- 
prefled oils, that are almoft infipid. 
g. Frefh cream and butter. External 
emollients are the fame, only they 
are applied in form of Zitws’s, oint- 
ments, fomentations, baths, vapours, 


cataplafms, plafters, and embroca- 


tions, 
But of all thefe emollients nane 
exceeds the vapour ofan animal frefh 


kid. And they have. all of them 
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this good, that, though they be ap- _ 
plicd to indurated places, they are —

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never noxious, when aperients and 


fuch like often increafe the inflam- 
mation, and generate {chirrus’s and 
cancers.

Of Aftringents and Induraters. 


F thefe Medicines, and alfo © 


of corroboraters, we have 


-treated already in the firft fection, 


under the title of contraéters, and 
in the fecond, under the title of con- 
denfers, incraflaters, and coagulaters. 
But in this place aftringents are 
confidered, fo far as they increafe 
the contractile force of the veffels, 
and at the fame time in{fpiffate the 
liquids. Of this fort are all unripe 
fruits. 

Thofe alfo, which are called in-

ETERGENTS are thofe, which 
being applied to the body,

The object of a detergent Medi- | 


cine muft be fomething,that is tena- 


cious, which neceflarily confifts of 
an indurated oil;

| firft to divide that tenacious body, 


' and then reduce it into fucha ftate,

But when it is oily, it 
can by no means be wafh’d away by 
' water alone; but if it be firft rubb’d 
with the yolk of an egg, it may then: 
be eafily mixt with water and brought 
away. Hither therefore belong all 
 faponaceous bodies, and alkaline /x7- 
viums ; for thefe two fo difpofe the 
tenacious, as to make it mix with 
water. Saponaceous bodies are any 
oils mixt with falts; but thefe, if 
they are given inwardly, ought to 
be mild, for otherwife they will e- 
rode. ‘They are either native, as 
honey, aloés, manna, caffia, fugar, 
mild milk of vegetables, (as of let- 
tuce, fuccory, dandelion, {corzone- 
ra, and the juice of foapwort) animal 
bile, (which is of great ufe in deter- 
ging glutinous and fordid ulcers) and 
yolks of eggs, which are beft if 
mixt with a little bile ; or artificial, 
as Venice foap, black foap, fa/ vola- 
tilis ‘oleofus, tincture of tartar, made 
of a fixt falt with fpirit of wine ; al- 


 {o elixirs compos’d of alkaline falts 


and water. 

Emundants as thofe which de- 
terge and wafh away at the fame 
time by an aqueous vehicle. 

Erodents are thofe which not only 
 refolve the adhering tenacious body, 
but alfo bring the corrupted rags of 
' the veffels to live flefh. But they 
mutt leave the live flefh untouch’d, 
for otherwife they would become 
cauftics. | (2a 

Erodents therefore are either fuch 
as excite pain, which were deferib’d 
above ; or attenuants, refolvents, and 
putrefiers. 


Of HEATERS. 


Heater isthat which increafes 

. the heat of our body. That 
this may be the better underftood, 
we shall premife fomething concern- 
ing heat in general. 

Whatfoever from being cold be- 
comes hot, does fo, either becaufe 
fire is actually applied to it, or be- 
caufe motion is excited in it by at- 
trition. ‘To produce heat by attri- 
tion, there are three things necef- 
fary: 1. A contaé& of bodies. 2. A 
motion of bodies. 3. A preffure of - 
the bodies to each other. But un- 
lefs all thefe three concur together, 
heat cannot be produced. For the 
contact of bodies without motionand 
preffure, or attrition, does not caufe 
heat. A light attrition alfo, that is, 
without any notable preffure of the 
bodies to each other, excites no heat, 
at leaft none that is fenfible. Hence 
therefore it follows; 1. That the 
more points the bodies that make 
attrition touch each other in, or, 
which is the fame thing, the greater 
their furfaces are, where they touch, 
fo much the greater, ceteris paribus, 
is the heat excited by attrition. 2. 
That the more violent the motion of 
thofe bodies is, the greater, ceteris 
paribus, is their heat. 3. ‘That by 
how much greater the force by which 
thefe bodies are applied to each other 
is, in like manner their heat increa- 
fes. To thefe three axioms (for every 
one muft allow them to be fuch) let. 
us add a ‘fourth, which has been con- 
firm’d by experience, that the more 
folid any body is, fo much the ftron- 
ger it grows hot, ceteris paribuss 


by 
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by the application of actual fire, or 
attrition of another body. . 

- Our body may be made hot either 
externally or internally, This heat 
is excited externally; 1. By the ap- 
plication of fire, or any hot body. 
z. By the attrition of the folids or 
fluids againft each other. 3. By the 
mutual action of the folids and fluids 
- upon each other. 


CHAP, XVil 
Of COOLERS. 


OLD is excited in our bodies 

by caufes oppofite’ to thofe 
which excite heat. External cold is 
caufed, 1. By the application of 
cold bodies; and thefe, as experi- 
énce teaches, cool fo much the more 
as they are the more folid; for fo 
cold water cools more than cold air, 
and baths of fimple water cool lefs 
than thofe of falt water, 2. By ta- 
king away the attrition of all exter- 
nals on our bodies. 

Internal cold is caufed, 1. By ex- 
ternal cold. 2. By taking away or 
diminifhing the mutual attrition of 
the internal parts, whether folid or 
fluid. | 


CHAP. XVIII. 
Of DRAWERS. 


RAWERs are thofe which bring 
fomething that fticks in our bo- 
y, from the place where it fticks 


into another. ‘To effeé& this, three 
things are neceflary: 1. That the 


matter be rendered, moveable. Ze 


\ 
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That it beremov’d to a deftin’d place. 
3. That the intermediate way be 


free and open to it’s paflage. Hence 


drawers are properly divided into the 
three following claffes. 
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The firft contains thofe things, — 


which render the matter moveable ; 
as, 1. Whatfoever ftimulate the fo- 
lids. 2. Attenuants, diffolvers and 
diluters. 


The fecond clafs compreliends all —

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Of REPERCUTIENTS. 


EPERCUTIENTS are thofe, 
which repel any matter ftick- 

ing in any internal part of the body, 
towards fome other itill more inter- 
nal.

Hence 
there are three clafles of repercuti- 
ents. 

The firft does mot differ from the 
firft clafs of drawers. 
. The fecond: contains (inftead of 
drawers; which cannot be applied 


internally) various evacuations; as- 


hydragogues, blecding, falivation: 
4il which operate fo far as they re- 


-vulfe the matter from a place. 


The third includes, 1. All that 
are actually cold. 2. All ftyptics, 
eontracters, and conttipaters appli- 
ed externally.

F eis are thofe which 


) convert any part of a living bo- 
dy into pus. Now pus is a thick 
matter, and though fat, yet mix- 


able with water, and a whitifh: co-. 


Jour, of no fmell and tafte, provided: 
it be laudabie, 

_ There is never any fuppuration, 
unlefs the veffels are broken in fuch 
a manner, that the liquid may flow 
guts for pus was never obferv’d ‘to 
fiow gut of ah broken veflel, imme- 
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diately on ‘9 eas broken’; but that — 
liquid, then flowing out, after fome 
{pace of time, by ftagnating becomes 
pus, as appears by this, that if a 
wound be continually wip’d, there 
will never be found any pws in it. 
Therefore the extravafated liquor is 
converted by ftagnating into pws, 
with the afliftance of heat; for then 
the moft liquid part exhales,. and the 
more vifcid remaining -conftitutes 
pus 3 and this, as long as it continues 
mild, is the beft balfam, but by con- 
tinuing a long time, it is converted 
into a very thin, yellow, greyith, or 
red liquor, and at length, blacks 
acrid, eroding, injurious to the 
nerves. 

A fappurating Medicine therefore 
is whatfoever breaks the veflels, 
pours out the liquid, mixes it with 
the broken folids, diffipates the moft 
liquid part, and at lait moves and 
conco¢ts the reft. 

Suppuration is required, wheré 
the impacted matter cannot be rez 
folv’d, and the extravafated reforb’d. 
Ft mill be avoided therefore, when’ 
the peccant matter cannot be con+ 
verted into pus, as in a fchirrbus, 
cancer, and exo/fofs: it mutt bea- 
voided alfo, when it cannot be drawn 
out of the place, where it is made, 
as in the internal parts. 

Alb. fappuraters may be reduc’d 
to the three following claffes. 

The firft contains thofe which dif= 
folve the veffels, by gently flimula- 
ting them ;. as aromatic gums, onions 
roafted with flower and.oil, honey 
mixt with other things, and fome 
plants, as bay, camomile, faftron, 
melilot, elder, E9%¢. 

The fecond clafs. includes thofe 
which, by the remaining force of — 
life, joins the parts together, which: 
ftagnated before, and others #@hat 
were feparated. - This is done. by 
means of drawers, which ieee 

sheet 
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the moveable parts of liquids to the 
place where pus ought to be made; 


hither therefore belong, 1. All warm 


aqueous bodies, which relax the vef- 
fels; whence arifes a greater motion 
to the abovementioned place. 2. 
Moifteners, or vifcid aqueous bodies, 
as pimpernel, duckmeat, water-lilly, 
pellitory, &¥e. 

The third clafs comprehends thofe 
which by reftraining the liquids, af- 
ter they are moved to a determinate 
place, hinder them from being too 


’ much diffipated by the heat of the 


body. Hither therefore belong all 
that fhut up the pores, in fuch a 
manner, that the matter may be there 
retained, moved, and yet not ex- 
hal’d; as, 1..Aromatic gumis. 2. 
Honey rendred tenacious by boiling. 
3. Meal of beans, peafe, chiches, 
linfeed, corn, &%e. 4. Figs, efpeci- 
ally if the more acrid part be evapo- 
rated over a gentle fire. 5. Wax. 
6. Yolks of eggs. 7. Frefh butter. 
8. Fats of all Animals. 9. Smooth 
exprefs'd oils. 10. Emollient herbs. 

Ripeners are thofe which fo dif- 
folve what is to be fuppurated, that 
the whole matter may meet in one 


place, without any divifion or fepa- 


ration, made by little cells, fo that 
an out-let being made, all that is 
fuppurated may be driven out at 
ence. But feeing thofe things which 
are to be fuppurated are nothing elfe 
than half broken folids, and ftagna- 
ting liquids, hence alfo a ripener is 
nothing elfe than a fuppurater ap- 
plied fo long, as to make a general 
refolution. 

But we know that maturation is 
made by the greateft. foftnefs, and 
fluftuation of the part. But the 
longer the matter to be fuppurated 
remains fhut up, the eafier. it-is con- 
coéted : and indeed the greateft care 
is to be taken, that all the indura- 
ted parts may become {oft all round,

CHA P. .XXh.o 
Of TOPICS. | 


Topic is a‘local Medicine, 
which heals any part of the 
body, -by a certain action or force 
proper, and dedicated to. that part. 
Topics may be divided into eight 
claffes. a i | 
The firft contains cephalics, or 
thofe which peculiarly regard the ~ 
brain, and not the other parts of the 
head. Now the funétions of the brain 
are two; to fecrete the animal fpirits, 
and afterwards to diftribute them: 
and that thefe funétions may proceed - 
rightly, there is required an adapta- 
tion of the veffels, and a due fo- 
lution of the liquids. Hence there- 
fore whatfoever adapts the veffels, 
and duly diffolves the liquids, is a 
cephalic, | ' 
_Cephalics are of two forts: 1. 
Warm, which abound with a thin 
oil, falt, and {pirit :, hither therefore 
belong all attenuants, efpecially thofe — 
which have a pleafant fmell and tafte, 
as fouthernwood, betony, german- 
der, calamint, lavender, marjoram, | 
balm, mint, origany, rofemary, fage, 
€s'c. hither alfo belong fome infects, 
as wood-lice; alfo {pirit of caftor, /a/ 
volatile oleofum, aromatic oils, sc. 
2. Cold, which affeét the noftrils 
with a pleafant {mell, without heat; 
as common lilly, lillies of the valley, 
rofes, violets, €9,. wii 
- The fecond clafs’ comprehends 
ophthalmics, odontalgics, otalgics, 
and ftomatics, j 
| Ophthalmics — 
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Ophthalmics are thofe which take 
away bloody, ferous, lymphatic, and 
nervous inflammations from the eyes. 
- Odontalgics are thofewhich remove 
the fame inflammations, and by that 
means take away pain from the teeth. 
Hence lenitive purges, and alfo opi- 
ates fometimes become odontalgics. 

Otalgics are thofe which afluage 
the pain of the ears; and: thefe a- 
gain include all thofe, that take away 
the three forts of inflammations men- 
tioned above. *; 

Thofe are called ftomatics, which 
cure the difeafes of the mouth; and 
thefe are common to the mouth 
with other parts; and fo medicines 
have nothing {pecific with regard to 
thefe parts. 

The third clafs confifts of arteriacs. 
The Antients gave the name of arte- 
via to the larynx, or properly to 
thefe harder canals which enter the 
lungs, and which the Moderns call 
afpera arteria; and called thofe ar- 
teriacs which take away the difeafes 
of the larynx and dronchia, and par- 
ticularly the afperity of them, which 
is frequent in a cough, and arifes 
from a penury or defect of the liquid, 
that is there fecreted; whence it 
comes to pafs, that the nervous fila- 
ments remain naked and dry. 

Arteriac medicines therefore are 
thofe which fupply a fimilar liquid : 
as, 1. All f{mooth oily bodies, fwal- 
low’d down flowly. 2. All that 
can be received with the air into the 
lungs, in form of a mild vapour : as 
farinaceous and emollient decoéti- 
ons; here alfo emulfions, linétus’s, 
fyrups, and infpiflated juices are of 
ufe; efpecially fuch as are prepared 


of {weet almonds, feeds of white. 


poppy, four greater and lefs cold 
feeds, coco nuts, walnuts, filberds, 
and piftachio’s ; out of which an oil 
is drawn, either by emulfion or ex- 


preflion. 3. The chief of all arte- 
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riacs is Opium 3 which by taking a- 
way the fenfe of titillation, affuages 
thé cough; which being taken a+ 
way, the liquors fecreted in the tra- 
chea and bronchia tarty there, and 
by lubricating them take away their 
acrimony. All thefe therefore are 
arteriacs, which affuage a cough. — 
The fourth clafs contains thofe 
which are called thoracics$ under 
which name are ufually compre- 
hended thofe which promote either 
refpiration, or the propelling of the 
blood into the left venticle of the 
heart. But there is fcarce any fuch 
thing as a fpecific thoracic, properly 
fo to be called but all that have ob- 
tained this name, act in the fame 
manner together, as other medicines ; 
by attenuating, infpiflating, ‘timula- 
ting, &¥c. for fo hyffop, marjoram, 
penny-royal, fcordium, fulphur, and 
others which/are called theracics, o- 
perate only by attenuating 3 and then 
they are to be accounted thoracics, 
when the venal blood is fo vifcid, 
as not to be able to flow through 
the lungs: fo alfo pul/monarta isthe 
belt medicine, whensa too fharp and 
quick blood wants to be fweetned 
and infpiffated, pata 
But if any thing is to be account- 
ed a true thoracic, it mult be the air 
itfelf, fo far as being impregnated 
with fome vapours, it is received in- 
to the lungs: therefore, 1. When 
too thin and fharp a lymph glides 
from the too much relax’d lympha- 
tics into the lungs, as in a cory%as 
then fumes of mattich, frankincen(e, 
benjamin, are the beft pulmonics. 
2. If there is any. alkaline and hot 
acrimonious exhalation, as in the 
plague, f{mall-pox, .and ‘malignant 
fevers, then the true pulmonic is 
the vapour of Rhenifb vinegar, or 
pulvis pyrius. 3. When the effiwia 
of fpirit of vitriol, or agua fortis ine 
vade the lungs, whence -arife. often 
; Te grievous 
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grievous péripnéumonies ahd afth- 
mas, the beft pulmonic is the vapour 
of putrify’d urine received directly 
- inte the mouth, by, which. vapour 
the acid that infelts the lungs is 
Converted into an innocent volatile 
fale... 4. If a thick and acrid matter 
occupies the lungs, and-ftuffs up 
their paflages, the beft pulmonic is 
a vapour of warm water, mix’d with 
a little. fale of tartar and urine, as 
alfo with relaxing and itimulating 
herbs. §. When there is too great 
a drynefg and tough thicknels, then 
it is to be diluted with a vapour 
of warm water; by applying a warm 
wet {punge to the nofe of the patient, 
and direGting -him to draw it in by 
his nofe, and breath it out again by 
his mouth. | ras to 

The fifth clafs contains thofe which 
are called cordials; thefe are of three 
forts; 1. Thofé which a&t on the 
animal fpirits by yielding a fubftance 
fit to:produce them, fuch axe light 
and nourifhing meats and drinks of 
a» pleafant tafte and {mell, as milk, 
{mall broths; well fcented wines, 
well.fermented ales, ripe feafonable 
fruits: or by determining the wan- 
dring fpirits to the cerebrum or cere- 
bellum; fuch:are all antifpafmodics, 
taking away hypochondriac and hy- 
fteric: fuffocations, all which operate 
by ftimulating, drawing or relaxing s 
or elfe by flirring up the quiefcent 
{pirits: fuch are all that have a plea- 
fant {mell and taftey as. any aroma- 
tics, efpecially the oriental balfams, 
namely, cinnamon, nutmegs, mace, 
cloves, zedoary, galangal, és'e. alfo 
orange peels, China oranges, : the 
grateful fmell of pomegranates, 
fouthernwood, thyme, balm, laven- 
der, rofes, jafmine, lillies of the val- 
ley, kermes berries, faffron, &c. Hi- 
ther alfo belong, generous wines, 
brandy, oily {pirits,. aromatic oily 
alkaline volatile falts, al) compofiti- 
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ons made of thefe, all aromatic ‘ef- 
{ential oils, tinétures, e/eofatchara, 
fyrwps and confettions. z. Thofe 
which act on the veffels, by ren- 
dering them fit for the tranfmifion 
of liquids : and thefe are fuch as re- 
lax the veffels ; as baths: or ftrength- 
en the too much relax’d veffels, 
and reftore their elaftic. force that 
was loft; as.all auftere bodies, Peru- 
vian bark, quinces, ftecl, rough 
wine, é¢¢. 3. Thofe which opé- 
rate on the circulating liquids, ei- 
ther by diluting or incraflating them ; 


if the liquids want diluting, there is, 


fearce a better cordial, than water 
moderately warm. 

The fixth clafs contains thofe which 
ate called carminatives, by which 
name is underftood what removes a 
painful flatus of the inteftines. . 

. Pain arifes from too great a di- 
{traction of a fenfible fibre. But a 
flatus fuppofes a liquid elaftic matter 


to hang'in the inteflines, rarify’d by |

heat, and retain’d there by fome 
force, which at length, after this 
force is overcome, burits out with 
great violence. 5 
This liquid elaftic matter 1s the air

itfelf, which breaks either upwards ~~ 


or downwards, and rufhes through

This elaftic matter, or air, enters 
the body by the a@/ephagus, and paf- 
fes through the inteftines, whence, 
if it be not ftopped or rarify’d by 
heat, it pafles out at the azas, with- 
out pain or producing a fiatus; but 
if it is reftrained it produces horrid 
fymptomis.

flammation, viz. by diminifhing the 
impetus. y enter!” 

Warm carminatives act: fo far: as 
they ftimulate and excite; a motion ~

{tines ; whence contrattion and in- 
terception. of the air are taken a> 
waye 

The feverith clafs of topics con- 
tains the anthelminthics, by which 
name is underitood thofe medicines, 
which kill and expel worms. 

The places in which worms neft 
and ‘creep,’ are the a/ophagws; fto- 
mach, and all the inteftines. An- 
theliminthies are reduciblé to two 
forts: t. Thofe which kill worms, 
asall oils: applied. immediately to 
them 3 honey; fuch things as wound, 
bruifesand prick them,as little bones of : 
fifhes;.hart’s-horn, filings of fteel, &. 
mercury-fo prepared as to pafs only 
through: the inteftines,, without én- 
tring the lacteals, fuch is ethiops mi- 
neral;. given with a gentle purgative 3 
alfo:.vitriols of metals, as.of iron, 
copper, filver, if given in the form 
of pills, with a gentle purgative, to 
determine them to the, inteltines. 
2. Thofe which expel worms, as all 
purges and vomits whatfoever, taken 
upon an empty ftomach. But thofe 
bitters. which: aré. ufually commen- 
ded as anthelminthics, and, are di- 
tinguifhed by that name; do good 
only by accident, namely; when the 
inteftinal fibres are too weak to ex 
pel the nefts of worms, but they ao 
not atall kill the worms. 
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The eighth clafs comprehends the 
anodynes, or thofe medicines which 
take away pain: under which are 
comprehended, 1. Paregorics, which 
take away pain by appeafing it. 2. 
Hypnotics, which take it away by 
cauling fleep. 3. Narcotics, which 
take it away by caufing a ftupor. 4. 
Nepenthes, which fignifies a medi- 
cine taking away pain. . 

All pain manifeftly arifes. from a 
diftraétion or too great elongation of 
the fibres :: which, ifit proceedsfrom 
an external-caufe, may be taken a- 
way by the removal of that caufe. 
But if it arifes from aninternal caufe, 
we muft examine firft what that 1s, 
that we may be able to take away 
_ the pain: now the internal ‘caufes 

of too great a diftraétion are reduced 
to five; and confequently there is 
that number ‘of ancdyne medicines, 
that take away thofe caufes. 

Thefe caufes are, 1. A femi-lace- 
ration of fome nerve: for that part 
of a femi-lacerated nerve which re- 
mains uninjured, fuftains a much 
greater impetus or contraction, than 
ina found ftate of the nerve ; whence

The ftrong are thofe 
which bring a fore’d, deep fleep, 
with a great ftupor, fcarce to be 
fhaken off ; as opium, henbane feeds, 
€c. The bad are thofe which pro- 
duce a moft profound ileep, com- 
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monly ending in death; but if it 
happens to be fhaken off, there ge- 
nerally follows a depravation of the 
faculties of the mind ; and of this fore 
are the leaves, flowers, fruits, roots, 
and juice of both forts of henbane ; 
feeds of thorn-apple, which being 
taken. to $f}. creates madnefs, and 
to 31. is mortal; the meal of darne!, 
berries of deadly nightfhade, lyco- 
perficon, {moak of tobacco, taken in 
too large quantities by thofe who 
are unaccuftom’d to it, alfo wine, 
and the {pirits drawn from it, if drank 
too plextifully.

dies, there is required fame 
care and confideration to manage 
them to the beft advantage, both 
for the eafe of the patient, and an- 
iwering his intention in cure. 


fn all chronic cafes, medicines are - 


to be contrived as near to a diet as 
can be; and therefore the common 


; drinks and foods are to be medicated 
as far as they will admit it, and the> 


cafe requires. What medicinal forms 
are requilite, fhould be both. the 
moft convenient for taking, and or- 
dered at times beft fuiting to the con- 
dition of living, and conveniency 
of the patient. Pills therefore, ele. 


étuarles, tinétures, or elixirs, are the. 


moft likely forms, becaufe they will 
keep, and may be fo order’d in ta- 
king, as to be of very little trouble : 
whereas boles or draughts, where 
there is along continuance required, 
make {uch 2 formidable thew, that 


very few will have patience to go 
through the courfe. 

But in acute cafes, which are ge- 
nerally dangerous, there is required 
jlo fuch regard; but all afliftances 
mutt be called in that can be had, ac- 
cording to the exigency of the cafe.

Here no regard, or very little, is to

‘Thus a bole, or a powder, 
may be given every three, four, or 
fix hours, with a draught, julep, or 
any other liquid form after it 3 and in 
this may be dropp’d fpirits, tinétures, 
se. of the like intention, and alfo 
fnto their common drink.

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night dofes, or others if neceflary, 
may be joined with an opiate. And 


in the intervals, where the aggrava- 


tions of fymptoms require, may be 
repeated the julep, with fuitable 
drops, as ufua]. Externals may be 


ordered at the fame time as necef- 


fary ; and if blifters, becaufe they 
eften occafion ftranguries,, and heat 
of urine, emulfions, notwithftanding 
all that has been given before, may 
come in for a common drink. . 


Direétions for Prefcriptions. 


But the moft general and necef: - 


fary rule in all cafes, is to anfwer the 
end by as few medicines as pofhible, 
and never to makea cure worfe than 
the difeafe. And fuch practice will 
always procure the beit reputation 
amongft thofe whofe applaufe is
